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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Governors  and  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto 

In  my  recent  reports  I  have  emphasized  the  tempo  of  change  in  the  structure  of 
the  University.  This  is  a  change  that  is  far  more  rapid  and  far  more  important 
than  the  physical  change,  which  tends  to  attract  the  major  attention  by  its 
visibility.  So  rapid  and  so  important  is  the  change,  that  one  might  be  justified  in 
referring  to  this  period  in  the  life  of  universities  as  a  revolutionary  period.  It  is  a 
revolution  of  a  complex  and  frequently  baffling  nature,  since  it  takes  place  at  a 
time  when  the  universities  enjoy  comparative  prosperity.  Economic  barriers  are 
being  lowered  or  have  been  eliminated,  and  authority  does  not  stand  in  the  way 
of  expansion  but  rather  cheerfully  and  generously  welcomes  it.  Revolutionary 
trends  in  the  modern  universities  do  not  take  their  origin,  then,  in  economic  con- 
ditions; they  are  part  of  a  broad  intellectual  and  social  change  that  extends  far 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  University.  Some  of  the  external  manifestations  of  the 
revolution  are  disturbing,  and  the  University  of  Toronto  has  not  been  exempt. 
I  refer  to  the  extravagance  of  activist  language  and  the  delight  in  shock  tactics 
which  correspond  to  the  "filthy  speech"  episode  that  made  up  the  moronic  anti- 
climax to  the  Berkeley  disturbances.  Under  these  conditions,  it  is  tempting  to  talk 
about  the  need  for  psychotherapy  rather  than  for  rational  response.  But  it  would 
be  a  pity  not  to  recognize  that  there  are  basic  issues,  fundamental  shifts  in  point 
of  view  that  require  understanding  and  sympathetic  appraisal.  It  is  always  better 
to  lead  and  give  direction  to  a  revolution  than  nervously  to  consolidate  the 
government  troops  for  the  defence  of  the  ancien  regime. 

All  revolutions  arise  from  the  failure  of  forms  and  procedures  to  provide 
appropriate  vehicles  for  new  ideas.  Such  failure  results  in  a  dislocation  between 
practice  and  belief,  between  measures  and  men.  In  the  University  this  dislocation 
now  appears  in  all  the  principal  areas :  in  the  governance  of  the  University,  in  the 
theory  and  methods  of  instruction,  and  in  the  methods  used  to  regulate  individual 
and  group  behaviour.  Our  present  governance,  for  instance,  is  based  upon  the 
theory  of  the  separation  of  the  three  estates — administration,  faculty,  and  students 
— to  which  has  been  joined  a  belief  in  academic  freedom  provided  it  operates  in  a 
semi-monastic  community  under  the  benevolent  eye  of  business  and  state.  For 
some  time,  however,  the  division  between  the  three  estates  has  been  broken  down. 
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and  each  merges  into  the  other.  Academic  freedom  is  no  longer  a  licence  issued  to 
amiable  theoreticians  in  a  protected  community  but  a  condition  for  the  health  of 
our  society. 

The  prevailing  theory  and  methods  of  instruction  have  a  similar  irrelevancy. 
In  brief,  the  theory  is  that  knowledge  can  be  encapsulated  in  formal  discourses 
known  as  lectures,  then  handed  down  to  each  new  generation  of  students,  who 
use  the  time  left  to  them  to  absorb  what  has  been  given  in  the  classroom  or 
occasionally  to  expand  it  in  the  library  and  the  laboratory.  Knowledge  can  be 
broken  up  into  separate  areas,  which  are  known  as  courses  in  the  curriculum,  and 
then  further  divided  into  hours  of  instruction.  It  is  assumed  that  knowledge  is  the 
possession  of  a  special  group,  the  teachers,  and  the  function  of  the  students  is  to 
be  willing  and  industrious  recipients.  This  formal  structure  has  broken  down  with 
the  bewildering  growth  of  knowledge,  which  outstrips  even  the  most  erudite 
teacher  and  even  the  most  fashionable  textbook;  with  the  development  of  many 
additional  sources  for  knowledge  within  and  outside  the  University ;  and  with  the 
emergence  of  new  media  by  which  this  knowledge  may  be  passed  on. 

In  the  regulation  of  individual  and  group  conduct,  what  we  usually  know  as 
discipline,  the  revolution  is  most  complete.  The  traditional  theory  is  that  the 
University  corresponds  to  the  family,  which  theoretically  inspires  loyalty  and 
devotion,  but  which  is  always  prepared  by  a  system  of  restraints  and  punishments 
to  enforce  a  particular  code.  For  a  good  many  years  now  the  family  analogy  has 
not  been  appropriate.  It  is  particularly  inappropriate  now  that  the  University 
thinks  of  itself  as  a  political  and  social  community. 

These  various  dislocations  arise,  as  I  have  suggested,  not  from  any  sense  of 
economic  distress.  They  are  the  concomitants  not  of  the  disintegration  of  the 
University  but  of  its  remarkable  rise  to  a  position  of  extraordinary  power  and 
authority.  This  rise  has  been  complex  and  many-sided.  One  factor  has  been  the 
enormous  extension  of  the  area  in  which  the  University  has  traditionally  played 
an  important  role — the  area,  I  mean,  that  is  concerned  with  the  passing  on  of 
information  in  ways  that  vary  from  flat  statement  to  complex  and  oblique  sug- 
gestion, and  the  exposition  of  attitudes  and  ideas  from  the  "stupid  realism"  of 
advertising  to  the  subtle  metaphors  of  poetry  and  the  cinema.  The  extension  of 
this  area,  so  congenial  to  the  University,  would  in  itself  make  the  University  more 
central.  But  this  extension  has  coincided  with  the  dramatic  entrance  of  the  Univer- 
sity into  other  areas  not  formerly  thought  of  as  being  of  its  first  concern.  For  some 
time  now  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  University  could  make  a  contribution  to 
the  business  and  industrial  life  of  the  nation  by  establishing  business  schools  for 
tomorrow's  executives.  But  the  movement  of  events  has  made  the  business  school 
only  a  minor  affiliation.  Knowledge,  sometimes  derived  from  the  most  esoteric 
sources,  has  become  increasingly  the  capital  of  business  enterprise,  and  most  of  it 
can  be  created  only  within  the  universities.  There  has  been  a  similar  movement 
of  the  University  into  politics.  The  social  sciences  are  no  longer  exclusively  con- 
cerned with  chronicling  the  errors  of  the  past.  They  find  themselves  frequently 
involved  in  the  task  of  helping  to  make  immediate  decisions;  their  problem  is  not 
to  choose  between  God  and  mammon  but  to  reconcile  the  one  to  the  other. 

The  University,  then,  is  concerned  with  its  realignment  in  society.  The  move- 
ment to  the  centre  has  meant  the  breakdown  of  old  barriers  and  has  brought  the 
University  closer  to  the  concerns  of  all  members  of  society.  This  accounts  for  the 
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increasing  insistence  by  society  that  the  University  accommodate  itself  to  accepted 
political  structures  and  that  it  welcome  detailed  and  uninhibited  public  scrutiny 
of  its  actions.  I  believe  that  movement  into  the  centre  must  inevitably  be  accom- 
panied by  a  movement  into  the  spotlight,  embarrassing  and  distracting  though 
that  may  be  to  one  accustomed  to  the  discreet  shadows.  But  I  do  not  think  that 
the  University  should,  on  this  account,  give  up  the  traditional  concept  of  its 
separateness.  It  should  not  permit  itself  to  be  transformed  into  a  business  corpora- 
tion or  a  county  council  or  a  non-violent  co-ordinating  committee.  Its  expanded 
social  involvement  simply  means  that  it  must  accustom  itself  to  living  in  two 
worlds  with  double  responsibility  and  double  jeopardy. 

This  new  complex  citizenship  will  have  a  profound  effect  on  our  concept  of 
university  discipline.  In  many  respects  the  University  community  exacts  a  higher 
ethic  than  does  society  in  general.  It  is  dedicated  to  intellectual  integrity,  to  the 
disinterested  pursuit  of  truth.  It,  therefore,  looks  upon  intellectual  dishonesty  as  a 
fundamental  violation  of  the  very  nature  of  the  community.  Plagiarism,  the  illegal 
removal  of  books  from  the  library,  and  cheating  on  examinations  are  serious 
offences.  Society,  for  its  part,  takes  these  actions  much  less  seriously.  If  the  Uni- 
versity is  in  some  respects  more  exacting  and  demanding,  it  is  also  less  technical 
and  legalistic.  I  think,  for  instance,  that  the  University  community  should  only  as 
a  last  resort  summon  police  to  the  campus.  So  far  every  example  of  police  interven- 
tion on  a  campus  has  simply  led  to  a  chain  reaction  of  violence  and  protest.  The 
University  community  must  first  of  all  rely  upon  patience  and  the  relaxing  effect  of 
wit  and  humour,  and  must  resist  blimpian  demands  for  blood.  But  when  the 
former  have  ceased  to  be  effective,  it  must  act  with  firmness  and  resolution.  It  must 
under  no  conditions  acquiesce  in  the  devil's  sentimentality  that  the  end  justifies  the 
means.  Moreover,  when  the  University  has  taken  appropriate  action  against  an 
act  that  violates  the  law  of  the  land,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  civil  power  should 
not  also  take  appropriate  action. 

At  Toronto  it  will  be  necessary,  I  believe,  to  form  another  body  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Caput,  which  is  calcified  with  status  and  protocol.  On  any  new  body 
students  must  be  represented,  no  less  as  an  obligation  than  as  a  right.  Here  is  a 
crucial  area  of  "decision-making" — perhaps  the  most  crucial  in  the  University — 
and  the  University  should  welcome  student  involvement. 

The  new  body  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  what  the  mass  media  like 
to  call  "student  power,"  as  if  students  were  a  smouldering  and  discontented  mass 
ready  to  turn  the  campus  into  a  "Watts"  or  a  "Detroit."  "Student  power"  in  the 
popular  sense  turns  out  to  be  a  small  group  of  political  dissidents  whose  strength 
derives  from  their  association  with  similar  groups  on  other  campuses  and  their 
commitment  to  a  common,  synchronized  programme  of  action.  This  group  has 
abandoned  political  action  for  sabotage;  they  count  on  a  violent  reaction  from 
authority  to  win  the  sympathy  of  the  majority,  and  they  know  that  there  will 
always  be  self-appointed  guardians  of  order  and  morality  who  will  urge  the  violent 
measures  they  desire  to  provoke.  Ironically,  this  very  success  leads  to  failure. 
Beyond  Clark  Kerr  lies,  not  the  millennium,  but  Ronald  Reagan. 

We  must  be  careful  to  distinguish  between  the  small  group  of  cynical 
dissidents  and  a  larger  group  who  are  deeply  concerned  about  the  moral  issues  of 
complicity  in  a  war  that  they  believe  to  be  cruel  and  pointless.  This  larger  group 
must  be  given  complete  freedom  to  express  their  views,  provided  that  in  the 
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expression  there  is  no  forcible  interference  with  the  freedom  of  others.  Of  all 
institutions,  the  University  should  be  the  most  tender  towards  dissent. 

So  far  the  University's  response  to  new  revolutionary  ideas  has  been  to 
emphasize  the  adaptation  of  present  procedures  to  particular  pressures.  In  most 
cases  these  adaptations  have  been  discussed  and  codified  in  official  reports  and 
then  frequently  adopted  by  the  University.  Most  of  the  reports  have  issued  from 
commissions  that  have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  explore  the  fundamental  issues 
and  have  concentrated  understandably  on  procedures.  This  was  true  to  a  large 
extent  even  of  the  Report  on  Undergraduate  Instruction  in  Arts  and  Science.  But 
running  through  that  report  is  the  realization  that  the  University  has  neglected  to 
make  a  fundamental  re-assessment  of  its  goals  in  education,  and  that  without  this 
re-assessment  all  changes  are  bound  to  be  tentative.  I  draw  attention  to  the 
concluding  section  of  chapter  3  of  that  report,  which  reads  as  follows : 

While  we  believe  that  the  changes  recommended  in  this  chapter  would  represent  a 
substantial  improvement  over  the  present  structure  of  degree  programs,  and  while 
we  hope  that  we  have  sufficiently  set  out  the  rationale  of  the  proposals,  we  are  fully 
aware  that  we  have  not  probed  the  most  fundamental  problems  of  the  nature  of 
general  and  specialist  education  and  their  relation  to  liberal  education.  Nor  have  we 
considered  whether  changes  in  the  structure  of  knowledge  itself  require  either  a 
redrawing  of  subject  boundaries  or  a  fundamental  change  in  the  accepted  system 
of  subject  autarchy. 

These  are  larger  questions  than  the  ones  we  have  dealt  with,  and  less  susceptible 
of  rapid  consensus.  But  we  think  they  are  now  so  important  as  to  require  concerted 
study.  We  therefore  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  established  as  soon 
as  possible  to  study  these  long-range  problems  and  their  bearing  on  the  structure 
of  degree  programs  in  this  Faculty. 

We  cannot  of  course  wait  until  philosophical  problems  are  resolved.  Our 
response  to  the  revolution  must  be  a  combination  of  long-term  reflection  and 
short-term  action.  In  one  respect  I  think  we  can  take  action,  which  is  in  no  way 
contingent  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  numerous  commissions  that  have 
been  created  recently.  This  is  response  to  the  current  complaint  that  higher 
education  is  increasingly  impersonal.  There  is  no  word  which  occurs  more  fre- 
quently in  the  literature  of  complaint  than  impersonality,  which  is  frequently 
accompanied  by  the  more  sombre  and  technical  word,  alienation.  Critics  who  use 
the  word  are,  first  of  all,  thinking  of  the  disproportion  between  the  large  numbers 
of  those  who  are  seeking  higher  education  and  the  small  number  of  those  who  are 
able  to  guide  and  direct  them.  But  the  problem  goes  really  deeper  than  numbers, 
and  it  is  not  to  be  solved  by  the  attempt  to  realize  the  pastoral  dream  of  the  small 
rural  college,  or,  for  that  matter,  by  the  attempt  to  break  the  complex  multiversity 
into  units  of  a  respectable  size.  I  favour  making  both  attempts,  but  I  do  not  think 
they  will  come  close  to  solving  the  real  problem  that  is  concealed  under  the 
word  impersonality. 

The  real  problem  arises  from  the  natural  tendency  of  the  University  with  its 
new  affluence  and  centrality  to  adopt  the  ideals  of  technological  progress,  ideals 
which,  as  Northrop  Frye  has  pointed  out  in  his  brilliant  study  of  The  Modern 
Century,  contain  within  themselves  the  source  of  alienation.  "In  swift  movement," 
writes  Frye,  "we  are  dependent  on  a  vehicle  and  not  on  ourselves,  and  the  propor- 
tion of  exhilaration  to  apprehensiveness  depends  on  whether  we  are  driving  it  or 
merely  riding  in  it.  All  progressive  machines  turn  out  to  be  things  ridden  in,  with 
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an  unknown  driver."  The  cry  of  impersonality  arises  from  a  feeling  that  the 
University  has  entrusted  itself  to  a  huge  machine  and  is  not  really  deeply  interested 
in  those  who  are  riding  in  it  or  curious  about  those  who  are  driving  it. 

We  are  close  here  to  the  current  malaise  of  modern  society,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  University  should  be  immune  from  it  or  should  have  any  magical 
cure  for  it.  But  I  think  we  can  do  a  great  deal  more  than  we  have  been  doing  to 
emphasize  that  we  are  interested  in  individual  human  beings,  that  we  are  con- 
cerned with  goals  that  are  not  necessarily  circumscribed  by  the  buoyancy  of  the 
GNP.  We  can,  for  instance,  begin  by  emphasizing  our  processes  of  selection  and 
induction  of  new  students,  a  process  that  is  now  made  considerably  more  flexible 
by  the  imminent  abolition  of  formal  departmental  examinations.  It  is  not  a  matter 
of  restricting  but  of  making  sure  that  all  of  those  who  have  a  genuine  vocation  for 
higher  education  should  achieve  it.  A  more  humane  and  personal  method  of 
selection  and  induction  will  require  an  ever  expanding  staff,  and  this  is  the  area 
to  which  we  should  be  devoting  more  of  our  resources  than  we  are  now.  Going 
to  university  should  mean  a  careful,  deliberate  decision  on  the  part  of  the 
individual.  It  is  not  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  of  adulthood,  like  the  vote 
and  marriage. 

A  more  humane  and  personal  system  of  selection  and  induction  of  students 
will  help  to  eliminate  impersonality.  I  think  we  can  also  do  a  great  deal  if  we  look 
upon  succeeding  classes  not  as  inputs  to  the  training  mechanism,  but  rather  as 
members  of  a  humane  society  that  should  be  experimental  and  should  strenuously 
aspire  to  the  condition  of  a  national  model.  We  have  never,  for  instance,  used  the 
university  communities  to  develop  national  goals  of  interchange  and  mutual 
understanding.  Our  universities  are  not  even  provincial.  They  are  regional  and 
parochial,  for  the  most  part  drawing  their  students  from  one  area.  Even  the 
strong  graduate  centres,  such  as  Toronto,  do  not  provide  significant  variations, 
and  even  universities  like  Queen's  that  have  most  successfully  escaped  from  the 
dead  weight  of  regionalism  have  not  achieved  the  kind  of  national  representation 
I  have  in  mind.  It  is  too  late  now  to  have  equivalents  to  the  great  American 
private  universities  that  select  students  so  as  to  form  a  microcosm  of  national 
society.  But  we  can  do  a  great  deal  through  provincial  scholarships  tenable,  say, 
only  in  universities  outside  the  province,  preferably  in  universities  that  give 
instruction  in  the  other  official  language,  to  break  down  the  parochialism  of  the 
Canadian  university.  And  a  small,  but  significant,  point:  why  should  not  all 
university  campuses  indicate  their  support  of  bilingualism  by  using  both  languages 
in  all  official  signs? 

There  is  another  area  in  which  we  can  do  much  to  humanize  the  community, 
an  area  that  has  been  stressed  by  the  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Instruction  in 
Arts  and  Science.  If  its  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  teaching  load  are 
adopted,  there  will  be  a  redistribution  of  faculty  time  so  as  to  provide  opportunities 
for  close  association  between  staff  and  students.  We  must  do  a  great  deal  more  to 
see  that  the  time  of  staff  is  used  more  flexibly,  and  that  we  are  not  held  to  a 
tread-mill  of  formal  "student  contact"  hours.  In  any  redistribution,  there  is  no 
possibility  of  reducing  the  obligations  of  the  university  teacher,  who,  under  any 
scheme,  will  spend  many  hours  beyond  the  call  of  the  most  stringent  duty.  ( I  write 
this  as  a  temporary  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  another  university,  where  even 
a  mercifully  small  teaching  load  leaves  me  little  time  for  my  own  work,  and  for 
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meeting  and  talking  to  students.  I  am  always  amused  by  the  cheerful  omniscience 
of  those  who,  never  having  taught  in  a  university,  are  full  of  sardonic  comments 
about  the  easy  academic  life.) 

I  think  we  should  also  look  at  the  way  in  which  administrators — particularly 
central  administrators — spend  their  time.  Administrators  tend  to  move  through 
the  same  round  of  committees,  and  to  become  the  prisoners  of  a  small  section  of 
the  University.  They  should  make  a  point  of  getting  away  from  headquarters  and 
moving  out  to  the  front  lines.  They  should  not  rely  entirely  on  formal  bodies,  but 
should  seek  out  informal  groups  and  initiate  informal  discussion.  Curiously 
enough,  the  very  growth  of  the  University  makes  it  possible  for  administrators  to 
escape  more  easily  from  the  burden  of  administration.  The  physical  administration 
of  the  University  will  more  and  more  be  governed  by  formulas  and  set  procedures, 
and  although  senior  administrators  must  always  be  concerned  with  basic  policy, 
they  can,  with  increasing  equanimity,  decentralize  the  responsibility  for  inter- 
pretation and  implementation. 

We  do  well  to  emphasize  the  problem  of  size  and  impersonality  among  the 
students.  When  they  enter  the  University,  they  are  entering  a  new  world  that  by 
itself  constitutes  a  difficult  and  bewildering  experience.  We  must  not  forget  that 
the  same  problems  affect  the  staff.  Now  that  the  number  of  staff  is  growing  so 
rapidly,  the  proportion  of  new  teachers,  most  of  them  with  no  previous  experience 
in  the  University  of  Toronto,  becomes  greater  each  year.  We  have  made  a 
beginning  here.  We  have  done  something  towards  breaking  down  the  separation 
between  the  estates  of  administration  and  faculty  by  including  academic  members 
on  central  policy-making  bodies.  But  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  I  am 
particularly  conscious  of  the  responsibility  of  conveying  at  first  hand  to  junior 
members  of  the  staff  a  knowledge  of  the  problems  faced  by  the  University  and  of 
the  solutions  that  are  being  proposed.  Disgruntlement  battens  on  ignorance  no 
less  among  staff  than  among  students. 

Much  of  the  impersonality  of  the  University  will  come  not  from  the  institu- 
tion, but  from  "systems,"  from  the  procedures  enunciated  by  general  provincial 
bodies  operating  independently  of  any  institution.  This  is  a  fact  of  a  complex 
industrial  society,  and  cannot  be  avoided.  Increasingly,  then,  the  University 
administrator  will  have  the  responsibility  of  questioning  global  schemes,  of 
reminding  central  systematizers  of  the  stubborn  facts  of  human  nature,  of  the 
incurable  bias  of  institutions,  and  of  the  intractable  resolution  of  scholarship. 
They  will  also  have  a  special  duty  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  those  areas  of 
the  University  that  are  concerned  with  long-range  speculation,  that  constantly 
summon  us  back  to  first  principles,  and  that  remind  us  that  without  an  awareness 
of  goals,  even  the  most  highly  endowed  society  can  turn  into  a  nightmare  of 
satiety  and  boredom. 


STAFF 

During  the  year  under  review  important  appointments  were  made,  many  of 
which  are  referred  to  in  subsequent  sections  of  this  Report.  It  will  perhaps  not 
be  invidious  to  mention  two  of  them  in  this  place. 

Professor  R.  St.J.  Macdonald,  already  Dean-elect  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  in 
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succession  to  Dean  C.  A.  Wright,  assumed  the  duties  of  Dean  earlier  than  had 
been  expected  because  of  Dean  Wright's  untimely  death  in  April,  1967.  The  late 
Dean  Wright — a  towering  figure  in  developing  in  Canada  the  conceptual  frame- 
work in  which  the  law  must  operate  in  modern  society — was  one  of  the  Univer- 
sity's statesmen  whose  opinions  were  sought  by  colleagues  in  all  divisions  of  the 
community;  his  judgments  were  respected  for  their  inherent  wisdom  and  prized 
for  the  forthright  zest  with  which  they  were  delivered.  In  a  great  variety  of  ways 
he  laid  the  foundations  for  the  modern  Faculty  of  Law,  and  established  a  firm 
base  for  future  developments.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Dean  Macdonald  will  build 
further  on  the  foundation  laid  by  his  distinguished  predecessor. 

In  January,  J.  E.  Hodgetts,  Professor  of  Political  Economy,  became  Principal 
of  Victoria  College,  without  ceasing  to  be  a  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Political  Economy.  Principal  Hodgetts  is  well  known  as  a  distinguished  scholar 
in  his  discipline,  and  a  man  of  vigour  and  judgment.  The  University  wishes  him 
well  in  his  important  post. 

The  annual  task  of  recording  the  losses  which  the  University  has  sustained 
in  the  removal  by  death  from  the  immediate  community  of  members  of  staff  is 
undertaken  with  sorrow,  but  also  in  a  spirit  of  gratitude  for  their  lives.  Tribute 
was  paid  in  last  year's  Report  to  two  persons  who  were  long  and  closely  identified 
with  that  community:  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret,  who  died  in  January,  1967,  and 
W.  S.  Wilson,  who  died  in  September,  1966.  The  Faculty  of  Dentistry  has 
suffered  through  the  loss  of  P.  A.  Erickson,  Associate  in  the  Department  of 
Orthodontics,  and  of  W.  O.  Nursey,  a  long-time  member  of  the  Faculty  staff  in 
the  Clinic.  G.  N.  Garmonsway,  after  a  distinguished  career  in  the  University  of 
London,  came  to  the  University  as  Visiting  Professor  of  English,  in  University 
College,  and  died  during  the  second  year  of  his  visit.  Miss  D.  N.  R.  Jackson, 
Associate  Professor  in  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  and  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education-Women,  made  a  signifi- 
cant contribution  to  the  University  and  the  larger  community  through  her 
qualities  as  a  teacher  and  an  administrator.  Students  and  associates  alike  regret 
the  early  death  of  K.  S.  McLaren,  an  Associate  Professor  of  Hospital  Administra- 
tion of  great  promise  in  administration,  teaching  and  research.  As  a  kindly 
physician,  a  great  clinician  and  a  teacher,  G.  A.  McNaughton,  Associate  Professor 
of  Paediatrics,  will  be  greatly  missed.  J.  E.  Reid,  Professor  of  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, was  both  a  theoretical  and  a  practical  engineer  and  an  unusually  gifted 
teacher.  W.  A.  Wallace,  Associate  Professor  of  Mechanical  Engineering,  was 
honoured  and  respected  as  a  teacher  and  as  an  unselfish  servant  of  his  profession. 

During  the  academic  year  1966-67  several  members  of  the  staff  who  had 
retired  from  active  duty  were  lost  through  death:  E.  G.  R.  Ardagh,  Professor  of 
Chemical  Engineering;  K.  Bernhardt,  Professor  in  the  Institute  for  Child  Study; 
P.  A.  Petrie,  Professor  in  the  College  of  Education. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  those  members  of  the  staff  who  have  formally 
retired  from  the  positions  which  they  have  been  occupying  even  though  some  are 
continuing  actively  to  serve  the  University  in  a  somewhat  different  way.  It  would 
be  idle  to  attempt  in  a  few  words  to  summarize  the  contribution  of  C.  H.  Best, 
Professor  of  Physiology  and  Head  of  the  Banting  and  Best  Department  of  Medical 
Research,  to  the  University  and  to  humanity  because  everyone  is  fully  aware  of  it. 
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P.  H.  Brieger,  Professor  of  Fine  Art,  although  not  the  first  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fine  Art,  contributed  greatly  to  its  establishment  and  development.  In 
the  School  of  Hygiene  both  M.  H.  Brown,  Professor  of  Public  Health,  and 
D.  L.  MacLean,  Professor  of  Epidemiology  and  Biometrics,  devoted  a  lifetime  of 
service  to  the  School,  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  and  students 
from  many  divisions  of  the  University  and  from  many  areas  of  the  world. 
S.  A.  MacGregor,  Professor  of  Dentistry,  made  in  his  own  way  an  unusual  con- 
tribution to  the  education  of  dentists.  J.  Markowitz,  Professor  of  Physiology, 
played  an  important  role  in  the  development  of  experimental  surgery  and  its 
application  to  physiological  studies.  After  serving  the  University  of  Lagos  for 
three  years  (while  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  University  of  Toronto),  T.  P. 
Nicholson,  Professor  of  Pathological  Chemistry,  on  "retirement"  is  serving  a  new 
faculty  of  medicine  in  northern  Nigeria.  Miss  E.  I.  Walker  in  her  quiet  way 
influenced  many  students  in  Food  Chemistry. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  a  number  of  resignations  by 
members  of  the  staff.  Special  mention  may  be  made  of  six.  The  School  of  Social 
Work  has  contributed  three  distinguished  professors  to  important  positions  in 
other  universities:  R.  R.  Medhurst  has  resigned  to  become  the  Director  of  the 
School  of  Social  Work  in  Ohio  State  University;  J.  S.  Morgan  has  accepted  the 
post  of  Dean  of  Social  Work  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  J.  C.  Spencer  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Chair  of  Social  Work  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
K.  J.  Paynter,  formerly  Professor  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  has  become  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  in  the  University  of  Saskatchewan.  D.  C.  Williams, 
Vice-President  for  Scarborough  and  Erindale  Colleges  and  Principal  of  Erindale 
College,  has  resigned  to  become  President  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario. 
Dr.  Williams  is  an  innovator  who  has  constantly  been  two  or  three  steps  ahead 
of  the  status  quo.  He  leaves  his  mark  on  this  University  in  a  number  of  areas — in 
teaching  by  television,  in  the  bold  design  of  Scarborough  College,  in  the  way 
of  relating  new  colleges  to  the  St.  George  Campus,  and  in  the  development  of  the 
idea  of  the  research  library.  W.  C.  Winegard,  Professor  of  Metallurgy  and 
Materials  Science  and  Assistant  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  resigned 
to  accept  appointment  as  President  of  the  University  of  Guelph.  When  Dr. 
Winegard  elected  to  join  the  administration  he  was  already  a  recognized  scholar 
in  his  own  field.  He  attacked  the  problems  of  administration  with  the  same 
devotion  and  attention  to  detail  that  marked  his  career  as  a  professor  of 
metallurgy,  and  within  a  short  time  he  was  recognized  as  an  administrator  of 
imagination  and  grasp.  He  made  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  graduate 
programme  at  a  time  of  rapid  expansion.  The  confident  good  wishes  of  the 
University  go  with  these  scholars  and  others  as  they  proceed  to  serve  sister 
institutions. 

Finally,  the  University  records  its  large  gratitude  for  the  almost  incalculable 
services  rendered  to  it  by  those  who  have  been  specifically  mentioned  and  by 
many  whose  services  have  been  comparable.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCE 


In  a  faculty  as  large  as  that  of  Arts  and  Science  at  the  University  of  Toronto  each 
year  brings  exitement  in  the  way  of  new  teaching  developments  and  research  findings, 
together  with  frustrations  at  our  inability  to  do  everything  we  would  like  to  do. 
Since  most  of  this  report  will  be  taken  up  by  an  account  of  achievements,  it  is  fitting 
that  it  should  begin  by  mention  of  the  one  problem  that  is  seen  to  limit  our  future 
success. 

The  university  departments  in  this  Faculty  are  heavily  committed  to  the  pro- 
gramme of  expansion  of  graduate  studies,  and  in  many  cases  the  great  academic 
strength  of  the  department  obliges  it  to  play  a  leading  role  in  the  Province,  if  not  in 
Canada,  in  the  development  of  graduate  studies  and  research  in  its  field  of  inquiry. 
The  major  factor  that  limits  our  growth  in  this  area  is  not  staff  or  research  support, 
although  competition  for  the  best  staff  is  still  intense,  and  the  provision  of  adequate 
research  funds  is  vital  to  any  progress.  Expansion,  with  retention  of  the  highest 
standards,  is  threatened  by  lack  of  suitable  space. 

Despite  the  provision  of  a  new  physics  building,  some  of  our  laboratory  depart- 
ments have  essentially  no  space  into  which  they  can  expand.  The  library-based 
departments  are  more  fortunate — or  perhaps  less  fortunate — in  that  they  can  make 
use  of  almost  any  building  for  office  space.  A  few  years  ago,  when  Sidney  Smith  Hall 
was  opened,  thirteen  humanities  and  social  science  departments  were  able  to  work 
together  for  the  first  time  under  one  roof.  Almost  at  once  the  building  was  over- 
crowded, and  each  year  since  then  has  seen  the  fractionation  of  this  group  of  depart- 
ments. Parts  or  all  of  some  of  the  departments  are  now  located  at  the  Borden 
Building,  the  old  Sussex  Court  Apartments,  houses  on  Spadina  Avenue  and  St. 
George  Street,  and  part  of  the  Superintendent's  Building  on  Huron  Street.  In  the 
fall  of  1967  East  Asian  Studies  will  join  Philosophy  at  215  Huron  Street,  and  Islamic 
Studies  will  move  into  rooms  at  the  corner  of  College  Street  and  Spadina  Avenue. 
Each  year  brings  a  major  reshuffle  of  the  offices  in  Sidney  Smith  Hall,  to  the 
annoyance  of  many  people  who  want  only  to  be  left  alone  to  get  on  with  their  work. 

Although  the  renovation  of  these  buildings  is  expertly  done  by  the  staff  of  the 
University,  clearly  these  can  be  only  temporary  solutions  to  the  problem  of  space, 
and  not  even  temporary  solutions  of  this  kind  are  in  sight  for  the  laboratory  depart- 
ments. The  cost  of  making  adequate  provision  for  these  departments  and  their 
graduate  students  is  very  great  indeed,  since  not  only  staff  and  buildings,  but  also 
major  facilities,  such  as  computer  capacity,  must  be  provided.  Since  the  sum  of 
money  that  might  be  made  available  to  the  University  will  almost  certainly  not 
permit  the  ambitions  of  every  division  to  be  realised,  we  shall  have  to  solve  difficult 
priority  problems  in  the  very  near  future. 

Priorities  are  no  longer  solely  a  matter  for  discussion  within  each  university, 
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since  if  the  best  use  is  to  be  made  of  the  total  Provincial  commitment  to  university 
support,  co-operation  between  the  universities  of  Ontario  is  essential.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  chairmen  of  departments  in  many  of  the  various  disciplines  in  Arts 
and  Science  in  the  universities  of  Ontario  are  now  meeting  regularly  to  discuss 
mutual  problems  and  plans  for  the  future,  and  that  the  Deans  of  Arts  and  Science 
now  have  a  continuing  organization  devoted  to  the  same  purposes. 

During  this  session  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Undergraduate 
Instruction  in  the  Faculty — the  Macpherson  Committee — has  held  its  public  hearings 
and  private  discussions.  We  look  forward  eagerly,  and  not  without  the  stimulus  of 
of  some  apprehension,  to  the  publication  of  its  report  early  next  session.  An  important 
effect  that  the  Committee  has  already  had  is  to  generate  much  interest  in  and 
discussion  of  the  undergraduate  programme.  This  in  itself  is  greatly  beneficial,  and 
has  prepared  the  way  for  a  vigorous  and  informed  discussion  of  the  report. 

The  Haist  Committee  report  on  academic  tenure  and  the  appointment  of  chair- 
men and  deans  was  adopted  by  the  University  and  put  into  operation  at  once  in  the 
Faculty.  Every  assistant  professor  who  had  completed  the  newly  defined  proba- 
tionary period  by  the  end  of  the  year  has  been  considered  for  tenure  by  an  appropriate 
committee,  and  in  every  case  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  has  been  accepted. 
Recommendations  of  successors  for  chairmen  of  departments  who  have  decided  to 
resign  from  their  posts  as  chairmen  have  been  made  by  committees  set  up  according 
to  the  new  rules,  under  which  full  participation  by  the  academic  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment concerned  is  encouraged. 

In  his  report  last  year  Dean  Bladen  referred  to  the  many  staff  changes  in  the 
Department  of  Anthropology.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  "new"  Department  is 
vigorous  and  enthusiastic,  and  that  new  research  and  teaching  developments  have 
accompanied  the  major  changes  in  staff. 

The  Department  of  Astronomy  moved  into  the  top  of  the  new  Physics  tower 
in  December,  where  two  telescopes,  an  eight-inch  refractor  and  a  sixteen-inch  reflec- 
tor, are  now  available  for  instruction  of  students  at  all  levels.  The  radio  astronomy 
research  group  played  a  key  role  in  a  co-operative  effort  on  a  national  scale  to  devise 
and  carry  through  a  new  radio  interferometer  experiment  using  a  long  base  line, 
which  makes  possible  angle  measurements  as  small  as  one-thousandth  of  a  second 
of  arc. 

Professor  Badenhuizen  has  been  on  study  leave  overseas  for  the  second  half 
of  the  session  and  the  Department  of  Botany  has  been  cared  for  most  ably  by  Pro- 
fessor Bannan.  A  new  development  in  this  Department  is  the  introduction  of  teaching 
and  research  in  plant  virology. 

Professor  D.  J.  Le  Roy  has  been  reappointed  for  a  second  three-year  term  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Research  Council.  Since  scientific  research  in  Canada 
depends  so  heavily  on  the  support  given  to  it  by  the  National  Research  Council,  the 
continued  presence  of  such  outstanding  scientists  on  the  council  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  us  all. 

Professor  A.  K.  Warder  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  East 
Asian  Studies,  following  a  period  in  which  he  was  chairman  of  an  administrative 
committee  for  the  Department.  I  should  like  to  thank  Professors  H.-Y.  Shih  and 
M.  Ueda  for  their  most  valuable  service  on  this  committee. 

We  learned  with  great  regret  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  Professor  J.  W.  Birch 
had  decided,  for  personal  reasons,  to  resign  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Geography,  so  that  he  could  return  to  England  to  accept  the  Chair  of  Geography  at 
the  University  of  Leeds.  Professor  Birch  has  had  outstanding  success  in  his  efforts  on 
behalf  of  his  Department  and  the  area  of  study  covered  by  it,  and  we  shall  greatly 
miss  his  vigorous  advocacy.  Professor  D.  P.  Kerr  will  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment until  a  new  chairman  is  appointed. 

The  Department  of  Geology  has  brought  into  operation  a  high-pressure,  high- 
temperature  laboratory  that  will  permit  studies  to  be  made  of  the  conditions  of  the 
formation  of  various  types  of  rock  in  the  earth's  crust. 
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Professor  Careless  resigns  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  History,  but  not  as  a 
professor  of  history,  at  the  end  of  this  year,  and  Professor  A.  P.  Thornton  is  to  succeed 
him.  We  owe  a  great  deal  to  Professor  Careless  for  the  leadership  and  inspiration  he 
has  given  to  the  Department  and  to  the  University  over  the  years,  and  I  shall  miss  his 
wise  counsel.  Professor  Thornton  is  well  known  both  within  and  outside  this  Univer- 
sity, and  is  a  most  valued  addition  to  our  administrative  structure.  We  welcome 
Professor  J.  W.  Abrams,  cross-appointed  to  History  in  the  area  of  the  history  and 
philosophy  of  science  and  technology,  who  will  be  joined  in  1967-68  by  Professors 
B.  S.  Drake  and  M.  J.  Hodge.  The  Department  of  History  has  proposed  a  major 
curriculum  revision  for  next  session  which  provides  greater  flexibility  and  freedom 
of  choice  for  the  student. 

In  Italian  and  Hispanic  Studies,  now  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  J.  H. 
Parker,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  Professor  Giustiniani  of  Freiburg  as  a  visiting 
professor  during  the  second  term,  and  a  short  visit  by  Professor  Germani  of  Harvard 
was  a  highlight  in  the  Latin  American  Studies  programme.  An  important  event  was 
the  publication  of  Professor  McCready's  bibliography  of  the  Spanish  theatre. 

Professor  G.  M.  Wickens  and  Professor  D.  B.  De  Lury  gave  us  early  warning  of 
their  intention  to  resign  as  chairmen  of  their  departments  as  from  June,  1968.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  their  successors  have  already  been  chosen — Professor  R.  M. 
Savory  for  Islamic  Studies  and  Professor  G.  F.  D.  Duff  for  Mathematics. 

The  Department  of  Philosophy  completed  a  major  reorganization  of  its  under- 
graduate programme,  which  will  come  into  effect  next  year. 

In  September  the  formal  opening  of  the  Linac  Laboratory  took  place,  and  was 
marked  by  a  very  successful  symposium  on  nuclear  physics.  This  important  new 
research  facility  is  supported  by  the  National  Research  Council.  Later  in  the  year  the 
Department  of  Physics  began  to  move  into  its  new  building,  which  will  be  opened 
formally  in  the  fall  of  1967.  Professor  Welsh  spent  several  weeks  in  India  and  brought 
back  valuable  information  on  potential  graduate  students  in  the  physical  sciences. 

Professor  Easterbrook  has  been  away  for  the  year  serving  as  an  adviser  to  the 
government  in  Tanzania.  During  his  absence  Professor  J.  E.  Smyth  has  been  Acting 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  and  has  cared  for  this  large  and 
complex  department  with  very  great  skill  and  patience.  This  year  saw  the  successful 
introduction  of  important  changes  in  programmes  available  to  students  of  political 
science  and  economics.  Members  of  staff  of  this  Department  are  in  great  demand  and 
have  been  active  as  members  of  several  commissions  for  the  provincial  and  federal 
governments.  A  major  project  is  under  way  in  the  Department  to  produce  an 
econometric  model  of  the  Canadian  economy. 

The  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures,  now  under  its  new  chair- 
man, Professor  K.  B.  Feuer,  changed  its  name  (from  Slavic  Studies)  during  the  year. 
It  was  with  great  pleasure  that  the  University  accepted  a  generous  offer  by  the 
Masaryk  Memorial  Institute  Incorporated  and  the  Czechoslovak  National  Association 
of  Canada  of  support  for  three  years  for  a  professorship  of  Czech  and  Slovak 
literatures. 

Professor  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Sociology,  was  a  visiting  professor 
at  Dartmouth  College  during  the  spring  term,  participating  in  a  programme  of 
Canadian  studies.  New  possibilities  in  sociology  honour  programmes  have  been 
arranged  for  next  year  for  students  interested  in  combining  sociology  with  other 
related  disciplines. 

In  the  Department  of  Zoology  Professor  K.  C.  Fisher  resigns  as  Chairman  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  Professor  D.  A.  Chant  will  succeed  him.  Professor  Fisher  has 
contributed  greatly  to  this  University  and  to  the  biological  sciences  during  his  long 
and  highly  successful  term  as  chairman.  As  in  the  case  of  Professor  Careless,  Professor 
Fisher  will  continue  as  a  professor  in  his  department,  and  looks  forward  to  his  return 
to  teaching  and  research,  unhampered  by  administrative  duties.  Professor  Chant 
comes  to  us  from  the  University  of  California  at  Riverside  where  he  has  been  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Biological  Control.  He  was  born  in  Toronto  and  we 
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welcome  him  back  to  Canada  to  lead  an  important  large  department  to  new 
achievements. 

Honours  and  awards  to  individual  members  of  the  academic  staff  were  many. 
Seven  members  of  Council  were  elected  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada 
(Professor  F.  V.  Atkinson,  Professor  R.  Davies,  Professor  W.  H.  Dray,  Professor 
D.  A.  S.  Fraser,  Professor  R.  J.  Schoeck,  Dean  Ernest  Sirluck,  Professor  S.  van  den 
Bergh)  and  many  others  were  especially  honoured  by  learned  societies  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  research  fellowships  granted  for  study  elsewhere  and  research 
grants  awarded  for  work  in  Toronto  is  a  clear  indication  of  the  international  reputa- 
tion of  a  high  proportion  of  our  staff.  It  is  our  primary  task  to  continue  to  provide  an 
environment  in  which  these  scholars  can  work  and  teach  as  effectively  as  possible. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Wilson,  Professor  of  Geology  and  Physics,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Dr.  D.  C.  Williams  as  Principal  of  Erindale  College.  We  wish  both  Dr.  Wilson  and 
Erindale  College  well  in  their  first  year  of  full  operation.  We  value  highly  the  very 
close  co-operation  that  has  been  achieved  between  Scarborough  and  Erindale  Colleges 
and  the  rest  of  the  faculty  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  Both  the  old  and  new 
operations  derive  great  strength  from  each  other.  With  a  total  enrolment  of  8,823 
full-time  students  we  have,  with  8,325,  reached  the  limit  of  the  number  of  under- 
graduates in  this  Faculty  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  We  look  to  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  to  provide  places  for  the  rapidly  growing  number  of  students  who  seek 
places  in  Arts  and  Science  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  University  of  Western 
Ontario  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  choice  of  Dr.  Williams  as  its  next  President  and 
our  good  wishes  go  with  him  as  he  takes  up  this  important  post. 

We  lost  the  services  of  a  number  of  valued  colleagues  during  the  year  who 
accepted  appointments  at  other  universities,  but  we  were  successful  in  recruiting 
about  100  new  members  of  staff  who  will  contribute  greatly  to  our  strength  in  both 
teaching  and  research. 

I  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  several  past  and  present  members  of  the 
Council:  Dr.  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret,  Dean  C.  A.  Wright,  Professor  D.  N.  R.  Jackson, 
Rev.  J.  T.  Muckle,  Professor  K.  S.  Bernhardt  and  Professor  J.  F.  Macdonald. 

My  first  year  as  Dean  of  this  large  and  stimulating  Faculty  has  been  made  easy 
by  the  help  and  co-operation  I  have  been  given  by  colleagues  throughout  the 
University.  My  colleagues  in  the  Dean's  office,  Deans  D.  R.  Campbell,  A.  C.  H. 
Hallett  and  W.  D.  Foulds,  have  played  their  indispensable  roles  with  all  the  wisdom, 
experience  and  patience  we  have  come  to  expect  of  them.  To  them,  to  Dean  Foulds's 
staff  and  to  our  secretaries,  Mrs.  Gamble  and  Mrs.  Cassac,  I  express  my  sincerest 
thanks. 

My  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  tribute,  however  inadequate,  to  my 
predecessor  and  mentor  in  decanal  affairs,  Dean  (now,  happily,  Professor)  V.  W. 
Bladen.  If  my  year  has  been  an  easy  one  it  is  because  of  my  inheritance  of  a  Faculty 
in  which  leadership,  mutual  confidence  and  trust  had  come  to  be  expected  between 
the  Dean  and  his  chairmen.  My  colleagues  in  the  Dean's  Office  join  me  in  expressing 
our  sincere  thanks  and  congratulations  to  Vincent  Bladen  for  a  job  well  done.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DAVID  DUNLAP  OBSERVATORY 


The  David  Dunlap  Observatory's  role  in  the  University  has  changed  in  recent  years. 
At  the  time  of  its  establishment  it  functioned  almost  exclusively  as  a  research  centre 
and  brought  about,  among  the  astronomers,  a  degree  of  withdrawal  to  what  was 
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almost  an  ivory  tower  in  Richmond  Hill.  But  in  the  most  recent  decade,  as  first  our 
undergraduate  and  then  our  graduate  enrolment  soared,  this  isolation  became  less 
and  less  possible.  In  the  last  few  years  several  entirely  new  research  interests  have 
developed  downtown,  while  simultaneously  our  newly  expanded  graduate  pro- 
gramme has  come  to  depend  heavily  on  Richmond  Hill  facilities.  At  present  one  sees 
an  interesting  and  healthy  balance  between  the  Observatory  and  the  campus.  The 
move  of  the  Department  of  Astronomy  to  its  new  quarters  on  the  west  campus, 
which  took  place  at  mid-year,  is  therefore  one  of  the  two  or  three  most  important 
developments  I  have  to  report. 

This  was  far  more  than  simply  a  move  from  one  building  to  another,  or  from  an 
old  edifice  to  a  new  one.  For  decades  we  occupied  two  small  offices  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  old  McLennan  Laboratories,  and  a  pair  of  similar  rooms  two  flights  above. 
In  1962  the  expansion  forced  us  to  borrow  some  space  on  another  floor  in  the 
Galbraith  Building.  But  now,  in  the  new  location  on  the  topmost  floor  of  the  Burton 
Tower,  quarters  for  staff  and  graduate  students  are  consolidated  and  a  proper 
departmental  office,  a  reading  room,  a  seminar  room  and  a  senior  research  room 
help  further  to  knit  the  department  together. 

Two  fine  undergraduate  laboratories  are  located  immediately  below  us  on  the 
thirteenth  floor,  but  the  greatest  boost  to  our  work  at  this  academic  level  will  come 
from  the  use  of  the  observing  deck  and  the  two  new  telescopes  on  the  roof.  One  of 
these  is  an  8-inch  refractor  of  excellent  quality  suitable  for  observing  the  moon, 
planets,  and  stars,  and  capable  of  being  operated  by  the  elementary  students  them- 
selves. The  other  is  a  first  class  reflector  with  a  sixteen-inch  diameter  mirror.  With 
auxiliary  spectrographic  and  photoelectric  equipment,  some  of  it  already  in  use,  the 
latter  telescope  will  give  our  honour  course  students  a  taste  of  modern  research.  We 
have  yet  to  run  through  a  full  academic  year  with  these  instruments,  but  they  show 
great  promise. 

The  new  astronomical  research  interests  which  I  mentioned  as  having  blossomed 
on  campus  lean  on  the  facilities  of  the  Institute  for  Computer  Science.  Studies  in 
stellar  structure  and  in  relativity  and  cosmology  are  particularly  heavy  consumers  of 
machine  time.  As  far  as  Canada  is  concerned  we  are  pioneers  in  these  fields  of 
research,  and  the  computer  serves  our  theoretical  astronomers  as  the  telescope  does 
our  observers.  In  this  University  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a  strong  computer  group, 
and  their  plans  for  expanded  facilities  and  improved  services  must  find  immediate 
and  generous  support.  The  need  for  this  is  emphasized  when  one  sees  the  widespread 
interest  in  electronic  machines  in  the  university  community.  One  wonders  if  there  is 
a  danger  that  our  computer  may  grow  too  slowly  for  its  sudden  popularity  and  that 
the  demand  for  what  might  be  described  as  non-scientific  uses  might  then  interfere 
with  its  primary  function — as  a  scientific  research  tool. 

The  question  of  the  adequacy  and  sufficiency  of  facilities  for  astronomical  research 
is  being  given  a  great  deal  of  attention  by  my  colleagues.  We  were  elated  when  the 
150-inch  Queen  Elizabeth  II  telescope  was  approved  by  the  federal  government  in 
1964.  Mt.  Kobau,  in  southern  British  Columbia,  was  to  be  the  location  for  this 
instrument,  it  was  announced.  Though  there  is  almost  certainly  no  better  site  in 
Canada,  sober  analysis  of  the  weather  has  now  revealed  that  lengthy  periods  of  very 
clear  air,  so  necessary  to  certain  kinds  of  observations,  do  not  often  occur  there.  It  is 
believed  that  the  quality  of  the  stellar  image  on  Mt.  Kobau  is  very  good  and  that 
spectrographic  work  can  be  carried  out  advantageously.  Nevertheless  university 
astronomers  must  continue  in  their  search  for  first  class  observational  facilities  for 
themselves  and  their  graduate  students. 

There  is  now  a  world-wide  interest  in  establishing  optical  observatories  (often  by 
groups  in  co-operation)  in  the  middle  latitudes  of  Chile.  As  Dr.  van  den  Bergh  has 
remarked,  one  of  the  great  discoveries  of  the  present  decade  has  been  the  recognition 
of  this  area  as  being  the  finest  in  the  world  for  astronomical  observations.  The  superb 
quality  of  these  sites  is  difficult  to  believe,  unless  one  has  had  experience  there.  Night 
after  night  of  clear  sky  and  stellar  images  which  are  far  smaller  and  brighter  than 
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anywhere  else  on  earth  combine  to  make  telescopes  in  Chile  scores  of  times  more 
efficient  than  we  have  been  used  to. 

To  this  excellence  is  added  the  vast  research  potential  of  the  southern  sky.  Not 
only  is  one  half  of  the  Milky  Way  below  the  equator,  but  it  is  the  half  which  contains 
the  populous  centre  of  our  Galaxy.  This  part  of  the  celestial  sphere  is  of  importance 
to  us  for  another  reason.  Much  of  the  Dunlap  Observatory's  international  renown 
stems  from  Professor  Helen  S.  Hogg's  decades  of  study  of  the  globular  clusters, 
79  per  cent  of  which  lie  in  southern  declinations.  Since  her  observing  programme 
has  already  been  curtailed  at  Richmond  Hill  and  must  soon  be  transferred  elsewhere, 
a  southern  telescope  is  very  much  to  be  desired  for  this  purpose. 

Almost  all  other  astronomically  active  countries  are  now  making  arrangements  for 
their  scientists  to  have  access  to  facilities  in  the  southern  hemisphere.  Canadians 
must  make  decisions  in  the  next  year  or  sooner  which  will  determine  whether  or  not 
we  are  to  continue  to  participate  in  the  exciting  discoveries  which  are  sure  to  come. 
A  heavy  responsibility  for  leadership  falls  at  this  time  on  the  David  Dunlap 
Observatory  and  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  Algonquin  Radio  Observatory  has  provided  a  beautiful  example  of  how 
success  can  follow  when  really  powerful  observational  equipment  becomes  available  to 
imaginative  scientists.  This  150-foot  radio  telescope  was  provided  by  the  National 
Research  Council  and  was  put  in  service  here  in  Ontario  on  July  1,  1966.  It  imme- 
diately began  providing  new  data  for  astronomers  in  this  and  other  universities  and 
in  government  laboratories.  Its  greatest  achievement  came  quickly  last  May  when,  in 
conjunction  with  an  existing  instrument  in  British  Columbia,  simultaneous  observa- 
tions (to  a  millionth  of  a  second)  were  recorded  at  two  sites  2,000  miles  apart.  A 
microsecond  by  microsecond  comparison  of  these  observations  revealed  that  quasars, 
about  which  little  is  known  except  that  they  are  distant  and  intense  sources  of  radio 
and  light  radiation,  must  be  highly  concentrated  objects.  This  breakthrough,  techni- 
cally the  measurement  of  very  small  angular  diameters  in  the  range  of  one-hundredth 
of  a  second  of  arc,  is  a  Canadian  triumph  and  has  received  world-wide  acclaim.  It 
has  put  our  country  ahead  of  all  others  in  this  exciting  area  of  research.  This  long 
base-line  interferometer  project  required  the  co-operation  of  five  groups  across  the 
country,  but  the  moving  spirit  is  Professor  J.  L.  Yen  of  this  University.  The  experi- 
ment is  continuing  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  eight  sources  out  of  sixty  observed  in 
this  wholly  new  fashion,  have  revealed  their  ultra-small  nature. 

The  status  of  the  observations  and  theories  of  quasars  and  radio  stars  generally 
and  the  significance  of  these  objects  in  cosmology  were  the  subjects  of  a  four-day 
"June  Institute"  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year.  Invitations  went  out  to  other 
universities  and  to  government  institutions  and  a  total  of  about  sixty  persons  attended 
the  formal  and  informal  discussions.  The  response  by  our  colleagues  at  other  Ontario 
universities  encourages  us  to  consider  ways  in  which  further  co-operative  under- 
takings might  be  arranged.  The  June  Institute  was  organized  by  Professor  S.  P.  S. 
Anand,  who  joined  our  staff  last  September,  and  Professor  Roeder.  Professor  E.  R. 
Seaquist,  who  also  assisted  in  the  planning,  is  the  other  new  member  of  our  academic 
staff  this  year. 

The  most  powerful  telescope  in  Canada  at  optical  wavelengths  is  still  the  74-inch 
at  Richmond  Hill,  an  instrument  provided  by  a  private  benefactor  a  generation  ago. 
This  work  horse  of  our  Ph.D's  continues  to  provide  us  with  about  a  thousand  hours 
of  observations  every  year.  It  has  been  modified  in  several  ways  during  the  period 
under  review,  as  part  of  a  long-range  policy.  The  major  improvement  was  the  new 
data-acquisition  room  in  the  northwest  sector  of  the  dome  floor.  A  new  set  of  trolley 
wires  has  also  been  installed  to  provide  power  to  the  rotating  part  of  the  dome.  The 
actual  number  of  observing  hours  last  year  was  989  (925  the  year  before)  and  1,081 
spectrograms  (820)  were  obtained.  In  addition  178  direct  photographs  (62)  were 
taken  and  1,657  recordings  were  made  with  the  double  beam  photometer  (as  against 
682  for  the  year  before).  Reflected  in  these  figures  is  a  greater  emphasis  on  the  more 
numerous  faint  stars  and  increased  activity  in  the  field  of  narrow-band  photometry. 
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Two  smaller  instruments,  the  old  19-inch  and  the  new  24-inch  telescopes,  were  also 
used  extensively  in  a  variety  of  photometric  research  problems  in  which  starlight  is 
not  so  much  at  a  premium. 

Astronomy  continues  to  have  a  strong  appeal  to  the  public  to  judge  from  the 
heavy  demand  for  reservations  at  our  Saturday  evening  and  our  Wednesday  after- 
noon open-house  sessions.  There  were  9,211  who  came  during  the  year.  We  love  to 
have  visitors,  but  we  will  be  glad  when  the  McLaughlin  Planetarium  can  look  after 
the  needs  of  the  many  school  and  other  groups  who  contribute  so  heavily  to  this 
number.  This  the  planetarium  can  do  far  better  than  we,  and  it  will  mean  we  can 
devote  more  telescope  time  to  research  in  a  period  of  the  year  when  there  is  heavy 
demand  and  good  weather.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  planetarium  building  taking 
shape  beside  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and  we  welcome  its  new  Director,  Dr. 
Henry  C.  King,  to  the  astronomical  community.

THE  DEAN  OF  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 


The  most  conspicuous  fact  facing  any  faculty  of  medicine  today  is  the  phenomenal 
speed  at  which  advances  in  knowledge  demand  changes  in  programmes  and  the 
physical  facilities  which  accompany  them. 

In  last  year's  Report,  former  Dean  Hamilton  remarked  on  the  progress  made  in 
providing  for  a  superb  new  Medical  Sciences  Building.  This  has  already  begun  to 
take  shape.  Unfortunately  at  the  time  of  writing  there  is  a  construction  workers' 
strike  which  if  prolonged  may  delay  by  a  year  from  September,  1969,  to  September, 
1970,  our  intake  of  an  enlarged  class  in  medicine. 

Dr.  Hamilton  also  alluded  to  the  development  of  major  construction  for  teaching 
and  research  in  our  teaching  hospitals.  It  may  not  be  realized  that  the  medical  school 
now  embraces  seven  major  general  hospitals,  plus  three  specialty  hospitals  with  a 
patient  population  of  approximately  9,000.  The  specialty  hospitals  are  the  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children,  the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry  and  the  Princess  Margaret 
Hospital.  The  general  hospitals  are  Toronto  General,  Toronto  Western,  St.  Michael's, 
Wellesley,  Women's  College,  New  Mount  Sinai  and  Sunnybrook. 

The  federal  government  has  provided  in  the  Health  Resources  Fund  a  special 
means  for  supporting  educational  projects  in  the  health  field.  As  an  index  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  problem  within  the  University  group  of  hospitals,  including  our 
Medical  Sciences  Building,  the  Provincial  Health  Department  has  identified  approxi- 
mately $300,000,000  in  requests  attributable  to  capital  costs  for  health  education 
purposes.  The  Hospital  Services  Commission  has  indicated  that  it  must  rely  on  the 
University  to  show  what  are  the  necessary  requirements  for  teaching,  both  under- 
graduate and  post  graduate,  and  for  research  ascribed  to  these  institutions.  This 
means  that  the  hospitals,  which  in  the  past  have  looked  chiefly  to  the  community  to 
support  their  individual  programmes,  must  now  come  together  to  plan  collectively. 
Only  in  this  way  can  unjustified  duplication  of  highly  specialized  and  expensive 
facilities  be  prevented. 

Dr.  Hamilton  had  paved  the  way  for  these  considerations  with  the  chairmen  of  the 
hospital  boards  a  year  or  two  previously.  Several  meetings  throughout  the  present  year 
have  established  agreement  in  principle  that  a  medical  centre  composed  of  the 
teaching  hospitals  in  voluntary  affiliation  should  be  established,  the  main  purpose  of 
the  organization  being   to   provide  for  comprehensive  integrated   development   of 
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medical  and  health  education  within  the  University.  The  directors  and  superinten- 
dents of  these  hospitals  have  been  meeting  with  the  Dean  and  his  advisers  monthly 
since  last  August,  a  line  of  communication  which  has  proved  valuable  to  all.  In 
addition  it  is  hoped  to  develop  a  full-time  secretariat  to  identify  and  delineate  those 
problems  which  will  require  decisions  by  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  hospitals,  in 
their  capacity  as  a  Medical  Centre  Board.  In  support  of  the  latter  programme  we 
have  obtained  help  from  the  Health  Resources  Fund  to  set  up  a  functional  planning 
unit  for  the  Medical  School. 

A  major  addition  to  the  Medical  Centre  occurred  in  October,  1966,  when  the 
University  took  over  the  operation  of  Sunnybrook  Veterans'  Hospital.  This  has 
necessitated  the  recruitment  of  professional  academic  staff  to  operate  the  services 
presently  provided,  to  plan  the  conversion  of  a  large  part  of  this  enormous  plant 
from  a  military  to  a  community  type  hospital,  and  to  prepare  for  its  function  as  a 
major  clinical  teaching  and  research  facility  for  the  health  sciences  of  the  University. 

Another  important  addition  has  been  the  decision  to  include  the  Banting  and  Best 
Department  of  Medical  Research  within  the  organization  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

Further  impetus  to  the  research  programme  in  medicine  has  been  the  acceptance 
by  the  Graduate  School  of  a  new  Clinical  Sciences  Institute.  This  will  enable  clinical 
divisions  of  the  school  to  enrol  graduate  students  directly,  and  hopefully  will  greatly 
increase  our  supply  of  clinical  scientists  for  the  educational  institutions  so  urgently 
needed  by  our  own  expanding  school  as  well  as  by  the  newly  developing  schools 
throughout  the  country. 

The  undergraduate  curriculum  which  has  been  under  study  for  some  years  is  now 
receiving  a  major  overhaul.  As  a  result  of  preliminary  studies  by  the  special  com- 
mittees for  basic  sciences  and  clinical  studies,  the  Faculty  Council  approved  a 
feasibility  study  for  an  entirely  new  approach. 

The  new  curriculum  studies  are  based  to  a  large  extent  on  the  programme  devised 
at  Western  Reserve  University.  Under  this  method,  teaching  is  conducted  by  systems 
committees,  i.e.  heart,  respiratory,  neurological,  etc.  The  systems  are  divided  into 
three  main  parts:  part  I  dealing  with  the  normal  functioning  of  the  system;  part  II 
with  the  mechanisms  of  disease  involving  the  system;  part  III  with  disease  in  man. 
Facilities  to  accommodate  this  type  of  instruction  must  be  built  into  the  programme 
of  expansion  presently  under  consideration  by  our  teaching  hospitals.  The  design  of 
the  laboratories  in  our  Medical  Sciences  Building  lends  itself  to  this  approach. 

In  addition  to  altering  the  method  of  presenting  the  curriculum,  the  Faculty  has 
taken  note  of  the  major  advances  in  the  field  of  molecular  biology,  and  has  recom- 
mended the  formation  of  a  division  of  cell  biology  in  Medicine  to  ensure  an  adequate 
presentation  of  this  subject  to  the  student.  The  Faculty  has  also  recognized  the  need 
to  give  the  student  a  better  understanding  of  the  individual  and  the  community,  and 
has  endorsed  the  development  of  a  division  of  behavioural  science  to  cover  this  need 
in  our  plan  of  education. 

A  Medical  Educational  Research  unit  has  been  established  to  assist  faculty  in 
improving  their  teaching  and  to  study  the  effective  uses  of  many  of  the  newer 
instructional  devices,  including  television,  in  the  presentation  of  medical  subjects  as 
measured  by  student  performance. 

The  postgraduate  training  of  individuals  for  family  practice  or  for  the  specialties 
in  medicine  has  been  on  the  periphery  of  University  concern.  However,  it  is  encour- 
aging that  the  increasing  demands  made  on  clinical  teachers  in  this  regard  have  been 
recognized  at  least  in  part  by  the  new  programme  of  formula  financing. 

An  equally  important  factor  in  the  field  of  postgraduate  training,  which  affects 
undergraduate  education  as  well,  is  the  onset  of  universal  health  insurance.  Both  the 
profession  and  the  public  will  have  to  adapt  themselves  realistically  to  this  change  if 
adequately  trained  physicians  are  to  be  available  for  the  future. 

Teaching  physicians,  while  maintaining  close  supervision,  must  continue  to  dele- 
gate responsibility  for  their  patients  to  residents  and  students  according  to  their 
competence.  The  public  at  all  levels  must  recognize  their  responsibility  to  co-operate 
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in  this  proven  and  established  educational  structure.  Medical  education  is  truly 
dependent  on  a  team  rather  than  on  an  individualistic  approach. 

The  concept  of  the  health  team  involving  many  disciplines,  medicine,  nursing, 
dentistry,  social  work,  occupational  therapy,  clinical  psychology,  etc.,  appears  to  be 
the  solution  to  providing  health  care  for  the  community  in  the  future.  Much  thought 
and  planning  will  have  to  go  into  our  educational  programmes  to  educate  students 
from  various  professions  in  the  co-operative  rather  than  the  independent  approach  to 
the  health  needs  of  the  individual  in  our  community. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  those  members  of  the 
Faculty  who  have  devoted  many  extra  hours  to  the  committee  work  involved  in 
planning  the  curriculum  and  many  other  aspects  associated  with  the  expansion  of  the 
medical  school  programme.  In  addition  I  would  like  to  thank  the  organizations, 
companies  and  individuals  who  have  so  generously  supported  our  research  projects.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  BANTING  AND  BEST 
DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICAL  RESEARCH 


In  the  Subdepartment  of  Synthetic  Chemistry  the  synthesis  of  phospholipids  and 
phosphonolipids  of  biological  interest  was  continued  by  Professor  E.  Baer  and  his 
colleagues,  Dr.  D.  Buchnea  (propylene  glycol  lecithins  and  cephalins,  acyl  migration 
in  lipids),  Dr.  H.  Basu  (phosphonic  acid  analogues  of  N,N-dimethylcephalins  and 
glycolcephalins),  Dr.  B.  C.  Pal  (ceramide  and  dihydroceramide  aminoethylphospho- 
nates),  Dr.  R.  Robinson  (phosphonolecithins  and  metabolites),  Dr.  G.  R.  Sarma 
(phosphonocephalins  and  metabolites)  and  Dr.  K.  V.  J.  Rao  (phosphonic  acid 
analogues  of  diether  N,N-dimethylcephalins) .  The  members  of  the  staff  were  ably 
assisted  in  their  work  by  Mr.  H.  Flehmig. 

In  Dr.  D.  W.  Clarke's  section,  work  has  continued  on  a  study  of  the  properties  of 
serum  from  persons  suffering  from  multiple  sclerosis.  Under  appropriate  conditions, 
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such  serum  can  cause  an  increase  in  fatty  acid  concentration  in  a  medium  in  which  a 
slice  of  rat  cerebral  cortex  is  incubated.  The  nature  of  this  factor  is  being  investigated, 
and  studies  are  being  made  to  see  if  there  is  a  relationship  between  the  amount  of 
free  fatty  acid  which  can  be  liberated  by  the  serum,  and  the  severity  of  the  disease. 

Mr.  Cowan  devised  a  simple  and  ingenious  piece  of  apparatus  which  proved  excel- 
lent for  the  procedure  involved  in  a  study,  with  Professor  Monkhouse,  of  artificial 
induction  of  thrombosis.  They  hope  now  to  apply  these  methods  in  a  study  of  the 
effect  of  dextran  and  other  substances  on  the  deposition  and  aggregation  of  platelets 
at  the  site  of  injury.  This  would  allow  observation  from  the  moment  of  initiation  of 
injury  in  preference  to  only  postoperative  histological  studies.  Mr.  Cowan  also  devised 
a  continuous  intra-arterial  injection  instrument  "Conjector"  which,  in  collaboration 
with  doctors  at  St.  Michael's  Hospital,  was  successfully  tested  clinically  in  regional 
infusion  chemotherapy  on  ambulatory  cancer  patients.  The  mechanism  will  deliver 
2  or  5  ml.  throughout  a  twenty-four  hour  period. 

With  the  assistance  of  Miss  M.  M.  Shaw  and  J.  Skublics,  Professor  W.  R.  Franks 
has  continued  the  cancer  research  directed  toward  modifying  a  tumour-bearing  host 
into  a  tumour-incompatible  graft-hybrid.  Current  investigations  have  shown  that  it 
is  very  difficult  to  completely  destroy  a  host's  lymphoid  mechanisms  in  order  to 
hybridize  with  tumour-resistant  elements.  However,  present  experience  would  tend 
to  confirm  that  the  degree  of  sensitivity  of  an  autochthonous  tumour  to  an  otherwise 
palliative  dose  of  X-rays  does  seem  to  be  proportional  to  the  degree  of  destruction 
of  the  host's  own  pertinent  "information"  previous  to  hybridization.  Reversal  of  the 
hybrid  state  following  tumour  cure  may  be  accomplished  with  deep-freeze  preserved 
host's  tissues. 

Studies  of  the  biochemical  post  mortem  in  accident  investigations  have  been 
extended  from  fundamental  animal  work  to  human  tissues.  The  P.M.  lactate  concen- 
tration still  yields  the  most  information,  serving  to  differentiate  fatigue,  adrenergic 
response  and  hypoxia  by  the  character  of  the  P.M.  lactate  profile  made  by  plotting 
the  brain,  heart,  liver  and  kidney  lactate  concentrations.  It  is  apparent  that  a  factor 
in  the  cause  of  some  accidents  may  be  a  lack  or  a  blocking  of  response  to  a  stressful 
circumstance  (stress  without  strain). 

Mr.  G.  A.  Meek's  studies  to  improve  manual  dexterity  in  a  vibrating  field  have  led 
to  further  improvement  in  the  design  of  manually  operated  installations. 

In  Professor  A.  A.  Horner's  laboratory,  gel  electrophoresis  of  acidic  mucopoly- 
saccharides continues  to  be  the  major  interest.  The  method  has  shown  that  sulphate 
content  and  molecular  weight  may  vary  inversely  in  heparin  fractions.  Anticoagulant 
activity  is  directly  proportional  to  molecular  weight.  Gel  filtration  is  being  used  to 
establish  criteria  for  evaluating  the  degree  of  polydispersity  of  molecular  weight  of 
acidic  mucopolysaccharides  which  may  alter  in  diseases  of  connective  tissue. 

Dr.  A.  Kuksis  has  continued  studies  on  the  composition  and  metabolism  of  complex 
natural  lipids  by  thin-layer  and  gas  chromatographic  methods.  Applications  of  the 
combined  methods  were  made  in  determining  alterations  in  triglyceride  structure 
during  milk  fat  secretion  and  fat  absorption  (in  collaboration  with  W.  C.  Brecken- 
ridge),  in  the  isolation  and  identification  of  bile  acids  from  blood,  bile  and  tissues 
(in  collaboration  with  M.  T.  Subbiah)  and  in  the  identification  and  quantitative  esti- 
mation of  Krebs  cycle  acids  in  tissues.  New  methods  have  been  developed  for  the 
direct  gas  chromatographic  examination  of  total  lipid  extracts  and  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  complete  structure  of  natural  glycerophosphatides  (in  collaboration  with 
L.  Marai). 

In  Dr.  Logothetopoulos'  section  the  mitotic  activity  and  the  origin  of  beta  and 
alpha  cells  of  the  islets  have  been  studied  by  autoradiography.  In  collaboration  with 
Dr.  H.  Kerr,  NATO  Fellow  from  the  University  of  Heidelberg,  electron  microscopy 
studies  of  the  islets  of  the  obese  mouse  and  of  guineapigs  with  induced  steroid 
diabetes  have  been  completed. 

Professor  C.  C.  Lucas  and  Dr.  Jessie  H.  Ridout  continue  their  investigation  of  the 
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nutritional  relationships  between  alcohol  and  different  dietary  proteins.  Purified 
rations  differing  only  in  the  protein  moiety  (all  providing  6  per  cent  of  total  protein) 
were  fed  to  groups  of  male  rats  for  about  500  days;  four  times  per  week  a  constant 
amount  of  dilute  alcohol  (5.5  ml.  40  per  cent  v/v)  was  given  by  stomach  tube. 
The  nature  of  the  dietary  protein  affects  the  degree  of  inebriation  produced  and  the 
amount  of  liver  damage  observed.  Mortality  was  usually  higher  in  the  groups  of  rats 
that  were  more  intoxicated  but  this  was  not  always  so.  The  concentrations  of  alcohol 
found  in  the  blood  of  rats  fed  different  proteins  were  not  sufficiently  dissimilar  to 
account  for  the  findings. 

In  Professor  S.  Mookerjea's  section,  investigations  on  the  influence  of  dietary 
choline  on  the  plasma  lipoprotein  synthesis  are  being  continued.  Plasma  lipoproteins 
of  density  <  1.006,  1.006-1.063  and  1.063-1.21  are  rapidly  labelled  after  intraperi- 
toneal injection  of  glucosamine-  1-G14.  In  early  choline  deficiency,  incorporation  of 
labelled  glucosamine  into  proteins  of  liver  homogenates,  microsomes  and  of  plasma 
d  >  1.21  fraction  is  impaired.  The  site  of  impairment  is  in  the  smooth  endoplasmic 
reticulum  portion  of  the  microsome.  These  findings  suggest  that  decreased  glyco- 
protein synthesis  in  smooth  microsome  and  in  plasma  d  >  1.21  fraction  may  limit 
the  plasma  lipoprotein  synthesis  and  thereby  cause  the  accumulation  of  lipids  in  the 
liver  in  choline  deficiency. 

Dr.  Nina  Morley  has  demonstrated  in  a  study  on  dogs  that  alcohol-induced  hypo- 
glycemia can  be  potentiated  by  pretreatment  with  tolbutamide.  A  method  for  assay- 
ing antibodies  to  insulin  is  being  studied.  This  has  provided  a  quantitative  means  of 
detecting  the  appearance  and  persistence  of  anti-insulin  in  guinea-pig  sera. 

Dr.  Bruno  Rosenfeld  has  continued  to  explore  the  relation  of  long  chain  fatty 
acid  synthetase,  a  key  hepatic  enzyme  in  the  transformation  of  carbohydrate  into 
long  chain  fatty  acids,  to  the  problem  of  early  fatty  infiltration  of  the  liver  in  choline 
deficiency.  It  has  been  established  that  after  the  ingestion  of  a  single  choline-deficient 
meal,  the  increase  of  triglyceride  in  the  hepatic  floating  lipid  fraction  is  quantitatively 
related  to  the  increase  of  hepatic  fatty  acid  synthetase  activity  induced  by  the  same 
choline-deficient  meal  in  the  same  rat.  This  finding  permitted  the  conclusion  that  a 
regulatory  function  of  dietary  choline  on  the  activity  of  this  enzyme  offers  adequate 
explanation  for  the  accumulation  of  hepatic  fat  in  early  choline  deficiency.  In  col- 
laboration with  Dr.  A.  Kuksis,  further  independent  confirmation  of  the  correlation 
between  increased  formation  of  hepatic  floating  fat  and  this  fatty  acid  synthetase  has 
been  obtained  by  the  use  of  techniques  of  gas  chromatography. 

In  Professor  G.  A.  Wrenshall's  section,  research  work  has  broadened  from  study 
on  carbohydrate  metabolism  to  include  aspects  of  energy  metabolism.  With  Drs.  M. 
Vranic  and  A.  Kuksis,  plasma  levels  of  nonesterified  fatty  acids  and  rates  of  nitrogen 
excretion  are  being  determined,  both  in  long-fasting  and  in  exercising  dogs.  Con- 
current tracer  determinations  of  the  rate  of  gluconeogenesis  in  the  presence  and 
absence  of  insulin  are  being  made  in  the  same  animals.  These  studies  indicate  that, 
with  insulin  secretion,  gluconeogenesis  from  protein  is  less  than  the  tracer-determined 
rate  of  glucose  appearance.  This  conclusion  is  dependent  on  the  validity  of  the 
determination  of  the  latter  rate.  The  correctness  of  the  determination  was  recently 
demonstrated  by  Mr.  J.  Cowan,  with  Dr.  G.  Hetenyi  Jr.  and  Mr.  D.  Schachter. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Yip  and  his  collaborators  are  continuing  their  studies  on  biosynthesis  of 
the  thyroid  hormone,  thyroxine,  and  of  insulin.  It  has  been  possible  to  show  that  the 
purified  thyroid  peroxidase  has  ligand-binding  characteristics  similar  to  many  ferric 
haemo-proteins.  The  enzyme  forms  an  active  complex  with  hydrogen  peroxide  and 
the  complex  retains  two  oxidizing  equivalents  per  haematin  unit.  These  observations 
support  strongly  the  free  radical  mechanism  proposed  for  the  enzyme-catalysed 
formation  of  iodotyrosines  and  the  eventual  synthesis  of  thyroxine.  Experiments  are 
being  carried  out  to  measure  mitochondrial  respiration  of  rat  thyroid  tissues  and  the 
effects  of  injecting  thyroid  stimulating  hormone  (TSH)  or  feeding  a  goitrogen,  pro- 
pylthiouracil, are  being  studied.  Mr.  A.  Zimmerman  has  begun  studies  on  the  effect 
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of  TSH  on  the  iodinating  activity  of  rat  thyroid  tissues  and  a  biphasic  response  is 
obtained  with  increased  activity  beginning  at  15  hours  after  TSH  injection.  C14- 
Leucine  has  been  used  to  study  the  possible  formation  of  insulin  precursor  in  the 
pancreatic  slices  obtained  from  rabbits  with  ligated  pancreatic  ducts.  Mr.  A.  Tung 
has  begun  his  studies  on  this  aspect  of  the  biosynthesis  of  insulin  in  collaboration 
with  Dr.  B.  J.  Lin.

THE  ACTING  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LAW 


The  most  important  single  event  in  the  life  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  during  the 
academic  session  1966-67  was  the  untimely  death  of  Dean  C.  A.  Wright,  Q.C.,  the 
Faculty's  guiding  spirit  since  its  reorganization  in  1949.  The  passing  of  this  extra- 
ordinarily talented — and  sensitive — man,  everywhere  recognized  as  the  brightest  star 
in  Canada's  legal  firmament,  marks  the  end  of  an  era  in  the  history  of  legal  education 
in  the  University  of  Toronto.  His  inspiration  endures,  however,  through  his  writings, 
his  students  and  his  colleagues,  and  it  is  from  the  secure  foundations  on  which  he 
placed  legal  studies  in  the  University  that  the  Faculty  is  now  preparing  to  move 
forward  to  newer  and  richer  programmes  of  instruction  and  research.  With  this  in 
mind,  a  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development  has  been  appointed  to  report  to 
the  Faculty,  and  through  the  Faculty  to  the  President,  in  the  autumn  of  1967.  The 
task  before  this  important  committee  is  to  chart  the  course  ahead  and  to  assess  needs 
and  resources  in  the  light  of  increasingly  heavy  responsibilities  which  the  Faculty 
is  being  pressed  to  assume,  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  University.  In  the  discharge 
of  these  and  other  duties,  the  Faculty  looks  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  support 
of  its  three  newest  members,  Professors  R.  E.  Scane,  F.  Iacobucci  and  Colin  McNairn.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 
AND  ENGINEERING 


Strong  growth  in  the  extent  and  diversity  of  graduate  studies  and  research  continues. 
In  the  past  four  years  the  enrolment  for  the  Ph.D.  has  doubled  to  150  and  the  enrol- 
ment for  the  M.A.Sc.  and  M.Eng.  together  has  doubled  to  275.  In  this  first  year  of 
its  operation  the  Master  of  Engineering  (M.Eng.)  programme  has  an  enrolment  of 
40  persons.  In  his  report  for  1965-66,  Dean  McLaughlin  noted  that  "this  degree  is 
designed  to  help  meet  the  growing  need  for  significant  university-industry  liaison  in 
this  era  of  rapid  technological  change.  .  .  ."  The  initial  response  to  the  programme 
from  industry  suggests  that  it  has  been  well  conceived. 

The  Ford  Foundation  grant,  which  has  now  run  four  years  of  its  five-year  term,  has 
been  a  major  stimulus  to  the  growth  of  advanced  graduate  studies.  The  need  now  is 
to  find  the  special  resources  to  maintain  the  momentum  of  this  growth  by  broadening 
the  base  of  excellence  in  selected  fields. 

On  March  17,  1967,  the  National  Research  Council  informed  the  Faculty  that 
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it  had  awarded,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds,  a  special  grant  of  $325,000  "for 
support  of  research  in  materials  science  at  the  University  of  Toronto,"  the  total  to 
be  expended  over  a  three-year  period  with  $125,000  being  confirmed  for  1967-68. 
This  grant  is  one  of  three  such  grants  made  in  Canada  this  year.  Future  grants  of 
this  type  will  be  called  Negotiated  Development  grants,  a  policy  and  terms  for 
which  have  now  been  established  by  the  National  Research  Council.  The  Canadian 
proposals  for  special  support  of  research  on  materials,  one  of  which  was  prepared  in 
the  Faculty  in  the  fall  of  1964,  undoubtedly  had  some  useful  influence  on  the  setting 
up  of  this  important  new  type  of  grant. 

The  grant  for  research  on  materials  will  be  used  to  foster  the  development  of  an 
interdepartmental  programme.  It  is  being  administered  by  an  advisory  group  at 
present  drawn  from  members  of  the  departments  of  Metallurgy  and  Materials 
Science,  Chemical,  Electrical,  Mechanical  and  Civil  Engineering.  Professor  W.  F. 
Graydon  is  chairman  of  the  advisory  group.  The  funds  are  to  be  used  for  staff  and 
equipment.  The  Negotiated  Development  grant  may  permit  the  acquisition  of  new 
members  of  staff  for  a  selected  field  sooner  and  in  greater  numbers  than  would  be 
possible  under  normal  expansion  of  University  operating  budgets,  provided  the 
departments  involved  elect  to  concentrate  regular  increases  in  operating  resources  in 
the  field  of  the  grant. 

With  respect  to  that  large  part  of  the  spectrum  of  research  in  the  Faculty  rooted 
in  applied  science,  the  growth  of  operating  grants  to  individual  members  of  staff — 
from,  for  example,  the  National  Research  Council — has  been  encouraging.  The  situa- 
tion with  respect  to  research  in  engineering  that  is  immediately  useful  in  contributing 
to  the  competitive  strength  of  primary  and  secondary  industry  is  neither  as  sound  nor 
as  well  understood.  The  recent  proposal  by  the  National  Commitee  of  Deans  of 
Engineering  that  there  be  established  an  Engineering  Research  Council  has  served 
to  stimulate  concern  over  this  issue  not  without  casting  some  undeserved  shadow 
upon  the  National  Research  Council.  The  Science  Council  is  now  examining  the 
question.  The  comments  given  on  page  50  of  the  Spinks  Report  express  the  evident 
concern  of  the  commissioners  on  this  and  broader  questions  of  support  for  engi- 
neering. But  the  search  for  general  policy  is  no  excuse  for  the  absence  of  example. 

For  some  time  members  of  the  staff  in  the  Department  of  Chemical  Engineering 
have  been  working  together  to  provide  "research"  services  that  are  aimed,  in  par- 
ticular, at  assisting  smaller  industries  to  define  and  staff  new  research  programmes. 
Such  activities  at  the  interface  between  the  academic  and  the  industrial  are  not 
without  their  peculiar  issues  but  they  are  not  wholly  dissimilar  to  the  "educational" 
consulting  that  increasingly  marks  the  contribution  of  the  University  to  institutions 
in  India,  Africa  and  elsewhere. 

The  Master  of  Engineering  programme  coupled  to  the  appointment  this  year  of 
Professor  W.  G.  MacElhinney  to  half-time  duties  as  Co-ordinator  of  Engineering 
Courses  in  the  Division  of  Extension  is  part  of  a  developing  commitment  to  con- 
tinuing education  that  is  expected  to  assume  increasing  importance. 

The  participation  of  staff  of  the  Faculty  in  interdisciplinary  studies  involving 
different  divisions  of  the  University  continues  to  grow.  For  example,  Professor  J.  W. 
Abrams  of  Industrial  Engineering  has  been  concerned  with  the  development  of  the 
Institute  for  the  History  and  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Technology,  Professor  A. 
Porter  is  to  be  Acting  Director  of  the  Centre  for  Culture  and  Technology,  Professor 
P.  H.  Jones  in  Civil  Engineering  has  been  appointed  an  Associate  Director  of  the 
Great  Lakes  Institute. 

The  two  Institutes  for  which  the  Faculty  has  major  responsibility,  namely  the 
Institute  for  Aerospace  Studies  and,  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  Institute  of 
Bio-Medical  Electronics,  continue  to  thrive  as  they  face  special  problems.  Future 
national  policy  in  the  financing  of  space  research,  as  recently  studied  by  the  Science 
Council,  is  of  major  concern  to  Aerospace  Studies.  The  field  of  biomedical  engi- 
neering offers  such  immense  scope  for  research  that  the  Institute  of  Bio-Medical

Electronics  will  increasingly  face  problems  of  defining  the  limits  and  balance  of  its 
work.  The  reports  of  the  Directors  of  these  Institutes  are  given  separately. 

The  intensity  of  interaction  between  man,  his  technologies  and  nature  makes  it  of 
national  importance  to  develop  effective  interdisciplinary  environmental  research. 

The  Great  Lakes  Institute  in  which  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering  partici- 
pates is  one  such  nucleus,  concerned  in  particular  with  the  pollution  of  water. 
Problems  of  air  pollution,  of  the  treatment  and  indeed  transformation  of  the  waste 
products  of  industrial  processes,  are  being  studied  in  the  Departments  of  Mechanical 
and  Chemical  Engineering.  The  correlating  of  these  and  closely  related  interests  in 
other  divisons  in  a  way  that  provides  new  strength  to  each  continues  to  be  a  challenge. 

A  splendid  specific  example  of  the  worth  of  sound  interdisciplinary  research 
occurred  in  April  when  an  experiment  in  radio  astronomy  led  by  Dr.  J.  L.  Yen  of 
the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  was  completed  successfully.  Observations 
taken  at  two  radio  telescopes  located  2,000  miles  apart  were  successfully  synchronized 
by  the  use  of  atomic  clocks  and  digital  computers.  It  appears  that  a  baseline  for  an 
interferometer  spanning  the  earth  is  now  possible.  These  technical  advances  promise 
to  be  of  some  significance  in  astronomy  and  are  the  fruit  of  a  collaborative  research 
effort  between  the  Department  of  Astronomy  in  Arts  and  Science,  Electrical 
Engineering  and  the  National  Research  Council. 

A  continuing  study  of  the  needs  of  the  Faculty  for  computer  facilities  has 
questioned  the  feasibility  of  providing  adequate  accessibility  to  the  massive  central 
university  system  both  for  research  involving  "real-time"  problems  and  for  under- 
graduate studies  of  the  logical  structure  of  machines  and  languages.  These  are  facets 
of  the  critical  problem  of  computer  facilities. 

Undergraduate  enrolment  for  the  session  1966-67  increased  in  round  figures 
from  1,600  to  1,800  or  some  12.5  per  cent.  The  average  increase  for  the  past  four 
years  has  been  7.5  per  cent  per  annum  and  it  is  expected  that  this  level  of  increase 
will  continue. 

In  establishing  the  Committee  on  the  First  Year  in  the  session  1963-64  the  Faculty 
clearly  expressed  ongoing  concern  for  the  quality  and  form  of  undergraduate  instruc- 
tion especially  for  the  student  entering  the  University.  This  year,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Professor  G.  B.  Craig,  the  Committee  proposed  and  had  adopted  two  signifi- 
cant changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  first  year.  The  first  of  these  is  the  introduction 
of  computer  programming  for  all  students  in  the  spring  term.  The  second  of  these 
is  the  introduction  of  engineering  seminars,  in  the  course  of  which  all  students  will 
meet  in  groups  of  less  than  ten  with  a  member  of  the  professorial  staff  on  twelve 
occasions  during  the  session.  These  periods  are  intended  to  provided  a  tutorial  expe- 
rience centred  around  case  studies  relating  the  curriculum  to  engineering.  The 
professional  role  of  engineering  may  be  defined  as  that  of  building  bridges  between 
the  world  of  science  and  the  world  of  men  with  ingenuity,  economy  and  sensitivity. 
In  engineering  education,  the  tap  roots  of  scientific  principles  are  being  intensively 
explored.  There  is  continuing  need  to  strengthen  the  bridge  to  social  needs  by 
balanced  emphasis  on  the  purposeful  use  of  operational  principles.  The  new 
engineering  seminars  should  prove  a  useful  further  step. 

Concern  continues  over  the  extent  of  the  demands  on  the  first-year  student.  In  the 
session  1967-68  we  shall  receive  for  the  first  time  students  who  have  been  required 
to  carry  a  minimum  of  seven  rather  than  nine  credits  in  Grade  13.  It  may  be  that  a 
less  strenuous  preparation  in  Grade  13  will  leave  more  than  the  usual  number  of 
students  psychologically  if  not  academically  unready  for  the  undoubted  challenge  of 
our  curriculum. 

A  seminar  attended  by  about  100  guidance  counsellors  from  the  secondary  schools 
and  a  major  part  of  our  staff  was  held  in  November,  1966.  This  event  succeeded  in 
bringing  out  for  frank  discussion  some  of  the  myths  about  the  Faculty  as  well  as 
questions  of  joint  concern. 

Concern  over  the  intensity  of  studies  in  engineering  is  not  limited  to  the  staff. 
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During  the  session  a  Faculty  Student-Staff  Committee  was  established  by  the  joint 
action  of  the  President  of  the  Engineering  Society  and  the  Dean.  The  committee 
consists  of  six  students  selected  by  the  Society  and  six  members  of  staff  named  by  the 
Dean  with  the  basic  terms  of  reference:  "to  examine  questions  of  mutual  concern 
in  the  academic  life  of  the  Faculty."  The  first  issue  to  be  jointly  studied  is  the  intensity 
of  studies  in  the  first  year.  At  the  departmental  level  similar  student-staff  groups  have 
been  or  are  becoming  active.  Such  semi-formal  student-staff  consultations  are  not  an 
adequate  substitute  either  for  the  general  quality  of  personal  relationships  in  the 
Faculty  or  for  more  formal  representation  on  concrete  problems.  Their  strength  lies 
perhaps  in  uncovering  for  considered  examination  real  issues  of  concern. 

This  session  marks  the  termination  of  the  undergraduate  course  in  Mining  Engi- 
neering, the  basis  for  which  was  explained  in  the  Report  for  the  session  1964-65.  The 
revised  course  in  Geological  Engineering  and  the  Geophysics  option  of  the  course  in 
Engineering  Science  are  two  continuing  undergraduate  programmes  of  particular 
relevance  to  the  mineral  industries.  Both  of  these  courses  are  strongly  supported  by 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Within  the  general  ferment  of  curricular  change  a  number  of  points  may  be  noted. 
A  major  reshaping  of  the  curriculum  in  Mechanical  Engineering  is  now  coming  into 
effect.  These  changes  call,  for  example,  for  new  laboratory  facilities  suited  to  the 
study  of  vibrations  and  control  systems.  A  new  Computer  Science  option  in  the  Engi- 
neering Science  course  has  been  approved.  All  students  in  third  year  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  choose  one  subject  from  among  Modern  World  History,  Political 
Science  and  the  History  of  Technology,  the  last  subject  being  a  new  choice  made 
possible  by  the  developing  university  programme  in  the  History  of  Science  and 
Technology. 

In  the  fall  of  1966,  the  old  School  of  Practical  Science  was  demolished  to  make 
way  for  the  new  Medical  Sciences  Building.  The  building,  designed  by  Kivas  Tully 
and  erected  in  1878,  provided  from  the  beginning  greater  external  grace  than 
internal  efficiency.  The  lintel  stone  and  a  number  of  other  symbolic  pieces  are  to  be 
set  in  the  fabric  of  the  Galbraith  Building.  Bricks,  and  book-ends  made  from  stair 
treads,  are  among  the  items  made  available  by  the  Engineering  Alumni  to  remind 
the  some  10,000  graduates  of  the  Faculty  who  walked  its  halls  of  the  creaking  floors 
and  giant  draughting  rooms. 

It  is  fitting  that,  in  the  same  year  that  the  original  centre  of  the  Faculty  has  been 
demolished,  long-range  plans  for  the  future  should  be  tabled.  The  Presidential  Users' 
Committee  on  the  Space  Needs  of  the  Faculty  appointed  in  June,  1966,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  C.  F.  Morrison,  has  laboured  with  care  in  preparing  the 
report  which  is  now  complete. 

The  deans  of  the  faculties  of  engineering  in  the  universities  of  Ontario,  after 
meeting  informally  on  occasion  for  a  number  of  years,  have  formally  established  a 
Committee  of  Ontario  Deans  of  Engineering  (CODE)  which  is  now  affiliated  with 
the  Committee  of  Presidents.  This  group  has  considered  enrolment  objectives  and 
has  glanced  at  the  more  abrasive  issues  of  planning. 

This  year  a  significant  reassessment  of  credits  to  be  given  for  engineering  courses 
taken  by  graduates  wishing  to  acquire  a  Type  A  certificate  for  teaching  in  the 
secondary  schools  was  carried  out  under  Professor  J.  S.  Carlisle  of  the  College  of 
Education.  In  broad  terms,  graduates  of  most  of  our  courses  should  now  be  directly 
eligible  for  admission  to  one  or  more  Type  A  certificate  programmes  in  the  College 
of  Education.  Increasing  numbers  of  graduates  in  engineering  may  well  be  encour- 
aged to  teach  in  the  secondary  schools.  In  this  situation  the  continued  exclusion  of 
graduates  in  engineering  from  eligibility  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate 
Fellowships  is  all  the  more  distressing. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  record  the  death  during  the  session  of  Colonel  W.  S. 
Wilson  and  Professors  J.  E.  Reid  and  W.  A.  Wallace.  No  brief  chronicle  can  do 
justice  to  Stewart  Wilson  who,  to  use  the  words  of  the  resolution  presented   in 
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Council,  "was  one  of  the  important  builders  of  the  Faculty  and  the  University.  .  .  ." 
Following  his  retirement  as  secretary  of  the  Faculty  in  1962  he  became  Registrar  of 
New  College  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  serving  as  Assistant  to  the  Principal. 
His  life  was  an  adventure  to  the  end.  Professor  Reid,  a  specialist  in  electrical  com- 
munications, was  an  unusually  able  teacher  with  a  strong  sense  of  the  significance  of 
engineering  design.  Professor  Wallace  dedicated  himself  to  building  the  quality  of 
undergraduate  instruction  in  mechanical  engineering. 

Professor  V.  G.  Smith  retires  this  year  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Engineering 
Science  where  he  has  given  excellent  service  to  the  Faculty.  He  will  continue  on  the 
staff  in  Electrical  Engineering.  Professor  B.  Etkin  of  Aerospace  Studies  will  succeed 
Professor  Smith  with  appointment  as  Chairman  of  the  Division  of  Engineering 
Science. 

It  it  with  a  mixture  of  sorrow  and  joy  that  we  lose  Professor  W.  C.  Winegard 
from  Metallurgy  and  Materials  Science  to  the  presidency  of  the  University  of  Guelph. 
The  Department  and  Faculty  will  miss  his  achievements  in  research  and  his  cogent 
contributions  to  many  causes.  He  leaves  with  our  best  wishes. 

The  vitality  of  the  Faculty  on  the  occasion  of  the  change  in  administrative  heads 
is  a  tribute  primarily  to  a  good  measure  of  basic  academic  health  and  to  the  long 
term  wisdom  of  my  predecessor.  I  am  fortunate  to  have  Professor  W.  F.  Graydon  as 
Associate  Dean  to  share  administrative  responsibilities  with  me.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FOOD  SCIENCES 


This  was  a  year  of  historical  significance  for  our  Faculty  when  the  24  members  of  the 
graduating  class  were,  for  the  first  time,  awarded  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  (Food  Sciences) . 
The  students  of  all  four  years  have  been  co-operative  in  accepting  the  changes  which 
were  incidental  to  the  development  of  an  improved  curriculum  and  have  made  a 
relatively  easy  transition  from  the  old  programme  to  the  new.  Enrolment  figures 
showed  23  women  and  five  men  in  first  year;  24  women  and  one  man  in  second  year; 
14  women  and  one  man  in  third  year;  and  22  women  and  two  men  in  fourth  year. 
The  failure  rate  has  been  rather  high  in  each  of  the  first,  second  and  third  years,  but 
a  broadening  of  the  science  courses  in  second  year  has  apparently  improved  the 
current  third  year  results  to  a  no-failure  level.  A  preliminary  nutrition  course  to  be 
taught  in  second  year  should  demonstrate  the  relationship  between  the  physical  and 
biological  sciences  more  clearly  to  the  student.  A  similar  effort  to  strengthen  the  first 
and  second  year  basic  sciences  of  the  textiles  areas  is  also  being  made. 

A  course  in  Biological  Chemistry  and  Human  Nutrition  was  taught  for  the  first 
time  by  our  staff  to  first-year  students  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Nursing.  An  evening 
course  of  similar  content  will  be  given  next  year  in  the  Department  of  Extension  to 
accommodate  nurses  who  graduated  from  a  hospital  school  and  are  proceeding  to  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  degree,  on  a  part-time  basis.  This  course  will  also  be 
available  to  graduates  from  our  Faculty  who  wish  to  be  updated  in  nutrition,  and  to 
teachers  who  plan  to  take  required  courses  as  set  forth  by  the  College  of  Education. 

The  change  in  emphasis  from  Household  Science  to  Food  Sciences  has  this  year 
brought  about  the  recognition  of  our  Faculty  as  an  integral  part  of  the  paramedical 
group  under  Dr.  John  D.  Hamilton,  Vice-President  (Health  Sciences).  As  early  as 
1958,  our  Food  and  Nutrition  students  were  able  to  enrol  in  a  hospital  integrated 
internship  programme  which  has  now  been  approved  by  most  provinces  in  Canada. 
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But  dietitians  have  seldom  been  accepted  as  part  of  the  medical  team.  Now  that 
patients  suffer  less  from  infectious  diseases  and  more  from  metabolic  disorders  which 
can  be  partially  controlled  by  therapeutic  foods,  the  dietitian  is  beginning  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  for  nutrition  counselling.  In  many  hospitals  the  "Diet- 
ary Department"  has  already  become  the  "Nutrition  Department"  and  the  transition 
from  "dietitian"  to  "nutritionist"  is  slowly  but  steadily  confirming  the  expanded 
role  of  today's  hospital  dietitian.  The  acquisition  of  Sunnybrook  Hospital  by 
the  University  as  a  teaching  unit  will  provide  a  complete  new  class-room  for  the 
development  of  the  area  of  nutrition  in  our  Faculty.  The  place  of  the  Food  and 
Nutrition  Department  in  hospital  administration  is  being  studied  by  both  the  Sunny- 
brook  staff  and  members  of  our  Faculty.  The  addition  to  our  fourth-year  programme 
of  a  course  entitled  Principles  of  Administration  was  prompted  by  the  changing  trend 
in  hospital  organization.  Taught  by  Professor  J.  D.  Kyle  of  the  School  of  Business, 
this  course  will  be  an  asset  to  our  graduates,  many  of  whom  become  directors  of 
nutrition,  research  and  education  programmes. 

As  the  enrolment  of  women  students  in  the  University  of  Toronto  has  increased, 
women's  residence  accommodation  has  been  expanded  by  approximately  300.  But 
since  a  large  proportion  of  our  students  are  women  and  now  belong  to  a  professional 
faculty,  they  are  no  longer  eligible  for  residence  in  Victoria,  St.  Michael's  or  Trinity 
and  only  in  exceptional  cases  in  University  College.  Our  students  are  encouraged  to 
enrol  in  Innis  and  New  Colleges  where  residence  accommodation  is  still  restricted, 
but  the  first  official  provision  for  women  in  professional  faculties  is  planned  at  New 
College  for  1968.  Unexpectedly,  two  houses  on  Spadina  Avenue  have  been  made 
available  for  women  of  Innis  College  for  September,  1967,  and  some  of  our  students 
may  find  accommodation  there.  This  marks  a  real  step  forward  in  solving  the  housing 
situation  for  university  students  in  professional  faculties. 

Our  first  and  second  year  students  are  the  ones  who  suffer  most  from  the  lack  of 
opportunity  for  residence  life.  It  is  during  these  critical  years  that  they  need  university 
friendships  and  working  relations  with  each  other  as  they  adjust  to  campus  routine. 
It  is  possible  that  the  Alumni  Association  could  make  a  contribution  in  this  vital 
area.  Members  who  live  near  the  subway  might  rent  a  room  to  a  student  for  the 
academic  year  and  thus  ease  the  transition  from  the  discipline  of  high  school  to  the 
comparative  freedom  of  university  life. 

Among  our  staff  members,  there  is  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  giving  the  under- 
graduates some  participation  in  the  administration  of  our  Faculty  by  representation 
at  meetings  of  the  Council.  At  the  same  time  it  is  our  firm  belief  that  the  students 
should  assume  some  responsibility  for  their  academic  performance,  which  is  the 
main  reason  for  enrolling  in  university.  We  have  been  considering  ways  and  means 
to  carry  out  a  satisfactory  plan. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  National  Research  Council  grants  have  been 
awarded  to  Professor  Elizabeth  Upton  to  investigate  the  proteins  of  Ontario  soft 
wheat  flour  by  electrophoresis,  to  Professor  Jean  Sabry  to  determine  the  effect  of 
processing  on  the  nutritional  quality  of  foods,  especially  the  essential  amino  acid 
lysine,  and  to  Professor  Thomas  Francis  to  study  chemical  modification  of  fibrous 
polymers. 

The  importance  of  trace  elements  in  relation  to  disease  has  been  one  area  of 
interest  for  our  research  programme  this  year.  There  is  a  scarcity  of  data  about  the 
content  of  these  elements  in  foods  for  human  consumption,  and  therefore  it  is  difficult 
to  treat  a  condition  like  Wilson's  disease  in  which  the  body  accumulates  copper  when 
the  copper  content  of  very  few  foods  is  known.  It  was  with  these  facts  in  mind  that 
we  approached  the  Fisheries  Research  Board  of  Canada  for  funds  to  develop  methods 
for  these  trace  elements,  cholesterol,  tocopherols,  and  fatty  acids  in  Canadian  fish 
and  fish  products.  Four  of  our  graduate  students  have  developed  methods  for  the 
determination  of  these  nutrients  as  part  of  their  research  programme. 

The  Nutrition  Clinics  concerned  with  weight  reduction  have  continued  here  and 
in  Central  and  North  Toronto  YM-YWHA  centres.  Success  in  weight  reduction  of 
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subjects  who  are  20  to  50  lbs.  overweight  has  been  gradually  increasing  and  has  now 
reached  a  level  of  about  80  per  cent.  The  fact  that  volunteers  for  research  are  spon- 
sored by  the  Ontario  Heart  Foundation  has  significantly  raised  the  level  of  co-opera- 
tion among  the  participants.  And  when  it  is  realized  that  85  per  cent  of  the  subjects 
were  themselves  overweight  as  children  and  now  care  for  over  200  children  of  their 
own,  their  contribution  to  community  nutrition  education  could  be  outstanding. 

Professor  John  Moran  continued  a  study  of  bactericidal  treatments  for  textile 
fabrics.  Since  staphylococcal  infections  are  a  serious  hazard  to  patients  in  hospitals 
and  it  is  believed  that  they  are  transmitted  in  a  large  degree  by  fabrics,  the  develop- 
ment of  a  surface  agent  which  would  inhibit  staphylococci  would  be  of  great  value. 
Another  project  in  the  textile  area  has  dealt  with  the  development  of  a  relationship 
between  the  absorption  and  fluorescent  spectra  with  the  structure  and  photoactivity 
of  several  dyes. 

Professor  E.  Isobel  Walker,  who  has  been  on  staff  in  the  area  of  food  chemistry 
since  1930  when  she  completed  her  M.A.  programme  under  Dr.  Clara  C.  Benson, 
retired  this  year.  She  has  plans  for  travel  and  we  hope  she  enjoys  her  new  freedom. 

From  January  1  to  March  31,  the  Dean  accepted  an  assignment  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Indian  Affairs  and  Northern  Development  to  teach  the  Eskimos  in  Frobisher 
Bay  nutrition,  safety,  sanitation  and  management  in  the  Eskimo  Rental  Housing 
project.  Gratitude  is  due  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation  in  carrying  my  respon- 
sibilities during  this  period.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  President 
Bissell,  Dr.  Hamilton,  Vice-President  (Health  Sciences)  and  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  making  possible  my  participation  in  this  educational  programme.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
LIBRARY  SCIENCE 


One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  announcement  by  the  President  on  March 
10,  1967,  that  an  early  start  would  be  made  on  the  construction  of  a  library  complex 
on  a  three-acre  site  bounded  by  St.  George  Street,  Harbord  Street,  Sussex  Avenue, 
and  Huron  Street.  The  complex  will  be  made  up  of  three  buildings:  the  humanities 
and  social  sciences  research  library,  the  rare  books  library,  and  the  library  school. 
The  School  of  Library  Science  building  will  have  seven  levels  above  grade  totalling 
approximately  80,000  square  feet  gross.  The  new  building  will  house  a  data  pro- 
cessing laboratory,  duplicating  and  photocopying  services  and  mechanical  equipment; 
lecture,  seminar  and  laboratory  rooms  equipped  for  the  use  of  audio-visual  equipment 
and  closed-circuit  television;  administrative,  faculty  and  research  staff  offices;  staff 
and  student  common  rooms;  and  a  greatly  expanded  specialized  library  in  library 
science  and  related  fields.  The  new  School  is  being  designed  to  accommodate  the 
equivalent  of  approximately  400  full-time  students  and  a  faculty  and  supporting 
staff  of  approximately  90.  The  earliest  possible  completion  date  for  the  new  library 
school  building  is  August,  1970.  During  the  months  ahead,  much  detailed  planning 
will  be  required  to  ensure  that  the  new  library  school  will  provide  unmatched 
facilities  for  carrying  out  a  programme  of  excellence  in  the  field  of  education  for 
librarianship. 

Formula  Financing 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Ontario  government  adopted  a  financing 
formula  in  order  to  provide  an  objective  mechanism  for  determining  the  share  of  the 
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total  governmental  operating  grant  to  be  allocated  to  each  eligible  Ontario  university. 
The  purpose  of  the  formula,  which  is  to  take  effect  in  1967-68,  is  to  determine  for 
each  university  its  basic  operating  income,  which  is  defined  as  government  operating 
grants  plus  fees.  The  method  of  determining  basic  operating  income  involves  a 
"weighting"  for  student  enrolment  according  to  a  table  of  categories.  The  total 
weighted  student  enrolment  (number  of  income  units)  is  multiplied  by  the  figure 
established  by  the  government  as  the  value  of  the  basic  income  unit  ($1,320  for 
1967-68).  Fees  are  then  subtracted  from  basic  operating  income  and  the  remainder 
is  the  government  operating  grant. 

A  matter  of  crucial  importance  in  this  system  of  formula  financing  is  the  assign- 
ment of  the  individual  programmes  of  study  to  one  of  eight  categories.  Although 
the  programme  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Library  Science  is  apparently 
included  in  Category  6,  under  "Other  graduates"  with  a  weighting  of  3,  the  pro- 
gramme leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science  has  been  placed  in 
Category  2  with  "Undergraduate  and  First  Degree"  Programmes  with  a  weighting 
of  1.5.  This  weighting  fails  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  B.L.S. 
programme  is  a  postgraduate  programme,  for  which  an  undergraduate  degree  is  a 
prerequisite  of  admission  and  that  candidates  for  the  B.L.S.  degree  have  already 
completed  three  or  four  years  of  undergraduate  study.  This  School  strongly  recom- 
mends, therefore,  that  Library  Science  be  revised  upwards  into  a  category  with  other 
graduate  programmes.  Failure  to  do  so  will  perpetuate  a  serious  inequality  in  the 
formula  and  will  also  result  in  the  loss  to  the  University  of  Toronto  of  a  considerable 
amount  in  provincial  operating  grants.  Assuming  that  the  School  enrols  185  B.L.S. 
students  in  1967-68,  a  weighting  of  1.5  would  result  in  a  basic  operating  income 
of  $366,300,  whereas  a  weighting  of  2  would  raise  the  basic  operating  income  to 
$488,400,  an  increase  of  $122,100,  and  a  weighting  of  3  would  raise  it  to  $732,600, 
an  increase  of  $366,300.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the  School  of  Library  Science,  the 
present  weighting  for  library  science  in  the  table  of  categories  has  major  deficiencies. 

Curriculum 

Beginning  with  the  1967-68  academic  session,  two  required  courses  in  the  B.L.S. 
programme,  Advisory  Services,  and  Library  Records  and  Procedures,  and  one  elective 
course,  Bibliography,  will  no  longer  be  offered,  although  some  of  the  material  covered 
in  these  courses  will  be  incorporated  in  other  courses.  Two  new  courses  have  been 
added,  one  a  required  course,  Introduction  to  Librarianship,  the  other  an  elective 
course,  Adult  Education  and  the  Library.  Three  pairs  of  related  elective  courses  have 
been  combined :  History  of  Books  and  Libraries  merges  the  former  courses  in  History 
of  Books  and  Printing  and  the  History  of  Libraries;  Advanced  Cataloguing  and 
Advanced  Classification  have  been  combined  in  Organization  of  Library  Materials; 
and  Libraries  for  Children  and  Story-Telling  have  been  incorporated  in  Library 
Service  for  Children. 

Four  new  half-year  courses  have  been  added  to  the  Master  of  Library  Science 
programme,  two  in  children's  literature,  two  in  school  librarianship.  These  are:  The 
Hero  Stories  and  Children's  Literature;  Romance  in  Children's  Literature;  School 
Library  Service;  and  Instructional  Materials  in  the  School  Library. 

In  October,  1966,  the  M.L.S.  course  in  Medical  Literature,  first  offered  by 
Professor  Olga  B.  Bishop  during  the  summer  session,  1966,  was  officially  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Medical  Library  Association  upon  the  recommendation 
of  its  Committee  on  Curriculum  as  meeting  M.L.A.  certification  requirements. 
Presentation  of  this  course  puts  into  effect  one  of  the  major  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  report  Library  Support  of  Medical  Education  and  Research  in  Canada 
by  Beatrice  V.  Simon,  published  in  1964  by  the  Association  of  Canadian  Medical 
Colleges. 

In  order  for  the  School  of  Library  Science  to  fulfil  its  responsibilities  to  the 
University  and  to  the  library  profession,  it  is  essential  that  the  faculty  engage  in  a 
continuing  review,  evaluation  and  revision  of  the  curriculum.  In  recent  years,  this 
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activity  has  been  reflected  in  changes  and  modifications  in  individual  courses.  The 
rationale  underlying  the  present  B.L.S.  and  M.L.S.  programmes  at  Toronto  was 
described  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  for  the  year  ended  June,  1966. 

Several  developments  have  accentuated  the  need  for  a  thoroughgoing  and  com- 
prehensive curriculum  review  which  will  begin  in  the  fall  of  1967.  The  change  by 
McGill  in  1964  from  a  one-year  B.L.S.  programme  followed  by  a  one-year  M.L.S. 
programme  to  a  two-year  basic  programme  leading  to  the  M.L.S.  degree,  and  the 
introduction  by  the  new  library  school  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  of  a 
three-semester  programme  based  on  the  American  pattern  and  leading  to  the  M.L.S. 
degree,  raise  basic  questions  about  the  appropriate  level,  length  and  content  of  the 
first-degree  library  science  programme  offered  by  Canadian  universities.  The  con- 
tinuing shortage  of  qualified  librarians  and  the  introduction  of  courses  for  library 
technicians  at  the  post-secondary  school  level,  notably  in  Ontario,  have  implications 
for  library  education.  The  increasing  demand  for  school  librarians  raises  questions 
about  the  kind  of  library  school  programme  most  suited  to  the  requirements  of 
elementary  and  secondary  schools.  The  growing  number  of  computer  applications 
in  libraries  suggests  that  a  course  or  courses  in  automation,  data  processing  and 
documentation  should  become  required  of  all  students. 

With  respect  to  advanced  studies,  the  increasing  awareness  by  the  library  pro- 
fession of  the  need  for  research  and  the  increasing  presence  of  doctoral  graduates  on 
library  school  faculties  serve  as  reminders  that  plans  for  a  doctoral  programme  must 
begin  without  delay.  The  need  for  such  a  programme  becomes  even  more  acute  as 
new  library  schools  are  established  and  the  demand  for  qualified  teachers  grows. 
During  the  past  year,  the  new  University  of  Alberta  School  of  Library  Science 
appointed  its  first  Director  and  Dalhousie  University  announced  plans  to  open  a 
library  school,  bringing  the  number  of  Canadian  library  schools  to  eight. 

Automation  and  the  Library 

Library  applications  of  automation  continue  to  be  a  major  interest.  Under  the 
direction  of  Professor  William  Kurmey,  a  data  processing  laboratory  containing 
punched  card  equipment  has  been  installed  in  the  School.  The  basic  units  include 
an  IBM  026  keypunch,  083  sorter,  087  collator,  407  electronic  accounting  machine 
and  the  870  document  writing  system  with  upper  and  lower  case  character  set.  The 
laboratory  is  designed  to  be  used  actively  in  conjunction  with  courses  at  all  levels. 
Interested  B.L.S.  students  also  have  access  to  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science 
where  an  IBM  7094  model  II  data  processing  system  is  available  to  be  scheduled  in 
the  fall  of  1967  by  a  System/360  model  50  computer.  M.L.S.  students  use  these 
facilities  for  course  assignments.  In  addition,  a  remote  terminal  display  console  has 
been  reserved  at  the  Institute  for  use  by  School  of  Library  Science  students. 

Present  plans  include  utilization  of  the  School's  own  departmental  library  as  a 
research  model.  A  major  developmental  objective  is  to  provide  a  basic  collection 
of  machine-readable  data  making  use  of  data  processing  equipment  wherever  feasible 
for  controlled  experiments  in  testing  library  systems  analysis  and  simulation  tech- 
niques, research  hypotheses  relating  to  the  mechanization  of  library  operations  and 
equipment  application  studies. 

Since  July,  1966,  Professor  Kurmey,  working  with  a  group  of  M.L.S.  students, 
has  been  engaged  in  a  research  project  broadly  described  as  "mechanized  applications 
in  libraries."  The  study,  partially  supported  by  an  operating  grant  from  the  National 
Research  Council,  has  concentrated  on  five  areas:  systems  design  of  an  acquisitions 
system  for  a  small  to  medium  size  departmental  library;  examination  of  measurement 
criteria  required  for  developing  a  simulation  model  of  a  university  library;  correspon- 
dence of  subject  concepts  in  current  Library  of  Congress  catalogue  information  in 
the  fields  of  physics  and  engineering;  investigation  of  file  conversion  from  single-case 
character  set  machine-readable  files  to  upper  and  lower  case  character  set  utilizing 
implicit  tagging  of  field  content  to  derive  explicit  tags;  and  study  of  file  organization 
techniques  for  combined  batch  and  remote  processing.  The  National  Research  Coun- 
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cil  has  renewed  its  operating  grant  for  another  year  enabling  the  Library  Automation 
Research  Group  (LARG)  to  continue  its  research  in  this  important  area  and 
determine  its  significance  for  libraries. 

Colloquium  on  Cataloguing  Rules 

In  February,  1967,  the  long-awaited  publication,  Anglo-American  Cataloguing 
Rules,  was  received  from  the  publishers,  making  available  a  new  code  for  library 
cataloguers.  In  keeping  with  one  of  its  aims,  the  continuing  education  of  members 
of  the  library  profession,  the  School  sponsored  a  two-day  colloquium  on  the  new 
rules,  March  31  and  April  1.  Some  500  librarians  and  students  attended  the  meetings 
which  were  highlighted  by  a  paper  and  comments  by  C.  Sumner  Spalding,  editor  of 
the  new  Rules  and  Chief  of  the  Descriptive  Cataloguing  Division  of  the  U.S.  Library 
of  Congress.  Other  participants  in  the  programme  included:  Sister  Francis  Dolores, 
Chief  Librarian,  Mount  Saint  Vincent  University;  Marian  Sanner,  Chief  of  Pro- 
cessing, Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore;  Denis  Bagshaw,  Inspector  of 
Secondary  School  Libraries,  Ontario  Department  of  Education;  Martha  Shepard, 
Chief  of  the  Reference  Division,  National  Library  of  Canada;  David  G.  Remington, 
Director,  Alanar  Book  Processing  Center,  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania;  and  Dr. 
Andrew  D.  Osborn,  Dean,  School  of  Library  and  Information  Science,  University 
of  Western  Ontario.  Credit  is  due  to  Professor  Katharine  Ball,  who  planned  the 
colloquium  and  chaired  two  sessions,  and  to  Professor  Margaret  Cockshutt  who 
chaired  one  session. 

The  Library 

Mrs.  Asta  Luik,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  School,  reports  that  the  total  circulation 
of  books  and  periodicals  for  the  year  was  32,352  representing  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  nearly  12  per  cent.  During  the  year  2,512  volumes,  including  1,280 
new  titles,  were  processed.  A  total  of  1,882  pamphlets  were  recatalogued  as  books, 
making  a  total  of  4,394  catalogued  items  added  to  the  collection,  compared  with 
2,778  items  added  in  the  previous  year.  All  known  doctoral  dissertations  in  the  field 
of  library  science  have  been  ordered,  and  during  1966-67,  299  microfilm  reels  of 
doctoral  dissertations  were  acquired.  The  library  has  concentrated  on  building  up 
reference  material  in  specified  subject  fields  and  several  notable  sets  of  encyclopedias, 
printed  library  catalogues,  bibliographies  and  periodical  indexes  have  been  added. 
Award-winning  and  other  significant  works  in  the  field  of  children's  literature  have 
also  been  acquired.  The  number  of  current  periodical  titles  stood  at  500  on  May  31, 
an  increase  of  more  than  35  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Enrolment  and  Graduation 

Toronto  has  the  largest  full-time  enrolment  of  any  of  the  42  accredited  library 
schools  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Full-time  enrolment  as  of  December  1, 
1966,  in  the  programme  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science  was 
177  students  compared  with  153  for  the  same  date  in  1965,  and  102  for  1964,  an 
increase  in  two  years  of  73.5  per  cent. 

With  respect  to  the  number  of  degrees  awarded  annually,  Toronto  ranks  with  the 
top  half-dozen  accredited  library  schools.  At  the  Fall  Convocation  in  November,  1966, 
B.L.S.  degrees  were  conferred  on  ten  candidates  and  at  the  Spring  Convocation  in 
May,  1967,  159  candidates  received  B.L.S.  degrees,  the  largest  graduating  class  in 
the  history  of  the  School.  The  169  librarians  who  graduated  during  the  year  under 
review  constituted  approximately  55  per  cent  of  those  receiving  first  degrees  from 
the  three  accredited  library  schools  in  Canada. 

On  December  1,  1966,  there  were  44  students  registered  in  the  programme 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Library  Science,  four  of  whom  were  full-time, 
compared  with  24  students  registered  on  the  same  date  in  1965,  one  of  whom  was 
full-time.  Four  M.L.S.  degrees  were  awarded  at  the  Fall  Convocation  in  November, 
1966,  one  was  conferred  at  the  February,  1967,  meeting  of  the  Senate,  and  seven 
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were  awarded  at  the  Spring  Convocation  in  June,  1967,  making  a  total  of  twelve 
for  the  academic  year. 

During  the  1966-67  academic  session,  four  M.L.S.  students  held  Province  of 
Ontario  Library  Fellowships.  On  graduation,  two  of  these  Fellows  accepted  positions 
on  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Library  Science  and  a  third  Fellow  is  to  conduct  the 
new  course  for  library  technicians  to  be  offered  by  the  Ryerson  Polytechnical  Institute 
beginning  in  September,  1967. 

Placement 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Shepherd,  Administrative  Assistant,  approxi- 
mately 259  individual  interviews  were  arranged  in  the  spring  of  1967  between 
students  and  prospective  employers.  From  January  1,  to  May  31,  1967,  approximately 
417  vacancies  for  professional  librarians  came  to  the  attention  of  the  School,  a 
decrease  of  nearly  9  per  cent  from  the  previous  year.  Listings  of  job  vacancies  for 
all  types  of  libraries  showed  a  decrease,  the  greatest  decline  being  shown  by  academic 
and  public  libraries.  This  represents  a  reversal  of  the  trend  of  recent  years.  It  is 
difficult  to  determine  whether  the  decline  represented  a  lessening  of  the  demand  for 
library  school  graduates  or  whether  employers  outside  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area 
have  become  discouraged  from  advertising  vacant  positions  with  the  School  because 
of  years  of  failure  to  attract  new  graduates. 

Statistics  for  the  class  graduating  in  1966  (the  latest  year  for  which  complete 
data  are  available),  indicate  that,  of  the  138  working  full  or  part-time,  35.5  per  cent 
were  employed  in  academic  libraries;  34  per  cent  were  employed  in  public  libraries; 
16  per  cent  were  working  in  school  libraries;  and  14.5  per  cent  were  employed  in 
special  libraries.  Precisely  50  per  cent  of  the  138  librarians  who  graduated  in  1966 
took  jobs  in  Metropolitan  Toronto.  Another  32.6  per  cent  were  working  in  Ontario 
and  only  17.4  per  cent  took  positions  outside  the  province  of  Ontario. 

The  average  starting  salary  for  the  129  1966  graduates  who  were  working  full- 
time  was  $6,626,  an  increase  of  14.7  per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  median 
salary  was  $6,000,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  1965.  Indications  are  that  the 
average  and  median  salaries  received  by  1967  graduates  will  be  substantially  higher 
than  the  1966  levels. 

Student  Financial  Aid 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  available  data,  some  of  which  the  students 
are  requested  to  supply,  103  B.L.S.  students,  or  approximately  58  per  cent,  received 
a  total  of  $99,940  in  scholarships,  bursaries  and  loans  during  the  1966-67  session. 
In  addition,  four  M.L.S.  students  received  a  total  of  $6,000  in  the  form  of  Province 
of  Ontario  Library  Fellowship  awards.  As  in  the  1965-66  session,  approximately 
50  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  for  scholarships,  bursaries  and  loans  came  from  the 
federal  and  provincial  governments.  The  remainder  was  contributed  by  outside 
bodies  such  as  individual  library  boards,  and  through  scholarships,  bursaries  and 
loans  administered  through  the  School  of  Library  Science. 

There  is  a  serious  gap  in  the  financial  support  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  for 
library  school  students.  Students  entering  the  postgraduate  programme  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science  are  eligible  neither  for  the  Province  of  Ontario 
Graduate  Fellowships  nor  for  the  Province  of  Ontario  Library  Fellowships.  This 
places  the  School  at  a  serious  disadvantage  when  seeking  to  recruit  first-class  candi- 
dates with  Honours  degrees. 

The  situation  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 
The  M.A.  candidate   (with  Honours  degree)    is  eligible  for  a  $1,500  Province  of 
Ontario  Graduate  Fellowship  and  for  a  Summer  Supplement  of  $500. 
The  M.L.S.  candidate   (with  Honours  degree  and  B.L.S.  degree)    is  eligible  for  a 
$1,500  Province  of  Ontario  Library  Fellowship. 

The  Type  A  Certificate  candidate    (with  Honours  degree)    is  eligible  for  a  $500 
Fellowship  at  the  College  of  Education. 
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The  B.L.S.   candidate    (with  Honours   degree)    is   not   eligible   for   any   provincial 
fellowship  award. 

The  absence  of  a  fellowship  for  B.L.S.  candidates  places  a  financial  burden  on 
these  students  not  shared  by  their  classmates  with  equivalent  qualifications  who 
undertake  M.A.  programmes  or  who  enter  the  College  of  Education,  Type  A 
Certificate  course.  Perhaps  an  equitable  solution  would  be  for  the  provincial  govern- 
ment to  extend  the  principle  of  the  $500  fellowship  paid  to  students  entering  the 
College  of  Education  Type  A  Certificate  course  to  honours  degree  students  entering 
library  school. 

Applications 

Enrolment  in  the  programme  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library 
Science  for  the  1967-68  session  has  been  limited  officially  to  185,  an  increase  of  15 
over  the  official  enrolment  figure  for  the  previous  year.  By  June  30,  1967,  more  than 
475  applications  had  been  received  and  processed,  an  increase  of  approximately  10 
per  cent  over  the  number  of  applications  received  for  the  previous  session.  Once 
again,  many  candidates  meeting  the  minimum  admission  requirements  had  to  be 
turned  down.  As  in  former  years,  preference  was  given  to  applicants  with  at  least 
second  class  or  B  standing  and  to  those  who  had  completed  honours  courses.  Library 
experience  was  also  taken  into  consideration. 

Although  there  are  two  other  library  schools  in  Ontario,  neither  is  yet  accredited 
under  the  Standards  for  Accreditation  of  the  American  Library  Association  which 
have  been  endorsed  by  the  Canadian  Library  Association.  Undoubtedly,  this  is  a 
factor  contributing  to  the  large  number  of  applications  received  by  Toronto.  The 
only  other  two  accredited  library  schools  in  Canada  are  at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  and  at  McGill.  U.B.C.  offers  a  one-year  B.L.S.  programme  while  McGill 
offers  a  two-year  programme  leading  to  the  M.L.S.  degree.  At  present,  therefore, 
those  who  wish  to  enter  a  one-year  accredited  library  school  programme  in  Canada 
have  a  choice  between  British  Columbia  and  Toronto. 

Alumni  Relations 

In  addition  to  its  two  regular  activities,  a  spring  reception  and  a  reunion  and 
dinner  meeting  at  the  Canadian  Library  Association  annual  conference,  the  Alumni 
Association  undertook  two  new  activities  in  1966-67.  In  October,  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation sponsored  an  Open  House  for  Alumni  at  the  School  in  conjunction  with  the 
annual  University  of  Toronto  Homecoming  Weekend.  Special  invitations  to  this 
event  were  extended  to  graduates  of  the  classes  of  3T6,  4T6,  5T1  and  5T6,  and 
some  seventy  graduates  attended  along  with  the  two  Directors  Emeriti.  Following 
Spring  Convocation,  the  Alumni  also  sponsored  a  very  successful  reception  at  the 
School  for  B.L.S.  graduates,  their  families  and  friends. 

Faculty  and  Staff 

New  appointments  to  the  faculty  to  take  effect  beginning  with  the  1967-68 
session  include:  Patrick  R.  Penland,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  A.M.L.S.,  Ph.D.  as  visiting  pro- 
fessor, first-term,  1967-68;  Mavis  O.  Cariou,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  M.L.S.,  and  Mrs. 
Katherine  H.  Packer,  B.A.,  A.M.L.S.,  as  assistant  professors,  and  Mrs.  M.  Elizabeth 
MacRae,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  as  lecturer.  Helen  Armstrong,  M.A.,  formerly  regional  super- 
visor, Boys'  and  Girls'  Services,  Toronto  Public  Library,  has  been  appointed  an 
instructor  in  the  M.L.S.  programme  and  will  teach  two  courses  in  children's  litera- 
ture. Mrs.  S.  Diane  Henderson,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  M.L.S.,  Mrs.  N.  Mary  Stevens,  B.A., 
B.L.S.,  M.L.S.,  and  Miss  Isobel  L.  Waugh,  B.A.,  have  been  appointed  teaching 
assistants.  Barbara  J.  Purkis,  B.A.,  B.L.S.,  has  been  appointed  to  the  library  staff  of 
the  School. 

Many  members  of  the  faculty  were  active  in  the  work  of  professional  associa- 
tions. Among  those  holding  office  were:  the  Director,  who  was  the  first  President 
of  the  new  Canadian  Association  of  Library  Schools,  Vice-President  of  the  Canadian 
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Library  Research  and  Development  Council,  a  Director  of  the  Association  of 
American  Library  Schools,  a  member  of  the  newly  established  Ontario  Provincial 
Library  Council;  a  member  of  the  Ontario  Certification  Board,  and  a  member  of  the 
Ryerson  Polytechnical  Institute  Advisory  Committee  on  Library  Arts;  Professor 
Katharine  Ball,  who  was  elected  Vice-President  and  President-elect  of  the  Canadian 
Library  Association;  Professor  Olga  Bishop,  who  served  as  President  and  Director 
of  the  Institute  of  Professional  Librarians  of  Ontario,  Chairman  of  the  Research  and 
Special  Libraries  Section  of  the  Canadian  Library  Association  and  Chairman  of 
the  Ontario  Association  of  College  and  University  Libraries;  Professor  Margaret 
Cockshutt,  who  was  elected  a  Director  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  College  and 
University  Libraries;  Professor  Isabel  McLean,  who  served  as  a  Councillor  of  the 
Canadian  Library  Association;  Professor  John  Marshall,  who  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Ontario  Certification  Board;  Professor  Florence  Murray,  who  was  elected 
Vice-Chairman  and  Chairman-elect  of  the  history  section  of  the  Reference  Services 
Division  of  the  American  Library  Association;  and  Professor  Gurdial  Pannu,  who 
served  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Ontario  Resources  and  Technical  Services  Group 
of  the  Ontario  Library  Association. 

Professor  Ball  gave  a  paper  on  "Problems  in  Teaching  Characteristic  Classification 
Features"  at  the  Columbia  University  Workshop  on  the  Teaching  of  the  Dewey 
Decimal  Classification,  December,  1966.  Professor  Kurmey  presented  a  paper  on 
"Management  Implications  of  Mechanization"  at  the  Canadian  Association  of 
College  and  University  Libraries  Workshop  on  Automation  in  Canadian  University 
Libraries,  held  at  the  University  of  British  Columbia  in  April,  1967,  and  a  paper  on 
"Data  Processing  in  Museum  Libraries"  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  of  Museums  and  Canadian  Museums  Association,  in  Toronto  in  June, 
1967.  Professor  Marshall  delivered  three  papers,  one  on  "Relations  between  the 
Ontario  Library  Association  and  the  Institute  of  Professional  Librarians  of  Ontario" 
at  the  Quebec  Library  Association  Annual  Conference,  Montreal,  May,  1967,  one 
on  "Library  Technician  Programs — Implications  for  the  Profession  and  for  the 
Graduate  Library  Schools",  at  the  National  Conference  on  Library  Technology, 
Chicago,  May,  1967,  and  one  on  "Chapter  Status — Solution  to  our  Problems?"  at 
the  Canadian  Library  Association  Annual  Conference,  Ottawa,  June,  1967.  Professor 
Murray  delivered  a  paper  on  "Research  Methods"  to  the  Canadian  Forces  Staff 
College,  Toronto,  September,  1966.  Professor  John  Wilkinson  was  on  leave  for  the 
first  term,  1966-67,  during  which  time  he  successfully  completed  the  requirements 
for  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  library  science  at  the  Graduate  Library  School,  University 
of  Chicago.  Professors  Edith  Jarvi  and  Nancy  Williamson  were  awarded  Humanities 
and  Social  Sciences  Junior  Research  Fellowships  for  the  summer  of  1967.  Professor 
Jarvi's  research  was  in  the  field  of  bibliography  and  reference  and  Professor 
Williamson's  was  in  the  field  of  cataloguing. 

Accreditation 

The  visit  from  representatives  of  the  Committee  of  Accreditation  of  the 
American  Library  Association  scheduled  for  the  fall  of  1966  was  cancelled  by  the 
Association  because  of  a  change  in  policy.  Instead  of  visits  to  library  schools  pre- 
viously accredited  by  the  Association,  periodic  reports  will  be  submitted  by  the 
library  schools  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  review. 

Fortieth  Year 

The  1967-68  session  will  mark  the  fortieth  year  of  operation  for  the  School  of 
Library  Science  which  began  in  1928  as  the  Library  School.  In  the  past  39  years  the 
School  has  graduated  more  than  2,000  librarians,  over  half  of  them  within  the  past 
twelve  years.  Its  graduates  hold  positions  of  responsibility  in  scores  of  academic, 
public,  special  and  school  libraries  in  Canada  and  abroad.  The  faculty  and  stafT  of 
the  School  are  keenly  aware  of  the  central  position  the  School  holds  in  education 
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for  librarianship  in  Canada  and  are  determined  that  the  programme  of  the  School 
shall  exhibit  the  qualities  of  flexibility  and  receptivity  to  new  methods  and  ideas 
called  for  in  From  the  Sixties  to  the  Seventies,  the  1966  report  of  the  Research 
Committee  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FORESTRY 


This  year  marks  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Faculty  of 
Forestry  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  Although  this  is  not  the  place  to  review  past 
history  in  any  detail,  it  is  relevant  to  point  out  that  marked  changes  and  develop- 
ments are  taking  place  in  the  concept  and  scope  of  forestry  which  must  have  a  strong 
impact  on  forestry  education  programmes.  Under  the  influence  of  many  factors,  in 
particular  scientific  and  technological  development,  expanding  populations,  and 
economic  competition,  forestry  is  tending  on  the  one  hand  to  become  increasingly 
specialized,  while  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  trend  towards  a  broader  more  gen- 
eralized use  of  the  forest,  involving  among  other  things  a  closer  association  and 
integration  between  forestry  and  related  disciplines.  The  concept  of  "multiple  use" 
and  management  of  the  forest  complex  for  timber  production,  recreation,  water 
balance,  and  as  a  habitat  for  wild  life  is  being  more  widely  accepted,  and  in  the 
process  forestry  is  becoming  identified  with  "resource  management"  when  this  term 
is  used  with  reference  to  the  biological  complex  of  natural  resources,  including  soil, 
water,  plants  and  animals.  The  word  "management"  must  also  have  a  particular 
connotation  in  this  context,  being  based  in  the  first  instance  on  biological  principles 
and  an  understanding  of  the  life-processes  of  the  various  organisms  involved  and 
their  relationship  with  each  other  and  their  environment.  Manipulative  practice  based 
on  this  knowledge  will  in  turn  become  organized  and  extended  under  the  influence 
of  mensurational  and  analytical  techniques  and  be  developed  or  modified  to  best 
serve  man's  interests  and  requirements  as  a  result  of  socio-economic  needs  and 
pressures. 

Developments  in  forestry  education  within  the  Faculty  to  provide  for  the 
changing  situation,  and  to  serve  both  the  generalist  and  the  specialist,  have  been 
mentioned  a  number  of  times  in  recent  annual  reports,  and  include  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  undergraduate  degree  course  with  an  introduction  of  "areas  of 
concentration"  in  the  fourth  year,  the  establishment  of  an  alternative  undergraduate 
programme  in  wood  science  and  forest  products,  the  establishment  of  the  post- 
baccalaureate  Diploma  Course  in  Resource  Management  for  the  generalists,  and  for 
the  specialists  an  expansion  of  research  facilities  and  postgraduate  programmes  in  a 
number  of  aspects  of  forestry.  Development  in  this  area  of  graduate  study  will  be 
apparent  from  the  fact  that  the  Master  of  Science  in  Forestry  (M.Sc.F.)  degree  was 
first  offered  through  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  1931,  and  of  the  58  degrees 
so  far  awarded,  2  were  earned  during  the  period  1931-39,  3  during  the  period 
1940-49,  20  during  the  period  1950-59,  and  33  during  the  period  1960-67. 
During  the  past  year  there  were  19  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  as  proceeding  to  this  degree  (in  one-  and  two-year  programmes)  and  7 
qualified  for  its  award.  Also,  for  the  first  time  2  candidates  qualified  for  the  Ph.D. 
degree  through  the  Forestry-Botany  programme,  J.  J.  Balatinecz  (now  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  staff)  in  the  fall  of  1966  and  D.  C.  F.  Fayle  in  the  spring  of  1967.  Three 
other  candidates  are  now  registered  for  this  degree  in  forestry. 

Also  during   the   year,    there  were   7   candidates   registered   in   the   course  in 
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Resource  Management,  all  of  whom  were  successful  in  qualifying  for  the  Diploma. 
Of  these,  4  were  nominees  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  and  1  (from 
Pakistan)  was  under  the  External  Aid  programme.  It  seems  to  be  generally  agreed 
that  this  course  is  well  suited  for  the  purpose  intended — a  broadening  but  fairly 
extensive  academic  experience  in  the  area  of  natural  resources  and  their  management. 

Of  considerable  significance  to  university  research  and  postgraduate  education 
in  forestry  was  the  decision  recently  by  the  Government  of  Canada  to  grant,  through 
the  Department  of  Forestry  and  Rural  Development,  a  sum  of  $40,000  to  each  of  the 
four  forestry  schools  in  this  country.  In  each  case,  a  plan  for  the  use  of  these  funds 
was  prepared,  with  particular  reference  to  postgraduate  training,  the  emphasis  in  this 
Faculty  being  given  in  the  first  instance  to  work  in  forest  economics,  tree  physiology, 
and  forest  soils.  Although  there  can  be  no  commitment  from  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment that  such  grants  will  be  continued  from  year  to  year,  nevertheless  the  results 
of  this  year's  programme  will  have  an  important  bearing  on  plans  for  the  future.  In 
any  case  the  present  grant  has  made  possible  a  considerable  development  and 
improvement  of  facilities  for  postgraduate  work  in  this  Faculty. 

Two  divisions  of  the  Faculty  of  Forestry  which  are  apart  from  the  Forestry 
Building  but  contribute  in  an  important  way  to  the  postgraduate  programme  are  the 
Shade  Tree  Research  Laboratory  in  the  Borden  Building  on  Spadina  Avenue  and 
the  Glendon  Hall  Research  Laboratory  on  the  south  side  of  Glendon  College  Campus, 
Bayview  Avenue. 

The  Shade  Tree  Research  Laboratory,  established  formally  as  a  division  of  the 
Faculty  of  Forestry  during  the  past  year,  is  the  first  university  establishment  of  its 
kind  in  Canada  and  is  concerned  with  research  and  postgraduate  education  in  areas 
of  particular  significance  to  urban  forestry,  in  particular  arboriculture,  entomology, 
and  pathology.  During  the  past  year,  5  graduate  students  have  been  engaged  in 
research  in  this  laboratory.  In  addition  to  the  research  programme,  this  Division  is 
responsible  for  a  number  of  undergraduate  courses,  including  a  plant  materials 
course  given  in  co-operation  with  the  Royal  Botanical  Gardens,  Hamilton,  for  first- 
and  second-year  students  in  landscape  architecture. 

At  Glendon  Hall,  studies  in  tree  physiology  during  1966-67  have  dealt  with  the 
effects  of  drought  on  coniferous  species,  response  to  growth  regulators,  seasonal 
activity  of  the  cambium,  and  apical  meristem,  and  the  induction  of  polyploidy  in 
Populus.  In  soils  and  silviculture,  studies  have  been  made  of  root  development  of 
seedlings  in  relation  to  soil  fertility,  the  effects  of  different  species  in  plantations  on 
soil  properties,  the  measurement  of  seedling  root  systems  by  a  photometric  technique, 
the  effects  of  density  on  seedling  growth  in  nursery  seedbeds,  the  vegetative  propaga- 
tion of  white  spruce,  the  stratification  of  white  spruce  seed,  the  effects  of  n-Heptane 
on  container-grown  seedlings,  and  the  interactions  of  fertility  and  density  on  the 
growth  of  red  pine  seedlings. 

During  the  year,  7  graduate  students  worked  at  Glendon  Hall  toward  either  the 
Ph.D.  or  M.Sc.F.  degrees,  and  7  senior  undergraduates  used  the  facilities  there  for 
research  in  connection  with  fourth  year  projects. 

Two  major  pieces  of  equipment  were  installed  during  the  year:  a  second  growth 
chamber  with  suitable  light  temperatures  and  humidity  controls  and  a  spectrograph 
and  densitometer  for  soil  and  plant  chemical  analyses. 

It  was  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1965-66  that  first  year  enrolment  in  the 
undergraduate  degree  course  in  Forestry  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  demand  for 
graduates.  This  situation  has  changed  completely  in  the  last  12  months  with  the 
number  enrolling  in  the  first  year  in  September,  1967,  (45)  being  up  to  the  limit  of 
accommodation  available  and  representing  twice  the  number  admitted  in  1965.  For 
1967,  the  applications  are  at  least  half  as  many  again  as  in  1966,  and  adjustments 
in  accommodation  may  have  to  be  made  to  accept  up  to  60  candidates. 

A  successful  conference  and  seminar  under  the  title  "Wood  Measurement"  was 
held  in  Port  Arthur  in  October,  1966,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Faculty  of  Forestry 
and  the  Lakehead  University  in  co-operation  with  the  Ontario  Forest  Industries 
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Association  and  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests.  This  conference  was  well 
attended  by  representatives  from  different  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States 
and,  through  the  use  of  the  Wallace  Delahey  Lectureship  Fund,  it  was  possible  to 
have  as  one  of  the  principal  speakers  Professor  Per  Nylinder  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Forestry,  Stockholm. 

In  August,  1966,  a  four-week  advanced  course  in  wood  technology  (utilization, 
deterioration,  and  impregnation)  was  given  through  the  Division  of  Extension 
by  Professors  E.  Jorgensen  and  A.  S.  Michell  for  shop  teachers  from  the  Secondary 
Technical  Schools.  This  represents  a  continuation  of  the  programme  established 
some  years  ago. 

The  Faculty  welcomed  4  outstanding  forestry  scientists  as  guest  lecturers  during 
the  year.  Their  names,  and  the  titles  of  the  papers  they  presented,  are:  Professor 
Nicholas  T.  Mirov,  University  of  California,  Berkeley.  "The  Concept  of  Species  in 
the  Genus  Pinus"  and  "Genetic  Aspects  Pines";  Professor  Harold  E.  Young,  Univer- 
sity of  Maine,  Orono,  "The  Complete  Tree  Concept";  Dr.  R.  W.  Kennedy,  Head, 
Wood  Biology  Section,  Forest  Products  Laboratory,  Vancouver,  "Some  Physiological 
Aspects  of  Abnormal  Xylem  Formation";  Mr.  Philip  C.  Wakeley,  Research  Forester 
(retired),  U.S.  Forest  Service,  "The  Development  of  Forest  Planting  in  the  South- 
eastern States."  Professor  D.  V.  Love  is  on  a  year's  leave  of  absence  from  September, 
1966,  engaged  on  an  assignment  with  the  Forestry  and  Forest  Products  Division  of 
FAO  in  Venezuela.  A  part  of  his  academic  responsibilities  have  been  taken  over  by 
Mr.  George  Protich  through  an  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Forests. 

Two  members  of  staff,  Mr.  M.  D.  Meagher  (Dendrology)  and  Mr.  David  Haley 
(Resource  Economics)  are  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  take  positions  in  British 
Columbia;  no  replacements  have  as  yet  been  made.  Two  members  recently  appointed 
to  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  are  Mr.  R.  J.  Fessenden  (Soil  Biology)  and  Mr.  F.  J. 
Keenan  (Wood  Science). 

Dr.  Lajos  Zufa  of  the  University  of  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  has  spent  the  year 
doing  research  on  the  cyto-genetics  of  poplar.  He  has  been  working  under  a  post- 
doctoral fellowship  awarded  by  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  It  is  understood 
that  at  the  end  of  his  appointment  he  will  be  taking  a  position  with  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  all  who  have  given  their  support  to  the  work  and  development  of  the  Faculty 
during  the  past  year,  in  particular  the  Forestry  Alumni  Association,  the  Federal 
Department  of  Forestry  and  Rural  Development,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands 
and  Forests,  the  Abitibi  Paper  Company  Limited,  the  Kimberly-Clark  Corporation 
of  Canada  Ltd.,  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show,  the  Spruce  Falls  Power 
and  Paper  Co.  Ltd.,  which  among  other  things  played  host  to  the  third  year  students 
on  their  logging  trip  in  January,  1966,  and  Mr.  Gordon  Cosens  for  his  continued 
support  of  the  Faculty  Travel  Fund.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  ROYAL  CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC 


The  most  important  event  of  the  past  year  has  undoubtedly  been  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Peter  Ebert  as  Director  of  the  Opera  School.  The  Opera  School  has,  hitherto, 
been  something  of  a  hybrid,  and  has  suffered  for  many  years  from  being  nobody's 
particular  child.  Officially  under  the  aegis  of  the  School  of  Music,  it  was  also  a  very 
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important  part  of  the  Faculty  of  Music's  operation,  and  its  budget  was  therefore 
shared  between  the  two  divisions  of  the  Royal  Conservatory,  with  the  result  that  its 
working  became  impossibly  complicated.  With  the  building  of  the  MacMillan 
Theatre,  the  Opera  School  was  presented  with  a  wonderful  opportunity  possessed 
by  very  few,  if  any,  opera  schools  in  the  world,  but  the  operation  was  hampered  by 
lack  of  a  large  enough  staff  and  also  lack  of  funds. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Ebert,  an  opera  and  theatrical  director  of  world 
renown,  the  Opera  School  set  out  on  new  and  exciting  developments.  Within  a  few 
weeks  of  his  appointment,  he  gave  us  a  superb  performance  of  Britten's  Rape  of 
Lucretia,  and  the  term  ended  with  what  was  probably  the  Opera  School's  greatest 
triumph  to  date — Poulenc's  Les  Dialogues  des  Carmelites. 

The  Opera  School  will  now  become  an  autonomous  unit  of  the  Royal  Conser- 
vatory with  its  own  separate  administration.  The  University  is  now  in  possession 
of  an  exciting  department  of  drama  (at  Hart  House)  and  of  musical  theatre 
(MacMillan  Theatre),  thus  following  the  trend  of  universities  in  general.  Most 
music  departments  of  universities  have  their  own  orchestra,  choir,  band,  etc.,  but 
very  few  anywhere  have  an  opera  school  of  such  distinction  as  that  of  the  University 
of  Toronto.  It  is  an  exciting  shop  window  which  we  can  show  to  the  world. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  not  only  are  singing  actors  trained  in  the 
MacMillan  Theatre,  but  also  stage  technicians  and  theatre  designers  of  all  kinds. 
Given  adequate  funds,  the  Royal  Conservatory  Opera  School  can  provide  a  supply 
of  the  performers  and  stage  technicians  necessary  for  the  rapidly  expanding  theatres 
all  over  Canada.  The  staffing  of  new  arts  centres  springing  up  in  every  province  is 
offering  somewhat  of  a  problem,  and,  had  it  not  been  for  the  foresight  of  the 
University  in  creating  this  school,  the  whole  country  would  have  suffered  grievously. 

Faculty  of  Music 

At  the  outset  of  the  current  academic  year,  the  Faculty  of  Music,  faced  with  an 
unexpectedly  large  entering  class,  found  it  necessary  to  make  a  number  of  major 
adjustments  in  teaching  schedules  and  to  increase  the  teaching  staff.  It  has  been  said 
that  the  hardest  thing  a  university  can  do  is  anything  for  the  first  time,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Performance  Degree  Course  was  not  achieved  without  many  struggles. 
The  results,  however,  have  exceeded  our  wildest  hopes  and  there  was  a  five-fold 
growth  in  enrolment  in  the  first  year  of  the  course.  Here,  thanks  partly  to  widespread 
publicity  which  was  not  possible  in  1965,  we  had  a  gratifying  number  of  well- 
prepared  applicants.  Even  with  the  rigid  application  of  the  highest  performance 
standards  in  the  auditions,  the  committee  agreed  to  accept  33  young  performers — as 
compared  with  only  seven  in  the  previous  year.  Perhaps  this  embarrassment  of  riches 
will  not  always  be  our  lot,  but  for  the  moment  at  least  we  are  optimistic  about  our 
ability  to  contribute  to  the  future  supply  of  Canadian  professional  musicians.  It  is 
significant  that  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  the 
three-year  diploma  courses.  This,  we  would  hope,  indicates  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
young  musicians  to  pursue  a  longer  and  more  challenging  programme  of  studies  in 
preparation  for  a  career. 

Although  the  enrolment  in  the  performance  and  diploma  courses  can  be  con- 
trolled through  careful  selection,  such  is  not  the  case  at  present  in  the  degree  courses. 
The  first  year  enrolment  increased  by  more  than  50  per  cent  from  56  to  88.  As  a  result 
of  this  over-all  increase  in  enrolment,  the  Faculty  has  not  been  insensitive  to  the 
implications  for  future  years.  We  are  now  on  the  verge  of  reaching  the  total  enrol- 
ment for  which  the  Edward  Johnson  Building  was  originally  planned. 

In  September,  1966,  there  were  260  full-time  undergraduate  students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Music  compared  with  218  in  1965-66.  Of  these,  81  were  in  Music  Educa- 
tion, 13  in  History  and  Literature,  2  in  Composition,  40  in  Performance,  83  in  the 
common  first-year  of  the  degree  course,  19  in  Artist  Diploma,  7  in  Licentiate  and  15 
in  the  combined  diploma  course.  The  Faculty  provided  all  music  instruction  for  the 
20  students  in  the  honour  course  in  Music  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  Our  role 
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in  teaching  non-professional  students  continues  to  receive  serious  attention.  It  is  our 
policy  to  involve  our  professorial  staff  in  instruction  of  Arts  and  Science  students.  In 
the  four  one-hour  Religious  Knowledge  option  courses  there  were  950  students 
enrolled,  the  three  courses  in  General  Arts  attracted  a  total  of  95,  and  50  registered 
in  two  music  courses  offered  through  the  Division  of  Extension.  It  is  a  matter  of 
considerable  satisfaction,  therefore,  that  a  total  of  1,115  students  from  outside  the 
Faculty  of  Music  came  under  our  influence. 

The  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  was  conferred  on  23  candidates,  the  Artist 
Diploma  was  awarded  to  9,  the  Licentiate  Diploma  to  2  and  7  students  qualified  for 
the  combined  diploma.  Because  of  a  change  in  curriculum  now  in  effect  this  year, 
the  combined  Artist  and  Licentiate  diploma  will  no  longer  be  awarded. 

Thanks  to  an  important  revision  of  the  diploma  curricula  in  piano  and  singing, 
a  common  first-year  programme  makes  it  possible  to  assess  each  student's  potential 
more  realistically.  The  Council  also  initiated  a  new  procedure  whereby  each  student's 
performance  standard  is  evaluated  at  a  year-end  examination  as  well  as  in  recital. 
It  is  too  early  to  speculate  on  the  effectiveness  of  this  change,  although  we  have 
noted  an  improvement  in  the  students'  attitude  towards  recitals  and  a  greater  realiza- 
tion that  effort  must  be  spread  more  evenly  over  the  whole  academic  year. 

Among  those  added  to  the  teaching  staff  were  Mr.  Mischa  Schneider,  distinguished 
cellist  and  member  of  the  famed  Budapest  Quartet;  Mr.  David  Zafer,  young  Cana- 
dian violinist;  Mr.  Warren  Drake,  musicologist,  and  Professor  Meiczyslaw  Kolinski, 
an  ethnomusicologist  and  scholar  of  international  reputation.  We  are  happy  that 
Professor  Kolinski,  who  was  on  a  part-time  basis  during  the  past  session,  will  join 
the  staff  on  a  full-time  basis  next  year  to  conduct  graduate  seminars,  direct  research 
and  serve  as  a  welcome  catalyst  for  enthusiasm  directed  toward  the  preservation  and 
cataloguing  of  Canada's  folk  music  resources.  The  untimely  death  of  Mr.  John 
Moskalyk  at  the  Lakehead  School  of  Fine  Arts  last  August  was  a  shock  to  staff  and 
students  and  to  his  many  friends  in  the  profession.  He  was  a  dedicated  teacher  of 
violin,  and  in  his  recent  career  as  instructor  in  violin  classes  for  the  Faculty,  inspired 
and  challenged  students  preparing  for  teaching  careers  in  the  schools. 

In  common  with  the  University  as  a  whole — indeed  with  the  academic  com- 
munity throughout  North  America — the  Faculty  of  Music  found  itself  affected  by 
currents  of  student  unrest.  Submissions  from  groups  of  students  and  our  Under- 
graduate Association  were  received  and  carefully  considered  both  in  committee  and 
on  the  floor  of  the  Council.  It  was  agreed  that  student  representation  on  the  Council 
and  its  committees  should  not  be  provided,  but  a  student-staff  liaison  committee  was 
created  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  concern.  This  committee  will  have  seven  student 
and  three  faculty  representatives — all  chosen  by  the  student  body. 

During  the  spring  term  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  made  possible  a  stimu- 
lating series  of  lectures  and  seminars  by  distinguished  musicians  from  outside  the 
University.  Included  in  the  series  were  Milton  Babbitt,  who  spoke  on  "The  Revolu- 
tion in  Musical  Thought";  Claude  V.  Palisca  on  "Monteverdi  and  the  Critics:  The 
Artusi-Monteverdi  Controversy";  Lewis  Lockwood  on  "The  Computer  in  Musicology, 
a  Model  Problem"  and  Edward  A.  Lippman  on  "The  Musical  Aesthetics  of  St. 
Augustine".  The  series,  for  which  Professor  Harvey  Olnick  was  co-ordinator,  was 
attended  by  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  in  music,  students  from  other 
disciplines  and  interested  members  of  the  public. 

Continuing  to  exercise  its  role  as  the  leading  music  library  in  Canada,  the 
Edward  Johnson  Library  further  expanded  its  collection  and  its  services  to  students, 
staff,  the  University  at  large  and  musicians  in  the  community.  Miss  Jean  Lavender, 
librarian,  and  her  dedicated  staff  deserve  warm  commendation  for  faithful  service. 
Professor  Olnick,  in  his  capacity  as  secretary  of  the  library  committee  and  staff 
adviser,  is  the  library's  strongest  pillar  and  continues  his  invaluable  service  in  seeking 
out  support. 

Chamber  music  playing  forms  a  necessary  part  of  the  training  of  performers 
and  sharpens  the  musical  sensitivity  of  the  participants.  A  widely  representative

segment  of  the  student  body  takes  part  in  chamber  music  throughout  the  year.  Pro- 
fessor Ezra  Schabas  is  the  capable  and  enthusiastic  co-ordinator  of  this  programme. 
The  ensembles  are  guided  by  faculty  coaches,  the  most  deeply  involved  being  Pro- 
fessor Schabas  himself.  The  students  perform  in  the  Thursday  Afternoon  Series, 
the  Spring  Series  of  evening  presentations  and  on  many  occasions  outside  the  confines 
of  the  Edward  Johnson  Building.  At  the  Centennial  Convention  of  the  Canadian 
Music  Educators'  Association  in  London,  a  session  featuring  Faculty  of  Music 
ensembles  was  an  overwhelming  success.  At  the  opening  concert  of  the  convention, 
the  brass  and  percussion  ensemble  under  Professor  Cole  brilliantly  established  the 
University  of  Toronto's  pre-eminence  in  this  field.  On  June  7  a  group  of  recent 
graduates  and  students  of  the  Faculty  presented  a  magnificent  evening  of  chamber 
music  for  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada  conference  on  the 
"Arts  and  the  University"  in  Kingston.  This  performance  was  extremely  well  received 
by  representatives  of  universities  throughout  Canada.  At  the  Student  Symposium  on 
Composition  at  Rochester,  a  Faculty  brass  and  percussion  ensemble  under  Professor 
Cole  performed  a  composition  from  the  Toronto  student  composers'  group. 

Characteristic  of  the  unusual  activities  of  our  student  musicians  was  the  Hortus 
Musicus  Torontonesis.  This  organization,  under  the  guidance  of  Professor  Maria 
Rika  Maniates,  brings  together  those  interested  in  the  performance  and  study  of 
mediaeval  and  renaissance  instrumental  and  vocal  literature.  In  the  field  of  the 
baroque  and  early  classical,  the  Collegium  Musicum  embraces  a  variety  of  small 
groups  of  instrumentalists  and  singers  under  the  skilful  direction  of  Miss  Greta  Kraus. 
The  Collegium  Musicum  presented  an  evening  of  chamber  music  in  the  Spring  Series 
and  contributed  much  to  the  Thursday  Afternoon  Series.  The  student-sponsored 
Contemporary  Music  Group,  with  Professor  John  Beckwith  as  adviser,  brings  together 
student  performers  and  audiences  in  informal  surroundings  during  the  noon  hour. 
Mrs.  Carol  Pack's  Madrigal  Singers  is  a  small  body  of  musicians  dedicated  to  the 
a  cappella  performance  of  the  rich  repertoire  of  the  Elizabethan  period. 

A  select  concert  choir  of  Faculty  of  Music  students,  organized  in  midyear  by  Mr. 
Elmer  Iseler,  gives  promise  of  exciting  things  to  come.  We  are  confident  that  this 
choir  will  generate  fresh  enthusiasm  for  the  art  of  choral  singing  in  the  Faculty  and 
ultimately  throughout  the  country.  Professor  Jack  Bemis,  visiting  assistant  professor, 
contributed  importantly  to  the  concert  choir  and  conducted  the  larger  Faculty  chorus. 

Opening  its  season  with  a  performance  at  the  All-Ontario  Music  Workshop  of 
the  Ontario  Music  Educators'  Association,  the  University  of  Toronto  Concert  Band 
later  presented  two  formal  concerts  in  the  MacMillan  Theatre  and  a  concert  in  the 
"Meeting  Place"  of  Scarborough  College.  The  band  is  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Robert  Rosevear,  assisted  by  Professor  Ward  Cole.  Notable  among  the  works 
programmed  was  the  Canadian  premiere  of  "Emblems,"  an  original  work  for  band 
by  Aaron  Copland. 

The  Special  Events  Series  this  season  was  specifically  designed  to  include  many  of 
the  world's  finest  string  quartets,  since  they  are  unavailable  to  the  University  through 
other  series  in  the  city.  The  series  began  with  the  leading  string  quartet  from 
Czechoslovakia,  the  Smetana  Quartet;  included  the  most  distinguished  of  Russian 
groups,  the  Borodin  Quartet,  and  the  Guarneri  String  Quartet  (American),  whose 
unique  apprenticeship  at  the  Marlboro  Festival  and  the  Casals  Festival  in  Puerto 
Rico  has  led  to  early  mastery  and  meteoric  success;  and  closed  with  Canada's  own 
Orford  String  Quartet,  who,  young  as  they  are,  both  individually  and  as  an  ensemble, 
have  already  aroused  great  attention  throughout  this  country  and  the  United  States. 
The  series  was  rounded  out  with  a  welcome  return  engagement  by  Alfred  Deller, 
counter-tenor,  and  his  excellent  Consort,  and  the  brilliant  young  Israeli  violinist 
Samuel  Ashkenasi  with  our  own  eminent  pianist-in-residence,  Anton  Kuerti. 

For  the  first  time  in  Canada,  the  District  Metropolitan  Opera  Auditions  were 
held  in  the  MacMillan  Theatre  of  the  Edward  Johnson  Building  and  the  judges 
included  Elmer  Iseler,  Jean  Beaudet,  Franz  Kraemer  and  the  internationally  re- 
nowned mezzo-soprano  Blanche  Thebom. 
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Between  April  1  and  April  8,  two  major  music  conferences  were  held  at  the 
Faculty  of  Music.  The  Inter-American  Music  Council  and  the  Canadian  Music 
Council  conferences  included  delegates  from  the  South,  Central  and  North  American 
countries.  The  Inter-American  group  was  shown  every  aspect  of  Canadian  music 
education  in  action  and  visited  public  and  high  schools  in  the  Toronto  area  as  well 
as  classes  in  the  Faculty  of  Music.  Dr.  Walter,  Director  of  the  Faculty,  was  host  for 
both  of  these  conferences  and  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  Inter- American  Music 
Council. 

Recently,  graduate  Jeannette  Zarou,  who  won  the  Eaton  Graduating  Award  in 
1964,  received  the  unique  distinction  of  touring  Canada  and  the  United  States  with 
Leonard  Bernstein  and  the  New  York  Philharmonic  during  the  fall  of  this  year  and 
will  later  join  the  Deutsche  Oper-am-Rhein  in  Dusseldorf  as  leading  soprano. 

During  the  season,  lectures  and  conferences  were  held  in  the  MacMillan  Theatre 
and  Concert  Hall  from  the  Centre  of  Criminology,  the  Great  Lakes  Institute,  the 
Extension  Department,  the  Department  of  Classics,  the  Society  of  University  Sur- 
geons and  various  other  departments  within  the  University  of  Toronto.  These  two 
theatres  were  rented  to  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation,  the  Festival  Singers 
of  Toronto,  the  Canadian  Junior  Ballet  Company,  the  National  Theatre  School,  the 
Ten  Centuries  Concerts,  the  Guitar  Society  of  Toronto  and  Goethe  House. 
During  the  summer  months,  the  Edward  Johnson  Building  houses  the  Royal  Con- 
servatory of  Music  Summer  School,  the  National  Youth  Orchestra  and  the  OrfT 
Course  for  teaching  children.  Later  in  the  summer,  the  Canadian  Opera  Company 
prepares  its  festival  in  the  theatre. 

Eight  organ  recitals  were  held  in  Convocation  Hall  during  the  season:  the  first 
was  on  October  24,  with  Dr.  Charles  Peaker,  University  Organist;  November  7,  Eric 
Robertson;  November  21,  Dr.  Peaker;  December  5,  Frederick  Mooney;  February  6, 
Dr.  Peaker  and  Bernard  Lynch,  tenor;  February  20,  Edward  Maroney  and  Susan 
Ford,  soprano;  March  6,  Frederick  Graham  and  Nigel  Rollings,  bass;  March  20,  Dr. 
Peaker  and  Hugh  McKellar,  baritone. 

Through  our  Concert  Bureau,  a  number  of  our  performing  Faculty  members, 
among  them  Lorand  Fenyves,  Anton  Kuerti  and  Pierre  Souvairan,  have  performed 
extensively  throughout  this  country  and  the  United  States.  Concert  series  have  been 
set  up  in  Laurentian  University,  University  of  Guelph,  University  of  Waterloo, 
Queen's  University  and  University  of  Windsor  which  will  include  a  number  of  indi- 
vidual and  group  performances  by  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Music. 

Faculty  of  Music  students,  as  is  to  be  expected,  make  up  the  major  portion  of 
the  personnel  of  the  Royal  Conservatory  Symphony  Orchestra,  which  devoted  most 
of  its  energies  to  the  Opera  School  productions  of  Hansel  and  Gretel  and  Poulenc's 
Les  Dialogues  des  Carmelites.  Under  the  baton  of  Dean  Neel,  the  orchestra  continued 
valuable  reading  sessions  for  the  study  of  orchestral  repertoire  and  provided  accom- 
paniment for  student  soloists.  An  event  which  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  orchestra 
and  by  the  large  body  of  students  and  staff  who  were  fortunate  to  attend,  was  the 
unexpected  appearance  of  the  great  Russian  cellist  Mstislav  Rostropovich,  who 
graciously  volunteered  to  rehearse  the  Dvorak  cello  concerto  with  the  orchestra  in 
an  unforgettable  hour  for  all. 

No  report  on  music  would  be  complete  without  mentioning  with  appreciation 
the  contribution  of  Mr.  Leland  Richardson,  University  Carilloneur,  and  the  music 
he  provided  from  the  tower  of  Hart  House. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Faculty,  Mrs.  Florence  Fish,  of  the  important  contributions  made  by  Mrs. 
Edith  Binnie,  Information  Officer,  and  the  work  of  our  excellent  secretariat. 

School  of  Music 

With  the  retirement  of  a  small  number  of  teachers  at  the  end  of  last  season, 
registration  in  the  Main  Building  decreased  slightly  to  a  more  normal  level,  but  this 
was  at  once  offset  by  a  major  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  of  studio  rentals  for 
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practice.  Enrolment  in  the  Special  Courses  was  maximum,  with  budget  limitation 
being  once  more  the  only  limiting  factor.  The  examination  results  and  scholarship 
successes  of  the  students  in  these  courses  at  all  levels  again  proved  the  high  standards 
which  can  be  achieved  by  a  judicious  combination  of  organized  training  with  the 
flexibility  which  is  necessary  to  the  development  of  individual  performing  and  creative 
talents.  There  can  no  longer  be  any  question  of  the  value  of  these  courses  as  a 
training-ground  for  professional  study  at  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  level. 

The  Study  Revision  Board  which  last  year  did  a  thorough  revision  of  the  Piano 
and  Theory  syllabus  has  now  divided  into  committees  to  review  requirements  and 
standards  in  all  other  subjects.  The  Speech  Arts  department  will  have  a  new  syllabus 
issued  this  summer,  and  syllabi  in  a  number  of  practical  subjects  are  programmed 
for  introduction  next  year.  Revised  pianoforte  books  for  Grade  VII  and  VIII  are 
scheduled  for  preparation  next  season  and  new  violin  publications  are  also  scheduled 
for  early  introduction.  These  major  projects,  comprising  the  complete  revision  and 
updating  of  all  syllabi,  grade  requirements,  grade  book  publications  and  examination 
regulations,  will  continue  until  1969. 

The  Examination  Department  reports  the  total  number  of  candidates  for  the 
season  at  approximately  51,000,  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year.  However,  this 
decrease  was  anticipated  because  of  the  major  revisions  in  the  new  piano  and  theory 
syllabus  and  the  new  and  early  dates  for  the  winter  examination  session.  The  fact 
that  this  summer's  examination  figures  were  already  the  same  as  those  for  last  summer 
would  suggest  that  the  period  of  adjustment  will  not  be  a  long  one,  and  by  next 
season  we  may  well  return  to  the  normal  pattern  of  annual  increases.  Unfortunately, 
this  could  easily  affect  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  as  we  have  yet — despite 
investigation  by  a  number  of  specialists — to  find  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  the 
overburdened  clerical  organization  of  the  Conservatory's  examination  system.  More 
exploratory  meetings  are  scheduled  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  form  of  computerized 
processing  may  yet  solve  the  problem. 

With  the  expanding  interest  in  the  new  medium  of  electronic  music,  a  Depart- 
ment of  Electronic  Music  was  opened  in  the  School  of  Music  last  September.  It 
consisted  of  two  well-equipped  soundproof  studios  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Dolin.  It  functioned  so  well  in  its  first  year,  with  the  students  showing  marked 
creative  ability  as  well  as  unusual  technical  control,  that  additional  equipment  will 
be  installed  this  summer;  a  new  listening  room  with  a  library  of  tapes  and  literature 
will  be  added  and  two  assistant  instructors  will  be  appointed.  Apart  from  a  course  for 
full-time  students,  facilities  will  also  be  provided  for  a  limited  number  of  special 
students  and  composers  on  a  non-course  basis. 

The  Conservatory's  branches  again  report  a  satisfactory  year,  although  registra- 
tion was  a  little  below  that  of  last  year.  The  recently  established  Etobicoke  branch  has 
had  a  most  promising  opening,  and  in  keeping  with  the  established  policy  of  operating 
fewer  and  more  efficient  main  branches  throughout  the  Metropolitan  area,  the 
Supervisor  of  Branches  has  recommended  the  amalgamation  of  the  North  Toronto 
and  Leaside  branches  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Publicity  Office  reports  the  processing  of  programmes,  flyers  and  posters  for 
the  four  major  Opera  School  productions,  for  the  Noon  Hour  and  Canadian  National 
Exhibition  concerts  sponsored  by  the  Conservatory,  and  for  the  Summer  School 
Special  Events  Concerts.  The  varityping  machine  was  used  to  prepare  offset  copy  for 
160  student  recital  programmes,  14  Summer  School  course  description  bulletins, 
a  number  of  brochures  and  forms  and  the  Year  Book,  of  which  5,000  copies  were 
ordered  from  the  University  Press.  Three  issues  of  the  Bulletin  were  varityped, 
addressed  and  mailed  to  the  increasing  total  mailing  list  of  15,300  addresses  main- 
tained in  the  office,  and  the  addressing  system  was  used  forty  times  by  thirteen  depart- 
ments in  the  Conservatory,  using  all  or  any  of  the  seven  separate  lists  according  to 
information  mailed. 

The  advertising  campaign  arranged  by  the  MacLaren  Advertising  Agency  was 
expanded  this  year  to  include  the  announcement  of  the  summer  examinations  in 
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major  centres  across  Canada,  and  additional  newspaper  advertising  was  handled  by 
the  office  for  the  Summer  School.  Two  hundred  and  five  papers  throughout  the 
countiy  received  dates  of  local  examinations  and  examiners'  biographical  informa- 
tion, and  the  local  newspapers  and  radio  stations  were  most  co-operative  in  publishing 
releases  and  regularly  announcing  Conservatory  events. 

Promising  and  well-established  performers  chosen  from  Conservatory  students, 
recent  graduates  and  teachers  were  featured  at  the  15  Canadian  National  Exhibition 
recitals,  10  Noon  Hour  concerts,  10  Art  Gallery  recitals  and  5  Exploring  Music  Series 
concerts  for  children.  A  large  number  of  church  organists  and  soloists,  lecturers, 
festival  adjudicators,  music  teachers  and  performers  found  positions  through  the 
office.  The  Publicity  Office  was  also  the  centre  of  communications  between  the  28 
Conservatory  representatives  and  the  host  school,  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  in 
Rochester,  for  the  annual  Student  Composers'  Symposium,  and  is  looking  forward  to 
continuing  this  service  in  1968  when  the  Symposium  will  be  held  at  Bennington 
College  in  Vermont. 

Opera  School 

This  season  the  Opera  School  continued  its  policy  of  presenting  students  in 
productions  of  fairly  adventurous  or  unknown  works  as  well  as  the  occasional  pot- 
boiler. Just  before  Christmas  an  enthusiastically  received  and  sold-out  production  of 
Hansel  and  Gretel,  conducted  by  Ernesto  Barbini  and  directed  by  Leon  Major,  was 
presented  for  a  week  at  the  MacMillan  Theatre.  These  were  matinee  performances 
specially  designed  for  children,  and  they  were  sponsored  for  the  third  year  in  a  row 
by  the  Junior  Women's  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Opera  Company  in  collaboration 
with  the  Toronto  and  suburban  schools.  It  would  seem  that  a  most  worthwhile  and 
rewarding  tradition  has  been  established. 

In  January  two  short  operas  were  staged:  Mozart's  The  Impresario,  produced 
by  Andrew  MacMillan — whose  tragic  death  a  few  weeks  later  was  a  grievous  loss  to 
the  Opera  School  with  which  he  had  been  associated  as  student  and  teacher  from  its 
foundation — and  Massenet's  Le  Portrait  de  Manon,  produced  by  Heinar  Piller.  In 
February  the  School  presented  Benjamin  Britten's  early  chamber  opera  The  Rape 
of  Lucretia  under  the  direction  of  Peter  Ebert,  director  of  the  Opera  School,  with  a 
professional  orchestra  conducted  by  Ernesto  Barbini. 

On  March  31,  April  1  and  3  the  School  undertook  one  of  its  most  ambitious 
productions,  Poulenc's  Les  Dialogues  des  Carmelites.  Using  the  full  resources  of  the 
Opera  School,  an  amplified  chorus  with  extras  drawn  from  the  Conservatory,  the 
students  of  the  Theatre  Technology  course  and  the  Conservatory  Opera  Orchestra, 
it  was  produced  by  Peter  Ebert  and  conducted  by  Ettore  Mazzoleni.  To  close  the 
season  two  programmes  of  operatic  excerpts  with  alternating  casts  were  given  in 
April. 

Summer  School 

The  1966  Summer  School  continued  to  show  an  encouraging  increase  in  over-all 
registration  of  about  10  per  cent.  The  established  offerings  of  the  Summer  School — 
particularly  the  Piano  Materials  and  Pedagogy  courses — were  clearly  in  good  health. 
Maureen  Forrester's  Master  Classes  in  Voice,  which  were  such  a  fine  addition  to  the 
1965  School,  really  made  their  big  impact  this  year  as  shown  in  the  quadrupled 
enrolment  figures.  Once  again,  her  concert  was  an  artistic  triumph.  New  courses 
this  year  included  those  in  Classical  Guitar,  Classical  Accordion  and  String  Teachers' 
Clinic.  All  three  courses  drew  small  numbers,  but  they  promise  to  become  valuable 
additions  to  the  School's  offerings  and  should  be  continued  with  some  emphasis. 

While  Carl  OrfFs  "Music  for  Children"  is  not  a  new  course  on  our  summer 
scene,  mention  should  be  made  of  it  at  this  particular  point  for  two  reasons.  In  the 
first  place  there  was  no  offering  of  Orff's  "Music  for  Children"  in  the  summer  of 
1965  and,  when  it  was  reconstituted  in  1966,  it  was  in  an  expanded  form  to  embrace 
three  summers'  work  of  three  weeks  each.  Students  who  successfully  pass  a  set  of 
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examinations — a  requirement  for  every  one  who  wishes  to  qualify — are  now  issued 
certificates  at  the  end  of  each  summer.  These  certificates  are  termed  Introductory 
Course,  Intermediate  Course  and  Teachers'  Course.  Our  summer  instruction  in 
"Music  for  Children"  therefore  constitutes  the  most  distinguished  offerings  of  this 
kind  on  this  continent.  We  were  pleased  that  we  were  able  to  present,  in  addition  to 
our  own  regular  staff,  visiting  teachers  in  the  persons  of  Miss  Danai  Apostolidou  from 
Athens  and  Mr.  Daniel  Hellden  of  Stockholm. 

The  Special  Events  series  this  season  included,  in  addition  to  Miss  Forrester's 
concert,  recitals  by  Pierre  Souvairan,  pianist;  Douglas  Bodle,  organist;  Howell 
Glynne,  vocalist;  Ralph  Elsaesser,  pianist;  Joseph  Macerollo,  accordionist;  and  a 
most  impressive  concert  by  the  Summer  School  Choir  conducted  by  Gordon  Kushner. 
The  Summer  School  Choir  is  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Summer  School  and  the 
Extension  Division  of  the  University. 

The  MacMillan  Lectures  this  year  created  a  great  furore  in  the  entire  com- 
munity. We  were  more  than  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Zoltan  Kodaly,  whose 
lectures  were  built  around  the  central  topic  of  folk  music.  The  specific  emphases 
were:  research  and  scholarship  in  Hungarian  folk  music,  the  use  of  folk  music  by 
serious  composers  and  the  use  of  folk  music  in  education.  It  should  not  go  unnoticed 
that  the  University  of  Toronto  was  pleased  to  seize  upon  an  opportunity  offered  by 
the  presence  of  such  a  man  as  Zoltan  Kodaly  to  confer  upon  him  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Music.  The  presence  of  great  men  is  felt  even  by  those  who  do  not 
understand  their  contributions.  The  MacMillan  Lectures  have  proved  their  value 
to  fellow  professionals  and  to  the  community  at  large  in  each  of  the  four  seasons  of 
their  existence. 

Boyd  Neel 
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In  recent  years  our  enrolment  increases,  although  great,  were  not  very  different  from 
our  forecasts:  we  were  expecting  the  hordes  that  descended  upon  us.  In  1966-67  we 
were  not.  As  Table  I  below  shows,  the  total  enrolment  increased  from  2,990  to  3,938, 
a  leap  of  31.7  per  cent,  whereas  our  forecast  was  for  an  increase  of  385,  or  12.8 
per  cent. 

What  caused  so  egregious  a  disparity,  and  will  the  unexpectedly  large  increase 
hurt  us? 

There  are  several  answers  to  the  first  question.  To  begin  with,  the  sharpest 
increase  took  place  in  the  Department  of  Educational  Theory,  which  although  tech- 
nically within  the  University,  is  in  fact  staffed,  housed,  and  budgeted  almost  entirely 
in  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education,  and  therefore  appears  after  the 
sub-total  in  the  table  below.  Because  of  the  ambitious  development  policies  known  to 
obtain  in  O.I.S.E.,  our  forecast  had  allowed  for  a  greater  increase  in  the  Department 
of  Educational  Theory  than  in  the  remainder  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
reported  "above  the  line"  (14  per  cent  as  against  12.3  per  cent,  and  for  full-time 
students  21.8  per  cent  as  against  11.3  per  cent).  In  the  event,  however,  enrolment  in 
Educational  Theory  shot  up  from  294  to  675,  an  increase  of  381,  or  123  per  cent.  By 
contrast,  the  increase  "above  the  line"  was  from  2,670  to  3,263,  a  jump  of  593  or 
22.2  per  cent,  which,  while  certainly  formidable  enough,  is  less  than  one-fifth  of  the 
rate  of  increase  in  Educational  Theory. 

The  second  reason  for  the  disparity  between  actual  enrolment  and  forecast  is 
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that  there  has  been  a  sudden  reversal  in  the  long-term  subsidence  of  part-time  enrol- 
ment. For  half  a  decade  before  1964,  the  part-time  enrolment  in  the  whole  School 
of  Graduate  Studies  held  approximately  constant  as  an  absolute  number,  while 
declining  as  a  proportion  of  the  total  enrolment;  in  1964-65  and  again  in  1965-66 
the  actual  numbers  fell,  and  of  course  the  proportion  to  the  whole  plummeted.  This 
year  it  has  shot  up  from  531  to  1,013,  an  increase  of  482,  or  90.7  per  cent.  All  that  we 
had  foreseen  was  an  end  to  the  decline  and  the  beginning  of  an  increase  (we  had 
forecast  an  increase  of  44  or  8.2  per  cent).  Once  again  the  increase  is  sharpest  in 
Educational  Theory:  the  increase  "above  the  line"  is  from  290  to  489,  a  jump  of  199 
or  68.5  per  cent,  while  that  in  Educational  Theory  is  from  216  to  524,  an  almost 
vertical  levitation  of  308,  or  143  per  cent.  However,  the  fact  that  the  rate  of  increase 
in  part-time  enrolment  in  Educational  Theory  was  more  than  twice  as  great  as  in 
the  rest  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  should  not  make  the  latter  change  seem 
unimportant:  in  1965-66  the  part-time  enrolment  "above  the  line"  had  reached  an 
all-time  low  of  10.8  per  cent;  in  1966-67  it  has  gone  up  to  14.9  per  cent. 

The  third  factor  in  the  disparity  between  actual  and  forecast  enrolment  is  that 
the  full-time  enrolment,  too,  exceeded  expectations,  although  here  by  a  very  much 
smaller  amount:  it  increased  from  2,459  to  2,925,  a  growth  of  466  or  18.9  per  cent, 
as  against  a  forecast  growth  of  341  or  13.8  per  cent.  Here,  too,  the  growth  in 
Educational  Theory  was  much  the  most  exigent:  from  78  to  151,  an  increase  of 
73  or  93.6  per  cent,  as  against  the  growth  "above  the  line"  from  2,380  to  2,774,  an 
increase  of  394  or  16.5  per  cent. 

This  year's  immense  expansion,  then,  consists  of  three  factors :  an  almost  exponen- 
tial growth  in  O.I.S.E.,  a  very  sharp  reversal  of  the  long  decline  in  part-time  enrol- 
ment (most  spectacular  in  the  Department  of  Educational  Theory),  and  a  greater 
increase  than  was  anticipated  (again  most  emphatic  in  Educational  Theory)  in 
full-time  enrolment. 

Will  the  University  be  hurt  by  this  further  expansion,  larger  than  was  predicted 
and  coming  as  it  does  after  four  uninterrupted  years  of  very  rapid  growth  at  the 
graduate  level?  The  dangers  are  obvious,  and  some  growing-pains  have  been  severe: 
overlarge  courses,  overheavy  supervising  loads,  overcrowded  rooms  and  offices,  over- 
worked staff,  inadequate  library  resources,  inadequate  planning,  too  many  commit- 
tees, far  too  much  paper.  Departments  cannot  reasonably  be  blamed  for  over-rapid 
expansion,  since  the  University  has  never  fixed  their  individual  limits.  It  has  been 
so  preoccupied  with  its  immediate  duty  to  expand  graduate  work  to  meet  the 
clamorous  public  need  that  it  has  been  unable  to  develop  middle-  and  long-term 
plans.  It  must  now  formulate  a  clearer  and  more  coherent  policy,  defining  its  ultimate 
enrolment  goals,  the  proportion  of  graduate  students  to  the  whole  which  it  desires 
when  the  maximum  enrolment  is  reached,  their  approximate  distribution  between 
the  various  major  sectors  of  graduate  work  and  research,  and  the  rate  at  which  the 
levelling-ofT  points  will  be  approached  in  each  sector.  At  the  rate  of  expansion 
experienced  in  1966-67  the  target  of  some  5,000  full-time  and  1,000  part-time 
graduate  students  in  a  total  University  population  of  about  25,000  full-time  students 
— an  enrolment  goal  which  enjoys  semi-official  status  in  the  University — would  be 
reached  years  before  the  desired  time  in  the  mid-1970's.  Our  own  forecasts,  however, 
anticipate  a  slowing-down  of  the  rate  of  expansion  after  1967-68  and  a  marked 
flattening  of  the  curve  after  the  turn  of  the  decade. 

The  Department  of  Educational  Theory  is,  of  course,  a  special  case.  Under  the 
present  arrangement,  the  major  responsibility  for  the  policies  must  perforce  lie  with 
our  affiliated  institution,  O.I.S.E.,  which  feels  even  heavier  pressures  toward  expan- 
sion than  does  the  University  itself.  It  has  been  able  to  improve  its  staff-student 
ratio  by  virtue  of  an  extremely  energetic  policy  of  faculty  recruitment,  and  it  plans 
an  early  move  to  enlarged  premises.  It  has  also  been  able  to  give  its  graduate  students 
a  much  higher  level  of  financial  support  than  is  possible  for  the  departments  "above 
the  line."  These  are  factors  which  certainly  ameliorate  the  intense  pressure  of  its 
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almost  explosive  expansion.  Nevertheless  it  will  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  growth 
does  not  prevent  the  University  of  Toronto  degrees  conferred  upon  graduates  in 
Educational  Theory  from  representing  the  same  standards  as  obtain  in  the  rest  of 
the  University. 

In  view  of  the  sudden  change  in  the  mix  of  full-time  and  part-time  enrolment, 
it  seems  necessary  to  supplement  our  body-count  and  estimates,  as  given  in  Table  I, 
with  a  table  which  takes  account  of  relative  weight.  For  the  last  few  years  it  has  been 
a  rule  of  thumb  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  to  consider  part-time  students 
as  representing  about  one-third  the  burden  of  full-time  students.  Table  II  below 
uses  this  rule  of  thumb  to  convert  the  essentials  of  Table  I  to  full-time  equivalents, 
i.e.,  full-time  students  +  (the  number  of  part-time  students  divided  by  three).  On 
this  basis,  the  growth  in  1966-67,  although  still  very  great,  is  somewhat  more  modest 
than  in  terms  of  the  body-count:  627  full-time  equivalents,  or  27.5  per  cent.  "Above 
the  line"  it  is  460  full-time  equivalents,  or  18.5  per  cent,  while  in  Educational  Theory 
it  is  176  full-time  equivalents,  or  117.3  per  cent.

The  increased  enrolment  of  recent  years  is  of  course  being  reflected  in  the 
increased  number  of  graduate  degrees  now  being  awarded.  Table  III  shows  the 
number  of  degrees  given  in  each  category  in  each  academic  session  since  1963-64. 
The  total  number  awarded  in  1966-67  increased  by  240,  or  25  per  cent,  which  gives 
a  very  satisfactory  correlation  with  the  increase  in  full-time-equivalent  enrolment, 
but  it  should  be  noted  that  the  number  of  Ph.D.'s  awarded,  after  having  virtually 
doubled  from  1963-64  to  1965-66,  scarcely  increased  at  all  in  1966-67.  The  Ph.D. 
is  notoriously  open-ended,  and  a  pause  of  this  kind,  if  temporary,  need  not  be 
dangerous,  but  if  a  second  year  were  to  go  by  without  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Ph.D.'s  awarded  roughly  proportionate  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  can- 
didates admitted  about  four  or  five  years  earlier,  it  would  be  a  cause  for  concern. 

The  numbers  and  kinds  of  graduate  degrees  which  the  University  is  likely  to  be 
awarding  in  the  future  may  be  inferred  from  Table  IV,  which  gives  the  current 
and  projected  enrolment  by  level  of  candidacy,  and  thus  displays  the  other  kind  of 
mix  among  our  students. 

In   1964,  when  the  Graduate  Summer  Session  was  established,  the  enrolment

was  175,  including  students  working  for  their  Type  A  Teacher's  Certificate;  we  had 
not  yet  begun  recording  the  students  who  were  doing  research  and  independent 
study  at  the  University  during  the  summer.  Table  V  gives  the  enrolment  for  both 
formal  courses  and  research  for  the  past  three  summers. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  the  support  of  graduate  students  is  displayed  in 
Tables  VI,  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  The  real  increase  over  last  year  in  the  total  support 
available  is  probably  less  than  shown  in  Table  IX  because  our  information  on  teach- 
ing and  research  assistantships  has  been  improving,  and  the  amounts  shown  for  these 
items  last  year  are  unlikely  to  have  been  as  nearly  inclusive  as  this  year.  Even  so,  an 
apparent  increase  from  $5.14  millions  to  $7.56  millions,  or  47  per  cent,  must  be 
reckoned  cause  for  satisfaction.  As  a  percentage,  it  covers  the  percentage  increase 
in  numbers  plus  the  inflation  factor  and  leaves  something  over  to  improve  the 
lamentably  low  average  level  of  graduate  student  support:  $1,308  in  1966-67,  $1,722 
apparent  for  1967-68.  Before  allowing  the  apparent  figure  to  evoke  complacency, 
however,  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  more  than  half  the  graduate  students  are 
married,  and  that  more  than  half  of  the  married  group  have  children.  (At  the  time 
of  writing  we  know  that  the  1967-68  enrolment  will  be  greater  than  our  estimates, 
and  that  the  real  average  level  of  support  will  therefore  be  less  than  the  apparent 
figure  given  here.) 

Among  the  important  elements  comprising  the  increase  in  support  are  the 
National  Research  Council  and  Canada  Council  awards,  whose  growth  (from  $0.95 
million  to  $1.53  million,  equalling  61  per  cent)  reflects  the  new  policy  of  the  federal 
government  following  its  decision  in  1966  to  terminate  its  direct  support  of  higher 
education  but  retain  and  enlarge  its  support  of  research.  The  School  in  particular 
has  cause  for  gratification  at  its  participation  in  the  enlarged  programme:  in  1966-67 
there  were  260  N.R.C.  student  awards  held  here,  out  of  a  total  of  1,618  (exclusive 
of  postdoctoral  fellowships),  or  16  per  cent;  for  1967-68  there  are  381  out  of  a 
total  of  2,151  (exclusive  of  postdoctoral  fellowships),  or  17.7  per  cent.  In  1966-67 
there  were  55  Canada  Council  awards  held  in  this  University  out  of  127  held  within 
Canada  (431  all  told);  for  1967-68  there  are  130  out  of  329  to  be  held  within 
Canada  (949  all  told).  In  1966-67,  therefore,  13  per  cent  of  all  Canada  Council 
awards,  or  43.3  per  cent  of  those  being  held  within  Canada,  were  held  here;  for 
1967-68  we  have  13.7  per  cent  of  all  awards,  or  39.5  per  cent  of  those  to  be  held 
within  Canada. 

The  value  of  Province  of  Ontario  Graduate  Fellowships  has  grown  from 
$1.39  million  in  1966-67  (inclusive  of  the  summer  of  1966),  to  $1.67  million  in  1967- 
68  (inclusive  of  the  summer  of  1967),  an  increase  of  20  per  cent.  As  a  proportion  of 
the  total  support  available,  however,  it  has  declined  from  37  per  cent  in  1966-67  to 
28  per  cent  in  1967-68.  The  most  obvious  reason  for  this  relative  decline  in 
importance  is  the  growth  already  noted  of  the  federal  awards  and  research  grants, 
and  must  therefore  be  reckoned  on  the  positive  side. 

There  are,  however,  some  negative  factors  inhibiting  the  intended  growth  of 
the  P.O.G.F.  programme.  If  the  growth  of  the  P.O.G.F.  programme  in  this  Uni- 
versity is  compared  over  a  two-year  period  with  the  growth  in  full-time  graduate

enrolment,  it  will  be  seen  not  to  have  kept  pace:  the  number  of  P.O.G.F.  holders 
has  increased  by  30  per  cent,  the  number  of  full-time  graduate  students  by  38  per 
cent.  This  lag,  however,  is  not  due  to  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  government  to 
increase  the  number.  It  is  due  to  an  inter-action  of  two  factors:  a  decline  in  the 
real  value  of  the  P.O.G.F.'s,  taken  together  with  an  insufficiently  flexible  method 
of  administering  the  programme.  On  the  former  point,  the  fact  that  the  dollar-value 
of  the  award  is  the  same  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  programme's  operation  as  it  was  at 
the  outset  is,  in  itself,  almost  demonstration  enough,  considering  the  inflation  of  costs 
that  has  taken  place  in  that  period.  For  further  evidence,  one  may  adduce  the  fact 
that  676  persons  who  successfully  applied  for  the  Fellowship  in  this  University  sub- 
sequently resigned  it.  Analysis  of  these  cases  shows  that  most  of  them  applied  for 
the  P.O.G.F.'s  only  as  a  kind  of  insurance,  should  their  applications  for  other  and 
better  awards  be  unsuccessful. 

With  respect  to  the  administration  of  the  programme,  there  has  been  a  slight 
improvement  over  the  situation  described  in  last  year's  report,  which  protested  not 
so  much  against  the  imposition  of  a  quota  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  as 
against  the  refusal  of  the  Province  to  permit  a  margin  of  overaward  to  correspond 
roughly  to  the  inevitable  attrition.  This  meant  that  we  had  initially  to  refuse  many 
good  applicants,  and  then  when  the  cancellations  came  in,  had  to  attempt  to  find 
acceptable  candidates  who  had  not  yet  turned  elsewhere.  (That  year  we  had  recom- 
mended up  to  our  full  quota  of  826,  had  experienced  472  cancellations,  and  after 
working  very  hard  all  through  the  summer  on  our  reversion  list,  ended  up  69  fellow- 
ships, or  8.3  per  cent,  below  quota.)  As  a  result  of  repeated  protests  by  the  Ontario 
Council  on  Graduate  Studies,  and  recommendations  by  the  Committee  of  Presidents 
of  Universities  of  Ontario,  the  Province  this  year  authorized  a  10  per  cent  overaward 
allocation  to  each  university,  although  the  O.C.G.S.  and  C.P.U.O.  had  repeatedly 
recommended  that  the  margin  of  over-allocation  should  be  related  to  the  size  of  the 
graduate  enrolment  and  the  history  of  attrition  (in  most  smaller  graduate  schools, 
whose  students  enjoy  comparatively  few  alternative  possibilities,  the  attrition  rate  is 
only  a  fraction  of  ours).  This  10  per  cent  margin  was  very  welcome  indeed,  but  it 
proved  utterly  inadequate:  in  the  current  year  we  were  given  a  quota  of  1,019,  we 
used  our  10  per  cent  overaward  margin  fully  and  recommended  1,122  candidates  who 
received  notice  of  award,  and  then  the  following  months  brought  676  cancellations, 
for  which  we  were  only  able  to  find  469  eligible  substitutions,  thus  ending  up  104 
short,  or  with  our  quota  10.2  per  cent  unfulfilled.  Our  attrition  rate  last  year  was 
57  per  cent,  this  year  66  per  cent,  and  will  continue  to  grow  if  the  real  value  of  the 
P.O.G.F.'s  continues  to  decline  by  comparison  with  other  awards  available,  and  if  the 
number  of  such  other  awards  continues  to  grow.  Such  attrition,  of  course,  does  not 
mean  that  the  P.O.G.F.'s  are  needed  less,  but  only  that  an  increasing  number  of 
students  are  willing  to  go  elsewhere  in  order  to  secure  more  adequate  support.  A 
larger  margin  would  cover  the  attrition  because  instead  of  telling  students  with  slightly 
less  competitive  qualifications  at  the  beginning  of  April  that  they  have  not  been 
awarded  a  P.O.G.F.  and  thus  making  them  believe  that  they  have  no  alternative  but 
to  go  elsewhere,  we  would  be  able  to  encourage  many  who  would  be  happy  to  stay 
here  if  they  were  sure  of  the  P.O.G.F.  We  are  continuing  to  press  upon  the  govern- 
ment the  argument  that  the  margin  of  over-allocation  should  be  related  to  the 
situation  of  each  institution,  and  have  some  hope  of  convincing  them  on  this  point. 
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In  my  report  for  last  year  I  spoke  of  two  particularly  damaging  gaps  in  our 
pattern  of  graduate  student  support,  involving  the  student  doing  a  prerequisite  year 
who  is  ineligible  for  either  a  P.O.G.F.  or  a  fourth-year  undergraduate  award  (and 
can  rarely  hope  for  an  Open  Fellowship),  and  the  Ph.D.  candidate  who  has  com- 
pleted all  requirements  for  the  degree  save  the  thesis  and  would  benefit  greatly  from 
a  further  year  of  full-time  work  on  campus.  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
for  the  year  under  review  we  were  able  to  make  a  beginning,  albeit  a  modest  one,  in 
providing  assistance  for  such  students.  A  total  of  $66,000  was  used  for  prerequisite 
year  and  dissertation  year  fellowships.  Another  new  budget  item  was  a  small  amount 
($5,000)  to  assist  graduate  students  whose  research  required  them  to  travel. 

The  list  appended  to  this  report  of  lectures  sponsored  during  the  year  by  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  will  show  at  once  that  the  Visiting  Lecturer  Fund  has 
become  one  of  the  most  important  sources  of  stimulation  for  the  intellectual  life  of 
the  campus.  Table  X  shows  that  the  very  rapid  growth  in  the  Fund  between  1964 
and  1966  slowed  somewhat  for  last  year  but  remained  respectable. 

The  use  of  external  appraisers  and  examiners  for  final  Ph.D.  examinations  (the 
former  only  read  and  appraise  the  theses,  the  latter  also  attend  the  oral  examina- 
tions) grew  only  slowly  until  the  year  under  review,  when  it  more  than  doubled. 
This  increased  utilization  of  outside  help  is  only  partly  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  Ph.D.  examinations;  a  greater  factor  is  the  growing  recognition  among 
the  members  of  the  graduate  faculty  that  the  benefits  are  very  much  more  important 
than  the  slight  added  burden  of  administration  and  inconvenience.  Table  XI  dis- 
plays this  class  of  expenditure  during  the  past  three  years. 

Last  year's  report  described  the  discussions  which  followed  the  publication  of 
the  Report  of  the  Presidential  Committee  on  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  and 
briefly  characterized  the  structure  that  was  taking  shape  in  the  draft  statute  being 
prepared  by  the  Leech  Committee.  During  the  fall  term  the  new  statute  moved 
quickly  through  the  Graduate  Council  and  the  Senate,  and  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  on  January  26,  1967.  On  February  14,  the  first  elective  academic 
council  in  the  history  of  the  University  of  Toronto — perhaps  the  first  in  any  university 
in  Canada — met  to  assume  control  of  the  reorganized  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 
Ballots  had  been  returned  by  753  of  the  1,030  faculty  members  eligible  to  vote,  and 
a  73  per  cent  participation  in  a  community  as  large  and  diffuse  as  the  University  of 
Toronto,  and  with  so  many  people  on  leave,  testifies  to  an  extraordinary  interest. 
Because  interest  has  also  been  expressed  by  many  persons  outside  the  University,  it 
may  be  worth  giving  a  brief  account  of  the  new  structure. 

The  Council,  which  consists  of  twenty-four  elective  and  nine  ex  officio  members, 
is  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate)  the  policy-making,  and  in  some  respects 
the  executive,  body  of  the  School.  It  is  presided  over  by  the  President  and  its  executive 
officer  is  the  Dean.  There  are  four  Divisions,  each  of  which  elects  six  members  to  the 
Council.  Each  Division  has  an  Executive  Committee,  a  Degree  Committee,  and  a 
Nominating  Committee,  which  between  them  have  assumed  a  good  deal  of  the 
function  of  the  old  Executive  Committee  of  the  School,  now  abolished.  Each  Division 
also  meets  as  a  general  forum,  where  all  members  of  the  graduate  faculty  in  that 
sector  may  participate  in  the  discussion  of  matters  of  concern  to  the  School.  Each 
Division  has  an  Associate  Dean,  who  is  chairman  of  its  Standing  Committees;  the 
Dean  presides  over  the  general  meetings  of  the  Divisions.  The  Graduate  Departments, 
Centres,  and  Institutes  are  distributed  among  the  Divisions  in  the  following  way: 
Division  I  (The  Humanities) 

The  Departments  of  Classics,  East  Asian  Studies,  English,  French  Language 
and  Literature,  Germanic  Languages  and  Literature,  History,  History  of  Art, 
Islamic  Studies,  Italian  and  Hispanic  Languages  and  Literatures,  Music,  Near 
Eastern  Studies,  Philosophy,  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures  and  the  follow- 
ing Centres:  Study  of  the  Drama,  Linguistics  and  Medieval  Studies. 
Division  II  (The  Social  Sciences) 

The    Departments    of    Anthropology,    Business    Administration,    Educational 
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Theoiy,  Geography,  Law,  Library  Science,  Political  Economy,  Social  Work, 
Sociology,  Urban  and  Regional  Planning;  the  following  Centres:  Criminology, 
Culture  and  Technology,  Industrial  Relations,  Russian  and  East  European 
Studies,  Urban  and  Community  Studies;  the  Institute  for  the  Quantitative 
Analysis  of  Social  and  Economic  Policy  and  the  Programme  for  International 
Studies. 
Division  III  (The  Physical  Sciences) 

The  Departments  of  Architecture,  Astronomy,  Chemical  Engineering,  Chemistry, 
Civil  Engineering,  Computer  Science,  Electrical  Engineering,  Geology,  Industrial 
Engineering,  Mathematics,  Mechanical  Engineering,  Metallurgy  and  Materials 
Science,  Physics  and  the  following  Institutes:  Aerospace  Studies,  Bio-medical 
Electronics  and  Earth  Sciences. 
Division  IV  (The  Life  Sciences) 

The  Departments  of  Anatomy,  Biochemistry,  Botany,  Dentistry,  Food  Sciences, 
Forestry,  Hygiene,  Medical  Biophysics,  Pathological  Chemistry,  Pathology, 
Pharmocology,  Pharmacy,  Physiology,  Psychiatry,  Psychology,  Surgery  and 
Zoology  and  the  Great  Lakes  Institute. 

The  reorganization  has  enabled  us  to  bring  in  two  badly  needed  additional 
associate  deans,  Professor  Victor  E.  Graham  of  French  and  Professor  A.  Murray 
Fallis  of  Hygiene  (Divisions  I  and  IV  respectively),  and  has  allowed  the  continuing 
associate  deans,  Professor  H.  C.  Eastman  of  Political  Economy  and  Professor  J.  G. 
Breckenridge  of  Chemical  Engineering,  to  narrow  their  immediate  responsibilities 
to  what  had  previously  been  a  portion  of  each  of  their  domains  (now  Divisions  II 
and  III  respectively).  The  new  structure  has  also  enabled  us  to  organize  and  recruit 
a  special  secretariat  to  cope  with  those  aspects  of  admission,  enrolment,  and  in-course 
progress  which  do  not  require  specifically  academic  judgments  and  therefore  should 
not  be  loaded  onto  professors  and  deans. 

As  will  be  noted  from  the  above  distribution,  a  number  of  purely  research  centres 
have  been  brought  into  the  School.  This  is  a  consequence  of  a  provision  of  the  new 
Statute  which  reads  that  "wherever  appropriate,  Centres  and  Institutes  shall  exist 
within  the  framework  of  the  School."  Before  the  year  under  review,  centres  and 
institutes  with  student-enrolling  and  degree-recommending  functions  were  in  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  as  analogues  to  departments,  and  one  or  two  without 
such  functions  v/ere  in  it  for  historical  reasons.  The  statutory  provision  reported 
above  was  adopted  partly  as  a  means  of  ensuring  that  the  creation  of  all  further 
academic  units,  whether  directly  involved  with  students  or  not,  would  be  routed 
through  the  Senate  before  being  taken  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  partly  in  an 
effort  to  regularize  the  position  of  research  centres.  In  conformity  with  the  new 
policy,  the  Centres  of  Criminology,  Culture  and  Technology,  Industrial  Relations, 
and  Urban  and  Community  Studies  were  brought  into  the  School  during  the  year. 
The  Graduate  Council — Senate  route  was  used  for  the  creation  of  three  new  Insti- 
tutes: Quantitative  Analysis  of  Social  and  Economic  Policy  (formally  established 
during  the  session),  Medical  Science  (received  second  reading  in  the  Senate  at  the 
end  of  this  session,  and  established  during  1967-68  by  the  Board  of  Governors), 
History  and  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Technology  (first  Senate  reading  during  this 
session,  second  reading  and  establishment  by  the  Board  during  1967-68).  The  Inter- 
national Studies  Programme,  which  is  not  an  academic  unit  but  rather  a  resource 
organization  to  foster  and  encourage  the  development  of  international  studies,  was 
created  during  the  year,  and  exists  partly  within  and  partly  beyond  the  School. 

Early  in  the  session  under  review,  the  Report  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the 
Development  of  Graduate  Programmes  in  Ontario  Universities  (the  Spinks  Report) 
created  a  great  stir,  chiefly  because  of  one  particularly  controversial  recommendation 
(for  a  University  of  Ontario)  and  the  circumstance  by  which  it  became  public  (the 
chapter  containing  it  had  somehow  been  leaked  to  the  press  a  considerable  time 
before  the  Report  as  a  whole  was  available).  Discussions  therefore  began  in  an 
excited,  not  to  say  grim,  mood,  and  for  some  time  it  appeared  possible  that  the 
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relations  between  Ontario  universities,  never  altogether  easy,  might  suffer  seriously. 
It  was  evident  to  everyone,  however,  that  failure  on  the  part  of  the  universities  to 
make  voluntary  advances  towards  rationalization  of  effort  and  investment  would 
bring  in  its  train  a  government-imposed  co-ordination,  and  this  was  a  prospect 
sufficiently  daunting  to  furnish  the  incentives  necessary  for  voluntary  co-operation. 
The  Advisory  Committee  on  Graduate  Studies  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of 
Universities  of  Ontario,  which  during  the  year  became  reorganized  as  the  Ontario 
Council  on  Graduate  Studies,  in  a  series  of  really  engaged  meetings  which  took  place 
during  the  first  term  of  the  session,  may  be  said  to  have  moved  through,  but  not 
beyond,  the  first  four  of  Touchstone's  seven  causes  of  a  quarrel :  the  Retort  Courteous, 
the  Quip  Modest,  the  Reply  Churlish,  and  the  Reproof  Valiant.  It  never  really 
reached  the  fifth  cause,  however,  the  Countercheck  Quarrelsome,  and  so  it  was  able 
to  recover  its  way  through  a  new  frankness  to  an  even  newer  harmony. 

In  this  new  mood,  the  O.C.G.S.  presented,  to  a  Committee  of  Presidents  eager 
to  find  a  voluntary  counter-method  to  the  proposed  University  of  Ontario,  a  series 
of  recommendations  which,  if  carried  through,  could  achieve  virtually  all  of  the 
Spinks  Commission's  objectives  (the  preservation  of  standards  of  graduate  work 
during  the  period  of  rapid  expansion,  the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  duplication,  the 
strengthening  of  research  capacity  and  the  rationalization  of  its  exploitation).  The 
O.C.G.S.  proposed,  first  of  all,  a  system  of  appraisal  of  the  academic  adequacy  of 
proposed  new  graduate  degree  programmes.  Secondly,  it  proposed  some  division  of 
responsibility  for  the  specific  fields  of  graduate  work  and  research  among  the  uni- 
versities of  Ontario,  to  be  achieved  through  province-wide  inter-university  consulta- 
tion within  individual  disciplines  and  professions.  Thirdly,  it  recommended  the 
development  of  a  provincial  system  of  university  research  libraries  in  which  institu- 
tional acquisition  policies  would  pursue  the  division  of  responsibility  outlined  in  the 
second  recommendation,  and  in  which  a  bibliographic  centre,  a  transit  and  com- 
munication network,  and  a  liberalized  access  policy  would  enable  universities  to 
take  much  fuller  advantage  than  at  present  of  each  other's  complementary  strengths. 

All  three  of  these  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Presi- 
dents and  have  been  initiated.  The  Appraisals  Committee  of  the  O.C.G.S.  came  into 
being  at  the  beginning  of  1967  and  has  been  operating  with  increasing  momentum 
ever  since.  Some  unevenness  in  the  methods  adopted  among  the  various  universities 
to  acquaint  faculty  with  the  objectives  and  methods  of  appraisal,  and  some  initial 
uncertainty  about  what  constituted  institutional  approval  for  participating  in  the 
appraisal  procedure,  gave  rise  to  misunderstanding  in  some  universities  and  led  the 
Ontario  Council  of  University  Faculty  Associations — but  with  the  representative  of 
this  University's  Association  of  the  Teaching  Staff  and  some  others  dissenting — to 
register  a  protest  with  the  Committee  of  Presidents  and  the  Department  of  University 
Affairs  against  appraisals.  Discussions  between  O.C.U.F.A.,  C.P.U.O.,  and  O.C.G.S., 
however,  convinced  O.C.U.F.A.  of  the  validity  of  the  undertaking  and  O.C.G.S.  of 
the  desirability  of  some  modifications  of  the  original  procedures,  and  in  consequence 
O.C.U.F.A.  withdrew  its  objections. 

Not  very  much  headway  has  yet  been  made  towards  a  division  of  responsibility 
for  graduate  work  and  research,  but  the  discussions  have  been  constructive  and  in 
a  number  of  disciplines  inventories  have  begun  to  be  compiled  of  existing  resources 
and  planned  developments.  Although  faster  progress  would  be  desirable,  this  is 
difficult  and  extremely  sensitive  work  and  it  cannot  proceed  satisfactorily  except  by 
means  of  general  participation  and  broad  agreement.  The  proposed  system  of  uni- 
versity research  libraries,  on  the  other  hand,  is  being  brought  rapidly  into  being.  The 
central  control  facility,  a  Bibliographic  Centre,  will  take  some  time  to  create  (it 
will  ultimately  be  housed  in  the  new  University  of  Toronto  Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences  Research  Library,  scheduled  for  completion  in  1971),  but  the  transit  system 
and  the  liberalized  access  are  already  functioning,  and  considerable  progress  is  being 
made  on  many  particulars  of  the  system. 

The  first  new  degree  programme  of  the  University  of  Toronto  to  go  through 
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the  appraisals  procedure  of  the  Ontario  Council  on  Graduate  Studies  was  a  sub- 
mission for  a  Ph.D.  in  Linguistics.  We  found  the  O.G.G.S.  procedure  to  be  prompt, 
well-organized,  and  wholly  academic  in  nature,  and  were  entirely  satisfied  with  our 
experience  (perhaps  in  part  because  of  the  very  gratifying  assessments  given  by  the 
internationally  renowned   consultants). 

Before  leaving  the  Report  of  the  Spinks  Commission,  it  would  seem  appropriate 
to  quote  briefly  from  its  general  assessment  of  graduate  work  and  research  in  Ontario: 
"In  the  physical  sciences  the  Ontario  universities  are  already  strong.  Toronto  and 
McMaster,  Queen's  and  Western,  all  have  their  areas  of  strength  and  there  are 
impressive  examples  of  'big  science'  on  their  campuses.  .  .  .  The  biological  sciences 
have  generally  been  rather  less  fortunate,  but  at  several  universities  both  the  equip- 
ment and  facilities  for  modern  biology  .  .  .  are  excellent.  .  .  .  Toronto  is  Canada's 
principal  centre  for  [the  humanities],  and  it  displays  an  impressive  breadth  and 
depth.  .  .  .  Several  of  its  humanities  departments  are  of  world  stature,  and  in  effect 
belong  to  the  entire  world  of  scholarship.  The  Toronto  humanists  embody  a  central 
core  of  traditional  studies,  with  many  new  initiatives.  .  .  .  Toronto  and  Queen's  have 
for  very  many  years  dominated  [the  social  sciences]  in  Canada.  .  .  .  Our  main  anxiety 
is  with  the  professional  faculties,  especially  engineering  and  medicine.  Here  the 
beginnings  have  often  to  be  made."  To  what  extent  these  final  strictures,  which  are 
made  about  the  province  as  a  whole,  apply  to  this  University  may  be  the  subject  of 
debate;  the  rest  gives  ground  for  sober  satisfaction,  touched  (for  a  graduate  dean 
whose  own  field  is  in  the  humanities)  with  a  little  exultation. 

Last  year's  report  mentioned  the  Report  of  the  Users  Committee  on  the 
Graduate  Complex,  which  recommended  the  construction  of  residence  accommoda- 
tion, a  Graduate  Students'  Union,  an  administrative  headquarters  for  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies  and  certain  academic  facilities.  That  Report  received  approval 
in  principle  from  the  President's  Council,  together  with  the  recommendation  of  a 
high  priority  for  construction;  it  was  then  sent  by  the  President  to  the  Presidential 
Advisory  Committee  on  Accommodation  and  Facilities  for  further  work.  Simul- 
taneously, it  was  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Governors  Committee  on  University 
Residences,  whose  subsequent  report  on  residence  accommodation  supported  our 
recommendations.  Thus  endorsed,  the  Report  went  to  the  Planning  Division,  which 
produced  a  "Building  Programme:  Development  Principles"  incorporating  the 
various  recommendations  in  a  conceptual  plan  and  supporting  our  choice  of  a  site. 

One  element  of  the  total  scheme  was  that  accommodation  for  married  students 
would  be  separate  from  that  for  single  students  and  would  be  constructed  off-campus 
through  the  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation  and  commercial  developers.  As 
a  result  of  this  policy,  a  high-rise  building  to  house  750  student  families  is  being 
constructed  on  Charles  Street  between  Yonge  and  Bay,  with  the  expectation  that 
a  portion  of  the  space  will  be  available  for  the  beginning  of  the  1968-69  session,  the 
rest  coming  into  service  the  following  year.  Progress  on  single  students'  housing  has 
been  slower.  Some  immediate  if  limited  provision  has  been  made  through  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  St.  George  Apartments  at  St.  George  and  Bloor  Streets,  but  renovations 
to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Fire  Marshal  have  proved  more  expensive  than 
was  anticipated  by  Simcoe  Hall,  and  it  has  felt  obliged  to  impose  a  scale  of  rental 
charges  which  is  proving  something  of  a  deterrent  to  impecunious  graduate  students. 
The  School  of  Graduate  Studies  is  continuing  its  representations  in  favour  of  reduced 
rentals,  and  we  are  not  without  hope  of  receiving  favourable  consideration. 

At  the  end  of  the  session  the  Assistant  Dean,  Dr.  W.  C.  Winegard,  left  to  become 
President  of  the  University  of  Guelph.  His  departure  is  a  hard  loss  for  the  School  and 
the  University,  and  most  of  all  for  me.  He  became  Assistant  Dean  at  my  request  and 
from  the  outset  contributed  powerfully  not  only  to  the  School's  administration  but 
also  to  the  formulation  and  development  of  policy.  We  bid  him  farewell  with  regret 
and  gratitude.  Professor  Keith  Yates,  of  Chemistry,  has  accepted  appointment  as 
the  new  Assistant  Dean,  and  took  office  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review.  At  the 
time   of   writing   he    has   already   demonstrated   his   grasp    of    the    difficulties    and 
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opportunities  facing  the  School,  and  has  shown  that  there  will  be  no  falling  off  in  the 
vigour  and  competence  with  which  this  office  addresses  them.  I  am  grateful  to  the 
Associate  and  Assistant  Deans,  the  Chairmen  of  Graduate  Departments  and  Directors 
of  Centres  and  Institutes,  the  Graduate  Councillors,  and  the  Secretary  and  staff  of 
the  School  for  a  year  of  hard  and  devoted  service.

PRESIDENTS  REPORT  129 

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  DENTISTRY 

An  event  took  place  during  the  1966-67  session,  in  May,  1967,  to  be  more  specific, 
which  held  more  than  passing  interest  for  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry.  From  the  fall  of 
1966  many  members  of  the  staff  were  busily  engaged  in  preparation  for  the  joint 
Canadian  Dental  Association-Ontario  Dental  Association  convention  to  be  held  in 
Toronto,  featuring  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Ontario  Dental 
Association.  Thus  in  the  same  year  as  the  founding  fathers  of  Confederation  gathered 
to  create  Canada,  another  group  met  to  found  the  Ontario  Dental  Association. 

Within  a  few  months  of  the  organization  of  the  dentists  in  Ontario  in  1867, 
the  same  men  were  responsible  for  persuading  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  to  pass  the 
Act  Respecting  Dentistry,  thus  creating  the  Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons.  A  few 
yeai-s  after  its  incorporation  the  Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  established  the  first 
dental  school  in  Ontario,  which  was  the  forerunner  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  of 
the  University  of  Toronto.  Hence  active  participation  by  members  of  the  staff  in 
the  recent  Centennial  Celebrations  in  May  was  inevitable  both  for  historical  and 
academic  reasons. 

As  this  event  in  history  passes  and  we  look  forward  to  the  celebration  of  one 
hundred  years  of  dental  education  in  a  few  years'  time,  it  is  appropriate  that  the 
Faculty  should  be  concerned  about  future  educational  patterns. 

The  health  professions  generally  are  aware  that  significant  changes  are  taking 
place  which  call  for  a  review  of  their  philosophy  and  practices  in  education.  The 
changes  envisaged  are  related  to  general  social  trends,  participation  of  governments 
in  providing  health  services,  the  expanding  use  of  auxiliaries,  increased  specialization 
and  similar  forces  which  will  affect  the  provision  of  professional  services  in  the 
future.  Dentistry  is  no  exception,  and  such  changes  will  affect  the  curriculum  of  the 
Faculty  of  Dentistry.  It  seems  appropriate,  therefore,  that  a  comprehensive  study  of 
the  curriculum  should  be  undertaken  to  ensure  that  graduates  in  the  years  ahead  will 
be  adequately  prepared  for  their  responsibilities. 

With  this  long-range  objective  in  mind,  a  Curriculum  Review  Committee  was 
established  in  the  fall  of  1966  with  Mr.  J.  H.  Sword,  Vice-Provost  of  the  University, 
as  Chairman.  The  Committee,  under  Mr.  Sword,  comprises  Dr.  J.  Kreutzer,  Dr.  J.  E. 
Speck,  Dr.  Blake  McAdam,  Dr.  A.  T.  Storey  and  Dr.  C.  E.  Purdy  (Co-ordinating 
Secretary) .  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  Sword,  as  an  impartial 
chairman,  and  we  regret  that  the  demands  on  his  time  as  Acting  President  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  session  1967-68  will  make  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue 
with  the  Committee.  His  place  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  will  be  taken  by 
Professor  D.  F.  Forster,  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President,  University  of  Toronto. 

The  Committee  has  been  meeting  every  week  since  the  beginning  of  January, 
1967,  and  there  is  evidence  already  that  it  realizes  the  enormous  responsibility  which 
it  has  undertaken.  It  has  initiated  a  comprehensive  study  of  all  aspects  of  the  under- 
graduate curriculum.  It  has  invited  comments,  observations  and  recommendations 
of  students  currently  registered  in  the  Faculty,  recent  graduates,  graduates  of  earlier 
years,  department  chairmen  and  staff.  The  work  of  the  Committee  is  proceeding 
systematically  and  thoroughly,  and  will  not  likely  be  completed  for  many  months.  No 
deadlines  have  been  set  in  order  to  give  the  Committee  ample  time  for  its  delibera- 
tions. The  ultimate  recommendations  of  the  Committee  will  be  carefully  studied 
by  the  Faculty  Council  before  submission  to  the  Senate  of  the  University. 

A  review  of  the  postgraduate  and  graduate  registration  figures  for  the  past  five 
years  indicates  a  steady  yearly  increase.  For  the  period  1962-67,  students  registered 
in  graduate  dental  education  have  more  than  doubled  (from  29  to  60).  Applications 
for  full-time  courses  of  one  to  three  years'  duration  are  increasing  significantly.  Con- 
tinued growth  and  expansion,  however,  is  going  to  be  limited  by  physical  facilities. 
The  accommodation  at  124  Edward  Street  was  planned  to  house  approximately  fifty 
students  in  the  postgraduate  and  graduate  categories. 
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It  would  appear  that  this  Faculty  has  an  important  responsibility  to  provide  for 
increasing  numbers  of  students  seeking  specialty  courses,  graduate  education  and 
teacher  training.  Expansion  of  the  accommodation  and  staff  for  this  purpose  is 
urgently  needed.  At  the  request  of  the  Vice-President  (Health  Sciences),  Dr.  John 
D.  Hamilton,  a  Users'  Committee  was  established  in  March,  1967,  "to  study  proposals 
and  prepare  a  report  on  expansion  of  the  facilities  and  staff  of  the  Division  of  Post- 
graduate Dental  Education."  Dr.  A.  M.  Hunt  was  named  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee. The  Committee  includes  three  statutory  members  of  the  University  adminis- 
tration, namely,  Mr.  F.  R.  Stone,  Vice-President  (Administration)  ;  Mr.  F.  J.  Hastie, 
Director  of  the  Physical  Plant;  Dr.  R.  R.  McLaughlin,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Division;  and  Drs.  R.  M.  Grainger,  D.  G.  Woodside,  R.  C.  Burgess  and  M.  C. 
Johnston  from  the  Faculty,  with  Dr.  K.  J.  Paynter  and  the  Dean,  ex  officio.  This 
special  Committee  is  at  work,  meeting  once  a  week,  and  is  expected  to  report  within 
twelve  months. 

The  research  accommodation  is  now  bulging  at  the  seams.  The  space  provided 
for  research  in  the  new  building  in  1958-59  appeared  to  be  adequate,  with  ample 
room  for  expansion.  However,  the  pressure  on  the  research  quarters  is  directly  related 
to  the  increasing  enrolment  of  students  in  graduate  dental  education.  These  areas 
are  complementary  to  each  other,  and  may  function  in  the  future  as  a  single  well- 
integrated  unit. 

During  the  1967-68  session  nine  National  Research  Council  grants  to  dental  staff, 
totalling  approximately  $85,000,  and  three  Public  Health  grants  totalling  $35,000 
will  be  operative.  In  addition,  Dr.  M.  Goldner  will  continue  to  receive  National 
Research  Council  support  through  a  Dental  Research  Associateship,  and  Dr.  R.  C. 
Burgess  through  a  Dental  Research  Scholarship.  During  the  summer  of  1967,  eleven 
undergraduate  students  will  be  active  in  the  Research  Division,  supported  by  Student- 
ship Awards. 

The  age  of  computer  science  is  very  evident  in  the  Dental  Faculty.  This  develop- 
ment has  been  guided  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Grainger,  and  recently  received  additional 
emphasis  when  the  Research  Division  took  delivery  late  in  March  of  an  IBM  1130 
II  computer.  This  computer  was  purchased  with  funds  from  the  Associate  Committee 
on  Dental  Research  of  the  National  Research  Council,  and  is  thought  to  be  the  largest 
computer  anywhere  devoted  completely  to  dental  research  problems.  The  computer 
is  itself  a  powerful  machine,  but  in  addition  it  will  be  interfaced  to  the  large  IBM 
7094  II  at  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science,  University  of  Toronto,  as  a  remote 
terminal.  The  computer  configuration  in  the  Dental  Building  was  designed  to  permit 
special  attention  to  be  given  to  processing  epidemiological  and  health  survey  records 
which  demand  considerable  time  for  feeding  in  data  and  printing  out  results.  The 
computer  will  also  be  used  to  complete  the  calculations  from  other  automatic 
laboratory  equipment  such  as  the  chemical  analysers,  electromyographic  recorders 
and  the  radiation  counters.  The  computer  in  the  Research  Division  is  expected  to 
demonstrate  how  smaller  computers  may  be  used  for  the  time  consuming  work  of 
developing  and  testing  programmes  which  may  later  be  run  on  the  larger  computer. 

The  Third  Dental  Students'  Conference  on  Research  was  held  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  February  16-18,  1967.  Mr.  F.  Michael  Eggert,  a  second  year  student,  was 
chosen  as  the  representative  from  this  Faculty.  Fifty- two  students  attended  the  1966 
Conference,  representing  56  dental  schools  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Mr.  J.  J.  Bembenek,  the  1966  representative  from  this  Faculty,  wrote  an  excel- 
lent account  of  the  Conference,  which  was  published  in  the  Undergraduate  Dental 
Journal.  The  Faculty  is  making  every  effort  to  encourage  students  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  research,  through  studentships  referred  to  earlier  in  this  report  and 
attendance  at  Conferences  on  Research. 

The  first  Canadian  Dental  Association  aptitude  testing  session  was  held  on 
January  7,  1967.  A  total  of  649  applicants  was  tested  at  the  various  centres  across 
Canada.  Over  one-third  (238)  attended  the  test  centre  in  the  Dental  Building  at 
Toronto.  These  tests  will  provide  the  Faculty  Admissions  Committee  with  additional 
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useful  information.  All  prospective  dental  students  are  being  advised  that  it  is  in  their 
best  interests  to  present  themselves  for  this  test.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  valid  the 
aptitude  test  scores  will  be  in  predicting  success  in  dental  education. 

Six  new  awards  were  established  during  the  session :  the  Royal  College  of  Dental 
Surgeons'  Centennial  Admission  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  $200  in  Dental  Hygiene; 
the  Ronson  Scholarship  in  Periodontics  of  the  value  of  $2,000  in  the  first  year  of  the 
two-year  diploma  course  in  Periodontics;  the  Glenn  T.  Mitton  Medal  in  the  course 
in  Dental  Public  Health;  the  oral  pathology  prize  of  the  value  of  $50  in  the  third 
year  of  the  undergraduate  course;  the  Andree  Hebert  Brunelle  Scholarship  of  the 
value  of  $100  in  the  first  year  of  the  course  in  Dental  Hygiene;  and  the  Joseph  Harker 
Johnson  Award  provided  by  a  $6,500  trust  established  by  members  of  the  dental 
profession.  In  addition  to  the  above,  a  bequest  of  approximately  $80,000  from  the 
Estate  of  the  late  Edna  May  Amy  provided  for  the  establishment  of  the  Dr.  W.  B. 
and  Edna  May  Amy  Student  Loan  Fund. 

During  session  1965-66  (the  latest  for  which  figures  are  available)  over  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  student  aid  was  allotted  in  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry. 
A  total  of  313  students,  in  all  categories,  just  under  50  per  cent  of  the  total  registra- 
tion (637),  received  aid  valued  at  $262,240  made  up  of  $177,355  in  loans,  $83,070 
in  bursaries  and  $1,815  in  scholarships.

The  deans  and  elected  representatives  of  the  Canadian  dental  schools  met  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of  Dental  Schools  on  March  22  to  prepare  the  way  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Association  of  Canadian  Faculties  of  Dentistry.  Following  the 
adoption  of  a  formal  motion  to  establish  this  new  association,  the  proposed  constitu- 
tion was  considered  and  adopted  in  principle.  Dr.  A.  T.  Storey  of  this  Faculty  was 
elected  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  new  association.  The  Canadian  dental  schools 
which  have  been  institutional  members  of  the  American  Association  of  Dental 
Schools  since  its  inception  will  probably  remain  as  Affiliate  Members,  and  thus 
maintain  their  relationship  with  the  American  Association  of  Dental  Schools. 

We  record  with  deep  regret  the  deaths  of  two  part-time  members  of  the  staff 
during  the  current  session,  Dr.  W.  O.  Nursey  and  Dr.  R.  A.  Erickson. 

We  were  pleased  with  our  first  visiting  professorship  appointment  held  by  Dr. 
George  S.  Beagrie,  currently  Professor  of  Restorative  Dentistry  at  the  University  of 
Edinburgh.  Professor  Beagrie  was  at  the  Faculty  in  the  Department  of  Periodontology 
during  the  period  September  1,  1966,  to  February  28,  1967. 

Several  new  appointments  to  the  staff  became  effective  in  the  1966-67  academic 
session.  Dr.  Arthur  T.  Storey  joined  the  staff  on  July  1,  1966,  with  the  rank  of 
associate  professor;  after  graduation  from  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1953  and 
four  years  in  general  practice,  he  obtained  the  M.S.  degree  in  Orthodontics,  and  the 
Ph.D.  degree  in  Physiology  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  Dr.  George  A.  Zarb,  a 
dental  graduate  of  the  University  of  Malta  (1960),  also  completed  graduate  training 
at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  at  Ohio  State  University  before  being  appointed 
Assistant  Professor  of  Prosthodontics,  effective  September  1,  1966.  Dr.  William  C.

Sturtridge  graduated  from  both  the  Faculties  of  Dentistry  (1954)  and  Medicine 
(1965),  University  of  Toronto,  with  seven  years  in  dental  practice  prior  to  entering 
the  medical  course;  he  accepted  a  cross-appointment  as  Lecturer  in  Pharmacology  in 
the  Faculties  of  Medicine  and  Dentistry  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  session.  Dr. 
J.  E.  Speck  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor  of  Periodontology  on 
January  1,  1967;  he  will  assume  full  time  status  at  the  beginning  of  the  1967-68 
Session.  Miss  Linda  A.  Farley,  who  graduated  in  Dental  Hygiene  in  1965,  joined  the 
staff  as  a  full-time  instructor  in  the  Division  of  Dental  Hygiene. 

Dr.  G.  D.  Beierl,  Assistant  Professor  in  Dentistry,  retires  from  the  staff  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  1966-67  academic  session  after  49  years  of  loyal  and  devoted  service 
as  a  part-time  clinical  teacher. 

Dr.  K.  J.  Paynter  assumes  his  duties  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  at  the 
University  of  Saskatchewan  on  July  1,  1967.  Dr.  Paynter  will  be  greatly  missed,  but 
he  goes  to  his  new  responsibilities  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  entire  staff  and  all  the 
students  at  Toronto. 

Dr.  D.  W.  Stoneman  leaves  the  Faculty  to  assume  his  duties  on  July  1,  1967,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Radiology  at  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry,  University  of 
Western  Ontario.  Dr.  H.  Sorenson  has  accepted  an  appointment  as  Assistant  Professor 
of  Paedodontics  in  the  College  of  Dentistry,  University  of  Kentucky.  We  wish  both 
Dr.  Stoneman  and  Dr.  Sorenson  much  happiness  and  success  in  their  new  posts. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  sincere  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Faculty, 
both  academic  and  non-academic,  for  their  continuing  assistance  and  co-operation. 
I  would  like  also  to  acknowledge  the  generous  support  which  this  Faculty  receives 
from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  the  Academy  of  Dentistry;  the  Dental  Alumni  Associa- 
tion; the  University  of  Toronto  Associates;  the  W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation;  and  a 
host  of  individual  members  of  the  profession.  It  is  all  very  encouraging.

THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  PHARMACY 


One  of  the  significant  features  of  the  past  session  was  a  near  doubling  of  the  number 
of  applicants  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  (generally  to  second  year) .  Applica- 
tions were  received  from  53  compared  with  27  in  1965  and  24  in  1964.  All  had  one 
or  more  successful  years  in  science  courses.  Thirteen  had  one  or  more  degrees.  This 
is  a  desirable  trend  but,  if  it  continues,  it  inevitably  will  reduce  the  number  of  first 
year  students  who  can  be  accommodated  to  a  level  which  will  ensure  a  sufficient 
number  of  vacancies  for  new  second  year  students.  It  will  also  limit  and  may 
conceivably  eliminate  the  number  of  places  available  for  repeating  students. 

During  the  session  five  candidates  completed  the  requirements  for  the  degree 
Master  of  Science  in  Pharmacy,  with  thesis  titles  and  supervisors  as  follows:  under 
direction  of  Professor  J.  G.  Nairn:  J.  Blanchard,  "A  Study  of  Ion-Exchange  Resins 
and  Certain  Bile  Acids";  J.  A.  Rogers,  "The  Effect  of  Propylene  Glycol  on  Solutions 
of  Chloramphenicol  Palmitate  and  Cetomagrol  1000";  R.  J.  Sauchuk,  "The  Rate 
of  Binding  of  Bilirubin  by  Ion-Exchange  Resins";  under  Professor  R.  M.  Baxter: 
N.  Zahid,  "Regulatory  Factors  in  Biosynthesis  of  Ergot  Alkaloids";  and  with 
Professor  G.  C.  Walker's  direction:  Miss  B.  J.  McGee,  "Some  Factors  Affecting 
the  Release  and  Availability  of  Drugs  from  Hard  Gelatin  Capsules."  Ten  others 
are  enrolled  as  master's  candidates  and  three  in  Ph.D.  programmes. 

Professor  S.  I.  Kandel  has  completed  an  interesting  phase  of  his  continuing 
studies  on  protein  and  peptide  structure.  He  has  initiated  studies  toward  the  elucida- 
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tion  of  the  chemical  nature  of  the  inhibition  mechanism  of  certain  sulfonamides  on 
carbonic  anhydrase.  Professor  G.  R.  Duncan  has  continued  his  studies  on  the  isolation 
and  characterization  of  constituents  of  Brucca  sumatrana  and  of  Bryonia  alba  and 
Bryonia  dioica.  He  has  commenced  investigation  of  the  structure  of  Glutinosin,  an 
antifungal  agent,  and  of  the  isolation  of  the  antihyaluronidase  agent  from  Echinocea 
pallida. 

Professor  R.  M.  Baxter  has  continued  studies  on  selectivity  and  mechanism  of 
action  of  metabolic  inhibitors ;  specifically  he  is  currently  synthesizing  and  evaluating 
some  analogues  of  puromycin  as  selective  inhibitors,  and  incorporating  fluoroacetate 
into  uridine  nucleotides  accumulating  in  a  strain  of  S.  aureus  in  the  presence  of 
penicillin. 

Professor  G.  R.  Paterson's  current  research  on  Ornithogalum  umbellatum 
involves  the  effect  of  defloration  and  maleic  acid  hydrazide  on  content  of  individual 
glycosides,  and,  in  collaboration  with  Professor  F.  W.  Teare,  the  relationship (s) 
between  pairs  of  monosides  and  biosides,  each  pair  differing  by  a  glucose  unit.  Pro- 
fessor Teare  has  developed  a  chemical  assay  method  for  the  determination  of  eserine 
in  the  presence  of  its  degradation  products  in  aqueous  solution.  He  is  also  studying 
the  gas  chromatography  of  cardiac  glycosides  and  glycoside  production  in  the  leaves 
of  Convallaria  majalis. 

Professor  G.  C.  Walker  has  continued  his  dermatophytic  research  looking  to 
the  elucidation  of  the  structure  of  Tonsopurin  and  Steroid  E  from  Trichophyton 
tonsurans.  He  has  also  extended  his  studies  on  the  release  and  availability  of  drugs 
from  various  dosage  forms,  e.g.,  tolbutamide,  caramiphen  hydrochloride,  atropine 
sulphate  and  acetylsalicylic  acid  from  certain  solid  dosage  forms.  Professor  J.  G. 
Nairn  has  completed  several  phases  and  is  continuing  other  studies  on  (a)  factors 
affecting  the  binding  of  toxic  substances  for  solids  such  as  ion-exchange  resins  and 
silica  gel,  and  (b)  effect  of  certain  surfactants  and  temperature  on  stabilization 
of  drugs. 

Three  candidates  completed  the  requirements  for  certificates  awarded  by  several 
hospitals  upon  completion  of  residencies  in  Hospital  Pharmacy,  in  which  this  Faculty 
participates.  Arrangements  were  completed  late  in  the  session  for  Toronto  General 
Hospital  and  St.  Michael's  Hospital  to  participate  in  this  programme  commencing 
next  session.  The  Faculty  will  then  be  co-operating  with  five  hospitals  in  the  super- 
vision of  postgraduate  residencies,  the  others  being:  Women's  College  Hospital,  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital,  Hamilton,  and  Westminster  Hospital,  London.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
acquisition  of  Sunnybrook  Hospital  by  the  University  will  ultimately  provide  for  an 
expansion  of  this  programme  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  in  undergraduate 
teaching. 

The  Faculty  presented  a  brief  to  the  Committee  on  the  Healing  Arts  in  December 
and  appeared  before  the  Committee  in  February.  This  Committee  was  established 
by  the  Ontario  government  to  inquire  into  all  aspects  of  the  health  professions  and 
associated  vocations,  including  practice,  discipline,  education  and  legislation  relating 
to  each.  In  the  brief  from  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  essential  information  was  pro- 
vided concerning  pharmaceutical  education  in  the  Province,  e.g.,  history,  structure 
and  staffing  pattern  of  the  Faculty,  admission  requirements,  curriculum,  graduate 
studies,  continuing  education,  relationship  with  the  regulatory  and  practising  bodies. 
In  addition  the  nature  of  pharmaceutical  practice  was  discussed  as  well  as  the 
numerical  and  qualitative  adequacy  of  practitioners. 

The  brief  dealt  with  the  increasing  shortage  of  pharmacists,  the  consequent 
need  for  another  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  in  Ontario  and  the  urgency  for  such  before 
drug  benefits  are  included  in  a  government  medical  care  plan.  The  under-utilization 
of  community  pharmacists  in  their  professional  capacity  was  discussed.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  study  be  given  to  regulations  which  would  ensure  the  full  utilization  of 
these  practitioners  in  professional  functions.  Legislative  changes  were  proposed  to 
strengthen  hospital  pharmacy.  Problems  of  the  Faculty  were  presented,  especially 
the  need  for  more  financial  support  for  the  graduate  and  research  programmes. 
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The  publication  of  the  Report  of  the  Research  Committee  to  the  Committee 
of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario,  entitled  The  Health  Sciences  in  Ontario 
Universities,  Recent  Experience  and  Prospects  for  the  Next  Decade,  was  a  source  of 
considerable  concern  to  the  Faculty  in  respect  to  its  proposals  for  pharmacy.  These 
appeared  to  infer  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  university  degree  pro- 
gramme is  not  required  for  community  pharmaceutical  practice  but  mainly  for 
training  of  leaders  and  for  graduate  study.  In  our  submission  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Healing  Arts  we  expressed  disagreement  with  this  concept:  "To  place  responsi- 
bility for  the  interpretation  of  prescriptions  and  the  selection  of  the  correct  medication 
and  checking  of  dosage  and  related  factors  in  the  hands  of  persons  with  lesser  train- 
ing would  create  a  serious  and  completely  unnecessary  health  hazard  for  the  people 
of  this  Province."  It  may  be,  however,  that  this  is  not  what  was  intended  by  the 
Committee.  If  the  intent  were  to  suggest  that  some  of  the  tasks  performed  by  phar- 
macists in  many  retail  pharmacies  could  be  performed  by  persons  with  less  training, 
we  would  agree.  Certainly  there  must  be  what  was  termed  by  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Health  Services  a  "reorganization"  of  community  pharmacy.  A  study  to  this  end 
is  now  under  way  in  Ontario  and  a  Commission  on  Pharmaceutical  Services  has 
been  named  to  conduct  an  intensive  study  of  pharmacy  at  the  national  level.  But 
whether  or  not  another  category  of  persons  with  a  somewhat  lower  educational 
requirement  should  be  provided  has  yet  to  be  determined.  In  any  event  if  such  a 
category  were  established,  in  our  view  at  least  one  additional  university  faculty  of 
pharmacy  would  still  be  required.  The  current  deficit  of  pharmacists  has  reached 
such  proportions  that  in  1967  more  than  50  pharmacists  from  other  jurisdictions  will 
have  registered  in  Ontario. 

The  Faculty  believes  that  the  pharmacist  of  the  future,  in  both  community  and 
hospital  practice  alike,  will  need  to  play  an  increasingly  important  role  in  providing 
drug  information  service.  To  do  this  effectively  will  require  not  less  training,  but 
possibly  more,  and  certainly  a  somewhat  different  educational  experience.  The 
student  will  need  to  become  more  "patient  oriented"  and  less  "product  oriented". 
This  is  now  under  study  in  the  Faculty  with  a  view  to  making  such  curricular  changes 
as  are  found  to  be  desirable  and  practicable.  Certainly  it  is  essential  that  this  educa- 
tion be  provided  in  the  university  and  the  hospital  environment. 

My  colleagues  of  the  academic  staff  continue  to  make  substantial  contributions 
to  the  profession  at  national,  provincial  and  even  international  levels.  Some  of  these 
should  be  recorded.  Professor  Paterson  presented  two  addresses  at  the  Vllth  Pan- 
American  Congress  of  Pharmacy  and  Biochemistry  in  Buenos  Aires,  at  which  he 
was  re-elected  a  director  of  the  Pan-American  Federation  of  Pharmacy  and  Bio- 
chemistry, and  an  honorary  vice-president  of  the  Congress.  He  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties  in  1966  and  has  organized 
the  centennial  programme  of  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Professor 
D.  J.  Stewart  was  1966  President  of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists. 
Professor  Walker  was  appointed  to  the  Editorial  Advisory  Board  of  the  Canadian 
Journal  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences.  Professor  Baxter,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Future  Planning  of  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties,  pre- 
sented an  extensive  report  in  August,  1966,  recommending  an  exhaustive  study  of 
pharmacy  in  Canada,  with  specific  reference  to  the  future  role  of  the  pharmacist 
in  society,  the  manpower  and  the  educational  requirements,  student  recruitment, 
the  role  of  auxiliary  personnel.  He  then  served  as  Chairman  of  a  Steering  Committee 
of  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association  which  has  established  a  Commission 
on  Pharmaceutical  Services  to  conduct  the  study.  Professor  Teare  has  been  appointed 
editor  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Canadian  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties.  Pro- 
fessor H.  J.  Fuller  continued  his  annual  survey  of  pharmacy  operations  for  the 
Canadian    Pharmaceutical   Association. 

For  the  sixth  successive  session  the  Faculty  provided,  through  the  Division  of 
University  Extension,  a  series  of  evening  lectures  to  pharmacists,  extending  over  20 
weeks.  The  series  was  entitled  "Drugs  and  the  Central  Nervous  System"  and  the 
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lecturers  were  Dr.  Joan  Marshman,  Professor  G.  R.  Paterson,  Professor  S.  K.  Sim, 
Dr.  B.  M.  Stewart.  This  contribution  to  the  continuing  education  of  our  alumni  is 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  D.  R.  Kennedy. 

Four  new  annual  scholarships  were  established:  The  Ed  Mirvish  Centennial 
Scholarship,  $550,  presented  by  Honest  Ed's  Pharmacy  Ltd.;  Lord's  Pharmacy  Ltd. 
Scholarship,  $1,000,  presented  by  Harbord  Pharmacy  Ltd.;  Fulford-Dodds  Ltd. 
Scholarship,  $400;  and  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Centennial  Scholarship,  $500.  In 
addition,  two  special  Centennial  awards  were  made  available  for  1967:  Whitehall 
Laboratories  Centennial  Scholarship,  $500;  and  Rho  Pi  Phi  Centennial  Scholarships 
totalling  $1,000.  Gifts  to  the  R.  O.  Hurst  Library  were  also  made  by  Mrs.  R.  O. 
Hurst  and,  anonymously,  by  an  alumnus  who  has  made  a  similar  contribution 
annually  since  1951. 

Visiting  lecturers  sponsored  in  the  Graduate  Department  of  Pharmacy  by  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies  were:  Dr.  R.  H.  Thorp,  Professor  of  Pharmacology, 
University  of  Sydney,  Australia,  speaking  on  "Cardiac  Stimulant  Substances,"  and 
Dr.  Gerhard  Levy,  Professor  and  Chairman,  Department  of  Biopharmaceutics,  School 
of  Pharmacy,  State  University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo,  on  "Pharmacokinetics  of 
Salicylate  Elimination  in  Man." 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  all  of  my  colleagues  in  the  Faculty, 
both  academic  and  nonacademic,  for  their  unfailing  loyalty.  The  generous  support 
of  other  members  of  the  Faculty  Council  and  of  the  alumni  and  professional  associa- 
tions is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.

FACULTY  OF  ARCHITECTURE,  URBAN  AND  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECTURE 

During  the  session  1966-67,  the  School  of  Architecture  assumed  Faculty  status.  In 
view  of  the  importance  of  this  change  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  outline  briefly 
the  development  of  the  division  since  the  introduction  of  classes  in  architecture 
nearly  eighty  years  ago. 

Instruction  in  architecture  was  first  given  at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1890 
when  a  "Department  of  Architecture"  was  established  in  the  School  of  Practical 
Science,  later  to  become  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  The 
course  was  of  four  years'  duration  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Applied 
Science,  a  pattern  that  remained  virtually  unchanged  under  the  administration  of 
the  first  Professor  of  Architecture,  C.  H.  C.  Wright,  an  engineer  by  training. 

The  architectural  profession  in  Canada  developed  rapidly  after  the  First  World 
War,  and  this  was  reflected  in  improvements  to  the  educational  programme.  In  1922 
the  name  of  the  degree  was  changed  to  "Bachelor  of  Architecture"  and  a  master's 
degree  was  offered.  In  1928  the  course  was  extended  from  four  to  five  years  in 
conformity  with  educational  practice  at  major  British  and  North  American  uni- 
versities. 

C.  H.  C.  Wright  retired  in  1934  after  more  than  forty  years  of  service  to  the 
University;  he  was  succeeded  by  Colonel  H.  H.  Madill,  an  architect  who  had  taught 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  since  1912.  Under  Colonel 
Madill's  administration  the  department  was  renamed  "School  of  Architecture,"  and 
in  1948  became  an  independent  division  of  the  University,  although  retaining  close 
and  cordial  relations  with  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  During 
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the  next  decade  the  School  grew  in  size  and  strength.  Enrolment  increased  from  23 
in  1939  to  220  in  1946-47  when,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  demobilized 
servicemen,  special  accommodation  had  to  be  provided  at  Ajax.  Between  1946 
and  1956  the  situation  gradually  stabilized,  but  applications  for  admission  frequently 
exceeded  capacity  and  the  Board  of  Governors  agreed  eventually  to  limit  enrolment 
to  60  in  the  first  year.  During  the  present  session  (1966-67)  241  students  were 
admitted  to  the  five-year  undergraduate  programme. 

The  curriculum  of  the  School  was  modelled  largely  upon  the  British  pattern,  but 
with  a  heavier  lecture  load,  especially  in  mathematics  and  engineering  subjects.  An 
exceptionally  successful  feature  of  the  programme  was  the  sketch  camp,  formerly 
at  Gull  Lake  and  later  at  Dorset,  which  produced  and  continues  to  produce  work 
of  a  quality  rarely  equalled  by  any  other  school  of  architecture. 

The  standard  of  undergraduate  work  generally  was  high  and,  in  company  with 
McGill  and  the  University  of  Manitoba,  the  Bachelor  of  Architecture  degree  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  was  "recognized"  in  1930  by  the  Royal  Institute  of  British 
Architects  as  equivalent  to  that  of  recognized  schools  in  the  United  Kingdom.  This 
meant  that  University  of  Toronto  graduates  could  apply  for  election  as  associate 
members  of  the  R.I.B.A.  after  passing  an  examination  in  professional  practice. 

Although  a  master's  programme  was  established  in  1922  the  School  made  but  a 
modest  contribution  in  the  field  of  graduate  studies  and  from  1922  to  1960  only  12 
Master  of  Architecture  degrees  were  conferred.  Neither  the  academic  nor  the  pro- 
fessional climate  in  North  America  was  particularly  conducive  at  that  time  to 
research  and  scholarly  work  in  architecture,  and  the  physical  facilities  in  which  the 
School  operated  were  deplorably  inadequate.  In  recent  years  the  graduate  pro- 
gramme has  attracted  more  candidates  and  from  1960  to  1967  27  master's  degrees  in 
architecture  have  been  conferred. 

Colonel  H.  H.  Madill  retired  in  1957,  and  Professor  Milton  Osborne  of  Penn- 
sylvania State  University  was  invited  as  Acting  Director  for  one  year  in  1957-58: 
the  present  Dean  was  appointed  Director  in  1958. 

Formal  instruction  in  town  and  regional  planning  was  introduced  in  1933  when 
lecture  courses  were  given  to  architects  at  undergraduate  level.  Included  among 
the  teachers  who  contributed  in  the  early  days  were  Anthony  Adamson,  who  is  still 
closely  associated  with  the  School;  Humphrey  Carver,  now  a  Director  of  Central 
Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation;  Matthew  Lawson,  later  Director  of  Planning, 
City  of  Toronto;  and  Professor  Jacqueline  Tyrwhitt  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Design,  Harvard  University. 

The  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning  was  established  during  the  session 
1954-55  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Gordon  Stephenson,  and  offered  a  one-year, 
postgraduate  Diploma  course.  Seven  diplomas  were  awarded  in  the  following  year 
(1956)   and  thereafter,  until  1960,  enrolment  averaged  about  15. 

Professor  Stephenson  resigned  in  1960  in  order  to  return  to  the  University  of 
Western  Australia,  Perth,  and  Professor  John  Dakin,  who  had  joined  the  staff  in 
1959,  was  appointed  Acting  Head;  in  1961  Professor  Dakin  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  Head  of  the  Division. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  Diploma  Course  as  a  means  of  educating  planners  had 
been  clear  from  its  inception;  Professor  Stephenson  described  it  quite  accurately  as 
no  more  than  an  introductory  course,  and  recommended  that  an  interdisciplinary 
master's  programme  in  planning  be  set  up.  Between  1959  and  1962  several  attempts 
were  made  to  obtain  approval  for  such  a  programme  and  finally,  in  1963,  a  Master 
of  Science  degree  in  Urban  and  Regional  Planning  was  established.  (It  should  be 
noted  that  in  order  to  conform  with  popular  usage  the  adjective  "urban"  has  now 
been  substituted  for  "town"  in  all  references  to  the  new  Department  and  its  academic 
offering. ) 

In  the  early  1950's  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Architecture,  Colonel  Madill, 
was  approached  by  the  Canadian  Society  of  Landscape  Architects  with  a  proposal 
that  an  undergraduate  professional  course  in  the  discipline  should  be  introduced 
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in  the  School.  Nothing  came  of  this,  however,  but  a  lecture  course  in  Landscape 
Architecture  was  included  in  the  curriculum  for  architects. 

The  present  Dean  raised  the  matter  again  some  years  later  with  both  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  G.S.L.A.  Between  1959  and  1963  exhaustive  studies  were  made  and 
leading  educationalists  and  practitioners  consulted.  In  the  spring  of  1965  Senate 
approved  the  establishment  of  a  four-year  undergraduate  programme  and  the  first 
students  were  enrolled  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  At  present  the  course  is  under  the 
direction  of  an  Acting  Chairman,  Professor  Michael  Hough,  who  is  assisted  by  Pro- 
fessor Richard  A.  Strong,  formerly  a  partner  of  Hideo  Sasaki,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Landscape  Architecture  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Design. 
Five  students  enrolled  in  the  first  year;  in  1966  10  enrolled,  and  an  annual  intake 
of  about  10  to  15  is  anticipated. 

Like  many  schools  of  architecture,  the  University  of  Toronto  School  had  to 
accommodate  itself  to  quite  inadequate  working  space.  From  about  1948  to  1958 
it  was  housed  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  old  S.P.S.  building,  now  demolished;  there 
were  studios  in  the  basement  of  Convocation  Hall  without  natural  light,  and  in  the 
Upper  Examination  Hall  with  roof  lights  only.  The  Division  of  Town  and  Regional 
Planning  occupied  an  old  house  on  St.  George  Street.  With  such  an  arrangement 
administration  and  academic  control  was  very  difficult  and  the  environment  more 
than  a  little  depressing.  Although  the  modelling  workshop  was  well  equipped,  the 
library  was  inadequate  and  was  run  on  an  ad  hoc  basis  by  a  secretary.  There  was 
a  large  collection  of  black  and  white  glass  slides,  but  no  collection  of  colour  trans- 
parencies; there  were  no  laboratory  facilities  and  staff  offices  were  at  a  premium. 

However,  the  School  was  offered  and  accepted  the  former  Victoria  Curling 
Rink  on  Huron  Street  as  an  alternative  home,  and  after  considerable  cleaning  and 
renovation  the  building  was  occupied  in  the  winter  of  1958.  It  was  at  this  time  that 
the  official  offer  of  cream,  green  and  brown  paint,  the  colours  then  used  for  interior 
decoration  by  the  University,  was  gently  but  firmly  refused,  and  white  and  grey 
requested.  Furniture  of  improved  design  was  sought  and  found.  This,  it  is  believed, 
marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  brighter  policy  in  the  University  of  Toronto's 
interior  design  programme! 

The  rink,  built  in  1887  with  a  great  arched  timber  roof  of  80-foot  span,  was  a 
stimulating  place  to  work  in,  and  students  and  staff  responded  well.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  record  that  at  this  time  ( 1959-62)  studies  were  made  and  projects  prepared 
by  senior  undergraduate  students  for  a  new  master  plan  for  the  West  Campus  (with 
St.  George  Street  depressed)  ;  the  development  of  the  south  side  of  Queen  Street 
opposite  Revell's  new  City  Hall  as  a  cultural  centre  for  Toronto;  and  the  redesign 
of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  site.  A  programme  of  lectures  and  visits  by 
distinguished  architects  and  others  was  introduced,  and  a  continuing  series  of 
exhibitions  arranged  and  made  available  to  other  divisions  of  the  University,  the 
profession  and  the  public. 

In  1961,  the  Victoria  Rink  and  the  house  were  demolished  to  make  way  for 
new  Chemistry  and  Physics  buildings. 

The  School  of  Architecture  moved  to  its  present  home  in  the  former  School 
of  Dental  Surgery,  230  College  Street,  where  for  the  first  time  it  was  possible  to 
house  architects  and  planners  together.  The  library  was  given  its  proper  place  in 
the  heart  of  the  building,  a  qualified  librarian  was  appointed,  and  a  good  collection 
of  slides  set  up  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Ontario  Association  of  Architects. 
Space  was  allocated  for  a  construction  laboratory,  a  workshop,  photographic  dark 
rooms,  exhibition  areas,  samples  room,  and  a  studio  for  a  resident  artist.  Good, 
well-lit  working  space  for  students  was  at  last  available. 

In  these  improved  circumstances  the  School  was  able  to  more  firmly  establish 
its  identity  as  an  active  and  integral  part  of  the  University.  Now,  of  course,  its 
multi-disciplinary  offering  and  growing  graduate  programmes  are  causing  space 
problems.  Not  unnaturally  the  Faculty  hopes  that  before  too  long  it  may  be  housed 
in  a  building  designed  for,  and  worthy  of,  the  environmental  disciplines  it  represents. 
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Department  of  Architecture 
The  Staff 

The  Department  of  Architecture  will  have  as  its  first  chairman,  Professor  John 
Andrews,  a  young  Australian-born  architect  who  in  the  past  five  years  while  on  our 
staff  has  established  an  international  reputation  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
designers  in  North  America.  In  1958,  while  still  at  Harvard,  he  was  a  finalist  in  the 
Toronto  City  Hall  competition  and,  thereafter,  worked  for  John  B.  Parkin  and 
Associates.  Recently  in  collaboration  with  Page  &  Steele,  architects,  he  designed 
Scarborough  College  for  the  University  of  Toronto,  prepared  a  master  plan  for  the 
St.  George  and  Erindale  campuses,  and  contributed  to  Expo  '67.  He  is  now  at  work 
on  projects  in  the  Maritimes,  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  and  elsewhere 
in  Canada;  in  Miami,  Florida  and  other  centres  in  the  United  States. 

During  the  past  year  the  staff  has  been  active  in  many  areas  of  academic  and 
professional  life  and  the  following  may  be  of  especial  interest. 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Architectural  Education  of  the  recently  formed 
Commonwealth  Association  of  Architects  Dr.  Howarth  attended  meetings  in  London 
in  December,  1966,  and  the  C.A.A.  Assembly  in  New  Delhi  in  March,  1967,  sub- 
sequently visiting  schools  of  architecture  at  universities  in  Thailand,  Hong  Kong, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand.  He  was  appointed  Commonwealth  representative  to  an 
international  committee  to  study  ways  and  means  of  improving  professional  relation- 
ships and  devising  reciprocal  arrangements  for  registration  to  practise  architecture. 

Professor  Raymore  attended  the  conference  of  the  joint  International  Committee 
of  the  Specifications  Institute  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Specification  Writers 
Association  of  Canada  held  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Professors  Elken,  Jung,  Lee  and  Robb  are  engaged  upon  practical  research  in 
the  design  of  multistorey  buildings  of  load-bearing  wall  construction.  Professor  Lee 
read  a  paper  on  the  subject  to  the  National  Concrete  Masonry  Association  Con- 
vention in  San  Francisco,  and  later  to  the  Toronto  Chapter  of  that  association. 

Professor  Kent  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  Design  Workshop  conducted  by 
the  Edmonton  Public  School  Board.  He  represented  the  School  of  Architecture  at 
the  Banff  Session  '67,  a  seminar  arranged  by  the  University  of  Alberta  in  colla- 
boration with  the  Alberta  Association  of  Architects. 

Professor  Ronald  Whiteley  attended  a  seminar  "Computers  and  Design  in 
Communication"  at  the  University  of  Waterloo. 

Professor  Diamond  attended  conferences  in  Winnipeg,  Washington  and  Banff 
and  has  been  awarded  a  Canada  Council  grant  to  attend  the  international  seminar 
on  ekistics  in  Athens  in  July,  1967.  He  was  largely  responsible  for  the  design  of 
an  exhibition  "This  City  Now,"  the  Ontario  Art  Gallery's  Centennial  Project. 

Professor  Robb  presided  at  the  first  general  assembly  of  the  National  Design 
Institute  in  Toronto,  and  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute  for 
the  coming  year. 

Professor  Pinker  was  visiting  critic  at  the  School  of  Architecture,  Nova  Scotia 
Technical  College,  Halifax. 

Professor  Fraser  Watts  was  given  leave  in  order  to  read  for  the  Master  of 
Landscape  Architecture  degree  at  Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Martin  Krampen,  a  new  member  of  staff  on  cross  appointment  with  the 
Department  of  Industrial  Engineering,  was  given  leave  of  absence  to  teach  for  the 
spring  term  at  Ulm,  Germany. 

The  Students 

The  total  enrolment  in  the  Faculty  was  327,  an  increase  of  18  over  last  session. 
This  number  was  comprised  of  252  undergraduate  architects,  11  landscape  archi- 
tects, 17  graduate  students  of  architecture,  and  47  students  in  the  Department  of 
Urban  and  Regional  Planning. 

The  general  standard  of  work  in  the  Department  of  Architecture  was  high 
with  some  outstanding  terminal  projects  presented  by  the  graduating  class.  Two 
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students  produced  design  theses  based  upon  computer  analysis,  and  their  work 
was  highly  praised  by  Dr.  Gotlieb  and  Dr.  Porter,  who  kindly  consented  to  serve 
on  the  jury  of  assessment.  Two  other  students  did  special  studies  of  the  design  of 
wards  in  rehabilitation  hospitals,  and  they,  too,  were  highly  commended  by  the 
examiners.  By  and  large  the  result  of  the  year's  work  was  very  encouraging.  The 
calibre  of  student  in  the  Department  is  excellent  and  this,  along  with  the  reduced 
failure  rate,  reflects  credit  upon  Professor  Barker  and  his  panels  who  work  within 
the  selection  system  we  have  developed  over  the  past  few  years. 

Two  architectural  students,  J.  Fowell  and  J.  Jorden,  have  been  selected  to 
represent  Canada  at  the  forthcoming  Congress  of  the  International  Union  of 
Architects  at  Prague.  Nominations  were  requested  by  the  Royal  Architectural 
Institute  of  Canada,  and  contributions  have  been  received  from  members  of  the 
alumni  to  defray  expenses. 

The  Student  Society  organized  spontaneously  an  auction  sale  of  original  works 
of  art  in  aid  of  the  Querini-Stampalia  Library,  Venice,  damaged  in  the  recent 
floods.  The  auction  was  held  in  Hart  House  and  over  $600  was  sent  to  Dr. 
Mazzariol,  the  director,  who  had  lectured  at  the  School  in  the  fall. 

The  success  of  various  social  events  during  the  year  and  of  the  recently 
instituted  annual  dinner  to  mark  the  inauguration  of  Open  House  have  been  a 
measure  of  the  liveliness  and  vitality  of  the  student  body. 

Visiting  Lecturers 

The  following  special  lecturers  and  critics  visited  the  school  during  the  session 
and  contributed  to  our  programme:  Professor  Thomas  Stifter  of  Harvard;  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Kahn  of  North  Carolina  State  University;  Professor  Peter  Prangnell 
of  Columbia  University;  Professor  Richard  Haag,  landscape  architect,  of  Washing- 
ton University;  Mr.  Hugh  Hardy  of  New  York,  a  specialist  in  theatre  design  and 
illumination;  Dr.  D.  G.  Mazzariol,  Director  of  the  Querini-Stampalia  Library, 
Venice;  Roberto  Burle  Marx  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  artist  and  landscape  architect; 
Mr.  George  Grenfell  Baines,  architect,  Great  Britain;  Professor  Bernard  J.  SabarofT, 
architect  and  engineer,  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design;  Mr.  William  Allen, 
formerly  Head  of  the  Architectural  Association,  School  of  Architecture,  London; 
Professor  Gilbert  Herbert  of  the  University  of  Adelaide. 

A  generous  grant  from  the  Canada  Council  made  possible  the  visits  by 
Dr.  Mazzariol  and  Mr.  Marx  to  schools  of  architecture  in  Canada.  Professor  Kenzo 
Tange  of  Tokyo,  who  had  received  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  visited  the  School,  and  was  very  complimentary  about  the  programme 
and  the  students'  work  that  he  examined. 

Exhibitions 

The  following  exhibitions  were  presented  and  were  very  well  attended: 
"Dorset  Night"  the  work  of  students  at  sketch  camp;  "The  Work  of  Arvind 
Narale,"  paintings  and  sketches  by  an  Indian  graduate  student  in  the  master's 
programme,  which  was  supplemented  by  "Architecture  in  Colour,"  selected  work 
of  students  in  the  Department  of  Fine  Art  who  take  classes  with  Professor  Hall; 
"Watercolour  Painting,"  the  41st  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Canadian  Society  of 
Painters  in  Watercolours. 

Two  exhibitions  were  of  especial  interest.  First,  "The  Work  of  Charles  Rennie 
Mackintosh,  Architect,  1868-1928,"  one  of  the  pioneers  of  modern  architecture; 
this  was  the  first  comprehensive  exhibition  of  his  work — including  furniture,  graphic 
design  and  paintings — to  be  shown  in  North  America.  Second,  "Crafts  in  Archi- 
tecture," an  outstanding  exhibition  of  work  by  Canadian  craftsmen  that  was 
arranged  in  collaboration  with  Miss  Anita  Aarons  of  Architecture  Canada. 

Interdisciplinary  Contributions 

In  addition  to  contributions  made  to  undergraduate  programmes  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fine  Art  and  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  graduate 
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students  were  accepted  for  special  courses  from  the  Centre  for  Medieval  Studies 
and  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Department  of  Urban  and  Regional  Planning 

The  change  from  a  division  to  an  independent  department  within  the  Faculty 
is  a  welcome  improvement  in  the  status  of  the  discipline  both  in  the  University 
and  vis-a-vis  other  schools  of  planning  in  Canada  and  elsewhere.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  improvement  will  materially  help  the  recruitment  of  staff  and  the  ability  of  the 
department  to  relate  to  other  disciplines. 

Professor  A.  J.  Dakin,  who  was  Head  of  the  Division  since  1961,  and  has 
greatly  strengthened  our  academic  and  research  programmes  in  planning,  has  been 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  new  department. 

This  was  the  first  year  in  which  there  has  been  a  reasonably  full  complement 
of  students  in  the  second  year  of  the  M.Sc.(Pl)  programme.  There  were  20  full- 
time  students  in  the  second  year  and  13  in  the  first  year.  In  addition,  there  were 
8  students  in  the  first  year  as  diploma  students.  The  M.Sc. (PI)  degree  was  awarded 
to  16  students  and  the  diploma  to  7,  one  M.Sc. (PI)  student  converting  to  diploma 
and  2  being  required  to  do  supplemental.  This  was  the  fourth  year  in  which 
M.Sc. (PI)  students  were  accepted.  During  the  year  an  alternative  to  the  thesis  was 
introduced  which  requires  a  student  to  take  two  additional  elective  courses  and 
carry  out  a  research  project.  This  option  has  proved  successful. 

C.M.H.C.  awarded  17  planning  fellowships  to  students  in  the  two  programmes. 

Projects  were  undertaken  in  Guelph  and  the  Lake  Ontario  region. 

During  the  year  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  set  up  a  committee  to  consider 
the  establishment  of  a  Ph.D.  programme  in  planning  and  discussions  are  continuing. 

The  Staff 

The  staff  position  has  remained  difficult  during  this  year  because  of  the 
problem  of  attracting  new  members.  The  situation  will  be  improved  in  1967-68 
by  the  return  of  one  colleague  from  a  doctoral  programme  in  Berlin,  and  the 
arrival  of  a  new  member  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Dakin  has  published  the  second  volume  of  the  Bibliography  for 
Regional  Development  in  Ontario  and  has  continued  his  research  project  evaluating 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning,  sponsored  by  C.M.H.C. 

Professor  Anthony  Adamson  has  continued  as  Vice-Chairman  of  the  National 
Capital  Commission. 

Dr.  E.  Mattyasovszky  has  continued  his  research  on  physical  and  ecological 
criteria  for  regional  recreation  planning,  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Council  on 
Urban  and  Regional  Research. 

Dr.  G.  Hodge  has  continued  his  study  on  the  demand  and  supply  of  planners 
in  Canada.  He  has  completed  and  presented  reports  to  the  provincial  governments 
of  Ontario  and  Prince  Edward  Island  on  the  prospects  for  growth  of  urban  centres. 

Mr.  J.  Paris  has  been  developing  an  experimental  computer  programme 
system  specifically  for  use  in  planning,  and  has  collaborated  with  Dr.  Hodge  in 
research  work  in  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Saskatchewan. 

Some  new  courses  have  been  developed  this  year  and  staff  research  is  being 
increasingly  applied  to  the  development  of  new  areas  of  teaching.  A  Ph.D  pro- 
gramme is  essential  if  this  important  trend  is  to  be  encouraged. 

Department  of  Landscape  Architecture 

Ten  students  were  enrolled  in  the  first  year  and  two  in  the  second  year.  The 
staff  included  the  full-time  acting  Chairman,  two  part-time  lecturers  and  numerous 
visitors  who  contributed  substantially  to  the  programme.  Our  projections  for 
1967-68  are  approximately  10  students  in  the  first  year,  8  in  the  second  year,  and 
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2  in  the  third  year.  The  staff  situation  will  be  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  at 
least  one  full-time  teacher. 

The  summer  course  in  plant  materials  staffed  by  members  of  the  Faculty  of 
Forestry  and  the  Department  of  Landscape  Architecture  has  proved  to  be  parti- 
cularly successful.  It  was  organized  and  directed  by  Professor  Jorgensen  and  will 
continue  to  fulfil  an  essential  function  in  the  curriculum. 

Visitors  to  the  Department  participated  in  seminars  and  studio  programmes, 
and  included  many  speakers  from  government  departments  and  from  numerous 
professions.  The  well-known  landscape  architect,  painter  and  botantist,  Roberto 
Burle  Marx,  from  Brazil,  was  a  particularly  welcome  guest. 

The  completion  of  the  second  year  of  this  new  course  has  enabled  us  to  test 
the  validity  of  the  programme,  and  to  reassess  our  objectives.  In  the  light  of  this 
experience  we  have  made  certain  revisions  to  the  curriculum  which  will  undoubtedly 
improve  its  quality  and  balance. 

In  order  to  make  the  new  course  more  widely  known  a  great  deal  of  work  has 
been  done  by  Professor  Hough  and  his  colleagues.  This  has  included  drafting  a  new 
monograph  for  publication  by  the  Guidance  Centre;  the  publication  of  articles  on 
landscape  architecture  in  various  journals  including  Varsity  Graduate  (Christmas, 
1966),  Ontario  Naturalist  (March,  1967);  lectures,  radio  and  T.V.  interviews;  an 
exhibition  on  landscape  architecture  for  the  recent  Garden  Club  conference  at  the 
O'Keefe  Centre,  which  was  shown  subsequently  at  the  Department  of  Education 
building,  College  Street. 

The  Garden  Clubs  of  Toronto  have  awarded  $500  for  a  visiting  lecturer  to  be 
shared  next  year  by  both  the  Department  of  Landscape  Architecture  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  and  the  School  of  Landscape  Architecture  at  the  University  of 
Guelph. 

The  work  of  the  School — now  Faculty — has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
co-operation,  individually  and  collectively,  of  many  of  our  alumni  and  other  members 
of  the  architectural,  planning  and  landscape  professions  in  Ontario  and  elsewhere. 
We  are  always  grateful  for  this  help,  and  for  the  assistance  of  our  academic  col- 
leagues from  other  disciplines  whose  contributions  greatly  enrich  our  programmes, 
and  seem  so  often  to  be  taken  for  granted.  This  year  especial  thanks  are  due  to  those 
members  of  the  University  administration  who,  with  patience  and  tolerance,  have 
guided  us  through  a  difficult  period  of  transition.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
PHYSICAL  AND  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Enrolment  figures  for  the  session  1966-67  continue  to  reflect  an  increase  in  numbers 
in  the  first  year.  The  increase  in  enrolment  has  been  perhaps  the  most  significant 
development  in  the  School  during  the  last  session.  More  important  for  the  future, 
however,  has  been  the  submission  of  the  Committee  on  the  Future  Development  of 
the  School,  prepared  by  Dean  Winegard  and  his  colleagues  on  the  presidential 
committee.  Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  report  within  the  University, 
and  we  look  forward  to  implementation  of  recommendations  to  provide  the  kind  of 
school  the  Committee  sees  as  a  possibility:  a  school  with  a  strong,  coherent  under- 
graduate curriculum,  and  a  staff,  structure  and  facilities  that  will  make  possible  the 
conduct  of  research  and  the  training  of  graduate  students. 
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The  School  Council  has  devoted  its  efforts  during  the  session  to  maintaining  the 
operation  that  has  been  effective  for  twenty-five  years  in  producing  graduates  with 
the  highest  qualifications  for  training  as  teachers  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the 
province.  Changes  in  the  curriculum  that  have  been  recommended  during  the  session 
have  been  made  chiefly  to  increase  the  number  and  to  strengthen  the  variety  of 
sequences  in  optional  subjects  that  might  be  useful  to  students  in  their  later  careers 
but  are  more  immediately  required  to  strengthen  the  intellectual  discipline  of  the 
undergraduate  years. 

Two  specific  curriculum  changes  might  be  mentioned.  In  the  fourth  year  a 
compulsory  course  in  the  Physiology  of  Physical  Activity  will  be  added,  while  fourth 
year  optional  subjects  will  be  reduced  from  three  to  two.  In  the  first  year,  Psychology 
will  be  introduced  as  a  required  subject. 

During  the  year  the  Acting  Director  began  conversations  with  officers  of  the 
undergraduate  student  associations  that  could  lead  to  the  establishment  of  machinery 
for  more  effective  communication  between  students  and  teaching  staff  on  matters 
of  common  interest. 

The  School,  and  particularly  the  Women's  Department,  suffered  a  sad  and 
unexpected  blow  with  the  illness  and  death  of  Professor  D.  N.  R.  Jackson,  who  had 
been  a  charter  member  of  the  School  staff.  For  twenty-five  years  she  was  an  effective 
teacher,  conscientious  administrator  and  a  loyal  colleague. 

The  loss  of  Miss  Jackson,  so  soon  after  Miss  Slack's  retirement,  meant  a  signifi- 
cant reduction  of  teaching  experience  in  the  professional  subjects.  To  fill  the  gap, 
Miss  Jackson's  responsibilities  in  the  School  have  been  assumed  this  session  by  Miss 
Marina  van  der  Merwe,  and  Miss  Anne  Hewett  has  taken  on  the  direction  of  the 
Women's  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education.  My  indebtedness  to 
Miss  van  der  Merwe  and  Miss  Hewett,  in  particular,  is  very  great  indeed,  but  my 
gratitude  must  be  extended  to  all  members  of  the  teaching  and  administrative  staffs 
of  the  School  for  the  strong  co-operation  they  have  given  me  again  this  session. 

With  the  changes  in  central  administration  for  1967-68,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  Dr.  J.  D.  Hamilton's  willingness  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  Acting 
Director  of  the  School.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  SOCIAL  WORK 

Two  years  ago,  in  presenting  his  Annual  Report  for  later  inclusion  in  The  President's 
Report,  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  stated  that  "some  year  it  might 
well  be  that  excellence  of  instruction  in  the  classroom  and  in  the  teaching  centres  in 
the  field  should  be  given  top  priority  in  the  Director's  Annual  Report."  He  went  on 
to  remark,  "Without  question,  the  most  significant  influence  in  the  School,  in  the 
last  analysis,  lies  in  the  intimacy  of  the  teaching-learning  situation.  Illustrations 
abound  to  document  the  powerful  impact  on  our  students  of  the  dedicated,  com- 
petent, and  inspired  teacher."  This  conviction  was  strongly  reinforced  when  the 
Director  and  several  of  his  colleagues  attended  the  Annual  Program  Meeting  of 
the  Council  on  Social  Work  Education  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  January.  "And  Gladly 
Teach,"  an  intriguing  and  rather  cryptic  title,  borrowed  from  the  late  Charlotte 
Towle  of  the  University  of  Chicago's  School  of  Social  Service  Administration  which 
she,  in  turn,  had  borrowed  from  Chaucer,  was  used  by  Professor  Helen  Perlman  in  a 
scholarly,  entertaining,  and  stimulating  plenary  session  paper.  It  is  a  paper  that 
cannot  be  confined  within  the  boundaries  of  any  one  profession. 

Assuming  a  competent  teacher — that  is,  one  with  mastery  of  a  given  area  of 
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knowledge  and  relevant  professional  skill —  what  seems  to  be  most  critically  important 
is  the  motivation  and  the  ability  to  establish,  develop,  and  maintain  a  relationship 
with  the  student  that  is  marked  by  integrity  and  supported  by  a  systematic  and 
sustained  effort  to  build  into  both  teaching  and  learning  basic  internal  coherence. 

Anyone  who  has  read  E.  R.  Braithwaite's  To  Sir,  with  Love,  or  who  has  seen 
Sidney  Poitier's  portrayal  of  Thackeray,  the  teacher,  in  ClavelPs  production  of  the 
book  on  the  screen,  will  understand  what  is  meant  by  integrity  in  the  teacher-student 
relationship. 

During  the  past  year,  from  the  opening  assembly  address  of  the  Director,  when 
the  focus  was  on  the  qualities  in  great  teaching,  to  the  evaluation  of  a  "School 
Lecture — Colloquia"  experiment,  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year,  in  which 
students  and  teaching  staff  fully  shared,  the  quality  and  effectiveness  of  the  teaching 
in  the  School  has  been  the  subject  of  special  attention.  In  addition  to  the  particular 
efforts  of  individual  members  of  the  teaching  staff  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of 
their  teaching,  each  teaching  group  in  the  School  has  devoted  much  time  to  review- 
ing, reorganizing,  and  revitalizing  curriculum  content  and  supporting  bibliographical 
and  other  relevant  educational  resources.  Three  evening  Faculty  Seminars  were  given 
over  to  formal  papers,  discussion  and  the  commentary  of  external  expert  consultants 
on  issues  raised  by  the  review  team  that  visited  the  School  the  previous  spring  for 
purposes  of  determining  whether  or  not  the  School's  accredited  status  should  be 
reaffirmed.  One  of  the  results  of  this  demanding  exercise  was  a  rather  basic 
reorganization  of  the  committee  structure  and  administration  of  the  School  to  divert 
a  greater  proportion  of  staff  time  from  committee  and  related  administrative  activities 
to  the  pursuit  of  excellence  in  teaching  as  such.  A  full  day,  also,  at  the  close  of  the 
spring  term,  was  spent  at  the  annual  Faculty  Planning  Conference,  usually  concerned 
with  a  tightly  packed  agenda,  with  papers  presented  by  three  members  of  the 
teaching  staff.  The  assignment  for  each  was  identical  and  they  were  instructed  not 
to  consult  among  themselves  in  preparing  their  papers.  Each  was  asked  to  consider 
what  he  would  do  if  he  had  a  free  hand  to  improve  the  educational  programme  of 
the  School.  It  truly  was  a  creative  experience  for  all  concerned.  The  papers  were 
mimeographed  and  will  be  used  further  by  teaching  groups  in  the  School. 

Throughout  the  year,  on  a  variety  of  occasions,  members  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  of  the  student  body  had  opportunities  to  discuss  the  educational  objectives  and 
operation  of  the  School.  Committees  of  the  Students  Association  prepared  and 
presented  briefs  on  student  participation  in  the  life  of  the  School  and  on  curriculum 
matters.  Special  needs  were  brought  to  light  and  appropriate  adjustments  and 
provisions  were  made  to  improve  the  situation.  Library  service,  for  example,  was 
considerably  extended  as  a  result  of  such  representations,  and  additional  funds  were 
secured  from  the  Laidlaw  Foundation  to  enlarge  holdings  for  use  in  the  advanced 
Diploma  and  Doctoral  programmes.  The  new  committee  and  administrative  struc- 
ture of  the  School,  approved  by  the  teaching  staff  at  its  final  meeting  in  June,  makes 
explicit  provision  for  student  representation  at  critical  points  in  the  life  of  the 
School.  The  plan  is  to  be  followed  for  an  experimental  period  of  eighteen  months 
beginning  with  the  academic  year  1967-68. 

Three  additional  undertakings  belong  in  this  inventory.  Through  special  grants 
made  available  by  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  two  visiting  social  work  educators 
were  brought  to  the  School  to  lead  institutes  for  the  teaching  staff.  The  first  institute 
was  directed  by  Professor  John  Romanyshyn  of  the  University  of  Maine;  the  second 
by  Miss  Marguerite  Pohek,  a  senior  consultant  on  the  professional  staff  of  the  Council 
on  Social  Work  Education  in  New  York  City.  Professor  Romanyshyn  was  invited 
to  brief  the  teaching  staff  on  developments  in  the  provision  of  social  service  content 
in  undergraduate  programmes  in  universities  in  the  United  States  and  to  consider 
with  his  Toronto  colleagues  some  of  the  implications  for  social  work  education  at 
the  graduate  level.  Having  just  completed  a  sabbatical  year  at  Berkeley,  where  he 
concentrated  on  such  developments,  Professor  Romanyshyn  was  extremely  helpful  in 
reviewing  similar  or  parallel  developments  in  Canada. 
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The  second  institute  was  concerned  with  innovation  in  social  work  curricula  and 
in  teaching  methods  and  materials.  Sessions  were  held  in  the  Zoology  Building  where 
it  was  possible  to  use  a  rich  assortment  of  equipment  including  video-tapes.  Class- 
room and  field  instructors  were  included  in  the  institute  and  indeed  a  group  of 
students  participated  in  a  demonstration  exercise.  Substantial  attention  was  given  to 
learning  theory.  As  a  result  of  this  preliminary  experience  the  School  will  be  one  of 
nine  schools,  eight  being  in  the  United  States,  to  participate  in  a  two-year  exploratory 
project  being  financed  by  a  $172,000  grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health  in  Washington,  in  which  systematic  use  will  be  made  of  newer  technological 
resources  for  teaching.  The  Toronto  School  will  not  receive  any  direct  funds  from 
the  N.I.M.H.,  but  will  benefit  indirectly  and  substantially  from  the  core  services 
being  established  in  New  York  City.  The  relatively  modest  funds  required  by  the 
School  to  provide  a  part-time  co-ordinator  to  bring  consultants  from  the  project  to 
Toronto,  to  purchase  the  portable  video-tape  equipment,  and  to  send  a  small  teaching 
staff  group  to  the  two  week-long  workshops  in  Illinois  have  been  found  in  Canada. 

The  third  undertaking  referred  to  is  an  experimental  departure  in  field  instruc- 
tion that  has  been  designed  co-operatively  between  the  School  and  the  field  and  will 
become  operative  in  the  fall  of  1967.  It  involves  a  new  approach  to  field  instruction, 
in  which  a  group  of  second  year  students  will  be  related  to  a  group  of  agencies,  all 
in  the  field  of  physical  rehabilitation,  in  order  to  enrich  the  learning  experience  by 
emphasizing  the  interdependence  of  the  several  social  work  methods  involved  and 
to  enhance  opportunities  whereby  the  student  can  himself  achieve  greater  integration 
in  his  learning  as  between  the  classroom  and  the  field.  Much  thought  and  consulta- 
tion went  into  the  development  of  this  and  one  other  model  which  may  well  be  given 
a  trial  run  another  year.  Classroom  teachers,  field  instructors,  field  consultants,  and 
executives  in  the  training  centres  involved  are  looking  forward  eagerly  to  this 
innovation. 

The  year  passed,  unfortunately,  without  the  holding  of  the  Interprofessional 
Student-Faculty  Seminar  which  over  the  past  five  years  has  become  a  highlight  for 
graduating  students  and  faculty  members  in  eight  or  more  related  professional 
divisions  of  the  University.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  this  represents  anything  more 
than  a  temporary  interruption. 

Some  further  reference  should  be  made  to  the  inauguration  of  the  School 
Lecture  and  Colloquia  mentioned  earlier.  It  was  decided  that  a  special  effort  should 
be  made  to  bring  the  total  School  membership  together,  M.S.W.  students  and 
students  in  the  Diploma  and  D.S.W.  programmes,  along  with  all  classroom  and  field 
instructors.  Until  the  new  building  is  available,  limitations  in  space  and  schedule 
make  this  immensely  difficult.  Apart  from  the  objective  of  achieving  this  symbolic 
sense  of  wholeness  and  cohesion,  the  School  Lecture  is  intended  to  give  members  of 
the  School's  teaching  staff  an  opportunity  to  draw  upon  sabbatical  study,  research 
activities,  or  other  professional  activities  and  to  present  a  formal  lecture  which,  in 
turn,  could  be  published  in  a  monograph  series.  Dr.  John  Spencer  was  invited  to 
present  the  first  School  Lecture.  Having  spent  the  year  on  leave  as  special  consultant 
to  the  Vanier  Institute  of  the  Family  and,  in  this  connection,  having  travelled  exten- 
sively throughout  Canada  and  assessed  the  situation  particularly  in  the  area  of 
research  on  the  Canadian  family,  he  chose  to  speak  on  "Social  Policy,  Social  Work, 
and  the  Family."  Following  the  Lecture,  sixteen  colloquia  were  held  simultaneously, 
each  group  chaired  by  a  student.  The  formal  evaluation  made  of  the  exercise 
provided  ample  endorsement  of  the  plan.  Accordingly  four  such  School  Lectures, 
followed  by  discussion  groups,  are  being  planned  for  the  academic  year  1967-68. 

In  addition  to  the  visits  of  Professor  John  Romanyshyn  and  Miss  Marguerite 
Pohek  earlier  mentioned,  the  School  co-sponsored  with  the  Social  Planning  Council 
of  Metropolitan  Toronto  an  institute  on  "Provision  of  Distribution  of  Services  in  a 
Complex  Metropolitan  Area."  Dr.  Alfred  Kahn,  of  the  Columbia  University  School 
of  Social  Work,  was  the  guest  leader.  The  School  entertained  Dr.  Kahn  at  an 
informal  dinner  at  the  Faculty  Club  during  his  sojourn  in  Toronto  on  March  30. 

Closely  related  to  the  foregoing  discussion  of  teaching  and  teacher  enrichment 
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one  might  enumerate  a  whole  range  of  experiences — conferences;  institutes;  work- 
shops; consultations;  special  field,  research,  and  writing  assignments,  to  mention  the 
main  categories — which  involved  contributions  in  two  directions:  contributions  by 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  to  the  field,  and  contributions  to  the  teaching  staff 
and,  through  them,  to  the  School. 

Members  of  the  staff  shared  prominently  in  the  preparation  of  the  Canadian 
Position  Paper  for  the  International  Conference  on  Social  Welfare  held  in  Washing- 
ton. D.C.  in  August,  1966.  The  Director  of  the  School  served  for  one  week  prior  to 
the  conference  as  a  member  of  the  working  party  for  the  conference  at  meetings  in 
Charlottesville,  Va.  The  School  was  represented  also  at  the  International  Congress 
of  Schools  of  Social  Work  which  was  held  in  Washington  immediately  preceding  the 
larger  Conference.  Early  in  the  fall  the  School  was  privileged  to  attend  the  collo- 
quium on  "Social  Theory  and  Social  Invention"  which  marked  the  celebration  of  the 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  School  of  Applied  Social  Sciences  at  Western  Reserve 
University  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Several  staff  members  were  invited  and  participated 
in  the  inaugural  meetings  of  the  Vanier  Institute  of  the  Family  in  Ottawa.  Three 
staff  members  went  to  Salt  Lake  City  in  January  for  the  Annual  Program  Meeting 
of  the  Council  on  Social  Work  Education,  on  which  Council  the  School  is  represented 
as  well  as  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Accreditation  Commission,  the  Committee 
on  Advanced  Studies  and  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Curriculum  Development  in 
Community  Organization. 

Involvement  at  the  international  level  included  also  the  deployment  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Schlesinger  as  visiting  professor  at  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  for 
the  full  academic  year  as  well  as  consultation  provided  by  the  Director.  Dr.  Gerson 
David  participated  in  the  programme  of  the  International  Conference  on  the  Family 
held  in  New  Delhi,  India,  and  Dr.  Tadeusz  Grygier  visited  and  consulted  with 
research  personnel  in  the  Department  of  Criminology,  University  of  Oxford,  and  at 
Interpol  headquarters  at  St.  Cloud.  The  Director  continued  to  serve  as  special 
consultant  to  the  Straus  Center  for  Advanced  Studies  in  Human  Relations  attached 
to  the  Institute  on  Man  and  Science  at  Rensselaerville,  N.Y.  Professor  Shulameth 
Rhinewine  spent  her  sabbatical  studying  family  casework  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  in  Israel. 

Within  Canada,  at  the  national  level,  a  number  of  highly  significant  under- 
takings received  special  leadership  assistance  from  the  School.  Space  precludes  but 
an  inventory:  the  National  Social  Service  Manpower  Conference  held  in  Ottawa  in 
December  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of 
Canada,  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council,  the  Canadian  Association  of  Social  Workers 
and  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work;  the  Conference  on 
Social  Welfare  for  Canada  held  in  Toronto  in  June  by  the  Canadian  Welfare  Coun- 
cil; the  First  National  Seminar  on  Management  Development,  directed  by  Dr.  Ray 
Johns,  at  L'Esterel,  Quebec,  also  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council;  the 
National  Workshop  on  Government- Voluntary  Relationship  under  the  joint  sponsor- 
ship of  several  national  organizations  including  the  Canadian  Association  for  Adult 
Education;  a  staff  development  institute  in  Community  Organization  at  Geneva 
Park;  the  biennial  conference  of  the  United  Community  Funds  and  Councils  in 
Quebec  City;  a  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Corrections  Association  set  up  to  examine 
the  Report  of  a  federal  government  study  of  Juvenile  Delinquency;  a  National  Con- 
sultation on  Leadership  Development  for  selected  staff  and  board  members  of  the 
Y.W.C.A.;  executive  committee  membership  and  panel  participation  for  the  National 
Agency  Review  Committee;  several  consultative  meetings  with  the  Special  Planning 
Secretariat  of  the  Privy  Council  on  matters  relating  to  poverty;  committee  service 
and  consultations  with  the  Welfare  Grants  Administration  of  the  Department  of 
National  Health  and  Welfare;  membership  on  a  special  committee  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Social  Work  in  the  area  of  professional  ethics;  the  President's  Com- 
mittee on  long-range  policy  development;  the  Centennial  essay  contest  and  Centen- 
nial issue  of  The  Social  Worker;  and  the  Implementation  Committee  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  to  draft  a  new  constitution  and 
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to  set  up  a  secretariat  in  the  headquarters  of  the  A.U.C.G.  for  the  proposed  Canadian 
Association  for  Education  in  the  Social  Services. 

Similarly,  in  Ontario,  an  inventory  of  only  the  most  significant  items  must 
suffice:  the  Department  of  Social  and  Family  Services — chairmanship  of  the 
Minister's  Advisory  Council  on  Public  Welfare  Training,  consultation  on  policy 
development  in  the  area  of  field  instruction  at  different  levels  of  education  and 
training  for  the  social  services,  direction  of  a  training  course  for  directors  of  Chil- 
dren's Aid  Societies;  the  Department  of  Education — consultation  on  undergraduate 
and  community  college  developments  in  the  social  services,  membership  on  Advisory 
Committees  at  Ryerson  Institute  and  Centennial  College  and  production  of  personnel 
to  provide  educational  leadership  (e.g.  Gerald  Alton  at  Centennial  College)  ;  the 
Department  of  Reform  Institutions — joint  appointment  to  support  the  development 
of  research  in  corrections  in  Ontario ;  Department  of  Health — appearances  before  the 
Committee  on  the  Healing  Arts  and  the  Committee  to  Review  Treatment  Resources 
for  Emotionally  Disturbed  Children;  also  active  participation  in  and  with  the  Ontario 
Association  of  Professional  Social  Workers,  the  Ontario  Association  of  Children's  Aid 
Societies,  the  Ontario  Welfare  Council,  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Labour,  the 
Ontario  Hospital  Services  Commission,  and  others. 

Keynote  addresses,  professional  papers,  consultations,  conference  leadership,  and 
the  direction  of  institutes,  workshops,  and  seminars  in  various  localities  across  Can- 
ada, from  the  Atlantic  Provinces  to  British  Columbia,  covered  a  wide  range  of 
subjects,  reflecting  the  ramifications  of  the  School's  constituency  and  the  mounting 
concern  with  problems  related  to  social  functioning.  Here  again  only  a  mention  can 
be  made  of  typical  subject-matter  areas  dealt  with:  social  aspects  of  mental  retarda- 
tion, cerebral  palsy,  arthritis,  family  planning;  physical  and  social  planning;  changing 
role  of  the  general  practitioner;  public  housing;  the  offender,  the  juvenile  delinquent, 
half-way  house,  training  schools,  criminal  law;  crisis  intervention;  the  multi-problem 
family;  community  development  in  rural  and  urban  settings;  voluntary-municipal 
relationships ;  services  for  children  of  working  mothers  or  mothers  who  are  temporarily 
or  permanently  unable  to  care  for  their  children ;  the  needs  of  the  aged ;  rehabilitation 
of  the  disabled;  social  research  and  the  social  services. 

Within  the  University  itself,  the  School  has  been  privileged  to  have  Dr.  Albert 
Rose  elected  a  member  of  the  President's  Council,  also  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Council  of  the  Graduate  School.  In  these  capacities  Dr.  Rose  represents  not 
only  the  teaching  staff  and  the  interests  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  but  of  several 
other  professional  divisions  in  the  University.  He  gave  a  comprehensive  report  to 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  on  February  22,  reviewing  the  work 
of  the  President's  Council  up  to  that  point.  Also  Dr.  John  Farina  has  served  as  the 
Treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  of  the 
Teaching  Staff  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  His  term  of  office  expired  during  the 
year  and  Professor  Jean  Dunlop,  also  of  the  School's  staff,  was  named  to  succeed  him. 

Early  in  the  School's  year  Dr.  Taylor  Statten  invited  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  of  the  School  to  meet  with  him  and  staff  members  of  the  University  Health 
Service  to  review  the  kinds  of  problems  that  required  attention  as  well  as  the  various 
questions  of  policy  and  procedure.  The  fact  that  a  member  of  Dr.  Statten's  staff  has 
a  cross-appointment  to  the  School  of  Social  Work  is  proving  to  have  very  substantial 
advantages  for  all  concerned.  Close  and  cordial  working  relationships  have  been 
developed  between  the  School's  administrative  staff  and  the  Dean,  Associate  Deans, 
Assistant  Dean,  and  the  senior  staff  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  a  matter  of 
considerable  satisfaction  because  of  the  growing  size  and  complexity  of  the  various 
interrelated  functions  involved.  The  School  is  particularly  pleased  with  the  collabora- 
tion being  developed  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  particularly  around  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  Dean  of  Medicine  of  an  interdisciplinary  steering  committee  which  is 
undertaking  to  design  a  model  teaching  hospital  at  Sunnybrook.  Equally  promising 
collaborative  arrangements  are  being  developed  with  other  divisions  and  departments 
of  the  University  although  not  as  dramatic  as  in  the  case  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 
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In  the  area  of  student-faculty  relationships,  systematic  and  sustained  efforts  were 
made  to  confer  with  student  representatives  at  intervals  throughout  the  year.  These 
sessions,  both  formal  and  informal,  were  conducted  within  the  spirit  and  context 
of  the  letter  which  the  President  sent  to  division  heads  on  September  2,  and  with  the 
DufT-Berdahl  Report,  University  Government  in  Canada,  in  mind.  A  brief  developed 
by  the  students  contained  rather  comprehensive  and  creative  ideas  on  matters  relating 
to  the  curriculum  and  student  participation  in  the  life  of  the  School.  The  brief  was 
distributed  to  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  studied  and  discussed,  and  a  group  from 
the  teaching  staff,  together  with  the  Director,  met  with  representatives  of  the  Student 
Association  on  two  different  occasions.  Independently  the  students  undertook  a  rather 
comprehensive  assessment  of  the  educational  programme  of  the  School  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  the  quality  of  teaching  in  both  the  classroom  and  the  field.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  report  on  this  study  will  be  available  to  the  School  before  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term  in  1967.  As  a  result  of  the  reorganization  of  the  committee 
structure  and  administrative  arrangements  of  the  School,  provision  is  being  made  for 
formal  student  representation  on  one  of  the  major  committees,  the  Committee  on 
Curriculum  Development  and  Planning.  The  Director  will  be  meeting  with  the  new 
officers  of  the  Student  Association  during  the  summer  to  work  out  details  to  ensure 
effective,  responsible  and  accountable  student  representation  from  the  student  body. 
Reality  factors  including  time  available  and  schedule  possibilities  will  have  to  be 
examined  closely. 

Representatives  of  the  student  body  attended  two  conferences,  one  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor  in  February,  and  one  at  Washington  University 
in  St.  Louis  in  March,  with  students  from  other  schools  of  social  work  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  these  experiences  have  been  found  helpful 
as  the  students  have  considered  various  ways  of  becoming  more  effectively  involved 
in  University  affairs.  Several  informal  get-togethers  with  the  students  were  arranged 
by  the  teaching  staff,  also  by  the  students,  and  these  contributed  considerably  to 
camaraderie  and  understanding.  At  the  final  graduation  banquet  the  teaching  staff 
put  on  a  skit  which  represented  a  satire  on  student-faculty  relationships.  It  turned 
out  to  be  the  hit  of  the  evening. 

Alumni  activities  and  relationships  have  been  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level 
although  most  of  the  energy  was  channelled  into  plans  for  a  Centennial  Conference 
on  Manpower  in  the  Social  Services  scheduled  for  the  fall  of  1967.  The  Alumni 
Association  held  a  reception  for  the  graduating  class  on  November  25  at  the  Women's 
Union  which  was  a  most  successful  affair.  Plans  are  in  the  making  for  a  formal 
consultation  with  selected  alumni  on  curriculum  matters.  While  mentioning  alumni, 
it  is  appropriate  to  report  that  the  School  tendered  a  testimonial  dinner  at  the  Faculty 
Club  on  December  13  in  honour  of  Miss  Robena  Morris,  the  retiring  Commissioner 
of  Public  Welfare  for  the  City  of  Toronto.  Later,  a  small  informal  luncheon  was 
aranged  for  Mr.  John  G.  Anderson  who  has  succeeded  Miss  Morris  but  who  is 
Commissioner  for  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

A  third  related  event  was  a  welcoming  luncheon  to  the  new  Minister  of  Social 
and  Family  Services,  the  Honourable  John  Yaremko,  which  was  held  at  the  Faculty 
Club  on  February  28.  The  Minister  had  indicated  an  interest  in  knowing  more  about 
the  School.  Accordingly,  at  the  luncheon,  six  brief  statements  were  made  by  senior 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  on  various  phases  of  the  School's  operation  and  these 
were  later  mimeographed  and  made  available  in  a  bound  folder.  There  is  every 
indication  that  the  cordial  co-operative  relations  which  the  School  has  enjoyed  with 
the  Department  will  not  only  be  continued  but  will  expand  and  deepen  in  the  period 
ahead. 

Statistics  on  admissions  are  available  in  a  separate  report.  In  common  with  other 
schools  of  social  work,  and  indeed  with  other  professional  divisions  of  universities, 
both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  we  experienced  an  excessive  number  of  with- 
drawals after  acceptance  for  this  past  year.  Although  some  attempt  was  made  to 
assess  the  situation  in  the  School  itself,  it  soon  became  clear  that  what  was  required 
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was  a  co-operative  approach,  and  accordingly  the  University  of  Toronto,  University 
of  Manitoba  and  McGill  University  Schools  of  Social  Work  recommended  to  the 
National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  that  a  national  workshop 
be  held  to  look  into  the  matter  and  to  project  plans  into  the  future.  A  special  grant 
was  made  by  the  Welfare  Grants  Administration  and  the  workshop  was  duly  held  in 
Ottawa  on  March  13  and  14.  At  this  workshop  it  was  agreed  that  there  was  need 
for  better  communication  between  the  Canadian  schools  of  social  work,  that  the 
schools  should  agree  on  a  uniform  closing  date  for  applications,  the  adoption  of  a 
uniform  application,  and  certain  other  related  procedures.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how 
this  will  work  out  in  the  coming  year.  In  addition,  this  School  has  decided  to  differen- 
tiate clearly  between  the  determination  of  admissibility  and  educational  planning 
or  guidance.  Previously,  these  two  functions  were  almost  indistinguishable.  Also, 
whereas  all  applicants  have  been  interviewed  either  in  Toronto  or  by  a  member  of  a 
panel  of  interviewers  closer  to  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  now  interviewing  is  to 
be  done  strictly  on  a  selective  basis.  This  will  cut  down  on  the  amount  of  time  and 
energy  expended  by  members  of  the  teaching  staff  on  admissions  and  hopefully 
effectiveness  will  not  be  impaired.  A  new  interpretive  brochure  entitled  "Social  Work 
Needs  People  Who  Care"  was  prepared  and  will  be  published  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion in  the  summer  of  1967.  The  brochure  has  the  endorsement  of,  and  will  receive 
substantial  financial  support  from,  the  Ontario  Government's  Department  of  Social 
and  Family  Services.  Special  recruiting  efforts  were  undertaken  to  attract  expe- 
rienced, mature  and  promising  graduates  to  return  for  advanced  studies  leading  to 
the  Diploma,  this  programme  having  been  designed  to  prepare  social  work  practi- 
tioners for  teaching  positions  in  graduate  schools,  undergraduate  courses,  community 
colleges  and  also  as  staff  development  officers  in  large  social  service  organizations. 
New,  though  not  unexpected,  difficulties  are  being  encountered  in  the  provision  of 
field  instruction  because  agencies  in  the  private  sector  are  finding  it  extremely 
difficult  to  deploy  staff  for  this  purpose,  and  also  because,  in  addition  to  the  three 
graduate  schools  of  social  work  in  Ontario,  undergraduate  courses  in  the  social 
services,  courses  at  Ryerson  Polytechnical  Institute,  and  at  community  colleges  are 
beginning  to  make  greater  demands  upon  both  public  and  private  agencies  for  field 
instruction  purposes.  The  Co-ordinator  of  Field  Instruction  was  encouraged  to  initiate 
consultations  with  the  St.  Patrick's  College  School  of  Social  Welfare,  the  Waterloo 
Lutheran  University  Graduate  School  of  Social  Work,  and  the  University  of  Windsor, 
to  examine  the  situation,  identify  some  of  the  problems  faced  and  make  recommenda- 
tions that  might  be  helpful.  The  School  developed  a  brief  and  met  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Welfare  and  Housing  of  the  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto 
and  with  the  Commissioner.  It  also  met  with  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Social 
Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto,  and  finally  and  probably  most  impor- 
tantly, conversations  were  arranged  with  the  Deputy  Minister  and  members  of  his 
staff  in  the  Department  of  Social  and  Family  Services  of  the  provincial  govern- 
ment. 

Significant  progress  may  be  recorded  in  that  the  Department  of  Social  and 
Family  Sendees  is  now  seeking  to  engage  the  services  of  two  full-time  field  instructors 
for  the  School,  others  for  the  other  schools  as  well,  and  an  additional  staff  person  has 
been  engaged  for  the  summer  to  develop  a  policy  statement  and  to  explore  ways 
of  implementing  such  a  policy  statement  in  guaranteeing  more  adequate  field  place- 
ments throughout  the  province  on  an  equitable  basis.  The  School,  as  in  the  past, 
provided  a  special  course  for  field  instructors  who  were  engaged  by  the  School  for 
this  purpose.  As  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  report  an  experimental  model  has  been 
developed  and  in  the  fall  of  1967  a  group  of  second  year  students  will  be  assigned 
to  a  group  of  agencies  in  the  field  of  physical  rehabilitation.  This  marks  a  significant 
departure  and  will  be  watched  with  great  interest.  On  May  3,  the  School  held  a 
reception  for  the  executives  of  the  agencies  and  for  the  field  instructors  who  served 
the  School  so  well  again  during  1966-67.  The  agencies  are  listed  in  the  calendar 
of  the  School. 
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Although  research  and  publication  activities  are  reported  elsewhere,  it  may  be 
important  to  point  out  that  the  Cassidy  Memorial  Research  Fund  continues  to  play 
a  strategic  role  in  the  life  of  the  School.  Dr.  Ray  E.  Johns,  the  Cassidy  Research 
Visiting  Professor  for  1966-67,  was  enabled  greatly  to  enlarge  his  research  project 
in  the  held  of  administration  through  a  supplementary  grant  from  the  Welfare  Grants 
Administration.  Dr.  Charles  Levy,  of  the  Yeshiva  University  School  of  Social  Work 
in  New  York,  also  supported  by  the  Cassidy  Fund,  completed  a  book-length  manu- 
script on  "The  Ethics  of  Intervention"  which  is  being  prepared  for  publication  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press.  Dr.  Gerson  David,  assisted  as  previously  reported  from 
various  sources,  was  enabled  to  complete  his  final  report  on  the  Family  Diagnosis 
Research  Project  before  leaving  to  take  up  a  new  research  position  at  the  University 
oi  West  Virginia.  The  report,  in  book  form,  is  now  in  press  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press.  Many  other  individual  research  propects  were  in  progress  at  the 
School  and  have  been  mentioned  in  earlier  reports. 

A  primary  preoccupation  of  the  teaching  staff,  and  more  particularly  those 
serving  on  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Cassidy  Fund,  was  a  rather  thorough 
review  of  the  achievements  of  the  Fund  and  a  projection  of  research  needs  into  the 
future.  Consultations  were  held  with  the  President,  the  Vice-President  (Research 
Administration)  and  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  also  with  senior 
colleagues  (heads  of  social  science  departments  and  of  professional  divisions),  and 
as  a  result  a  formal  proposal  has  been  developed  for  the  creation  of  an  interdis- 
ciplinary and  interprofessional  Centre  for  Research  in  the  Social  Services.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  proposal  will  be  approved  and  implemented  during  the  academic  year 
1967-68. 

Again,  because  publications  are  dealt  with  elsewhere,  only  one  reference  will 
be  made  in  this  report  and  this  to  a  recent  publication  edited  by  Edwin  J.  Thomas 
entitled  Behavioral  Science  for  Social  Workers  (New  York:  Free  Press,  1967).  This  is 
the  first  publication  of  its  kind  in  the  field  of  the  social  services  and  one  may  be 
pardoned  if  one  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  first  chapter  of  the  book,  written 
by  the  editor,  substantial  reference  is  made  to  a  monograph  by  Dr.  Gordon  Hearn  on 
Theory  Building  in  Social  Work  (Toronto:  University  of  Toronto  Press,  1958).  Dr. 
Hearn  wrote  this  book,  which  has  already  been  reprinted,  when  he  was  the  1955-56 
Cassidy  Research  Visiting  Professor  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

Four  summer  institutes  were  offered  by  the  School  in  June :  Family  Treatment  by 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Horn,  Group  Work  by  Miss  Norma  Lang,  Administration  in  Com- 
munity Organization  by  Dr.  Ray  Johns,  and  Social  Policy  by  Miss  Elspeth  Latimer. 

This  report  would  be  seriously  deficient  if  it  did  not  provide  for  explicit  discus- 
sion of  certain  developments  relating  to  the  manpower  situation  in  the  social  services 
and  their  implications  for  post-secondary  education.  By  far  the  most  important  single 
event  and  influence  was  the  National  Manpower  Conference  held  in  Ottawa, 
November  28  to  December  1,  1966.  At  this  conference  the  National  Committee  of 
Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  was  encouraged  to  reconstitute  itself  as  the  Cana- 
dian Association  for  Education  in  the  Social  Services  and  to  set  up  a  secretariat 
within  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada.  Substantial  progress 
has  been  made  in  implementing  this  assignment.  The  Manpower  Conference  was 
jointly  convened  by  the  Canadian  Welfare  Council,  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Social  Workers,  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work,  and 
the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada.  In  addition  to  establishing 
a  continuing  or  steering  committee  growing  out  of  the  Manpower  Conference  itself, 
each  of  the  three  other  associated  sponsors  was  urged  to  undertake  certain  special 
tasks.  These  had  to  do  with  helping  to  identify  and  organize  the  employers  of  social 
service  workers  in  Canada,  helping  to  determine  how  best  to  have  persons  other  than 
graduate  professional  social  workers  related  to  the  Canadian  Association  of  Social 
Workers  and  bringing  together  graduate,  undergraduate  and  community  and  tech- 
nical colleges  so  that  educational  planning  could  be  made  more  effective. 

Being  located  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  the  University  of  Toronto  School  of 
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Social  Work  has  channelled  much  of  its  energy  into  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Council 
on  Public  Welfare  Training  and  into  the  conferences  sponsored  by  the  Committee  of 
Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario.  As  a  result  of  these  initiatives  a  Continuing 
Conference  on  Education  and  Training  for  the  Social  Services  in  Ontario  has  been 
established  and  it  will  hold  its  first  formal  conference  on  October  16  at  Hart  House. 
When  the  conference  is  held,  three  work  papers  being  developed  initially  by  staff  in 
the  Department  of  Social  and  Family  Services  at  the  request  of  the  Advisory  Council 
on  Public  Welfare  Training  will  be  available  for  study  and  use.  These  papers  have 
to  do  with  manpower  needs,  differential  functions  in  the  social  services  and  levels  of 
education  and  training  required,  and  policy  guidelines  for  the  development  of  field 
instruction  throughout  the  province. 

Members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  School  have  been  heavily  involved  in 
providing  both  formal  and  informal  consultation  to  universities  and  community 
colleges  in  Ontario  as  well  as  in  other  provinces  which  are  considering  or  already 
operating  undergraduate  courses  or  community  college  level  programmes  in  the 
social  services.  Mr.  Marvin  Lipman,  a  doctoral  student  at  the  School,  was  commis- 
sioned by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education  to  draft  a  guideline  statement  on 
curriculum  development  at  the  community  college  level.  Professor  Gordon  McLellan, 
a  member  of  the  teaching  staff,  was  engaged  for  the  summer  months  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  and  Family  Services  to  work  with  the  Director  of  Training  in  the 
development  of  guidelines  in  the  whole  area  of  field  instruction.  Never  before,  in  a 
twelve-month  period,  has  so  much  constructive  and  creative  energy  been  expended  in 
the  development  of  educational  programmes  for  the  social  services,  and  by  and  large 
these  developments  have  been  disciplined  and  highly  reassuring. 

It  remains  now  to  report  briefly  on  administrative  and  staff  changes  in  the 
School.  With  the  departure  of  Dr.  Medhurst,  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  School, 
to  become  Director  of  the  Ohio  State  University  School  of  Social  Work  in  Columbus, 
it  became  necessary  to  reorganize  the  administration  of  the  School.  Fortunately  it 
proved  possible  and  agreeable  to  all  parties  concerned  to  have  Dr.  Albert  Rose  and 
Dr.  John  Farina  designated  as  Senior  Co-ordinators,  Division  I  and  Division  II,  and 
to  distribute  responsibilities  in  such  a  way  as  to  minimize  the  encroachment  upon 
teaching,  research,  and  other  scholarly  activities.  The  Director  and  his  colleagues 
are  deeply  indebted  to  these  two  men  for  the  load  they  have  carried  during  this 
transition  year  in  the  life  of  the  School. 

Unexpected  complications  developed  in  the  course  of  the  year  when  it  was 
learned  that  two  senior  members  of  the  staff,  both  on  leave  of  absence,  were  accepting 
appointments  elsewhere.  Dr.  John  Spencer,  who  had  served  the  School  with  great 
distinction  for  a  period  of  eight  years,  on  leave  of  absence  as  Chief  Consultant  to 
the  Vanier  Institute  of  the  Family,  was  approached  to  accept  the  Chair  of  Social 
Science  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  an  honour  and  an  opportunity  which  he 
could  not  readily  refuse.  Professor  John  Morgan,  who  had  come  to  the  School  in 
1946  and  who  had  achieved  eminence  in  his  field,  on  leave  of  absence  as  a  Visiting 
Professor  at  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Social  Work,  was  invited  to  become 
the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  one  of  the 
best  known  and  senior  graduate  schools  on  the  continent.  A  farewell  luncheon  was 
tendered  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Spencer  at  the  Faculty  Club  on  April  14,  and  a  farewell 
reception  to  Professor  Morgan,  also  at  the  Faculty  Club,  on  May  29.  On  each  occa- 
sion a  formal  appreciation  was  recited  by  the  Director  and  in  each  case  an  Eskimo 
carving  was  given  as  a  token  of  affection,  respect  and  appreciation.  It  is  not  fitting 
to  reproduce  these  statements  or  even  to  attempt  a  condensation  in  this  report.  The 
contribution  of  these  two  men  to  the  School,  to  the  University,  and  to  Canada  has 
been  immense  and  their  influence  will  be  lasting. 

Two  other  respected  colleagues,  Dr.  Gerson  David  and  Dr.  Tadeusz  Grygier, 
resigned  during  the  year,  one  because  research  funds  had  run  out  and  one  because 
an  unusual  research  opportunity  turned  up  at  the  University  of  Ottawa  in  his  chosen 
field.  Dr.  David  directed  the  research  project  on  family  diagnosis  over  a  period  of 
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four  and  a  half  years,  and  as  will  become  apparent  when  his  report  is  published, 
added  considerably  to  our  understanding  of  role  performance  in  the  family  setting, 
particularly  the  family  in  which  conflict  exists  between  the  parents  or  between  the 
parents  and  the  children.  Dr.  Grygier,  as  the  Special  Lecturer  in  Corrections,  who 
served  also  as  Director  of  Research  in  the  Ontario  Department  of  Reform  Institu- 
tions, is  a  man  of  rare  talent,  scholarship  and  research  acumen.  Fortunately, 
because  he  will  be  working  in  the  same  field  at  the  University  of  Ottawa,  his  contribu- 
tions to  correctional  policy  and  practice  in  Ontario  and  throughout  Canada  and 
beyond  will  continue. 

Death  removed  from  our  midst  a  young  and  promising  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Geoffrey  Glover,  who  was  completing  doctoral  studies  at 
Columbia  University.  A  memorial  service  was  arranged  by  the  students  and  the 
teaching  staff  and  held  at  Trinity  College  Chapel. 

The  School  was  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Ray  Johns  of  Boston  accept  appoint- 
ment as  the  Cassidy  Research  Visiting  Professor  for  the  year,  succeeding  Dr.  R.  E.  G. 
Davis  who,  happily,  continued  as  a  Visiting  Professor.  In  addition  to  doing  important 
teaching  in  the  School,  Dr.  Johns  designed  and  then  followed  through  on  the 
development  of  a  major  research  project  in  the  field  of  social  service  administration. 
This  project  has  been  enlarged  as  a  result  of  a  grant  from  the  Welfare  Grants 
Administration  in  Ottawa  and  Dr.  Johns  will  remain  a  second  year  to  complete  this 
undertaking  and  a  publication  which  is  in  process.  A  dark  shadow  was  cast  over  Dr. 
Johns'  family  with  the  sudden  death  of  his  wife,  Florence  Johns,  early  in  April  in 
Toronto. 

At  the  annual  Spring  Planning  Conference,  held  this  year  at  the  Country  Club 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Metropolitan  Toronto,  a  luncheon  was  held  to  honour 
several  staff  members  who  were  leaving:  Dr.  Gerson  David,  Dr.  Tadeusz  Grygier 
and  also  Mrs.  Use  Thorer  and  Mrs.  Peggy  Arber  of  the  office  staff.  Mrs.  Thorer  had 
served  as  secretary  to  the  Co-ordinator  of  Admissions  for  eight  years;  regretfully,  ill 
health  required  that  she  seek  a  position  in  which  she  would  be  under  less  pressure. 
Her  contribution  to  the  School  over  the  years  was  substantial  and  greatly  appreciated. 
At  the  same  luncheon,  bon  voyage  wishes  were  extended  to  Professor  Margaret 
Doolan,  Dr.  Bernard  Lappin  and  Miss  Norma  Lang,  all  members  of  the  teaching 
staff.  Professor  Doolan  will  replace  Dr.  Benjamin  Schlesinger  as  an  exchange 
professor  at  the  University  of  the  West  Indies,  and  Dr.  Lappin  will  use  his  sabbatical 
mainly  in  Israel  to  undertake  a  basic  research  project  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Work  in  the  development  of  curriculum 
proposals  for  community  development.  Miss  Lang  has  resigned  to  undertake  doctoral 
studies  at  Western  Reserve  University.  Miss  Joyce  Cornish-Bowden  returned  to  the 
staff  from  three  years  in  Uganda,  and  Professor  Shulameth  Rhinewine  returned  from 
her  sabbatical  year  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Israel. 

The  School  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  appointment  of  Professor  Francis 
Bregha,  who  joined  the  staff  in  January.  Professor  Bregha  is  a  graduate  of  Laval 
University  with  extensive  international  experience  in  the  field  of  community  develop- 
ment. For  the  past  six  years  he  has  been  the  Director  for  the  Andean  Region  of  the 
International  Community  Development  Foundation  with  headquarters  in  Lima,  Peru. 
Professor  Bregha  will  carry  major  responsibilities  for  research,  teaching,  and  consulta- 
tion in  the  area  of  community  development.  He  has  been  giving,  since  soon  after  he 
arrived,  a  weekly  public  affairs  talk  over  the  CBC  French  Radio  network. 

Enrolment  continues  to  grow,  particularly  in  the  doctoral  programmes  and  with 
this  growth  and  with  an  expansion  in  staff  projected  for  the  coming  year  the  need  for 
larger  and  more  suitable  physical  quarters  becomes  acutely  apparent.  It  is  encour- 
aging, therefore,  to  note  in  closing  this  report  that  notification  has  been  received 
that  work  on  the  new  building,  the  Sir  Edmund  Walker  Hall,  is  to  get  under  way 
very  shortly.  In  the  meantime,  major  renovation  is  to  be  undertaken  in  the  School's 
library. 

Charles  E.  Hendry 
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The  year  has  been  marked  by  a  number  of  developments  in  the  work  of  the  School. 
Although  the  full-time  enrolment  was  approximately  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  the 
number  in  the  degree  courses  was  slightly  higher  with  227  in  the  basic  course  and  67 
in  the  degree  course  for  graduate  nurses.  Since  1962  there  has  been  a  60  per  cent 
increase  in  the  full-time  enrolment  in  the  degree  courses.  The  arrangement  whereby 
graduates  of  diploma  schools  of  nursing  may  enrol  in  the  degree  course  part-time 
in  the  Division  of  University  Extension  has  continued  to  attract  large  numbers  with 
85  students  enrolled  (in  the  Division  of  University  Extension)  this  year. 

A  study  is  being  made  of  the  curriculum  of  the  basic  course.  One  aspect  of  the 
study  is  an  assessment  of  the  course  by  the  graduates.  Sixty-six  per  cent  of  those  who 
graduated  between  1942  (when  the  course  was  introduced)  and  1966  have  responded 
to  a  questionnaire  designed  to  obtain  information  concerning  the  contribution  the 
graduates  have  made  to  nursing  and  other  data  that  will  be  of  assistance  in  the  study 
of  the  curriculum. 

National  health  grant  support  has  been  received  for  a  study  of  an  organizational 
structure  for  community  nursing  to  make  possible  greater  continuity  between  the 
services  of  private  physicians  in  general  practice  and  public  health  nurses  employed 
by  official  agencies.  A  proposal  for  a  second  research  project  has  been  made,  the  initial 
objective  of  which  is  to  develop  and  refine  an  organizational  structure  and  system  for 
a  nursing  unit  in  a  hospital.  The  second  phase  of  the  research  will  be  an  assessment 
of  the  relationship  between  the  new  organizational  structure  and  the  care  given 
patients,  and  the  effect  of  this  care  on  the  patients'  recovery  and  welfare. 

The  acquisition  of  Sunnybrook  Hospital  by  the  University  and  the  opening  of 
the  C.  K.  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry  are  developments  that  have  particular  signifi- 
cance for  the  School.  One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  has  been  a  shortage  of 
clinical  facilities  for  teaching  nursing,  which  necessitates  the  division  of  the  classes 
into  small  groups  and  the  placement  of  the  students  in  a  number  of  hospitals  and 
other  health  agencies.  This  has  the  effect  of  limiting  the  enrolment  in  the  first  year 
of  the  basic  course  to  75  students.  A  number  of  hospitals  co-operate  with  the  School 
by  providing  facilities  for  clinical  teaching,  but  the  majority  of  the  hospitals  are 
committed  to  training  students  in  diploma  programmes,  which  are  operated,  in  the 
main,  by  the  hospitals.  This  year,  a  limited  use  has  been  made  of  the  resources  of 
Sunnybrook  Hospital  and  the  C.  K.  Clarke  Institute.  As  the  facilities  are  developed, 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  clinical  teaching  of  university  nursing  students  will  be 
centred  in  these  hospitals.  The  contribution  and  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the 
hospitals  and  other  health  agencies  that  have  provided  resources  for  clinical  teaching 
is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

As  interest  in  the  degree  courses  has  increased,  enrolment  in  the  certificate 
courses  has  decreased.  Three  of  these  one-year  courses  for  diploma  school  graduates 
have  been  discontinued.  The  fourth,  which  gives  a  general  introduction  to  public 
health  nursing,  will  be  continued  until  1969,  and  thereafter,  if  necessary,  on  a  year- 
to-year  basis  until  a  suitable  location  for  the  course  or  alternative  plan  is  found.  The 
regulations  under  the  Public  Health  Act  of  Ontario  require  diploma  school  graduates 
to  complete  a  one-year  university  course  to  qualify  for  public  health  nursing  practice. 
Programmes  leading  to  the  B.Sc.N.  degree  include  qualification  for  this  field.  The 
School  has  recommended  that  the  curriculum  of  the  diploma  programmes  be  studied 
with  a  view  to  assessing  the  feasibility  of  including  content  essential  for  public  health 
nursing  in  these  programmes,  so  that  graduates  of  diploma  schools  could  be  employed 
in  public  health  agencies  as  members  of  a  team  with  a  graduate  of  a  university  degree 
course  serving  as  team  leader.  If  this  recommendation  were  implemented,  the  public 
health  nursing  certificate  course  would  no  longer  be  needed. 

In  addition  to  the  degree  and  certificate  courses,  the  School  offered  two  refresher 
courses  for  graduate  nurses,  one  a  three-day  course  in  which   102   students  were 
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enrolled,  and  the  second  a  four-week  course  in  which  18  students  were  enrolled.  The 
latter  course  was  offered  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  to  graduate  nurses  who 
are  interested  in  giving  leadership  in  the  field  of  rehabilitation.  The  objective  of  the 
course  is  to  improve  the  knowledge  and  skill  of  nurses,  thus  enabling  them  to  make 
a  greater  contribution  to  the  early  and  effective  rehabilitation  of  patients  with  long- 
term  and  disabling  illnesses. 

Two  short  courses  were  given  at  the  C.  K.  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry,  one  to 
assist  a  group  of  graduate  nurses  employed  in  occupational  health  nursing  to  improve 
their  knowledge  in  psychiatric  nursing,  and  the  other  to  assist  a  group  of  teachers 
to  integrate  content  in  this  area  in  a  diploma  programme. 

The  School  continues  to  contribute  to  the  education  of  nurses  from  other  coun- 
tries, some  of  whom  are  preparing  for  work  in  their  own  countries  and  some  for 
international  assignments.  These  nurses  make  a  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  School 
and  broaden  the  Canadian  students'  knowledge  and  understanding  of  other  countries. 
The  second  Iranian  to  enrol  in  the  School  was  awarded  the  B.Sc.N.  degree  at  the 
Spring  Convocation.  A  student  from  Malaysia  completed  a  one-year  course  and  will 
return  to  his  country  to  participate  in  nursing  education.  Special  programmes  were 
arranged  for  six  nurses  from  the  following  countries — Thailand,  Egypt,  Malaysia, 
Ghana,  New  Zealand  and  England.  It  is  important  for  the  staff  to  keep  abreast  of 
developments  in  the  countries  from  which  these  students  come.  This  year,  Professor 
Watson  received  a  World  Health  Organization  fellowship  for  travel  in  India,  Thai- 
land, Malaysia  and  Singapore.  From  the  observations  made,  Professor  Watson  is  of 
the  opinion  that  in  the  planning  of  programmes  for  international  students  careful 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  basic  preparation  and  experience  they  have  had 
and  to  the  positions  to  which  they  expect  to  return.  Enrolling  them  in  existing  courses 
does  not  necessarily  meet  their  needs. 

The  next  stage  in  the  development  of  the  School  should  be  the  introduction  of 
graduate  work  in  nursing.  In  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of 
Universities  of  Ontario,  The  Health  Sciences  in  Ontario  Universities,  it  was  recom- 
mended that  universities  that  are  considering  the  development  of  graduate  pro- 
grammes in  nursing  in  the  early  1970's  be  encouraged  to  bring  forward  the  date  of 
initiation  of  these  programmes  as  much  as  possible.  Only  one  university  in  Ontario 
offers  graduate  work  in  nursing,  and  this  is  in  nursing  education  and  nursing  service 
administration.  The  School  is  interested  in  developing  a  master's  degree  course  to 
prepare  nurses  as  clinical  specialists  and  teachers,  and  to  advance  the  practice  of 
nursing  through  research. 

A  proposal  for  a  continuing  education  programme,  to  be  developed  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  was  approved  by  the  Council  of  the 
School.  This  programme  could  be  commenced  in  the  1967-68  session  if  financial 
support  is  secured  for  the  initial  phase.  A  year-round  programme  is  envisaged  with 
courses  of  a  variety  of  lengths,  levels  and  content.  The  purpose  is  to  update  adminis- 
trative, teaching  and  clinical  skills  most  suited  to  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care 
in  the  institutions  and  agencies  in  which  nurses  are  employed.  One  aspect  of  the 
proposal  is  to  develop  a  series  of  research  projects  to  study  the  effect  of  continuing 
education  on  administration,  teaching  and  clinical  nursing,  and  to  contribute  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  learning  process  as  it  relates  to  the  adult  learner. 

With  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  health  services,  the  nursing  profession  has  been 
under  pressure  to  increase  the  number  of  students  being  prepared  in  the  diploma 
schools.  More  and  more,  it  is  recognized  that  the  traditional  method  of  preparing 
nurses  in  these  programmes  is  outdated.  In  the  main,  the  schools  are  administered 
by  hospitals  and  financed  from  taxes  raised  for  hospital  care.  Between  1965  and 
1967  the  number  of  schools  increased  from  65  to  77.  It  is  uneconomical  to  provide 
facilities  and  difficult  to  prepare  teaching  staff  for  so  many  schools.  In  a  brief 
submitted  to  the  Committee  on  the  Healing  Arts,  the  School  recommended  that 
regional  schools  for  the  preparation  of  various  types  of  personnel  for  the  health 
services  be  established  under  the  jurisdiction  of  an  educational  authority.  Hospitals 
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and  other  health  agencies  would  share  in  the  educational  programmes,  as  clinical 
instruction  and  experience  would  be  included  in  the  courses  offered.  As  the  colleges 
of  applied  arts  and  technology  are  established  in  Ontario,  it  is  appropriate  that  the 
resources  of  these  schools  be  utilized  for  the  preparation  of  personnel  for  the  health 
services  who  require  less  than  a  full  university  education. 

The  School  continues  to  contribute  to  the  health  services  in  the  community  and 
to  the  organized  profession.  The  Director  of  the  School  serves  as  Honorary  Adviser 
in  Nursing  and  Chairman  of  the  National  Nursing  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society.  The  Associate  Director  completed  her  term  of  office  as  Chairman  of 
the  Nursing  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Ontario  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
Society.  Professor  Burwell  was  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  an  Accredita- 
tion Board  established  to  assist  the  Department  of  Health  in  identifying  those  treat- 
ment facilities  which  provide  a  high  standard  of  care  for  children  suffering  from 
emotional  disturbance.  Professor  Duncanson  was  elected  President  of  the  Council 
of  the  College  of  Nurses,  the  statutory  body  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  terms 
of  the  Nurses'  Act.  The  College  of  Nurses  sets  minimum  standards  for  the  education, 
registration  and  practice  of  registered  nurses  and  registered  nurses'  assistants  in 
Ontario  and  ensures  that  standards  are  maintained. 

We  regret  that  a  number  of  faculty  members  have  resigned,  four  for  personal 
reasons,  two  to  undertake  graduate  work,  and  two  to  accept  positions  in  other 
universities.  Although  it  is  difficult  to  secure  nurses  qualified  for  university  teaching, 
we  are  fortunate  to  have  secured  new  staff  who  have  had  broad  experience.  Among 
these  are  Miss  Dorothy  Riddell,  Miss  Rosella  Cunningham,  and  Miss  Leora  Wright, 
all  of  whom  have  had  extensive  experience  in  nursing  and  in  government  service. 
Miss  Norah  Cunningham  comes  to  the  staff  following  experience  in  teaching  in  a 
university  and  a  diploma  school,  and  with  experience  in  international  work  as  a 
member  of  the  World  Health  Organization  staff  serving  in  the  British  West  Indies. 
Miss  Dawn  Marshall  is  the  first  graduate  of  the  basic  degree  programme  of  the 
McGill  School  for  Nurses  to  join  the  staff.  She  has  had  experience  and  graduate 
preparation  in  the  field  of  rehabilitation.  Miss  Margaret  Munro  has  had  experience 
in  nursing  education  in  the  University  of  Saskatchewan.  Mrs.  Anna  Rouse  has  had 
experience  in  nursing  education  in  the  Nightingale  School  of  Nursing,  Toronto. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  President,  Vice-President  (Health 
Sciences),  and  the  Council  of  the  School  for  their  continued  interest  in  and  support 
of  the  work  of  the  School.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  HYGIENE 


In  my  report  for  the  session  1965-66  I  discussed  proposals  to  meet  important  new 
responsibilities  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  and  I  shall  refer  to  some  of  these  in  this 
report.  One  of  the  more  important  proposals  concerned  the  move  of  the  Department 
of  Parasitology  from  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation,  Queen's  Park  Crescent.  It 
had  been  hoped  that  suitable  space  would  have  been  available  in  the  Hygiene  Build- 
ing for  the  four  professorial  staff  members,  graduate  students,  and  technicians. 
Unfortunately,  this  was  not  so  and  during  the  year  the  staff  worked  under  difficulties 
in  makeshift  accommodation  without  many  of  their  accustomed  facilities.  Although 
it  is  true  that  the  staff  benefited  from  closer  association  with  colleagues  in  the  School, 
it  was  not  possible  to  move  their  graduate  students  into  the  Hygiene  Building. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  that  Dr.  A.  M.  Fallis  was  honoured  by  his 
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colleagues  during  the  year  when  he  was  appointed  Associate  Dean  of  the  newly 
established  Division  IV  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  He  also  received  an 
important  award  from  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  to  undertake  research 
in  Norway  on  black  flies  and  parasites  that  they  may  transmit.  Our  School  is  col- 
laborating not  only  with  nato  but  with  the  McMaster,  Durham  and  Bergen 
Universities  in  this  project.  The  teaching  and  research  programme  of  the  Department 
of  Parasitology  was  greatly  strengthened  during  the  year  by  a  visit  for  a  period  of 
one  month  of  Professor  P.  C.  C.  Garnham,  F.R.S.,  of  the  London  School  of  Hygiene 
and  Tropical  Medicine.  Dr.  Garnham  may  fairly  be  described  as  one  of  the  world's 
leading  authorities  on  malaria  parasites.  In  addition,  he  has  a  broad  knowledge  of 
parasitology  and  of  current  problems  in  tropical  diseases.  His  visit  was  an  outstanding 
success  and  we  thank  him  for  having  come. 

There  have  been  several  important  developments  in  the  field  of  international 
health,  of  which  three  are  worthy  of  mention.  First,  Dr.  Harry  S.  Gear  assumed  his 
full-time  position  as  Professor  of  International  Health  in  January,  1967.  Dr.  Gear  is 
one  of  the  "elder  statesmen"  of  world  health,  having  served  in  the  initial  formative 
years  of  the  World  Health  Organization  as  Assistant  Director-General.  More  recently, 
as  Executive  Director  of  the  World  Medical  Association,  he  has  been  concerned  with 
problems  of  medical  education  with  particular  reference  to  developing  countries. 
Almost  immediately,  Dr.  Gear  set  to  work  to  help  establish  a  formal  working  arrange- 
ment with  an  institution  in  a  semi-tropical  or  tropical  area  where  our  staff  members 
and  graduate  students  could  gain  experience  in  administrative  and  scientific  problems 
at  first  hand.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  University 
of  the  West  Indies,  Kingston,  Dr.  Gear  visited  Jamaica  early  in  1967.  These  plans 
have  now  matured  and  we  hope  to  send  a  junior  member  of  our  teaching  staff  to 
the  Department  of  Social  and  Preventive  Medicine  in  the  University  of  the  West 
Indies  to  take  part  in  their  teaching  programme.  In  the  year  following,  it  may  be 
possible  to  send  a  more  senior  person,  and  discussions  are  continuing  as  to  methods 
of  strengthening  this  relationship.  In  addition,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Pan  American 
Health  Organization,  Dr.  Gear  represented  our  School  on  the  Third  Travelling 
Seminar  of  Heads  of  North  American  Schools  of  Public  Health  and  visited  several 
schools  in  South  America. 

Secondly,  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  visit  to  the  School  in  April 
of  Dr.  M.  G.  Candau,  Director-General,  World  Health  Organization,  Geneva.  Dr. 
Candau  met  the  senior  members  of  the  staff  and  also  spoke  personally  to  most  of  our 
international  students.  In  a  more  formal  address  he  referred  to  the  serious  lack  of 
health  personnel  in  all  countries  but  particularly,  of  course,  in  the  developing  parts  of 
the  world.  He  encouraged  us  to  continue  to  accept  physicians  and  other  well-qualified 
persons  from  the  developing  countries  for  our  graduate  programmes  in  public  health, 
veterinary  public  health,  dental  public  health,  nutrition,  industrial  health  and 
bacteriology.  At  the  same  time  he  urged  that  if  we  are  to  continue  to  accept  students 
from  the  developing  countries  we  pay  more  attention  to  the  curriculum  content  and 
offer  more  suitable  programmes  of  instruction,  particularly  in  the  administration  of 
health  services  in  developing  countries,  nutrition,  control  of  the  "population  explo- 
sion," and  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  caused  by  microbes  and  parasites. 

Although  we  have  made  progress  along  the  lines  suggested  by  Dr.  Candau,  we 
can  only  go  further  if  we  can  send  more  of  our  staff  to  developing  countries,  particu- 
larly in  the  Caribbean,  Africa  and  Southeast  Asia  to  see  conditions  at  first  hand  or  if 
we  can  recruit  new  people  with  such  experience.  The  Director-General  offered  to 
provide  the  services  of  visiting  professors  with  experience  in  developing  countries 
and  negotiations  are  now  under  way  to  try  and  bring  to  the  School  one  or  more 
such  persons. 

Another  important  area  in  the  field  of  international  health  is  represented  by  the 
service  rendered  to  the  World  Health  Organization,  the  Food  and  Agricultural 
Organization  and  other  international  agencies  by  our  staff  members.  We  have 
now  reached  the  stage  in  which  formal  appointments  to  international  bodies  and 
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attendance  at  meetings  of  expert  committees,  study  groups  and  similar  gatherings  have 
become  too  numerous  to  catalogue  in  a  report  such  as  this.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  following  members  made  major  contributions  during  the  year:  Dr.  G.  H.  Beaton, 
Dr.  A.  M.  Fallis,  Dr.  H.  S.  Gear,  Dr.  J.  E.  F.  Hastings,  Dr.  W.  H.  le  Riche,  Dr.  F.  D. 
Mott,  Dr.  A.  J.  Rhodes,  Dr.  F.  B.  Roth,  Dr.  Z.  I.  Sabry  and  Dr.  R.  J.  Shephard. 

One  further  matter  referred  to  in  my  report  last  year  is  worthy  of  recall.  During 
the  current  year  we  have  for  the  first  time  enrolled  graduate  degree  students  in  the 
important  area  of  health  administration,  and  three  candidates,  two  of  whom  are 
physicians,  will  shortly  complete  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science. 
We  feel  it  appropriate  at  the  moment  to  offer  a  programme  of  work  in  this  field  that 
leads  to  the  award  of  the  M.Sc.  rather  than  a  new  professional  type  of  degree.  This 
approach  is  possible  as  long  as  we  can  attract  students  who  are  well  prepared  for 
their  graduate  degree  studies,  as  for  example  by  one  of  our  own  graduate  diploma 
courses.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Frederick  D.  Mott,  the  other  "elder  states- 
man" whom  we  have  been  able  to  attract  to  our  staff  in  the  last  two  years,  for 
sharing  with  staff  and  students  his  unrivalled  knowledge  of  health  administration. 

In  discussing  graduate  degree  studies  it  is  encouraging  to  note  a  marked  increase 
in  interest  in  the  important  field  of  epidemiology  and  biometrics.  Several  students 
who  enrolled  under  Dr.  Harding  le  Riche  and  Professor  D.  B.  W.  Reid  are  likely 
to  occupy  senior  posts  in  the  federal  government,  the  government  of  Ontario  and 
other  provincial  governments,  and  in  other  health  agencies. 

The  School  of  Hygiene,  as  the  only  school  of  public  health  in  Canada  in  which 
instruction  is  offered  in  English,  has  a  very  particular  responsibility  in  the  field  of 
continuing  education.  Advances  are  occurring  so  rapidly  in  the  administrative  aspects 
as  well  as  in  the  basic  sciences  of  health  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  institution 
of  a  formal  system  of  up-dating  the  knowledge  of  our  graduates.  It  is,  of  course,  far 
beyond  our  capacity  in  respect  of  staff  and  facilities  to  provide  a  comprehensive 
programme  of  continuing  education.  We  are,  however,  now  firmly  committed  to 
offering  some  advanced  graduate  courses  during  the  Summer  School  programme, 
as  well  as  a  "refresher"  course  lasting  one  week  and  offered  in  the  winter.  Three 
courses  offered  in  the  Summer  School  programme  in  1965-66  were  repeated  in  the 
session  under  review  and  again  proved  most  successful.  They  covered  the  following 
subjects:  electron  microscopy  with  particular  reference  to  microbiology;  infectious 
diseases  with  particular  reference  to  tropical  diseases;  and  advanced  topics  in  health 
services  administration.  One  inconvenience  in  providing  these  courses  is  the  absence 
of  air  conditioning  in  any  of  our  public  rooms  that  can  be  used  for  seminars  and 
lectures,  and  in  the  library  and  reading  room. 

Turning  now  to  other  matters  of  importance  I  would  first  refer  to  an  important 
internal  reorganization  of  our  academic  departments.  The  Department  of  Hospital 
Administration  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  have 
now  been  merged  to  constitute  the  Department  of  Health  Administration.  It  has 
become  evident  in  the  last  few  years  that  there  is  a  considerable  community  of  interest 
not  only  in  academic  circles  but  in  the  field  between  those  who  administer  hospitals 
and  those  who  have  a  wider  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  health  services, 
for  example  medical  care  and  public  health  services.  On  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Milton 
Brown  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  selection  of  Dr.  F. 
Burns  Roth  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Hospital  Administration,  the  time 
appeared  to  be  appropriate  to  merge  the  two  departments. 

The  Department  of  Health  Administration  will  have  a  staff  of  nearly  20  teaching 
and  research  workers  paid  from  the  University  budget  and  various  training  grants. 
It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  the  Department  of  Health  Administration  of  the  School 
of  Hygiene  will  constitute  an  "area  of  excellence"  comparable  to  departments  in 
some  of  the  leading  schools  of  public  health  in  the  United  States.  The  new  depart- 
ment will  have  the  supervision  of  about  80  graduate  diploma  students  and  increasing 
numbers  of  graduate  degree  students.  It  will  be  responsible  for  supervising  the 
Diploma  in   Hospital  Administration,   the   Diploma   in   Public   Health,   and   other 
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graduate  diplomas  in  public  health  subjects.  It  will  also  provide  instruction  to  under- 
graduate students  in  the  Faculties  of  Pharmacy  and  Food  Sciences  and  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

Through  assistance  provided  by  the  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare 
in  the  form  of  a  training  grant  the  new  department  is  to  be  strengthened  by  the 
appointment  of  a  well-known  health  economist  and  administrator.  Dr.  A.  Peter 
Ruderman,  who  for  several  years  has  served  on  the  headquarters  staff  of  the  Pan 
American  Health  Organization  in  Washington.  He  has  a  wide  knowledge  of  health 
administration  in  the  Americas,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  planning  and  evaluation. 
He  is  a  gifted  and  stimulating  teacher  with  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  inter-relation- 
ships of  economics  and  health  and  we  look  to  him  to  do  much  to  strengthen  our 
work  in  this  area. 

For  many  years  we  have  searched  for  a  suitable  person  to  head  our  programme 
in  the  important  field  of  maternal  and  child  health,  looking  for  a  physician  with 
advanced  training  not  only  in  the  specialty  of  public  health  but  also  in  paediatrics. 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  have  now  been  able  to  appoint  Dr.  H.  Moghadam  of 
Vancouver  who  has  these  qualifications  and  several  years  of  experience  in  Vancouver. 

Since  the  School  of  Hygiene  was  established  in  1925  staff  members  in  the  field 
of  public  health  have  had  the  privilege  of  teaching  medical  students  the  subject 
known  as  "Preventive  Medicine"  or  "Social  and  Preventive  Medicine."  Until  1956 
teaching  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine,  a 
joint  department  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  the  School  of  Hygiene.  When  the 
School  of  Hygiene  was  reorganized  by  President  Sidney  Smith  in  the  session  1955-56 
the  Department  of  Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine  ceased  to  exist  as  such  and  its 
traditions  were  passed  on  to  the  two  new  departments  established  in  the  School  of 
Hygiene,  the  Departments  of  Public  Health  and  Microbiology.  The  teaching  of 
medical  students  since  this  period  of  reorganization  has  remained  a  responsibility 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  has  been  given  active  leadership  by  the 
Head  of  the  Department,  Dr.  Milton  H.  Brown. 

With  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Brown  as  department  head  and  a  recent  increase 
in  the  numbers  and  fields  of  specialization  of  the  staff  members  of  the  School  of 
Hygiene  made  possible  by  support  from  the  Department  of  National  Health  and 
Welfare,  it  appeared  appropriate  to  suggest  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  that  in 
future  teaching  be  offered  to  their  students  on  a  somewhat  different  basis.  It  has 
now  been  agreed  that  teaching  in  Preventive  Medicine  will  be  offered  by  a  larger 
group  of  staff  members  of  the  School  of  Hygiene,  and  for  administrative  con- 
venience we  have  appointed  a  Committee  on  the  Teaching  of  Preventive  Medicine 
chaired  by  Dr.  H.  S.  Gear.  We  feel  that  the  School  of  Hygiene  has  a  great  deal 
to  offer  medical  students  in  those  subjects  that  are  customarily  grouped  under  the 
heading  of  "preventive  medicine,"  for  example,  the  effect  of  the  social  as  well  as 
the  physical  environment  on  man  in  health  and  disease,  epidemiology,  occupational 
diseases,  infectious  diseases,  applied  physiology,  administration  of  health  services 
and  many  other  subjects.  It  is  hoped  that  these  arrangements,  which  are  now 
regarded  as  of  a  temporary  nature,  will  lead  to  the  formal  recognition  by  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  that  teaching  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  should  continue 
to  be  offered  by  the  staff  of  the  School  of  Hygiene. 

The  list  of  publications  of  the  staff  members  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  this 
year  is  quite  impressive,  and  indicates  that  the  substantial  research  funds  received 
are  leading  to  work  of  importance.  The  theses  of  the  many  graduate  degree  students 
who  have  graduated  during  the  year  represents  further  fruits  of  the  substantial 
expenditures  on  research. 

It  may  be  appropriate  to  mention  at  this  point  that  during  the  year  1967  an 
intensive  survey  of  the  health  sciences  in  Canada  has  been  conducted  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  with  particular  reference  to  research.  The  inquiry  has  been  con- 
ducted in  the  main  by  "on-site"  visits  of  groups  of  investigators  who  have  interviewed 
holders  of  research  grants  and  have  attempted  to  review  their  performance  and 
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potential.  It  was  my  privilege  to  serve  on  the  group  that  visited  departments  of 
microbiology  in  schools  of  medicine,  schools  of  veterinary  medicine  and  schools  of 
public  health.  I  am  also  Chairman  of  the  Assessment  Group  for  preventive  medicine 
and  have  visited  most  of  the  departments  of  preventive  medicine.  While  I  regard  it 
as  an  obligation  to  serve  on  these  committees,  the  experience  gained  will  prove  of 
great  value  to  the  School  in  its  future  development.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be 
admitted  that  I  was  not  able  to  devote  as  close  attention  to  the  day-to-day  affairs 
of  the  School  of  Hygiene  in  the  second  half  of  the  session  1966-67  as  was  necessary. 
I  am  grateful  to  my  colleagues  in  the  School  who  have  had  to  carry  increased  respon- 
sibilities during  this  period. 

One  of  the  duties  of  a  divisional  head  in  writing  his  annual  report  is  to  draw 
attention  to  retirements  and  promotions.  Our  School  has  suffered  a  major  loss  in 
the  retirement  of  two  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  the  University  of  Toronto  and 
Canadian  public  health,  both  of  whom  were  associated  with  the  School  from  the 
earliest  days  and  literally  grew  up  in  it  and  with  it.  I  refer  to  Dr.  Milton  H.  Brown 
who  retired  as  Associate  Director  of  the  School  and  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Dr.  Donald  L.  MacLean  who  retired  as  Secretary  and  Professor 
of  Epidemiology.  The  School  of  Hygiene  has  always  made  a  very  special  effort  to 
foster  the  atmosphere  of  a  small  college  where  graduate  students  and  staff  mingle 
freely  in  the  process  of  "education  by  association."  The  contributions  of  Dr.  Brown 
and  Dr.  MacLean  as  teachers,  counsellors  and  administrators  were  outstanding  and 
they  are  remembered  with  affection  by  large  numbers  of  graduates  of  the  School  in 
Canada  and  many  parts  of  the  world.  They  were  greatly  assisted  by  their  wives  in 
those  more  personal  aspects  of  their  responsibilities  which  included  the  welcoming 
and  entertaining  of  students.  Dr.  Milton  Brown  will  continue  to  teach  in  a  part-time 
capacity. 

It  is  one  of  the  functions  of  an  organization  such  as  our  School  to  train  staff 
members  in  the  responsibilities  of  academic  life  so  that  they  may  move  elsewhere  to 
head  departments  of  their  own.  The  Department  of  Microbiology,  and  indeed  the 
whole  School,  was  very  proud  therefore  to  learn  that  two  of  its  colleagues  had  been 
selected  for  senior  positions  in  medical  microbiology  in  Canadian  medical  schools. 
Dr.  Donald  M.  McLean  has  gone  to  a  senior  position  in  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  and  Dr.  K.  R.  Rozee  to  Dalhousie  University.  We  wish  them  every  success 
and  thank  them  for  many  contributions  in  teaching,  research  and  administration. 

In  my  report  for  the  session  1965-66  I  set  forth  in  considerable  detail  the  major 
space  problems  that  confront  the  School  of  Hygiene.  In  brief,  an  estimate  by  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Plant  has  shown  that  our  present  activities  merit 
an  approximate  tripling  in  space  from  33,000  sq.  ft.  to  over  100,000  sq.  ft.  It  had 
been  confidently  expected  that  during  the  session  ended  June  30,  1967,  much  of  the 
additional  space  vacated  by  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  in  1966 
would  have  been  renovated  and  made  ready  for  us.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
during  the  present  session  some  of  this  space  had  to  be  left  empty  as  the  facilities 
were  so  obsolete  and  the  premises  so  run-down  that  they  could  not  be  used  for  any 
academic  purpose.  The  rest  of  the  space  vacated  by  the  Connaught  Medical  Research 
Laboratories  has  had  to  be  used  without  any  significant  renovation  or  alteration. 

The  School  of  Hygiene  has  earned  a  unique  reputation  not  only  in  Canada  but 
in  the  world-wide  family  of  schools  of  public  health.  Several  of  its  staff  members 
have  attained  widespread  recognition  for  their  research  work.  Its  graduates  are 
filling  positions  of  responsibility  throughout  Canada  and  many  overseas  countries  as 
well  as  in  international  health  agencies.  It  provides  instruction  each  year  to  about  300 
graduate  students  and  1,400  undergraduates  from  many  divisions  of  the  University  of 
Toronto.  It  stands  ready,  prepared  and  eager  to  rise  to  several  new  responsibilities 
in  the  fields  of  health  administration,  epidemiology,  parasitology,  microbiology, 
nutrition  and  physiology  and  has  reorganized  to  discharge  these  responsibilities 
the  better.  The  potential  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  has  never  been  greater.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Board  of  Governors  will  approve  a  plan  of  total  renovation  of 
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this  building,  authorize  the  use  of  temporary  accommodation  while  this  is  proceeding, 
and  approve  a  proposal  to  provide  additional  space  in  a  new  building  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  College  Street  and  Queen's  Park  Crescent.  Such  a  building  could  be  shared 
with  other  University  departments. 

The  School  faces  a  critical  lack  of  facilities  at  a  time  when  it  has  gathered  the 
strength  necessary  to  fulfil  its  mission  of  research,  teaching  and  service  in  a  manner 
in  keeping  with  its  position  as  the  only  school  of  public  health  teaching  in  the  English 
language  in  Canada  and  as  a  full  member  of  the  family  of  nearly  twenty  schools 
of  public  health  in  North  America,  which  includes  such  institutions  as  Harvard,  Yale, 
Columbia,  Johns  Hopkins,  California,  Minnesota,  Pittsburgh  and  Michigan.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS 

In  the  seventeen  years  of  the  School's  existence,  there  has  been  an  evolution  in  its 
character  from  an  orientation  towards  training  to  an  emphasis  on  research.  These 
changes  have  strengthened  the  School  in  its  development  into  an  academic  institu- 
tion. During  the  past  session,  staff  members  were  engaged  in  nine  grant-supported 
research  projects.  The  trend  to  increasing  emphasis  on  research  has  implications  not 
only  for  the  development  of  knowledge  of  the  business  sector,  but  also  for  the 
improvement  in  the  curriculum  and  the  quality  of  teaching. 

During  the  past  session,  a  committee  under  the  able  leadership  of  Professor 
J.  A.  Sawyer  developed  a  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a  Ph.D.  programme  in 
business.  The  programme  has  now  received  the  approval  of  the  Council  of  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  final  approval  is  received  the  first 
candidates  can  be  admitted  in  the  1968-69  session.  The  establishment  of  the  Ph.D. 
programme  will  mark  the  culmination  of  the  evolution  of  the  School  in  its  academic 
endeavours. 

Enrolment  increased  from  113  to  135  full-time  students.  Part-time  enrolment 
remained  static  at  170  students.  The  move  of  the  School  to  119  St.  George  Street 
did  not  provide  adequate  space  for  the  increase  in  numbers  and  we  are  again  growing 
out  of  our  quarters. 

The  School  continued  its  one-day  conference  on  the  Business  Outlook  for  1967, 
attended  by  over  200  executives.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  following  dis- 
tinguished business  leaders  at  the  conference  to  speak  on  the  prospects  for  their 
particular  industries:  J.  S.  Dewar,  President,  Union  Carbide  Canada  Ltd.;  W.  V. 
George,  President,  Canadian  Marconi  Co.  Ltd.;  H.  M.  Griffith,  President,  Steel  Co. 
of  Canada  Ltd.;  A.  D.  Hamilton,  President,  B.C.  Forest  Products  Ltd.;  J.  F.  Redmond, 
Vice-President,  Shell  Canada  Ltd.;  H.  A.  Steinberg,  Vice-President,  Steinberg's  Ltd.; 
A.  Trottier,  President,  Canadian  Construction  Association;  R.  D.  Waddington, 
Senior  Vice-President,  International  Nickel  Co.  of  Canada  Ltd.  The  conference  was 
under  the  able  chairmanship  of  A.  J.  Little,  Partner,  Clarkson,  Gordon  &  Co.  The 
outlook  for  the  Canadian  economy  was  given  by  J.  W.  Popkin,  economist,  Sun  Life 
Assurance  Co.  Ltd. 

On  October  26  and  27,  Dr.  Herbert  A.  Simon,  Professor  of  Computer  Sciences 
and  Psychology  at  the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  gave  two  lectures  in 
Convocation  Hall  to  capacity  audiences,  on  the  subjects  "The  Impact  of  New 
Information  Processing  Technology  on  Managers"  and  "The  Impact  of  New 
Information  Processing  Technology  on  the  Economy."  Dr.  Simon  also  gave  two 
seminars  to  students  in  the  School  of  Business  and  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science. 
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Professor  Igor  Ansoff  of  the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology  conducted  a  two- 
day  seminar  for  executives  on  "Corporate  Policy  Planning"  on  February  24  and  25. 
In  January,  a  two-day  conference  on  the  problems  of  management  development 
programmes  was  held  to  bring  together  training  directors  for  a  discussion  of  mutual 
problems.  Both  of  these  seminars  were  held  in  co-operation  with  the  Division  of 
University  Extension. 

The  two-week  live-in  course  "Managing  by  System"  held  in  May  was  limited 
to  35  executives.  This  course,  which  provides  a  valuable  insight  into  the  systems 
approach  to  business  administration,  is  now  in  its  third  year. 

The  "Management  of  the  Enterprise"  seminar,  which  is  now  in  its  seventh  year, 
offers  through  a  series  of  dinner  meetings  an  opportunity  for  senior  executives  to 
examine  the  environmental  problems  of  business.  Guest  speakers  from  various 
divisions  of  the  University,  from  government  and  from  business  discussed  a  wide 
range  of  topics,  from  "Humanities  and  Business"  to  "New  Developments  in  Manage- 
ment Science." 

During  the  year,  two  important  committees  were  set  up  to  examine  the  long-range 
plans  of  the  School  and  to  evaluate  the  present  curriculum  in  the  light  of  changing 
conditions.  These  committees  will  prove  to  be  valuable  aids  in  determining  the  future 
policy  of  the  School  in  its  academic  and  non-academic  efforts. 

We  record  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Professor  M.  S.  Moyer  who  has 
accepted  a  post  at  York  University.  We  appreciate  his  devoted  efforts  during  the  nine 
years  he  was  on  the  staff.  We  welcome  the  appointment  of  two  new  staff  members, 
Professor  M.  S.  Sommers  from  the  University  of  Texas  and  Professor  J.  D.  Kyle, 
formerly  Management  Training  Director  of  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia. 

In  spite  of  the  disruption  of  moving  to  different  quarters,  and  the  pressure  of 
increased  enrolment  upon  facilities,  the  loyal  efforts  of  the  faculty  and  the  secretarial 
staff  have  made  it  possible  for  the  School  to  function  smoothly.  Their  efforts  are 
most  sincerely  appreciated.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF 
UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

The  session  has  been  particularly  significant  to  all  who  have  been  involved  in  the 
Extension  programme.  A  certificate  course  in  Criminology  has  been  begun.  The  first 
graduates  in  Public  Administration  have  received  certificates.  On  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  awarding  of  the  Certificate  in  Business,  the  programme  has  been 
revised,  as  a  result  of  a  study  of  purpose,  content  and  method.  It  was  decided  to 
offer  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  General  Science  course,  and  the  second  year 
of  the  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  course,  through  Extension.  With  the  co-opera- 
tion of  Innis  College,  Extension  students  will  have  the  benefit  of  a  Writing  Labora- 
tory. With  advice  and  support  from  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education, 
the  study  of  suitable  admission  tests  and  the  offering  of  preparatory  courses  for 
mature  students  have  been  accelerated  and  strengthened.  The  number  of  cross- 
appointments  with  schools,  faculties  and  teaching  departments  has  increased.  The 
extension  of  activities  to  all  three  campuses — St.  George,  Scarborough  and  Erindale 
— reduces  the  inconvenience  of  travel  to  classes  for  many  residents  in  Metropolitan 
Toronto.  An  Association  of  Extension  Alumni  has  been  formed.  Steps  have  been 
taken  to  establish  more  regular  and  effective  communication  among  students,  teach- 
ing staff  and  the  co-ordinators  of  the  courses.  This  is  not  to  indicate  that  all  problems 
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have  been  solved,  or  that  unnecessary  obstacles  to  learning  do  not  exist :  it  is  to  record 
encouraging  progress  toward  certain  initial  goals.  New  and  stimulating  challenges 
face  us;  many  questions  demand  early  answers;  and  some  recurring  problems  con- 
tinue to  hamper  development. 

Early  in  the  session  the  French  version  of  our  first  bilingual  correspondence 
course  (the  Civil  Code  of  Quebec)  reached  its  final  draft  form.  Although  not  a  new 
subject,  since  it  has  been  given  as  part  of  the  Canadian  Credit  Institute  programme 
for  many  years,  it  had  existed  only  in  English.  Other  courses  from  the  general  cor- 
respondence programme  were  completely  revised  for  this  session:  Psychology,  where 
comments  on  each  assignment  are  supplemented  with  general  bulletins;  International 
Economics,  which  enjoys  new  notes  and  a  greatly  expanded  set  of  readings;  and 
School  Legislation,  which  was  examined  and  re-drafted. 

Among  new  Correspondence  Subjects,  the  course  in  Real  Property  Analysis  com- 
bined theoretical  studies  with  work  on  cases.  The  case  submissions  were  read  and 
commented  on  by  both  the  University  instructor  and  by  specialists  appointed  in 
consultation  with  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Realtors.  Alternative  versions  of  the 
new  course  in  Labour  Economics  for  Canadian  and  American  students  continued  to 
provide  an  interesting  approach  used  in  the  introductory  course.  Two  subjects  have 
been  added  to  the  engineering  courses:  Part  I  of  a  course  in  Operations  Research 
Methods  was  conducted  from  Cambridge,  England;  a  course  outline  in  Linear 
Programming  was  completed. 

Recorded  discs  to  convey  instructors'  comments  to  individual  correspondence 
course  students  have  been  in  use  for  some  time,  but  this  year  general  lectures  and 
commentaries  on  long-playing  records  have  been  an  effective  addition  to  the  materials 
sent  to  students  in  some  courses. 

More  than  two  thousand  correspondence  students  are  enrolled  in  78  subjects,  in 
programmes  sponsored  by  twelve  associations,  institutes  and  government  agencies. 

The  number  of  students  who  attended  courses  in  the  Business  and  Professional 
programme  (including  the  three  certificate  courses)  reached  5,511.  A  study  of  one 
thousand  of  them  revealed  that  44  per  cent  already  had  one  degree;  8  per  cent  had 
a  master's  degree  and  a  small  number  had  studied  in  programmes  beyond  the  master's 
degree.  Of  those  with  degrees,  70  per  cent  were  in  Engineering,  22  per  cent  in  Arts 
and  Science.  At  the  master's  degree  level,  43  per  cent  were  in  Engineering,  22  per 
cent  in  Business,  and  24  per  cent  in  Arts  and  Science.  Ninety-three  per  cent  were 
male;  27  per  cent  were  between  20  and  30  years  of  age;  35  per  cent  were  in  their 
thirties,  28  per  cent  in  their  forties,  and  7  per  cent  were  50  or  older. 

Two  continuing  programmes,  consisting  of  six  subjects  each,  were  started.  All 
of  the  subjects  are  available  as  individual  courses,  but  the  sequence  of  courses  provides 
continuity  of  study  in  two  areas — industrial  relations  and  manpower  development. 

Short,  full-time  seminars  were  begun  this  year,  two  of  them  in  co-operation 
with  the  School  of  Business.  The  response  was  greater  than  had  been  anticipated, 
and  one  attracted  69  participants  from  across  Canada.  Another  seminar,  arranged 
with  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  attracted  30  students,  and 
yet  another,  given  with  the  School  of  Nursing,  had  an  enrolment  of  100. 

A  spring  programme  in  eight  subjects  in  business  was  begun  for  250  students. 
Classes  meet  twice  each  week. 

We  welcome  to  the  staff,  on  cross-appointment  with  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering,  Professor  W.  G.  MacElhinney.  There  has  been  a  growing 
demand  for  post-degree  courses  for  engineers.  Requests  cover  a  broad  range  of 
engineering  subjects,  in  addition  to  courses  in  other  disciplines,  designed  for  engineers. 

Parts  I  and  II  of  the  course  for  the  Preparation  of  Teachers  in  Pre-School 
Education  continue  to  attract  capacity  enrolment.  Part  III  was  offered  by  evening 
study  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  to  accelerate  the  training  of  these  teachers. 

An  extensive  survey  was  undertaken  among  students  in  credit-free  courses  in 
the  liberal  arts  and  the  social  sciences,  to  provide  information  to  be  used  in  planning, 
revising  and  presenting  the  programme  for  1967-68.  Among  the  data  collected  it  was 
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noted  that  almost  as  many  students  enrolled  because  of  an  interest  in  subjects  "new" 
to  them  as  enrolled  in  subjects  with  which  they  had  some  familiarity,  while  a  few 
(78)  enrolled  because  of  specific  lecturers  who  themselves  attracted  a  following. 

Courses  in  languages  other  than  English  account  for  1,000  registrations.  For 
the  first  time  in  several  years  there  has  been  a  slight  decline  in  the  interest  in  courses 
in  French,  and  an  increase  in  the  numbers  studying  German,  Italian  and  Spanish. 

The  first  series  of  lectures  on  the  plays  to  be  presented  at  the  Shaw  Festival  at 
Niagara-on-the-Lake  was  offered  to  an  enthusiastic  audience  this  spring. 

It  is  noted  with  appreciation  that  the  Remington  Electric  Shaver  Division  of 
Sperry  Rand  Canada  Limited  provided  bursaries  for  twelve  students  at  the  summer 
school  at  St.  Pierre  et  Miquelon.  Awards  were  made  to  a  student  from  each  province, 
the  North-West  Territories  and  the  Yukon. 

Four  new  bursaries  for  students  in  degree  courses  have  been  provided  by  the 
University  Women's  Club  of  Etobicoke.  The  University  Women's  Club  of  Scar- 
borough is  making  loan  funds  available. 

Generous  funds  for  INCO  Bursaries  for  teachers  of  science  and  mathematics 
were  provided  again  this  year  by  the  International  Nickel  Company  of  Canada 
Limited.  It  is  not  generally  realized  that  many  adult  students  have  difficulty  in 
financing  part-time  study,  and  the  bursary  assistance  which  has  been  provided  is 
very  much  appreciated. 

The  number  and  diversity  of  courses  given  to  up-date  and  improve  the  quali- 
fications of  teachers  has  been  increasing  steadily.  This  year  such  courses  have  been 
developed  in  collaboration  with  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  the  Faculty  of  Forestry,  the  School  of  Hygiene 
and  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science.  In  addition,  "special  work-shops"  have 
been  conducted  in  digital  computation,  chemistry,  biology  and  physics. 

As  the  programme  grows,  the  Division  becomes  indebted  to  a  growing  number 
of  instructors  and  co-ordinators  who  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  planning, 
presentation,  counselling  and  evaluation.  To  all  of  them,  the  staff  of  the  Division 
wishes  to  express  its  thanks.  At  the  same  time  I  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the 
Division  for  the  energy,  initiative  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  carry  out  the 
work  of  a  day  and  night  programme  over  twelve  months  of  the  year.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE 


Last  year  the  normal  annual  rhythms  of  University  College  were  crossed  by  ques- 
tioning and  discussion  of  what  its  future  should  properly  be.  This  was  made  necessary 
in  University  College  as  elsewhere  by  the  establishment  of  a  Presidential  Advisory 
Committee  on  Undergraduate  Instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  which 
was  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  examining  not  only  curricula  and  methods  of 
instruction  and  examination,  but  also  the  college  system  as  well.  As  a  result,  the 
future  of  the  College  was  canvassed  more  thoroughly  than  it  had  been  for  some  years 
among  staff,  students  and  graduates. 

The  faults  of  the  college  system  as  it  exists  today  are  not  difficult  to  identify. 
One  of  my  immediate  predecessors,  Dr.  Moffatt  Woodside,  pointed  out  almost  a 
decade  ago  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  students  in  University  College  take  little 
or  no  instruction  in  the  College  or  from  members  of  the  College  staff,  so  that  their 
attachment  to  the  College  community  may  be  far  more  slight  or  superficial  than  it 
should  be  for  their  own  good  and  the  good  of  the  College;  and  the  percentage  of 
such  students  is  almost  certainly  higher  now  than  it  was  when  Dr.  Woodside  first 
drew  attention  to  the  problem.  It  is  also  true  that  the  task  of  those  who  give  instruc- 
tion in  the  college  subjects  is  greatly  complicated  by  the  existence  of  a  number  of 
independent  departments  in  these  subjects  throughout  the  Faculty.  Nor  can  one  be 
happy  with  the  fact  that  so  comparatively  few  disciplines  are  represented  on  the 
Council  of  University  College  and  in  its  senior  common-rooms.  Looking  at  these 
present-day  consequences  of  the  Federation  agreement  that  was  hammered  out  in  the 
late  1880's,  one  could  wish  that  Sir  Daniel  Wilson,  who  was  the  head  of  University 
College  at  the  time,  had  been  more  successful  in  protecting  the  rights  of  the  College 
as  a  teaching  institution.  But  one  can  also  recognize  the  wisdom  there  was  in  the 
contrary  view  of  Sir  William  Mulock,  another  University  College  man,  that  without 
the  widest  possible  federation  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Ontario,  accom- 
panied though  that  might  be  by  many  compromises  and  illogicalities,  the  basis  might 
not  exist  for  the  development  of  a  strong  and  many-faceted  university  that  would 
grow  to  national,  and  ultimately  to  international,  stature.  It  is  also  possible,  I  think, 
to  recognize  that  the  richness  and  variety  of  achievement  that  now  characterizes  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  many  of  the  college  subjects  might  not  have  been  attained 
without  the  different  contributions  that  have  been  made  by  the  different  Colleges. 

In  other  words,  there  are  strengths  as  well  as  weaknesses  in  the  present  college 
system.  If  University  College  does  not  provide  a  valid  intellectual  community  for 
many  of  its  students,  it  does  provide  such  a  community  for  many  others.  If  the 
operation  of  joint  departments  in  the  college  subjects  involves  inconvenience  and 
frustration,  it  may  also  leave  more  room  for  a  variety  of  talents  than  would  otherwise 
have  been  likely.  If  University  College  could  profit  from  a  wider  representation  of 
disciplines  on  its  Council  and  in  its  common-rooms,  it  at  least  has  the  advantage  of 
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sheltering  within  its  walls  a  large  number  of  scholars  and  teachers  in  closely  related 
fields  who  owe  continuing  allegiance  as  much  to  the  College  as  to  the  University;  and 
it  is  this  fact  more  than  any  other  which  gives  it  substance  as  an  academic  community. 
The  problem  is  to  find  ways  and  means  of  reducing  the  disadvantages  of  the  present 
college  system  without  in  the  process  destroying  the  older  college  communities  within 
the  University  of  Toronto  or  of  inhibiting  the  growth  of  the  colleges  which  have 
been  established  more  recently.  In  seeking  solutions  to  that  problem  it  would  be 
stultifying  to  allow  ourselves  to  be  bound  and  fettered  by  history.  But  it  would  be 
equally  stultifying  to  ignore  historical  considerations  and  to  make  plans  as  if  begin- 
ning with  a  blank  sheet.  We  must  start  from  where  we  are.  The  Colleges  have 
contributed  largely  to  the  strength  of  the  University  in  the  past.  They  are  making 
such  contributions  now.  Reforms  are  necessary  and  possible,  but  no  proposed  reforms 
are  likely  to  be  persuasive  or  to  find  wide  acceptance  if  they  seem  to  threaten  the 
very  existence  as  continuing  academic  communities  of  the  Colleges  on  whose 
federation  the  whole  subsequent  growth  of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  been  based. 

These  reflections  have  been  forced  on  me  by  the  discussions  that  have  been 
taking  place  in  the  various  University  College  constituencies  as  a  result  of  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Macpherson  Committee  on  Undergraduate  Instruction.  There  is  only  one 
other  word  that  I  should  like  to  add.  University  College  has  to  be  even  more  sensitive 
than  its  other  old  partners  in  the  federation  to  the  implications  of  changes  which 
would  radically  alter  relations  between  the  College  and  its  staff.  All  the  Federated 
Colleges  have  traditional  religious  affiliations,  and  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  these 
will  ever  be  completely  severed.  That  is  not  true  of  University  College.  In  that  fact 
is  to  be  found  our  greatest  strength  and  pride  and  opportunity.  But  it  could  also  be 
a  source  of  hazard  in  emergency.  The  principal  weight  and  ballast  that  has  kept 
University  College  on  its  course  over  the  decades  has  been  its  own  college  depart- 
ments. Remove  that  ballast,  or  try  to  shift  it  suddenly,  or  to  substitute  for  it  some- 
thing else  without  due  forethought,  and  the  College  may  be  left  completely  adrift 
and  helpless  to  protect  its  own  integrity  or  to  serve  its  students  or  the  University. 

Meanwhile  the  normal  rhythms  of  the  Colleges  have  continued.  I  am  thinking 
not  only  of  such  things  as  the  Freshman  Weekend  in  the  early  fall,  the  Christmas 
dinners  at  the  Residences,  the  Scholars'  Dinner  at  mid-winter,  the  spring  darkened 
by  examinations  and  then  the  pomps  of  Convocation.  What  I  have  in  mind  at  least 
as  much  is  a  scholar's  slow  and  almost  secret  progress  towards  a  new  formulation, 
with  perhaps  a  paper  or  two  appearing  each  year  to  hint  at  what  is  ultimately  to  be 
expected;  or  a  student's  steady  efforts  at  understanding  being  suddenly  illuminated 
by  something  that  comes  to  him  at  midnight  just  before  he  has  closed  his  books,  or 
by  some  remark  of  an  instructor  made  almost  by  chance,  or  by  some  fragment  of 
discussion  in  class.  It  is  not  always  easy  for  a  principal  to  remember  that  he  has  some 
responsibility  for  creating  the  conditions  that  will  allow  such  processes  to  take  their 
mysterious  and  powerful  way,  as  well  as  for  trying  to  meet  the  more  obvious  wishes 
of  the  College  Council,  the  student  organizations  and  the  alumni  bodies.  Last  year 
the  conduct  of  student  affairs  was  accompanied  by  some  turbulence  as  well  as  by 
a  good  deal  of  public  attention.  It  would  hardly  be  healthy  if  that  were  not  sometimes 
the  case.  But  I  am  grateful  that  in  trying  to  thread  my  way  through  situations  of  some 
complexity  in  which  honest  men  could  differ,  I  could  always  rely,  if  not  on  the  full 
agreement,  at  least  on  the  unswerving  sense  of  responsibility  of  the  President  of  the 
University  College  Literary  and  Athletic  Society,  Mr.  Joseph  Steiner.  Throughout  he 
was  a  credit  to  his  office  and  to  those  who  elected  him. 

It  should  be  added  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  Steiner  headed  his  course.  In 
so  doing,  he  was  one  of  an  exceptionally  large  number  of  University  College  students 
who  stood  1 : 1  in  the  Faculty,  particularly  in  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  honour 
courses.  It  was  also  gratifying  that  13.5  per  cent  of  all  University  College  students 
received  first  class  or  grade  A  standing,  although  the  corresponding  figure  for  the 
Faculty  as  a  whole  was  only  10  per  cent.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  the  number  of 
University  College  students  in  all  years  and  all  courses  who  failed  their  year  dropped 
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to  the  phenomenally  low  figure  of  8.1  per  cent.  Year  after  year  this  figure  has  been 
dropping  in  University  College,  at  least  partly  as  a  result  of  the  careful  selection  of 
candidates  for  admission  that  is  carried  out  by  the  College  Registrar.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  a  matter  of  some  concern  that  the  number  of  withdrawals  among  students 
in  the  first  year  increased  substantially  last  year  above  what  it  had  been  previously. 
In  the  number  of  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships  awarded  to  our  students,  we  did  well, 
but  nothing  like  so  well  as  we  had  done  in  previous  years.  Of  the  total  of  26  awarded 
to  students  in  the  University  of  Toronto  last  year,  eight  went  to  students  in  University 
College. 

The  target  for  enrolment  in  University  College  has  been  set  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  2,000  students,  and  progress  was  made  last  year  in  moving  towards  that 
objective.  Total  enrolment  as  of  December  1,  1966,  stood  at  2,056,  which  is  to  be  set 
beside  the  comparable  figure  of  2,178  a  year  earlier.  The  reduction  was  made  possible 
not  only  by  the  process  of  selection  from  among  candidates  for  entrance  to  the 
first  year  but  also  by  the  introduction  for  the  first  time  last  year  of  a  selection  system 
for  all  candidates  for  admission  to  the  higher  years  from  other  universities,  or  from 
other  faculties,  or  from  the  Division  of  Extension.  An  analysis  of  the  courses  chosen 
by  first  year  students  shows  a  remarkable  increase  in  the  enrolment  in  Social  and 
Philosophical  Studies  and  a  less  marked  but  still  considerable  increase  in  Mathe- 
matics, Physics  and  Chemistry  and  in  Commerce  and  Finance.  On  the  other  hand, 
enrolment  in  both  Modern  Languages  and  Literatures  and  in  English  Language  and 
Literature  declined,  although  the  quality  of  students  in  these  courses  remains  ex- 
tremely high.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  for  some  years 
in  enrolment  in  most  of  the  smaller  honour  courses. 

Last  year  two  of  the  chairmanships  of  departments  in  the  College  fell  vacant. 
Since  the  quality  of  the  College's  departments  depends  very  largely  not  only  on  the 
scholarly  achievements  and  the  professional  reputation  of  the  chairman  but  also  on 
his  energy,  skill  and  tact,  finding  a  replacement  for  an  out-going  chairman  is  one  of 
the  most  important  of  a  principal's  responsibilities.  In  both  cases  an  advisory  com- 
mittee was  established  in  order  to  make  a  recommendation,  a  wide  canvass  of  opinion 
and  of  possibilities  was  conducted,  and  care  was  taken  to  bear  in  mind  the  needs  of 
the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  as  well  as  of  the  College.  Professor  F.  V.  Winnett, 
who  resigned  last  year  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies,  had  held 
that  office  since  1952.  During  the  fifteen  years  of  his  leadership,  the  Department 
increased  in  size  and  in  the  number  of  courses  offered.  While  guiding  the  affairs  of 
the  Department,  Professor  Winnett  managed  to  continue  his  own  researches  in  pre- 
Islamic  Arabic.  At  the  same  time  he  provided  encouragement  to  younger  scholars, 
inspired  hundreds  of  students  with  interest  in  the  history  and  literature  of  the  Near 
East,  and  gave  wise  counsel  on  the  affairs  of  the  College  and  the  University.  I  am 
very  pleased  that  he  has  agreed  to  serve  as  Vice-Principal,  since  there  is  no  one  who 
could  fill  this  new  post  more  amiably  or  more  authoritatively.  Professor  Winnett  is  to 
be  succeeded  by  Professor  R.  J.  Williams.  In  the  Department  of  German  the  chair- 
manship passed  from  Professor  Hermann  Boeschenstein  to  Professor  Humphrey 
Milnes.  Professor  Boeschenstein  is  another  of  those  who  have  long  served  the  College 
and  brought  it  honour,  having  been  appointed  Head  of  the  Department  in  1956. 
Indefatigable  as  a  scholar  and  imperturbable  as  an  administrator,  his  humour  and 
vigour  continue  to  belie  his  years.  While  the  gap  left  by  his  going  must  be  incalculable, 
it  is  some  measure  of  the  service  he  has  rendered  that  his  place  must  be  taken  by 
two  successors,  with  Professor  Milnes  succeeding  him  as  Chairman  of  the  College 
Department  and  Professor  Hans  Eichner  joining  the  staff  of  University  College  to 
succeed  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Graduate  Department. 

The  graduates  also  continued  to  make  a  vital  contribution  to  the  life  of  the 
College.  In  February  the  Alumnae  held  another  in  their  series  of  highly  successful 
symposiums,  this  time  on  the  theme  "Canada  in  the  Year  2000."  The  net  of  the 
symposium  was  cast  very  widely  and  drew  on  the  talents  of  psychologists,  lawyers, 
sculptors,    broadcasters,    architects,    economists    and    politicians.    The    Minister    of 
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Finance,  the  Honourable  Mitchell  Sharp,  gave  one  of  the  talks  and  the  luncheon 
address  was  given  by  Professor  Marshall  McLuhan  to  one  of  the  largest  audiences 
that  has  ever  been  packed  into  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House.  The  Alumnae  also 
arranged  a  very  enjoyable  Christmas  reception  which  brought  together  a  large 
number  of  graduates  to  do  honour  to  the  elected  representatives  of  the  College  on  the 
Senate  of  the  University.  The  Alumni  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  annual 
reunion  dinner  in  the  spring,  when  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  have  as  the  guest  of 
honour  the  Principal  of  Scarborough  College,  Mr.  A.  F.  W.  Plumptre,  who  was  years 
ago  the  Dean  of  Men  of  University  College.  The  Alumni  also  concerned  themselves 
very  effectively  with  the  problem  of  financial  assistance  for  students  of  the  College 
and  were  successful  in  arranging  a  substantial  increase  in  their  total  contribution  for 
scholarships  and  bursaries,  which  came  at  a  crucial  moment  and  was  most  appre- 
ciated. It  was  also  in  large  measure  through  the  efforts  of  the  Alumni  that  the 
University  College  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  was  reconstituted  and 
revived  after  a  long  period  of  inactivity. 

The  chief  problem  before  that  Committee  has  been  the  physical  renovation  of 
the  College.  I  have  described  the  problem  in  previous  reports,  and  progress  continues 
to  be  made.  Last  year  the  renovation  of  Sections  E  and  F  in  the  old  Cloister  Wing, 
which  had  been  planned  for  some  time  but  had  had  to  be  deferred  for  financial 
reasons,  was  at  last  authorized.  Work  was  begun  early  in  May  and  has  continued 
with  little  interruption  in  spite  of  protracted  labour  difficulties  in  the  building  trades 
in  Toronto.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  President's  office  and  the  Physical 
Plant  Department  it  has  also  been  possible  to  go  forward  with  a  complete  renovation 
of  the  Theatre  in  the  Women's  Union,  which  will  not  only  make  it  much  more  secure 
against  fire  but  will  also  provide  the  University  College  Players'  Guild  and  other 
drama  groups  on  the  campus  with  a  much  more  flexible  and  challenging  theatre  and 
will  at  the  same  time  do  away  with  the  complications  that  have  arisen  in  the  past 
because  it  has  not  been  possible  to  seal  off  the  theatre  from  other  areas  and  other 
activities  in  the  Women's  Union.  The  plans  for  this  exciting  development  have  been 
worked  out  by  a  committee  which  has  been  presided  over  by  Professor  John  Leyerle 
of  the  Department  of  English  in  the  College  and  which  has  included  a  large  number 
of  students  as  well  as  the  Dean  of  Women  and  representatives  of  the  Physical  Plant 
Department.  The  College  is  greatly  indebted  to  Professor  Leyerle  and  all  those  who 
have  worked  with  him  for  their  energy  and  enthusiasm  and  ingenuity. 

But  that  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done,  particularly  in  the  old  building  of  the 
College,  is  obvious.  One  day  last  June  when  West  Hall  was  being  used  as  a  robing- 
room  for  those  proceeding  to  Convocation  Hall  to  receive  their  degrees,  a  large  area 
of  plaster  fell  from  the  ceiling  of  one  of  the  classrooms  beneath  West  Hall.  The  Hall 
was  hurriedly  emptied  and  closed  until  investigations  could  be  made.  What  they 
revealed  was  that  the  original  oak  beams  that  had  supported  West  Hall  since  it  was 
built  in  1859  had  twisted  and  loosened  and  that  the  whole  of  the  floor  of  the  Hall 
might  well  have  collapsed  under  the  weight  of  any  large  crowd.  Now  the  original 
oak  beams  are  to  be  replaced  with  steel.  Another  similar  situation  came  to  light  at 
about  the  same  time.  When  Sections  E  and  F  in  the  Cloisters  were  stripped  down  to 
the  original  masonry  in  preparation  for  radical  renovation,  it  was  revealed  that  the 
whole  fabric  of  that  part  of  the  College  had  been  so  weakened  by  piecemeal  altera- 
tions made  over  the  decades  in  order  to  adapt  it  to  varying  uses  that  there  was 
imminent  risk  of  the  bearing  walls  giving  way,  as  had  happened  only  a  few  months 
previously  to  a  whole  corner  of  St.  Lawrence  Hall  on  King  Street  during  the  process 
of  restoring  it  as  a  Centennial  project.  These  disturbing  revelations  have  given  added 
urgency  to  the  need  of  a  thorough  architectural  survey  of  the  whole  College  and 
to  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  plan  of  renovation  to  be  carried  out  in  phases 
as  funds  can  be  made  available.  In  my  opinion,  the  first  such  phase  should  include 
the  renovation  of  the  main  corridors  and  classrooms  in  the  College,  which  have 
been  allowed  to  deteriorate  almost  to  the  point  of  squalor. 

In  such  comparatively  minor  projects  of  renovation  as  it  has  been  possible  to 
carry  out  pending  the  preparation  of  such  a  comprehensive  plan,  the  College  is 
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deeply  indebted  to  the  officials  of  the  Physical  Plant  Department  and  also  to  Professor 
Eric  Arthur,  who  is  the  Consulting  Architect  for  the  old  building  of  the  College. 
The  bust  of  the  architect  who  originally  designed  the  old  building,  Colonel  F.  W. 
Cumberland  (a  generous  gift  to  the  College  from  Mr.  O.  D.  Vaughan,  Chairman  of 
the  Property  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors)  is  now  handsomely  corbelled  out 
from  a  wall  on  the  main  staircase  of  the  College  under  the  tower  in  accordance  with 
the  design  prepared  by  Professor  Arthur.  He  also  supervised  the  refurbishing  and 
recolouring  of  the  stone  panel  under  the  tower  which  was  unveiled  in  1859  when 
the  building  was  first  opened.  May  that  fresh  blazoning  stand  as  an  omen  of  even 
brighter  days  to  come! 

Last  year,  as  always,  I  have  been  deeply  indebted  to  the  officers  of  the  College 
for  their  devotion  to  its  welfare  and  for  their  sympathetic  co-operation.  The  new 
Vice-Principal,  Professor  Winnett,  has  represented  me  on  a  number  of  University 
committees  and  has  investigated  a  number  of  problems  which  seemed  constantly  to 
elude  my  attention.  The  Registrar,  Professor  Shepherd,  has  shown  in  the  interest  of 
the  College  all  his  customary  gifts  of  energy  and  pertinacity  and  tirelessness  and  has 
also  made  a  further  contribution  to  the  common  welfare  by  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Macpherson  Committee.  The  Dean  of  Men,  E.  Michael  Howarth,  and  the  Dean 
of  Women,  Miss  Charity  Grant,  have  continued  to  deal  with  good  humour  and 
resource  with  the  problems  that  have  arisen  in  the  Residences.  Finally,  I  should  like 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  the  heads  of  departments  in  the  College,  on  whose 
wise  counsel  I  have  depended  very  heavily.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NEW  COLLEGE 

In  some  respects  New  College  is  no  longer  new:  this  is  the  fifth  report  on  the  College; 
there  are  three  constituent  colleges  of  the  University  of  more  recent  origin;  there 
are  several  hundred  graduates  of  the  College;  parts  of  the  College  building  require 
repainting  and  refurbishing.  However,  in  most  respects  the  College  must  be  con- 
sidered new  and  emerging,  and  this  report  will  emphasize  some  of  the  problems 
which  arise  because  of  this  amorphous  but  exciting  and  challenging  state. 

We  enjoyed,  in  1965-66,  one  year  of  optimal  operation,  in  that  the  first  building, 
designed  to  "accommodate"  1,200  members,  had  been  completed — and  we  had  1,221 
members.  This  year  there  were  over  1,500  members  with  the  same  facilities  so  that 
some  crowding  was  inevitable — and  next  year  there  will  be  about  1,800  members. 
The  main  area  of  congestion  is  the  Gnu  Room.  To  cope  with  the  noon-hour  crowds 
some  coat  racks  and  lockers  were  removed,  and  additional  furniture  placed  in  every 
available  space,  but  the  atmosphere  produced  is  both  literally  and  figuratively 
unsatisfactory.  Our  overpopulation  problem  is  compounded  by  our  central  location. 
At  present  we  are  a  conveniently  located  university  luncheon  facility,  with  no  pre- 
ference being  given  to  New  College  members.  It  may  become  necessary  to  attempt 
to  find  means  to  limit  usage  by  non-members,  not  only  because  of  the  overcrowding 
problem  but  also  because  the  difficulty  of  engendering  a  lively  College  spirit  with  a 
constituency  as  diffuse  as  ours  is  aggravated  by  the  presence  of  large  numbers  of 
non-members. 

Any  problems  related  to  our  central  location  and  ease  of  access  may  be  resolved 
for  us  in  an  unfortunate  way.  Serious  consideration  is  apparently  being  given  to 
closing  St.  George  Street  and  rerouting  the  traffic  along  a  widened  Huron  Street, 
so  that  the  College  would  become  an  island  between  this  traffic  artery  and  the 
Spadina  Expressway.  It  may  turn  out  that  this  change  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
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University  as  a  whole,  in  which  case  we  would  certainly  accept  it  as  desirable,  but 
if  it  does  take  place  provision  must  be  made  for  pedestrian  access  to  the  College  by 
means  of  overhead  walkways,  preferably  at  both  the  north  and  south  ends  of  the 
building. 

The  increase  of  nearly  300  in  enrolment  this  year  has  been  almost  completely 
confined  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  because  our  first  responsibility  is  to 
provide  additional  college  places  for  students  accepted  by  this  faculty.  The  number 
here  increased  from  815  to  1,082,  compared  with  an  increase  in  membership  from 
the  twelve  professional  divisions  from  406  to  426.  As  in  the  two  previous  years  an 
arbitrary  academic  criterion  was  used  to  limit  registration  from  professional  divisions 
(except  for  students  applying  for  and  eligible  for  residence) — freshmen  were  required 
to  have  a  70  per  cent  average  in  Grade  13.  Since  there  were  200  professional  students 
in  residence,  there  was  about  an  equal  number  not  in  residence,  compared  with 
nearly  a  thousand  non-residents  in  Arts  and  Science.  This  is  not  a  very  satisfactory 
ratio,  but  this  situation  will  not  be  resolved  until  Innis  College  is  constructed  and 
can  accept  its  share  of  Arts  and  Science  students. 

This  year  it  was  necessary  to  refuse  265  applications  for  New  College  member- 
ship from  students  in  professional  faculties.  This  figure  is  pertinent  because  the 
question  of  the  creation  of  further  multifaculty  colleges  is  now  being  debated  in 
the  University.  It  has  been  suggested  that  no  more  new  colleges  will  be  necessary 
on  this  campus  because,  with  the  limitation  on  the  size  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science,  New  and  Innis  Colleges  together  should  have  places  for  about  1,600  members 
from  professional  divisions,  or  about  one-third  of  the  present  total  enrolment  in  these 
divisions.  It  is  doubtful  that  this  would  provide  college  membership  for  all  who 
wished  it,  and  it  assumes  that  the  question  of  whether  or  not  all  undergraduates 
should  be  members  of  colleges  has  been  answered  in  the  negative.  This  important 
policy  decision  requires  further  debate.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  has  requested  that  as  soon  as  possible  all  students  in  the  premedical  course 
be  required  to  be  members  of  one  of  the  multi-faculty  colleges,  and  that  the  Faculty 
of  Food  Sciences  has  made  the  same  request  for  all  of  its  students.  The  two  college 
councils  concerned  have  agreed  to  the  principle,  and  the  President  has  been  asked 
to  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  implement  the  proposal  for  1968-69. 

A  related  question  concerns  the  kind  of  residential  accommodation  which  should 
be  constructed  in  the  future.  It  has  been  suggested  that  future  residences  should  not 
be  connected  with  any  college,  but  instead  be  halls  of  residence.  This  may  be  satis- 
factory for  the  students  in  residence,  but  halls  of  residence  normally  do  nothing  for 
non-resident  students.  Since  this  university  will  probably  always  have  at  best  three 
or  four  non-resident  students  for  every  resident,  it  does  not  seem  appropriate  to  build 
a  form  of  residence  which  does  not  attempt  to  integrate  the  commuting  students  into 
the  life  of  the  university  community. 

It  has  been  noted  in  previous  reports  that  the  academic  performance  of  New 
College  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  has  been  below  average  because 
of  the  large  number  of  minimally  qualified  applicants  accepted.  For  the  first  time 
this  is  no  longer  apparent,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  following  table  which  shows  no 
significant  difference  between  the  results  for  the  College  and  the  Faculty:

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Another  indication  of  rising  academic  quality  is  the  gratifying  fact  that  for  the 
first  time  a  member  of  the  College,  Mr.  Ted  Greenwood,  Mathematics  and  Physics, 
received  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship. 

The  professional  faculty  results  were  above  average  but  the  College  can  take 
no  credit  for  this  since  only  above  average  applicants  were  selected. 

The  number  of  New  College  scholarships  awarded  increased  again  from  60  last 
year  to  68  (41  in-course,  27  admission)  this  year.  There  were  in  addition  nine  named 
awards:  four  Wetmore,  three  Varsity  Fund  and  two  Waddell  Scholarships.  Previ- 
ously the  Council  Scholarships  had  been  awarded  in  a  nominal  amount  ($200 
in-course,  $250  at  admission)  but  winners  could  apply  for  increases  on  the  basis  of 
financial  need.  This  year  because  of  the  existence  of  the  provincial  student  aid 
scheme  the  Scholarship  Committee  changed  this  policy,  and  all  funds  available  were 
used  to  make  initial  awards  in  the  same  amounts  as  in  previous  years.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  record  our  gratitude  for  the  availability  of  these  funds.  It  is  essential 
that  the  College  be  in  a  position  to  recognize  academic  proficiency.  As  has  been 
pointed  out  previously,  we  must  accept  an  unusually  high  proportion  of  minimally 
qualified  students  in  Arts  and  Science;  only  by  having  a  substantial  scholarship 
programme  can  we  expect  to  attract  as  well  a  reasonable  number  of  more  acade- 
mically gifted  students,  so  that  there  may  be  present  in  the  College  a  complete 
spectrum  of  academic  abilities. 

The  College  continues  to  make  awards  to  members  from  the  professional 
divisions  as  well  as  those  in  Arts  and  Science  because  it  is  felt  that  such  students 
should  be  full  members  of  the  College  in  all  respects.  Of  a  total  of  77  awards,  30 
went  to  such  students.  However,  if  the  funds  available  for  scholarship  purposes 
become  limited,  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  restricting  awards  to  students  in 
Arts  and  Science  in  order  to  compete  more  adequately  with  the  older  colleges  for 
a  reasonable  proportion  of  good  students. 

To  the  249  alumni  of  the  College  were  added  this  year  202  graduates,  32  from 
professional  faculties,  28  from  honour  courses,  the  rest  in  the  General  and  General 
Science  courses.  An  alumni  association  has  not  yet  crystallized  but  perhaps  the 
magic  number  for  coalescence  is  being  approached.  Several  graduates  who  have 
served  on  the  Student  Council  are  prepared  to  act  as  a  nucleus  for  condensation. 

The  multifaculty  character  of  the  College  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  for  the 
second  consecutive  year  the  President  of  the  Student  Council  has  been  an  engineering 
student.  This  Council,  after  five  years  of  writing,  rewriting  and  revision,  has  brought 
forward  a  constitution  which  was  approved  by  the  College  Council  and  the  Caput. 
During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  organization  and  promotion  of  intellectual,  artis- 
tic and  athletic  activities,  the  Student  Council  continued  to  be  concerned  about 
certain  housekeeping  problems,  some  of  which  have  been  aggravated  by  our  con- 
gested conditions.  The  carelessness  of  a  few  students  contributes  greatly  to  the 
indisputable  miasma  of  the  Gnu  Room  and  to  the  unsavoury  climate  of  the  Card 
Room  (which  was  closed  towards  the  end  of  the  term).  Members  of  the  Student 
Council  do  their  best  to  combat  influences  which  tend  to  set  an  unsatisfactory  tone 
in  the  College,  but  perhaps  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  this  burden  to  be  carried  by 
them.  Although  we  are  not  contemplating  taking  on  the  impossible  task  of  patrolling 
the  building  like  a  high  school  cafeteria,  perhaps  we  should  consider  being  somewhat 
more  explicit  than  we  have  previously  been  as  to  what  constitutes  an  acceptable 
standard  of  behaviour  for  an  enlightened  adult  community — in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  some  contradiction  between  the  last  two  adjectives  and  the  suggestion. 

Such  housekeeping  problems  are  important  in  terms  of  the  environment  in  the 
College,  but  they  are  minor  in  terms  of  the  numbers  of  students  involved.  Of  greater 
concern  is  the  problem  of  non-involvement  of  a  majority  of  the  students  in  the  life 
of  the  College  or  the  University — a  problem  shared  by  other  divisions  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  one  related  to  the  large  proportion  of  commuting  students.  One 
evidence  of  this  has  been  the  dearth  of  capable  people  willing  to  stand  for  election 
to  positions  on  the  Student  Council.  Too  often  no  election  has  been  necessary,  with 
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an  acclaimed  candidate  who  has  had  to  be  pressed  into  service.  I  do  not  suggest 
that  the  Student  Council  is  incapable — on  the  contrary  I  am  full  of  admiration  for 
the  excellent  job  they  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  face  of  massive  student  indifference. 
Nevertheless  I  look  forward  hopefully  to  a  time  when  every  position  will  be  hotly 
contested.  No  student  who  has  served  on  such  a  student  organization  will  dispute 
the  value  of  the  experience  as  an  important  part  of  his  education,  although  it  is 
important  to  recognize,  as  some  of  our  students  have  not,  that  first  priority  must 
be  given  to  the  academic  programme  undertaken. 

In  the  light  of  the  lack  of  participation  of  the  majority  of  students  in  the  affairs 
of  their  College,  the  interest  expressed  by  some  students  and  student  groups  in  acquir- 
ing representation  on  the  governing  bodies  of  the  University  seems  somewhat 
anomalous.  The  Student  Council  made  no  representation  to  the  College  Council 
on  this  matter,  but  because  it  was  of  current  interest  the  College  Council  debated 
it  at  some  length.  By  a  narrow  margin  it  endorsed  the  principle  of  full  membership 
for  a  limited  number  of  students  on  the  New  College  Council. 

The  College  is  very  grateful  that  the  Student  Council  in  this  memorable  year 
established  the  New  College  Student  Council  Centennial  Award.  The  1966-67 
Council  and  the  incoming  1967-68  Council  have  each  voted  $1,000  toward  the 
funding  of  the  award,  which  will  be  administered  by  the  Scholarship  Committee  of 
the  College  Council. 

Construction  of  the  second  building  for  the  College  began  in  January,  1967 — 
a  development  we  welcomed  with  an  enthusiasm  not  shared  by  the  members  of  the 
University  who  had  to  find  a  new  parking  lot.  It  is  to  be  devoutly  hoped  that  delays 
due  to  labour  problems  will  not  make  it  impossible  to  open  it  in  September,  1968, 
as  planned.  The  facilities  to  be  included  have  been  described  in  previous  reports.  As 
well  as  badly  needed  additional  academic  and  social  space  for  all  members  of  the 
College  the  building  includes  a  residence  for  women,  and  it  is  here  that  some  changes 
have  been  made.  Because  of  difficulty  in  financing  the  residential  portion  it  was 
necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  residence  places  as  much  as  possible.  By  the  use 
of  bunk  beds  some  rooms  which  had  been  planned  for  single  occupancy  will  be 
used  as  doubles.  This  will  add  about  80  places,  and  result  in  accommodation  for  a 
total  of  390  women  ( 100  more  places  than  are  available  for  men  in  the  first  building) . 
It  is  unfortunate  that  the  necessity  for  this  change  became  apparent  only  after  the 
final  plans  had  been  completed  because  clearly  if  provision  for  this  number  had 
been  envisaged  earlier  a  more  satisfactory  system  of  accommodation  could  have  been 
worked  out.  Nevertheless  the  building  will  provide  pleasant  and  urgently  needed 
residential  places  for  female  members  of  the  College  in  both  the  professional  faculties 
and  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  we  look  forward  to  its  completion  with 
as  much  enthusiasm  as  those  members  of  the  present  residence  who  have  acquired 
field  glasses. 

This  residence,  in  its  second  year  of  normal  operation,  continued  to  develop  as 
a  lively  centre  of  student  activity  of  all  kinds  with  most  of  its  members  involved  in 
some  way,  again  demonstrating  the  tremendous  advantage  that  residents  have  over 
students  who  commute.  There  was  a  total  of  685  applications  for  the  291  places. 
Priority  was  given  to  applicants  whose  homes  were  outside  the  Metro  area  and 
unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  accept  any  Metro  students  into  residence.  Pre- 
ference was  given  to  first-year  students,  so  that  46  per  cent  of  the  residents  were 
freshmen,  a  balance  that  will  be  approximately  maintained.  The  proportion  of 
professional  faculty  students  has  been  very  high  because  initially  most  members  of 
the  College  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  were  drawn  from  Metro,  but  this  is 
becoming  less  true.  Of  the  residents,  32  per  cent  were  in  Arts  and  Science,  29  per 
cent  in  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  and  the  rest  included  seven  other  divisions. 
There  were  33  foreign  students  representing  17  countries.  This  year  an  optional 
food  plan  was  introduced  on  a  trial  basis  in  the  second  term.  In  this  system  residents 
instead  of  being  required  to  contract  for  full  meal  services  have  the  option  of 
operating  instead  on  a  pay-by-meal  basis.  About  one- third  of  the  residents  for  a 
variety  of  reasons  chose  the  second  plan  and  it  was  so  well  received  that  it  will  be 
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continued  even  though  it  introduces  certain  problems  of  administration,  finance  and 
morale.  For  example,  the  monthly  dinners  with  table  service  and  a  guest  speaker 
introduced  by  the  Dean  last  year  and  continued  successfully  this  year  may  be  difficult 
to  plan  and  finance  without  a  captive  audience.  We  vacillate  between  a  paternalistic 
attitude  of  "this  is  good  for  the  students  whether  they  want  it  or  not"  and  a  laissez- 
faire  approach  "if  the  scheme  collapses  because  of  student  disinterest  we  should  let  it 
die."  This  ambivalent  stance  is  characteristic  of  many  aspects  of  our  interaction  with 
the  students. 

As  in  previous  reports  our  deep  concern  over  escalating  residential  fees  must 
be  emphasized.  The  primary  problem  is  not  the  gradual  inflation  of  food  and  service 
costs,  which  is  related  to  the  over-all  economy,  but  rather  one  of  capital  costs.  The 
University  in  order  to  maintain  its  strength  badly  needs  more  residential  places.  If 
it  is  necessary  (as  it  apparently  is  under  existing  financing  regulations)  for  the 
students  in  residence  to  be  responsible  for  an  appreciable  fraction  of  the  capital 
costs,  then  any  reasonable  rate  of  increase  in  the  number  of  residential  places  will 
produce  a  prohibitive  residential  fee.  Under  such  a  system  the  residences  would 
rapidly  become  preserves  for  students  from  well-to-do  families,  with  others  forced 
to  seek  less  expensive  off-campus  accommodation.  I  believe  that  the  residences  are 
essential  integral  parts  of  the  University  and  therefore  that  it  should  be  possible  to 
finance  their  construction  on  the  same  basis  as  other  University  buildings. 

The  College  has  continued  to  increase  its  teaching  staff  and  its  acceptance  of 
responsibility  for  teaching  the  two  college  subjects  with  the  highest  enrolment, 
English  and  French.  This  year  there  were  15  full-time  staff  members  (cross-appointed 
with  University  College)  and  13  teaching  fellows.  Next  year  these  numbers  will 
increase  and  we  shall  have  difficulty  in  providing  suitable  office  accommodation. 
Whether  there  will  be  any  fundamental  change  in  the  organization  of  the  teaching 
and  the  teaching  staffs  in  the  colleges  and  the  University  on  the  basis  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Macpherson  Committee  is  a  matter  in  which  we  are  deeply 
interested.  The  system  of  cross-appointments  has  served  us  well  in  most  respects 
but  has  certain  inherent  limitations.  Staff  members  understandably  welcome  affilia- 
tion with  the  distinguished  departments  in  University  College,  but  this  may  have 
the  effect  of  inhibiting  development  of  a  New  College  esprit  de  corps. 

The  teaching  staff  in  English  reviewed  the  system  of  seminars  and  tutorials 
which  has  been  used  in  this  subject  in  the  College,  and  decided  that  although  the 
seminar  system  was  satisfactory  the  tutorials  were  not.  As  in  the  College  tutorials 
in  Chemistry  and  Physics,  students  of  English  have  been  offered  an  optional  biweekly 
meeting  with  an  instructor  (or  teaching  fellow).  Instead  the  staff  proposes  a  system 
in  which  groups  of  four  students  will  meet  with  an  instructor  for  four  weeks.  Each 
student  will  prepare  an  essay  (one  of  the  mandatory  term  essays)  which  will  be 
criticized  by  the  group.  Students  requiring  extra  help  will  arrange  for  individual 
consultation.  This  experiment  will  be  of  interest  because  the  problem  of  the  existing 
voluntary  tutorial  system  has  been  non-participation  of  the  students  most  requiring 
assistance.  The  proposed  system  is  not  voluntary,  but  because  it  involves  a  systematic 
treatment  of  a  mandatory  term  essay  it  does  not  represent  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  hours  required  for  the  subject. 

As  might  be  hoped  for  in  an  emerging  college,  such  matters  as  staff  organization 
and  different  approaches  to  teaching  give  rise  to  occasional  spirited  discussions  in 
the  Senior  Common  Room  and  the  Council.  As  the  staff  grows  the  incidence  and 
intensity  of  these  discussions  should  increase. 

Two  distinguished  Fellows  of  the  College,  Professor  J.  D.  Hamilton  and  Pro- 
fessor R.  R.  McLaughlin,  having  changed  positions  within  the  University,  felt  that 
they  could  no  longer  continue  as  active  Fellows.  We  are  grateful  for  their  counsel 
and  encouragement  since  the  College  was  founded  and  pleased  that  they  have 
consented  to  become  Honorary  Fellows. 

Once  again  I  record  with  pleasure  my  indebtedness  to  my  administrative  col- 
leagues. Mrs.  Emily  Ziplans  has  been  from  the  outset  a  charming,  courteous  and 
effective  librarian  but  more  than  this  has  made  a  real  contribution  to  the  life  of  the 
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College  by  involving  herself  (and  Mr.  Ziplans)  enthusiastically  in  all  phases  of 
College  activities.  In  addition  her  interest  in  the  College  has  induced  an  artist, 
Mr.  Otto  Grebze,  who  is  a  countryman  of  the  Ziplans,  to  give  the  College  two  of  his 
magnificent  paintings.  One,  "Ottawa  Valley,"  graces  the  Junior  Common  Room  and 
the  other,  a  large  Ontario  maple  sugar  scene,  hangs  behind  the  High  Table  in  the 
Dining  Hall  and  enhances  immeasurably  the  attractiveness  of  the  Hall.  We  are 
extremely  grateful  to  Mr.  Grebze  for  his  generosity.  Unfortunately  for  the  College, 
Mrs.  Ziplans'  talents  as  a  librarian  have  been  given  further  recognition  and  she  has 
left  us  to  accept  a  senior  position  in  the  main  library.  She  leaves  a  library  which  is 
well  organized,  rapidly  expanding  and  actively  used.  (Circulation  has  risen  43  per 
cent  in  the  past  year.)  Since  the  library  represents  a  major  part  of  the  academic 
identification  with  the  College  for  many  students  its  role  is  important  and  we 
acknowledge  with  thanks  the  excellent  beginning  it  has  made  under  Mrs.  Ziplans. 
We  wish  her  well  in  her  new  position  and  welcome  her  successor,  Mrs.  Megan 
Coffey. 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  I  record  the  loss  of  Stewart  Wilson  who  died 
suddenly  in  September,  1966,  as  the  new  term  was  beginning.  Mr.  Wilson  joined 
Principal  Frank  Wetmore  when  New  College  was  created  in  1962  and  brought  to  the 
position  of  Registrar  the  wisdom,  sympathy  and  experience  of  39  years  as  Secretary 
and  Assistant  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  The  death 
of  Principal  Wetmore  during  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  College  placed  a 
heavy  burden  on  Mr.  Wilson,  but  as  always  he  gave  of  himself  generously  and  saw 
the  fledgling  College  through  a  difficult  period.  In  1963  he  accepted  a  part-time 
position  as  Assistant  to  the  Principal  and  in  this  capacity  continued  to  serve  the 
College  and  the  University  until  his  death.  In  my  report  of  last  year  I  said  that  his 
"gentle  concern  for  each  individual — whether  staff  or  student — sets  an  example  for 
us  all,"  and  I  think  this  is  an  epitaph  he  would  have  liked.  An  indication  of  the  love 
and  esteem  of  his  friends  is  the  fact  that  the  College  Council  has  recommended  that 
the  second  building  be  named  "Stewart  Wilson  Hall."  Earlier  the  Council  had 
recommended  that  the  first  building  be  named  "Frank  Wetmore  Hall."  It  would 
seem  entirely  fitting  that  the  buildings  of  the  College  be  named  for  the  two  dedicated 
men  who  were  the  executive  officers  of  the  College  at  its  founding. 

Some  of  the  duties  of  Stewart  Wilson  were  taken  over  by  Mr.  William  Dowkes, 
to  whom  I  am  very  grateful  for  accepting  a  position  as  Senior  Tutor  in  addition  to 
his  other  obligations.  He  has  been  both  a  don  in  residence  and  a  tutor  in  Chemistry 
for  the  College  ever  since  we  moved  into  the  new  building,  and  has  devoted  himself 
with  single-minded  enthusiasm  not  only  to  the  welfare  of  all  members  of  the  College 
but  also  to  the  problems  of  many  individual  students. 

To  the  Registrar,  Archie  Hare,  and  the  Dean  of  Students,  David  Stager,  again 
I  tender  my  heartfelt  and  unqualified  thanks  for  their  unstinting  support.  It  is  useless 
to  try  to  enumerate  their  contributions  to  the  College — I  must  content  myself  with 
the  knowledge  that  the  most  important  members  of  the  College,  the  students,  are  as 
aware  as  I  am  of  the  interest  and  dedication  of  these  two  stalwart  colleagues.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  INNIS  COLLEGE 


For  the  second  year  in  succession,  an  action  by  the  Board  of  Governors  in  the 
closing  hours  of  the  session  provided  a  dramatic  climax  to  the  year's  activities  at 
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Innis  College.  Last  year  it  was  the  appointment  on  June  30  of  Mr.  Hart  Massey 
as  architect  of  the  Innis  College  building.  This  year  it  was  the  approval  on  June  29 
of  Mr.  Massey's  design  for  the  College.  He  has  now  been  authorized  to  proceed  with 
working  drawings  and  the  path  is  clear,  by  way  of  a  series  of  scheduled  steps,  to  the 
completion  of  the  building  by  the  summer  of  1970  in  time  to  receive  Innis  College's 
seventh  entering  class. 

The  design  that  has  been  approved  is  the  fourth  submission  that  Mr.  Massey 
has  presented,  the  second,  third  and  fourth  being  progressive  revisions  of  an  initial 
plan  presented  in  October,  which  was  based  on  a  Users'  Committee  Report  pre- 
pared by  the  College  authorities  in  the  preceding  session.  The  Council  of  the  College 
assigned  the  task  of  detailed  study  to  a  committee  which  consisted  of  five  of  its 
members  and  a  number  of  students  nominated  by  the  Innis  College  Student  Society, 
and  was  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Morris  Wayman.  This  Committee 
met  at  fortnightly  intervals  from  October  20  to  February  9  and  its  recommendations, 
as  approved  by  the  Council,  were  forwarded  to  Mr.  Massey  in  December  and 
February,  and  many  of  them  were  incorporated  in  his  second  (January)  and  third 
(April)  designs.  The  Committee  has  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the  most 
recent  submission  but  will  have  completed  its  examination  of  it  by  the  end  of 
September.  It  is  worth  emphasizing  that  the  Innis  College  students  have  been  given 
full  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  about  the  building  and  that  they  have  reacted 
to  this  challenge  with  vigour  and  imagination. 

The  building  which  the  Board  of  Governors  has  approved  will  be  located  on 
the  north  side  of  Sussex  Avenue,  between  St.  George  and  Huron.  It  will  be 
rectangular  in  shape,  with  an  inner  courtyard  and  two  residential  towers.  The  latter 
will  provide  accommodation  for  512  students,  one  tower  for  men,  one  tower  for 
women.  Each  of  the  eight  residential  floors  in  each  tower  will  contain  thirty- two 
single  rooms,  a  don's  suite,  two  small  lounges  with  kitchenette,  and  a  "bunkroom." 
The  latter,  a  room  containing  two  double  bunk  beds,  will  enable  non-resident 
students  of  the  College  to  remain  on  the  campus  overnight  at  minimal  cost.  Large 
numbers  of  our  students  spend  two,  three  or  even  four  hours  each  weekday  com- 
muting from  their  homes  to  the  campus  and  we  are  anxious  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  such  students  to  work  at  the  Library  until  midnight  if  they  wish 
and  to  become  as  involved  in  the  life  of  the  University  as  their  classmates  who  have 
the  good  fortune  to  be  in  residence. 

The  inclusion  of  facilities  for  non-residents  on  the  residence  floors  typifies  the 
approach  that  has  been  adopted  in  the  planning  of  the  whole  building.  The  needs 
of  non-resident  students  have  been  constantly  borne  in  mind  and  no  special  facilities 
— their  own  common  rooms  for  example — are  provided  for  the  resident  students.  In 
a  very  real  sense  all  students  are  regarded  as  commuters,  with  those  in  residence 
commuting  downwards  by  elevator  rather  than  laterally  by  streetcar  or  subway. 

The  facilities  of  the  College  will  include  two  large  and  one  small  dining  room, 
a  lecture  theatre,  the  College  Library  with  study  space  for  250  students,  12  class- 
rooms, 10  seminar  rooms,  40  teaching-staff  offices,  administrative  offices,  student- 
affairs  offices,  a  workshop,  two  squash  courts,  an  exercise  room  and  two  saunas,  as 
well  as  a  variety  of  common  rooms.  None  of  the  facilities  called  for  by  the  Users' 
Reports  has  been  omitted.  Assuming  that  the  project  goes  ahead  according  to 
schedule,  the  problem  of  accommodation,  one  of  the  two  major  problems  which  in 
my  last  report  I  noted  as  having  faced  Innis  College  since  its  establishment,  will 
have  been  satisfactorily  resolved  by  the  summer  of  1970. 

The  second  major  problem  noted  a  year  ago  was  the  nature  of  the  College's 
academic  programme,  and  at  least  as  much  time  has  been  devoted  to  this  matter  by 
the  Council  and  the  Student  Society  during  1966-67  as  to  the  matter  of  accom- 
modation. In  this  area,  however,  the  work  must  still  be  regarded  as  exploratory 
rather  than  conclusive;  for  reasons  which  will  be  mentioned  in  the  final  section  of 
the  report  another  twelve  months  can  be  expected  to  pass  before  a  clear-cut  design 
such  as  Mr.  Massey  has  supplied  for  the  permanent  building  will  be  available  for 
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the  academic  programme.  But  before  discussing  problems  whose  solutions  have  still 
to  be  found,  I  shall  report  on  the  major  activities  that  marked  the  third  year  of 
Innis  College's  existence. 

I  have  described  the  action  of  the  Board  in  approving  the  design  of  the  Innis 
College  building  as  providing  a  dramatic  climax  to  the  year.  Earlier  in  June  there 
was  a  still  more  dramatic  moment,  one  which  was  the  climax  of  the  first  stage  of 
Innis  College's  history — the  conferring  of  the  first  University  of  Toronto  degree 
on  a  student  of  Innis  College.  The  recipient  was  Charles  A.  Simon,  who  obtained  A 
standing  in  the  General  Course  and  who  was  the  first  of  83  Innis  students  who 
received  their  degrees  on  May  31,  1967.  Mr.  Simon  was  not,  however,  the  first 
Innis  student  to  appear  at  Convocation;  two  days  earlier  Miss  Lois  Smith  was 
granted  her  diploma  in  Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy.  Innis  College,  it  must 
always  be  emphasized,  is  a  multi-faculty  college. 

Fifteen  of  the  126  students  of  the  professional  faculties  who  were  members  of 
Innis  College  in  1966-67  obtained  first-class  standing.  There  were  also  fifteen 
students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  who  obtained  first-class  standing,  but  here  the  total 
was  384,  divided  almost  evenly  between  first  (132),  second  (130),  and  third  (122) 
years.  As  was  the  case  last  year  the  pass  and  failure  rates  for  arts  and  science  students 
at  Innis  College  were  approximately  the  same  as  those  for  the  Faculty  as  a  whole, 
and  in  the  professional  faculties  they  were  lower.  The  chief  difference  between 
1965-66  and  1966-67  is  the  much  increased  number  of  firsts. 

The  College's  contribution  to  the  academic  performance  of  its  students  once 
again  took  three  forms — academic  counselling,  the  Writing  Laboratory  and  tutorial 
groups.  Academic  counselling  is  provided  by  the  Registrar  and  his  staff;  it  begins 
three  weeks  before  registration  when  freshmen  come  to  the  college  to  discuss  the 
course  they  intend  to  enter  and  it  continues  throughout  the  year.  The  work  of  the 
Writing  Laboratory  continued  to  expand:  122  students  were  registered  in  contrast 
to  92  in  1965-66  and  the  number  of  interviews  rose  from  545  to  828.  Mr.  King's 
staff  consisted  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  Cotter,  Mrs.  Carol  Tomarken  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
Davidson.  The  most  striking  evidence  that  the  Writing  Laboratory  is  a  useful 
facility  is  the  decision  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension  to  establish  a  writing 
laboratory  for  its  students.  Mr.  King  is  acting  as  consultant  to  the  Division  of 
University  Extension  in  this  connection  and  in  1967-68  Mrs.  Cotter  will  divide  her 
time  between  the  two  laboratories. 

The  tutorial  programme  in  1966-67  followed  essentially  the  pattern  adopted 
in  the  previous  year.  Two  of  our  own  third-year  students,  Alan  Bernstein  and 
Michael  Glicksohn,  were  available  for  consultation  several  hours  a  week  for  problems 
related  to  first-year  mathematics.  Mme  Genevieve  Vikar,  a  fourth-year  student  at 
University  College,  and  Senor  Nunez  de  Cela,  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  provided 
opportunity  for  conversation  in  French  and  Spanish  respectively.  Eugene  Valeriote 
(S.G.S.)  again  provided  a  series  of  films  and  discussions  for  students  in  the  sciences, 
particularly  the  General  Course  in  Science.  The  result  in  each  of  these  cases  was 
reasonably  successful,  and  was  notably  so  in  science  and  mathematics.  The  other 
four  tutors  were  available  for  consultation  at  specified  times  and  offered  late  after- 
noon or  evening  seminars  in  the  following  subjects:  economics  and  political  science 
(Tom  Brett,  II  Law),  philosophy  (Mrs.  Kay  Snider,  S.G.S.) ,  psychology  (Karen 
Greenberg,  IV  Psychology),  sociology  (Helen  Carscallen,  S.G.S.).  Once  again,  the 
quality  and  enthusiasm  of  the  tutors  was  more  impressive  than  the  response  of  the 
students,  and  we  have  been  led  to  the  conclusion  that  a  different  approach  is  in 
order.  In  1967-68  we  shall  again  have  tutors  in  all  these  subjects  but  they  will 
operate  within  the  context  of  the  Writing  Laboratory  rather  than  independently. 
Tutorial  groups  will  be  organized  in  those  subjects  where  there  is  a  definite 
student  demand. 

The  Council  of  Innis  College  is  the  body  responsible  for  the  management  and 
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development  of  the  College.  Its  Chairman  in  1966-67  was  Professor  Edward  Sellers 
(Pharmacology)  who  was  elected  to  the  position  by  his  colleagues  for  the  second 
time.  Professor  R.  E.  Jervis  (Chemical  Engineering)  resumed  his  seat  on  the  Council 
following  his  leave  of  absence  in  Japan,  and  there  were  two  new  members,  Professor 
Jean  Sabry  (Food  Sciences)  and  Professor  Kenneth  Walker  (Sociology).  At  the  end 
of  the  session  we  learned  with  regret  of  Professor  J.  W.  Birch's  resignation  from  the 
University  and  consequently  from  the  Council.  He  has  served  Innis  College  well. 
In  1967-68  Professor  P.  H.  Russell  will  be  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  whole  year, 
and  Professor  G.  B.  Payzant  (Philosophy)  for  the  first  team.  There  will  be  three  new 
members:  Professors  P.  Grosskurth  (English),  P.  A.  Peach  (Geology)  and  one  to  be 
appointed.  The  other  continuing  members  are  B.  Brainerd  (Mathematics),  J.  B. 
Falls  (Zoology),  D.  A.  MacRae  (Astronomy),  R.  G.  Prodrick  (University  Library), 
M.  Wayman  (Chemical  Engineering),  in  addition  to  the  President  of  the  University 
and  the  Principal  and  Registrar  of  the  College. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Council  gave  special  study  to  its  own 
function  and  membership.  It  did  so  partly  in  response  to  the  increasing  interest  of 
students  in  the  matter  of  student  participation  in  university  government  but  for  other 
reasons  as  well.  Nowhere  are  the  powers  or  the  duties  of  a  college  council  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  defined.  There  is  mention  of  the  University  College  Council 
in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act,  but  the  terms  are  either  vague  or  ambiguous,  and 
since  the  relevant  section  of  the  Act  has  not  been  amended  for  twenty  years  there 
is  no  reference  at  all  to  New  or  to  Innis  or  to  Scarborough  or  to  Erindale.  Nor  has 
the  Innis  College  Council  received  any  directive  from  the  Board  of  Governors  or  the 
Senate  or  the  President's  office.  Its  members,  therefore,  have  had  to  decide  for 
themselves  what  the  powers  and  the  duties  of  the  Council  are,  and  they  have  done 
so  more  often  than  not  in  response  to  problems  that  were  specific  and  pressing. 
There  was  a  general  feeling  in  September  that  the  time  had  come  to  review  the 
position  to  be  filled  in  1967-68)  and  to  five  students — the  President  of  the  Student 
action  was  taken  during  the  first  term,  mainly  because  the  Council  was  fully  occupied 
with  two  other  matters — the  plans  for  the  Innis  College  building  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  brief  for  the  Macpherson  Committee.  But  when  in  February  the  Council 
received  a  formal  request  from  the  Innis  College  Student  Society  asking  for  con- 
sideration of  the  possibility  of  student  membership  in  the  Council,  it  appointed  a 
special  five-member  Committee  to  study  the  matter  and  it  requested  the  Student 
Society  to  nominate  two  of  its  members  to  sit  with  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  recommended  that  the  Council  of  Innis  College 
should  include  two  categories  of  persons  not  presently  represented,  (a)  full-time 
administrative  staff  members  of  the  College  who  do  not  hold  academic  appointments 
at  the  level  of  assistant  professor  or  higher,  and  (b)  students.  The  specific  recom- 
mendations were  to  give  membership,  in  a  council  of  25  persons,  to  the  Director  of 
the  Writing  Laboratory,  the  Assistant  Registrar,  the  Administrative  Assistant  (a  new 
position  to  be  filled  in  1967-68)  and  to  five  students — the  President  of  the  Student 
Society  and  four  others  elected  by  the  student  body  for  this  purpose.  The  report  was 
considered  by  the  Council  at  a  regular  meeting  on  April  17  and  at  a  special  meeting 
on  April  25,  and  after  a  careful  examination  its  principal  recommendations  were 
approved.  This  action  of  the  Council  was  duly  reported  to  the  President  and 
authority  was  requested  to  implement  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  place  this  action  of  the  Council  in  proper  perspective,  it  is  necessary  to 
emphasize  three  points.  The  first  is  that  while  in  the  view  of  the  Council  it  is 
appropriate  for  students  to  be  full  members  of  a  college  council,  it  does  not  neces- 
sarily follow  that  council  members  believe  that  students  should  be  members  of  faculty 
or  school  councils,  or  of  the  Senate  or  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  Second,  that  with 
the  exception  of  the  President  of  the  Student  Society,  who  is  in  effect  an  ex  officio 
member,  the  student  members  are  to  be  members  by  virtue  of  their  election;  they 
are  not  representatives  of  the  Student  Society  or  of  any  other  group  and  they  are 
answerable  only  to  their  own  conscience.  Third,  the  work  of  the  Council  will  be  so 
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arranged  that  no  student  or  professor  will  be  a  member  of  more  than  one  standing 
committee;  there  is,  in  other  words,  a  built-in  protection  against  the  possibility  of 
the  student  devoting  more  time  to  the  work  of  the  Council  than  is  consistent  with 
his  academic  welfare. 

From  what  has  been  said  so  far  it  will  be  obvious  that  the  Innis  College  Student 
Society  has  had  an  active  year.  Its  President  has  been  Kenneth  Stone,  and  that 
he  has  proved  to  be  both  conscientious  and  effective  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he 
has  been  re-elected  for  a  second  term.  His  predecessor,  John  Bayly,  devoted  his 
efforts  this  year  to  the  editing  of  the  Innis  Herald,  which  appeared  (on  schedule) 
eight  times,  and  On  the  Bias,  an  immaculately  produced  volume  of  short  stories, 
essays,  line  drawings  and  poetry.  Two  other  students  who  deserve  mention  are  Laird 
Elliott  and  Fred  Strang.  Mr.  Elliott  was  President  of  the  Men's  Athletic  Association 
and  as  such  his  name  is  now  inscribed  on  the  T.  A.  Reed  Trophy,  Division  2  which 
was  won  by  Innis  College,  in  large  measure  as  a  consequence  of  Elliott's  leadership. 
Mr.  Strang  was  the  person  most  responsible  for  the  organization  of  an  Innis  College 
Debating  Union  which  now  has  a  formal  constitution;  its  team  in  the  Interf acuity 
competition  was  defeated  by  Trinity  College,  the  ultimate  winner.  Mr.  Strang  is 
the  first  winner  of  the  Acadia  Award,  presented  by  the  Acadia  Insurance  Company 
to  the  student  of  the  graduating  class  of  Innis  College  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Council  of  Innis  College,  is  the  best  all-round  student. 

According  to  Mr.  Strang,  the  formation  of  the  Debating  Union  was  greatly 
facilitated  by  the  advice  tendered  over  several  months  by  Mr.  Harry  Wolfson,  one 
of  the  Innis  College  Associates.  Another  Associate,  Mr.  Aba  Bayefsky,  provided  the 
same  kind  of  assistance  to  John  Dornan  and  other  Innis  students  who  formed  an 
Art  Club,  which  arranged  for  four  exhibitions  of  painting  and  sculpture  to  be  hung 
for  six-week  periods  in  the  Common  Room.  Mr.  Bayefsky  was  also  a  prominent 
member  of  a  committee  of  Council  members,  students  and  Associates  which  de- 
veloped an  Innis  College  crest  that  has  been  officially  adopted  by  the  College.  The 
motto,  "As  from  a  Leaping  Flame"  is  drawn  from  a  passage  in  a  letter  of  Plato's 
which  has  particular  appropriateness  for  a  multi-faculty  college:  "The  sole  way  of 
acquiring  wisdom  is  by  strenuous  intellectual  communion  and  intimate  personal 
exchange,  which  kindle  it  in  the  soul  instantaneously  like  a  light  caught  from  a 
leaping  flame;  and  once  alight  it  feeds  it  own  flame  thenceforward." 

The  Associates  themselves  held  two  meetings  in  the  course  of  the  year,  one  in 
November  at  the  College  and  one  on  May  29  at  the  Faculty  Club,  which  was 
combined  with  a  reception  given  by  the  Associates  to  the  first  graduating  class.  This 
was  probably  the  last  occasion  when  the  Associates  will  meet  as  a  group.  Since  there 
are  now  graduates  of  Innis  College,  the  need  for  an  acting  alumni  body  no  longer 
exists.  The  Associates  have  served  the  College  well;  our  regret  at  their  formal 
dissolution  is  compensated  for  by  the  knowledge  that  as  individuals  their  connection 
with  the  College  will  continue  to  be  casual  but  close. 

The  Registrar  of  the  College,  Professor  Payzant,  and  the  Assistant  Registrar,  Miss 
McMahon,  will  also  be  missing  in  1967-68.  Professor  Payzant  will  be  on  leave  of 
absence  for  the  first  term  and  will  then  return  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
Miss  McMahon  will  be  pursuing  graduate  studies  at  Syracuse  University.  I  find  it 
impossible  to  overstate  the  contribution  each  has  made  to  Innis  College  in  its 
formative  years. 

I  now  turn  to  the  problem  which  remains  unresolved,  the  determination  of  Innis 
College's  academic  programme.  In  the  long  run  this  will  be  even  more  important 
than  the  building  in  determining  the  quality  of  Innis  College's  contribution  to 
undergraduate  education  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  key  to  the  solution  of  the  problem  is  the  development  of  meaningful  relations 
between  the  older  or  more  experienced  members  of  the  academic  community  and 
the  younger  or  less  experienced  members — in  other  words,  between  staff  and  stu- 
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dents.  Innis  College  will  in  due  course  be  a  reasonably  large  community;  the 
building  is  designed  to  accommodate  about  1,500  undergraduate  students  and 
between  100  and  150  members  of  staff,  the  latter  figure  including  a  substantial 
number  of  graduate  students  acting  in  a  tutorial  capacity.  Obviously  it  will  never  be 
possible  for  all  the  younger  members  to  know  all  the  older  members.  But  what  can 
be  arranged  is  for  every  undergraduate  to  be  in  meaningful  relationship  with  some 
of  the  older  members.  This  relationship,  moreover,  cannot  be  simply  a  social  one; 
it  must  be  academically  based.  It  must  centre  on  some  or  all  of  the  subjects  which 
the  student  has  come  to  the  Univeristy  to  study. 

The  problem  is  a  particularly  complicated  one  because  the  College  is  not  the  only 
academic  community  at  the  University  of  Toronto  to  which  the  student  belongs.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  a  faculty  or  of  a  school,  and  within  that  faculty  or  school  he  is 
effectively  a  member  of  one  or  more  departments.  In  theory  at  least  the  students 
ought  to  have  meaningful  relations  of  an  academic  nature  with  older  members  of 
these  communities  and  in  practice  he  often  does.  But  it  is  known  that  for  some 
students  these  relationships  do  not  develop — there  are  now  some  very  large  faculties 
and  departments — and  it  is  also  known  that  for  some  students  the  relationships  that 
are  established  have  too  narrow  a  base — the  student  in  pharmacy  may  only  have 
contact  with  professors  of  pharmacy,  the  student  in  physics  only  with  physicists.  The 
multi-faculty  colleges  at  the  University  of  Toronto  have  been  established  precisely 
to  minimize  these  dangers. 

Obviously,  there  must  be  co-operation  between  faculties,  schools  and  departments 
on  the  one  hand  and  colleges  on  the  other  or,  to  put  it  in  another  way,  there  must 
be  a  division  of  academic  labour.  In  the  case  of  students  in  Arts  and  Science  this 
already  occurs  since  the  colleges  are  assigned  the  responsibility  for  teaching  certain 
subjects — for  example,  English  and  French.  The  limitation  here  is  that  in  the  1960's 
less  than  half  the  students  in  Arts  and  Science  take  a  significant  portion  of  their 
work  in  the  College  with  the  result  that  for  many  students  the  college  association 
has  only  social  significance.  For  a  multi-faculty  college  there  is  the  additional 
problem  that  no  part  of  the  professional  student's  academic  programme  is  carried 
on  in  the  College.  For  New  and  Innis  and  any  future  multi-faculty  colleges  an 
increased  role  in  arts  and  science  will  not  be  enough. 

Nonetheless,  an  increased  involvement  in  the  work  in  arts  and  science  is  an 
essential  step  and  for  this  reason  the  appointment  in  the  spring  of  1966  of  a  Presi- 
dential Advisory  Committee  on  Instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  was 
a  matter  of  prime  importance  to  Innis  College.  Here  was  the  opportunity  to  outline 
how  the  College  could  most  effectively  participate  in  the  academic  programme 
carried  on  by  the  Faculty. 

Both  the  Council  and  the  Innis  College  Student  Society  submitted  briefs  to  what 
has  come  to  be  called  the  Macpherson  Committee.  The  Council's  brief,  a  forty-page 
document,  was  prepared  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Arts  and  Science  members 
of  the  Council,  which  met  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Donald  MacRae. 
Two  of  its  six  recommendations  bore  directly  on  the  role  of  the  College  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  Faculty.  The  first  was  that  there  be  a  greatly  increased 
emphasis  in  all  courses  on  tutorial  or  seminar  instruction  and  that  such  tutorials 
and  seminars  be  based  on  college  enrolment.  This  would  mean  that  the  Innis  student 
would  take  several  tutorials  in  each  year  of  his  course  with  other  Innis  students  from 
a  tutor  who  would  be  both  a  member  of  the  Department  concerned  and  a  member 
of  Innis  College.  The  second  recommendation  was  that  in  each  year  of  all  courses 
there  be  one  subject  designated  a  college  subject  and  that  responsibility  for  the 
design,  teaching  and  examining  of  these  courses  be  assigned  to  the  colleges.  It  is  the 
intention  of  Innis  College  in  due  course  to  have  all  departments  in  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science  represented  on  its  Council.  This  is  the  staff  upon  which  one  would 
draw  to  provide  the  instruction  in  college  subjects. 

The  brief  of  the   Innis   College   Student   Society,   prepared   by   its   Education 
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Commission,  also  argued  for  college-based  tutorials,  and  in  addition  recommended  the 
establishment  of  writing  laboratories  by  all  colleges  and  serious  consideration  of  the 
possibility  of  students  in  professional  faculties  taking  instruction  in  arts  and  science 
subjects  in  classes  with  students  from  that  Faculty. 

Since  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report  of  the  Macpherson  Committee  has  not 
been  released,  no  one  knows  whether  any  or  all  of  these  proposals  have  been  viewed 
with  favour  by  the  Committee.  In  any  event  the  Committee's  recommendations 
have  still  to  be  considered  by  departments,  by  the  Faculty  and  by  the  Senate.  What 
is  certain  is  that  a  great  deal  of  time  will  be  devoted  in  1967-68,  at  Innis  College 
and  elsewhere,  to  the  study  of  the  Macpherson  Report  and  its  implementation.  A 
year  from  now  the  design  of  the  Innis  College  academic  programme,  in  so  far  as  it 
concerns  arts  and  science  students,  should  be  close  to  realization. 

Finally  there  is  progress  to  report  on  the  other  aspect  of  an  Innis  College  academic 
programme,  the  involvement  with  professional  faculties.  A  major  problem  here  is 
that  it  is  either  extremely  difficult  or  impossible  to  envisage  a  functional  role  for  the 
college  in  the  instructional  programme  of  any  faculty  unless  all  students  in  the 
faculty  are  members  of  a  college.  Because  all  students  in  Arts  and  Science  must  be 
members  of  a  college,  proposals  such  as  we  have  just  been  discussing  are  workable. 
But  at  present  membership  in  a  college  is  optional  for  students  in  all  the  other 
faculties  and  schools,  and  both  New  and  Innis  are  able  to  accept  only  a  portion  of 
those  who  apply.  It  is,  therefore,  of  considerable  significance  that  in  the  course  of 
1966-67  two  faculties  have  gone  on  record  as  favouring  the  compulsory  registration 
of  their  students  in  one  or  other  of  the  multi-faculty  colleges:  Medicine  with  respect 
to  all  premedical  students,  and  Food  Sciences  with  respect  to  all  undergraduates. 
New  and  Innis  have  been  asked  to  state  whether  they  are  in  agreement  with  this 
proposal  (they  are)  and  at  what  date  the  proposal  could  be  implemented.  The 
answer  to  the  second  question  is  the  session  1968-69,  assuming  that  the  two  colleges 
have  sufficient  physical  space  to  provide  an  adequate  programme  for  the  students 
in  question.  New  and  Innis  have  been  given  this  assurance  by  the  University  author- 
ities and  the  proposal  is  now  under  the  most  serious  consideration.  It  is  entirely 
possible  that  a  year  from  now  the  design  of  the  professional  faculty  aspect  of  the 
Innis  College  academic  programme  will  also  be  in  the  working-drawing  stage.

THE  VICE-PRESIDENT  FOR  SCARBOROUGH 
AND  ERINDALE  COLLEGES 


This  is  the  first  and  the  last  report  of  its  kind  to  be  submitted.  It  is  the  first  because 
heretofore  my  Vice-Presidential  functions  were  so  nearly  coterminous  with  my  duties 
as  Principal  as  to  make  it  easy  to  include  them  in  the  principalian  reports;  it  is  the 
last  because  Scarborough  now  has  a  full-time  Principal  in  the  person  of  Professor 
Plumptre  and  Erindale  is  in  process  of  welcoming  Professor  Wilson  to  the  same 
status.  This  achieved,  the  Vice-Presidential  post  will  wither  away  even  as  its  present 
occupant  departs.  If,  then,  it  be  asked  why  bother  to  write  a  report  at  all,  the  answer 
is  simply  that  it  seemed  appropriate  to  set  down  for  the  record  a  description  of  the 
functions  of  the  office  during  its  short  but  highly  eventful  life. 

When    one    considers    the    astonishing    proliferation    of    new    universities    and 
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colleges  in  Ontario  in  the  last  decade  it  quickly  becomes  apparent  that  a  description 
of  the  early  struggles  of  these  two  colleges,  the  newest  and  hence  the  most  emergent 
of  all,  is  hardly  a  novelty.  I  will,  however,  make  no  apology  for  commenting  on  this 
theme,  first  because  each  such  emergence  is  new  to  the  participants  however  familiar 
to  the  spectators,  second  because  each  of  the  new  institutions  has  followed  a  different 
path,  and  third  because  among  them  all  Scarborough  and  Erindale  occupy  a  distinc- 
tive place  in  this  province  in  that  they  are  at  once  new  and  emergent,  as  well  as 
being  old  and  established  to  the  degree  that  they  are  extensions  of  the  University. 
That  the  two  new  colleges  have  been  profoundly  affected  by  their  membership 
in  the  University  will  be  readily  accepted;  what  are  not  so  obvious  are  the  effects 
they  have  had,  and  will  continue  to  have,  on  the  University  as  a  whole.  These 
unexpected  effects  are  by  no  means  unimportant;  they  will  indeed  be  the  chief  but 
not  the  sole  content  of  the  balance  of  this  report.  Among  those  that  are  already  clear 
enough  to  be  identified  are:  joint  library  buying  (the  Ontario  New  Universities' 
Library  Project),  the  system  of  dual  academic  staff  appointments,  the  introduction 
of  large-scale  television,  the  emerging  definition  of  their  relationships  with  both  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  Council  and  the  Senate,  the  system  of  joint  appoint- 
ments in  administration  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  emerging  system  of  budgeting. 
Each  of  these  deserves  comment.  Since  all  of  these  are  affected  by  the  problem  of 
relative  autonomy  this  is  dealt  with  in  a  separate  section. 

Ontario  New  Universities'  Library  Project.  This  system  whereby  the  Main 
Library  of  the  University  of  Toronto  undertook  to  purchase  and  process  books  for 
five  new  institutions  (Brock,  Erindale,  Guelph,  Scarborough,  Trent)  stands  as  one 
of  the  great  demonstrations  of  co-operation  between  the  provincial  government  and 
the  universities.  It  has  been  a  success  by  any  criterion  one  cares  to  apply,  be  that 
criterion  economic  (it  saved  a  great  deal  of  money)  ;  efficiency  (it  allowed  Brock 
University  to  open  a  year  earlier)  ;  or  psychological  (it  generated  a  new  atmosphere 
of  mutual  trust  and  confidence).  The  whole  business  brought  great  credit  to  all  the 
participants.  These  happy  effects  have  now  spread  still  further  in  that  the  McMaster 
Library,  following  Toronto's  example,  has  offered  to  undertake  the  same  service  for 
the  newly  established  Colleges  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology.  But  the  point  to  be 
made  here  is  that  this  whole  idea  arose  directly  out  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
original  Scarborough  and  Erindale  Planning  Committee.  It  was,  in  short,  a  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  project  from  inception  to  completion. 

Dual  appointment.  Since  these  have  been  described  in  detail  in  earlier  reports 
it  is  sufficient  here  to  remind  the  reader  that  departmental  chairmen  recommend  all 
Scarborough  and  Erindale  staff  appointments  and  that  those  appointed  spend  one- 
third  of  their  time  in  the  appropriate  departments  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  This 
at  a  stroke  eliminates  the  threat  of  staffing  the  colleges  with  second-class  citizens 
while  strengthening  the  St.  George  Campus  departments. 

Television.  In  addition  to  its  arresting  architecture,  Scarborough  College  is 
unique  in  that  it  is  the  only  college  in  this  country  (and  I  think  on  this  continent) 
designed  from  its  inception  to  accommodate  television  teaching. 

Relationships  with  the  St.  George  Campus.  The  existence  of  two  college  councils 
each  representing  all  but  the  most  exotic  disciplines  taught  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
and  Science  raises  a  new  kind  of  administrative  problem,  a  problem  whose  outlines 
are  as  yet  by  no  means  clear.  So  far  the  interests  of  the  two  colleges  are  represented 
on  the  St.  George  Campus  by  the  membership  of  their  academic  staffs  in  the  Council 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  by  their  election  of  four  members  each  to  the 
Senate.  The  most  pressing  and  immediate  problem  is  that  of  defining  precisely  the 
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relationships  that  should  obtain  between  the  college  faculties  and  the  parent  body. 
A  first  step  would  be  the  drafting  of  a  constitution  for  each  of  the  college  faculty 
councils. 

The  matter  of  administrative  appointments  also  requires  further  clarification; 
while  in  general  the  academic  system  of  dual  appointments  is  followed  it  is  not 
altogether  satisfactory  in  that,  as  might  be  expected,  the  parallels  between  academic 
and  administrative  functioning  are  seldom  exact. 

My  final  illustrative  point  comes  from  the  realm  of  budgeting.  In  the  year  when 
universities  and  government  reached  agreement  on  the  principle  of  formula  financing, 
Erindale  College  contributed  significantly  to  this  in  two  ways.  In  the  first  place  at  the 
time  of  submitting  its  budget  it  was  the  first  to  point  out  the  essential  fallacy  of 
comparing  the  budgetary  needs  of  new  institutions  on  a  direct  basis  ignoring  the 
varying  numbers  of  years  each  had  been  in  operation.  Whereas  Erindale's  1967  costs 
appear  on  the  surface  to  be  high  as  compared  to  other  1967  budgets  they  turn  out 
to  be  sensibly  modest  when  compared  to,  say,  the  first  year  of  operation  of  York  or 
Trent.  Again,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Hansen,  Erindale  prepared  the  requested  data 
and  undertook  the  perilous  long-range  seven-year  forecasts  required  to  enable  it  to 
be  an  experimental  subject  in  the  computer  model-building  exercise  currently  being 
undertaken  to  produce  an  appropriate  formula  for  financing  new  institutions. 

One  of  the  most  persistent  administrative  problems  attendant  on  the  emergence 
of  Scarborough  and  Erindale  has  been  the  question  of  eventual  autonomy.  Most 
persons  hearing  about  these  new  colleges  raise  rather  quickly  the  question  of  how 
soon  we  intend  to  sever  the  academic  umbilicus  with  the  University  of  Toronto  and 
become  independent.  The  question  rests  on  the  assumption  that  these  colleges  must 
be  either  relatively  helpless  satellites  of  the  parent  university  or  completely  indepen- 
dent of  it.  I  am  convinced  that  this  black-white  dichotomy  is  false,  that  there  is 
instead  a  rather  wide  range  of  greys  between  these  extremes  and  that  for  the 
calculable  future  the  colleges  will  develop  as  parts  of  the  University.  Again  it  is  not 
true  to  infer  that  in  their  present  state  the  colleges  are  wholly  dependent.  As  member 
institutions  of  the  University  they  have  a  good  deal  of  internal  autonomy  and  this 
will  increase  as  they  develop.  Again  whereas  now  departmental  chairmen  exert  a 
great  deal  of  influence  in  securing  staff  members  for  the  colleges,  a  beginning  has 
been  made  in  returning  some  of  this  responsibility  to  the  colleges.  Indeed  it  is  not 
hard  to  envision  a  situation  in  which  the  colleges  become  almost  wholly  independent 
internally  while  at  the  same  time  maintaining  their  connections  with  the  parent 
university  and  continuing  to  grant  its  degrees.  This  situation  will  in  all  likelihood 
continue  for  a  still  longer  time  at  the  Graduate  School  level  where  I  imagine  college 
staffs  will  be  particularly  reluctant  to  sacrifice  the  obvious  advantage  of  membership 
in  the  prestigious  Graduate  School  of  the  University. 

It  is  clear  that  all  of  us  engaged  in  these  matters  have  been  participants  in  a 
process  of  social  evolution,  and  the  volume  of  unfinished  business  indicated  above  is 
ample  proof  that  the  evolutionary  process  is  still  going  on.  Because  of  this  Dr.  Bissell 
brought  into  being  a  President's  Advisory  Committee  on  Erindale  and  Scarborough 
(P.A.C.E.S.)  ;  this  body,  which  will  be  under  the  chairmanship  of  Vice-President 
Robin  Ross,  will  now  be  responsible  for  finishing  the  job. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  astonishing  amount  of  goodwill,  interest  and 
enthusiasm  which  my  hard-pressed  academic  and  administrative  colleagues  on  the 
St.  George  Campus  have  consistently  displayed  when  asked  to  add  the  problems  of 
Erindale  and  Scarborough  to  their  already  heavy  responsibilities. 

There  are  two  other  major  functions  which  deserve  comment.  As  Chairman  of 
the  Users'  Committee  of  the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  Research  Library  it  is 
a  matter  of  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  report  that  the  committee  gave  its  enthusiastic 
approval  to  the  plans  submitted  by  the  architect.  Under  the  stimulus  of  the  Spinks 
Report,  the  Library  has  changed  its  function  and  as  a  consequence  increased  in  size; 
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the  change  of  function  comes  from  the  recommendation  in  the  Spinks  Report  to  the 
effect  that  our  new  Library  also  serve  as  the  headquarters  of  an  extensive  provincial 
system  of  university  libraries.  Under  this  new  concept  each  university  library  in  the 
province  becomes  responsible  for  collecting  some  aspect  or  aspects  of  scholarly  work. 
Special  provision  will  now  be  made  in  the  new  Toronto  building  for  visiting  scholars 
and  for  an  up-to-date  system  of  book  exchange.  In  addition  a  computer-based 
catalogue  will  in  due  course  provide  an  extensive  bibliographic  centre. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Ontario  Universities  I  have 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Universities'  Television  Council.  This  body  has 
met  regularly  during  the  past  year,  has  exchanged  information  to  the  mutual  benefit 
of  several  members,  and  has  most  recently  recommended  to  the  Committee  of 
Presidents  that  an  office  be  established  to  co-ordinate  the  astonishing  growth  of 
closed-circuit  television  that  is  presently  taking  place  in  most  Ontario  universities. 
The  Council  has  also  been  effective  in  presenting  a  brief  in  support  of  the  develop- 
ment of  governmental  educational  television  to  the  B.B.G.  which  brief  also 
commanded  the  support  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents.  It  submitted  a  similar 
brief  to  the  present  Parliamentary  Committee  on  Broadcasting.  The  Council  has 
co-operated  with  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Teachers  in  a  joint  effort 
to  establish  clear  guidelines  for  governing  the  delicate  and  difficult  legal  matters 
attendant  upon  the  ownership  of  taped  television  lectures.  At  its  final  meeting  in 
May  1967  the  Council  elected  Professor  W.  J.  McCallion  of  McMaster  University 
as  its  new  Chairman. 

D.  C.  Williams 
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The  academic  year  1966-67  was  our  first  full  year  of  operation  on  our  new  campus. 
The  enrolment  of  full-time  undergraduates,  at  about  500,  was  rather  more  than 
double  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  our  faculty  rose  from  about  40  to  about  80. 
With  these  more  robust  numbers  we  felt  more  at  home,  less  out  of  place,  in  our  new 
building,  designed  as  it  is  to  accommodate  1,500  as  an  interim  measure  and  to  serve 
as  the  centre,  when  the  master  plan  is  complete,  of  a  college  of  5,000. 

We  are  told  that  our  numbers  may  once  again  approximately  double  in 
1967-68  and  in  the  following  year  we  may  well  be  taxing  the  capacity  of  our  present 
building.  Even  for  1967-68  we  are  having  to  make  internal  adjustments  because  the 
pattern  of  use  of  the  building  is  not  exactly  what  had  been  anticipated.  Accordingly, 
it  is  by  no  means  too  soon  to  give  active  consideration  to  the  nature  and  direction  of 
further  expansion. 

We  are  asking  for  residences  to  accommodate  about  400  students,  a  figure  which 
seems  reasonable  in  relation  to  our  present  teaching  facilities  for  1,500.  In  addition 
we  are  requesting  a  student  common  room  on  a  very  temporary  and  economical  basis 
and,  whether  on  a  temporary  or  permanent  basis,  a  single  gymnasium.  Given  these 
modest  additions  to  our  present  facilities  we  can  make  careful  longer-run  plans  for 
general  expansion.  Proposals  for  a  physical  education  and  recreation  centre  are  well 
advanced  and  proposals  for  extension  of  our  two  academic  wings  and  for  a  library 
building  are  now  being  formulated. 
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We  like  to  believe  that  our  offering  of  both  of  the  General  Courses,  Arts  and 
Science,  has  advantages  over  the  offerings  on  the  St.  George  Campus;  indeed,  since 
we  specialize  in  the  general  courses  we  certainly  should  do  them  well.  About  half  of 
our  full-time  students  are  enrolled  in  the  General  Course  (in  Arts)  and  half  in  the 
General  Course  in  Science.  The  proportion  of  scientists  is  higher  than  expected,  and 
it  has  involved  us  in  some  unexpected  costs;  nevertheless,  we  welcome  it.  The 
unexpected  strength  of  our  enrolment  in  science  is  probably  attributable  to  three 
causes.  First,  our  30  teaching  laboratories  are  up-to-date  and  laid  out  to  accommo- 
date the  General  Science  Course.  Second,  whatever  the  general  advantages  or  dis- 
advantages of  a  closed-circuit  television  system,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  immense 
advantages  in  laboratory  instruction  where  so  much  depends  on  visual  appreciation. 
Third,  many  of  our  science  professors,  using  our  research  laboratories,  do  their 
research  and  supervision  of  students  on  the  Scarborough  Campus ;  Scarborough  under- 
graduates thus  have  some  opportunity  to  mix  with  both  professors  and  graduate 
students  and  to  get  a  first-hand  impression  of  scientific  research. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  offer  a  high-quality  environment  to  our  students 
because  they  start  out,  on  the  average,  with  something  of  a  handicap  in  comparison 
with  students  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  As  a  result  of  a  process  of  natural  selection, 
the  average  marks  of  those  entering  the  General  Courses  at  Scarborough  are  some- 
what lower  than  the  average  marks  of  those  entering  these  courses  on  the  St.  George 
Campus.  The  reason  is,  of  course,  that  there  are  not  sufficient  places  on  that  campus 
to  accommodate  all  the  qualified  applicants,  and  the  Colleges  on  that  campus 
normally  accept  those  with  the  higher  academic  standing.  Those  with  less  high 
standing  are  then  invited  to  enrol  in  Scarborough.  Therefore  we  have  a  number  of 
entrants  whose  marks  have  barely  come  up  to  the  minimum  University  entrance 
requirement  and  who,  incidentally,  have  indicated  preferences  for  University  of 
Toronto  colleges  other  than  Scarborough.  We  are  anxious  to  do  the  best  we  can  for 
these  students.  And,  while  our  failure  rate  naturally  tends  to  be  slightly  higher  than 
that  on  the  St.  George  Campus,  we  are  encouraged  to  find  that  we  are  able  to  launch 
successfully  into  university  work  quite  a  number  of  students  who  could  not  otherwise 
have  found  places  in  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  University  and  the  Province  have  endowed  us  with  exceptionally  well- 
developed  facilities  for  closed-circuit  television  and  we  are,  we  believe,  beginning  to 
make  use  of  these  facilities  imaginatively,  constructively  and  economically.  The 
primary  use  is  in  classes  where  the  enrolment  is  exceptionally  large.  As  we  grow  from 
year  to  year  the  number  of  courses  with  large  enrolments  will  increase.  During  the 
past  year  we  offered  four  full  first-year  lecture  courses  on  television:  in  English,  in 
sociology,  in  zoology,  and  in  botany;  we  also  used  it  for  laboratory  instruction  in 
botany,  chemistry,  physics  and  zoology  in  both  first  and  second  years.  Since  the 
numbers  enrolled  in  these  various  courses  were  large,  the  total  instruction  load 
carried  over  television  was  something  in  excess  of  40  per  cent  of  the  total  student- 
teaching-hours  offered  by  the  College  during  the  session. 

In  Scarborough  we  are  equipped  to  use  television  "professionally."  The  pro- 
grammes that  come  into  our  classrooms  are  deliberately  designed  for  and  adapted 
to  the  medium.  Every  television  teaching  programme  is  produced  in  a  studio,  with 
controlled  conditions  and  with  assistance  from  an  experienced  technical  staff.  Indeed, 
we  have  no  facilities  for  picking  up  a  lecture  that  is  being  given  directly  to  students  in 
one  classroom  and  "piping"  it  into  an  extra  classroom  to  accommodate  an  overflow 
audience.  Much  of  the  discussion  of  television  as  an  educational  medium,  whether  in 
Scarborough  College  or  elsewhere,  is  based  on  the  erroneous  assumption  that  all  that 
is  involved  is  "piping."  One  does  not  need  to  believe  that  "the  medium  is  the 
message"  in  order  to  recognize  that  the  medium  makes  a  difference.  It  has  certain 
quite  obvious  advantages,  particularly  in  circumstances  where  large  classes  and  visual 
demonstrations  are  involved.  It  also  has  disadvantages,  the  most  obvious  being  loss 
of  personal  contact.  Accordingly,  in  no  single  course  do  we  rely  entirely  on  television 
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teaching;  our  large  classes  will  always  be  broken  up  into  groups  of  about  15  to  20 
students  for  seminar  and  laboratory  purposes.  Conversely,  we  suspect  that  there  is  no 
course,  even  those  where  enrolment  is  small  and  select  and  teaching  quite  intimate, 
that  cannot  be  occasionally  enriched  through  the  use  of  television  facilities. 

The  enrolment  in  part-time  (Extension)  courses  offered  at  Scarborough  College 
by  the  Division  of  Extension  of  the  University,  has  grown  substantially.  In  credit 
courses,  leading  to  the  B.A.  degree,  enrolment  in  the  winter  of  1966-67  was  560  as 
compared  with  505  the  year  before.  The  summer  enrolment  in  1966  was  119;  as  this 
is  written,  the  summer  1967  enrolment  is  195.  The  Extension  Division  offered  in 
1966-67  for  the  first  time  some  of  their  business  and  professional  courses  on  the 
Scarborough  Campus;  279  persons  attended  classes  in  five  subjects.  In  addition 
8  non-credit  courses  were  offered,  as  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  after  discussions  with  the  Director  of  Extension  of  the  University, 
the  method  of  administration  was  altered  and  authority  was  centralized  in  his  hands. 
(This  pattern  had  already  been  adopted  for  Erindale  College.)  The  Director  of 
Extension  has  given  us  full  assurance  that  his  Division  will  present  as  vigorous  and 
as  expansive  a  programme  at  Scarborough  as  conditions  permit. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  offering  a  vigorous  and  expansive  extension  opera- 
tion at  this  time.  Many  adults  who  could  have  benefited  from  a  university  education 
in  the  past  were  unable  to  do  so  for  financial  and  other  reasons,  especially  during  the 
Great  Depression.  Now,  in  a  more  affluent  society,  they  have  both  the  time  and  the 
wherewithal  to  benefit  both  themselves  and  their  community.  The  Economic  Council 
of  Canada,  with  an  eye  to  the  general  enrichment  or  impoverishment  of  the  country, 
has  stressed  how  far  Canada  has  fallen  behind  the  United  States  in  recent  years  in 
making  college  education  available  to  those  who  can  make  good  use  of  it.  And,  with 
the  frontiers  of  knowledge  being  enlarged  more  and  more  rapidly,  it  is  not  only 
desirable  to  ensure  that  more  and  more  people  have  access  to  higher  education,  it  is 
also  essential  that  they  should  have  access  to  re-education,  that  is,  to  "refresher 
courses"  of  all  sorts.  These  broad  considerations  have  particular  relevance  to  the 
Scarborough  area.  Living  in  this  environment,  we  of  Scarborough  College  are 
particularly  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  "extension  student"  is  often  considered  to 
be  very  low,  indeed  the  lowest,  on  the  academic  totem  pole.  Measures  designed  to 
improve  the  quality  and  enlarge  the  availability  of  the  education  offered  to  him  will 
have  our  fullest  support. 

The  College  Council  held  six  meetings  during  the  year  and  equipped  itself,  not 
with  a  permanent  Constitution  which  it  considered  to  be  premature,  but  with  a 
set  of  informal  "guidelines"  which  covered  normal  operating  procedures  and,  more 
particularly,  the  election  of  standing  committees  on  the  curriculum,  on  the  Library 
and  on  awards  and  admissions.  (A  committee  on  television  had  already  been 
established.)  A  "General  Policy  and  Nominating  Committee"  has  also  been  set  up, 
on  the  basis  of  an  electoral  procedure  which  ensures  representation  from  the  three 
academic  divisions  of  the  College:  humanities,  sciences  and  social  sciences.  It  works 
in  two  fields.  In  regard  to  academic  matters,  which  are  the  concern  of  Council,  it 
serves  in  the  strategic  role  of  a  nominating  or  striking  committee;  it  can  also  address 
itself  to  academic  matters  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  other  standing  committees. 
Beyond  the  academic  sphere,  it  acts  as  a  link  between  the  faculty  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  College.  In  matters  of  administration,  of  course,  the  Principal  assisted 
by  his  staff  has  direct  responsibilities  to  the  University  authorities.  Nevertheless, 
through  this  Committee  he  and  his  colleagues  may  seek  guidance  from  the  faculty; 
conversely  the  faculty  may  volunteer  it. 

Thanks  to  discussions  in  Council  and  in  its  Curriculum  Committee,  the  Dean 
of  the  College  was  able  to  make  proposals  to  the  Macpherson  Committee  on  "Under- 
graduate Instruction  in  Arts  and  Science"  that  carried  a  wide  consensus  of  the  views 
of  the  Scarborough  faculty.  Our  students  also  made  a  presentation.  In  essence,  the 
Dean  argued  that  a  considerable  increase  in  flexibility  in  the  Arts  and   Science 
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curriculum  was  desirable.  Undergraduates  are  far  more  individualistic  than  they  used 
to  be  and  must  be  able  to  guide  their  own  education  more  actively.  A  credit  system, 
with  first-rate  student  counselling  along  guidelines  defined  by  the  faculty,  would 
seem  to  be  the  answer.  Failing  this  measure  of  change  the  addition  of  a  four-year 
General  Course,  equally  as  good  as  the  specialized  honour  courses  but  broader,  is  an 
acceptable  compromise. 

Our  library  continued  to  grow  rapidly,  chiefly  thanks  to  the  Ontario  New 
Universities'  Library  Project.  This  project  is  now  being  terminated;  in  future  we 
shall  be  purchasing  individually  rather  than  as  a  quintuplet.  As  we  enter  our  third 
teaching  year  we  have  accumulated  some  63,000  volumes,  almost  entirely  for  use 
by  undergraduates,  as  well  as  a  very  creditable  selection  of  periodicals  that  is  used 
by  staff  and  students  alike. 

On  the  whole,  student  affairs  went  well  during  the  year.  Student  government 
lies  in  the  hands  of  the  Scarborough  College  Student  Society,  which  maintains  a 
close  connection  with  the  S.A.C.  headquarters  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  It 
organizes  orientation  programmes  for  freshmen  during  the  first  week  of  term  and 
during  the  year  provides  not  only  for  various  lectures  and  seminars  but  also  for  the 
social  activities  of  the  College.  Thanks  to  our  increased  numbers  and  also  to  a  more 
experienced  organization  these  were  substantially  better  attended  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

As  for  athletics  and  recreation,  the  Scarborough  College  Athletics  Association 
co-operated  with  our  own  Director  of  Physical  Education  to  produce  a  creditable 
programme  under  severe  handicaps.  The  handicaps  consisted,  of  course,  of  the 
continuing  absence  of  any  athletic  or  recreational  facilities,  indoor  or  outdoor,  apart 
from  one  playing  field  adjacent  to  the  College.  However,  by  using  odd  corners  of 
our  own  building  at  odd  times,  by  making  use  of  already  overcrowded  facilities 
whenever  we  could  be  fitted  in  on  the  St.  George  Campus,  and  more  particularly 
by  renting  temporary  space  in  a  dozen  neighbouring  gymnasia,  rinks,  clubs,  pools, 
etc.,  we  were  able  to  offer  some  10  teaching  programmes,  half  a  dozen  intramural 
competitions,  and  a  similar  number  of  recreation  programmes.  Scarborough  teams 
also  entered  seven  of  the  University  interfaculty  competitions. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Principal  received  urgent  requests,  from  the 
students  and  also  from  members  of  the  staff,  that  somehow  or  other  the  situation 
should  be  improved  for  the  coming  year.  On  the  athletic  side,  it  was  pointed  out  that 
our  access  to  rented  accommodation  in  the  neighbourhood  would  be  cut  down,  due 
to  the  needs  of  the  local  population,  while  our  own  numbers  were  expected  to  double. 
Our  Student  Society  urged  most  strongly  that  they  should  have  at  least  one  "room 
of  their  own"  to  be  used  for  student  clubs,  student  activities,  and  as  a  general  under- 
graduate common  room. 

Amongst  the  measures  we  are  taking  in  response  to  these  representations,  and 
which  we  hope  will  become  fruitful  quickly,  are  the  following.  Pending  construction 
of  the  permanent  Recreation  and  Physical  Education  building  (which  is  provided 
for  in  our  Master  Plan  but  which  is  at  least  two  years,  and  probably  more,  away) 
we  are  asking  for  a  single  gymnasium  (possibly  to  be  housed  in  a  big  plastic  bubble) 
and  for  a  temporary  student  common  room  (probably  to  be  housed  in  a  temporary 
building  erected  when  the  College  was  under  construction) .  We  are  exploring  with 
Hart  House  all  the  possibilities  of  increasing  the  use  by  Scarborough  students  of  the 
varied  facilities  that  they  can  offer;  we  have  also  raised  with  the  authorities  of  both 
Hart  House  and  the  Benson  Building  the  question  whether,  in  view  of  the  difficulties 
experienced  by  our  students  in  using  their  facilities,  their  fees  for  our  students  should 
not  be  even  further  reduced.  In  order  to  facilitate  movement  to  and  from  the 
St.  George  Campus,  with  its  tremendous  variety  of  interest  and  attractions  for 
students  and  staff  alike,  we  plan  in  the  year  to  come  to  run  on  week  days  an  hourly 
bus  service  in  each  direction  instead  of  a  service  on  alternate  hours  as  in  the  past. 

The  problems  that  these  and  other  measures  are  designed  to  alleviate  are,  of 
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course,  the  inevitable  result  of  our  location  at  an  extremity  of  urban  development 
and  also  of  the  early  stage  of  our  own  growth.  Nevertheless,  in  fairness  to  our  staff 
and  students  and  in  pursuit  of  peace,  order  and  good  government,  they  are  problems 
that  need  to  be  alleviated  without  undue  delay. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  student  activities  we  should  record  the  success 
which  attended  the  first  presentation  by  our  Dramatic  Club.  On  an  open  stage  in  our 
Meeting  Place  they  offered  two  short  plays,  one  ancient  and  one  modern,  and 
received  very  favourable  reviews.  Some  fifty  undergraduates  were  involved,  on  and 
off  stage — one-tenth  of  our  whole  student  body.  We  shall  look  forward  to  another 
presentation  in  the  year  to  come. 

The  Meeting  Place  was  also  the  scene  of  the  formal  opening  of  the  College  on 
the  evening  of  October  4.  The  Chancellor  of  the  University  presided  and  our  special 
visiting  speaker  was  President  Douglas  Knight  of  Duke  University.  Other  speeches 
were  made  by  the  Minister  of  Education,  the  President  of  the  University  and  the 
Principal  of  the  College.  The  music  included  a  fanfare  composed  for  the  occasion 
by  Mr.  Keith  Bissell,  Director  of  Music  in  Scarborough  Township.  The  occasion  was 
also  marked  by  a  spectacular  exhibition  of  modern  Canadian  painting  and  sculpture 
organized  for  us  by  the  Art  Committee  of  Hart  House. 

The  College  architecture  lends  itself  to  such  exhibitions  and,  thanks  to  the 
interest  and  initiative  of  a  distinguished  Art  Advisory  Committee,  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  present  them  almost  continuously.  Student  interest  and  participation  is  enlisted 
by  membership  in  the  advisory  committee  and  in  other  ways.  We  have  also  been  able 
to  present,  usually  on  Sunday  afternoons,  concerts  of  various  types,  which  are  open 
to  the  public  as  well  as  to  students,  and  we  plan  to  increase  and  diversify  these 
offerings  in  the  year  ahead. 

We  have  actively  encouraged  members  of  the  public  to  visit  the  College  in  order 
to  enjoy  its  architecture  and  whatever  else  may  be  offered  at  the  time  in  the  way  of 
art,  music,  etc.  Our  building  has  become,  in  less  than  two  years,  famous  all  over  this 
continent  and  overseas  as  well.  We  frequently  welcome  visitors  from  abroad  as  well 
as  the  many  who  still  flock  to  visit  us  from  Metro  Toronto  and,  indeed,  from  all  over 
Ontario.  Since  the  building  opened  we  have  provided  guided  tours  every  Sunday 
afternoon  from  2  to  3.30  p.m.,  and  we  keep  the  building  open  for  several  hours  on 
Saturdays  as  well.  A  peak  in  the  number  of  visitors  was  reached  last  Easter  weekend 
when,  as  a  result  of  a  number  of  favourable  factors,  we  received  upwards  of  3,000 
in  four  days.  Late  in  May  we  were  delighted  to  welcome  the  Centennial  Children's 
Concert  of  the  Scarborough  Board  of  Education  and,  at  the  same  time,  we  exhibited 
paintings  selected  from  all  the  art  classes  of  the  Borough.  A  month  later  we  acted  as 
hosts  for  a  reception  and  garden  party  organized  in  support  of  our  new  neighbour 
to  the  west,  Scarborough  Centenary  Hospital. 

Continuing  interest  in  our  affairs  is  maintained  by  the  authorities  of  the  Borough 
of  Scarborough,  in  which  we  are  located,  and  of  the  Township  of  Pickering  our 
nearest  neighbour;  each  municipality  contributes,  through  our  Foster  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, towards  scholarships  at  the  College  and  other  activities  of  general  public 
interest  (such  as  the  costs  of  our  guided  tours).  To  our  Foster  Alumni  we  are 
indebted  for  most  of  the  funds  with  which  we  are  able  to  bring  art  and  music 
presentations  to  the  College  and  for  many  other  helpful  activities. 

In  conclusion,  some  changes  in  our  administrative  staff  should  be  recorded.  Our 
Registrar,  N.  S.  C.  Dickinson,  has  joined  the  President's  office;  his  departure  is 
regretted  by  both  students  and  staff  but  he  carries  with  him  to  his  new  and  exalted 
environment  our  affection  and  warmest  good  wishes.  His  place  is  taken  by  J.  I. 
Jackson,  until  now  a  member  of  our  staff  as  our  Director  of  Extension.  His  duties  in 
this  connection  will  now  be  discharged  by  the  Extension  Division  of  the  University. 
His  other  duties,  especially  those  relating  to  art,  music  and  miscellaneous  extra- 
curricular programmes,  are  being  assumed  by  Miss  Audrey  Huntingford  in  her 
position   as    Assistant    to    the    Principal   for   Student    Affairs.    She    will    also    have 
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responsibilities  in  the  field  of  student  counselling.  To  join  us  she  leaves  the  position  of 
Dean  of  Women  at  the  University  of  Manitoba.  As  our  first  woman  in  a  senior 
administrative  position  she  is  particularly  welcome.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  ERINDALE  COLLEGE 


As  a  result  of  the  decision  taken  last  year  to  provide  a  preliminary  building  for  the 
September,  1967,  opening  of  Erindale  College,  the  Olympia  &  York  firm  was 
appointed  to  undertake  its  design  and  construction.  They  worked  closely  with  our 
staff,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  (June,  1967)  are  confident  that  a  fully  equipped 
academic  building  will  be  ready  for  Erindale's  first  students  in  September.  The  speed 
and  efficiency  with  which  this  building  was  constructed  are  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  it  will  open  less  than  a  year  after  the  first  sod  was  turned  by  the  Honourable 
William  G.  Davis  at  a  small  ceremony  in  October,  1966. 

At  the  same  time  the  renovation  and  furnishing  of  the  house  on  the  property  as 
a  Principal's  residence  was  begun  and  the  Williams  family  moved  into  it  in  the  latter 
part  of  August,  1966.  Whilst  work  was  not  complete  on  the  house  at  that  time  I 
shared  the  opinion  of  the  President  that  it  was  essential  to  move  into  the  area  as 
proof  that  the  University's  plans  were  proceeding  and  that  the  University  wanted  to 
establish  and  cement  its  relationships  with  the  community.  Although  most  of  the 
benefits  thus  obtained  for  the  University  are  intangible  and  difficult  to  assess  there  is 
no  doubt  that  my  appointment  as  a  Governor  of  the  newly  established  Sheridan 
College  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology  was  a  direct  outgrowth  of  it.  The  move  has 
also  furthered  our  relationships  with  the  Sheridan  Park  Research  Centre  and  Dean 
E.  A.  Robinson  has  recently  been  appointed  to  its  Continuing  Education  Committee. 

In  December,  1966,  a  first  Master  Plan  for  the  Erindale  campus  was  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  as  prepared  by  Messrs.  Andrews,  Hough  and  Pinker  at 
the  request  of  the  University  Planning  Group.  This  was  followed  in  February,  1967, 
by  the  appointment  of  A.  D.  Margison  &  Associates  as  general  consultants  and  co- 
ordinators of  the  first  phase  of  the  Erindale  project.  In  May,  1967,  the  Margison 
Company  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Raymond  Moriyama  as  architectural  con- 
sultant. At  the  time  of  writing  a  most  promising  revised  Master  Plan  has  been 
produced  which  reflects  the  architectural  and  engineering  competence  of  our  two 
consultants  as  well  as  the  academic  concepts  of  the  users  and  the  hard-won  experience 
of  the  University's  Director  of  Physical  Plant  and  his  staff. 

The  only  additional  academic  appointment  to  the  present  staff  made  during  the 
past  year  was  that  of  Professor  D.  F.  Putnam,  formerly  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Geography  on  the  St.  George  Campus.  With  the  assistance  of  chairmen  of  Uni- 
versity and  of  University  College  departments  some  twenty-seven  new  appointments 
have  been  made  effective  July  1,  1967.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  continuing 
assistance  of  the  chairmen  of  the  various  St.  George  Campus  departments;  the  system 
of  dual  appointments  as  outlined  in  previous  reports  continues  to  work  well  in  that 
at  a  stroke  it  promotes  harmonious  relationships  between  the  two  campuses  while 
avoiding  the  perils  of  second  class  citizenship  for  the  College  staff  in  the  academic 
community. 

Great  interest  continues  to  be  shown  in  the  Erindale  area  in  Extension  courses, 
and  in  co-operation  with  the  Division  of  Extension  thirteen  degree-course  subjects 
were  offered  during  the  winter.  As  in  the  previous  year,  and  with  the  co-operation 
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of  the  Toronto  Township  Board  of  Education,  these  courses  were  conducted  in  the 
Thomas  L.  Kennedy  High  School  in  Cooksville.  They  attracted  some  three  hundred 
persons  who  in  turn  attracted  the  attention  of  the  University  Women's  Club  of  Port 
Credit;  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  Club  for  the  excellent  series  of  informal  staff- 
student  receptions  they  arranged. 

April,  1967,  saw  the  publication  of  the  first  Erindale  College  Bulletin  which 
described  in  a  preliminary  way  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  College  and  provided  the 
basic  curriculum  information.  It  was  widely  distributed  and  aroused  great  interest. 

Another  and  very  tangible  measure  of  our  acceptance  by  the  local  community 
has  been  the  scholarships  and  awards  that  have  come  our  way.  Even  though  it  has 
not  been  possible  for  any  member  of  staff  to  devote  substantial  attention  to  the 
matter,  we  have  already  been  offered  two  such  awards  from  local  donors.  These  are 
the  Erindale-Cooksville  Lions  Centennial  Scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $500  per 
year,  and  the  Kinsmen  Club  of  South  Peel  Centennial  Bursary  also  in  the  amount 
of  $500.  It  is  clear  that  several  more  such  awards  will  be  forthcoming  from  other 

nizations. 

It  is  also  a  pleasure  publicly  to  record  the  generosity  of  the  Varsity  Fund  through 
whose  good  offices  we  will  be  offered  three  scholarships  this  year  rising  to  a  maximum 
of  nine  in  three  years.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  Varsity  Fund  for  making  available 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  works  of  art  for  the  College. 

Through  participation  in  the  Ontario  New  Universities'  Library  Project 
(ONULP)  an  additional  14,000  volumes  were  added  to  the  Erindale  Library  this 
year,  bringing  the  total  to  date  to  53,000.  A  technical  services  department  has  been 
established  to  cater  for  both  Erindale  and  Scarborough  Colleges  now  that  the  four- 
year  Library  Project  has  ended.  Mrs.  M.  Friend  was  appointed  as  a  Reference 
Librarian  in  April,  1967.  A  number  of  other  appointments  are  in  process  of  being 
made  for  the  September  opening. 

In  January,  1967,  the  administrative  strength  of  the  College  was  augmented  by 
the  addition  of  Professor  J.  J.  Rae  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  who  accepted  the 
post  of  Registrar,  and  of  Mr.  Murray  Dow,  an  assistant  from  the  Purchasing  Office, 
who  accepted  the  post  of  Purchasing  Agent  for  Erindale.  Professor  Rae  brings  to 
his  new  post  a  wide  experience  of  the  University  gained  from  his  many  years  as  a 
member  of  the  staff.  Mr.  Dow's  years  in  the  Purchasing  Department  and  his 
familiarity  with  University  purchasing  procedures  make  him,  too,  a  welcome  addition. 

Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  by  the  senior  staff  to  giving  talks  both 
formal  and  informal  about  the  College  in  local  schools  and  clubs.  In  all  some 
twenty  such  addresses  have  been  made.  In  addition  to  this  the  Principal  has  officially 
opened  two  high  schools  in  the  area  as  well  as  giving  some  six  other  addresses 
specifically  about  the  College.  We  are  particularly  grateful  for  the  tireless  help  and 
enthusiastic  co-operation  we  have  had  from  Dr.  J.  R.  H.  Morgan,  the  Secondary 
Schools  Liaison  Officer  for  the  University.  As  a  consequence  of  the  interest  shown  in 
the  College  a  modest  series  titled  "Erindale  Progress  Reports"  has  been  established 
and  widely  distributed  in  the  community. 

Erindale  has  borrowed  from  the  experience  of  Innis  and  Scarborough  Colleges 
in  establishing  a  "Founding  Alumni  Association."  We  propose  to  bring  together  a 
group  of  persons  widely  representative  of  the  community  Erindale  will  serve,  whose 
task  it  will  be  to  interest  themselves  in  the  affairs  of  the  new  college  in  much  the 
same  way  that  a  regular  alumni  association  interests  itself  in  the  affairs  of  an  estab- 
lished institution.  An  organizational  meeting  has  been  held  at  which  great  interest 
and  enthusiasm  were  shown  for  the  venture. 

The  Superintendent  has  divided  his  time  between  his  former  duties  on  the  St. 
George  Campus  and  his  new  responsibilities  at  Erindale.  These  latter  have  consisted 
largely  of  efforts  to  maintain  the  grounds  in  a  reasonable  condition  and  to  restore 
the  long-neglected  Principal's  residence  to  a  state  of  functional  efficiency. 

In  March,  1967,  the  announcement  was  made  of  my  appointment  as  President 
and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  effective  July  1,   1967, 
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and  in  May  President  Bissell,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  announced  the 
appointment  of  Professor  J.  Tuzo  Wilson  as  the  new  Principal  of  Erindale.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  record  the  widespread  satisfaction  with  which  this  appointment  was 
received  and  to  predict  for  Erindale  a  lively  and  vigorous  academic  development 
under  his  leadership. 

While  the  temptation  to  go  to  Western  has  proved  irresistible  it  has  at  the  same 
time  revealed  anew  the  extraordinary  depth  and  number  of  ties  that  have  over  the 
years  bound  me  to  Varsity.  I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Erindale  staff  and  to  those  in 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  Simcoe  Hall  and  the  Physical  Plant  office  for  their 
co-operation,  wise  counsel  and  understanding.  Most  of  them  must  be  anonymous 
since  their  names  are  too  many  to  list,  but  they,  I  know,  will  understand  when  I 
single  out  President  Bissell,  Deans  Colman  and  Robinson  and  my  secretary,  Mrs. 
Shane,  for  honourable  mention.

THE  MASTER  OF  MASSEY  COLLEGE 


When  the  academic  year  opened  the  College  received  53  new  Junior  Fellows,  retain- 
ing 36  from  previous  years.  The  equal  balance  between  sciences  and  humanities  was 
maintained,  and  as  before  we  admitted  a  small  group  of  men  from  Law;  though  not 
within  the  Graduate  School,  these  men  are  working  for  a  second  degree,  and  without 
them  we  do  not  feel  that  the  College  community  is  truly  representative. 

During  the  summer  months  the  College  was  fully  occupied  by  some  of  our 
Junior  Fellows  and  men  who  were  attending  special  courses  in  the  University. 

We  provided  accommodation  on  the  campus  for  98  guests  of  the  University 
during  term,  including  a  number  of  the  Centennial  Professors.  The  College  was  the 
scene  of  55  meetings  and  seminars  in  its  Upper  Library;  there  were  47  conferences 
and  examinations  in  the  Round  Room;  in  addition  we  accommodated  20  meetings 
in  the  Choir  Room.  Seventy-five  luncheons  and  dinners  were  served  to  a  variety  of 
academic  bodies  in  the  Senior  Common  Room  and  there  were  fifteen  receptions  given 
for  several  faculties  and  academic  groups  in  the  Common  Room. 

These  functions  were  not  part  of  the  College's  own  hospitality.  Our  fortnightly 
High  Table  dinners,  at  which  the  Fellows  entertain,  continued  as  before,  and  all  the 
Junior  Fellows  of  the  College  were  asked  to  dine,  to  meet  93  non-College  guests, 
who  were  drawn  from  the  worlds  of  government,  finance,  industry,  arts  and  learning. 
The  Junior  Fellows  also  entertained  a  large  number  of  guests  at  dinner  or  luncheon 
in  Hall. 

The  amount  of  teaching,  apart  from  tutorials  involving  only  one  or  two  students, 
has  increased  substantially.  Eight  seminars  met  regularly  in  the  College,  making  use 
of  the  Choir  Room,  the  Round  Room  and  a  room  in  the  Master's  Lodging.  Two 
additional  seminars  met  regularly  in  the  Printing  Room  with  Professor  Lochhead 
for  work  in  bibliography. 

The  College  provided  rooms  for  Professor  Earle  Birney,  writer  in  residence,  for 
Professor  W.  E.  Swinton  and,  after  Christmas,  for  Professor  Northrop  Frye.  In  addi- 
tion the  headquarters  of  the  newly  established  Centre  for  the  Study  of  Drama 
occupied  two  rooms  in  the  College  for  administrative  purposes. 

The  Library  has  been  more  active  than  in  previous  years,  contributing  to  the 
Library  Loan  system  as  well  as  deriving  from  it.  The  special  collection  of  Canadian 
fiction,  poetry  and  drama  in  English  continues  to  grow.  Much  additional  equipment 
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was  added  to  the  Printing  Room,  in  which  students  were  able,  for  the  first  time, 
to  produce  a  completed  work  of  their  own,  which  was  a  chapter  from  Joseph  Moxon's 
Mechanick  Exercises,  or  the  Doctrine  of  Handy-Works  Applied  to  the  Art  of  Printing. 
Equipment  for  the  making  of  paper  has  been  added  to  the  collection,  and  will  be 
in  working  order  shortly.  The  Library  also  acquired  all  the  drawings,  plans  and 
experimental  material  involved  in  the  production  of  Carl  Dair's  Gartier  Font,  the 
first  type-face  to  be  wholly  produced  in  Canada.  This  was  a  generous  gift  of  Mr. 
Dair. 

The  Massey  College  Singers  provided  music  at  the  Christmas  Gaudy,  at  a 
concert  of  nineteenth-century  music  to  celebrate  the  Centennial,  and  at  a  concert 
to  mark  the  end  of  term.  The  choir  also  provided  music  at  our  monthly  Vespers 
services,  on  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month  of  term,  offering  at  each  service  a  verse- 
anthem  newly  edited  by  the  choirmasters,  Gordon  Wry  and  Giles  Bryant;  these 
services  were  open  to  the  public  and  were  well  attended. 

The  oecumenical  nature  of  our  Chapel  was  extended,  for  our  services  of  Holy 
Communion  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  included  an  Anglican  service,  and 
Mass  on  two  occasions,  once  in  Latin  and  once  in  the  new  vernacular  rendering. 
Two  weddings  were  performed  during  the  year. 

The  College  records  with  pleasure  that  during  the  past  year  two  Fellows,  Dr. 
Ernest  Sirluck,  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  the  Master,  were  honoured  by  election 
to  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.

Library 

I  regard  the  improvement  of  the  medieval  holdings  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
libraries  as  one  of  the  chief  responsibilities  of  the  Centre.  A  great  deal  of  time  and 
effort  has  been  expended  on  this  project  under  the  able  guidance  of  Professor 
Norman  Zacour,  Secretary  of  the  Centre  and  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee. 

A  rough  indication  of  progress  can  be  found  in  expenditures  for  acquisitions. 
During  the  academic  year  approximately  $26,000  was  spent  or  encumbered  for  out- 
of-print  items,  reprints,  and  second-hand  books.  This  substantial  sum  was  possible 
only  through  the  important  assistance  of  the  Canada  Council,  which  granted  $10,000 
for  medieval  studies  in  1965-66  and  again  in  1966-67;  a  similar  grant  has  been  made 
for  1967-68.  New  books  of  scholarly  quality  relating  to  medieval  studies  are  auto- 
matically purchased  by  the  dealer  selection  order  system;  this  system  ensures  acquisi- 
tion of  nearly  everything  of  interest  soon  after  publication,  but  funds  for  these  new 
books  come  from  budget  allocations  not  divided  by  subject  and  are  not  included  in 
totals  noted  here.  Emphasis  has  fallen  on  obtaining  primary  source  material;  neg- 
lected areas  such  as  Celtic  and  Icelandic  studies  are  being  given  special  attention. 
The  medieval  holdings  of  the  library  are  already  substantial;  if  we  are  able  to  sustain 
or  even  increase  the  rate  at  which  we  are  filling  gaps — and  I  would  emphasize  that 
the  $26,000  was  spent  to  do  just  that — the  collection  will  become  one  of  the  best  in 
North  America  within  two  decades. 

Friends  and  colleagues  of  the  late  Professor  Norman  Garmonsway  have  con- 
tributed funds  for  use  in  buying  items  for  the  library.  I  hope  that  this  sum  will 
provide  a  start  for  a  microfilm  archive  of  all  extant  manuscripts  containing  Anglo- 
Saxon,  the  professional  interest  of  Professor  Garmonsway.  Once  completed,  this 
archive  would  make  work  on  any  Anglo-Saxon  manuscript  possible  in  our  library, 
a  unique  facility.  The  project  is  manageable  in  dimension  and  cost. 

Publication 

A  new  series  to  be  called  Toronto  Medieval  Bibliographies  was  initiated  with  a 
bibliography  of  Old  Norse-Icelandic  Studies  by  Hans  Bekker-Nielsen,  visiting  pro- 
fessor at  the  Centre  for  Medieval  Studies  during  the  1965-66  academic  year,  and 
co-editor  of  the  annual  Bibliography  of  Old  Norse-Icelandic  Studies.  Three  other 
numbers  are  in  preparation:  Medieval  Latin  Literature  by  Peter  Dronke,  Lecturer  in 
Medieval  Latin  at  Cambridge  University;  Medieval  Rhetoric  by  J.  J.  Murphy, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Rhetoric  at  the  University  of  California  (Davis) ; 
and  Old  English  by  Fred  C.  Robinson,  Professor  of  English  at  Stanford  University 
and  bibliographer  of  the  Old  English  Group  of  the  Modern  Language  Association. 
Each  title  will  give  a  selected  bibliography  and  has  three  basic  aims:    to  aid 
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graduate  students  working  in  the  area  covered  by  the  title;  to  guide  medievalists  who 
want  to  read  in  a  medieval  subject  where  they  have  had  little  formal  training;  and 
to  be  a  basic  list  for  new  libraries  in  forming  a  collection  of  books  in  the  subject. 
The  series  is  under  the  general  editorship  of  the  Director  and  will  be  published  by 
the  University  of  Toronto  Press. 

Staff 

Professor  Humphrey  N.  Milnes,  senior  Secretary  of  the  Centre  for  Medieval 
Studies,  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Department  of  German  in  University  Col- 
lege. His  able  and  enthusiastic  work  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  development 
of  the  Centre  in  its  first  years.  On  July  1,  1967,  he  will  be  replaced  by  Professor  Brian 
Merrilees  of  the  Department  of  French  at  Victoria  College.  From  January  to 
September,  1968,  Professor  Norman  Zacour,  who  becomes  senior  Secretary  of  the 
Centre,  will  be  acting  Director  in  my  absence. 

During  the  academic  year  1967-68,  Mr.  Hermann  Palsson,  Senior  Lecturer  in 
Old  Norse  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  will  be  visiting  professor  on  the  staff  of 
the  Centre;  he  will  offer  courses  in  Old  Norse  and  Middle  Irish.  Mr.  David  Klausner, 
coming  from  Cambridge  University,  will  offer  Middle  Welsh.  Provision  for  graduate 
work  in  Celtic  languages  is  an  important  new  resource  for  the  University.  Plans  are 
now  developing  to  bring  to  the  University  an  expert  in  late  Byzantine  civilization. 

Visitors 

During  the  year  a  continuing  effort  has  been  made  to  stimulate  medieval  studies 
at  Toronto  by  inviting  scholars  to  visit  the  University  and  contribute  to  its  intellectual 
life ;  there  were  eleven  visitors  during  the  year.  Where  a  visitor  was  sponsored  jointly 
with  a  department,  that  department  is  indicated  in  parentheses. 

Professor  Berthold  Rubin,  Professor  of  Byzantine  Studies  at  the  Universities  of 
Berlin  and  Cologne,  read  a  paper  on  "Problems  of  the  Anekdota  of  Prokopios"  on 
October  18. 

Visiting  Professor  Peter  G.  Walsh  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  read  a  series 
of  eight  lectures  from  November  to  February  on  the  general  subject  of  medieval 
Latin  literature  (Classics,  University  College)  :  "The  Three  Strands — 'Classical,' 
'Vulgar/  and  'Christian'  "  on  November  16;  "Fourth-Century  Prose  and  the  Renewal 
of  Classicism"  on  November  30;  "Christian  Poetry  in  the  Fourth  Century:  Paulinus 
of  Nola"  on  December  7;  "  'Insular'  Latin:  Bede  and  Adamnan"  on  December  14; 
"Alcuin  and  the  Carolingian  Renaissance"  on  January  18;  "British  Historiography: 
William  of  Malmesbury"  on  January  25;  "Religious  Poetry:  The  Dies  Irae"  on 
February  1;  "Lyric  Poetry:  The  Carmina  Bur  ana"  on  February  8. 

Professors  Kenneth  Cameron  and  Stanley  J.  Kahrl  of  the  University  of  Rochester 
conducted  a  joint  seminar  on  "The  N-Town  Plays  in  Medieval  and  Modern  Lin- 
colnshire" on  February  9. 

Mr.  Bruce  Mitchell,  Fellow  and  Tutor,  St.  Edmund's  Hall,  Oxford,  read  a  paper 
on  "Some  Thoughts  on  Old  English  Studies  Today"  on  February  15  and  conducted 
a  seminar  on  "Syntactical  Problems  in  the  Wanderer"  on  February  16. 

Professor  Werner  Schwarz  of  the  University  of  London  read  a  paper  on  "The 
Play  of  Opposites  in  Gottfried  von  Strassburg's  Tristan"  on  March  2  (German, 
University  College). 

Mr.  Ole  Widding,  chief  editor  of  The  Arnamagnean  Dictionary  of  Old  Norse, 
Copenhagen,  read  a  paper  on  "Modern  Lexicography  and  the  Study  of  Old  Norse." 
(Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies.) 

Professor  Kenneth  Northcott,  Dean  of  Humanities,  University  of  Chicago,  read 
a  paper  on  "Love  in  the  Carmina  Burana"  on  March  21  (German,  University 
College). 

Miss  Beryl  Smalley,  Vice  Principal,  Fellow  and  Tutor  in  Modern  History,  St. 
Hilda's  College,  Oxford  University,  read  a  paper  on  "La  Bible  Moralisee"  on  March 
28  (Fine  Art). 

Mr.  Peter  Dronke,  Lecturer  in  Medieval  Latin,  University  of  Cambridge,  read 
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a  paper  on  "Aspects  of  Early  Medieval  Religious  Lyrics"  on  April  4,  and  conducted 
a  seminar  on  "Ruodlieb  and  the  Beginnings  of  Medieval  Romance"  on  April  5. 

Professor  S.  D.  Goitein  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  read  a  paper  on 
"Mediterranean  Trade  and  Seafaring  in  Pre-Crusader  Times"  on  April  17  (Islamic 
Studies). 

Medieval  Drama 

The  Medieval  and  Tudor  play  Society,  Poculi  Ludique  Societas,  had  a  very 
successful  season  with  three  main  productions.  The  fifteenth-century  morality 
Mankynde  was  produced  in  November  and  The  Coventry  Pageant  of  The  Shearmen 
and  Taylors  in  February.  The  major  production  was  Nicholas  Udall's  Rafe  Royster 
Doyster,  presented  in  March  and  April;  the  last  performance  was  in  the  Great  Hall, 
Hart  House,  following  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Mediaeval  Academy  of  America, 
on  April  7.  The  Society  looks  forward  to  another  full  season  next  year  with  plans 
to  put  a  play  on  video  tape  for  educational  television  in  New  York  City. 

Registration 

The  curve  of  registration  continues  to  rise  steeply;  enrolment  has  grown  from  6 
students  in  1963-64  to  an  estimated  75  in  1967-68.  A  carefully  considered  limitation 
on  enrolment  may  soon  become  a  necessity  because  an  excessive  number  of  students 
will  put  undue  strain  on  our  staff*  and  may  present  great  problems  when  the  time 
comes  for  students  to  seek  university  employment. 

Conferences 

The  second  Medieval  Bibliographical  Conference,  of  which  Professor  R.  J. 
Schoeck,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  English  at  St.  Michael's  College,  and 
Professor  J.  J.  Murphy,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Rhetoric  at  the  University  of 
California  (Davis),  were  co-chairmen,  met  at  Toronto  on  April  6  and  7.  The  subject 
of  the  conference  was  the  possibility  of  undertaking  an  annual  computer-prepared 
concordance  of  medieval  studies  in  its  full  range  of  subjects. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Mediaeval  Academy  of  America  was  held  at  Toronto 
on  April  7  and  8.  This  meeting  was  well  attended — enrolment  was  50  per  cent  more 
than  at  the  largest  previous  meeting — and  contained  a  number  of  successful  innova- 
tions such  as  double  sessions  to  provide  a  choice  of  papers  and  a  Tudor  play  after  the 
banquet. 

The  Canada  Council  gave  support  to  the  University  for  the  travel  expenses  of 
Mr.  Dronke  and  Miss  Smalley,  and  the  University  provided  a  generous  grant  to  cover 
other  expenses.  The  efficient  service  and  excellent  entertainment  provided  by  Hart 
House  were  widely  admired  and  appreciated.  The  meeting  was  described  by  Mr.  Van 
Courtlandt  Elliott,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Mediaeval  Academy,  as  "the  most 
successful  annual  meeting  ever  held  by  the  Mediaeval  Academy  of  America." 

The  Centre  is  sponsoring  two  regional  medieval  seminars  during  the  1967-68 
academic  year;  these  will  be  planned  on  an  interdisciplinary  basis.  One  object  of  the 
seminars  is  to  increase  professional  contacts  between  medievalists  in  universities  in 
Ontario,  up-state  New  York,  and  other  nearby  districts.  The  first,  "The  Court  and 
Courtliness  in  the  Middle  Ages,"  will  be  held  on  October  14,  with  Professor  A.  R. 
Harden  as  chairman.  The  second  seminar,  "The  Culture  of  the  Medieval  Town," 
will  be  held  on  January  13,  with  Professor  J.  A.  Raftis  as  chairman. 

I  believe  that  a  centre  should  be  more  than  a  term  of  administrative  convenience 
assigned  to  an  interdisciplinary  unit  of  the  Graduate  School;  during  my  first  year  as 
director  I  have  worked  to  make  this  Centre  a  place  where  medieval  studies  are 
stimulated  in  a  way  that  will  tend,  on  the  one  hand,  to  bring  able  professional 
scholars  together  and,  on  the  other,  to  generate  scholarly  work  and  able  graduates 
of  high  professional  standards.  This  report  is  a  statement  of  what  has  been  done  in 
the  academic  year  1966-67  to  put  this  general  policy  into  effect.

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THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  RUSSIAN 
AND  EAST  EUROPEAN  STUDIES 


The  announcement  of  the  Summer  Russian  Workshop  awakened  wide  interest  and 
attracted  applicants  from  many  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  The  Work- 
shop will  provide  a  special  programme  of  intensive  Russian  language  study  and  will 
try  to  simulate  a  Russian  environment  for  students  participating.  With  the  help  of 
the  Varsity  Fund,  we  have  been  able  to  grant  28  tuition  bursaries. 

The  conjoint  M.A-Diploma  Programme  in  Russian  and  East  European  Studies 
completed  its  third  year.  Although  the  enrolment  in  this  programme  has  continued 
to  be  small,  it  has  met  the  need  of  some  students  for  interdisciplinary  study  of  Russia 
and  Eastern  Europe  and  in  most  cases  has  afforded  a  valuable  transition  to  further 
work  in  this  field  for  a  doctorate.  Applications  from  outside  Ontario  increased  notice- 
ably. It  has  been  decided,  therefore,  to  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  pro- 
gramme. 

Our  Russian  and  East  European  collection  in  the  Library  has  mounted  steadily, 
largely  thanks  to  the  Madill  Bequest.  The  number  of  volumes  in  Slavic  languages 
increased  to  40,000  in  1966. 

The  Centre's  seminar  met  periodically  during  the  year,  with  the  following  outside 
speakers:  Professor  Iurii  M.  Saarma,  Head,  School  of  Medicine,  University  of  Tartu, 
Estonia,  U.S.S.R. ;  Professor  Janghier  A.  A.  Kerimov,  Professor  of  Law  and  Vice- 
Rector,  Leningrad  University;  Professor  John  M.  Montias,  Professor  of  Economics, 
Yale  University;  Professor  George  Gibian,  Professor  of  Russian  Literature,  Cornell 
University;  Professor  Robert  C.  Tucker,  Professor  of  Politics,  Princeton  University. 
Professor  Richard  Lowenthal,  of  the  Free  University  of  Berlin,  gave  a  public  lecture. 

Lack  of  funds  prevented  the  development  of  a  research  programme  such  as 
we  had  hoped  to  conduct.  A  grant  from  the  Laidlaw  Foundation  made  possible  short 
trips  to  American  libraries  by  a  number  of  scholars  and  a  longer  visit  by  Professor 
Richard  Judy  to  Moscow.  Canada  Council  grants  were  made  to  Professors  R. 
McNeal  and  R.  Gregor  for  the  editing  of  "Communist  Party  in  Resolutions  and 
Decrees,"  and  to  Professors  Skilling  and  Griffiths  for  editing  a  volume  on  "Interest 
Groups  in  Soviet  Politics."  Research  grants  were  also  made  by  the  Council  to  Pro- 
fessors Brock  and  Skilling  for  research  in  Eastern  Europe. 

The  Director  spent  the  month  of  May  as  the  guest  of  the  School  of  Slavonic  and 
East  European  Studies,  University  of  London,  under  the  Commonwealth  Interchange 
Scheme,  and  lectured  at  the  Universities  of  Glasgow  and  Oxford. 

With  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Canada  Council  and  the  Varsity  Fund,  the 
exchange  with  the  Soviet  Union  continued.  Professor  Skilling  made  a  visit  to  Moscow 
in  September  for  discussions  with  the  Ministry  of  Higher  and  Secondary  Specialized 
Education,  and  visited  the  Universities  of  Moscow,  Leningrad,  Minsk  and  Riga. 

Two  of  the  three  Soviet  exchange  students  specialized  in  the  study  of  Canadian 
institutions:  Oleg  Soroko-Tsupa  (Moscow  State  University)  on  the  Canadian 
Labour  Movement  and  Alfii  Shepel  (Juridical  Institute  of  the  Soviet  Union)  on 
the  Role  of  the  Provinces  in  Canadian  Government.  The  third,  Anatolii  Tutin  (Kiev 
Polytechnical  Institute)  conducted  research  in  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engi- 
neering on  the  Elements  of  Electrical  Control  Systems. 

The  three  Canadians  who  studied  in  Moscow  were  all  Ph.D.  students  from  the 
University  of  Toronto:  Samuel  D.  Cioran — Soviet  Literature  (Yuri  Olesha)  ;  William 
Dovhey — Russian  Literature  (Dostoievskii)  ;  Oleh  Gerus — Russian  History — the 
Russian  State  Council. 

Although  the  conduct  of  the  exchange  has  been  accompanied  by  many  diffi- 
culties, it  has  proven  worth  while  in  providing  an  opportunity  of  long-term  study  in 
the  Soviet  Union  and  contributing  to  the  pool  of  scholarly  knowledge  in  Canada 
about  Russia  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The  programme  has  now  sent  15  young  Cana- 
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dians,  of  whom  four  have  since  received  appointments  at  Canadian  universities  and 
two  in  American  universities. 

This  year  a  senior  exchange  of  professors  was  launched  with  the  financial 
support  of  the  Laidlaw  Foundation.  Professor  Harold  Nelson,  of  the  Department 
of  History,  University  of  Toronto,  spent  three  months  in  Moscow  doing  research 
in  the  archives  on  Anglo-Russian  relations  before  World  War  I.  In  return,  we 
received  Dr.  Iurii  M.  Saarma,  Head  of  the  Medical  School,  University  of  Tartu, 
Soviet  Estonia,  who  spent  a  month  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  then  visited 
the  Universities  of  Western  Ontario,  Montreal  and  McGill;  and  Dr.  Pavel  Kozlov, 
Department  of  Chemistry,  University  of  Moscow,  who  spent  a  week  at  Toronto  and 
then  visited  Laval,  Montreal  and  McGill.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  OF  CRIMINOLOGY 


Among  the  objectives  formulated  at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  Centre  of 
Criminology  in  1963  was  "the  development  of  the  most  effective  approach  to  the 
study  of  crime  in  Canadian  society,  its  causes  and  its  prevention,  and  the  treatment  of 
offenders,  by  way  of  collaborative  efforts  involving  persons  trained  in  the  disciplines 
of  law,  psychiatry,  psychology,  sociology,  penology  and  social  work."  From  the  outset 
it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Centre  to  gather  together  a  full-time  research  staff  that 
would  be  representative  of  the  above  disciplines  and  such  other  branches  of  knowl- 
edge as  might  be  expected  to  contribute  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  complex 
problems  of  crime  and  its  control  by  society. 

With  the  natural  concern  to  build  slowly  and,  in  any  case,  restricted  by  the 
financial  resources  available  to  the  Centre,  staff  development  has  initially  been  some- 
what unbalanced  in  the  emphasis  placed  on  some  disciplines  and  the  absence  of 
others  having  a  natural  affinity  with  criminology.  The  current  academic  session, 
however,  has  enabled  the  Centre  to  widen  its  base  measurably  and  the  advent  of  new 
faculty  members  in  1967-68  with  research  experience  in  psychiatry  and  social 
psychology  will  fill  the  long- recognized  gaps  in  the  Centre's  multi-disciplinary  team 
of  researchers. 

Dr.  M.  C.  Courtis,  a  social  psychologist  and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
London,  has  been  appointed  Senior  Research  Associate  and  comes  to  the  Centre  of 
Criminology  from  the  Home  Office  Research  Unit  in  England  where  his  research 
activities  were  focused  on  charting  the  progression  of  persistent  offenders'  careers 
and  exploring  the  extent  to  which  these  histories  can  be  used  in  the  prediction  of 
future  criminality.  Miss  Inez  Dootjes,  also  a  social  psychologist,  hails  from  Australia 
and  will  work  with  Dr.  Courtis  as  a  Research  Assistant.  Miss  Dootjes  obtained  her 
M.A.  in  psychology  and  the  postgraduate  diploma  in  criminology  at  the  University 
of  Melbourne.  The  third  new  appointment  is  Dr.  Gavin  T.  Tennent,  a  psychiatrist 
who  obtained  his  medical  training  at  Oxford  University  with  major  emphasis  on 
physiology,  and  later  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  London,  following  which  he  took 
his  postgraduate  diploma  in  criminology  at  the  University  of  Cambridge.  Prior  to 
joining  the  Centre  as  a  Research  Associate,  Dr.  Tennent  has  been  on  the  staff  of  the 
Maudsley  Hospital,  London,  and  recently  completed  his  diploma  in  psychological 
medicine  at  the  University  of  London. 

The  addition  of  these  new  members  to  the  staff  will  enable  the  research  faculty 
to  be  far  more  self-reliant  as   a  team  than  hitherto.   By  ensuring  close   physical 
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proximity  in  the  location  of  the  research  offices  there  is  every  expectation  that  ease  of 
communication  will  ensue  and  this,  it  is  believed,  is  one  of  the  most  important  steps 
towards  developing  a  truly  inter-disciplinary  approach  in  criminological  research 
and  teaching. 

In  tune  with  the  same  philosophy  the  Centre  was  pleased  to  welcome  during  the 
past  year  to  the  membership  of  its  Executive  Council,  Dr.  H.  Ward  Smith,  Director 
of  the  Ontario  Centre  of  Forensic  Sciences  and  a  member  of  the  Department  of 
Pharmocology  in  the  University;  Dr.  John  W.  Scott,  Head  of  the  Neuro-Physiology 
Department,  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  Professor  of  Physiology  in  the  University; 
and  Professor  R.  W.  Judy  of  the  Department  of  Economics.  It  was  with  regret  that 
we  heard  in  July  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Ward  Smith,  who  had  exhibited  an  infectious 
vision  of  the  future  state  of  things  in  his  determination  to  relate  the  work  of  the 
Centre  of  Forensic  Sciences  to  that  which  is  being  undertaken  in  the  Centre  of 
Criminology.  Several  of  the  plans  that  had  been  jointly  developed  had  begun  to  bear 
fruit  and  it  is  infinitely  sad  that  he  will  never  see  the  full  realization  of  his  efforts. 

During  the  year,  the  first  graduate  Research  Fellowship  awarded  by  the  Centre 
was  granted  to  a  Ph.D.  student  who  intends  to  prepare  his  thesis  on  some  aspect  of 
the  relatively  unexplored  area  of  the  economics  of  crime.  The  need  for  the  collabora- 
tion of  economists  in  criminology  is  firmly  recognized  by  the  Centre,  which,  given 
the  support  of  its  colleagues  in  the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  looks  forward 
to  providing  increased  opportunities  for  this  kind  of  research  activity  at  both  the 
graduate  and  faculty  levels.  With  the  expansion  of  the  Centre's  library  resources  and 
the  strengthening  of  the  Centre's  links  with  those  teaching  divisions  of  the  University 
which  have  active  and  burgeoning  graduate  departments,  it  is  hoped  that  a  steady 
flow  of  Ph.D.  students  will  be  encouraged  to  consider  the  relationship  between  their 
particular  parent  discipline  and  the  subjects  of  crime  and  criminals  when  determining 
the  subject  for  their  individual  research  theses. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  Executive  Council  membership  has  been  widened, 
the  decision  was  made  to  enlarge  the  composition  of  the  Centre's  Advisory  Council 
drawn  from  persons  outside  the  University  faculty.  The  original  twelve  members 
noted  in  my  report  for  1965-66  (less  two  who  have  died  since  their  appointment), 
continue  to  serve  and  fulfil  a  valuable  purpose  in  the  development  of  the  Centre.  It 
was  felt,  however,  that  a  broadening  of  the  external  Council  would  provide  a  better 
cross-section  of  the  experience  and  practical  viewpoints  that  the  Centre  needed  to 
consult  when  planning  its  own  programmes  of  teaching  and  research.  With  this 
in  mind,  the  following  individuals  were  asked  to  join  the  Centre's  Advisory  Council 
and  each  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  University:  Mr.  W.  M.  V. 
Ash,  M.A.,  formerly  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Shell  Oil  Co.  of  Canada  Ltd.,  and 
a  member  of  the  University  of  Toronto's  Board  of  Governors;  Mr.  H.  H.  Bull,  Q.C., 
Crown  Attorney  for  the  County  of  York,  Ontario;  The  Honourable  Mr.  Justice 
J.  H.  G.  Fauteux,  Supreme  Court  of  Canada;  M.  Jean-Paul  Gilbert,  Director, 
Montreal  City  Police;  Mr.  L.  R.  Hackl,  Deputy  Minister,  Department  of  Reform 
Institutions,  Ontario;  M.  Claude  Jodoin,  President,  Canadian  Labour  Congress; 
Professor  R.  O.  Jones,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Psychiatry,  Dalhousie  University; 
Magistrate  Johnstone  L.  Roberts,  Q.C.,  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  and  Mr.  S.  Rocks- 
borough  Smith,  Director  of  Corrections,  British  Columbia. 

These  additions  bring  the  total  membership  of  the  Advisory  Council  to  20 
members  which  represents  the  maximum  composition  for  the  foreseeable  future. 
This  year's  meeting,  it  may  be  added,  was  notable  for  the  attendance  of  Lord  Parker 
of  Waddington,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  who,  the  previous  evening,  had 
delivered  a  lecture  under  the  auspices  of  the  Centre  on  the  subject  "The  Judicial 
Function  and  Penal  Reform."  Lord  Parker's  attendance  enabled  the  Advisory  Council 
to  hear  at  first  hand  some  of  the  implications  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Bill  that  is 
presently  before  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  contents  of  which 
are  likely  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  development  of  Canada's  criminal  law  in  the 
near  future. 

On  the  teaching  side  of  the  Centre's  activities,  the  graduate  seminar  course 
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continues  to  attract  each  year  about  a  dozen  students  proceeding  to  higher  degrees 
in,  principally,  law,  sociology,  psychology,  philosophy  and  social  work.  With  several 
years'  experience  behind  us  in  fulfilling  this  kind  of  multi-disciplinary  approach  to 
criminology,  and  an  expansion  of  the  full-time  faculty  which  will  number  twelve 
during  the  next  academic  session,  the  Centre  of  Criminology  is  turning  its  attention 
to  the  possibility  of  enlarging  its  graduate  teaching  responsibilities.  To  this  end,  the 
Executive  Council  has  approved  the  appointment  of  Professor  John  Hogarth  as 
chairman  of  a  committee  of  the  entire  staff  with  the  following  terms  of  reference; 
"To  consider  the  future  teaching  programme  of  the  Centre  of  Criminology  and 
to  prepare  recommendations  for  submission  to  the  Director  and,  later,  the  Executive 
Council  with  respect  to  (a)  the  possible  institution  of  a  graduate  degree  programme 
in  criminology ;  and  ( b )  the  outline  of  syllabuses  for  the  respective  courses  that  might 
be  included  within  such  a  programme."  It  is  expected  that  this  report  will  be  ready 
for  consideration  by  the  Executive  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year 
1968-69. 

The  Committee  will  meet  during  my  leave  of  absence  from  the  University  when 
I  shall  be  based  in  Churchill  College,  Cambridge,  endeavouring  to  fulfil  a  task  that 
had  necessarily  to  be  set  aside  when  I  assumed  the  Directorship  of  the  Centre.  It  is 
a  matter  of  gratification  that  this  study  leave  has  been  made  possible  so  early  in  the 
Centre's  existence.  In  my  absence,  the  Acting  Directorship  will  be  assumed  by  Mr. 
J.  H.  Sword,  who  will  handle  all  matters  of  policy  and  questions  affecting  the 
relationship  of  the  Centre  with  other  divisions  of  the  University  and  outside  govern- 
mental and  non-governmental  agencies  concerned.  My  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Sword, 
the  most  loyal  of  colleagues,  whose  sage  advice  and  wealth  of  experience  have  always 
been  available  since  I  assumed  the  Directorship  in  1963,  will  be  readily  apparent 
in  view  of  his  other  major  commitments  as  Acting  President  for  1968-69.  The 
day-to-day  administrative  responsibilities  of  the  Directorship  will  be  undertaken  by 
Mr.  P.  Macnaughton-Smith,  Senior  Statistical  Adviser  of  the  Centre. 

To  revert  to  the  academic  session  that  has  just  ended,  the  certificate  course  in 
criminology,  offered  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Division  of  Extension  and  the 
Centre  and  which  was  launched  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  completed  its  first 
year  with  encouraging  success.  Attendance  of  the  enrolled  students,  drawn  from  a 
multiplicity  of  professional  backgrounds,  remained  constant  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  liveliness  of  the  discussions,  both  during  the  formal  sessions  and  beyond, 
was  ample  testimonial  to  the  instruction  given  by  the  following  lecturers  drawn  from 
outside  the  Centre:  Dr.  A.  W.  Mewett,  Associate  Dean,  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School, 
Professor  Graham  E.  Parker,  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School,  and  Mr.  W.  Outerbridge, 
Supervisor  of  Staff  Training,  Ontario  Probation  Services.  Two  additional  courses 
will  be  offered  in  1967-68.  One  of  these  will  deal  with  "Deviants  and  the  Sociology 
of  Crime"  and  the  other  will  be  equally  specialist  in  nature,  covering  "Mental 
Abnormality  and  the  Treatment  of  Offenders."  The  limited  accommodation  avail- 
able within  the  premises  presently  occupied  by  the  Centre  at  607-609  Spadina 
Avenue  will  be  stretched  to  the  uttermost  in  conducting  the  Extension  programme 
in  criminology.  Both  the  library  and  the  seminar  room  will  be  in  use  five  nights  a 
week  throughout  the  academic  year,  and  the  Centre  is  glad  to  extend  these  facilities 
in  fulfilment  of  another  of  its  original  objectives,  viz.,  to  provide  a  central  focus 
for  the  distinctive  contributions  of  both  academic  staff  and  professional  workers 
in  their  concern  with  the  problems  of  criminal  law  and  criminology. 

The  departmental  library  continues  to  grow  and  is  rapidly  presenting  a  major 
share  of  the  accommodation  squeeze  that  faces  the  Centre  during  the  coming  year. 
The  existing  collection  of  approximately  7,000  volumes,  including  a  notable  breadth 
of  periodical  literature,  represents  a  storehouse  that  is  in  need  of  intensive  indexing 
if  its  fullest  value  is  to  be  achieved.  With  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  library 
research  assistant  in  1967,  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  direction,  the  results 
of  which  may  take  some  time  to  be  felt  by  users  of  the  library.  The  preparation  of 
bibliographies  on  subjects  of  particular  concern  to  researchers  within  and  without 
the  Centre  will  also  be  undertaken  and  distributed  as  widely  as  are  the  present 
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quarterly  acquisition  lists.  The  latter  are  at  present  sent  to  university  libraries,  govern- 
ment departments,  agencies  concerned  with  corrections  and  the  administration  of 
criminal  justice,  and  a  large  number  of  individual  scholars  and  administrators  across 
Canada,  and  are  widely  appreciated.  The  eventual  goal  is  the  preparation  of  a 
periodic  research  bulletin  recording  significant  research  findings,  not  only  within 
the  Centre  itself,  but  in  other  research  institutes  wherever  situated.  Selecting  from 
the  mass  of  research  activity  that  is  now  underway  in  Europe  and  the  United  States 
alone  is  a  formidable  undertaking  but  if  the  results  are  to  have  any  impact  on 
sentencing  policies  or  on  the  principles  followed  within  prison,  probation  and  parole 
systems — to  name  but  a  few  of  the  pertinent  areas  that  criminology  is  concerned 
with — then  a  real  and  continuing  effort  must  be  made  to  bring  the  knowledge  derived 
from  research  to  the  attention  of  the  decision  and  policy  makers  in  Canada. 

Another  significant  step  towards  this  highly  practical  objective  was  the  first 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  criminological  research  institutes  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  which  met  in  the  Centre  of  Criminology  November  25-27,  1966. 
Convening  such  a  group  was  by  no  means  an  unique  event,  earlier  precedents  having 
been  established  by  the  Netherlands  Inter-University  Criminological  Foundation  in 
1962,  by  the  Scandinavian  Research  Council  in  Criminology  in  1961,  the  Conferences 
of  Criminology  Research  Institutes  held  in  1963,  1964  and  1965  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Council  of  Europe,  and  the  Consultative  Committee  set  up  within  the  British 
Home  Office  in  1964.  The  meeting  that  assembled  in  Toronto  was  prompted  in  the 
main  by  the  feeling  of  isolation  on  the  part  of  one  of  the  very  first  units  in  the  network 
of  Criminological  Research  Institutes  that  have  come  into  being  on  the  North 
American  continent  in  the  past  five  years.  The  Conference  had  not  been  in  progress 
many  hours  before  it  became  quite  apparent  that  the  same  sentiments  were  shared  by 
each  of  the  other  directors  present,  irrespective  of  the  specific  focus  of  research  in 
his  particular  institute. 

For  the  following  two  days  the  informally  structured  Conference  discussed  such 
matters  as  (1)  the  range  of  research  projects  currently  being  undertaken  in  other 
criminological  centres,  (2)  the  possibility  of  developing  parallel  projects  in  two  or 
more  centres  with  a  view  to  establishing  comparative  data  that  might  render  the 
results  of  research  more  relevant  and  convincing  to  policy-making  bodies,  (3)  possible 
short-term  attachments  of  research  staff  to  other  centres  and  institutes  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  new  insights  into  research  methodology  and  into  their  respective  spheres 
of  research  interests,  (4)  co-operation  in  building  up  library  resources  and  in  develop- 
ing facilities  for  inter-library  loans  of  original  material  and  of  documents  that  are 
normally  not  accessible,  (5)  co-operation  in  making  available  to  other  centres 
specialist  research  knowledge  for  projects  of  an  advanced  and  sophisticated  nature, 
and  (6)  establishing  liaison  with  similarly  constituted  research  organizations  in 
Europe,  the  British  Commonwealth  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  information 
derived  from  the  discussion  of  these  topics  would  alone  justify  the  convening  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  degree  of  co-operation  exhibited  throughout  the  three  days 
augurs  well  for  the  future.  Perhaps  the  most  significant  outcome  was  the  establish- 
ment of  permanent  arrangements  for  regular  meetings  concerning  the  progress  and 
problems  of  criminological  research  centres  throughout  North  America. 

Establishing  the  financial  stability  and  independence  of  newly  created  centres 
and  institutes  is  a  challenge  accepted  by  every  director  appointed  in  recent  years  by 
the  University.  The  amount  of  time  and  energy  consumed  in  this  all  pervasive 
exercise  of  survival,  it  must  be  admitted,  is  very  considerable.  In  the  absence  of 
tangible  results  it  must  test  to  the  full  the  spirit  of  exploration  that  brought  the  new 
division  into  existence.  The  Centre  of  Criminology  counts  itself  fortunate  in  the  degree 
of  support  that  its  efforts  to  date  have  engendered,  particular  satisfaction  being  felt  in 
the  recognition  of  its  work  that  is  reflected  in  the  grants  received  during  the  past 
year  from  the  Ford  Foundation  and  the  Nuffield  Foundation.  At  the  same  time, 
there  is  no  danger  of  the  Centre  forgetting  the  earlier  help  that  it  received  from 
Canadian  sources  including  the  Atkinson  Foundation,  the  Laidlaw  Foundation  and 
the  Donner  Foundation,  without  which  the  nucleus  of  the  Centre's  library  collection 
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and  the  recruitment  of  the  first  appointments  to  its  full-time  research  staff  would 
never  have  been  realized.  The  Centre's  independence  of  action  in  the  selection  of 
research  and  other  projects  for  development  has  been  preserved  throughout,  but 
it  would  be  idle  to  overlook  some  other  occasions  involving  government  support,  at 
both  the  federal  and  provincial  levels,  which  contain  lessons  for  those  newer  Centres 
that  have  yet  to  address  themselves  to  this  fundamental  problem.  The  latest  negotia- 
tions, however,  in  which  the  Centre  has  been  involved  hold  greater  promise  for  the 
future  and  the  Centre  of  Criminology  is  anxious  to  prove  itself  worthy  of  the  freedom 
of  action  that  it  has  inherited  as  part  of  the  University  community  and  which  has 
been  conferred  upon  it  by  supportive  foundations.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE  FOR  INDUSTRIAL 
RELATIONS 


In  the  Centre's  first  annual  report  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  effort  to  establish  a 
viable  relationship  with  the  community  at  large.  To  that  end  we  sponsored  a  number 
of  major  conferences.  Only  one  such  conference  was  held  this  year,  as  we  began  to 
cope  with  some  of  our  other  needs. 

The  one  conference  we  convened  in  the  past  year  dealt  with  "Wages,  Prices, 
Profits  and  Economic  Policy."  This  Conference  was  staged  to  provide  a  forum  where 
the  relevant  findings  of  the  Economic  Council  of  Canada  as  set  forth  in  its  Third 
Annual  Report  could  be  subjected  to  public  scrutiny  and  debate.  The  first  speaker 
was  Dr.  John  Deutsch,  chairman  of  the  Council.  Other  featured  speakers  were  the 
Hon.  Mitchell  Sharp,  Minister  of  Finance;  Mr.  David  McQueen  of  the  Economic 
Council  of  Canada;  Professor  G.  L.  Reuber,  head  of  the  Department  of  Economics, 
University  of  Western  Ontario;  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Ross,  Commissioner  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics;  and  Professor  David  C.  Smith  of  the  Department 
of  Economics,  Queen's  University.  The  University  of  Toronto  Press  will  be  publishing 
the  proceedings  of  this  conference. 

The  Centre  also  sponsored  a  series  of  monthly  seminars  for  interested  faculty 
members  and  students.  Among  the  speakers  at  these  seminars  were  Dr.  W.  R. 
Dymond,  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of  Manpower  and  Immigration;  Dr.  Eugene 
Forsey,  Director  of  Research,  Canadian  Labour  Congress ;  Professor  Louis  Greenspan, 
Department  of  Religion,  McMaster  University;  Mr.  Kalmen  Kaplansky,  Director, 
Canada  Branch  of  the  International  Labour  Office ;  Professor  Horace  Krever,  Faculty 
of  Law,  University  of  Toronto;  and  Dr.  George  Saunders,  Research  Director,  Prime 
Minister's  Task  Force  on  Labour  Relations. 

In  addition,  special  seminars  were  held  from  time  to  time  when  outstanding 
industrial  relations  experts  were  visiting  the  city.  One  such  seminar,  for  example,  was 
addressed  by  Mr.  Arne  Geijer,  President  of  the  Swedish  Confederation  of  Trade 
Unions  and  Past  President  of  the  International  Confederation  of  Free  Trade  Unions. 

Most  of  the  research  which  is  at  present  being  carried  on  under  the  Centre's 
auspices  is  being  undertaken  for  outside  organizations.  The  Prime  Minister's  Task 
Force  on  Labour  Relations,  for  example,  has  several  faculty  members  and  graduate 
students  working  on  various  research  projects.  Among  the  subjects  being  explored  are 
the  causes  of  the  recent  wave  of  industrial  unrest  in  Canada,  essential  industry  dispute 
settlement  techniques,  and  the  role  of  collective  bargaining  in  manpower  adjustments 
made  necessary  by  technological  and  related  changes.  A  carry-over  from  the  work 
which  was  proceeding  last  year  is  the  Centre's  Labour  Market  Project.  This  is 
expected  to  result  in  a  volume  of  readings  some  time  later  this  year. 
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To  finance  its  activities,  the  Centre  is  launching  a  membership  plan.  This  plan 
was  developed  with  the  assistance  of  the  Centre's  Advisory  Council  and  is  a  means 
whereby  labour  and  management  and  other  interested  groups  in  the  community  can 
support  the  Centre's  work.  To  help  launch  the  plan,  a  number  of  organizations  have 
agreed  to  become  initial  members. 

All  of  the  resources  this  plan  has  so  far  yielded  have  been  devoted  to  scholarship 
assistance.  Eight  students  will  be  receiving  financial  assistance  from  the  Centre 
through  the  funds  derived  from  the  plan  next  year.  These  students  are  enrolled  in 
the  Department  of  Political  Economy,  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  the  School  of  Business. 

In  addition  another  student  in  the  School  of  Business  has  become  the  first 
recipient  of  a  fellowship  donated  by  the  Toronto  Construction  Association  to 
encourage  research  into  the  industrial  relations  problems  of  the  construction  industry. 

Our  immediate  plans  are  to  concentrate  on  strengthening  the  library's  specialized 
industrial  relations  collection.  This  is  essential  if  the  main  purpose  of  the  Centre  is 
to  be  realized.  We  cannot  hope  to  attract  and  hold  good  graduate  students  or  interest 
faculty  members  in  pursuing  research  in  industrial  relations  unless  we  improve  and 
make  more  accessible  the  specialized  materials  that  are  required  for  advanced  study 
in  industrial  relations.  Through  our  membership  plan  we  hope  to  enlist  sufficient 
financial  support  to  assist  the  library  to  build  up  this  collection  substantially. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Varsity  Fund  for  its  continu- 
ing financial  assistance  and  the  members  of  the  Centre's  Council  and  Advisory 
Council  for  their  advice  and  support.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CENTRE 
FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  DRAMA 


The  year  1966-67  was  the  first  year  in  which  this  Centre  admitted  students.  Although 
its  programmes  were  approved  by  Senate  only  in  the  spring  of  1966,  11  students 
followed  higher  degree  programmes  (5  M.A.,  2  Phil.M.,  4  Ph.D.)  and  2  students 
completed  a  prerequisite  programme  in  the  academic  year  1966-67.  Students  in 
graduate  programmes  took  courses  offered  by  the  English,  French,  Classics,  and  East 
Asian  departments.  In  addition,  the  following  departments  have  indicated  a  willing- 
ness to  accept  Centre  students  in  their  courses :  German,  Italian  and  Hispanic,  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures.  (Music  will  offer  a  graduate  course  related  to  the  drama 
in  1967-68.) 

In  the  spring  of  1967,  three  students  took  the  General  Examination  of  the  Centre 
(one  for  the  Ph.D.,  two  for  the  Phil.M.)  :  of  these,  two  were  successful,  one  being 
placed  in  the  first  class. 

In  addition  to  courses  for  graduate  credit,  all  students  are  required  to  take  at 
least  one  practical  course  on  theatre  work:  such  practical  courses  were  available 
during  this  session  on  play  direction  (Mr.  Gill)  and  on  stage  and  costume  design 
(Miss  M.  Walker) .  In  1967-68  there  will  also  be  offered  a  course  on  dramatic  speech 
(Mr.  Gill). 

The  Centre  is  responsible  for  the  production  of  plays  at  Hart  House  Theatre, 
and  has  during  the  current  year  presented  the  following:  Aristophanes,  Lysistrata, 
directed  by  Herbert  Whittaker;  Giraudoux,  Ondine,  directed  by  William  Hutt; 
Marlowe,  Edward  II,  directed  by  Leon  Major;  Strindberg,  The  Father,  directed  by 
David  Gardner.  The  Acting  Director  and  his  Advisory  Committee  have  chosen  the 
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following  plays  for  1967—68:  Robertson,  Caste;  Lope  de  Vega,  The  Sheep-Well; 
John  Whiting,  The  Devils;  Ibsen,  John  Gabriel  Borkman.  For  two  of  these  there  will 
be  visiting  directors  (Brian  Meeson,  Peter  Ebert)  ;  the  other  two  will  be  directed  by 
Leon  Major,  who  in  January,  1968,  will  join  the  staff  of  the  University  as  Theatre 
Director  for  the  Centre. 

A  four-phase  programme  for  the  renovation  of  Hart  House  Theatre  was  begun 
in  the  summer  of  1966,  and  is  planned  to  continue  during  the  following  three  years. 

The  Centre  also  encourages  the  production  of  plays  on  the  University  campus 
which  it  regards  as  complementary  to  its  own  programme,  and  during  the  current 
year  has  provided  financial  support  for  the  productions  of  the  Poculi  Ludique  Societas 
and  for  The  Play  of  Daniel  given  in  Trinity  College  Chapel. 

The  Centre  exists  with  a  view  to  producing  highly  trained  teachers  of  drama. 
The  exact  relation  between  academic  and  practical  work  will  be  established  by  the 
Director  who  will  take  office  on  July  1,  1967  (Professor  R.  B.  Parker),  and  his 
Advisory  Committee.  There  is,  however,  no  question  that  the  Centre's  requirements 
for  higher  degree  qualifications  will  be  no  less  stringent  academically  than  in  the 
departments  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

But  the  Centre  is  engaged  with  drama,  and  that  means  that  its  graduates  must 
acquire  an  acquaintance  with  the  way  the  theatre  works.  For  this  reason,  (i)  it  is 
essential  that  the  Hart  House  programmes  shall  be  maintained  at  their  present  level 
(at  least)  and  (ii)  the  Centre  must  acquire  a  studio-theatre  (possibly,  for  the  time 
being,  the  University's  Russian  Orthodox  church)  in  which  there  will  be  full 
opportunity  for  theatrical  experiment. 

The  Acting  Director  wishes  to  express  especial  thanks  to  Professor  Robertson 
Davies,  who  has  functioned  as  associate  director  with  special  responsibility  for  Hart 
House  Theatre,  to  Professor  Falle,  who  has  been  graduate  secretary,  to  other  members 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  (Professor  Warder  of  East  Asian  Studies,  Professor 
Parsons  and  Professor  Riese  of  the  Department  of  French,  Professor  J.  Parker  of 
Italian  and  Hispanic  Studies),  and  to  the  staff  of  Hart  House  Theatre,  who  have 
been  worked  very  hard  with  the  Centre's  theatre  programme  during  this  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  GRADUATE  CENTRE 
FOR  LINGUISTIC  STUDIES 


This  Centre  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Governors  in  December  of  1965,  effective 
with  May  23,  1963,  a  date  which  recognized  the  time  of  a  definitive  decision  to 
establish  the  Centre  after  several  years  of  study.  The  1966-67  Calendar  provided 
means  of  enrolling  graduate  students  in  M.A.  studies  in  Linguistics  administered 
through  holding  registrations  in  established  departments,  since  this  Centre  was  still 
without  a  director  and  therefore  had  no  administrative  staff.  The  search  for  a  director 
ended  with  the  appointment  of  the  undersigned,  effective  with  January  23,  1967, 
and  his  arrival  that  same  week. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  Centre,  all  of  them  members  of  established  departments 
and  over  forty  in  number,  were  invited  to  a  meeting  held  on  February  17,  1967.  This 
body  elected  an  Executive  Committee  of  ten  members,  including  the  Director  and 
the  acting  secretary,  E.  N.  Burstynsky,  ex  officio;  and  it  approved  the  plans  for  revising 
the  M.A.  programme  in  time  for  the  1967-68  Calendar.  During  the  following  two 
months  the  projected  Ph.D.  programme  was  planned  in  detail  and  submitted  to  the 
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Appraisals  Committee  of  the  Ontario  Council  together  with  a  list  of  proposed 
consultants.  The  three  consultants  (C.  F.  Hockett  of  Cornell  University,  H.  M. 
Hoenigswald  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  H.  A.  Gleason  of  the  Hartford 
Seminary  Foundation)  visited  the  University  during  May,  and  approval  of  the  Ph.D. 
programme  is  expected,  so  that  it  will  be  in  operation  in  the  academic  year  1967-68.

THE  ACTING  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF 
CHILD  STUDY 


The  longitudinal  research  project  has  completed  its  fifth  intake  of  research  subjects 
and  now  includes  one  hundred  children.  An  additional  intake  group,  which  will 
complete  the  population  for  the  project,  is  planned  for  the  next  academic  session. 
Psychological  and  educational  development  of  the  children  are  appraised  prior  to 
admission  to  the  programme  and  for  the  nine  years  during  which  they  are  in 
attendance  at  the  laboratory  school.  A  total  of  $46,500  in  Ontario  Mental  Health 
Foundation  grants  was  received  this  year  by  members  of  staff  in  support  of  studies 
related  to  the  longitudinal  projects. 

The  diploma  course  in  Child  Study  received  long  and  careful  study  during  the 
year  and  certain  important  innovations  were  introduced.  The  major  change  is  an 
extension  from  a  one-year  to  a  two-year  course  of  study  leading  to  the  Diploma. 
Certain  provisions  remain  where  applicants  with,  for  example,  three  or  more  years 
of  teaching  experience  in  addition  to  other  qualifications  may  enrol  in  a  one-year 
course  of  study  to  the  Diploma.  However,  commencing  in  September,  1967,  the 
majority  of  applicants  will  register  for  a  two-year  programme.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  for  purposes  of  job  description  and  salary  schedules  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Psychological  Services  Research  Committee  in  April,  1967,  equated  graduates 
of  the  two-year  Diploma  course  with  those  with  the  M.A.  The  need  for  personnel 
in  psychological  services  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools  throughout  the  province 
has  remained  unattended  and  the  present  programme  is  designed  to  provide  some 
assistance  in  meeting  this  problem. 

Twenty-one  candidates  received  the  diploma  in  Child  Study  during  the  present 
session,  while  an  additional  10  students  were  registered  in  part-time  study,  or  as 
special  students.  Eighty-three  students  registered  in  other  schools  or  faculties  attended 
the  Institute  for  courses  and/or  practicum  in  child  study.  On  the  other  hand,  66 
schools,  agencies,  special  education  and  treatment  centres  and  nursery  schools  were 
available  to  our  diploma  students  for  visits,  study  periods  and  practicum  sessions. 

Our  laboratory  school  continues  to  serve  a  three-fold  purpose.  First,  160 
children,  ranging  in  age  from  three  through  twelve  years,  are  the  subjects  in  a  variety 
of  research  studies  conducted  by  staff  members  of  the  Institute  as  well  as  of  other 
divisions  of  the  University.  Secondly,  the  children  are  indispensable  to  our  teaching 
programme  in  that  diploma  students  receive  frequent  and  carefully  planned  periods 
of  observation  and  work  with  individual  children  at  various  age  levels.  Thirdly,  the 
laboratory  school  has  increasingly  functioned  as  a  reference  point  for  the  educational 
community.  During  the  past  year,  administrators  and  teachers  from  all  boroughs  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto,  Burlington,  Oakville,  Hamilton,  Brantford,  London  and  many 
other  municipalities  visited  and  observed  our  educational  programme.  Visits  were 
also  made  by  psychology  students  from  Carleton  University,  graduate  students  from 
the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education,  and  members  of  the  Department  of 
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Education.  Over  eight  hundred  visitors  were  received  at  the  Institute  during  the 
academic  year. 

The  school  programme  continues  to  demonstrate  innovations  in  the  teaching  of 
three-through-twelve-year-old  children.  The  inquiry  approach  to  learning,  using 
eight  mm.  single  concept  films,  was  initiated  this  year.  Children  in  the  school  received 
instruction  in  the  use  of  cameras,  tape  recorders,  and  a  variety  of  teaching  machines 
as  part  of  an  experience-based  learning  programme.  Oral  French,  using  tapes,  was 
included  at  all  grade  levels  and  further  experimentation  in  new  mathematics  was 
carried  out.  The  Grade  4  class  produced  the  school's  first  sound  motion  picture,  and 
several  pupils  have  developed  film  strips  concerning  certain  project  studies.  Field 
trips  were  again  an  essential  part  of  the  school  activities. 

Staff  members  served  in  advisory  capacities  to  the  Department  of  Education,  in 
preparing  new  curriculum  guides  and  in  educational  television.  Some  served  as 
consultants  to  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs,  to  the  Etobicoke  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, to  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation,  to  the  newly  established  Youth 
Department,  and  to  a  few  school  boards  in  the  province. 

Educational  services  provided  by  the  Institute  at  Thistletown  Hospital  have  been 
extended  to  Warrendale.  The  grant  to  the  Institute  of  Child  Study  for  operating  the 
school  has  been  increased  from  $74,600  to  $170,000  during  the  past  year. 

The  death  of  Karl  S.  Bernhardt  in  May,  1967,  is  reported  with  sadness. 
Dr.  Bernhardt  was  Director  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Study  from  1960  to  1964, 
and  Assistant  Director  for  nearly  25  years  prior  to  his  appointment  as  Director. 
Dr.  Bernhardt  was  the  first  editor  of  the  Bulletin  of  Child  Study,  started  in  1938, 
and  continued  to  serve  as  editor  until  1964.  Dr.  Bernhardt  was  in  failing  health  since 
his  retirement.  His  kindly  and  supportive  manner  and  his  capacity  for  hard  work  and 
responsible  leadership  earned  him  the  respect  and  loyalty  of  his  staff. 

The  Bulletin  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Study,  now  re-titled  Child  Study,  was 
expanded  in  size  from  an  average  of  16  to  32  pages  per  issue.  It  also  received  a  new 
look.  The  response  to  this  publication  has  been  encouraging.  Subscriptions  to  Child 
Study  number  nearly  eight  hundred,  including  some  forty  exchanges  with  publica- 
tions from  other  countries. 

In  overview,  the  Institute  has  continued  to  strengthen  and  extend  its  activities. 
Some  reorganization  of  responsibilities  has  been  designed  in  order  to  converge  more 
sharply  both  on  research  publications  and  on  teaching  responsibilities  within  our 
diploma  programme. 

I  am  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  Institute  staff  for  their  continued  devotion 
to  and  support  of  Institute  activities  in  research,  in  teaching,  in  work  with  the 
children,  and  in  general  administration.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  FOR 
AEROSPACE  STUDIES 


Canada's  Centennial  Year,  1967,  is  an  occasion  for  an  assessment  of  progress.  The 
participation  of  the  University  of  Toronto  in  aerospace  developments  dates  back  to 
the  beginning  of  manned  flight  when  two  graduates  joined  the  Aerial  Experiment 
Association  and  under  the  direction  of  Alexander  Graham  Bell  accomplished  the 
first  manned  flights  in  Canada  in  1909.  During  World  War  I  (1914-18)  a  laboratory 
for  aeronautical  research   and   development  was  established  at   the   University  of 
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Toronto,  the  only  one  in  Canada  at  that  time,  and  in  1928  courses  of  instruction 
were  inaugurated  in  this  rapidly  emerging  field.  In  1946  extensive  research  was 
initiated  in  re-entry  physics  and  high  speed  flows  in  which  the  shock  tube  was 
pioneered.  The  Institute  for  Aerospace  Studies  (U.T.I.A.S.)  was  founded  in  1949. 
Some  idea  of  subsequent  growth  is  indicated  by  the  increase  in  physical  space  from 
a  room  with  2,000  sq.  ft.  floor  area  in  1949  to  the  present  18  acre  site  and  a  building 
with  45,000  sq.  ft.  floor  area. 

A  recent  survey  made  on  Upper  Atmosphere  and  Space  Programs  in  Canada 
and  published  as  Special  Study  No.  1  by  the  Science  Secretariat  contains  a  more 
detailed  history  of  U.T.I.A.S.  and  its  part  in  Canadian  space  developments.  It  will 
be  noted  that  this  Institute  accounted  for  about  half  of  the  research  projects  under- 
taken by  Canadian  universities  in  1965.  There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  this 
ratio  in  1966-67  as  listed  abstracts  in  the  Canadian  Aeronautics  and  Space  Journal 
clearly  indicate. 

In  the  current  research  programme  the  completion  of  laboratory  facilities  for 
basic  studies,  calibration  of  rocket  and  satellite  instruments,  and  the  simulation  of 
space  flight,  have  been  achieved  and  the  way  is  now  open  for  more  extensive  upper 
atmospheric  and  space  experiments  which  require  this  back-up  equipment.  These 
laboratory  facilities,  the  most  complete  in  any  Canadian  university,  include  a  low 
density  tunnel,  hypersonic  shock  tunnel,  plasma  (satellite  simulator)  tunnel,  re-entry 
physics  tube,  hypervelocity  launcher,  plasma  shock  tube,  magnetogasdynamic  propul- 
sion and  energy  conversion  equipment  and  a  molecular  beam  apparatus  with  particle 
energies  appropriate  for  studies  of  space  areodynamics.  Many  innovations  are 
included  in  their  design  and  the  last  named  item  was  the  first  of  its  kind. 

The  implementation  of  plans  for  a  more  extensive  programme  of  investigations 
in  the  upper  atmosphere  and  space  is  now  under  way.  A  rocket  experiment  making 
use  of  an  electron  gun  probe  to  study  directly  the  temperature  in  the  upper 
atmosphere  is  under  construction.  The  method  is  a  novel  application  of  our 
earlier  development  of  laboratory  equipment  and  will  make  possible  the  study  of 
atmospheric  conditions  with  a  minimum  of  uncertainty  in  the  interpretation.  The 
instrument  package  has  been  fully  tested  in  the  prototype  configuration,  and  the 
actual  flight  system  is  being  built.  A  sequence  of  subsequent  rocket  firings  is  also 
being  investigated.  Our  programme  would  be  incomplete  without  satellite  experi- 
ments. Our  interest  centres  on  the  survey  satellite  which  has  considerable  potential 
for  the  development  of  Canada's  natural  resources.  Extensive  studies  have  already 
been  made  of  satellite  dynamics.  Various  types  of  sensor  are  under  development  in 
the  laboratory  and  plans  for  participating  in  a  national  satellite  survey  experiment 
are  well  advanced.  It  should  be  noted  that  we  are  able  now  to  design,  construct  and 
instrument  the  entire  research  package  and  to  assess  its  effects  on  flight  dynamics. 
This  capability  has  encouraged  other  universities  and  government  groups  to  request 
assistance  in  their  experiments.  This  Institute  is  rapidly  becoming  a  centre  for  the 
preparation  of  rocket  and  satellite  experiments  for  other  research  groups  in  various 
parts  of  Canada. 

In  addition  to  a  rapid  increase  in  our  research  in  the  upper  atmosphere  and 
space,  the  total  programme  shows  a  steadily  widening,  interdisciplinary  structure. 
Typical  aerospace  projects  in  four  different  fields  are  as  follows  (with  supervisors 
indicated  in  parentheses)  :  physics — shock  structure  in  gas  mixtures  and  plasmas 
(Dr.  J.  H.  de  Leeuw),  scattering  of  high  energy  molecules  from  surfaces  (Dr.  J.  B. 
French),  basic  directivity  and  spectra  of  jet  noise  (Dr.  H.  S.  Ribner),  use  of 
spectroscopy  for  plasma  diagnostics  (Dr.  R.  M.  Measures)  ;  chemistry — coupling 
processes  between  vibration  and  dissociation  in  chemical  nonequilibrium  (Dr.  P.  A. 
Sullivan),  one-dimensional  and  spherical  initiation  of  explosives  by  detonation  waves 
and  nozzle  flows  with  coupled  vibrational-dissociational  nonequilibrium  (Dr.  I.  I. 
Glass)  ;  engineering — dynamics  of  hypersonic  flight  (Prof.  B.  Etkin),  failure  mechan- 
isms and  statistical  aspects  of  metal  fatigue  (Dr.  G.  K.  Korbacher),  magnetogas- 
dynamic propulsion  and  power  generation  (Dr.  S.  J.  Townsend) ;  life  and 
environmental   sciences — human   pilot  dynamics    (Professors   B.   Etkin   and  L.   D. 
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Reid),  thin  shell  structures  for  space  environments  (Dr.  R.  C.  Tennyson).  These 
are  typical  of  some  seventy  projects  listed  in  the  U.T.I.A.S.  Annual  Progress  Report. 
A  perusal  of  this  report  will  indicate  the  very  high  productivity  of  the  U.T.I.A.S. 
staff  and  students.  Full  acknowledgement  of  support  received  from  Canadian  and 
American  agencies  is  also  given. 

The  Science  Council  of  Canada  has  completed  a  study  entitled  "A  Space 
Program  for  Canada"  (Report  no.  1,  June,  1967)  which  states:  "In  general,  it  would 
appear  that  the  programs  of  university  space  institutes  and  research  groups  could  be 
integrated  into  a  national  space  program  without  weakening  the  role  of  these 
institutions  as  centers  of  academic  research  and  advanced  education."  The  inclusion 
of  U.T.I.A.S.  in  a  national  space  programme  is  essential  to  its  future.  As  indicated 
above,  its  research  is  already  mission-oriented  and  interdisciplinary.  Furthermore  the 
student  must  assemble  not  only  a  successful  experiment  but  also  one  which  is 
compact,  light-weight,  remotely  operated  and  entirely  reliable.  Add  to  this  the 
experience  he  gains  from  effective  co-operation  with  all  personnel  involved  in  the 
design,  construction,  testing  and  launching  of  a  research  package  and  we  see  that  the 
student  has  learned  much  during  his  graduate  studies  at  U.T.I.A.S.  Involvement  in 
a  national  space  programme  will  serve  effectively  our  best  research  and  educational 
interests. 

It  is  becoming  recognized  that  a  university  institute  in  the  physical  sciences  has 
an  obligation  to  assist  local  industry.  Our  co-operation  with  local  industry  has  been 
steadily  growing  and  now  includes  the  calibration  of  special  instruments,  improve- 
ments in  the  design  of  Canadian  rockets,  analyses  applied  to  satellite  problems, 
measurements  of  aerodynamic  loads  on  buildings,  the  development  of  patentable 
instruments  and  facilities  of  novel  design  and  many  other  services.  As  part  of  an 
organized  national  space  programme  this  Institute  can  stimulate  industry  through 
our  requirements  for  sophisticated  equipment,  development  of  innovations  and  inven- 
tions, and  discovery  of  new  techniques. 

A  summer  programme  for  qualified  undergraduate  students  in  mathematics, 
physics,  chemistry  and  engineering  has  been  inaugurated  to  provide  them  with  an 
insight  into  space  science  and  an  opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
practical  aspects  of  the  subject.  Students  are  assigned  to  current  research  projects 
and  they  are  required  to  attend  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  Canadian  space  research 
programme.  Early  indications  are  that  these  students  will  enter  graduate  work  with 
a  higher  degree  of  knowledge,  experience  and  confidence. 

The  Institute  has  established  a  programme  for  the  study  of  unidentified  flying 
objects  (UFO).  Serious  consideration  of  this  subject  became  necessary  when  a  small 
number  of  sightings,  based  on  reliable  technical  observation,  could  not  be  explained. 
Studies  are  already  under  way  at  Northwestern  University  and  the  University  of 
Colorado.  Our  objective  initially  will  be  the  collection  and  collation  of  information 
related  to  Canadian  conditions.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  GREAT  LAKES  INSTITUTE 


In  addition  to  expanding  its  research  activities  the  Institute  has  undergone  a 
restructuring  which  makes  it  a  compatible  and  integral  part  of  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies,  while  continuing  to  provide  support  for  Great  Lakes  investigations 
by  staff  members  of  other  Ontario  universities.  By  action  of  the  Senate,  the  affairs 
of  the  Institute  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  strong  Council  composed  of  deans  from 
various  faculties  and  schools  involved  with  the  Institute's  work,  together  with  the 
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chairmen  of  the  appropriate  departments.  This  Council  is  assisted  by  an  Advisory 
Board  with  representatives  of  other  universities,  government  departments  concerned 
with  water  resources  and  their  management,  and  selected  individuals  from  industry. 
Internally,  the  Director  is  assisted  in  the  management  of  the  Institute  by  two  associate 
directors,  Dr.  F.  E.  J.  Fry  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  and  Dr.  P.  H.  Jones  of  the 
Department  of  Civil  Engineering  and  the  School  of  Hygiene,  who  together  with  the 
Vice-President  (Research  Administration)   form  the  executive  of  the  Council. 

The  research  activities  of  the  staff,  associates  and  graduate  students  continue 
to  be  multidisciplinary  and  frequently  interdisciplinary.  During  1966-67,  23  projects 
were  supported  of  which  1 1  were  continuing  from  previous  years.  The  co-operation 
with  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  is  continuing,  with  the  Institute 
investigating  fundamental  factors  causing  water  circulation  in  the  vicinity  of  Toronto. 
Co-operation  and  co-ordination  of  monitoring  surveys  with  the  Federal  Department 
of  Energy,  Mines  and  Resources  involved  fall,  winter  and  spring  operation  of  the 
C.C.G.S.  Porte  Dauphine  in  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario,  since  the  Department  has  no 
capability  for  this  work  as  yet.  Several  concurrent  surveys  have  been  made  to  compare 
our  slightly  different  techniques  and  patterns  so  that  when  the  Department  can 
completely  fulfil  this  mission  their  observations  will  be  compatible  with  our  historical 
records  of  these  two  lakes. 

The  facilities  at  Baie  du  Dore  have  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  small 
laboratory  and  a  large  pond  for  biological  studies  under  controlled  conditions  in  the 
same  environment  as  the  nearby  natural  bay.  Additional  shoreline  property  adjacent 
to  the  station  was  acquired  to  protect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  natural  environment 
from  encroaching  cottage  development  and  to  provide  additional  land  for  ecological 
investigations.  The  offshore  deep-water  tower,  maintained  from  this  station,  is 
extensively  used  not  only  for  our  own  projects  but  also  by  the  Meterological  Branch, 
Department  of  Transport  and  by  investigators  from  the  National  Research  Council. 

In  April,  the  Institute  organized  and  was  host  to  the  tenth  conference  on  Great 
Lakes  Research  which  was  attended  by  some  400  scientists  who  presented  and  listened 
to  93  papers.  Compliments  on  the  excellence  of  the  programme  were  numerous  and 
invariably  coupled  with  expressions  of  appreciation  and  admiration  for  the  facilities 
and  hospitality  provided  by  the  University.  At  this  conference  the  International 
Association  for  Great  Lakes  Research  was  formalized  with  the  Director  of  the 
Institute  being  elected  vice-president. 

The  continued  activity  of  the  Institute's  directors  and  staff  on  numerous  com- 
mittees, commissions  and  conferences  dealing  with  water  as  a  resource  and  as  an 
environment  attests  to  the  contribution  the  University  is  making  to  the  national 
scientific  effort  in  these  areas.  With  the  strengthening  of  the  Institute  within  the 
University  and  with  the  lightening  of  the  burden  of  routine  data  collection  this 
contribution  will  be  even  greater.

Computer  Use 

The  growth  of  computer  use  has  been  described  each  year  in  these  reports.  An 
indication  of  the  activity  within  this  academic  year  will  be  seen  from  Table  1,  which 
lists  the  number  of  computer  jobs  processed  each  month  during  1966-67.  Tables  2a 
and  2b  show  the  usage  for  1966—67  broken  down  according  to  university  department 
and  category  of  use. 
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The  flow  of  traffic,  where  up  to  one  thousand  persons  bring  their  work  to  the 
computer  in  a  single  day  has  placed  a  severe  strain  on  the  physical  facilities.  That 
service  could  be  provided  at  all  is  due  to  careful  planning,  conscientious  work  on 
the  part  of  the  operating  staff,  and  the  response  of  the  university  administration  to 
the  special  demands  which  have  arisen.  Since  January  the  7094  II  has  been  running 
24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week.  To  do  this  the  full-time  operating  staff  has  been 
increased  from  seven  to  ten,  and  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  part-time  (student)  operators.  Especially  important,  three  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  computer  system  to  use  the  computer  more  efficiently.  The  first  of 
these   was    the   introduction    of    the    Purdue    University    Fast    Fortran    Translator

(PUFFT)  into  our  operating  system.  This  language  processor  provides  most  of  the 
facilities  of  full  ICS/IBM  FORTRAN  and  has  an  extremely  rapid  rate  of  pro- 
gramme compilation,  although  the  execution  of  programmes  is  not  as  fast.  It  has 
proved  to  be  ideal  for  undergraduate  problems  and  for  piecewise  testing  of  more 
complex  research  problem  programmes.  Job  batches  that  formerly  required  two  or 
three  hours  daily  are  now  processed  by  PUFFT  in  ten  to  fifteen  minutes.  The  second 
change  has  been  the  use  of  the  IBM  2302  disc  storage  unit  for  storage  of  the  7094 
supervisory  control  programme  and  associated  language  processors.  This  significantly 
improves  system  performance  in  comparison  to  system  residence  on  magnetic  tapes. 
Finally,  pending  the  initiation  of  Dispatching  operations,  the  System/360-50  is  being 
used  to  augment  the  IBM  1460  for  card-to-tape  and  tape-to-printer  operations  in 
support  of  7094  job  streams. 

In  spite  of  all  these  improvements  it  has  been  necessary  to  introduce  the  long 
expected  rationing  of  computer  time.  This  was  done  following  the  recommendations 
of  a  subcommittee  (chaired  by  Professor  Judy)  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Institute  of  Computer  Science.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  procedure  is  that  alloca- 
tions are  made  to  departments  in  the  form  of  Computer  dollars,  C$,  which  can  be 
used  to  purchase  time  at  a  rate  which  depends  on  the  availability  of  the  computer. 
Allotments  of  C$  to  cover  a  six-month  period  are  authorized  through  the  Research 
Board.  The  system  becomes  operational  on  July  1,  1967,  after  preparations  which 
have  included  estimating  initial  allotments  based  on  previous  usage,  sending  letters 
of  explanation  and  holding  meetings  with  departmental  representatives,  and  revising 
the  computer  accounting  system.  For  the  six-month  period  July  1  to  December  31, 
1967,  it  was  possible  to  grant  all  divisions  of  the  university  but  one  (the  Department 
of  Chemistry)  C$  to  meet  their  expected  needs.  From  the  way  computer  usage  has 
grown  in  the  past  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  there  will  be  an  acute  shortage  of  computer 
time  within  a  year  unless  the  new  computers  which  have  been  ordered  come  on  time. 

The  Dispatcher  System 

Much  of  the  emphasis  this  year  has  been  on  preparing  for  the  Dispatcher  System, 
which  will  provide  remote  access  to  the  7094  from  various  sites  on  the  St.  George 
campus  as  well  as  from  other  places  including  Scarborough,  Erindale  and  Aerospace 
Studies.  Delivery  has  been  accepted  of  the  Systems  360/50  and  of  the  terminals  at 
Physics,  Aerospace  Studies,  Dentistry  and  Sidney  Smith,  but  terminal  service  will  not 
be  available  until  September,  1967.  The  preparation  of  the  site  for  the  Dispatcher 
System,  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  old  Physics  Building,  began  in  March,  1967,  four 
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months  behind  schedule.  The  estimated  cost  for  renovations,  including  air  condition- 
ing and  power,  is  $325,000.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  development 
of  the  Dispatcher  operating  system.  IBM  assigned  five  programmers  to  this  effort, 
and  ICS  contributed  two  full-time  system  programmers  and  two  programmers  part- 
time.  By  the  end  of  June  the  development  team  logged  400  hours  of  test  time  on  the 
Systems  360/50.  It  is  expected  that  the  operating  system,  including  the  sections  for 
remote  terminal  communications,  will  be  ready  before  September  1,  the  anticipated 
date  for  site  availability.  The  programming  effort  predicted  for  the  task,  about 
6  man-years,  seems  to  be  adequate,  but  only  because  it  has  been  possible  to  borrow 
substantially  from  a  related  programming  system,  ASP,  developed  by  IBM  for  other 
installations. 

Although  major  new  computers  will  soon  be  installed,  continuing  maintenance 
of  the  7094  II  Dispatcher  operating  systems  will  form  the  basis  for  subsequent 
systems  programming.  This  is  in  accord  with  the  policy  adopted  for  the  growth  of 
the  computer  facility  at  the  University  of  Toronto:  that  existing  systems  and 
languages  will  be  retained  for  considerable  periods  after  the  installation  of  new 
computers,  allowing  users  to  phase  their  operations  into  the  new  systems  gradually. 

Planning 

A  planning  subcommittee  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  chaired  by  Professor  Hull, 
has  undertaken  the  urgent  task  of  making  recommendations  on  the  next  computers 
which  should  be  acquired  by  the  Institute.  At  first  a  twin  System/360  Model  67  was 
proposed,  but  after  IBM  announced  that  this  system  would  not  be  as  effective  in 
time-sharing  as  had  originally  been  expected,  the  subcommittee  recommended  a 
three-stage  expansion  of  the  computing  facility:  (1)  upgrading  the  Model  50  by 
adding  memory  and  10  typewriter  terminals  (November,  1967)  ;  (2)  adding  a  Model 
65  as  a  processor  under  control  of  the  Dispatcher  (April,  1968)  ;  (3)  replacing  the 
Model  50  dispatcher  by  the  Model  65,  and  adding  a  Model  75  (October,  1968) .  This 
expansion  was  strongly  endorsed  by  the  Research  Board,  and  orders  have  been  placed 
for  the  system,  with  delivery  necessarily  being  contingent  on  completion  of  financing 
arrangements  for  the  $4,200,000  which  the  system  will  cost.  It  is  most  important  that 
the  additions  arrive  as  scheduled,  for  without  them  there  can  be  no  growth  of  com- 
puter usage,  which  would  have  the  effect  of  serious  restrictions  on  new  teaching  and 
research.  Substantial  as  these  additions  are,  the  planning  subcommittee  has  pointed 
out  that  they  will  only  provide  for  the  expected  usage  until  1971  or  72,  and  that 
in  the  longer  term  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  a  still  larger  system. 

The  advent  of  the  Dispatcher  multi-computer  system  and  the  large  additions 
described  above  make  it  clear  that  the  Institute  is  embarking  on  a  new  level  of 
operation.  It  is  more  and  more  taking  on  the  aspects  of  a  public  utility — one  which 
provides  vital  services  for  teaching  and  research  to  a  very  large  fraction  of  the 
University.  In  this  role  there  are  many  matters  which  have  to  be  examined — methods 
of  ensuring  continuity  of  service,  of  keeping  users  informed  of  new  practices,  of 
determining  which  services  should  be  provided  for  everyone  and  which  should  be 
regarded  as  special,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  user,  etc.  Along  with  these  questions  are 
equally  important  policy  questions:  when  is  it  permissible  for  a  division  to  operate 
its  own  computer?  what  responsibilities  should  be  undertaken  for  prospective  users 
at  other  universities?  at  neighbouring  colleges  and  technical  institutes?  at  hospitals? 
at  commercial  organizations?  Several  steps  have  been  taken  to  deal  with  these 
problems.  Mr.  Creemer  has  been  appointed  Planning  Manager,  effective  July  1, 
1967,  and  a  staff  under  his  direction  is  being  built  up  to  explore  the  technical 
questions  (Mr.  A.  Ford  replaces  Mr.  Creemer  as  Systems  Manager).  Also,  the 
Advisory  Committee  of  the  Institute  of  Computer  Science,  which  until  now  has 
consisted  essentially  of  individuals  concerned  with  computing  and  who  were  appointed 
by  the  President,  has  been  reorganized  into  a  more  formal  structure.  In  the  new 
organization  members  are  appointed  for  a  three -year  term  to  represent  constituencies 
of  the  University  using  computers,  including  undergraduate  faculties,  the  Graduate 
School,  the  Research  Board,  and  the  administration.  In  a  similar  move  in  a  wider 
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sphere,  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario  has  established  a 
Subcommittee  on  Computer  Services,  with  myself  as  chairman.  The  subcommittee 
will  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Committee  of  Presidents  on  problems 
related  to  the  development,  co-ordination  and  financing  of  university  computing 
services  in  Ontario. 

The  Department  of  Computer  Science 

The  most  significant  event  this  year  was  the  long  awaited  move,  in  December, 
to  new  quarters  on  the  11th,  12th  and  part  of  the  13th  floor  in  the  Burton  Wing 
of  the  new  McLennan  Physical  Laboratories.  The  provision  of  faculty  offices  near 
one  another,  individual  work  space  for  graduate  students  close  to  the  staff  and  to 
computer  facilities,  adequate  space  for  secretaries  and  convenient  seminar  room  and 
lounge  has  had  an  exhilarating  effect.  The  changes  in  morale  and  work  habits  are 
noticeable  and  beneficial. 

In  1966-67  there  were  26  graduate  students  enrolled  for  the  M.Sc.  and  Ph.D. 
in  Computer  Science.  This  is  to  be  compared  with  enrolments  of  15  for  1965-66 
and  11  for  1964-65.  For  1967-68,  30  students  had  been  accepted  by  the  end  of 
June.  The  rate  of  increase  of  enrolment  is  obviously  high,  as  was  expected  to  be  the 
case  when  the  Department  was  initiated.  We  are  already  at  the  point  where  the 
number  of  students  which  can  be  accommodated  must  essentially  be  determined  by 
the  ability  to  recruit  faculty.  We  added  two  members  to  Computer  Science  staff 
in  1966-67,  Professors  Mezei  and  Ferentzy,  as  well  as  Professor  Johnston  who  is 
appointed  jointly  with  Mathematics,  and  for  1967-68  Professors  Lehman  and  Masson 
have  been  appointed  jointly  with  Mathematics.  These  additions  are  encouraging  but 
it  should  be  noted  that  over  thirty  direct  letters  were  sent  this  year  to  prospective

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graduates  at  other  universities,  making  them  aware  of  appointment  possibilities,  all 
without  immediate  result,  and  that  most  of  our  appointment  offers  to  senior  persons 
in  the  last  three  years  have  been  declined.  Staff  recruitment  is  sure  to  pose  a 
challenge  for  some  time  because  of  the  very  large  number  of  newly  emerging  depart- 
ments of  computer  science  in  Canada,  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom. 
Towards  the  end  of  June  of  this  year  I  wrote  Dean  Sirluck  submitting  my 
resignation  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Computer  Science,  to  become  effective  by 
June,  1968,  at  the  latest.  The  Institute  and  the  Department  are  both  expanding  at 
such  a  pace  that  it  is  clearly  in  the  best  interests  of  both  to  have  different  heads. 
Since  separate  working  budgets  have  been  in  effect  for  years,  the  staffs  are  distinct, 
and  the  two  divisions  are  housed  in  different  buildings,  it  is  not  expected  that  there 
will  be  much  difficulty  in  achieving  the  separation.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  gratitude  to  my  colleagues,  who  have  supported  me  at  every  stage 
in  establishing  the  Department  and  in  developing  it  to  its  present  healthy  state.  I 
look  forward  to  continued  participation  as  a  member  of  the  Department,  and  to  their 
continuing  influence  and  support  in  my  work  as  director  of  the  Institute  of  Computer 
Science.

It  was  in  1963  that  the  Institute  of  Bio-Medical  Electronics  was  formed  with  a  staff 
of  two,  provided  with  1,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  and  ventured  to  accept  its 
first  three  graduate  students.  In  the  four  years  which  have  elapsed  since  then,  no 
fewer  than  20  of  our  students  have  met  the  requirements  of  the  Master's  Degree.  Our 
total  staff  is  now  ten,  of  whom  five  hold  academic  appointments.  We  also  receive 
part-time  help  from  the  many  members  of  the  Institute  who  are  drawn  from  other 
interested  departments.  Our  floor  space  has  increased  to  10,000  square  feet  and  our 
formal  enrolment  this  fall  will  be  23;  of  whom  10  will  be  Ph.D.  students,  11  M.A.Sc. 
and  2  M.Eng.  candidates.  Our  members  and  associate  members  also  bring  us 
problems  and  so  are  often  informal  students  themselves! 

Our  growth  reflects  the  tremendous  interest,  both  academic  and  commercial, 
in  the  whole  field  of  bio-medical  engineering  throughout  the  world.  In  Canada, 
perhaps  half  of  the  universities  have  launched  some  venture  in  this  area  during  these 
four  years.  The  wisdom  and  foresight  of  the  Faculties  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering  and  of  Medicine  in  the  early  formation  of  the  Institute  have  permitted 
the  University  of  Toronto  to  attain  a  pre-eminent  position  in  the  Canadian  scene. 

In  this  age  of  specialization,  the  Institute  with  its  interdisciplinary  and 
humanitarian  aspects  appeals  strongly  to  a  large  class  of  students  who  seek  a  broader 
view  of  "natural  philosophy."  The  increasing  variety  of  employment  opportunities 
in  bioengineering  promises  to  make  this  a  very  attractive  new  career  for  them. 

The  rapid  expansion  of  the  field,  which  is  particularly  marked  in  the  United 
States,  has  led  to  a  critical  shortage  of  available  staff  with  the  unusual  combination 
of  qualifications  and  interests  needed.  This  has  hampered  our  expansion  and  has 
permitted  us  to  accept  only  one  out  of  every  four  qualified  student  applications. 
However,  the  arrival  of  our  three  new  staff  members  during  the  last  nine  months, 
together  with  recruitment  of  another  planned  for  the  coming  year,  will  do  a  great 
deal  to  ease  the  situation.  In  the  initial  phases  of  our  growth,  we  suffered  severe 
restrictions  from  limitations  of  both  space  and  facilities.  The  increased  floor  area 
acquired  this  year,  which  is  being  converted  into  modern  laboratories  and  classrooms, 
should  meet  our  space  needs  for  some  time  to  come.  There  will  be  physiological, 
biochemical  and  engineering  laboratories.  We  have  adequate  equipment  for  the  last, 
but  shall  need  many  new  scientific  instruments  for  our  life  science  laboratories. 

The  problems  of  establishing  a  complete  programme  of  research  and  teaching 
in  a  new  area  are  many:  our  success  owes  much  to  the  magnificent  support  given 
by  our  associated  Faculties.  Six  graduate  courses,  designed  especially  for  our  students, 
have  been  very  well  received.  We  are  involved  in  no  fewer  than  twenty  research 
studies  which  embrace  a  surprisingly  large  area  in  medicine.  Thus,  our  early  research 
on  gamma  ray  cameras  has  resulted  in  a  clinical  instrument  now  in  use  at  the  Sick 
Children's  Hospital,  and  our  current  research  in  this  area  will  create  cameras  using 
new  principles  and  which  permit  the  taking  of  motion  pictures  showing  radio-isotope 
movement  in  the  living  body.  Such  advanced  cameras  will  provide  a  new  tool  for 
physiological  research  and  routine  diagnosis.  The  techniques  of  holography  (the 
means  whereby  3-dimensional  photographs  may  be  taken  without  the  use  of  lenses) 
and  of  ultrasound  have  been  embodied  in  another  experimental  "camera."  The 
present  results  offer  promise  that  a  technique  as  important  as  X-ray  photography 
may  develop. 

The  Institute  is  also  undertaking  studies  in  basic  physiology.  One  may  mention, 
on  the  one  hand,  our  work  on  the  mechanisms  of  acetylcholine  transport  at  neural 
synapses;  and  on  the  other,  a  three-year-old  research  programme  on  the  control 
mechanism  of  the  liver,  and  the  development  of  a  mathematical  model  of  the 
respiratory  control  system  which  has  led  to  several  intriguing  ideas. 
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Certain  advanced  clinical  problems  have  also  received  attention.  Major  effort 
is  being  applied,  for  instance,  to  the  rapid  chemical  analysis  of  blood  in  the  condition 
of  acute  diabetic  ketosis,  and  of  subsequent  digital  computer  computation  to  deter- 
mine the  treatment  to  be  given  the  patient.  Such  methods  may  well  find  widespread 
application  to  many  other  medically  critical  situations. 

Departments  collaborating  in  this  work  are  Anatomy,  Pathological  Chemistry, 
Paediatrics,  Pharmacology,  Physiology,  Psychiatry,  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and 
Gynaecology,  Industrial  Engineering,  Physics,  Electrical  Engineering  and  others. 

We  have  found  it  very  rewarding  to  follow  the  careers  of  our  first  students.  Two 
have  decided  to  enter  medicine,  and  so  have  enrolled  for  the  M.D.  degree.  Another 
is  studying  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Pharmacology,  with  the  object  of  qualifying 
himself  to  apply  the  techniques  of  engineering  and  physics  to  the  assessment  of  drug 
action  on  living  organisms.  A  fourth  has  joined  one  of  the  hospitals  as  an  adviser 
on  the  engineering  and  instrumentation  aspects  of  their  medical  research.  A  fifth  has 
joined  N.R.C.'s  medical  research  section.  We  are  just  about  to  supply  our  second 
recruit  to  I.B.M.'s  division  of  data  handling  and  computation  in  medicine.  Other 
students  have  entered  the  commercial  world  to  apply  their  specialized  engineering 
knowledge:  one  is  involved  in  the  designing  and  planning  of  hospital  operating 
room  instrumentation,  and  another  is  engaged  in  the  human  factors  engineering 
aspects  of  aircraft  simulator  design.

The  Libraries 


THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN 


The  most  exciting  development  of  the  year  was  the  approval  of  plans  for  the 
Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  Research  Library  and  School  of  Library  Science. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  question  was  raised  by  the  Spinks  Commission  on 
Graduate  Programmes  in  Ontario  Universities  as  to  whether  these  plans  should  be 
enlarged  so  that  the  building  could  play  an  important  role  within  a  "system"  of 
university  libraries  in  the  province.  After  some  months  of  delay  the  question  was 
answered  affirmatively,  and  the  eleventh  chapter  of  the  Spinks  Report  became  an 
addendum  to  our  original  building  programme.  The  service  facilities  of  the  building 
were  enlarged  to  accommodate  visitors  from  other  universities  and  in  some  areas  to 
give  them  priority  over  local  readers.  There  was  also  an  addition  of  35,000  square 
feet  to  house  a  bibliographic  centre  to  be  operated  by  and  for  the  provincial 
universities. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  Spinks  Report  recommends  an  "Ontario  Uni- 
versity Library  System"  in  which  responsibility  for  collecting  comprehensively  in 
various  fields  will  be  shared  among  libraries  along  lines  to  be  established  by  the 
parent  universities  in  sharing  responsibility  for  graduate  study.  The  principle  of  this 
kind  of  library  system,  with  our  new  library  as  a  part  of  it,  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Ontario  Council  of  University  Librarians,  as  well  as  by  the  Ontario  Council  on 
Graduate  Studies  and  the  Ontario  Committee  of  Presidents.  Unfortunately  the 
summary  of  recommendations  at  the  back  of  the  Spinks  Report,  through  a  typo- 
graphic slip,  omits  the  word  "System"  and  consequently  some  press  reports  have 
spread  the  false  impression  that  there  is  to  be  a  single  "Ontario  University  Library" 
located  in  our  building.  Our  library  will  of  course  be  an  important  part  of  the  system, 
but  only  a  part. 

The  preliminary  drawings  were  approved  by  the  planning  committee  at  the  end 
of  March.  Preliminary  estimates  of  $42  million  for  the  project  were  approved  by  the 
Ontario  Government,  and  working  drawings  were  advancing  rapidly  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  1968  and  be  completed  in  the  summer 
of  1971.  The  size  and  design  of  the  building  have  aroused  a  great  deal  of  excitement, 
enough  I  hope  to  sustain  our  staff  and  those  whom  they  serve  through  the  next  four 
years  of  crowding  and  improvisation  in  the  present  quarters. 

Meanwhile  crowding  in  the  central  building  has  forced  the  Department  of  Rare 
Books  and  Special  Collections  to  move  to  a  temporary  location  on  Charles  Street 
a  mile  east  of  the  campus.  The  housing  needs  of  other  University  departments  forced 
the  Catalogue  and  Serials  departments  to  move  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  their 
place  in  the  Superintendent's  Building  on  Huron  Street  to  their  fourth  home  within 
four  years,  a  mile  north  of  the  campus  at  175  Bedford  Road.  It  must  be  acknowledged 
that  these  remote  locations  are  far  from  ideal,  though  provision  of  free  taxi  service 
to  and  from  the  central  building  can  to  some  extent  mitigate  one  of  the  most  obvious 
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disadvantages.  Time  and  energy  spent  on  moving  departments,  however,  and  on 
operating  them  in  makeshift  quarters  far  from  the  central  catalogue  and  other  records, 
are  simply  not  available  for  other  and  more  productive  purposes.  Several  alterations 
and  shifts  took  place  also  within  the  central  building,  and  still  other  expedients  will 
have  to  be  found  before  1971  if  the  work  continues  to  expand. 

Collections 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  spent  more  than  one  million  dollars  from  the 
Central  Library  budget  for  books  and  periodicals.  The  number  of  titles  catalogued 
centrally  was  57,250  or  23  per  cent  more  than  ever  before.  Additions  to  all  libraries 
on  the  central  campus,  plus  Erindale  and  Scarborough,  amounted  to  265,112  items; 
the  corresponding  total  for  1965-66  was  217,979  and  was  the  largest  figure  reported 
by  any  university  in  North  America. 

It  is  clear  that  many  changes  have  taken  place  since  1946-47  when  the  central 
book  budget  was  $50,000  and  the  annual  additions  were  not  quite  17,000.  Recent 
changes  for  the  better  are  the  reorganization  of  order  procedures  and  the  establish- 
ment of  "dealer  selection  orders"  as  described  below.  One  important  change  for  the 
worse  is  the  gradual  aging  of  our  collection,  partly  through  use,  partly  through  the 
constant  shifting  that  is  inherent  in  a  system  of  relative  classification,  and  partly 
through  the  chemical  deterioration  of  paper.  For  a  research  collection  which  must 
grow  and  endure  from  century  to  century  in  order  to  fulfil  its  purpose,  physical 
maintenance  is  extremely  important  and  must  receive  more  attention  here  as  soon 
as  the  new  building  gives  us  room  for  a  major  repair  project. 

The  total  size  of  the  collection,  as  of  June  30,  stood  thus:

Use  of  the  Central  Library 

The  pattern  of  use  was  altered  somewhat  by  new  lending  regulations  which  became 
effective  May  15.  At  the  request  of  student  representatives  the  Library  Council 
limited  undergraduate  students  to  one-week  loans  without  renewal,  graduate  students 
to  two  weeks  plus  the  possibility  of  one  renewal.  Having  in  the  previous  year  estab- 
lished a  time  limit  on  loans  to  faculty  members,  the  Council  now  reduced  that  limit 
from  three  months  to  two,  plus  one  renewal.  The  Council  hoped  these  limits  would 
help  to  keep  material  available  to  readers  throughout  the  year  except  when  it  was 
in  active  use.  Unfortunately  a  great  many  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  not 
become  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  having  any  limit  at  all;  in  some  periods  as  many 
as  53  per  cent  of  all  their  loans  require  overdue  notices  to  be  mailed,  and  a  quarter 
of  the  first  notices  have  to  be  followed  by  second  and  third  notices.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  more  co-operation  can  be  gained  soon;  otherwise  the  rule  will  generate  work 
and  annoyance  and  not  really  accomplish  the  intent. 

Also  at  the  request  of  student  representatives  and  after  consultation  with  them, 
the  opening  of  some  parts  of  the  library  was  extended  to  94/2  hours  a  week.  The 
Board  of  Governors  granted  a  supplementary  budget  and  the  new  timetable  took 
effect  in  February.  Of  course  dollars  by  themselves  do  not  staff  a  building  until  mid- 
night, and  great  credit  is  due  to  members  of  the  public  service  departments  who 
accepted  additional  assignments  at  a  hectic  time  of  the  year.

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Co-operation  with  other  Libraries 

During  the  year  our  library  contributed  to  the  Downs  survey  of  Canadian  uni- 
versity libraries,  participated  in  the  MARC  project  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  took 
an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries,  and  prepared  to  be 
host  to  the  first  North  American  conference  of  the  International  Federation  of 
Library  Associations.  Our  most  sustained  efforts  at  inter-institutional  co-operation, 
however,  were  related  to  the  Committee  on  Co-ordination  of  Academic  Libraries  in 
Ontario,  and  its  successor  the  Ontario  Council  of  University  Librarians.  Two  impor- 
tant proposals  basic  to  the  co-operative  system  were  worked  out  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  were  about  to  go  into  effect.  One  is  a  "co-operative 
use  agreement"  establishing  a  regular  system  of  privileges  for  faculty  members  and 
graduate  students  visiting  any  of  the  fourteen  university  libraries  in  the  system.  The 
other  is  a  daily  transit  service  to  operate  with  station-wagons  between  Ottawa  and 
Windsor,  to  carry  interlibrary  loans  and  possible  interlibrary  visitors. 

Book  Selection 

This  area  of  work,  which  is  the  responsibility  of  David  Esplin,  was  enlarged  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  include  the  Order  Department. 

The  Department  of  Book  Selection  for  Research  under  Michael  Rosenstock 
continued  to  work,  with  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  toward  the  establishment 
of  systematic  selection  policies  and  procedures.  Progress  was  impeded  by  shortages  of 
staff  and  money,  and  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  general  "unit"  to  handle 
faculty  recommendations  in  subjects  for  which  no  "subject  selector"  was  available. 

The  most  tangible  achievement  of  the  Department  was  the  launching  of  "dealer 
selection  orders"  which  brought  in  some  16,500  books  newly  published  in  more  than 
thirty  countries.  The  scheme  grew  gradually  from  one  active  order  in  July  to  34 
active  orders  in  June.  The  receipt  of  a  dealer's  first  few  shipments  was  often  followed 
by  a  series  of  detailed  letters  refining  and  modifying  our  original  instructions.  The 
success  of  these  letters  may  be  judged  by  the  decreasing  incidence  of  books  being 
returned  to  the  dealers  as  unsuitable:

There  are  still  problems  to  be  ironed  out  in  this  new  system,  both  in  scope  and  in 
procedures,  but  much  important  material  is  reaching  us  sooner  than  it  could  in  any 
other  way,  and  the  experience  so  far  is  very  encouraging. 

The  Gifts  Section  handled  24,521  volumes  of  which  15,250  were  added  to 
various  collections,  and  3,200  were  sent  on  exchange  to  other  libraries.  In  addition 
the  section  processed  about  12,000  government  documents  of  which  5,000  were 
retained  in  the  Central  Library. 

The  Undergraduate  Book  Selection  Department  carried  on  the  important  work 
of  building  and  co-ordinating  the  holdings  of  the  various  undergraduate  collections. 
Upon  the  retirement  of  Miss  Violet  Taylor  at  the  end  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Emily  Ziplans 
took  charge  of  this  part  of  the  work  and  the  Department  merged  with  the  other 
selection  department  to  become  a  single  Department  of  Book  Selection. 

The  Order  Department,  under  James  Feeley,  underwent  a  thorough  reorganiza- 
tion of  records  and  procedures.  The  change  was  accomplished  in  three  separate 
operations  and  required  a  great  deal  of  extra  work  (nights  and  Saturdays)  by 
members  of  the  Department  and  by  staff  on  loan  from  nearly  every  other  department 
in  the  library.  First,  the  file  of  some  60,000  outstanding  orders  was  completely 
reviewed,  estimates  of  encumbrance  were  revised,  funding  was  changed  to  be  com- 
patible with  the  new  set  of  funds,  and  the  order  records  were  reduced  from  six  files 
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to  three  including  a  new  numerical  on-order  file;  this  task  was  done  in  July.  Second, 
beginning  in  August,  the  Department  was  lent  space  in  which  to  sort  and  process 
unopened  parcels,  in  order  to  clear  up  an  accumulation  and  to  bring  the  processing 
of  parcels  and  invoices  up  to  date.  Third  and  most  complicated  was  the  revision  of 
procedures  and  forms  in  each  of  the  four  sections — order  preparation,  receiving, 
processing  and  book-keeping — so  as  to  be  able  to  deal  promptly  with  our  enlarged 
scale  of  acquisition  and  with  special  categories  of  material  such  as  that  which  arrives 
by  dealer-selection.  To  have  accomplished  all  these  things  and  at  the  same  time  to 
have  increased  the  annual  output  of  the  Department  by  53  per  cent  (117,000  items 
processed)  is  a  significant  triumph  for  the  Department  and  for  the  library.  There 
are  of  course  many  problems  still  to  be  solved,  but  we  have  established  a  new 
framework  of  operation  which  should  serve  our  needs  for  several  years. 

Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 

The  three  departments  in  this  area,  under  the  general  supervision  of  Gerald 
Prodrick,  were  busier  than  ever  and  underwent  several  adjustments. 

Miss  Moulton  reports  that  the  recorded  use  of  collections  in  the  Circulation 
Department  rose  again  (for  the  third  consecutive  year)  nearly  14  per  cent.  The 
largest  increases  were  in  New  College  Library  (42.9  per  cent),  in  interlibrary  loans 
(29.8  per  cent)  and  in  the  Wallace  Room  (19.3  per  cent). 

The  Wallace  Room  was  originally  designed  to  give  a  completely  open-shelf 
service  and  did  so  for  several  years  until  the  high  incidence  of  theft  and  intentional 
misplacement  forced  a  change  to  closed  shelves.  Discussions  with  student  representa- 
tives last  winter  brought  about  the  experimental  opening  of  the  shelves  again,  on  the 
understanding  that  we  would  exclude  coats  as  we  do  in  the  controlled  stacks  of  the 
Laidlaw  Library  at  University  College.  The  change  took  place  on  February  1  and 
seemed  to  have  an  immediate  effect  on  the  use  of  the  collection;  there  is  no  reason 
it  cannot  continue  to  work  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  as  long  as  students  do  not 
misuse  it.  Carpentry  was  planned  for  the  late  summer,  to  improve  the  exit  arrange- 
ments as  well  as  to  enclose  a  small  reference  area  and  enlarge  the  stack.  Meanwhile 
the  Wallace  Room  collection  has  grown  to  about  60,000  volumes  and  its  badly  needed 
expansion  over  the  next  four  years  cannot  take  place  unless  we  use  up  most  of  the 
study  space  in  the  room  or  else  begin  removing  the  lesser-used  portion  of  the 
collection  to  storage  outside  the  building. 

Access  to  the  book-stack,  which  was  being  requested  for  all  undergraduates,  had 
already  become  a  problem  in  the  preservation  and  use  of  the  research  collection.  The 
stack  entrance  count  for  the  year  was  194,553;  in  March  the  count  averaged  73  per 
hour,  94  hours  a  week,  and  often  rose  to  200  an  hour.  The  stack  has  a  total  of  154 
reading  places,  and  each  term  about  400  students  apply  hopefully  for  a  share  in  the 
95  assignable  carrels.  Meanwhile  shelve  rs  and  shelf -readers  report  a  rise  in  the 
number  of  misplaced  books,  and  stock-taking  in  eight  sections  revealed  losses  of  nearly 
1  per  cent  (except  in  Fine  Art,  in  which  the  annual  loss  rate  was  up  from  2  per  cent 
to  4.6  per  cent).  Losses  of  this  kind  might  be  tolerable  (though  regrettable)  in  a 
browsing  library,  but  in  a  research  collection  they  can  inflict  irreparable  damage. 
Perhaps  the  time  has  come  not  to  extend  stack  access,  but  to  restrict  it. 

In  addition  to  continued  growth  of  the  collections  and  their  use  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections,  Miss  Marion  Brown  reports  three 
important  changes.  The  Department  appointed  a  qualified  book-binder-restorer  and 
made  a  serious  beginning  on  the  restoration  of  rare  volumes.  In  May  the  President 
issued  a  statement  of  policy  on  the  deposit  and  preservation  and  use  of  University 
archives,  and  the  response  from  various  parts  of  the  University  indicates  that  Miss 
Harlow  the  Archivist  will  be  kept  very  busy.  The  Department  was  increasingly 
hampered  by  shortages  of  space  in  the  Central  Library  and  in  its  storage  area  on 
Huron  Street;  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole  Department  was  about  to  move  to 
temporary  quarters  at  45  Charles  Street  East. 

Miss  Katherine  Wales  reports  that  the  Reference  Department's  most  important 
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change  during  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  Government  Publications  Sections. 
With  a  workroom  and  service  area  carved  out  of  the  east  side  of  the  round  reading- 
room,  and  a  stack  area  directly  beneath,  and  with  a  staff  assigned  solely  to  the 
handling  of  government  publications,  the  new  section  is  expected  to  bring  about  an 
important  improvement  in  service.  Miss  Mary  LeMesurier  spent  the  year  on  organiz- 
ing the  project,  and  after  necessary  carpentry  was  completed  she  was  able  to  open  the 
section  for  business  at  the  beginning  of  April. 

The  Reference  Department  continued  with  the  preparation  of  checklists  and 
reference  aids,  and  with  a  detailed  subject  index  to  University  of  Toronto  theses  in 
the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences.  In  co-operation  with  the  Science  and  Medicine 
Department  it  completed  a  large  part  of  a  "centennial  project,"  the  preparation  for 
publication  of  a  subject  index  to  Toronto  doctoral  dissertations  up  to  1967.  Miss 
Slater  spent  five  full  months  compiling  our  library's  submissions  to  the  Downs 
Survey  of  University  and  College  Libraries  in  Canada. 

Special  efforts  were  made  to  publicize  the  student  orientation  classes  through 
advertisements  in  the  Varsity,  letters  to  faculty  members,  notices  in  the  colleges  and 
the  Graduate  School,  and  distribution  of  bookmarks  by  the  public  service  depart- 
ments. The  discouraging  result  was  that  reference  orientation  classes  were  attended 
by  only  450  students,  about  10  per  cent  fewer  than  before.  Obviously  additional 
means  will  have  to  be  sought  to  enlist  interest  in  this  important  programme. 

The  number  of  requests  to  obtain  loans  from  other  libraries  increased  by  9.5  per 
cent  to  3,600,  the  number  of  items  actually  obtained  rose  11.4  per  cent  to  2,952,  and 
the  number  of  confirmed  requests  which  could  not  be  filled  rose  from  31  to  56.  Our 
requests  by  Telex  to  the  National  Union  Catalogue  in  Ottawa  received  prompt 
answers  locating  52  per  cent  of  1,625  items;  replies  from  the  National  Union  Catalog 
in  Washington  located  81  per  cent  of  591  items.  The  two  most  frequent  sources  were 
the  National  Science  Library  (Ottawa)  and  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries 
(Chicago).  Approximately  half  of  our  borrowing  was  from  Canadian  libraries. 

Miss  Wales  reports  a  critical  shortage  of  shelf  space  in  the  Reference  Room,  and 
serious  overcrowding  of  readers  and  staff;  unfortunately  there  is  no  real  relief  in  sight 
until  the  new  building  is  ready. 

Science  and  Medicine 

While  preliminary  talks  were  being  initiated  concerning  future  patterns  of 
library  service  in  this  area  of  the  University,  the  present  facilities  continued  to  grow 
busier  and  more  crowded.  According  to  Peter  Steckl's  report  the  number  of  recorded 
loans  from  the  central  collection  increased  by  16.4  per  cent,  the  largest  increases 
being  in  loans  to  graduate  students  and  extramural  readers.  The  number  of  inter- 
library  loans  and  photocopies  rose  about  one-fifth,  and  about  28  per  cent  of  them 
were  sent  outside  Ontario. 

The  number  of  students  who  took  advantage  of  the  orientation  programme  was 
again  around  the  one-thousand  mark,  and  for  the  first  time  included  groups  from 
Forestry  and  Rehabilitation  Medicine.  The  Department  prepared  and  distributed 
a  List  of  current  indexes  and  abstracts,  a  bibliography  on  Technical  writing  and 
speech,  a  supplement  to  its  Scientific  serials  currently  received  and  a  monthly  list  of 
Technical  reports  recently  received.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Department  was 
compiling  "profiles"  of  a  number  of  staff  members  who  work  in  chemistry,  and  was 
about  to  launch  the  Library's  first  venture  in  "selective  dissemination"  from  computer 
tapes. 

In  the  Engineering  Library,  rarely  used  material  was  retired  to  the  central 
collection  and  the  reclassification  of  the  balance  was  nearly  completed.  Reclassifica- 
tion of  material  in  the  Chemical  Engineering  Library  was  completed.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Hygiene  Library  became  a  regular  branch  within  the  Science  and 
Medicine  Department.  Systematic  recording  and  binding  of  a  large  collection  of 
serials  in  the  Observatory  Library  was  begun. 

The  Physics  Library  moved  to  new  quarters  in  the  tower  of  the  new  McLennan 
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Physical  Laboratories,  and  the  Industrial  Engineering  Library  moved  into  temporary 
quarters  in  the  old  McLennan  Laboratories.  A  new  library,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Balmer 
Neilly  in  memory  of  her  husband,  was  opened  at  the  Connaught  Medical  Research 
Laboratories. 

Technical  Services 

Ritvars  Bregzis  reports  a  number  of  important  developments  in  this  area  of 
work. 

Our  plan  to  double  the  rate  of  the  reclassification  project  was  successful.  The 
combined  output  of  the  reclassification  sections  in  the  Serials  and  Catalogue  depart- 
ments rose  in  one  year  from  9,682  titles  to  15,093,  and  from  38,533  volumes  to 
80,289.  The  whole  collection  in  the  Library  of  Congress  classification  is  now  273,519 
titles  in  771,191  volumes. 

In  the  Catalogue  Department  itself,  Mrs.  Linton  reports  a  notable  achievement 
in  the  Union  Catalogue  Section.  With  its  clerical  staff  doubled  and  its  procedures 
revised,  this  Section  accomplished  almost  as  much  as  it  had  in  the  previous  four  years 
combined.  The  orange  cards  of  the  Campus  Union  Catalogue  in  the  central  catalogue 
now  cover  152,746  titles  representing  a  total  of  203,305  reports  of  holdings.  If  the 
new  pace  can  be  maintained,  initial  editing  of  the  Campus  Union  Catalogue  should 
be  complete  by  late  1969,  and  thereafter  we  shall  need  only  to  keep  up  with  current 
changes. 

In  spite  of  moves  which  affected  all  sections  of  the  Department,  both  inside  and 
outside  the  central  building,  the  Catalogue  Department  increased  its  flow  of  new 
titles  by  43  per  cent.  By  dint  of  hundreds  of  hours  of  overtime  work  it  reduced  or 
eliminated  various  backlogs,  though  shortage  of  staff  in  the  new  East  Asian  Section 
brought  about  a  new  backlog  of  material  in  Sanskrit  and  Japanese. 

The  Department  benefited  from  the  increased  range  of  catalogue  copy  emanating 
from  the  co-operative  cataloguing  programme  and  the  MARC  (Machine  Readable 
Catalogue)  project  centred  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  hopes  to  profit  more  as 
these  two  projects  develop  in  range  and  in  promptness.  For  the  year,  Library  of 
Congress  copy  was  available  in  one  form  or  another  for  56.6  per  cent  of  the  titles 
added  to  our  collection. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  a  Brief -Listing  Section  was  established  to  handle  Roman- 
alphabet  material  of  low  priority,  and  to  represent  it  in  the  catalogue  by  a  simple 
entry  without  classifying  it.  This  technique  will  be  applied  as  necessary  to  avoid 
backlogs  of  material  which  would  otherwise  be  inaccessible  through  the  catalogue. 
Material  to  be  treated  this  way  will  be  designated  by  the  Book  Selection  Department. 

The  Searching  Department,  under  Mrs.  Raudzens,  continued  to  develop  its 
procedures  and  adjust  them  to  the  needs  of  the  four  departments  which  depend  on 
it  for  information.  Fluctuations  occurred  in  the  degree  of  the  Department's  respon- 
sibility for  pre-order  searching  and  in  the  flow  of  new  material  from  the  Order 
Department,  and  two  innovations  in  the  form  of  information  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  (Title  2  cards  and  MARC  tape)  had  to  be  incorporated  into  the  system. 
Altogether  more  than  180,000  titles  were  searched. 

The  Serials  Department,  also  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  was  enlarged  by 
the  transfer  of  the  Serials  Reclassification  Section  from  the  Catalogue  Department, 
and  the  Binding  Service  from  the  Order  Department.  Donald  Smith  reports  that  the 
cataloguing  of  new  serials  and  of  added  volumes  was  maintained  on  a  current  basis, 
and  the  reclassification  of  live  serials  in  the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  nearly 
completed.  A  large  backlog  of  unsolicited  serial  titles  was  dealt  with,  and  evaluation 
of  this  kind  of  material  immediately  upon  receipt  was  established.  Altogether  2,538 
new  titles  or  copies  were  added  to  the  current  list  and  486  cancelled,  making  a  net 
gain  of  2,052  of  which  262  were  extra  copies. 

The  Binding  Service,  after  clearing  up  a  large  backlog  of  periodicals  in  the 
preceding  year,  continued  to  increase  its  production  and  handled  about  twice  as  many 
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monographs  as  serials.  Altogether  76,041  volumes  passed  through  the  Section,  though 
the  work  is  increasingly  hampered  by  the  acute  shortage  of  space. 

The  Systems  Development  Office,  also  under  Mr.  Bregzis,  was  concerned  with  four 
projects.  Keypunching  of  the  shelf-list  proceeded  from  classes  HG  through  to  PS; 
138,517  titles  were  completed  at  an  average  cost  of  54  cents,  a  slightly  higher  cost 
than  in  the  previous  year  when  less  information  was  being  recorded. 

As  a  participant  in  the  experimental  MARC  (Machine  Readable  Catalogue) 
project  centred  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  Toronto  received  a  magnetic  tape  from 
Washington  each  week  and  produced  its  own  computer  programmes  for  making 
use  of  the  tape.  For  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  a  weekly  average  of  118 
catalogue  records  were  selected  from  the  MARC  tapes  and  integrated  into  our  own 
records  in  the  form  of  sets  of  catalogue  cards  produced  by  computer.  While  this 
procedure  offered  many  advantages  in  terms  of  accuracy  and  time-saving,  the  real 
point  of  the  operation  is  not  the  printing  of  cards:  it  is  the  testing  of  a  format  in 
which  bibliographic  information  from  a  library  can  be  transmitted  electronically 
and  absorbed  in  various  ways  into  the  records  of  another  library.  The  project  is 
continuing  and  with  some  modifications  will  soon  grow,  we  hope,  into  a  full-scale 
operation. 

Programmes  were  written  for  the  Brief -listing  Project  so  that  catalogue  informa- 
tion can  be  typed  directly  on  paper  tape  in  a  format  compatible  with  MARC,  and 
printed  by  computer  in  a  form  consistent  with  our  central  catalogue. 

The  major  effort  of  the  Systems  Development  Office  has  been  a  project  we  call 
Reactive  Catalogue  Pilot  1.  This  pilot  project  aims  at  the  on-line  generation  and 
flexible  retrieval  of  information.  A  consulting  firm  made  slow  but  encouraging 
progress  in  designing  the  system,  according  to  a  plan  of  operation  worked  out  by 
Mr.  Bregzis  and  his  staff.  Continued  progress,  plus  suitable  terminal  equipment, 
should  make  it  possible  in  1968  or  1969  to  show  practical  results  in  the  form  of  an 
on-line  record  of  journal  holdings  and  of  loan  records. 

The  Institute  of  Computer  Science  has  been  as  generous  as  possible  with  time 
on  its  machines,  to  support  these  various  developments,  but  is  less  and  less  able  to 
provide  the  time  we  need.  The  ICS  equipment  is  intended  for  experimental  work  and 
Dr.  Gotlieb,  after  a  careful  assessment  of  our  needs  for  operating  time  as  distinct  from 
experimental  time,  has  recommended  that  the  library  should  acquire  its  own 
computer  not  later  than  January,  1969. 

Ontario  New  Universities  Library  Project 

This  project  was  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion  ahead  of  schedule,  having 
accomplished  more  than  was  proposed  at  a  smaller  cost  than  was  expected.  By  May 
each  of  the  participating  libraries  had  received  34,602  titles  in  44,510  volumes,  and 
on  May  15  the  computer's  printout  of  the  final  cumulation  of  the  ONULP  catalogue 
was  sent  to  the  Press.  The  final  cumulation  came  to  eight  volumes  altogether,  and 
with  the  permission  of  the  Minister  of  University  Affairs  we  printed  150  extra  sets 
for  distribution  without  charge  to  selected  libraries  in  Canada  and  elsewhere. 
The  final  cumulation  includes  over  4,000  titles  acquired  separately  by  the  Scar- 
borough and  Erindale  libraries,  and  for  their  own  purposes  those  libraries  will 
continue  to  compile  book-form  catalogues  by  computer. 

Scarborough  and  Erindale  College  Libraries 

John  Ball  reports  that  the  Scarborough  Library,  after  its  early  period  of  nomadic 
existence,  had  entered  an  era  of  temporary  dwelling.  Within  the  temporary  dwelling 
the  shelves  were  rapidly  becoming  full  as  the  collection  passed  the  60,000  mark. 
Recorded  use  of  the  library  tripled,  and  loss  of  books  became  a  serious  worry. 

Hugh  Smith  reports  that  the  Erindale  Library  collection  also  neared  60,000,  in 
preparation  for  the  arrival  of  the  first  students.  In  its  first  all-purpose  building  the 
College  was  to  have  a  library  with  chairs  for  about  seventy  readers  and  shelves  for 
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only  13,000  volumes;  the  balance  of  the  collection  was  about  to  be  placed  on  storage 
shelves  at  175  Bedford  Road  so  as  to  be  available  by  the  daily  delivery  service. 

Up  to  April,  1967,  most  of  the  books  for  these  two  libraries  were  obtained 
through  the  Ontario  New  Universities  Library  Project.  Others  were  acquired  and 
processed  by  staff  in  various  departments  of  the  University  Library  on  a  contract 
basis.  Upon  completion  of  the  ONUL  Project  it  was  decided  that  the  two  colleges 
should  centralize  into  one  department  the  services  which  until  then  had  been  con- 
ducted for  them  within  five  different  departments.  The  Scarborough-Erindale 
Technical  Services  Department  came  into  being  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  the 
direction  of  Andrew  Gregorovitch,  and  was  to  be  housed  at  175  Bedford  Road  until 
a  place  could  be  found  for  it  in  or  near  one  of  the  Colleges.  This  joint  department 
is  an  interesting  new  experiment  in  co-operation. 

Staff 

Three  members  of  staff  retired.  Miss  Violet  Taylor  had  served  in  many  capacities 
for  over  41  years:  as  librarian  at  University  College,  as  head  of  the  old  Circulation 
and  Reference  Department  and  of  the  Circulation  Department  which  grew  out  of 
it,  as  head  of  book  selection  for  the  ONUL  Project,  and  finally  as  co-ordinator  of  all 
our  selection  for  undergraduate  collections.  Mrs.  Edith  McCausland  served  for  24 
years,  mainly  as  a  reference  librarian,  and  after  the  emergence  of  the  Reference 
Department  became  first  assistant  in  the  Department.  Miss  Florence  English  served 
the  University  for  39  years,  mainly  as  a  cataloguer  of  serial  publications.  They  are 
missed  in  the  library,  and  we  wish  them  happy  retirement. 

Their  departure  reduces  to  half  a  dozen  the  number  of  us  in  the  library  who 
remember  the  library  as  it  was  when  I  joined  the  staff  20  years  ago.  It  is  hard  for 
us  to  convey  to  our  newer  colleagues  any  impression  of  the  tremendous  changes 
which  have  taken  place.  Indeed,  many  of  our  librarians  and  clerical  workers  have 
never  worked  in  the  central  library  building,  but  only  in  a  succession  of  temporary 
offices  elsewhere,  and  do  not  have  an  opportunity  to  see  how  their  own  work  fits 
into  the  fabric  of  our  service.  We  try  to  organize  orientation  sessions  but  there  is 
neither  the  time  nor  the  room  to  make  them  very  useful,  and  my  own  time  is  so 
taken  up  with  other  matters — outside  my  office  and  even  outside  of  Toronto — that 
I  seldom  get  to  visit  the  Library  departments.  The  fact  that  the  collections  and  the 
services  continue  to  flourish  is  a  tribute  to  my  assistants,  to  the  heads  of  departments 
and  sections,  and  to  their  staff:  I  am  grateful  to  all. 

Robert  H.  Blackburn 
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During  the  year  under  review  Mr.  Robin  Ross  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in 
order  to  accept  a  one-year  appointment  to  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  the  federal  government  in  Ottawa.  Mr.  Ross  acted  as  a  special  consultant  on 
questions  arising  out  of  the  federal  government's  financial  assistance  to  higher  educa- 
tion. His  initiative  and  counsel  were  missed,  but  the  reports  of  the  various  divisions 
within  the  office  indicate  that  this  year  has  been  one  of  consolidation. 

The  office  continued  to  provide  the  secretariat  for  the  Senate  and  the  Caput  of 
the  University.  Major  decisons  of  the  Senate  included  the  lowering  of  the  age  of 
admission  for  mature  applicants  to  25  years.  The  details  of  this  change  and  the  impli- 
cations for  adult  education  are  explained  in  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Admissions. 
Last  year  the  Senate  received  a  report  on  graduate  diplomas  prepared  by  a  committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Rhodes.  As  an  immediate  result  of  this  report 
the  Senate  established  a  Standing  Committee  on  Diplomas  to  administer  all  diplomas 
and  certificate  courses.  This  new  committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  J.  D. 
Hamilton,  recommended  successfully  in  favour  of  the  establishment  in  the  Great 
Lakes  Institute  of  a  diploma  in  Aquatic  Science  and  Engineering.  The  Senate  also 
approved  the  committee's  recommendation  that  the  diploma  course  in  Art  as  Applied 
to  Medicine  be  converted  to  a  programme  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  (Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine). 

Another  important  decision  taken  by  the  Senate  was  the  approval  given  to  a 
statute  restructuring  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  In  addition,  the  Senate  estab- 
lished two  new  institutes  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies:  the  Institute  for  the 
Quantitative  Analysis  of  Social  and  Economic  Policy  and  the  Institute  of  Medical 
Science. 

After  some  debate  the  Senate  approved  a  proposal  that  the  School  of  Architec- 
ture henceforth  be  named  the  Faculty  of  Architecture,  Urban  and  Regional  Planning 
and  Landscape  Architecture,  with  the  three  components  forming  distinct  departments 
within  the  new  Faculty.  Subsequent  to  this  decision  the  Senate  established  a  Graduate 
Department  of  Urban  and  Regional  Planning. 

At  the  request  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  the  Senate  reviewed  the 
University's  policy  towards  the  publishing  of  examination  results  and  decided  to 
cease  newspaper  publication  of  examination  results  for  a  one-year  trial  period.  Last 
but  not  least,  the  Senate  appointed  a  committee  to  study  its  own  composition  for  the 
1968-72  quadrennium.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  this  committee  will,  among  others, 
consider  the  relevant  recommendations  contained  in  the  DufT-Berdahl  Report. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Caput,  the  supreme  disciplinary  body 
at  the  University,  did  not  have  to  deal  with  as  many  cases  as  in  the  previous  year. 
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Nevertheless,  during  the  year  under  review,  the  Caput  dealt  with  a  total  of  eight 
disciplinary  cases.  Three  students  came  before  the  Caput  on  charges  of  theft  from 
the  University  Bookstore.  One  case  was  dismissed  without  action  being  taken  and  in 
the  two  cases  in  which  the  charges  were  considered  to  have  been  substantiated,  $100 
fines  were  levied.  One  student  was  found  guilty  of  having  taken  books  from  the 
University  Library  without  following  the  rules  and  procedures  with  regard  to  the 
removal  of  books  and  was  fined  $25.  Three  students  appeared  before  the  Caput  after 
committing  examination  irregularities  during  the  spring  final  examinations.  The 
students  admitted  the  offence  and  in  each  case  their  results  for  the  academic  year 
were  cancelled  and  they  were  suspended  for  one  academic  year.  The  last  student  to 
appear  before  the  Caput  was  involved  in  an  assault  on  the  Chief  Constable  of  the 
University.  The  student  concerned  was  severely  reprimanded  by  the  Caput  and 
excluded  from  the  use  of  the  non-academic  facilities  of  one  of  the  colleges.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Caput  approved  the  constitutions  of  several  new  student  organizations. 

This  office  also  continued  to  provide  services  in  connection  with  University 
convocations  and  ceremonies.  Professor  Ireton  and  Mrs.  Takenaka  were  more  than 
busy  this  year  in  arranging  a  total  of  twelve  regular  convocations,  one  special  summer 
convocation,  and  the  opening  of  the  Linac  Laboratories  in  the  Department  of 
Physics.  They  also  assisted  in  the  official  opening  of  Scarborough  College.  In  the 
course  of  the  convocations,  7  candidates  were  presented  to  the  Chancellor  for  the 
award  of  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.,  1  candidate  was  presented  for  the  award 
of  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters  and  1  candidate  received  the  award  of 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music.  A  total  of  5,141  candidates  were  awarded 
graduate  and  undergraduate  degrees. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of  a  senior  colleague,  Mr.  R.  L.  Purves, 
Director  of  Student  Awards.  Shortly  before  his  sudden  death  Mr.  Purves  had  sub- 
mitted his  year-end  report  which  is  printed  below.  We  also  lost  the  services  of  Mr. 
J.  K.  Bradford,  Director  of  Placement,  who  resigned  to  become  President  of  the 
College  for  Applied  Arts  and  Technology  in  Belleville. 

In  April,  1967,  the  President  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Ross  as  Vice- 
President  and  Registrar  of  the  University.  We  all  look  forward  to  Mr.  Ross's  return 
to  the  University. 

During  this  interim  year  as  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Caput  I 
received  at  all  times  willing  and  courteous  co-operation  from  many  people  throughout 
the  University.  I  am  grateful  to  them,  as  I  am  to  the  members  of  a  faithful  staff 
for  their  unselfish  efforts  to  be  of  service  to  the  University.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  ADMISSIONS 


In  1966,  8,436  students  were  admitted  to  undergraduate  first-degree  courses.  The 
1966  season  marked  the  conclusion  of  a  system  of  complete  reliance  upon  the  essay- 
type  examination,  and  introduced  as  an  experiment  the  early  final  selection  of  more 
than  a  thousand  students  on  the  basis  of  multiple  criteria  which  reflected  a  broader 
estimate  of  the  students'  past,  present  and  potential  future  performance. 

As  with  all  educational  experiments,  control  of  the  data  and  validation  of  the 
results  presented  difficulties.  This  cautioned  against  complacency  in  assuming  success 
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of  the  new  procedures  at  first  glance.  It  was  with  relief,  however,  that  the  early 
admission  selectees  in  1966  proved,  by  their  final  examination  results,  that  faculty 
committees  and  admissions  officers  had  chosen  them  wisely  from  the  point  of  view 
of  success  in  their  formal  examinations,  even  though  these  examinations  were  written 
without  the  sense  of  duress  which  in  years  past  had  always  accompanied  them. 

The  Senate  Committee  on  Admission  Standards,  acting  in  the  light  of  the 
1966  experience,  authorized  for  1967  the  early  final  admission  of  a  much  greater 
group  of  candidates,  and  in  May,  1967,  letters  of  admission  were  sent  to  2,400  appli- 
cants still  studying  in  Ontario  secondary  schools.  Although  it  is  not  anticipated  that 
every  one  of  this  much  larger  group  of  candidates  will,  by  their  final  examination 
results,  justify  the  confidence  placed  in  them,  it  is  certain  that  these  capable  and 
seriously  inclined  applicants  to  the  University  will  be  able  to  make  their  arrange- 
ments for  the  winter  session  without  having  to  await  word  from  the  late  August 
adjudication  which  is  dependent  upon  the  release  of  final  examination  marks  by  the 
Department  of  Education. 

The  admitting  authorities  of  the  faculties  rely  upon  the  early  final  admissions 
of  1966  and  1967  to  provide  a  basis  for  the  adjudication  of  the  1968  Ontario  appli- 
cants, who  will  for  the  first  time  leave  school  without  facing  a  departmental  examina- 
tion. Final  school  examinations  will  of  course  continue  and  the  results  will  be  reported 
to  the  University,  and  these  results  will  be  supplemented  by  standardized  tests  of 
ability  and  subject  achievement.  The  new  tests  are  to  be  based  on  the  forty-year 
experience  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  (U.S.A.)  but  will  in  1968  be 
administered  on  a  provincial  basis  by  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education 
and,  in  1969,  nationally  by  the  Service  for  Admission  to  College  and  University 
(Ottawa).  These  marks  and  test  results  will  be  supported  by  evidence  of  student 
progress  during  the  last  three  years  of  high  school,  and  by  the  school  confidential 
reports  and  predictions,  which  in  the  past  have  proved  to  have  noticeable  predictive 
value.  The  precise  proportions  in  which  the  predictive  data  are  to  be  considered 
cannot  be  determined  until  the  autumn  of  1967  when  it  will  be  possible  to  analyse  the 
entering  class  of  1967.  This  class  is  likely  to  be  the  only  class  in  the  University's 
history  tested  by  both  the  old  and  the  new  examination  procedures. 

In  the  1966-67  session  the  Senate  Committee  on  Admission  Standards  authorized 
a  change  in  the  age  at  which  students  lacking  the  full  entrance  requirements  might 
be  admitted  to  appropriate  courses  in  the  University.  The  age  was  reduced  from  30 
to  25  years,  but  simultaneously  candidates  were  required  to  prove,  by  the  submission 
of  one  good  subject  at  the  Grade  13  level,  that  they  had  an  aptitude  for  university 
work.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education,  experi- 
mental work  is  being  done  on  aptitude  and  achievement  tests  suitable  for  adult 
students  who  have  not  recently  been  attending  classes.  In  addition  the  Division  of 
University  Extension  has  provided  Grade  13  level  courses  in  Mathematics  and  Eng- 
lish designed  to  assist  adult  students  both  to  prove  their  capability  and  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  type  of  instruction  they  will  receive  after  enrolment.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  efforts  by  different  divisions  of  the  University  will  enable  suitable  adult 
students  to  begin  degree  work  earlier  in  their  careers  if  they  are  indeed  suited  for  it, 
and  that  members  of  the  teaching  profession,  in  particular,  can  be  assisted  in  their 
present  urgent  desire  to  obtain  academic  training  in  the  University. 

In  November,  1966,  the  University  of  Toronto  was  represented  by  the  Dean  of 
Arts  and  Science,  the  Dean  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  and  the  Director 
of  Admissions  on  the  newly  formed  Ontario  Universities'  Council  on  Admissions. 
The  Council,  an  affiliate  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario, 
succeeded  in  its  first  year  in  securing  the  adoption  by  Ontario  universities  of  a 
common  basic  application  form  to  be  used  for  the  first  time  in  1968.  Through  the 
work  of  the  Council  it  is  expected  that  universities  will  be  much  better  able  to 
predict  and  control  enrolments  despite  the  increasing  number  of  multiple  applica- 
tions very  understandably  being  filled  out  by  anxious  students.  The  Senate  of  the 
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University  has  endorsed  the  proposals  of  the  Council  in  connection  with  applications 
and  procedures. 

The  Office  of  Admissions  handled  15,350  formal  applications  for  the  1967-68 
session,  an  increase  of  4,027  over  the  previous  year.  During  the  session  the  Office 
assumed  the  function  of  admitting  special  students  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
which  involved  the  admission  of  a  further  2,000  students.  The  Office  relies  upon  the 
co-operation  of  divisional  offices  and  extends  thanks  to  their  personnel.  The  Director 
is  indebted  to  the  chairmen  and  members  of  the  Senate  Committees  and  to  divisional 
heads  for  their  understanding  comprehension  of  admissions  problems  and  their 
invaluable  guidance  which  is  constantly  available.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BUREAU 


The  President  remarked,  in  his  report  for  the  year  ended  June,  1966,  that  "the 
universities  of  Canada  are  now  engaged  in  a  comprehensive  programme  of  self 
analysis  of  which  the  chief  external  signs  are  the  appearance  from  time  to  time  of  the 
reports  of  commissions."  On  this  campus,  the  Advisory  Bureau  is  one  expression  of 
this  programme  of  university  self-analysis.  The  Bureau  is,  of  course,  neither  commis- 
sion nor  committee  although  there  is  at  least  one  similarity.  Like  these  other  bodies,  it 
came  into  being  because  antecedent  circumstances  had  led  the  administration  to  the 
view  that  a  particular  structure  or  function  in  the  University  community  required 
special  study.  But  in  most  other  respects  it  differs.  Commissions  and  committees,  as  a 
rule,  are  given  a  limited  and  specified  life.  They  are  composed,  usually,  not  of 
specialists  in  the  area  under  study  but  of  interested  and  intelligent  lay  persons  with 
access  to  specialists — a  practice  which,  it  is  assumed,  will  correct  for  the  bias  of  the 
specialist  without  denying  his  participation.  Commissions  and  committees  generally 
proceed  by  inviting  briefs,  by  calling  experts,  by  holding  private  and  public  meetings 
for  discussions,  questions  and  clarification.  Documents  and  opinions  accumulate  for 
dissection  and  digestion.  Ultimately  a  report  containing  recommendations  for  action 
is  submitted  to  the  administration  and  sometimes  widely  to  the  community.  By  then, 
the  commission  or  committee  has  been  dissolved  and  implementation  of  the  report 
is  dependent  on  many  varied  and  complex  factors  and  forces. 

The  Advisory  Bureau  was  formed  because  sufficient  evidence  had  accumulated 
to  indicate  that  a  high  percentage  of  the  student  body  was  experiencing  dissatisfaction 
and  discontent  during  their  sojourn  in  the  University.  The  terms  of  reference  of  the 
Bureau  are  wider  than  most  commissions  and  committees.  They  include  not  only  a 
directive  to  study  the  problem  but  also  an  invitation,  where  indicated,  to  engage  in 
actions  to  implement  change.  Perhaps  because  of  these  wider  terms  of  reference,  the 
Bureau  has  not  been  given  a  limited  life  and,  reversing  the  practice  of  commissions 
and  committees,  its  staff  is  specialist  and  its  consultants  interested  and  intelligent  lay 
persons. 

The  staff  of  the  Bureau  recognizes  that  it  is  here  to  facilitate  a  process  of  self- 
analysis  of  the  human  organization,  the  University  community.  They  have  not  thus 
far  adopted  the  customary  practices  of  commissions  and  committees.  Thus,  they  have 
not  invited  briefs  nor  are  they  in  process  of  writing  reports  for  administrative  action. 
Rather  they  have  sought  to  create  opportunities  for  conversations  among  many 
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individuals  and  groups  in  order  that  mutual  understanding  might  be  increased  within 
the  community. 

This  process  is  not  without  hazard  and  difficulty.  A  few  persons  do  not  believe 
that  there  existed  any  justification  for  the  formation  of  the  Advisory  Bureau.  Many 
others  do  not  know  yet  that  the  Bureau  exists.  Some  know  of  it  but  understand  it  to 
be  the  counselling  division  of  the  University  Health  Service  or  an  alternate  equivalent 
resource  to  that  division.  But  many  individuals  and  groups  have  welcomed  the 
opportunity  to  talk  of  their  concerns  respecting  themselves  and  the  University  with 
the  relatively  neutral  staff  of  the  Bureau.  For  some,  merely  the  experience  of  being 
listened  to  has  had  salutary  effects.  For  others,  this  has  been  the  starting  point  for 
them  to  plan  and  in  some  cases  execute  actions  designed  to  improve  their  satisfactions 
in  the  community.  These  actions  constitute  one  of  our  hazards,  for  the  Bureau  may  be 
held  by  some  to  be  responsible  for  any  actions  by  individuals  and  groups  that  may 
follow  conversations  with  any  of  its  staff. 

But  it  should  be  understood  that  the  Advisory  Bureau  is  not  for  or  against  any 
person  or  group  in  the  community  and  it  is  not  for  change  for  the  sake  of  change. 
In  these  respects  it  is  neutral.  However  the  Bureau  is  for  relationships  of  mutual 
respect  and  co-operation  and  against  relationships  of  unilateral  respect  and  constraint, 
for  arrangements  which  engender  trust  and  against  arrangements  that  engender 
suspicion,  for  situations  in  which  concerns  are  openly  discussed  and  against  situations 
that  encourage  political  manoeuvering.  For  the  absence  of  these  conditions  makes  a 
programme  of  institutional  self-analysis  almost  impossible  to  carry  out.  We  are  aware 
that  such  a  programme  can  be  a  sometimes  painful  process.  But  any  discomfort 
engendered  is  worth  bearing,  we  believe,  for  the  process  does  offer  a  very  practical 
means  for  lessening  campus  discontent  and  dissatisfaction. 

Some  concrete  examples  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  during  the  year  under  review 
follow.  We  have  continued  to  study  with  many  students  and  professors  the  barriers 
to  effective  communication  between  the  two  groups.  We  have  interested  ourselves, 
too,  in  the  means  at  present  existing  for  assimilating  newcomers  into  the  community. 
We  have  been  participant  observers  with  groups  who  are  troubled  by  the  present 
forms  of  university  government.  The  in  loco  parentis  theme  has  been  raised  many 
times  by  groups  representing  all  sectors  of  the  community.  Discussions  with  some 
individuals  and  groups  often  appeared  to  make  our  function  slightly  overlapping 
with  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Instruction  in  Arts  and  Science.  We 
talked  with  persons  whose  views  about  the  University  covered  the  full  range  from 
complete  satisfaction  to  a  militant  concern  for  change.  And,  of  course,  we  conversed 
with  many  unhappy  individuals  who  saw  us  as  a  means  to  uncover  and  resolve 
personal  and  relationship  problems.  Altogether  a  busy  if  sometimes  hectic  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  HOUSING  SERVICE 


The  year  1966-67  has  been  one  of  change  for  the  Housing  Service.  In  July,  1966, 
it  was  separated  from  the  Placement  Service  and  set  up,  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  David  Hunter,  with  offices  at  Innis  College.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  Innis 
College  for  making  such  comfortable  and  congenial  quarters  available.  In  September, 
1966,  the  Office  was  again  moved  to  its  present  address  at  134  St.  George  Street 
and   the   newly   appointed   Director   assumed   office. 

An  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the  President  under  the  chairmanship 
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of  Dr.  Albert  Rose  has  already  proved  of  great  assistance  in  its  consideration  of  the 
over-all  community  housing  situation  and  its  relationship  to  student  housing. 
Members  of  the  Community  through  their  affiliation  with  the  Ontario  Housing 
Corporation,  the  Ontario  Student  Housing  Corporation,  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Planning  Board,  the  University  Residences,  and  the  International  Student  Centre 
have  helpful  experience  and  broad  knowledge  of  housing  needs  and  facilities  to 
contribute  to  the  Committee's  deliberations. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  orientation  and  education  for  the  Director  who 
has  gained  insight  and  felt  sympathy  for  students  and  staff  requiring  housing  and 
who  experienced  with  them  frustration  at  the  apparent  futility  of  the  Service.  In 
retrospect,  it  is  realized  that  the  sense  of  futility  stems  from  the  fact  that  the  Housing 
Service  is  attempting  to  assist  people  for  whom  off-campus  housing  as  at  present 
set  up  is  not  the  answer.  In  order  to  procure  off-campus  housing,  the  student  or 
staff  member  must  first  be  in  Toronto  and  able  to  inspect  and  select  housing  cur- 
rently available,  which  makes  it  difficult  for  persons  coming  to  Toronto  from  afar. 
Secondly,  he  must  be  able  to  pay  full  rent — whether  he  occupies  it  or  not — the 
moment  he  engages  the  accommodation.  These  geographical  and  financial  factors 
make  it  impossible  for  many  persons  to  obtain  the  help  they  require  from  the 
Housing  Service. 

Letters  are  received  from  students  and  faculty  in  distant  parts  of  North  America, 
the  British  Isles,  Continental  Europe,  Asia,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the  West 
Indies  asking  for  application  forms  so  that  accommodation  may  be  reserved.  The 
Housing  Service  cannot  meet  these  requests.  The  only  reserved  space  off-campus 
is  hotel  accommodation  which,  for  a  family  with  children,  is  unsatisfatcory  and 
expensive.  It  is  student  and  faculty  families  who  have  the  greatest  problem  for 
not  only  is  adequate  housing  difficult  to  procure  and  expensive  but  there  is  no 
reasonable  temporary  accommodation  available.  Single  male  students  who  require 
temporary  housing  can  usually  be  accommodated  in  the  residences  but  there  are  not 
comparable  facilities  for  women.  Young  women  entering  the  professional  faculties, 
notably  Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy  and  Dental  Hygiene  (which  courses 
are  not  available  in  other  Ontario  universities),  have  no  choice  except  off-campus 
housing.  This  in  itself  causes  anxiety  to  their  families  but  the  fact  that  no  advance 
arrangement  can  be  made  and  that  these  young  women  must  compete  with 
seasoned  students  and  the  general  public  to  obtain  rooms  becomes  a  terrifying 
prospect. 

Desirable  future  developments  in  University  housing  would  provide  more  Uni- 
versity-controlled rooms  which  can  be  assigned  and  reserved  in  advance  for  single 
students,  primarily  first  year  women  in  professional  faculties  and  graduate  students 
from  abroad  (or  out-of -province  Canadian  students),  and  also  housing  for  families 
for  periods  of  from  several  months  to  a  year. 

It  is  understood  that  plans  are  underway  for  space  for  single  graduate  students 
and  that,  later,  quarters  for  married  students  will  be  available.  These  are  eventualities 
much  to  be  desired  but,  even  so,  there  remains  the  necessity  for  the  housing  of  under- 
graduate women  in  the  professional  faculties  and  for  short-term  accommodation  for 
persons  arriving  in  Toronto  for  the  first  time,  particularly  for  families  of  students 
and  faculty. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  good  response  from  faculty  members  to  our 
request  for  sub-let  listings  for  summer  and  for  longer  sabbatical  leave  periods.  Like- 
wise there  has  been  a  large  number  of  requests  for  housing  from  incoming  faculty 
resulting  in  mutual  benefit  in  some  cases,  but  the  demand  for  long-term  permanent 
housing  still  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

During  the  period  August  12,  1966,  to  June  1,  1967,  there  have  been  approxi- 
mately 2,000  personal  applications  to  the  Housing  Office  in  addition  to  1,000  mailed 
applications,  with  additional  interviews  and  correspondence  in  many  instances.  In 
addition  to  three  full-time  members  the  staff  has  been  augmented  during  the  rush

periods  with  student  assistants.  During  the  registration  period  in  late  August  and 
early  September,  volunteers  from  the  Student  Reception  Centre  and  the  Inter- 
national Student  Centre  co-operated  with  the  Housing  Service  to  assist  newcomers 
in  locating  accommodation.  This  personal  assistance  to  these  students  was  of  great 
value  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  continue  and  develop  further  in  future.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL  STUDENT 
CENTRE 


This  has  been  a  strenuous  and  challenging  year.  First  came  a  busy  summer  of 
remodelling  Baldwin  House.  At  the  same  time  I.S.C.  carried  on  a  full  programme 
of  summer  activities,  reception  and  orientation  of  new  students  in  the  old  house. 
Then  came  the  move  to  the  new  Centre  and  the  rush  to  get  settled  in  time  for  the 
opening  ten  days  later,  on  November  18. 

Thirteen  hundred  Rotarians,  University  faculty,  and  students  attended  the 
opening  ceremonies  in  Convocation  Hall  and  afterwards  the  President's  reception 
in  the  new  Centre.  The  crowds  who  came  pouring  in  three  doors  at  once  were 
almost  too  much  for  the  building,  but  it  survived  the  strain  and  so  did  they,  with 
infinite  good  humour  and  patience. 

I  wish  in  this  report  to  express  warm  appreciation  to  our  Rotary  friends  whose 
gifts  of  over  $200,000  have  made  possible  the  restoration,  remodelling  and  furnishing 
of  this  historic  old  building.  I  wish  also  to  thank  our  restoration  architect  and 
constant  adviser,  Dr.  Eric  Arthur,  the  firm  of  contractors,  J.  Robert  Page  and  Son, 
and  Mr.  Milne  and  his  staff.  Their  combined  talent  and  skill  have  created  an 
International  Student  Centre  of  which  the  University  and  the  community  may  well 
be  proud. 

Since  the  opening  last  November,  there  has  been  a  steady  stream  of  visitors 
through  the  building — University  staff  and  former  professors,  alumni,  Rotarians, 
community  friends,  descendants  of  the  Cumberland  and  Baldwin  families  and  others 
who  once  lived  in  "Pendarves."  We  are  grateful  to  the  students  who  have  served 
as  impromptu  guides,  talked  with  visitors,  and  explained  the  present  purpose  and 
function  of  the  house.  During  the  month  of  May,  I.S.C.  was  one  of  the  historic 
buildings  included  on  the  Sunday  walking  tours  of  Toronto  and  several  hundred 
visited  the  house  and  learned  of  its  history  and  its  present  life.  We  have  had  recep- 
tions and  coffee  parties  for  many  special  visitors  including  the  Indian  High  Com- 
missioner, the  Indonesian  Ambassador,  Student  Liaison  Officers  from  foreign  con- 
sulates, the  Director  General  of  External  Aid,  President  and  Mrs.  Bissell  and  many 
Rotarian  friends. 

With  greatly  expanded  and  improved  facilities,  the  number  of  students  using 
the  Centre  this  year  has  increased  from  100  a  day  in  the  old  house  to  500  a  day  in 
the  new.  Some  600  different  overseas  students  are  well  known  in  the  house,  and 
about  the  same  number  of  Canadian  students,  although  the  percentage  at  noon  hour 
may  often  be  60  per  cent  Canadian  and  40  per  cent  foreign.  In  the  evenings  and 
on  weekends,  after  the  commuters  have  left  the  campus,  the  percentages  are  usually 
reversed.  It  is  natural  that  we  have  been  visited  by  a  great  many  students  from  the 
professional  faculties  adjacent  to  our  building:  Engineering,  Architecture,  Pharmacy, 
and  Nursing.  Next  year  we  plan  to  publicize  I.S.C.  in  the  north  end  of  the  campus 
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so  that  our  Centre  can  serve  a  wider  sector  of  the  University.  There  are  on  our 
lists  approximately  1,000  overseas  students  this  year,  excluding  Americans.  Our 
last  newsletter  was  mailed  to  880  students  from  Africa,  Asia,  and  the  West  Indies, 
120  from  the  Middle  East,  Latin  America,  Europe,  and  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
500  from  Canada.  If  numbers  are  a  guide,  the  Centre  is  already  justifying  its 
existence. 

Much  more  vital  than  statistics  is  the  nature  of  contact  resulting  from  activity, 
and  the  general  climate  of  interaction  among  those  who  come.  The  house  has  proved 
to  be  flexible  and  well  suited  to  many  kinds  of  communication  from  folk  singing, 
supper  sessions  and  parties,  to  serious  lectures,  workshops  and  discussions.  We  have 
travelled  this  year  through  cultural  evenings  and  lectures  to  Africa,  Ceylon,  China, 
Germany,  Hungary,  India,  Indonesia,  Latin  America,  Pakistan,  Philippines,  Thai- 
land, Ukraine  and  the  West  Indies. 

An  elected  Student  Committee  including  overseas  and  Canadian  students  in 
graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  has  given  strong  and  imaginative  leadership 
in  the  organized  programme  of  the  Centre.  Some  of  the  year's  highlights  are  now 
firm  traditions — the  preparation  and  mailing  abroad  of  the  Information  Booklet 
enclosing  letters  from  staff  and  students,  the  Overseas  Students  Reception  Service 
run  by  100  student  volunteers,  daily  liaison  with  the  full-time  reception  staff  at  the 
airport  for  the  month  of  September,  orientation  programmes  including  talks,  tours, 
welcome  parties,  the  Students'  Advisory  Forum  for  freshmen  led  by  senior  students 
and  faculty,  English,  French  and  Spanish  conversation  groups,  folks  songs  from 
around  the  world,  folk  dancing  and  ballroom  dance  classes,  monthly  house  parties, 
noon-hour  films,  art  shows  and  exhibitions,  talks  and  discussion  series,  "country 
nights,"  professor-student  teas  and  informal  seminars. 

The  new  Student  Committee  is  already  making  plans  for  a  fortnightly  house 
paper  to  improve  communication,  a  country  emphasis  each  month  to  focus  on  the 
culture,  history,  political  and  economic  development  of  one  area  of  the  world  through 
films,  talks,  art,  music,  dance  and  food,  an  extension  of  library  and  reading  room 
material,  a  supper  discussion  club  and  exchange  visits  with  other  universities. 

A  good  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  evident  in  many  areas  of  activity  and 
planning.  During  the  fall  term  W.U.S.,  S.C.M.,  V.C.F.,  Newman  Club,  the  U.N. 
Club,  and  several  interest  groups  on  campus  co-operated  with  I.S.C.  in  welcoming 
new  students.  Several  group  projects  and  events  were  held  jointly  with  I.S.C.  Liaison 
with  S.A.C.  was  maintained  through  a  S.A.C.  representative  named  to  the  I.S.C. 
Advisory  Board  and  by  several  visits  from  the  president,  Tom  Faulkner,  who  led  us 
in  folk  singing  and  in  a  discussion  on  "The  Student  in  the  University."  Many  campus 
groups  have  used  the  facilities  of  the  house  for  meetings  and  seminars. 

I.S.C.  has  become  the  headuarters  for  several  national  clubs  on  campus:  African 
Students'  Union,  Chinese  Overseas  Students'  Association,  Friends  of  India,  and 
Pakistan  Students'  Association.  There  are  plans  for  a  West  Indian  Association  and 
a  Malaysian  Association  in  the  near  future.  The  presence  of  these  groups  has  been 
of  real  value  to  the  I.S.C.  since  the  members  of  their  executives  are  always  willing 
and  eager  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  general  programme  of  the  house.  As  a 
consequence  of  their  having  desks  and  file  drawers  in  a  large  secretarial  room  with 
bulletin  boards  and  typewriter  and  phone,  communication  and  liaison  is  natural 
and  automatic.  Work  space  is  also  being  given  to  Caput-recognized  campus  clubs 
for  short-term  projects.  This,  too,  adds  interest  to  the  house. 

Since  I.S.C.  gives  office  space  to  C.U.S.O.,  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
action among  Canadian  students  interested  in  working  abroad,  returned  volunteers, 
and  overseas  students  from  these  areas.  Orientation  workshops,  seminars,  parties, 
information  meetings  and  selection  interviews  have  brought  interest  and  vitality  to 
the  corporate  life  of  the  Centre.  We  are  particularly  grateful  to  Mrs.  Suzanne 
Johnson,  the  C.U.S.O.  Administrative  Secretary,  for  her  imaginative  leadership. 

The  Centre  encourages  contact  not  only  with  individuals  and  groups  on  campus, 
but  in  the  community  as  well.  This  year  has  been  a  particularly  active  one  and  over 
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400  overseas  students  have  come  into  contact  with  Canadian  families  through  events 
in  the  house  and  in  the  city  and  surrounding  area.  The  tradition  of  Sunday  Night 
Open  House  has  continued  throughout  the  year  from  September  to  May  and  over 
200  new  families  have  met  students  through  these  evenings.  Contacts  have  also  been 
encouraged  through  an  active  Overseas  Student  Wives  Club,  a  series  of  industrial 
tours,  neighbourhood  suppers,  meetings  and  forums  where  students  have  been  guest 
speakers,  visits  to  Toronto  homes,  out-of-town  weekends,  picnics  to  cottages  of 
community  friends,  complimentary  tickets  given  by  Canadians  to  overseas  students 
for  concerts,  travelogues,  plays  and  ballet.  After  many  of  these  evenings,  students 
gathered  for  coffee  and  discussion  in  Canadian  homes.  To  facilitate  these  arrange- 
ments Mrs.  D.  B.  Macdonald  has  been  our  permanent  volunteer  this  year,  assisted 
by  community  friends  of  I.S.C.  They  have  done  valuable  service  at  the  community 
desk,  on  the  phone,  and  in  countless  other  ways. 

The  Director  of  I.S.C.  carries  out  the  duties  of  the  Overseas  Student  Adviser. 
The  number  of  students  who  have  come  for  private  consultation  and  the  volume  of 
correspondence  requesting  help  and  advice  of  one  sort  and  another  have  risen  sharply 
within  the  last  few  months.  The  topics  discussed  have  included  adequate  housing, 
English  coaching,  contacts  on  campus  and  off,  academic  matters,  letters  of  reference, 
part-time  employment,  and  personal  matters  of  all  kinds.  Many  referrals  were  made 
to  the  appropriate  experts  and  offices.  With  the  revised  system  of  awarding  bursaries 
and  granting  loans,  the  position  of  the  foreign  student  has  been  adversely  affected, 
and  the  need  for  advice  in  financial  matters  has  also  increased.  Many  of  these 
problems  have  been  referred  to  the  Office  of  Student  Awards. 

Through  all  the  activities  and  planning  at  I.S.C.  there  has  been  good  co-opera- 
tion and  team  work  in  our  "leadership  nucleus" — a  permanent  staff,  student  assistants, 
a  central  student  committee,  an  Advisory  Board  appointed  by  the  President,  an 
Executive  Committee  and  five  standing  committees  (Community  Contacts,  Develop- 
ment, Services,  House,  and  Finance).  Throughout  the  whole  structure  of  I.S.C., 
University  staff,  community  and  students  sit  on  every  body  and  work  and  plan 
together. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  from  33  St.  George  Street,  I  must  express  my  thanks  to 
our  Assistant  Director,  Mr.  Roy  H.  Fischer.  He  is  leaving  us  this  June  to  do  post- 
graduate work  at  McGill  University  in  the  Centre  for  Developing  Area  Studies  and 
our  warmest  good  wishes  go  with  him.  His  unobtrusive  efficiency  and  firm  belief  in 
the  importance  of  human  values  have  made  him  a  soundly  respected  and  well-liked 
member  of  the  I.S.C.  staff.  We  appreciate  all  that  he  has  done  to  put  I.S.C.  firmly  on 
the  rails. 

The  new  Centre  makes  it  possible  for  us  to  meet  the  ongoing  basic  needs  that 
have  emerged  over  the  years  but  in  a  university  that  is  constantly  growing  in  size  and 
complexity,  I.S.C.  must  be  ready  to  respond  to  new  opportunities  and  challenges 
as  they  arise.  At  our  Student-Staff  Evaluation  Seminar  this  June  we  were  able  to 
look  back  with  some  satisfaction  on  our  first  six  months  in  the  new  Centre.  But 
there  are  a  great  many  questions  facing  us  in  the  months  that  lie  ahead.  How  can 
we  work  out  our  relationship  with  the  Graduate  Union  and  the  Students  Union 
soon  to  be  erected?  In  what  ways  can  our  Centre  serve  the  whole  university  com- 
munity and  avoid  becoming  an  outpost  of  nearby  facilities?  How  can  the  academic 
courses  of  international  studies  be  related  to  our  international  community?  What 
type  of  service  and  programme  can  we  develop  in  a  small  building  that  will  be 
unique  and  valuable  in  a  large  multiversity?  How  can  we  preserve  the  warm  informal 
atmosphere  of  a  home  and  not  fall  into  the  trap  of  in-groups?  How  can  we  manage 
a  full  organized  programme  and  still  leave  room  for  the  unexpected?  What  type  of 
liaison  can  we  maintain  with  overseas  alumni  who  have  returned  to  their  homes 
abroad?  What  research  studies  should  we  attempt  on  the  value  to  Canada  and 
overseas  countries  of  international  exchange?  We  have  only  to  contemplate  one  or 
two  of  these  searching  questions  to  save  ourselves  from  the  danger  of  complacency. 

As  we  review  the  activity  and  planning  of  these  months  and  while  we  search 
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for  the  answers  to  problems  that  lie  ahead,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  our  conviction 
that  persons  are  important  and  communication  is  the  essential  thing.  This  house 
must  be  a  meeting  place,  a  centre  for  interaction  where,  as  Crawford  Grier  puts  it, 
"Generations  of  students  of  many  nationalities  including  Canadians  will  mix  together 
and  educate  one  another  in  the  fine  and  difficult  art  of  becoming  citizens  of  the 
world." 

Through  all  these  challenges  we  know  that  we  have  the  support  of  the  University 
administration,  the  teaching  faculty,  countless  alumni  at  home  and  abroad,  friends 
in  Rotary  and  the  community  at  large,  civil  servants  in  many  government  depart- 
ments and  students  everywhere  who  have  worked  to  bring  this  Centre  to  life.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  STATISTICS  AND 
RECORDS 


The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  courses  for  the  year  1966-67  was  35,106, 
including  both  summer  and  winter  session  students.  This  was  an  increase  of  1,727 
over  the  previous  year.  However,  the  actual  increase  for  the  winter  session  was  2,314 
students,  with  the  major  growth  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  (nearly  1,000  each). 

The  decrease  of  587  students  in  the  summer  session  was  due  to  the  addition 
of  other  colleges  of  education  in  the  province.  Further  enrolment  details  are  con- 
tained in  the  Statistical  Appendix. 

The  year  1966-67  marked  the  end  of  general  expansion  on  the  St.  George 
Campus  as  many  divisions  approached  their  respective  intake  limits.  The  enrolment 
in  Arts  and  Science  colleges  on  the  St.  George  Campus  will  now  remain  static  unless 
it  is  decided  to  provide  additional  facilities.  Future  major  changes  will  be  limited 
to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineer- 
ing where  very  few  restrictions  are  likely  to  be  imposed  for  some  years  to  come. 

Regular  and  special  reports  were  produced  for  the  Senate,  provincial  govern- 
ment, federal  government  and  other  bodies.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase 
in  the  demand  for  statistical  information  at  the  departmental  level. 

Volume  4  of  Student  Statistics  was  published  with  new  material  on  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  teaching  load  in  colleges,  the  growth  and  proportions  on  the  St.  George 
Campus,  the  relationship  of  Grade  13  averages  to  University  over-all  grades,  and 
aptitude  test  scores  of  admitted  applicants. 

The  growing  numbers  of  students  and  the  growing  demand  for  processed  data 
forthcoming  from  many  areas  of  the  University  have  been  producing  a  steadily 
increasing  load  on  the  office  during  the  recent  years,  and  the  1966-67  session  was 
no  exception.  It  has  become  quite  evident  that  coding,  key  punching  and  magnetic 
tape  processing  introduce  bottlenecks  in  the  Records'  operation  that  cannot  be 
tolerated  for  very  long.  Preparations  were  started  to  utilize  an  optical  scanning 
machine  recently  acquired  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  It  is  also  expected  that  the 
Data  Processing  Centre  will  be  converted  shortly  to  an  IBM  System/360  Model  40 
computer  including  modern  storage  devices,  that  eventually  will  be  directly  accessible 
from  the  Office. 

The  lecture  and  seminar  space  has  not  kept  up  with  the  growing  numbers  of 
students  and  temporary  difficulties  were  occasionally  experienced.  A  space  utilization 
report  was  produced  and  published  each  term. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  essential  and  always  forth- 
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coming  co-operation  of  the  Faculty  and  College  Offices  throughout  the  University. 
As  in  other  years,  my  colleagues  worked  hard  to  meet  each  approaching  deadline, 
and  refused  to  grumble  under  continuous  pressure.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF 
STUDENT  AWARDS 


General 

Although  the  responsibilities  assigned  to  it  by  the  University  for  the  administration 
of  scholarships,  bursaries  and  loans  supported  by  trust  funds  continued  to  grow  with 
the  growth  of  the  University,  those  assumed  for  the  first  time  this  year  as  a  result 
of  the  introduction,  by  the  provincial  government,  of  a  co-ordinated  system  of  loans 
and  grants  to  assist  directly  all  students  who  could  provide  evidence  of  financial 
need  accounted  for  the  major  part  of  the  work  of  the  Office  of  Student  Awards  in 
the  1966-67  academic  session.  The  Ontario  Student  Awards  Programme  cannot 
be  considered  as  one  of  awards  in  the  time-honoured  sense  of  the  word.  It  has, 
however,  brought  a  new  concept  to  the  philosophy  underlying  the  student  awards 
policies  of  the  universities  of  Ontario  and,  by  its  guarantee  of  financial  assistance  to 
all  admitted  to  university  who  need  it,  by  its  elimination  of  competition  for  awards 
as  a  factor  through  its  insistence  upon  need  to  the  exclusion  of  academic  merit  and 
by  its  direct  assistance  to  students,  the  programme  is  certain  to  make  mandatory  the 
re-examination  of  the  current  awards  policies  of  all  universities  whose  students  are 
eligible  under  it. 

Criticism  was  directed  against  the  Ontario  Student  Awards  Programme  from 
its  inception.  As  a  result,  its  1967-68  version  incorporates  many  of  the  improvements 
sought  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities  of  Ontario, 
each  university  will  now  deal  with  applications  from  its  own  students. 

Statistical  Report — Summary 

The  total  monetary  value  of  the  financial  assistance  to  students  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  as  reported  to  this  office  by  its  federated  universities,  constituent  colleges, 
faculties  and  schools,  by  governments  and  others  to  June  15,  1967,  was  $6,997,548, 
including  an  amount  for  Ontario  Fellowships  of  $1,113,500.  Taking  this  into  account, 
total  assistance  would  have  increased  approximately  15  per  cent  over  the  amount 
of  assistance  provided  in  the  1965-66  session. 

Admission  Scholarships 

Admission  scholarships  and  bursaries  accounted  for  $610,873  of  the  total  aid 
given  to  students,  of  which  $347,406  was  in  the  form  of  governmental  awards, 
predominantly  the  Ontario  Scholarships.  In  view  of  the  late  announcement  of  the 
Government  of  Ontario's  intention  to  reduce  its  scholarships  in  proportion  to  a 
scholar's  awards  from  other  sources,  the  Department  of  University  Affairs  decided 
in  May  of  this  year  to  honour  all  these  scholarships  at  their  full  value  of  four  hundred 
dollars.  Seven  hundred  and  seventy-five  Ontario  Scholars  were  registered  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  during  the  1966-67  session.  The  total  of  the  University 
entrance  awards  from  other  than  governmental  sources  amounted  to  $263,467,  an 
increase  of  $21,408  over  the  past  year,  but  unfortunately  this  gain  must  be  regarded 
as  transitory.  In  the  forthcoming  year,  $40,000  in  Atkinson  Admission  Bursaries  will 
no  longer  be  available. 
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If  admission  scholarships  are  viewed  as  an  incentive  for  outstanding  students 
to  attend  the  University  of  Toronto,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  these  awards  are 
steadily  falling  behind  the  annual  increase  in  the  University's  enrolment. 

Undergraduate  Awards 

Little  change  has  occurred  in  the  total  value  of  undergraduate  aid  from  that 
reported  last  year,  being  in  1966-67,  $4,324,517,  an  increase  of  $231,325  over 
1965-66.  Governmental  scholarships,  bursaries  and  loans  increased  by  $172,222  to  a 
total  of  $3,304,249  and  financial  assistance  from  University  of  Toronto  sources 
amounted  to  $807,477,  an  increase  of  $1,849  over  the  past  year.  Other  sources 
contributed  $212,791,  an  increase  of  $57,254  over  the  1965-66  session. 

Graduate  Awards 

Financial  assistance  to  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
had  a  monetary  value  of  $2,673,031;  of  this  amount,  governmental  sources  accounted 
for  $1,895,508,  University  of  Toronto  for  $648,105  and  others,  $129,418. 

Organization 

The  administration  of  the  Ontario  Student  Awards  Programme  required  the 
appointment  of  a  Loans  Officer  and  a  Records  Officer,  but  two  other  positions 
described  as  research  assistants  were  abolished.  An  additional  typist  and  a  mailing 
clerk  were  employed  to  bring  the  total  numbers  of  the  staff  of  the  Office  of  Student 
Awards  to  thirteen.  However,  with  the  University's  assumption  on  April  1,  1967, 
of  new  tasks  under  the  1967-68  version  of  the  Ontario  Student  Awards  Programme, 
including  the  receipt  and  processing  of  applications  for  financial  assistance  from 
students  applying  for  admission  and  those  returning,  a  reorganization  of  the  office 
requiring  new  appointments,  became  necessary. 

Conclusion 

The  efficiency  of  the  Office  of  Student  Awards  and  the  completeness  of  its 
statistical  information  depends  upon  the  co-operation  of  the  registrars  of  the  colleges 
and  the  secretaries  of  the  faculties  and  schools.  I  am  indebted  to  them  and  the 
members  of  their  staffs  concerned  with  student  awards  for  their  support,  as  I  am 
also  to  the  Chief  Accountant  and  his  staff  and  to  the  Director  of  Records  for  their 
help  throughout  the  year.  The  guidance  and  counsel  of  Mr.  Robin  Ross  was  greatly 
missed,  particularly  when  a  reorganization  of  the  office  posed  many  problems.  To 
Miss  Lois  Reimer,  who  joined  the  staff  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  her  work  as  Senior 
Awards  Officer  was  at  its  heaviest,  I  owe  my  thanks  for  many  conscientious  hours 
of  extra  work.  Dean  F.  N.  Hughes,  the  chairman  of  the  Senate's  Committee  on 
Scholarships  and  Other  Awards  throughout  the  year,  has  extended  me  his  help  and 
unfailing  courtesy,  as  have  the  members  of  his  Committee.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  HEALTH  SERVICE 


In  general,  the  student  health  has  remained  excellent.  There  was  one  short-lived 
epidemic  of  moderately  severe  gastroenteritis  in  a  large  men's  residence  in  which 
at  least  51  persons  were  afflicted.  There  was  no  clear  pattern  of  epidemiology,  the 
victims  being  scattered  through  the  residence,  their  meals  having  been  shared  by 
the  other  persons  living  with  them  and  with  no  common  food  substance  to  which 
a  majority  had  been  exposed.  Most  of  the  illness  was  of  twenty-four  hour  duration, 
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although  a  few  experienced  disability  for  several  days  thereafter.  Apart  from  this, 
there  was  no  major  epidemic  within  the  University. 

All  our  usual  activities  have  been  continued  and  all  areas  of  service  showed  some 
increased  utilization.  Total  physician  attendance  reached  28,696,  an  increase  of 
approximately  14  per  cent.  General  medical  consultation  increased  by  16  per  cent 
to  a  total  of  15,218  and  routine  health  examinations  also  increased  approximately 
in  proportion  to  the  greater  registration.  Visits  to  students  in  residence  and  lodgings 
were  well  below  our  average,  probably  reflecting  the  absence  of  widespread  illness 
and  the  comparatively  healthy  experience  of  the  year.  Although  the  Hart  House 
Athletic  Injury  Surgeiy  continued  in  its  usual  busy  fashion,  the  relatively  small 
increase  in  attendance  probably  reflects  yet  again  the  inadequacy  of  our  present 
men's  athletic  facilities  and  the  inability  of  larger  numbers  of  students  to  participate 
in  these  activities. 

The  activities  of  Dr.  Adrian  Anglin,  our  Chest  Consultant,  together  with  the 
annual  Tuberculosis  Chest  X-ray  Survey,  sponsored  in  conjunction  with  the  Gage 
Institute  of  the  National  Sanitarium  Association,  led  to  the  discovery  early  in  the 
term  of  two  active  infectious  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  six  other  cases 
either  inactive,  arrested  or  questionably  active  which  required  supervision  through 
the  year. 

Although  the  number  of  admissions  to  the  University  Infirmary  is  slightly  reduced, 
the  total  number  of  patient  days  rose  to  1,719,  an  increase  of  approximately  25 
per  cent.  The  increase  was  due  in  large  part  to  our  psychiatric  patients  who  numbered 
28  in  all  for  a  total  of  454  days  of  care.  It  is  our  impression  that  use  of  the  Infirmary 
in  this  fashion  in  several  instances  avoided  premature  withdrawal  of  the  students  from 
university,  and  in  several  cases  avoided  almost  certain  hospitalization  in  more  exten- 
sive psychiatric  facilities  beyond  the  University  environment.  Two  hundred  and 
fifty-four  calls  for  advice  were  received  by  the  Infirmary  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and 
evenings. 

Illness  and  emotional  upset  during  the  year  and,  in  particular,  in  the  periods 
immediately  before  or  during  examinations  continue  to  arise  in  increasing  numbers. 
Ninety-eight  examinations  were  written  in  the  Infirmary,  as  well  as  many  more 
written  in  the  Health  Service  proper,  and  in  a  special  small  examination  room 
established  within  our  quarters  at  Bancroft  Hall.  Many  of  these  were  persons  in 
the  active  or  convalescent  state  of  acute  illness;  many  were  suffering  emotional  upset 
rendering  them  a  hazard  to  themselves  and  their  companions  in  the  more  open 
atmosphere  of  a  general  examination  hall;  a  few  were  persons  with  extensive  body 
and  limb  casts  preventing  their  attendance  at  the  usual  hall;  and  not  a  few  required 
the  immediate  and  easy  access  to  washroom  facilities  not  generally  found  in  the  other 
University  areas. 

Either  at  the  request  of  students  or  interested  faculty  members,  332  letters  of 
support  for  petitions  on  medical  grounds  were  written.  Your  Director  and  your 
Assistant  Director  (Women),  Dr.  Frances  Stewart,  had  the  opportunity  of  each 
attending  two  meetings  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  Revising  Committee  and 
Board  of  Review  where  these  petitions  and  many  other  matters  received  consideration. 
Our  attendance  was  primarily  for  our  own  education  and  interest.  We  could  not 
help  but  be  impressed  with  the  informed,  intense  and  sympathetic  consideration 
which  this  large  group  of  able  and  senior  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  give  to 
each  and  every  petition  or  student  of  doubtful  standing.  We  are  extremely  grateful 
for  the  opportunity  to  see  our  teaching  colleagues  in  action. 

We  have  experienced  a  further  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  our  psychiatric 
service.  While  our  staff  has  increased  by  the  equivalent  of  one  full-time  psychiatrist 
through  the  entire  year  and  by  the  additional  half-time  help  of  another  person 
during  the  spring  term,  the  number  of  patients  seen  has  risen  from  467  in  1965-66 
to  a  total  of  628  patients  during  the  current  year.  Similarly,  sessions  of  therapy  rose 
from  a  total  of  2,313  last  year  to  a  total  of  3,291  this  year.  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  the  new  additions  to  our  staff  in  that  our  Chief  of  Psychiatry,  Dr.  Statten,  and 
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his  associates,  Dr.  John  Macintyre,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Horn  and  Dr.  Sari  Markson,  are 
all  persons  of  experience.  Mrs.  Horn,  who  is  a  highly  trained  and  skilled  social 
worker,  has  provided  a  new  dimension  to  the  service.  In  addition  to  individual 
therapy,  she  has  supervised  three  groups  through  most  of  the  year  and  has  been  able 
more  actively  to  engage  in  family  and  parental  therapy.  Many  of  the  situations 
which  confound  and  confuse  our  patients  during  their  university  years  are  attribut- 
able, in  great  part,  to  antecedent  or  concurrent  factors  outside  the  University  proper. 
Mrs.  Horn's  intervention  in  many  of  these  extra-University  interpersonal  relationships 
has  been  remarkably  useful. 

Dr.  Statten's  presence  during  the  year  as  Chief  of  our  Psychiatric  Service  has 
provided  additional  stability  and  security.  I  quote  from  his  first  annual  report: 

"The  Schwarz  Report,  which  was  published  early  in  1967  by  the  Canadian 
Union  of  Students,  points  out  that  the  signs  of  student  unrest,  so  often  noted  by 
university  administrators  and  government  officials,  are  very  often  the  result  of 
students'  search  for  identity.  He  states,  'In  late  adolescence,  the  average  university 
student  is  still  engaged  in  the  complex  process  by  which  he  defines  those  values, 
standards,  and  attitudes  which  will  give  him  a  reasonably  consistent  approach  to 
the  responsibilities  of  adult  life  in  the  particular  society  in  which  he  chooses  to  live.' 

"During  a  university  career,  a  student  needs  to  have  meaningful  relationships 
which  will  help  him  to  find  himself  as  a  total  person  in  order  to  successfully  complete 
his  maturational  process.  The  Psychiatric  Service  is  a  unique  group  of  professional 
persons  specifically  trained  for  the  purpose  of  helping  students  develop  the  capacity 
for  successfully  enhancing  this  maturational  process  and,  more  especially,  suited  for 
students  who  have  not  found  other  resources  within  the  University  for  this  purpose. 

"The  principal  concepts  which  have  been  outlined  in  the  previous  reports  by 
Dr.  Patricia  White  have  been  the  basis  for  our  thinking  and  operation  throughout 
the  year.  The  aim  of  our  services  being  available  to  the  students  at  the  time  when 
he  feels  the  need  most  has  been  put  into  practice.  There  have  been  psychiatrists  on 
call  throughout  the  year,  day  and  night. 

"Activities  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Horn,  social  worker,  have 
developed  in  the  late  afternoon  and  early  evening  on  three  nights  a  week.  The  service 
has  been  available  on  a  similar  basis,  not  only  just  to  the  students  but  to  the  staff  of 
the  University  who  have  felt  the  need  for  psychiatric  consultation,  be  it  by  phone 
or  in  the  offices  of  the  Psvchiatric  Service  or  in  the  offices  of  the  University  at  large. 

"In  1966-67,  the  University  Health  Service  psychiatric  staff  represents  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  one  staff  member.  The  character  of  its  composition 
has  changed  by  the  addition  of  a  psychiatric  social  worker.  This  latter  addition  has 
made  a  significantly  unique  contribution  in  the  work  that  has  been  offered  through 
the  addition  of  family  therapy  and  marital  and  pre-marital  counselling. 

"In  1965-66,  467  patients  were  seen  for  a  total  of  2,313  sessions.  In  1966-67, 
628  patients  were  seen  for  a  total  of  3,291  sessions.  In  both  years,  the  mean  number 
of  visits  per  patient  was  five.  For  both  years,  the  mean  number  of  patients  seen  per 
full-time  staff  member  is  120  patients.  The  percentage  of  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  were  seen  at  the  Psychiatric  Service  is  roughly  3  per  cent  during  the 
past  year.  The  great  bulk  of  the  work  done  has  been  individual  short-term  inter- 
pretive psychotherapy  on  one  to  twelve  occasions.  Longer  term  work  has  been  done 
on  4  to  5  per  cent  of  patients,  with  the  maximum  of  58  sessions  for  one  student. 

"Schwarz  calculated  that  .5  psychiatric  team  members  should  be  available  for 
each  1,000  students  of  the  university  population.  This  ratio  is  based  on  the  prediction 
that  the  team  would  have  to  provide  treatment  for  about  5  per  cent  of  the  student 
population,  with  an  average  number  of  six  interviews  per  student.  This  also  allowed 
for  about  half  the  time  of  each  member  of  the  psychiatric  team  to  spend  on  pre- 
ventive, educational  and  research  aspects  of  campus  psychiatry.  On  the  basis  of  these 
calculations  for  a  campus  population  of  24,000  or  25,000  students,  we  might  be 
expected  to  service  1,200  to  1,300,  about  twice  what  is  being  done  at  the  present 
time.  On  the  basis  of  the  number  of  patients  serviced  this  year  by  the  Psychiatric 
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Service,  it  would  require  a  minimum  of  10  members  to  accomplish  this  amount  of 
work.  On  Schwarz's  calculations,  it  would  be  accomplished  by  the  work  of  12  to  13 
psychiatric  team  members. 

"There  has  been  little  time  devoted  to  the  research  aspects  of  campus  psychiatry. 
This  is  an  area  which  all  staff  members  feel  should  be  pursued  but  no  staff  member 
has  the  special  background  and  training  necessary  for  carrying  out  sound  research 
techniques.  It  is  felt  that  this  may  be  the  place  where  a  research-oriented  educational 
psychologist  could  make  a  unique  contribution. 

"Staff  members  have  contributed  to  many  activities  throughout  the  University 
such  as  addresses  on  'Student  Health'  given  to  students  and  nurses  at  the  Hospital 
for  Sick  Children,  to  psychiatrists  and  post-graduate  students  at  the  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital  and  to  general  practitioners  at  Scarborough  General  Hospital;  a  presenta- 
tion of  a  long  case  study  and  of  a  family  group  therapy  presented  on  two  occasions 
at  the  Clarke  Institute;  meetings  with  Deans  and  special  meetings  with  Dons  at 
several  of  the  college  residences;  a  meeting  with  the  wives  of  the  theological  students 
of  Emmanuel  College;  a  meeting  of  the  chaplains  of  the  various  colleges;  a  meeting 
with  the  graduating  class  on  the  subject  of  'Professional  Women's  Work  in  the  World 
To-day.'  One  member  sat  on  the  panel  at  the  American  Psychiatric  Association  where 
the  psychiatric  problems  of  medical  students  was  discussed.  At  the  Canadian  Psy- 
chiatric Association  in  Quebec  City,  a  paper  entitled  'Child  Psychiatric  Syndromes 
in  the  University  Student'  was  presented.  Courses  were  given  at  the  School  of  Social 
Work  on  family  therapy.  A  course  was  given  to  postgraduate  psychiatric  students 
on  'Psychoanalysis  of  Children.'  A  lecture  was  given  at  a  postgraduate  Public  Health 
refresher  course  for  nurses  on  'Psychiatry  of  the  Adolescent.'  About  fifteen  meetings 
were  held  at  the  Psychiatric  Service  between  members  of  the  Service  and  members 
of  various  departments  and  services  of  the  University  in  order  to  develop  free  means 
of  communication  on  a  personal  basis  with  members  of  the  University  staff.  Four 
evenings  were  spent  with  the  women  students  in  residence  at  Whitney  Hall  discussing 
the  questions  arising  around  the  topic  of  'Sex  on  Campus.' 

"The  Psychiatric  Service  is  very  indebted  to  the  group  of  physicians  at  the 
University  Health  Service  who  look  after  the  general  health  of  the  students  of  the 
University.  About  30  per  cent  of  the  patients  referred  to  the  Psychiatric  Service  come 
from  that  source  and  were  referred  in  a  very  skilful  and  sensitive  way.  Members  of 
the  Psychiatric  team  recognize  that  a  large  percentage  of  cases  with  emotional 
disturbance  are  handled  expertly  by  this  group  of  physicians.  The  other  service  which 
is  indispensable  from  the  standpoint  of  the  staff  psychiatrists  is  that  given  by  the 
Infirmary  of  the  University  Health  Service.  It  has  been  used  for  many  crisis  situa- 
tions, for  observation  and  as  a  holding  unit  while  hospital  facilities  can  open  up.  It 
has  also  been  used  for  several  patients  for  longer  periods,  up  to  eleven  weeks, 
especially  at  a  period  approaching  final  examinations.  Twenty-eight  students  were 
referred  to  the  Infirmary  during  the  past  year." 

In  addition  to  the  28  patients  receiving  care  in  the  University  Infirmary,  at  least 
eleven  were  admitted  to  either  the  Clarke  Institute  of  Psychiatry,  the  psychiatric 
wings  of  the  community  general  hospitals  or  to  the  Ontario  mental  hospitals.  At  least 
three  successfully  committed  suicide  and  the  suicidal  attempts,  either  real  or 
threatened,  greatly  exceeded  this  figure. 

The  number  of  patients  seen  in  our  Psychiatric  Service  this  year  approximates 
3  per  cent  of  the  total  registration.  Although  Schwarz  suggests  that  about  5  per  cent 
of  a  university  population  may  require  help  with  emotional  problems,  experience  in 
other  comparable  university  settings  shows  that  this  figure  of  utilization  may  easily 
run  to  10  per  cent  of  the  total  registration  per  year  and,  in  some  instances,  may 
exceed  this  number.  It  seems  certain  that  our  planned  development  of  the  Psychiatric 
Service  must  continue  for  some  time  yet  if  it  is  fully  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity community. 

A  perennial  and  almost  universal  problem  of  university  psychiatric  services  lies 
in  the  determination  of  the  degree  of  service  which  should  be  provided  under  our 
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auspices.  Some  schools  limit  their  care  to  consultation  and  advice  on  one  or  two 
sessions  only.  Many  will  not  undertake  more  than  five  or  six  sessions  per  patient, 
referring  the  patient  elsewhere  if  more  time  is  necessary.  Our  Service  has  attempted 
to  ride  a  middle  course,  to  direct  most  of  its  attention  to  relatively  short-term  inten- 
sive therapy  of,  say,  one  to  eight  sessions  and  has,  as  mentioned,  offered  much  more 
service  to  a  very  few  individuals.  This  latter  policy  is  only  occasionally  possible  if  one 
is  to  direct  one's  activities  towards  the  area  of  most  use,  i.e.,  to  short-term  intensive 
therapy  with  early  and  quick  response.  Hence,  we  find  ourselves  repeatedly  faced 
with  the  problem  of  advising  the  student-patient  to  seek  his  long-term  intensive 
therapy  from  some  other  source.  This  may  be  corrected  in  part  in  future  years  with 
the  expansion  of  our  staff.  However,  it  seems  unlikely  that  we  will  be  able,  in  the 
reasonable  future,  to  meet  all  the  psychiatric  needs  of  the  total  University  population. 

Many  consultations  with  staff  have  been  provided  by  phone  or  in  person  both 
concerning  the  problems  of  students  under  their  care  and  also  concerning  personal 
problems  of  their  own.  It  seems  likely  that  our  main  energies  should  continue  to 
be  directed  primarily  towards  the  student  body.  However,  if  one  accepts  that  the 
staff  member's  problems  may  have  a  secondary  effect  through  his  attitudes  upon  the 
students  in  his  charge,  it  is  apparent  that  any  possible  assistance  to  the  troubled 
staff  will  be  of  general  use  within  the  community.  Within  the  limits  of  our  own 
staff  and  the  time  available,  we  shall  always  continue  to  be  pleased  to  try  to  help 
faculty  as  well  as  students. 

Apart  from  these  intramural  activities  of  the  Health  Service,  the  current  year 
has  been  one  of  liaison  with  many  outside  bodies. 

Sex  and  sex  education  continued  to  be  a  subject  of  interest.  During  the  year, 
Dr.  Statten  visited  a  large  women's  residence  on  four  occasions  during  the  evenings 
where  groups  of  thirty  to  forty  young  women  were  permitted  to  ask  questions  and 
to  receive  an  honest  and  truthful  answer.  On  these  occasions,  he  was  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  a  trained  counsellor  of  young  people.  This  husband  and  wife  team 
approach  seemed  most  acceptable  to  all  concerned  and  the  evenings  proved  educa- 
tional both  to  the  Stattens  and  to  their  student  audience. 

At  the  request  of  the  Planned  Parenthood  Association,  we  have  provided  sex 
education  and  counselling  to  those  university  students  who  phone  that  Association 
for  advice  and  help.  We  have  continued  to  limit  the  actual  prescription  of  contracep- 
tive measures  to  married  students  or  to  students  in  their  immediate  period  of  pre- 
marital counselling,  but  it  seems  likely  that  at  least  a  number  of  other  patients  will 
continue  to  present  themselves  who  will  require  individual  medical  judgment  in 
the  advice  given. 

Through  the  University  Health  Service,  the  University  of  Toronto  acted  as  host 
at  a  meeting  held  at  Hart  House  in  November,  1966,  of  the  Canadian  College  Health 
Services  Association  and  the  Ontario  College  Health  Association.  Representatives 
from  3 1  degree-granting  institutions  across  Canada,  from  Victoria  to  Newfoundland, 
were  in  attendance.  Although  many  of  these  were  not  persons  working  directly 
within  university  health  services,  in  many  instances  the  persons  attending  were  those 
administrative  officers  responsible  for  the  development  and  expansion  of  services  in 
universities  where,  as  yet,  none  exist.  It  was  a  useful,  pleasant  and  educational  day. 
Subsequently,  while  attending  the  American  College  Health  Association  annual 
meeting,  21  members  of  health  services  across  Canada  met  for  luncheon.  The 
Director  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Ontario  College  Health  Associa- 
tion in  Ottawa  in  May.  He  has  been  honoured  by  election  to  the  office  of  president 
of  the  Canadian  College  Health  Services  Association. 

Your  Director  also  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  C.A.U.S.P.S.  where  the 
opportunity  arose  to  meet  and  mingle  with  many  colleagues  from  all  areas  of  student 
service  working  within  universities  across  Canada. 

Apart  from  these  more  obvious  health  service  activities,  your  Director  has  also 
served  during  the  year  as  president  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Athletic  Association. 
The  meetings  of  the  Athletic  Directorate  and  other  contacts  through  the  Association 
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have  proved  educational  and  invaluable  in  establishing  and  furthering  better  under- 
standing with  at  least  some  of  our  students. 

Finally,  it  was  with  great  pleasure  that  we  received  word  of  new  Health  Service 
accommodation,  hopefully  to  be  available  in  the  reasonable  future.  Space  limitations 
may  prevent  this  from  completely  fulfilling  our  ultimate  needs,  but  the  prospect  of 
having  our  Infirmary,  our  Consulting  offices  and  our  Psychiatric  Service  under  one 
roof  is,  indeed,  very  welcome.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  PLACEMENT 
SERVICE 


Historically,  the  development  of  the  University  Placement  Service,  since  its  inception 
on  April  1,  1948,  has  paralleled  the  evolution  of  a  highly  professional  new  branch 
of  student  services  in  North  America.  From  the  original  requirement  for  an  employ- 
ment agency  for  undergraduates,  it  has  developed  into  a  full  career  planning  and 
counselling  area  co-ordinating  the  facilities  for  vocational  determination  throughout 
the  University,  providing  an  active  and  valuable  personal  link  with  the  University 
for  thousands  of  its  alumni. 

The  career  counselling  of  those  undergraduates  who  are  denied  the  opportunity 
of  continuing  in  the  University  for  academic  reasons  has  been  one  of  the  most 
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effective  and  rewarding  developments  of  recent  years.  It  is  most  unfortunate  that, 
although  there  are  many  practising  clinicians  interested  in  the  abnormalities  of  the 
individual,  persons  trained  in  working  with  the  developing  adult  careers  of  normal 
undergraduates  are  still  rare.  In  this  work,  the  department  has  never  taken  second 
place  to  any  sister  institution  in  Canada. 

The  new  concept  of  credential  co-ordination  and  liaison  between  members  of 
the  Graduate  School  and  teaching  opportunities  in  higher  education,  set  up  as  the 
Graduate  Students'  Appointments  Registry  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  is  now  firmly 
established  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges 
of  Canada,  is  ready  for  a  complete  integration  into  the  planning  of  many  other 
universities  on  both  sides  of  the  border.  Through  this  section  of  the  department,  the 
University  will  find  itself  prepared  for  the  data  processing  indices  of  available  candi- 
dates that  will  be  established  by  colleges  and  universities  in  North  America  under 
the  complete  discretion  of  each  institution  during  the  next  three  years. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  12,724  individuals  have  consulted  the  staff  of  the 
service  during  the  last  19  years,  and  the  fact  that  every  undergraduate  in  the 
University  during  nearly  two  decades  has  in  some  measure  been  given  the  opportunity 
to  choose  his  working  environment  in  the  economic  society  outside  the  University 
walls  through  information  gathered  by  the  staff  of  the  service,  the  Director  has  always 
been  most  conscious  of  the  responsibility  laid  on  the  department  by  the  President  to 
provide  a  clear  and  certain  picture  of  the  institution  to  businessmen  and  industrialists 
who  know  the  campus  only  through  their  need  for  its  graduates.  In  turn  the  quantity 
of  those  graduating  students  has  been  the  bond  for  many  rewarding  relationships 
with  the  world  of  work  in  which  we  exist. 

No  department  of  the  University  is  divorced  from  education.  It  has  been  possible 
to  develop  the  full  educational  value  of  the  service  in  the  extension  of  the  whole 
person  into  his  vocation  through  the  understanding  and  imagination  of  two  of  the 
University's  great  presidents.  The  Placement  Service  owes  much  to  Dr.  Sidney  Smith 
who  originated  it  and  to  Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell  who  encouraged  its  development  into  an 
international  institution. 

The  staff  of  the  service  have  obtained  their  satisfaction  through  the  appreciation 
of  alumni  in  all  walks  of  life  who  have  used  the  communications  of  the  department 
to  explore  their  own  potential.  The  staff  have  served,  in  some  cases,  long  enough  to 
counsel  the  sons  of  the  original  applicants  in  their  files.  Nationally  and  interna- 
tionally, the  innovations  instituted  by  the  service  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  not 
only  a  burgeoning  economy  but  also  an  exploding  University  have  frequently  become 
standard  practice  on  both  sides  of  the  border.  In  fact,  some  of  the  administrative 
devices  that  are  now  taken  for  granted  at  Toronto  have  only  recently  been  cautiously 
explored  by  some  of  her  major  sister  institutions  in  the  United  States.  Pioneering, 
whether  it  be  in  a  geographic  or  an  educational  sense,  involves  long  and  arduous 
labour.  The  eventual  establishment  of  a  viable  and  enduring  concept  provides  its 
own  reward  for  the  muscular  aches,  both  physical  and  mental,  of  that  labour. 

In  concluding  this  chapter  of  the  University's  history,  before  it  is  consigned  to 
the  archivist's  microfilm  capsulation,  the  Director  would  like  to  express  the  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  department  to  the  academic  colleagues  in  every  discipline  who 
have  by  their  unanimous,  constant  and  sympathetic  understanding,  made  it  possible 
for  the  service  to  be  of  value  to  so  many  of  the  undergraduates  passing  through  the 
University.  Without  the  reciprocation  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  integration  of  the 
student's  career  development  into  the  learning  process  would  not  have  been  possible. 
The  Placement  Service  hopes  that  some  of  the  counter  flow  of  economic  information 
back  to  the  faculty  has  been  of  a  degree  of  assistance  to  them  also. 

The  following  summary  of  achievement  with  its  normal  comparison  between  the 
last  two  years  has  been  enlarged  to  include  an  additional  summary  of  the  entire  19 
years  of  the  service.  For  the  successes  shown  by  that  consolidation,  the  Director  is 
indebted  to  a  devoted  and  conscientious  staff.

Student  Activities 


THE  WARDEN  OF  HART  HOUSE 


In  his  address  on  the  occasion  of  the  formal  opening  of  Hart  House,  Mr.  Vincent 
Massey  said  that  it  was  unlikely  that  we  would  ever  see  a  completely  developed  col- 
legiate system.  But  he  said,  "Even  if  this  were  the  outcome,  there  would  still  be  the 
need,  indeed  the  greater  need,  for  the  unifying  force  which  it  is  the  one  purpose  of 
this  institution  to  introduce  into  the  university." 

When  one  considers  that  the  House  was  designed  in  1910  and  that  the  basic 
structure  had  been  completed  by  the  time  war  broke  out  in  1914,  it  is  amazing  how 
well  it  has  been  able  to  cope  with  the  demands  of  a  university  community  which  has 
grown  from  3,500  to  23,000.  Daily  during  term  approximately  7,000  students  pass 
through  the  doors  of  Hart  House.  Designed  for  a  different  kind  of  world  and  a  much 
smaller  student  body,  the  House  has  constantly  adapted  to  the  society  which  it  serves. 
Marshall  McLuhan's  dictum  that  "the  medium  is  the  message"  certainly  holds  true 
for  Hart  House.  In  a  world  of  changing  architectural  styles  it  still  projects  a  message 
of  excellence,  quiet  dignity  and  warmth.  It  is  well  within  the  human  scale — men 
understand  it  and  develop  a  great  affection  for  it.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  the 
House  feels  a  keen  responsibility  to  preserve  the  structure  and  maintain  the 
furnishings  in  keeping  with  the  original  gift. 

But  Hart  House  was  to  be  far  more  than  a  fine  Gothic  building.  Its  function 
was  to  serve  the  University  and  this  it  has  done  in  a  great  variety  of  ways  for  almost 
fifty  years. 

It  is  the  excellence  of  the  activities  of  Hart  House  committees  that  has  created 
the  particular  ethos  which  has  evolved  through  the  years.  No  other  organization  on 
this  continent  has  developed  anything  to  equal  the  programme  of  the  Art,  Music, 
Library  and  Debates  committees  of  the  House. 

This  year  the  Art  Committee  sponsored  fourteen  exhibitions  in  the  Art  Gallery. 
The  following  additions  were  made  to  the  Permanent  Collection  of  Canadian 
Paintings:  "The  Ring  and  the  Window"  by  Roy  Kiyooka  (this  painting  was  given 
in  memory  of  Larry  Greenspan  by  his  friends;  Mr.  Greenspan  was  secretary  of  the 
Art  Committee  in  1965-66  and  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident)  ;  "Ziggurat" 
by  Benita  Sanders;  "Freeway  and  the  Cherry  Orchard"  by  John  Esler;  "La  Victoire 
de  Sardanapale"  by  Jean  McEwen;  "Signals  #4"  by  Yves  Gaucher;  and  "Heraldic 
Gold"  by  Teitelbaum.  We  once  again  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  contribution 
made  to  the  Art  Purchase  Fund  by  the  Varsity  Fund.  The  Hart  House  collection  is 
one  of  the  important  collections  in  this  country  and  the  pictures  are  in  constant 
demand  by  galleries  across  Canada.  Three  of  the  paintings  were  shown  in  the  major 
Centennial  Exhibition  mounted  by  the  National  Gallery:  Tom  Thomson's  "The 
Pointers,"  Varley's  "Portrait  of  Vincent  Massey"  and  Milne's  "The  Water  Lilies." 

The  Music  Committee  is  one  of  the  most  active  in  the  House.  Concerts  are  held 
almost  daily,  ranging  from  student  jazz  and  classical  groups  to  the  most  talented 
professional  artists  available  in  this  community.   The  committee  sponsored  seven 
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Sunday  Evening  Conceits  this  year.  These  included  Anton  Kuerti,  pianist;  the 
Orford  String  Quartet;  Marcel  Ray,  'cellist;  the  Festival  Singers;  Miss  Maureen 
Forrester  accompanied  by  John  Newmark;  the  Toronto  Repertory  Ensemble  and 
the  Hart  House  Glee  Club.  Miss  Forrester's  recital  was  the  Music  Committee's  Cen- 
tennial Concert  and  the  350th  in  the  series  which  began  in  1922. 

Weekly  noon-hour  poetry  readings  sponsored  by  the  Library  Committee  continue 
to  be  very  popular.  This  year  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Library  Com- 
mittee co-sponsored  two  evenings  of  poetry  by  Bryan  McCarthy  and  Alfred  Purdy. 
A  unique,  somewhat  "anti-environmental"  display  of  20,000  comic  books  in  the 
Great  Hall  was  sponsored  by  the  committee. 

The  Debates  Committee  held  six  evening  debates  during  the  year,  covering  a  great 
variety  of  topics.  The  season  opened  with  Dr.  Morton  Shulman  as  honorary  visitor 
on  the  resolution,  "No  man  should  be  allowed  to  make  a  million."  Two  debaters 
from  British  universities  were  honorary  visitors  when  the  House  debated  the  question, 
"The  Commonwealth  is  dead  and  should  be  buried."  The  honorary  visitor  at  the 
January  debate  was  George  Ignatieff,  when  the  resolution  before  the  House  was, 
"The  U.N.  at  the  age  of  21  is  still  playing  with  blocs  but  has  succeeded  in  its  main 
purposes."  Mr.  Ignatieff  was  opposed  by  his  son,  Michael,  a  student  at  Trinity 
College  and  a  member  of  the  Hart  House  Debates  Committee.  Also  speaking  in  the 
House  that  evening  was  Robert  Rae,  a  student  at  University  College  and  son  of 
Saul  Rae,  our  representative  in  Geneva,  who  was  a  contemporary  of  George  Ignatieff 
and  himself  a  skilled  debater.  Thus  the  long  tradition  of  debates  is  kept  going.  The 
final  debate  of  the  year  had  the  Hon.  Jean  Marchand,  Minister  of  Manpower  and 
Immigration,  as  the  honorary  visitor  on  the  topic,  "The  Canadian  Mosaic  Badly 
Needs  some  International  Cement."  The  committee  continued  to  hold  noon-hour 
debates,  the  first  two  of  which  were  held  on  the  east  terrace  outside  the  House  and 
attracted  large  and  enthusiastic  audiences. 

No  report  of  the  year's  activities  would  be  complete  without  a  reference  to  the 
club  groups  in  Hart  House.  Almost  1,000  members  of  the  House  belong  to  the  various 
clubs  and  take  part  in  their  activities:  Archery,  Bridge,  Glee  Club,  Amateur  Radio, 
Camera,  Chess,  Table  Tennis,  Revolver,  Underwater  (Scuba) — something  for  every- 
body— and  I  would  not  want  to  minimize  the  importance  of  such  clubs.  They  provide 
an  opportunity  for  the  profitable  spending  of  leisure  time  and  make  their  contribution 
to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  individuals  concerned.  Of  special  interest  this  year 
was  the  appearance  of  the  Glee  Club  at  Expo.  Part  of  their  repertoire  included  songs 
specially  commissioned  by  the  Club  and  arranged  by  Professor  T.  Renins  of  the 
Faculty  of  Music. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  twelve  Finnish  university  students  have  just 
arrived  to  spend  the  summer  in  Canada.  This  is  the  fourth  group  in  an  exchange 
programme  sponsored  by  Hart  House  which  was  started  by  the  late  Warden  Nicholas 
Ignatieff.  Next  summer  a  group  of  University  of  Toronto  students  will  journey  to 
Finland  where  they  will  spend  the  summer  in  employment  arranged  for  them  by 
their  Finnish  hosts. 

In  1950  Hart  House  bought  a  150-acre  property  in  the  Caledon  Hills,  45  miles 
from  Toronto.  The  activities  at  the  farm  are  supervised  by  a  committee  which  struggles 
valiantly  with  an  inadequate  budget  to  provide  accommodation  and  services  for  ever- 
increasing  numbers  of  students  and  staff.  During  the  academic  year  1966-67,  more 
than  3,000  members  of  the  University  visited  the  farm,  their  length  of  stay  varying 
from  a  few  hours  to  three  days.  Their  activities  included  freshman  orientation,  sauna 
baths  beside  the  quarry  pond,  conferences  and  informal  bull  sessions.  It  is  a  beautiful 
property  and  its  value  to  the  members  of  the  University  grows  in  direct  relationship 
to  the  increase  in  numbers  in  the  University. 

As  I  complete  my  first  year  as  Warden  of  Hart  House,  I  do  so  with  a  firm  faith 
in  the  spiritual  values  which  are  deeply  rooted  in  the  life  of  this  unique  institution. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  President  and  all 
the  members  of  his  staff,  for  their  encouragement  and  support.

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THE  DIRECTORS  OF  ATHLETICS  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY 


Men's  Intercollegiate  Athletics — Hart  House 

1966  was  again  a  successful  year  for  the  University  of  Toronto,  with  our  intercol- 
legiate teams  winning  nine  O.-Q.A.A.  titles  and  three  national  crowns.  Our  Gross 
Country  team  won  the  C.I.A.U.  Championship  in  the  fall  session  and  the  Hockey 
and  Swimming  teams,  competing  at  Second  Century  Week  in  Alberta,  won  the 
national  titles  there.  In  addition  we  had  many  representatives  on  various  composite 
teams  at  these  competitions,  held  at  the  Universities  of  Edmonton  and  Calgary — men 
in  Fencing,  Badminton,  Judo,  Ski,  and  the  O.-Q.A.A.  Championship  Volleyball 
team. 

In  O.-Q.A.A.  competition  Toronto  won  titles  in  nine  sports — Soccer,  Cross 
Country,  Volleyball,  Water  Polo,  Swimming,  Hockey,  Fencing,  Badminton  and  Judo; 
and  the  Basketball  team  reached  the  finals  in  the  play-offs. 

The  season  culminated  with  the  Annual  Athletic  Dinner,  held  on  March  16, 
when  all  our  First  Colour  athletes  were  honoured.  One  hundred  and  forty-four  First 
T's  and  128  Second  T's  were  awarded,  as  well  as  28  Bronze  T's  in  nine  different 
sports. 

Varsity  Sports  and  Fitness  Programme 

The  suspension  of  the  physical  education  requirement  for  first  year  men  has 
been  most  beneficial  and  the  tone  and  quality  of  the  total  programme  has  improved 
immeasurably. 

Comprehensive  courses  in  all  phases  of  aquatics  were  conducted.  In  addition,  16 
pool  periods  per  week  were  available  for  recreational  swimming,  general  practice  and 
self -teaching.  These  free  periods  were  most  popular,  attracting  some  18,000  users 
during  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

Instructional  classes  were  operated  in  a  variety  of  activities  such  as  Judo,  Weight 
Training,  Pre-Ski  Exercises,  Karate,  Gymnastics,  Fencing.  When  league  games  and 
intercollegiate  practices  were  not  in  progress,  the  main  and  upper  gyms  were  utilized 
to  capacity  for  intramural  practices  and  "pick-up"  games.  The  free  time  in  the  pool 
and  gyms  for  recreational  usage  is  a  most  important  part  of  our  athletic  programme. 

Intramural  Athletics 

The  intramural  programme  continues  to  attract  large  numbers  of  participants 
from  the  colleges  and  faculties  on  the  campus.  Certainly  the  suspension  of  the  physical 
education  requirement  had  no  detrimental  effect.  Rather,  interest  was  at  a  high  level 
and  competition  exceptionally  keen.  For  instance,  at  the  Arena  326  hockey  games 
were  played  involving  77  teams  and  1,236  participants,  and  on  the  front  campus,  85 
soccer  games  took  place  with  389  participants  representing  approximately  35  racial 
backgrounds.  The  Intramural  All  Year  High  Point  Championship  for  the  T.  A.  Reed 
Trophy  was  captured  by  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  (Division  I) 
and,  for  the  first  time,  by  Innis  College  (Division  II).

The  Director  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education — Women 

The  session  1966-67  has  been  a  most  successful  one  for  the  Department.  When 
the  requirement  in  physical  education  was  withdrawn  in  the  men's  section,  it  was 
anticipated  that  some  agitation  would  be  forthcoming  from  the  women  students. 
On  the  contrary,  the  women  students  appeared  to  have  an  increased  appreciation  of 
the  programme,  staff  and  facilities.  It  was  obvious  to  the  majority  that  this  was  their 
last  opportunity  to  acquire  leisure-time  skills  without  a  considerable  financial  outlay. 
The  staff  of  the  Department  are  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  allowing  the 
women  to  retain  this  important  part  of  their  education. 
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A  total  of  1,802  women  were  engaged  in  42  different  activities  this  year.  Of  these 
only  2  per  cent  failed  to  complete  their  requirement. 

Some  students  chose  interfaculty  or  intercollegiate  sports  in  lieu  of  regular 
class  work.  Both  of  these  sections  have  done  well,  the  intercollegiate  group  capturing 
six  of  the  eight  senior  intercollegiate  championships.  With  only  one  exception  these 
teams  are  all  coached  by  regular  staff  members  in  the  Department. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  been  outstanding  in  their  own  fields.  Miss  Whittaker 
and  Miss  Shedd  both  visited  Jamaica  to  promote  Badminton  as  well  as  achieving 
highest  honours  in  Canada.  Miss  van  der  Merwe  held  a  most  successful  gymnastic 
clinic  in  December  and  the  Dance  Section  had  an  intercollegiate  workshop  in 
January.  This  event  was  unique  in  that  all  six  universities  in  the  W.I.A.U.  took  part 
in  a  non-competitive  programme. 

We  welcomed  to  the  staff  this  year,  Mrs.  Heather  Ackerman,  M.A.,  from 
Syracuse  University  and  Miss  Ann  Kilcolm  from  Dunfermline  College  of  Physical 
Education,  Scotland. 

The  following  resignations  will  be  effective  in  June:  Miss  Sharon  Whittaker, 
who  leaves  for  postgraduate  work,  and  Miss  Nancy  Adams,  who  is  to  be  married. 
I,  myself,  for  reasons  of  health  will  leave  the  University  after  27  years  of  service. 
During  this  time  I  have  seen  remarkable  and  impressive  growth.  To  me  the  building 
and  use  of  the  Benson  Building  has  been  most  satisfying.  To  all  of  those  who  assisted 
in  its  construction,  maintenance  and  staffing  I  extend  my  deepest  gratitude.

Subsequent  to  the  writing  of  this  report,  Miss  Jackson  passed  away  on  April  9, 
1967.  Dorothy  Newsom  Ridgway  Jackson  became  Assistant  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education — Women  in  1941,  Acting  Director  in  1965, 
and  in  1966  Director.  Miss  Jackson's  able  administration  along  with  her  untiring 
work  in  the  field  of  swimming  and  water  safety,  her  writings  in  the  fields  of  gym- 
nastics and  boating  and  her  devotion  as  a  teacher  and  coach  have  played  a  major 
role  in  the  development  of  physical  education  for  women  both  at  the  University 
of  Toronto  and  in  Canada.  With  the  death  of  Miss  Jackson,  physical  education  has 
lost  a  true  friend  and  a  devoted  colleague.

THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  STUDENTS'  ADMINISTRATIVE 
COUNCIL 


The  Students'  Administrative  Council  began  the  year  with  four  major  programmes, 
each  being  accorded  equal  priority:  direct  services  to  the  students,  universal  acces- 
sibility to  higher  education,  the  Campus  Centre,  and  the  democratization  of  university 
government.  It  is  impossible  to  separate  these  four  in  practice,  but  it  is  useful  to  do 
so  for  the  purpose  of  description. 

Services  to  the  students  cover  the  broadest  range  of  activities.  In  the  area  of 
communications,  the  S.A.C.  changed  the  direction  of  development  of  Radio  Varsity 
from  AM  broadcasting  to  closed-circuit  programming  in  the  common  rooms,  resi- 
dences and  cafeterias  of  this  campus.  Random  magazine,  a  student  journal  catering 
to  broad  tastes,  was  warmly  received  in  its  first  year,  and  will  be  expanded  next  year 
to  include  literary  work,  increasing  the  number  of  editions  which  it  publishes  to  six. 
A  commission  to  make  long-range  recommendations  on  the  relationship  of  the  Varsity 
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to  the  S.A.C.  was  established  and  steps  to  make  the  Varsity  financially  self-supporting 
were  begun.  Finally,  in  response  to  a  decreased  demand  on  campus  for  the  yearbook, 
the  Council  agreed  not  to  subsidize  the  publication  of  Torontonensis,  though  it  is 
possible  that  'Nensis  will  be  revived  in  the  future,  provided  that  a  subsidy  is  not 
necessary. 

The  External  Affairs  Commission  of  the  Council  continued  successful  operations 
such  as  the  Public  Affairs  Forum,  conferences  and  the  Tarheel  and  Harvard 
exchanges.  The  Canadian-Canadien  Committee  widened  its  activities  by  a  new  series 
of  films  and  speakers  aimed  at  increasing  campus  familiarity  with  French  Canada, 
and  the  overseas  flights  expanded  to  include  Paris. 

Cultural  and  social  events  were  distinguished  by  the  activities  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  Chorus  and  new  uniforms  for  the  Blue  and  White  Band,  but  the  two 
major  programmes  offered  by  the  Blue  and  White  Society,  Homecoming  and  Winter 
Carnival,  were  financial  failures.  The  Society  is  currently  re-examining  campus 
tastes,  and  its  new  programmes  will  probably  show  more  variety  and  a  decided 
departure  from  the  traditional  forms  of  college  entertainment.  The  Council  has 
also  taken  steps  to  make  the  Blue  and  White  Band  financially  self-supporting. 

The  Services  Commission  in  operation  for  the  first  time  this  year  has  been  most 
active  in  developing  new  programmes  in  the  service  of  Toronto  students.  In  addition 
to  carrying  on  with  activities  such  as  the  blood  drive  and  the  Student  Reception 
Service  the  Commission  supervised  the  first  year  of  a  senior-student  counselling  service 
for  freshmen  at  Victoria  College  and  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  preparing  the 
ground  for  a  similar  programme  in  three  other  places  for  next  year.  A  report  on 
orientation  of  freshmen  was  prepared,  revised  in  the  light  of  freshman  comment,  and 
re-issued  with  recommendations  to  the  local  campuses.  A  permanent  committee  on 
orientation  drawing  its  members  from  all  parts  of  the  University  was  established  to 
continue  this  important  work.  The  Commission  also  undertook  a  course  evaluation 
programme  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  offered  assistance  to  other 
faculties  in  carrying  out  similar  critiques.  Over  twelve  thousand  critiques  were  handed 
in  and  an  editorial  staff  of  three  was  hired  to  prepare  the  course  evaluation  for 
publication  in  late  August.  Despite  warm  co-operation  from  the  faculty,  however,  it 
became  evident  at  an  early  stage  that  the  task  had  been  underestimated,  and  there- 
fore major  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  next  year's  evaluation. 

The  Finance  Commission,  often  regarded  with  some  contempt  by  the  more 
colourful  members  of  other  S.A.C.  Commissions,  established  its  importance  by  ruth- 
lessly demanding  that  Council  debate  priorities  at  budget  time,  or  content  itself  with 
passing  empty  resolutions  while  the  Finance  Commission  approved  programmes.  The 
Commission  was  successful  in  large  measure,  ensuring  that  Council  itself  allocated 
its  limited  resources  with  an  eye  to  the  programmes  which  it  considered  most  impor- 
tant, and  endeavouring  to  make  S.A.C.  projects  self-liquidating  whenever  possible. 
The  S.A.C.  Printing  Bureau,  despite  McLuhan's  caveat  concerning  the  printed  word, 
published  the  Student  Handbook,  the  Student  Directory,  several  campus  and  off- 
campus  newspapers  and  magazines  and  uncounted  posters  and  pamphlets,  while  still 
producing  a  profit  for  the  Finance  Commission.  This  Commission's  most  important 
contribution  in  the  long  run,  perhaps,  is  its  determination  to  build  up  the  S.A.C.'s 
capital  reserve  fund  in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  Toronto  students  to  undertake 
more  long-range  projects  such  as  the  Centre  and  the  Printing  Bureau. 

The  final  area  of  concern  in  the  category  of  services  to  the  students  is  the 
S.A.C.  Vice-President's  Committee  of  Representatives.  This  Committee  consists  of 
representatives  of  the  students,  usually  not  S.A.C.  members,  appointed  to  various 
bodies  within  the  University  and  reporting  to  the  S.A.C.  The  four  major  concerns 
of  the  Committee  this  year  have  been  the  Library,  the  Placement  Service,  Financial 
Aid  and  Hart  House.  In  addition  to  doing  research  and  recommending  immediate 
changes  in  these  aspects  of  the  University,  the  Committee  has  sought  full  membership 
for  student  representatives  on  their  governing  bodies.  At  present,  such  membership 
is  only  accorded  to  the  students  by  Hart  House. 

Universal  accessibility  to  higher  education,  the  right  of  every  individual  to  be 
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educated  as  far  as  his  intellectual  ability  permits,  represents  the  second  major 
programme  of  the  S.A.G.  It  is  important  to  note  that  this  programme  will  not  only 
affect  the  students  at  present  enrolled  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  but  also  those 
who  might  someday  be  qualified  to  enrol.  The  principle,  the  financial  and  social 
barriers  to  its  implementation,  and  the  steps  necessary  to  remove  these  barriers  were 
outlined  in  a  lengthy  resolution  passed  by  the  S.A.G.  in  November.  Free  tuition, 
proposed  last  year  as  the  first  step  towards  universal  accessibility,  took  its  proper  place 
as  a  necessary,  but  not  the  first,  step,  being  ranked  with  improved  guidance  coun- 
selling, student  stipends,  the  development  of  high  quality  pre-primary  education,  the 
abolition  of  loans,  etc. 

In  facing  the  problem  of  taking  steps  towards  the  implementation  of  this  highly 
complex  resolution,  Council  was  only  partially  successful.  Despite  the  warm  co- 
operation of  Dr.  J.  R.  H.  Morgan,  the  University's  Secondary  School  Liaison  Officer, 
the  S.A.C.  high  school  visits  programme  failed  to  materialize.  Council  became 
vicariously  involved  in  the  removal  of  social  barriers  to  higher  education  by  sub- 
sidizing the  Trefann  Court  community  development  project  in  downtown  Toronto, 
and  this  small  beginning  has  led  Council  to  seek  more  direct  means,  such  as  a  massive 
recruitment  programme  to  encourage  students  to  serve  as  volunteer  tutors  for  down- 
town high  school  students.  The  S.A.C.  also  subsidizes  the  research  staff  of  the 
Canadian  Union  of  Students  which  is  engaged  in  an  analysis  of  the  problems  of 
accessibility.  The  POSAP  issue,  however,  is  probably  the  most  successful  aspect  of  this 
programme  to  achieve  universal  accessibility.  The  S.A.C.  involved  several  thousand 
students  in  a  variety  of  efforts  to  reform  the  patently  unjust  and  frequently  unwork- 
able Student  Award  Program.  The  immediate  results  of  this  action,  undertaken  in 
co-operation  with  all  parts  of  the  University  and  with  other  schools,  were  reforms 
which  constitute  a  step  in  the  right  direction;  the  long-run  results,  including  the 
creation  of  a  strong  Ontario  Union  of  Students  and  the  Ontario  Committee  on 
Student  Awards,  with  student  representatives  as  full  members  and  power  to  advise 
the  Minister  of  University  Affairs,  are  even  more  important.  It  is  significant  that 
many  of  the  students  involved  in  the  efforts  to  reform  POSAP  did  so  with  the  full 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  these  reforms  could  not  be  implemented  in  time  to  affect 
them,  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  eligible  for  taxation. 

The  Campus  Centre  is  probably  better  remembered  as  the  Student  Centre.  The 
change  of  name  has  not  come  as  the  result  of  a  change  in  the  concept  of  the  Centre, 
but  because  the  S.A.C.  realized  that  the  old  name  implied  that  the  Centre,  with 
facilities  which  should  provide  a  place  for  students  to  meet  with  faculty  and  alumni 
as  well  as  students,  might  become  a  "student  ghetto."  The  Campus  Centre  will  no 
doubt  be  used  primarily  by  students,  but  it  must  be  open  to  all  members  of  the 
university  community.  To  this  end,  Council  has  undertaken  to  develop  a  building 
which  will  accommodate  a  wide  spectrum  of  needs  and  tastes,  in  co-operation  with 
University  officials  and  based  on  a  statistical  survey  of  campus  opinion.  Mr.  John 
Andrews,  the  S.A.C.'s  architect,  has  created  a  plan  for  the  building  which  promises 
to  make  the  Centre  a  source  of  great  pride  and  inspiration  to  the  St.  George  Campus, 
and  the  plan  has  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the 
Ontario  government.  With  continued  co-operation  from  University  officials,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  this  remarkable  building  will  be  opening  during  1968-69. 

Council's  last  major  programme  is  the  democratization  of  university  government. 
In  a  brief  to  the  President's  Council  the  S.A.C.  offered  theoretical  and  practical 
justifications  for  student  participation  in  the  government  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
The  brief  argued  that  meaningful  student  participation  (and,  indeed,  faculty  partici- 
pation) required  a  system  of  responsibility  coupled  with  representation  of  all  the 
constituencies  of  the  Toronto  Community,  openness  in  decision-making  and  a  recog- 
nition that  students  are  members  of  the  University.  The  translation  of  these  require- 
ments into  a  real  structure  would  be,  need  it  be  said,  an  extremely  complex  problem 
so  that  the  S.A.G.  proposed  in  its  brief  to  the  President's  Council  that  a  special 
commission,  consisting  of  representatives  of  all  parts  of  the  community,  be  established 
to  recommend  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  University.  Similar  commissions  have 
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already  been  established  at  Carleton  University  and  at  l'Universite  de  Montreal.  In 
the  meantime,  Council  has  begun  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  meaningful  student 
participation  by  seeking  full  membership  of  student  representatives  on  the  Library 
Council,  and  by  instituting  a  system  of  course  evaluations  aimed  at  encouraging 
students  to  consider  the  value  of  their  education  in  a  responsible  and  scholarly 
fashion. 

The  S.A.C.  has  not  been  concerned  with  reforming  the  government  of  the 
University  without  reforming  Council  itself.  The  S.A.C.  has  been  extremely  self- 
critical  with  regard  to  the  functioning  of  its  new  Commission  system,  engaging  in 
activities  such  as  week-end  retreats,  full  meetings  during  the  summer  and  "Think- 
In's"  in  an  effort  to  encourage  S.A.C.  members  to  use  the  Commissions  to  recommend 
policy  rather  than  administer  projects.  In  order  to  involve  students  rather  than  merely 
to  communicate  to  them,  Council  has  invited  non-S.A.C.  members  to  serve  on  Council 
sub-committees  and  act  as  appointed  student  representatives.  A  major  reform  was 
made  in  the  election  of  the  President  and  Vice-President:  the  election  will  now  take 
place  on  a  direct,  cross-campus  basis,  with  all  campaign  expenses  being  met  from  the 
S.A.C.  budget.  In  addition,  the  President  has  the  option  of  relinquishing  his  studies 
for  one  year  while  serving  the  S.A.C,  or  of  continuing  as  a  full-time  student  while 
occupying  the  presidency.  This  latter  change  will  make  it  possible  for  students  not 
enrolled  in  arts  or  theology  to  run  for  president. 

Is  it  enough  to  say  that  the  S.A.C.'s  sphere  of  activities  and  its  attitudes  are 
expanding  rapidly?  I  think  not.  Council  proved  to  be  very  "issue-oriented"  this  year; 
the  Library,  POSAP,  secrecy,  Hart  House,  the  closing  of  St.  George  Street,  the 
Psychedelic  Festival — these  were  the  subjects  which  produced  the  greatest  stir  among 
S.A.C.  members,  but  Council  is  conscious  of  the  fact  that  they  are  all  part  of  the 
framework  outlined  above.  This  sort  of  awareness  is  leading  to  a  growing  coherence 
in  student  activities;  in  the  long  run,  it  can  only  lead  to  a  greater  University.

NAVAL  TRAINING  DIVISION 


Practical  Training,  Summer  1966 

First  year  cadets  (12)  were  posted  to  Canadian  Forces  Base  Cornwallis,  Nova  Scotia, 

for  basic  training,  and  also  had  two  weeks'  sea  training  in  gate  vessels  in  the  Great 

Lakes. 

Second-year  cadets  (4)  were  posted  to  Canadian  Forces  Base  Esquimalt,  B.C., 
for  Phase  II  training,  and  two  weeks  sea  training  in  frigates. 

Third-year  cadets  (3)  undertook  specialized  training  at  various  establishments 
across  the  country. 

Winter  Training,  1966-67 

Recruiting  last  fall  was  disappointing.  Only  eight  students  (of  a  quota  of  ten) 
were  enrolled  in  the  first  year.  Subsequently  two  of  these  were  released :  one  withdrew 
from  the  University  and  the  other  anticipated  a  requirement  to  do  a  remedial  course 
during  the  summer. 

Eight  cadets  returned  to  form  the  second-year  class.  Four  cadets,  having  com- 
pleted two  years,  were  promoted  to  Acting  Sub-Lieutenant.  Two  of  these  were 
transferred  to  the  Inactive  List  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Reserve,  and  the 
remaining  two  formed  the  third-year  class.  Three  cadets,  on  completing  three  years, 
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were  promoted  to  Sub-Lieutenant.  One  retired  and  the  other  two  joined  the  Active 
List  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Reserve  at  H.M.C.S.  York. 

Average  attendance  was  81  per  cent  at  the  22  weekly  drills  held  from  October 
4  to  March  21.  Six  of  these  were  joint  parades  with  the  army  and  air  force  cadets, 
at  which  subjects  of  tri-service  interest  were  discussed. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  drills,  the  cadets  participated  in  the  Remembrance 
Day  service  at  the  Soldiers'  Tower,  rifle  competition  at  Hart  House  and  at  the  Royal 
Military  College,  and  joined  personnel  of  H.M.C.S.  York  on  their  week-end  cruises. 
The  annual  Tri-Service  Ball,  held  at  Hart  House,  was  a  highly  successful  social 
event  for  the  cadets  and  their  ladies. 

Staff 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  the  members  of  the  staff  are  graduates  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  U.N.T.D.  They  are:  Lieutenant-Commander  F.  W.  Galloway, 
Supervisor;  Lieutenant  D.  S.  Ashley,  accountant;  Lieutenant  A.  Millard,  teacher; 
Lieutenant  R.  H.  Baker,  graduate  student;  and  Sub-Lieutenant  D.  F.  Mildon,  O.C.E. 
student. 

Awards 

The  Cadet  Captain  and  Mess  President  was  D.  W.  J.  Cox,  second-year  engi- 
neering. The  best  Cadet  was  M.  R.  Hunter,  second-year  pharmacy. 

Regular  Force  Cadets 

Two  medical  students  are  cadets  in  the  Medical  Assistance  Plan.  Two  physical 
education  students  graduated  in  June,  1967,  from  the  Regular  Officers'  Training  Plan 
and  joined  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy. 

Although  their  numbers  are  few,  the  quality  and  morale  of  the  cadets  at  present 
enrolled  are  high.  It  is  vitally  important  that  this  life-line  of  the  Naval  Reserve  be 
kept  strong,  and  every  effort  will  be  put  forth  in  the  fall  of  1967  to  recruit  more 
promising  young  men.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 
CONTINGENT,  CANADIAN  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  CORPS 


In  1966-67  training  followed  the  pattern  of  the  preceding  year,  approximately 
one-third  on  a  tri-service  basis. 

The  strength  of  the  unit  on  April  30  was  70  officer  cadets  and  second  lieu- 
tenants and  seven  contingent  officers  and  a  resident  staff  officer.  Of  the  70,  23  were 
under  Dental  and  8  under  Medical  Subsidized  Plans  and  14  were  enrolled  in  the 
Regular  Officers'  Training  Plan.  There  remained  therefore  only  25  C.O.T.C.  officer 
candidates  for  the  Militia.  The  first  phase  in-take  quota  allowed  was  10  but  ultimately 
13  were  taken  on  strength,  since  3  vacancies  were  relinquished  by  other  university 
contingents.  Several  of  the  thirteen  subsequently  applied  for  and  were  accepted  into 
the  R.O.T.P.,  marking  a  gain  for  the  Regular  Army  but  further  diminishing  the 
potential  supply  of  trained  officers  for  the  Militia. 

In  September  Captain  David  Gowdy  replaced  Captain  T.  C.  Stout  as  R.S.O. 
Both  came  to  the  unit  from  the  Queen's  Own  Rifles  of  Canada.  Captain  N.  R. 
Steenberg  was  promoted  to  Major  and  Captain  J.  Mik  was  replaced  by  Captain  W. 
S.  Danbrook  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  of  the  Contingent 
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through  R.O.T.P.  After  three  years  in  the  Regular  Army  Captain  Danbrook  took  up 
an  appointment  as  specialist  in  French  and  German  on  the  staff  of  Harbord 
Collegiate  Institute. 

Highlights  of  the  year  include:  participation  in  the  Remembrance  Day  service 
at  Soldiers'  Tower;  the  Rifle  Team's  home-and-home  competition  with  R.M.C.  (won 
again  by  the  latter)  followed  by  luncheon  in  Burwash  Hall;  the  annual  Tri-Service 
Ball  in  Hart  House  in  February  and  Mess  Dinners  in  November  and  March.  Guests 
at  the  last  dinner  were  commanding  officers  of  Toronto  Militia  units  and  the  speaker 
was  Colonel  B.  J.  Legge,  Militia  Adviser  to  the  Commander,  Central  Ontario  District. 

The  accommodation  at  123  St.  George  St.  proved  cramped,  especially  on  the 
four  tri-service  training  nights  which  were  held  there.  But  the  small  Mess  is  most 
attractive  and  the  University  authorities  were  most  helpful  and  considerate,  especially 
during  the  phase  of  redecorating  and  altering  the  premises. 

We  were  again  fortunate  in  securing  Colonel  C.  P.  Stacey  as  special  lecturer 
for  one  of  the  two  tri-service  training  nights  for  which  the  Army  was  responsible. 
On  the  second  such  night  a  successful  sand-table  and  map  tactical  exercise  was 
conducted  by  contingent  officers  and  R.S.O. 

In  February  it  appeared  that  the  government  was  contemplating  abolition  of  all 
service  units  on  university  campuses.  An  ad  hoc  advisory  committee  was  convened 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  A.  C.  M.  Ross,  Registrar  of  Victoria  College 
and  a  former  commanding  officer  of  the  Contingent.  A  forceful  and  convincing 
report  was  drawn  up  in  the  form  of  a  brief  which  it  was  hoped  the  President  would 
forward  both  to  the  national  office  of  the  A.U.C.C.  and  to  the  Minister  of  National 
Defence.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 
SQUADRON,  ROYAL  CANADIAN  AIR  FORCE 

The  winter  training  programme  at  104  Squadron  is  designed  to  complement 
specialized  summer  training,  to  provide  professional  on-campus  contact  for  R.C.A.F. 
personnel  at  this  University,  and  to  provide  a  wide  spectrum  of  instruction  on  para- 
military topics  of  interest  to  prospective  officers.  To  this  end,  training  is  divided  into 
three  phases:  instruction  on  specialized  military  topics;  tri-service  instruction  in  which 
subjects  of  mutual  interest  to  all  services  are  given;  and  public  affairs  lectures.  In 
the  first  two  phases,  personnel  from  the  university  contingents  and  area  military  units 
are  drawn  upon  for  instructional  services.  We  have  been  quite  fortunate  in  receiving 
the  services  of  distinguished  university  scholars  to  provide  the  public  affairs  lectures. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  training  programme,  the  cadets  participated  in  a 
variety  of  social  activities,  including  the  Annual  Tri-Service  Ball  held  at  Hart  House 
and  their  Annual  Mess  Dinner  at  which  Dr.  Emlyn  Davies  of  the  Division  of 
Extension  was  the  guest  speaker. 

There  is  still  some  indecision  as  to  the  future  of  the  university  contingents.  A 
decision  is  expected  shortly  as  to  whether  there  will  be  any  further  recruiting  for  the 
university  units  in  the  1967-68  season.  A  committee  chaired  by  Professor  A.  C.  M. 
Ross  of  Victoria  College  submitted  a  brief  to  the  President  outlining  reasons  for  the 
retention  of  university  units. 

The  Squadron  is  pleased  to  welcome  Flight  Lieutenant  Gordon  Howarth, 
Registrar  of  York  University,  to  the  staff.  Mr.  Howarth  will  assume  the  duties  of 
Training  Officer  in  the  1967-68  term.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  CONNAUGHT  MEDICAL 
RESEARCH  LABORATORIES 


When  our  new  buildings  at  the  Dufferin  Division  were  officially  opened  on  June  21, 
1966,  they  were  not  entirely  ready  for  occupation.  Only  a  few  departments  had 
moved  in.  The  complicated  process  of  moving  went  on  all  summer.  Most  of  it  was 
accomplished  by  the  middle  of  September,  although  one  department  had  to  wait 
until  December  to  get  settled  in.  Careful  planning  was  necessary  to  ensure  that 
schedules  of  production  and  testing  suffered  the  least  possible  interruption,  and  to 
ensure  that  arrangements  were  made  for  all  the  services  and  equipment  necessary 
for  our  complex  operation  to  be  ready  and  working  when  needed.  Three  persons 
who  acted  as  a  co-ordinating  committee  deserve  our  congratulations  and  special 
thanks  for  a  complicated  job  well  done.  They  are  our  Assistant  Director,  Dr.  Arthur 
Charles;  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  D.  J.  Kee;  and  particularly  our  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, Mr.  P.  Tipping,  who  planned  and  supervised  the  intricate  details  of  the 
moving.  Another  person  who  accomplished  a  most  unusual  amount  of  work  with 
his  usual  cheerful  efficiency  was  Mr.  W.  G.  Janes,  our  Purchasing  Agent.  To  these 
and  to  many  others  for  whom  the  move  was  a  cause  of  much  extra  effort  and  concern 
we  offer  our  congratulations  on  the  completion  of  so  strenuous  an  operation  with 
almost  no  casualties. 

By  June,  1967,  the  distribution  of  our  staff  at  the  various  divisions  was  as 
follows:  at  Dufferin,  672;  at  the  Hygiene  Building,  44;  at  Spadina,  22;  at  Bolton,  10; 
and  in  Vancouver,  2;  making  a  total  of  750  persons. 

Balmer  Neilly  Library 

The  crowning  and  concluding  event  of  the  year  1966-67  was  the  official  opening 
on  June  27,  1967,  of  the  Balmer  Neilly  Library.  This  very  timely  and  welcome 
addition  to  our  facilities  was  made  possible  by  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Ethel  Neilly  to  the 
University  of  Toronto  to  finance  the  construction  of  a  library  for  the  Connaught 
Medical  Research  Laboratories,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  Balmer  Neilly,  Esq., 
B.A.Sc,  M.E.,  LL.D.  Dr.  Neilly  was  chairman  of  the  Connaught  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto  from  1938  to  1949.  This  period 
included  World  War  II  and  the  difficult  time  of  readjustment  which  followed.  It 
was  an  era  of  intense  effort  and  spectacular  accomplishment.  It  is  fitting  now  to 
recall  and  to  pay  tribute  to  the  effective  and  decisive  leadership  provided  by  Dr. 
Neilly  and  to  the  energetic  and  devoted  administration  of  our  Director  Emeritus, 
Dr.  R.  D.  Defries,  who  during  that  time  was  Acting  Director  and  the  Director  of  the 
Laboratories. 

The  architects  of  the  Balmer  Neilly  Library,  Messrs.  Mathers  and  Haldenby, 
deserve  our  most  hearty  congratulations  and  thanks  for  solving  a  difficult  problem. 
The  location  of  the  library  was  such  that  the  relatively  small  structure  might  have 
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been  overshadowed  by  the  large  and  eye-catching  modern  buildings  which  were  opened 
last  year,  or  it  might  have  exhibited  a  clash  of  styles.  Any  such  infelicity  has  been 
skilfully  avoided  and  it  is  fair  to  say  the  new  library  building  is  distinctive,  modern, 
functional  and  elegant,  and  fits  harmoniously  into  its  setting. 

We  have  had  to  wait  longer  than  we  had  expected  for  this  library,  for  reasons 
which  were  recounted  in  previous  annual  reports.  It  was  worth  waiting  for!  My 
scientific  colleagues  and  our  librarians  join  me  in  expressing  our  warmest  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Neilly  for  her  magnificent  gift.  It  will  provide  ample  room  for  our  ever 
increasing  needs  for  many  years  to  come. 

Smallpox 

Starting  in  1967  an  important  role  was  assigned  to  the  Connaught  Medical 
Research  Laboratories  in  a  programme  for  the  eradication  of  smallpox  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

Most  countries  which  have  adequate  public  health  services  have  long  since 
eradicated  smallpox  within  their  borders,  mostly  by  means  of  systematic  vaccination. 
There  remain,  however,  several  areas  in  the  world,  notably  Asia,  Africa,  and  South 
America,  where  the  disease  persists.  In  this  era  of  rapid  transportation  by  air,  small- 
pox is  carried,  almost  every  year,  into  countries  where  no  disease  has  occurred  for 
many  years.  The  result  has  been  many  needless  deaths  and  much  anxiety  and  expense 
in  the  countries  involved. 

The  World  Health  Organization  has  set  itself  the  goal  of  eradication  of  smallpox 
from  the  regions  where  it  persists,  by  means  of  systematically  organized  programmes 
of  mass  vaccination.  To  carry  out  such  programmes,  many  hundreds  of  millions  of 
doses  of  vaccine  a  year  will  be  needed  for  many  years.  The  provision  of  such  quanti- 
ties of  smallpox  vaccine  is  beyond  the  financial  resources  of  the  W.H.O.  if  the 
vaccine  has  to  be  purchased  from  laboratories  in  the  advanced  countries,  where 
vaccine  of  a  kind  and  quality  which  meets  modern  standards  can  be  produced. 

It  will  be  an  economic  necessity  for  the  W.H.O.  to  have  most  of  the  vaccine 
which  it  needs  produced  in  the  countries  where  it  is  to  be  used.  Another  consideration 
of  great  importance  is  the  stimulus  to  the  technical  competence  and  national  pride 
of  the  countries  involved  which  home  production  would  induce.  Nearly  all  of  the 
countries  concerned  already  have  laboratories  which  produce  smallpox  vaccine,  and 
which  have  done  so  for  many  years.  In  most  cases  the  laboratories  are  operated 
by  national  or  state  governments.  For  various  reasons,  few  of  them  produce  vaccines 
in  the  volume  needed  or  of  a  kind  or  quality  which  is  required  for  the  programmes 
which  are  planned. 

The  objective  to  which  the  W.H.O.  has  addressed  itself  is  to  improve  the 
facilities,  the  techniques  and  the  organization  of  the  laboratories  now  in  existence, 
so  that  they  can  produce  the  amounts  of  vaccine  of  suitable  quality  which  are  needed. 
The  implementation  of  this  plan  in  the  western  hemisphere  has  been  undertaken 
by  the  Pan  American  Health  Organization,  which  acts  as  the  Regional  Office  of  the 
World  Health  Organization.  The  P.A.H.O.  has  entered  into  a  contract  with  the 
Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  whereby  two  senior  members  of  our 
staff,  Dr.  R.  J.  Wilson  and  Dr.  Paul  Fenje,  have  been  appointed  as  part-time  special 
consultants  to  P.A.H.O.  Their  task  is  to  visit,  by  the  end  of  1967,  all  of  the  labora- 
tories in  South  America  and  Central  America  where  smallpox  vaccine  is  being 
produced.  The  purpose  of  the  visits  is  to  obtain  for  the  P.A.H.O.  information  on 
the  facilities,  equipment,  techniques  and  test  methods  in  use,  and  the  qualifications 
and  working  conditions  of  the  staff;  and  to  make  recommendations. 

Dr.  Wilson  and  Dr.  Fenje  made  the  first  of  their  visits  in  April,  1967,  to  the 
vaccine-producing  laboratories  in  Brazil.  Several  other  countries  were  covered  in 
June,  1967.  The  remaining  countries  will  be  visited  in  the  autumn  of  1967. 

The  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  have  also  agreed  to  set  up  a 
testing  laboratory  in  Toronto  to  which  samples  of  smallpox  vaccine  from  various 
laboratories  will  be  sent  from  time  to  time  by  the  P.A.H.O.  for  testing.  It  has  been 
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necessary  to  equip  an  isolated  laboratory  area  to  receive  these  samples  and  to  test 
them  under  conditions  which  would  preclude  the  possibility  of  importing  foot  and 
mouth  disease.  Our  facilities  and  arrangements  have  been  inspected  and  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Canada. 

The  staff  of  the  Laboratories  are  proud  of  the  confidence  which  has  been  placed 
in  our  colleagues,  Dr.  Wilson  and  Dr.  Fenje,  and  in  the  competence  of  the  Labora- 
tories to  exercise  a  supervisory  and  consultative  function  of  international  significance. 
This  occasion  is  not  the  first  time  that  Connaught  has  assisted  laboratories  in  other 
countries  to  develop  or  to  improve  their  manufacture  of  biological  products  of 
importance  to  public  health.  It  was  done  with  insulin,  with  penicillin,  and  with 
several  vaccines.  It  might  be  called  a  part  of  the  Connaught  tradition. 

Rabies 

Mention  was  made  last  year  of  a  rabies  vaccine  for  human  use  made  in  hamster 
kidney  tissue.  Trials  on  human  volunteers  were  successfully  completed  early  in 
1967  and  an  application  for  a  licence  to  distribute  it  was  made  to  the  Food  and 
Drug  Directorate  in  Ottawa,  early  in  April,  1967.  The  big  advantage  of  this  vaccine 
is  that  it  is  free  from  the  fatty  materials  and  brain  proteins  which  were  contained 
in  the  older  vaccines.  These  impurities  sometimes  caused  allergic  reactions  in  the 
nervous  system.  Although  such  reactions  were  uncommon,  fear  of  them  made  doctors 
reluctant  to  give  the  vaccine  unless  a  patient  had  been  exposed  to  rabies.  The  use 
of  the  older  brain  vaccines  was  thus  limited  to  post-exposure;  pre-exposure  vaccina- 
tion was  considered  a  little  too  risky  even  for  persons  like  veterinarians  and  farmers 
who  might  be  exposed  to  rabies  without  knowing  it. 

The  new  tissue  culture  vaccine  gives  higher  antibody  responses  than  did  the 
older  vaccines.  It  should,  therefore,  give  better  protection  in  post-exposure  treatment. 
Nevertheless,  much  work  will  have  to  be  done  before  we  know  what  schedules  of 
inoculation  should  be  used  for  best  results  in  post-exposure  treatment.  We  expect 
that  for  some  time  our  licence  will  be  limited  to  distribution  for  pre-exposure 
use  only. 

German  Measles  (Rubella) 

The  discovery  of  the  virus  which  causes  German  measles  was  announced  in 
1962.  During  the  last  five  years  many  laboratories  have  been  working  diligently  to 
develop  a  vaccine.  At  Connaught  we  worked  for  several  years  to  produce  an  inac- 
tivated vaccine,  with  discouraging  results.  Last  year  an  attenuated  strain  of  rubella 
virus  was  developed  in  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  U.S.A.  With  the  announce- 
ment of  this  development  the  prospects  for  a  live  vaccine  became  much  brighter. 
Using  the  N.I.H.  strain  our  efforts  are  now  concentrated  on  producing  a  vaccine 
suitable  for  human  trial  before  the  end  of  1967. 

Measles  Vaccine 

Early  in  1967,  permission  was  received  from  the  Food  and  Drug  Directorate 
to  distribute  to  departments  of  public  health  our  five-fold  vaccine  containing 
inactivated  measles  vaccine  in  addition  to  antigens  against  polio,  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  whooping  cough.  Our  code  name  for  this  new  multiple  vaccine  is  Quint.  The 
advantage  of  Quint  is  that  it  provides  in  one  injection  all  five  antigens  required  for 
basic  immunization  of  infants  beginning  at  the  age  of  three  months.  The  inactivated 
measles  vaccine  provides  protection  against  measles  during  the  first  year  of  life, 
and  prevents  serious  reactions  to  the  live  measles  vaccines  which  are  given  after  the 
first  year. 

Veterinary  Vaccines 

In  last  year's  annual  report,  mention  was  made  of  a  live-virus  rabies  vaccine 
developed  in  our  Veterinary  Division  which  had  just  been  licensed  for  distribution  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  This  vaccine,  unlike  earlier  ones,  is  produced  in  tissue 
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culture  and  is  known  as  the  ERA  strain.  More  information  has  accumulated  during 
the  intervening  year  to  demonstrate  the  efficacy  of  ERA  vaccine.  Cattle,  which  were 
vaccinated  four  years  before,  were  injected  with  virulent  rabies  virus.  None  developed 
the  disease.  Such  complete  and  long  lasting  protection  in  cattle  has  not  been 
demonstrated  for  any  other  rabies  vaccine.  Dogs  vaccinated  three  years  before  and 
cats  vaccinated  two  years  before  were  also  shown  to  be  fully  protected  against 
challenge  with  virulent  virus.  ERA  vaccine  can  be  used  with  the  greatest  benefit  in 
South  America  and  in  Mexico,  where  losses  of  cattle  from  rabies  carried  by  bats  are 
a  serious  economic  handicap.  Acceptance  of  ERA  vaccine  in  Latin  America  is 
increasing  at  a  most  encouraging  rate. 

Another  advance  which  was  accomplished  during  the  year  was  the  growth  of  the 
virus  of  infectious  bronchitis  of  chickens,  in  tissue  cultures  of  chick  embryo  kidney. 
As  a  vaccine,  the  virus  grown  in  chick  embryo  kidney  is  a  substantial  improvement 
over  older  vaccines.  The  "take"  in  the  chickens  is  milder,  and  the  protection 
afforded  is  better  than  that  provided  by  the  older  vaccines. 

Leucosis-free  Chicks 

A  very  important  contribution  was  made  by  the  Veterinary  Division  to  the 
activities  of  other  divisions  when  they  produced  after  several  years  of  effort  a  line 
of  chicks  which  are  free  from  leucosis,  a  form  of  malignant  disease  which  resembles 
leukemia.  It  is  one  of  the  forms  of  malignant  disease  which  is  almost  certainly  caused 
by  one  or  more  viruses.  I  should  hasten  to  add  that  chicken  leucosis  has  never  been 
known  to  affect  humans,  although  it  has  been  known  for  many  years  that  nearly  all 
commercial  flocks  harbour  the  virus.  For  many  decades  chick  embryos  have  been 
used  to  make  a  number  of  live  virus  vaccines.  Yellow  Fever  vaccine  has  probably 
been  the  most  widely  used  for  the  longest  time  without  evidence  of  any  harm  to 
humans. 

Nevertheless  in  recent  years  government  regulations  in  many  countries  have 
required  producers  of  live  vaccines  grown  in  chick  embryos  to  use  strains  of  chickens 
which  are  free  from  leucosis.  This  is  easier  said  than  done;  but  it  has  been  done,  at 
least  with  as  much  certainty  as  present  day  methods  of  detection  of  leucosis 
virus  permit. 

The  provision  by  our  Veterinary  Division  of  a  continuing  supply  of  leucosis-free 
chick  embryos  has  permitted  our  departments  which  produce  virus  vaccines  for 
human  use  to  embark  on  the  production  of  a  number  of  attenuated  live  virus 
vaccines  such  as  live  measles  vaccine.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  ROYAL  ONTARIO  MUSEUM 


To  assume  the  responsibility  for  one  of  the  world's  great  museums  is  a  stimulating 
but  daunting  task.  This  is  particularly  true  when  museums  are  insufficiently  financed 
and  yet  are  being  called  upon  to  accept  an  increasingly  active  role  both  in  education 
and  in  public  life.  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  has  earned  international  fame  for 
its  collections  built  up  in  the  past  by  dedicated  men  of  vision  and  for  the  quality 
of  its  staff  recruited  with  care  by  past  directors.  Its  research  work  is  highly  respected 
wherever  scientists  and  archaeologists  meet.  In  many  respects  it  can  claim  to  have 
acted  as  a  National  Museum  though  without  the  funds  that  a  national  museum,  a 
mirror  of  a  country's  culture,  generally  commands. 
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It  has  long  been  recognized  throughout  the  museum  world  that  the  equipment 
of  the  R.O.M.  is  hopelessly  inadequate,  that  it  is  grossly  overcrowded  and  financially 
under-supported.  The  inspiration  of  men  like  Gurrelly  and  his  backers  who  gave 
Toronto  this  great  cultural  resource  seems  to  have  faded.  The  effect  has  been 
cumulative.  Galleries  have  grown  antiquated,  shoddy  and  require  renewal.  The 
educational  services  which  introduce  our  rapidly  growing  population  of  children 
to  the  wonders  of  nature  and  man  are  badly  over-worked  and  under-staffed. 
Study/storage  and  offices  have  been  created  only  at  the  cost  of  closing  prime 
exhibition  areas.  Proper  storage  for  valuable  collections,  which  though  vital  for 
research  have  been  squeezed  out  or  are  not  required  for  actual  exhibition,  hardly 
exists.  Some  departments  like  Entomology  have  no  galleries  at  all.  The  whole 
museum  needs  atmosphere  control — an  absolute  essential  in  the  North  American 
continent  and  without  which,  in  a  humid  atmosphere  and  one  of  increasing  pollu- 
tion, valuable  objects  cannot  be  preserved  and  museum  staff  cannot  even  work.  The 
library  cannot  keep  up  with  the  minimum  needs  of  a  self-respecting  museum  library. 
Research  and  expeditions,  if  they  survive  at  all,  do  so  only  on  a  hand-to-mouth 
basis.  Publications,  which  carry  the  flag  of  Canadian  scholarship  across  the  world, 
are  held  up  for  want  of  finance.  The  purchase  grant  to  be  shared  among  twenty-one 
departments  works  out  at  less  than  $1,000  per  department  per  year.  Exhibitions  must 
be  turned  away  for  want  of  funds  to  allow  the  province  to  enjoy  them.  The  guardian 
staff  is  reduced  to  dangerous  levels  as  vandalism  increases.  The  decoration  of  the 
Museum  theatre  is  a  source  of  shame,  the  restaurant  facilities  would  daunt  even  the 
most  tolerant  visitor.  An  incoming  director  is  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
survival  of  the  institution  is  little  more  than  a  triumph  of  faith  and  loyalty  on  the 
part  of  its  staff  over  frustrations,  parsimony  and  total  lack  of  appreciation. 

None  of  this  is  new.  Year  after  year  past  directors  have  underlined  the  short- 
comings and  indicated  the  dangers  of  the  situation.  Only  last  year,  my  predecessor 
in  his  report  said,  "It  may  be  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  bold  replanning 
should  be  done.  The  easing  of  pressure  can  only  be  obtained  by  adding  substantially 
to  the  present  building,  by  creating  'live'  (that  is,  usable  and  accessible)  storage  on 
the  outer  limits  of  the  city  or  by  separating  either  the  Arts  or  the  Sciences  from  the 
present  union  and  housing  them  elsewhere."  To  somebody  anxious  to  improve  these 
intolerable  conditions,  the  most  depressing  aspect  of  the  Cinderella  situation  is  the 
complete  lack  of  communication  with  those  government  powers  which  can  effect  the 
necessary  reforms  and  a  complete  absence  of  constructive  authoritative  direction. 
But  it  is  no  solution  to  a  huge  and  costly  problem  simply  to  ignore  it. 

At  the  same  time,  the  R.O.M.  has  a  secure  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of 
Toronto  and  it  has  served  and  continues  to  serve  the  whole  country  so  well  that  its 
needs,  massive  though  they  seem,  must  be  considered  as  a  welcome  challenge  not 
only  to  the  Director  and  his  staff  but  also  to  the  provincial  government  and  the 
many  well-wishers  who,  with  mounting  frustration,  have  tried  to  help  it  over  the 
lean  years.  Having  stated  what  needs  to  be  done,  the  coming  decade  must  be  devoted 
to  the  generous  restoration  and  rehabilitation  of  Canada's  greatest  museum.  Within 
such  an  affluent  society,  half  measures,  patching  up  and  making  do  can  no  longer 
and  should  no  longer  be  tolerated  by  the  public,  the  staff  and  the  education 
authorities. 

Much  of  the  affection  of  visitors  for  the  Museum  springs  from  familiarity  with 
it  gained  from  an  early,  formative  age.  The  R.O.M.  gives  classes  to  over  95,000 
children  each  year,  a  service  which,  in  a  world  dominated  by  materialistic  values,  is 
of  increasing  importance.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  long  line  of  buses  outside  the 
door  and  the  mounting  pressure  of  young  visitors  who  form  one  eighth  of  our 
attendance.  They  have  created  a  problem  which  can  be  solved  only  by  imaginative, 
large-scale  planning.  The  pressure  has  forced  the  staff  to  deny  instruction  to  children 
below  Grade  5  in  the  hope  that  over-worked  facilities  can  be  reserved  for  those  most 
likely  to  profit  from  them.  The  Toronto  Metropolitan  Boards  of  Education,  them- 
selves very  conscious  of  what  the  Museum  provides,  were  immediately  responsive  to 
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an  appeal  from  the  Director  for  more  funds  for  the  year  ahead.  They  tripled  their 
grant  and  welcomed  a  suggestion  that  they  establish  a  system  whereby  each  year 
two  school  teachers  will  be  seconded  to  the  Museum  for  one  year  of  service.  We  hope 
that  these  temporary  recruits  will  enjoy  the  experience — though  they  have  already 
expressed  their  sense  of  shock  at  the  conditions  in  which  the  Education  Department 
is  forced  to  work.  For  our  part,  we  shall  certainly  be  stimulated  by  their  contribution 
and  benefit  from  their  constructive  criticism  and  advice  on  means  whereby  we  can 
enrich  the  school  curricula  and,  still  more,  widen  the  horizons  of  the  young.  The 
possibilities  for  service  to  the  community  in  this  direction  are  limitless  and  the 
Museum  was  most  grateful  for  the  sympathy  and  encouragement  which  the  Boards 
so  readily  proffered  as  well  as  for  their  quick  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  services 
they  used  so  freely.  As  a  result  of  these  changes  it  is  hoped  to  reorganize  the  teaching 
system  in  order  to  handle  more  children  more  efficiently  than  hitherto.  As  a  means 
of  establishing  contact  with  teachers  the  Museum  held  its  first  Open  Night  for 
Teachers.  It  was  well  attended  and  proved  most  valuable  both  to  our  staff  and,  as 
the  teachers  assured  us,  to  them  also. 

Faced  with  all  these  vital  shortcomings  in  almost  every  aspect  of  the  work  of  the 
Museum,  it  was  a  shock  to  learn  that  the  government  made  a  cut  of  $300,000  in 
the  budget  for  1967-68,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Museum  would  have  been  obliged 
still  more  to  restrict  its  activities  with  an  inevitable  decline  of  morale.  This  in  turn 
would  lead  to  a  loss  of  the  kind  of  qualified  staff  which  is  already  difficult  to  find. 
As  a  result  of  representations  made  on  the  part  of  the  University,  the  Department  of 
Education  agreed  to  reconsider  the  Museum's  budget.  Meanwhile,  in  order  to  carry 
the  Museum  over  the  immediate  period  ahead,  it  was  forced  to  apply  to  the 
University  for  a  loan  to  help  it  meet  its  most  pressing  financial  difficulties — a  sad 
recourse  indeed  for  such  an  institution!  Fortunately  the  government  showed  a 
generous  measure  of  understanding  and  sympathetically  replaced  $250,000  of  the 
cut.  Thus  the  Museum  will  at  least  be  able  to  meet  its  immediate  obligations  without 
positive  distress. 

In  the  spring  the  provincial  government  informed  the  University  that  it  intended 
to  separate  the  Museum  from  the  University  under  whose  trusteeship  it  had  served 
for  17  years.  The  Director  was  subsequently  informed  of  this  decision.  Thus  the  end 
of  the  academic  year  was  taken  up  with  involved  and,  it  must  be  confessed,  somewhat 
disturbing  considerations  of  its  future.  The  Museum,  with  its  21  departments  and 
numerous  ancillary  services,  is  in  effect,  a  university  in  microcosm  and  its  govern- 
ment is  worthy  of  as  careful  a  study  as  that  of  the  University  itself. 

This  is  hardly  the  place  to  discuss  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the 
University  affiliation,  on  which  there  are  many  opinions.  The  academic  staff,  over 
the  years,  have  gained  the  respect  of  and  some  measure  of  parity  with  their  colleagues 
on  the  teaching  staff  of  the  University.  They  have  secured  a  degree  of  tenure  without 
which  security  no  museum  will  ever  be  able  to  attract  and  hold  first-class  staff  in 
what  has  become  an  increasingly  demanding  career.  While  watching  over  the 
Museum's  academic  and  administrative  staff,  the  University  has,  in  return,  made 
good  use  of  the  Museum's  teaching  and  research  facilities  and  has  done  what  it 
could,  within  the  context  of  its  infinitely  larger  problems,  to  help  it  financially.  Above 
all  it  can  be  said  that  the  University  has  understood  the  functions  of  a  museum,  the 
needs  of  its  staff  and  the  importance  of  its  integrity.  The  change  when  it  comes  will 
bring  added  administrative  responsibilities,  considerable  added  costs  and  the  need 
for  more  staff  for  which  the  space  simply  does  not  exist. 

The  divorce,  it  is  hoped,  will  give  the  Museum  an  independent  status  which  will 
enable  it  to  seek  more  adequate  funds  than  it  has  hitherto  enjoyed.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  vital  to  create  a  system  whereby,  on  a  basis  of  mutual  respect,  the  academic 
association  is  maintained  and,  we  hope,  strengthened.  It  is  most  desirable  that  the 
University,  in  some  way,  will  continue  to  exert  an  understanding  influence  on  its 
affairs.  The  Museum,  for  its  part,  has  contributed  to  the  resources  and,  modesty 
aside,  as  the  world's  largest  university  museum,  to  the  lustre  of  this  great  University. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  in  passing  that  a  recently  compiled  list  of  learned  publications 
emanating  from  the  science  departments  alone  during  the  years  of  University  control 
amounts  to  more  than  three  hundred  items  and  of  scientific  expeditions  about  fifty. 
This  is  no  mean  record. 

In  keeping  with  the  appreciation  of  the  expanding  role  of  the  Museum  in  public 
life,  the  R.O.M.  has  long  felt  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  museum  training  pro- 
gramme designed  to  serve  the  whole  of  Canada.  Much  thought  and  research  has  gone 
into  establishing  such  a  programme.  The  Museum  hopes  to  launch  it  in  1968  under 
the  aegis  of  the  University  of  Toronto  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  that  it  will 
lead  to  a  degree  from  the  University.  The  resources,  variety  and  long  experience 
of  the  R.O.M.  in  all  aspects  of  museum  life  fit  it  to  serve  the  whole  and  growing 
museum  world  of  Canada  by  maintaining  a  steady  supply  of  young,  well-trained 
museum  personnel.  It  will  be  satisfying  to  be  able  to  help  some  of  the  many  young 
people  who  write  to  the  Museum  asking  how  they  can  embark  upon  such  a  demand- 
ing but  rewarding  career. 

Internally,  the  old  Near  Eastern  Department  was  divided  to  create  an  Egyptian 
Department  and  a  West  Asian  Department  under  Dr.  Cuyler  Young.  This  is  a 
natural  development  and  should  benefit  both  new  departments  by  enabling  Miss 
Needier  to  devote  more  of  her  remaining  valuable  time  than  hitherto  to  research 
without  the  heavy  administrative  load  she  has  carried  in  the  past.  It  will  stimulate 
Dr.  Young  to  create  an  interesting  exhibition  of  the  art  and  archaeology  of  the  large 
area  covered  by  his  new  department.  Needless  to  say  the  change,  though  logical  and 
forward-looking,  intensifies  our  present  problem  of  shortage  of  space. 

A  determined  effort  has  been  made  to  interest  and  involve  more  of  the  public 
in  the  activities  of  the  Museum.  As  a  result  membership  has  risen  rapidly  from  about 
1,000  to  over  1,500  and  this  must  be  considered  as  only  a  beginning.  The  number 
of  visitors  has  continued  steadily  to  rise  and  will  soon  reach  one  million  per  annum. 
It  is  by  no  means  unusual  for  us  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  to  have  six  thousand  visitors. 

It  was  a  surprise  to  the  Director,  on  assuming  office,  to  discover  that,  unlike 
most  museums,  the  R.O.M.  enjoyed  no  Purchase  Trust  Fund.  Although  a  museum 
has  a  right  to  look  for  some  purchase  funds  from  responsible  government  agencies, 
much  of  this  money  should  come  from  the  public  at  large.  The  Board  authorized  the 
establishment  of  such  a  fund  and  the  Director  initiated  a  search  for  a  "Group  of 
One  Hundred,"  a  body  of  philanthropic  and  interested  men  and  women  who  will 
each  match  dollar  for  dollar  his  personal  contributions  up  to  $1,000  per  year  for  ten 
years  or  as  long  as  they  are  willing  to  do  so.  Of  this  Fund,  only  the  interest  will  be 
spent.  The  response  to  date  has  been  most  encouraging  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  group  includes  two  of  the  Museum's  own  Board — Mr.  R.  A.  Laidlaw  and 
Mr.  R.  G.  Meech.  Members  of  the  Museum's  own  staff  have  also  contributed  in 
a  most  generous  way.  Meanwhile  it  has  been  a  source  of  the  deepest  concern  that 
the  Museum  is  forced  to  refuse  even  bargains  offered  at  a  fraction  of  their  value  on 
the  open  market.  Other  great  museums  have  purchase  trusts  ranging  up  to  one 
hundred  million  dollars.  It  may  be  unrealistic  to  expect  that  of  Toronto,  but  it  is 
truly  shameful  that  in  a  situation  of  shrinking  supply,  Canada's  greatest  museum 
should  be  forced  to  refuse  objects  costing  only  from  five  to  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  items  which  most  large  museums  would  consider  minor  purchases. 

Another  effort  to  interest  the  public  will  be  a  new  quarterly  bulletin,  to  be 
called  Rotunda,  the  first  number  of  which  will  appear  in  January,  1968.  For  the 
launching  of  this  we  are  grateful  to  the  most  generous  support  of  the  Laidlaw 
Foundation  to  which,  so  often  in  the  past,  the  Museum  has  appealed,  and,  it  must 
be  said,  seldom  in  vain.  It  is  hoped  to  make  this  a  feature  of  the  cultural  life  of  the 
community  and  to  provide  through  it  an  added  inducement  to  membership.  If  it 
maintains  the  standard  planned  for  it,  the  influence  of  Rotunda  should  extend 
beyond  Toronto  alone. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  aspect  of  the  year  was  the  beginning  of  the 
McLaughlin  Planetarium,  the  initial  planning  for  which  was  so  thoroughly  carried 
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out  by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton,  and  by  the  Chief  Mineralogist,  Dr.  V.  B. 
Meen.  As  the  very  distinctive  structure  rises  to  the  south  of  the  Museum,  one 
wonders  with  mixed  emotions  of  pleasure  and  concern  what  difference  it  will  make 
to  the  life  of  the  Museum  as  a  whole.  Operating  day  and  evening,  seven  days  a 
week,  fifty- two  weeks  a  year,  it  will  serve  very  large  numbers  of  children  and  of  the 
public  in  the  most  exciting  way.  Equally,  of  course,  it  will  add  to  the  expenses, 
responsibilities  and  difficulties  of  the  Museum.  Dr.  Henry  C.  King,  formerly  of  the 
London  Planetarium,  joined  the  staff  as  first  Curator  of  the  Planetarium  and  it  is 
fortunate  that  the  energetic  and  imaginative  running  of  this  very  complex  service 
is  thus  in  the  hands  of  a  man  pre-eminent  in  his  field. 

The  Director  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Colonel  R.  S. 
McLaughlin  for  yet  another  most  generous  gift  of  the  funds  to  design,  create  and 
instal  imaginative  galleries  leading  up  to  the  planetarium  theatre  itself.  He  then, 
with  characteristic  generosity  and  foresight,  gave  the  Museum  a  Trust  Fund  of  no 
less  than  $1,000,000  which  will  ensure  that  at  least  this  fine  enterprise  will  not  lack 
funds  for  all  the  many  extra  things  which  it  will  need  to  keep  it  alive — for  the 
essential  but  costly  changing  of  shows,  for  special  lecturers,  publications,  publicity, 
etc.  This  Fund,  though  expressly  not  intended  for  day-to-day  running  expenses  which 
must  be  met  by  the  government,  will  make  all  the  difference  between  a  flagging 
hand-to-mouth  existence  and  a  lively,  exciting  one.  It  is  a  source  of  encouragement 
that  the  vision  and  generosity  of  this  great  Canadian  will  ensure  that  his  benefaction 
will  not  be  as  constantly  beset  by  financial  problems  as  the  Museum  itself. 

The  second  encouraging  augury  for  the  future  occurred  when  the  President  of 
the  University  established  a  Users'  Committee  to  study  a  brief  on  the  expansion  and 
reorganization  of  the  whole  Museum.  The  brief  was  assembled  with  the  enthusiastic 
assistance  of  the  staff.  Following  the  Committee's  acceptance  of  the  brief,  the 
University  granted  funds  for  the  appointment  of  a  consultant  to  work  out  in  detail 
the  necessary  changes  and  expansion.  It  is  expected  that  this  work,  due  to  be  com- 
pleted in  October,  will  lay  down  a  manual  of  requirements  which  any  future 
architect  will  be  required  to  satisfy.  For  this  timely  assistance  our  thanks  are  due  to 
the  University  whose  funds  are  always  hard-pressed  and  to  the  President  whose 
support  and  interest  have  been  a  source  of  encouragement.  These  are  the  initial  steps 
which  we  are  convinced  will  lead,  at  some  future  date,  to  Toronto  being  able  to 
boast  one  of  the  finest  museums  on  the  continent  with  facilities  and  services  second 
to  none. 

This  is  an  exciting  prospect  but  one  which  lies  a  few  years  and  a  few  million 
dollars  in  the  future.  Past  directors  have  emphatically  stressed  the  need  for  this 
expansion  and  the  Museum  looks  forward  to  its  implementation.  Without  it  the 
Museum,  on  which  the  demands  are  great  and  increasing,  will  not  be  able  to  cure 
its  present  ills  and  re-establish  itself  as  a  dynamic  force  in  the  cultural  life  of  a 
growing  metropolis.  The  sooner  it  is  started  the  less  it  will  cost  and  the  more  it 
can  provide. 

A  number  of  major  improvements  started  by  my  predecessors  have  been  com- 
pleted. The  Gallery  of  Invertebrate  Palaeontology,  more  easily  identified  by  the 
neophyte  visitor  as  "The  Hall  of  Fossils,"  was  opened  in  January  and  met  with 
general  approval.  Designed  by  Mr.  Harley  Parker  and  built  by  our  own  hard-pressed 
force  of  craftsmen,  it  incorporates  some  new  ideas  in  display.  Certain  problems  of 
temperature  control  and  ventilation  remain  but  these  will  probably  only  be  solved 
when  the  whole  building  receives  proper  temperature  control.  The  Armour  Court 
has  been  completely  remodelled  by  Mr.  Hickl-Szabo  in  such  a  way  that  the  fine 
collection  of  armour  is  now  visible  and  attractively,  though  not  revolutionarily, 
shown.  This  greatly  improves  the  dignified  entrance  to  the  Museum.  The  cases  are 
arranged  in  such  a  way  that  they  can  quickly  be  screened  and  the  whole  area  used 
for  large  temporary  exhibitions  which  the  Exhibition  Hall  alone  cannot  accommo- 
date. The  Museum  hopes  in  the  future  to  be  able  to  initiate  more  exhibitions  than 
hitherto   rather   than  just   accept   those   distributed   by   other   organizations.    It   is 
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a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  acknowledge  the  debt  we  owe  to  Mrs.  Mary  Early 
who  contributed  most  generously  to  the  cost  of  the  materials  used  in  the  new 
Armour  Court. 

The  most  notable  exhibition  of  the  year  was  organized  by  the  Textile  Depart- 
ment under  the  enthusiastic  direction  of  Mrs.  K.  B.  Brett  and  with  some  financial 
assistance  from  the  Centennial  Commission.  It  comprised  a  collection  of  Canadian 
costume  entitled  Modesty  to  Mod — Dress  and  Underdress  in  Canada  1780-1967. 
Most  imaginatively  shown,  the  exhibition  demonstrated  the  wealth  and  scope  of  the 
collections  which  the  Department  has  assembled  over  the  years,  ranging  from  the 
most  modest  home-spuns  to  recent  haute-couture  and  uncompromising  abbreviation. 
It  is  a  consolation  to  a  curator  of  textiles  that  the  miniskirt  and  bikini  of  1967  will, 
at  least,  create  fewer  problems  of  storage  than  the  bustle  and  the  crinoline!  A 
splendid  catalogue  contains  eight  colour  plates  for  which  the  blocks  were  produced 
in  a  size  suitable  for  making  into  postcards.  These  have  proved  a  great  success.  The 
Museum  has  sadly  lacked  a  good  range  of  its  own  postcards  and  a  start  has  now 
been  made  to  build  up  its  stock.  The  exhibition  was  graciously  opened  by 
Princess  Alexandra  before  the  largest  attendance  for  an  opening  which  the  Museum 
has  enjoyed. 

Another  notable  exhibition  was  the  Loch  Collection  of  Cypriote  Antiquities, 
organized  by  Mrs.  Neda  Leipen,  and  the  occasion  was  taken  also  to  commemorate 
the  late  Mr.  Lionel  Massey  through  whose  efforts  the  collection  came  to  the  R.O.M. 
The  Director  would  like  here  to  add  a  note  of  personal  regret  that  Mr.  Massey's 
premature  death  deprived  him  of  the  opportunity  of  working  with  a  friend  of  great 
charm  and  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Museum. 

Looking  around  the  R.O.M.,  no  serious  museum  man  could  fail  to  recognize 
that  a  number  of  important  galleries  have,  from  lack  of  money,  been  sadly  neglected. 
Two  are  notably  deficient — the  Ethnology  Galleries  with  their  fine  collections  of 
Indian  and  Eskimo  artifacts  fundamentally  unchanged  for  30  years,  and  the  galleries 
of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology,  the  Museum's  fine  collection  of  dinosaurs.  During  the 
year  imaginative  plans  have  been  drawn  up  for  these  two  major  gallery  renovations 
but  finance  in  the  region  of  $280,000  must  be  found  for  them.  This  is  a  relatively 
small  price  to  pay  for  the  value  children  and  adults  could  derive  from  such  out- 
standing collections.  The  projected  new  wing  will  enable  the  Museum  to  enlarge  the 
areas  which  these  galleries  occupy  and  also  provide  galleries  for  other  science  depart- 
ments, for  instance  the  Department  of  Entomology. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Gallery  of  Mineralogy  is  drawing  near  and  this  fine 
display,  three  years  in  the  making,  should  open  in  October.  It  will  prove  a  revelation 
to  the  public  of  the  beauty  locked  in  these  minerals.  Would  that  there  were  more 
public-minded  companies  like  the  International  Nickel  Company  which  provided 
the  funds  for  these  galleries!  Thanks  are  due  to  the  President  who  enabled  the 
Department  of  Mineralogy  to  purchase  for  $25,000  a  spectroscope  indispensable 
to  its  work. 

Once  completed,  this  area  will  lead  to  the  Planetarium  and  the  Museum  here 
acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  ready  help  and  expert  advice  of  the  University's 
Department  of  Physical  Plant  which  has  helped  it  with  many  problems.  It  is  easy 
to  take  such  services  and  advice  for  granted  and  in  the  forthcoming  separation  the 
Museum  will  miss  them  greatly.  Not  the  least  of  its  services  was  an  estimate  for  the 
very  essential  humidity  control  and  air-conditioning  of  the  present  building,  amount- 
ing to  $1,250,000  at  present-day  prices.  This,  at  the  moment,  exists  only  in  estimate 
but  it  must  be  carried  out  if  the  Museum  is  to  protect  its  treasures.  It  also  assisted 
with  the  minimum  redecoration  of  the  dilapidated  theatre  and  with  plans  for  the 
development  of  the  area  outside  the  building.  The  theatre  redecorations,  in  which 
Mrs.  Vaughan  of  our  Board  has  taken  such  an  active  interest,  will  be  carried  out 
during  the  summer  when  it  is  not  needed  for  Museum  or  University  use. 

Two  new  dioramas  were  completed  during  the  year  under  the  sensitive  direction 
of  Mr.  T.  Shortt,  one  of  the  Galapagos  Islands  and  the  second  of  Ellesmere  Island 
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in  the  Canadian  Arctic.  It  is  hoped  to  start  on  an  African  diorama  and  to  modernize 
the  remainder  of  this  gallery  which  gives  so  much  pleasure  to  visitors  of  all  ages. 
However,  much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  general  renovation  and  lay-out  of 
these  galleries. 

Thanks  are  due  to  our  Members'  Committee  among  whose  many  activities  have 
been  two  series  of  guided  midday  public  talks  which  have  proved  most  popular. 
They  also  inter  alia  continued  their  voluntary  assistance  in  the  galleries  and  helped 
as  hostesses  and  programme-sellers  on  many  occasions.  They  also  organized  a  cen- 
tennial project  for  Ontario  children  whereby  young  visitors  will  contribute  towards 
a  total  of  $1,500  required  for  the  purchase  of  a  skeleton  of  protoceratops.  This  was 
a  most  imaginative  and  original  idea  to  add  to  the  fund-raising  potential  of  the 
Museum  while  also  giving  children,  through  their  own  press  conferences,  an  insight 
at  a  tender  age  into  the  workings  of  the  press  and  the  demands  of  public  relations. 

This  was  only  one  of  a  number  of  successful  publicity  ventures  handled  by  the 
Museum's  new  information  officer,  Mr.  Bruce  Easson.  His  small  department  which 
is  expected  also  to  handle  publications  is  under-staffed  and  overworked.  It  is 
estimated  that  during  this  year  and  next  the  Museum  staff  will  write  no  less  than 
eighty  publications  but,  with  a  budget  of  only  $14,000  per  annum  for  this  purpose, 
prospects  of  seeing  their  appearance  in  print  seem  bleak  indeed.  Certain  basic 
publications  such  as  gallery  guides  are  badly  needed  and  are  in  course  of  preparation. 
Press,  radio  and  television  media  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  interest  in 
the  Museum,  the  Director  has  made  about  ten  television  appearances  and  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  R.  Kelly  is  engaged  in  a  Telescope  show  for  the  C.B.C. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  the  programme  of  the  Art  Institute 
of  Ontario  which  provides  a  most  valuable  service  in  sending  travelling  exhibitions 
throughout  Ontario.  This  is  a  service  which  should  be  expanded  as  a  means  of 
stimulating  other  centres  eventually  to  build  their  own  museums.  The  Museum 
contributed  to  the  programme  two  exhibitions  Nineteenth  Century  Ontario  Needle- 
work and  City  scapes  of  Early  Canada  (1845-1884).  These  were  shown  in  a  total  of 
20  places  and  will  continue  to  circulate  for  another  year.  We  are  convinced  that  this 
kind  of  travelling  exhibition,  accompanied  by  lectures,  is  only  in  the  early  stages  of 
realizing  its  potential  and  should  be  encouraged.  The  Education  Department  per- 
formed a  similar  function  for  children  in  a  number  of  areas  far  from  Toronto  and 
the  appreciation  they  always  receive  is  most  heart-warming. 

During  the  year  the  Museum  lost  the  services  of  two  Curators,  Dr.  R.  R.  H. 
Lemon  of  Invertebrate  Palaeontology  and  Mr.  R.  M.  Organ  of  Conservation.  Both 
will  be  missed  and  it  is  a  source  of  regret  to  lose  the  latter  through  inadequate 
facilities  to  do  the  work  he  wished  to  do.  Experts  in  Conservation  of  his  standing  are 
very  hard  to  find  and  he  was  the  only  man  in  Canada  in  his  particular  field. 
Dr.  Lemon  completed  his  new  galleries  and  a  guide  to  them  before  leaving  for 
warmer  climates.  Miss  Joan  Biggar  resigned  from  the  Canadiana  Department  and 
with  our  thanks  for  her  excellent  work  go  good  wishes  for  her  future  career. 
Mr.  Parker  is  accompanying  Professor  Marshall  McLuhan  to  New  York  where  he 
will  spend  a  year  in  research  into  "the  response  of  museum  audiences"  and  the 
Museum  awaits  with  keen  anticipation  the  outcome  of  his  researches. 

The  first  joint  meeting  of  the  American  Museums  Association  and  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Museums  proved  a  brilliant  occasion.  On  some  of  our  staff,  notably 
Mrs.  Downie  and  Mr.  Brook,  fell  much  hard  work  to  organize  what  proved  to  be  a 
most  successful  convention.  The  arrangements  they  and  the  whole  committee  made 
met  with  universal  praise. 

Six  of  the  science  departments  co-ordinated  their  academic  ambitions  to  produce 
a  well-designed,  far-reaching  plan  for  systematic  and  evolutionary  biology  in  order 
to  qualify  for  a  grant  from  the  National  Research  Council  to  establish  a  "Centre  of 
Excellence."  Our  science  departments  have  contributed  in  the  most  imaginative  way 
to  the  country's  research  facilities  and  have  often  been  the  only  source  to  which  the 
government  agencies  could  turn  for  help.  The  collections  and  staff  are  second  to 
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none.  Their  past  contribution  and  future  potential  should  be  recognized  and  not, 
as  so  often  seems  to  happen,  be  ignored  in  the  pursuit  of  what  is  new  and  untried. 

The  plan  for  the  future  development  of  Toronto  prepared  by  the  City's  Planning 
Department  which  appeared  last  year,  surprisingly  enough,  made  no  mention  of  the 
place  museums  and  similar  institutions  should  take  in  the  developing  city.  The 
Director  made  representations,  joined  Mr.  Matthew  Lawson  in  discussions  on  the 
problem  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  important  area  of  public  life  will  not  be  neglected 
in  future  planning  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  "marginal"  and  "difficult  to  assess."  The 
resignation  of  Mr.  Lawson  deprives  the  city  of  a  dedicated  man  and  the  Museum 
of  a  sympathetic  ear. 

Finally  the  Director  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  staff  of 
the  Museum  for  the  warmth  with  which  they  welcomed  him  and  for  the  loyal  way 
in  which  they  have  met  his  demands  and  supported  the  Museum  during  the  first 
year.  It  reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  them  and  on  the  institution. 

Much  of  this  first  report  strikes  a  note  of  discontent  with  the  status  quo  but  it 
also  indicates  my  conviction  that  no  institution  with  the  international  renown  and 
local  affection  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  will  be  allowed  to  languish  while  the 
determination  and  goodwill  exists  to  revive  it. 

Office  of  the  Chief  Archaeologist 

The  pace  of  our  archaeological  programme  has  been  maintained  during  the 
past  year.  A  modest  increase  in  funds  from  the  Museum  budget  and  also  a  continua- 
tion and  expansion  of  support  from  other  institutions  and  individuals  fortunately 
made  this  possible.  The  following  report  briefly  lists  the  projects,  expresses  our  appre- 
ciation for  the  assistance  received,  and  outlines  plans  for  the  future. 

During  the  summer  of  1966,  Mr.  Kenyon  conducted  the  first  season  of 
excavation  on  a  group  of  burial  mounds  in  the  Rainy  River  district,  supported  with 
a  grant  from  the  Historic  Sites  division  of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  and 
Northern  Development.  The  excavation  of  the  Armstrong  Mound — about  57  feet  in 
diameter  and  6  feet  high — at  the  Long  Sault  Rapids  was  the  first  investigation  of  a 
Laurel  Culture  mound  in  Canada.  Dating  from  about  a.d.  950,  it  provides  important 
evidence  for  the  influence  of  the  Illinois  Hopewell  Culture  on  the  Rainy  River 
District  and  an  adequate  sample  of  Laurel  ceramic  material  for  analysis. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society,  the  Museum  also 
investigated  the  waters  of  Boundary  Falls  on  the  Winnipeg  River  north  of  Kenora. 
A  magnificent  sample  of  trade-goods  was  recovered  from  two  different  areas  at  the 
foot  of  the  rapids.  Some  of  the  material  was  almost  certainly  lost  on  August  9,  1800, 
by  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger.  The  remainder  represents  the  cargo  of  a  canoe 
which  capsized  between  that  date  and  1821. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  faithful  volunteer  helper,  Mrs.  C.  Finnigan,  and  a  new 
departmental  technician,  Mr.  Claus  Breede,  the  long-overdue  recataloguing  and 
preparation  of  storage-records  on  the  extensive  collections  of  archaeological  speci- 
mens was  begun  in  the  autumn  of  1966.  This  project  will  take  at  least  two  or 
three  more  years. 

Historic  archaeology  received  a  new  impetus  as  a  result  of  the  interest  of 
Mr.  Donald  B.  Webster,  the  Curator  of  Canadiana,  in  early  pottery  and  glass  kilns 
in  the  province.  With  the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  Ontario  Department  of 
Tourism  and  Information,  an  important  salvage  excavation  was  carried  out  under 
his  directorship  on  the  site  of  the  Brantford  Pottery. 

The  Archaeological  Council  for  Canadian  Waterways  has  continued  to  provide 
a  happy  and  profitable  collaboration  of  trained  scuba-divers  with  the  Museum.  But 
to  make  it  more  efficient  and  to  permit  the  more  elaborate  programme  of  underwater 
research  which  is  required,  the  Museum  needs  an  historic  archaeologist  who  could 
devote  some  of  his  time  to  this  group.  In  spite  of  this,  four  small  investigations  of 
wrecks  and  underwater  installations  were  made  during  the  summer  of  1966  under 
Dr.  Kenyon's  general  supervision. 
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From  January  to  June,  1967,  Dr.  David  M.  Pendergast,  the  Field  Director, 
conducted  the  fourth  season  of  excavations  at  the  site  of  Altun  Ha.  As  in  past  years, 
this  project  enjoyed  the  support  of  the  Harvie  Foundation.  For  the  first  time,  the 
Canada  Council  made  a  generous  grant  to  the  project.  Here,  work  has  continued  on 
several  of  the  major  structures  in  the  ritual  complex  and  their  structural  history  is 
being  worked  out.  Although  all  appear  to  belong  to  the  classic  Maya  period — i.e. 
seventh  to  tenth  centuries  a.d. — traces  have  been  found  of  post-classic  occupation 
which  may  well  bridge  the  gap  and  explain  what  happened  between  that  time  and 
the  Spanish  conquest  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

The  pond,  which  was  the  chief  water-supply  of  the  community,  was  carefully 
investigated  in  April,  when  a  team  of  scuba-divers  from  the  Museum — Dr.  Kenyon, 
Mr.  Breede  and  Mr.  Gantert  of  the  R.C.A.F. — went  to  the  site  for  this  purpose. 
Somewhat  disappointingly,  the  pond  did  not  prove  to  be  a  "sacred  well"  containing 
quantities  of  sacrificial  offerings,  but  it  was  discovered  that  the  ancient  Maya  had 
ingeniously  modified  what  was  a  natural  feature  to  ensure  a  larger  and  cleaner  supply 
of  fresh  water.  The  natural  exit  has  been  dammed  and  the  pond  lined  with  clean 
clay  to  make  a  reservoir  adequate  to  their  needs. 

The  work  at  Altun  Ha  has  proved  so  important  and  rewarding  that  the  field 
project  may  well  be  continued  for  two  more  years  rather  than  for  the  one  year  which 
had  been  originally  planned.  Dr.  Pendergast  and  his  devoted  wife — as  archaeologist, 
housekeeper,  artist  and  general  factotum — have  done  remarkable  work.  This  year, 
again,  in  spite  of  our  best  efforts,  they  have  had  to  work  without  a  competent 
full-time  assistant. 

In  1965-66,  Dr.  T.  Cuyler  Young,  the  field  director  of  the  Iran  project,  carried 
out  a  programme  of  exploration  and  sounding  to  discover  a  site  which  could  be  the 
focus  of  the  Museum's  interest  in  Iran.  During  the  past  year,  Dr.  Young  has  been 
doing  research  on  the  results  of  that  project  and  preparing  for  the  coming  first 
season  at  the  site  chosen  for  work — Godin  Tepe,  a  city-mound  between  Hamadan 
and  Kermanshah.  In  June,  1967,  largely  as  a  result  of  a  substantial  grant  from  the 
Harvie  Foundation  and  the  assistance  of  Yale  University,  Dr.  Young  will  initiate  a 
programme  of  excavation  which  is  planned  to  continue  for  five  years. 

The  fifth  season  of  collaboration  between  the  Museum  and  the  British  School  of 
Archaeology  in  the  excavation  of  the  Old  City  of  Jerusalem,  Jordan,  took  place 
in  the  summer  of  1967.  The  Museum  was  supported  in  this  effort  by  the  University 
of  Toronto,  the  University  of  Trinity  College,  McGill  University,  Trent  University, 
Carleton  University,  Waterloo-Lutheran  University  and  by  private  contributions. 
Representatives  of  several  of  these  institutions  participated.  Dr.  A.  D.  Tushingham 
was  head  of  the  Canadian  party  and  Associate  Director  of  the  expedition,  the 
Director  being  Miss  Kathleen  M.  Kenyon,  Principal  of  St.  Hugh's  College,  Oxford. 

As  in  past  years,  the  major  interest  of  the  expedition  has  been  to  elucidate  the 
limits  of  the  ancient  city  at  different  points  in  its  history.  This,  in  fact,  means  the 
discovery  and  dating  of  the  lines  of  the  walls  which  protected  the  city  at  the  different 
periods.  Our  efforts  have  resulted  in  the  definition  of  these  lines — and  so  of  the  cities 
they  contained — from  the  earliest  period  (about  1800  B.C.)  down  to  the  present 
The  extent  of  the  City  of  David  (Zion)  is  now  clear,  as  are  the  lines  which  the  walls 
followed  at  the  time  of  the  Crucifixion.  Unfortunately,  because  Jerusalem  is  a  living 
city,  it  is  not  possible  to  excavate  at  many  points  which  are  crucial  if  the  full  story  is 
to  be  told.  However,  inference — based  on  ascertained  evidence  and  probability — 
generally  leaves  little  room  for  doubt. 

Much  of  the  Chief  Archaeologist's  time  over  the  past  year  has  been  devoted  to 
research  on  the  history  of  the  Iranian  crown  jewels.  The  study  and  publication  of  this 
collection  was  assumed  by  the  Museum  two  years  ago  and  has  had  the  collaboration 
and  support  of  the  Central  Bank  of  Iran — its  custodian — and  the  government  of 
that  country.  In  connection  with  his  researches,  Dr.  Tushingham  made  a  second  visit 
to  Tehran  in  February,   1967,  and  returned  via  Moscow  and  Leningrad  to  study 
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comparable  Persian  materials  in  the  collections  of  the  Kremlin  and  the  Hermitage 
Museums.  Dr.  V.  B.  Meen,  the  Chief  Mineralogist,  who  is  responsible  for  the  study 
of  the  gems,  and  Dr.  Tushingham  have  almost  completed  the  first  draft  of  their 
manuscript  which  is  to  be  published  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press.  The  Birks 
Family  Foundation,  which  in  the  spring  of  1966  made  the  initial  study  by  eight 
persons  possible,  has  made  a  further  generous  contribution  to  the  costs  of  producing 
the  book. 

During  the  summer  of  1966,  the  Museum  made  a  further  contribution  of  £200 
to  the  important  project  which  has,  until  recently,  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  James 
Mellaart  at  the  early  Neolithic  site  of  Catal  Huyiik  in  Turkey.  Excavations  have  now 
come  to  an  end  at  this  site,  but  the  study  of  the  important  results  and  their  publica- 
tion is  being  pushed  forward. 

The  Newsletter  has  now  appeared  regularly,  on  a  monthly  basis,  for  two  years. 
The  great  interest  shown  in  the  reports  of  our  field  projects  and  in  the  technical 
means  used  to  preserve,  analyse  and  evaluate  the  objects  discovered  has  had  direct 
results.  There  is  a  growing  public  interest  not  only  in  this  aspect  of  the  Museum's 
work  but  in  the  Museum  itself.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  interest  is  often  translated 
into  tangible  support  for  the  Museum,  in  memberships  and  direct  contributions. 
Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Lucile  Hoskins,  who  has  borne  the  chief  responsibility  of 
producing  the  Newsletter. 

Dr.  T.  Cuyler  Young  and  Dr.  A.  D.  Tushingham  have  held  cross-appointments 
in  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies  of  the  University  over  the  past  year  and 
have  taken  an  active  part  in  developing  the  postgraduate  programme  for  that 
Department  leading  to  a  degree  in  archaeology. 

Over  the  past  year,  much  of  the  Chief  Archaeologist's  time  has  been  devoted  to 
earning  out  his  responsibilities  as  programme  chairman  of  the  joint  American 
Association  of  Museums/Canadian  Museums  Association  Conference  held  in  Toronto 
May  30-June  2,  1967. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Kenyon  received  his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Toronto  at  its 
spring  convocation,  1967. 

Dr.  Kenyon,  Mr.  Claus  Breede,  and  Mr.  Tom  Gantert  of  the  R.C.A.F.,  attended 
the  Underwater  Archaeology  Conference  held  in  Miami  at  the  end  of  the  March  and 
Dr.  Kenyon  presented  a  report  of  underwater  archaeological  activities  in  Ontario. 
As  noted,  the  three  men  then  proceeded  to  British  Honduras  to  carry  out  underwater 
investigations  of  the  pond  at  Altun  Ha.  Mr.  Claus  Breede  remained  in  British 
Honduras  with  Dr.  Pendergast  to  assist  in  mapping,  planning  and  drawing  of 
artifacts.  His  appointment  to  the  staff  a  year  ago  has  been  of  great  value  for  he 
possesses  many  skills  and  much  enthusiasm. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  additional  staff  at  the  curatorial  level  to  assist  in  our  field 
projects.  Even  though  there  have  been  funds  available  to  hire  an  historic  archaeologist, 
no  recruit  with  the  required  qualifications  has  been  found.  Also  our  archaeological 
work  in  British  Honduras  requires  attention  for  a  full  twelve  months  in  each  year 
and  an  expert  is  needed  for  this  as  well  as  to  take  responsibility  for  the  important 
Central  American  collections  which  the  Museum  now  has.  Unfortunately,  space 
restrictions  in  the  Museum  make  a  suitable  appointment  difficult  in  the  immediate 
future. 

The  Chief  Archaeologist  expresses  to  the  Director,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
other  officers  of  the  Museum,  his  appreciation  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  and 
the  support  they  have  given  to  the  projects  under  his  supervision.  The  archaeological 
programme  may  seem  to  be  a  lively  one,  but  the  responsibility  of  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  in  this  regard  is  far  greater  than  we  can  meet  with  the  present  staff,  funds 
and  space.  Negotiations  are  under  way  for  excavations  at  Taima,  in  Saudi  Arabia, 
and  the  authorities  have  assured  us  that  we  will  be  granted  a  permit  for  the  work.  But 
the  Museum  should  be  the  focus  for  Canadian  archaeological  efforts  abroad;  its 
experience,  collections  and  staff  all  qualify  it  for  this  position.  But  if  it  is  to  assume 
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this  leadership,  it  will  need  the  support — so  far  almost  unsolicited — of  the  federal 
government  and  far  broader  sources  of  money  and  staff  than  have  been  available  up 
to  now. 

Canadiana  Department 

Mr.  Donald  Webster,  curator,  reports  that  as  was  to  be  expected  in  Centennial 
Year  his  Department  has  been  extremely  active.  It  has  held  six  exhibitions  and  the 
popular  In  a  Canadian  Attic  has  been  continued.  The  exhibitions  included:  La  Belle 
Province,  watercolours  and  oils  of  early  Quebec  from  the  Department's  collections; 
Canadian  Profile,  19th  and  early  20th  Century  Photographs  by  William  Notman  of 
Montreal,  circulated  by  the  McCord  Museum,  McGill  University;  Ships  and  the  Sea, 
paintings  and  prints  of  vessels,  maritime  scenes,  and  naval  engagements,  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  centuries,  from  the  Department  collections;  An  Old  Canadian 
Winter,  paintings,  watercolours,  and  prints,  from  the  Department  collections,  of 
nineteenth-century  winter  scenes  and  activities;  Sculptures  anciennes  du  Canada 
frangais,  eighteenth-  to  twentieth-century  Quebec  woodcarving  and  cabinetwork,  in- 
cluding figurines  and  religious  articles  from  the  collection  of  Mrs.  Nettie  M.  Sharpe, 
St.  Lambert,  Quebec,  and  armoire  doors  and  recent  furniture  acquisitions  in  the 
Department  collections;  Discovery  and  Mapping  of  Upper  Canada,  fifteenth-  to 
nineteenth-century  maps,  from  the  collection  of  Dr.  Alexander  MacDonald,  illus- 
trating the  cartography  of  Upper  Canada. 

Demands  for  loans  were  equally  heavy  and  the  Department  was  happy  to  help 
other  institutions  whenever  possible. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  increasing  activity  in  field  work.  On  December  10  and 
11,  1966,  and  from  March  13  to  24,  1967,  this  Department  excavated  the  site  of 
the  Brantford  stoneware  pottery  (1849-1905)  at  Brantford,  Ontario.  This  was  a 
salvage  operation  conducted  under  considerable  pressure  of  time  and  inclement 
weather  conditions,  but  was  eminently  successful.  A  preliminary  report  has  been  made 
to  the  Ontario  Historic  Sites  Board;  an  article  has  been  prepared  for  Meeting  Place, 
and  a  full  report  and  survey  will  be  prepared  for  Historic  Sites  and  museum 
publication  early  in  1967-68. 

On  June  15,  excavations  began  at  the  William  Eby  pottery,  Conestogo,  Ontario 
under  Dr.  Walter  Kenyon,  an  operation  requiring  about  10  working  days  and  com- 
pleted prior  to  July  1,  1967. 

The  Curator  has  published  in  Canadian  Collector  and  Meeting  Place  and  his 
new  book,  American  Decorated  Stoneware  Pottery,  is  with  the  publisher.  Mr.  Gerald 
Stevens'  new  book,  One  Hundred  Years  of  Canadian  Glass,  is  also  with  the  publisher. 
Mary  Allodi's  catalogue  of  Watercolours  in  the  ROM  Collection  is  now  complete, 
and  could  quickly  be  made  ready  for  museum  publication  when  funds  are  available. 

The  Curator  has  lectured  to  numerous  groups  in  Ontario,  largely  on  furniture 
and  pottery,  has  taken  part  in  University  of  Toronto  and  McMaster  University  exten- 
sion series  and  made  numerous  appearances  on  CBC-TV  and  CTV,  and  various 
radio  programmes.  Mrs.  Helen  Ignatieff  has  lectured  to  groups  in  Toronto  and 
Montreal.  Mr.  Gerald  Stevens  has  taken  part  in  a  McMaster  University  seminar  and 
a  Corning  Museum  of  Glass  seminar.  The  Curator,  Mrs.  Ignatieff,  Miss  Biggar,  and 
Mr.  Stevens  lectured  to  students  as  part  of  the  Museum's  Fine  Arts  324  course. 

On  June  5,  four  students  started  a  summer  task  of  recataloguing  the  collection 
of  approximately  8,000  prints,  unframing  prints  on  racks,  and  carrying  out  a  general 
rematting  of  pictures.  The  latter  is  now  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  collection. 
The  main  objective  of  a  complete  recataloguing  of  the  print  collection  is  the  prepara- 
tion of  separate  subject  area  catalogues  for  publication. 

With  the  aid  of  volunteers  of  the  Members'  Committee,  the  cataloguing  of  books 
has  continued  through  the  year.  During  May,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Museum's 
Library  staff  working  with  Miss  Janet  Holmes,  all  outstanding  cataloguing  of  books 
in  the  Department  library  was  completed. 
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Book  and  publication  acquisitions  during  the  year  have  been  considerable.  Our 
library  budget  of  $275,  as  expected,  proved  to  be  insufficient  for  even  very  minimum 
essential  purchases.  From  this  allowance  and  the  Sigmund  Samuel  endowment  funds, 
the  Department,  by  the  end  of  April  30,  spent  more  than  $1,100  for  books  and  other 
publications. 

In  September,  1966,  Miss  Elisabeth  Head  joined  the  Department  as  depart- 
mental secretary.  Miss  June  Biggar,  curatorial  assistant,  resigned  effective  March  30, 
1967,  and  in  thanking  her  for  her  many  able  and  energetic  contributions,  the  Depart- 
ment also  wishes  her  good  fortune  in  her  new  career. 

The  year  has  been  most  enriching  in  acquisitions  and  support.  Approximately  two 
hundred  items  entered  the  Department  of  which  the  most  important  were:  two 
watercolours,  UA  Group  of  Indian  Men  and  Women"  and  "A  White  Trader  in  Cloak 
and  Fur  Hat,"  circa  1800;  a  tall  clock  of  mixed  woods,  circa  1860,  belonging  to  Sir 
John  A.  Macdonald,  the  gift  of  Mr.  E.  Murray  Leahey;  one  bird's-eye  maple, 
Hepplewhite  style  chest  of  drawers,  Nova  Scotia,  circa  1830;  one  tin  and  sheet  iron 
weathercock,  Quebec,  mid-nineteenth  century;  one  ink  and  wash  drawing  "The  City 
of  Quebec  from  the  Anchorage,  1809,"  by  Francis  Beaufort;  and  a  pine  cupboard, 
Germanic  influence,  circa  1830,  Peterborough  County,  Ontario. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  following  foundations  and  organizations  with- 
out whose  generous  support  this  Department,  a  vista,  so  to  speak,  of  Canadian  history 
and  culture,  would  have  been  denied  some  most  important  objects. 

The  following  benefactions  and  grants  have  been  received  to  April  30,  1967: 
the  J.  P.  Bickell  Foundation,  $6,000,  for  the  purchase  of  a  collection  of  armoire  doors ; 
the  Laidlaw  Foundation,  $5,100,  for  the  purchase  of  an  eighteenth-century  Quebec 
commode;  the  MacLean  Foundation,  $3,000,  for  the  purchase  of  a  pine  diamond- 
point  armoire,  Quebec,  late  eighteenth  century;  sustaining  members,  Junior  League 
of  Toronto,  $150,  for  the  purchase  of  the  watercolour,  "H.M.S.  Barque  Wanderer, 
Aground  in  the  St.  Lawrence,  Quebec,"  circa  1810;  the  Ontario  Historic  Sites  Board, 
$2,800,  for  pottery  works  excavations  at  Conestogo  and  Markham,  Ontario,  and  glass 
factory  excavations  at  Mallorytown,  Ontario ;  the  Ontario  Historic  Sites  Board,  $300, 
for  stoneware  pottery  excavations  at  Brantford. 

Total  attendance,  including  school  groups,  for  the  Canadiana  Galleries  from 
July  1,  1966,  through  April  30,  1967,  was  22,714,  an  increase  of  1,528  over  the  same 
period  in  1965-66.  It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  these  collections  are  not  with  the 
main  body  of  the  R.O.M.  where  they  would  be  enjoyed  by  forty  times  as  many 
visitors. 

Conservation  Department 

Two  varieties  of  crystal  observed  on  tin  pannikins  recovered  from  the  Winnipeg 
River  have  been  identified  as  compounds  that  have  not  been  reported  hitherto  to 
occur  in  nature.  In  co-operation  with  the  Mineralogy  Department,  study  of  these 
crystals  is  proceeding  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  acceptance  as  new  minerals  by 
the  appropriate  international  committee. 

We  are  co-operating  with  the  Arbeitsgemeinschaft  fur  Metallurgie  of  the  Wiir- 
tembergisches  Landesmuseum  in  Stuttgart  in  the  spectrographic  study  of  Irish  gold 
by  providing  minute  samples  from  four  objects  in  our  collection. 

A  study  of  native  copper  used  by  the  Indians  for  artifacts  in  the  collections  is 
under  consideration  as  a  topic  for  postgraduate  study  by  the  Department  of  Metal- 
lurgy and  Materials  Science  of  the  University. 

Data  obtained  during  a  study  of  the  possibility  of  humidifying  the  European 
galleries  have  been  shared  with  the  engineers  at  a  time  when  they  were  estimating 
the  cost  of  humidincation.  Records  of  relative  humidity  and  temperature  in  Exhibi- 
tion Hall  have  been  obtained  regularly  to  serve  as  an  indication  of  the  behaviour  of 
the  automatic  conditioning  equipment.  A  recorder  is  to  be  installed  also  in  the 
European  galleries  in  order  to  obtain  data  in  preparation  for  humidification  at  some 
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future  date.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  record  that  an  account  of  the  provision  of  a 
high  relative  humidity  for  the  exhibition  of  Japanese  Art  Treasures  has  been  con- 
tributed to  the  programme  of  a  conference  on  museum  climatology  to  be  held  by 
LLC.  in  London  during  September,  1967. 

The  Department  was  opened  to  visitors  to  the  joint  meetings  of  the  Canadian 
and  American  Associations  of  Museums  and  to  museum  staff. 

Extensive  assistance  has  been  given  to  the  European  Department  in  cleaning  and 
restoring  their  exhibits  for  the  renovated  Armour  Court.  Material  has  been  provided 
for  the  vapour-phase  inhibition  of  rusting  and  advice  given  on  the  provision  of  a 
cooler  environment  for  the  more  susceptible  of  the  objects.  Assistance  has  also  been 
given  to  Canadiana  and  to  the  Textile  and  other  departments  as  required  by  their 
exhibition  programmes. 

Vandalism  in  the  galleries  has  continued,  the  result  of  a  shortage  of  guards. 
About  twenty  examples  of  damage  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  during 
the  year. 

Special  lectures  given  by  R.  M.  Organ  are  as  follows:  In  the  R.O.M.  series 
Digging  into  the  Past,  on  "The  Conservators'  Contribution  to  Archaeology";  at  an 
international  conference  on  Historic  Archaeology  held  in  Dallas,  on  "The  Conserva- 
tion of  Iron  Objects";  at  a  colloquium  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
on  the  problems  of  conservation  presented  by  ancient  silver;  and  on  the  "Methods 
and  Purposes  of  Electrolytic  Reduction  of  Metal  Antiquities"  at  the  meeting  of  the 
American  group  of  the  International  Institute  for  Conservation  in  May. 

A  series  of  twenty  lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  Conservation  have  been  delivered 
to  those  members  of  the  museum  staff  who  wished  to  attend.  The  greatest  attendance 
at  any  one  lecture  numbered  28,  drawn  from  thirteen  departments. 

Lectures  given  outside  Toronto  have  been  repeated  within  the  Department  for 
the  benefit  of  our  own  staff  and,  as  problems  arose,  informal  talks  have  been  given 
on  the  theory  of  the  various  techniques  brought  into  use  for  specific  purposes.  Tech- 
nicians attached  to  other  departments  have  attended  on  these  occasions. 

With  the  aid  of  the  Director  and  through  the  generosity  of  the  Chairman  of 
CFTO  a  videotape  transfer  of  the  "University  of  the  Air"  programme  on  "Conserva- 
tion at  the  R.O.M."  has  been  acquired.  It  was  shown  at  the  LLC.  annual  general 
meetings  in  Ottawa  in  May  and  was  attended  by  about  150  conservators. 

The  staff  increased  in  number  and  particular  importance  is  attached  to  the 
future  addition  of  a  second  scientist  competent  in  metallography  and  chemical 
analysis.  The  need  in  the  Museum  for  studies  of  the  materials  of  archaeological 
objects  is  pressing. 

Provision  of  working  space  for  this  member  has  been  made  possible  by  addition 
of  a  third  room  to  the  Department.  Much-needed  space  for  the  safe  housing  of 
paintings  while  they  await  cleaning  and  relining  can  now  be  provided  and  the 
augmented  departmental  records  and  library  can  also  expand  a  little  and  become 
more  accessible  to  the  larger  staff. 

New  equipment  has  also  been  acquired,  most  of  it  of  a  kind  immediately  useful 
in  actual  conservation  procedures  or  in  the  control  of  these  procedures.  Perhaps  the 
most  important  item  is  a  still,  together  with  a  150-gallon  reservoir,  from  which 
to  fill  our  new  large  sinks.  Until  now,  water  of  distilled  quality  has  only  been  available 
in  small  quantities. 

Examination  of  34  objects  was  made  for  six  departments,  using  microscopes 
and  facilities  for  chemical  analysis  already  available  to  us,  together  with  the  X-ray 
diffraction  unit  in  the  Mineralogy  Department.  Condition  reports  were  made  of 
945  objects.  At  least  350  objects  passed  through  the  Department  for  repairs,  restora- 
tion or  conservation  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  the  several  hundred 
objects  in  the  armour  collection  that  have  received  routine  attention. 

In  June  the  Curator  left  the  Museum  to  join  the  Smithsonian,  Washington, 
where  the  equipment  exists  for  the  kind  of  advanced  work  to  which  he  wishes  to 
devote  his  energies. 
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Egyptian  Department 

A  historic  event  in  the  life  of  the  Museum  was  the  official  division,  in  October, 
of  the  former  Near  Eastern  Department  into  two  separate  departments:  the  Egyptian 
Department  and  the  West  Asian  Department.  The  Curator  takes  the  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Director  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  for  their  efficiency  and  understanding 
in  bringing  about  this  administrative  change,  which  is  natural  and  very  desirable  in 
a  developing  institution.  West  Asia  and  the  Islamic  Near  East  are  valuable  and 
proper  peripheral  studies  for  an  Egyptologist  but  the  twenty-year  curatorial  respon- 
sibility for  all  three  areas,  assumed  of  necessity,  is  now  gratefully  relinquished.  Even 
without  the  complications  of  extended  absences  on  field  work  and  University  commit- 
ments outside  the  Museum  it  is  in  practice  impossible  in  this  complex  institution  for  a 
curator  to  avoid  some  responsibility  for  decisions  made  by  his  department.  Division 
was  the  logical  means  of  giving  Dr.  Young  full  responsibility  for  a  growing  department 
covering  a  large  part  of  the  Middle  East.  It  will  also  give  the  Curator  more  time 
to  concentrate  on  the  development  and  publication  of  the  Egyptian  collection. 

The  work  which  the  departmental  reorganization  involved  interfered  less  with 
this  year's  normal  productivity  than  the  temporary  loss  of  the  study-room  that  will 
be  shared  by  the  two  new  departments.  This  study-room  has  been  rendered  useless 
and  its  material  inaccessible  by  the  construction  work  in  the  west-central  area  of  the 
second  floor.  No  space  exists  to  spread  out,  classify  and  study  large  groups  of  objects 
even  for  projects  which  do  not  involve  the  now  inaccessible  material  awaiting 
accommodation  in  drawers  and  cupboards  yet  to  be  installed. 

In  spite  of  the  natural  frustrations  caused  by  this  situation  the  success  of  the 
construction  now  nearing  completion  is  becoming  evident.  Not  only  will  it  furnish 
new  desperately  needed  work  and  storage  space  for  the  three  departments  concerned 
but  it  will  improve  the  proportions  of  the  gallery,  where  the  original  plan  for  the 
partitioning  of  the  space  has  at  last  been  put  into  effect.  It  is  gratifying,  too,  to  see 
that  Dr.  Young's  office,  whose  removal  to  this  area  had  been  recommended  by  the 
undersigned  as  the  only  possible  relief  for  our  space  problems,  is  at  last  becoming 
habitable. 

Comparatively  little  gallery  work  was  accomplished  during  the  year,  having  been 
hampered  by  the  lack  of  work  space.  However  about  one  hundred  explanatory  labels 
were  re-typed  on  the  justifying  typewriter,  with  checked  and,  in  many  cases,  revised 

coP>'- 

Short  of  complete  reinstallation  in  modern  cases,  lighting  is  the  most  urgent  need 

in  the  galleries.  The  six  lighted  wall-cases  in  the  Second  Egyptian  Gallery,  which  were 

not  completed  until  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  clearly  demonstrate  the 

advantage  of  such  lighting. 

Several  minor  changes  and  improvements  were  made  in  the  galleries,  carrying 
on  the  progressive  work  of  illustrating  ancient  daily  life  and  technology.  Among  these 
were  the  reorganization  of  the  metal-working  and  faience  exhibits  in  the  Second 
Gallery. 

With  the  completion  of  the  gallery  part  of  the  location  file,  work  on  the  study- 
room  and  storage  parts  of  this  project  has  been  interrupted.  The  storage  material 
must  first  be  reorganized,  and  nothing  can  be  done  with  it  until  the  cabinet-work 
for  the  study-room  is  completed.  In  the  meantime  in  collaboration  with  the  Registra- 
tion Department  work  has  progressed  on  the  recataloguing  of  the  "Yellow  Book" 
entries  into  the  card  accession-index.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  assignment  of  new 
numbers  by  the  end  of  June.  The  typing  of  the  stencils  for  the  cards  is  being  done 
in  the  Egyptian  Department,  as  this  work  involves  rearrangement,  checking  and 
sometimes  revision  of  the  given  information  in  the  case  of  old  entries.  When  all  the 
"Yellow  Book"  entries  have  been  assigned  new  numbers  (a  total  of  almost  4,000 
items),  the  re-numbering  of  the  objects  themselves  in  order  of  accessibility  can  start. 

The  19  fragments  of  Amarna  relief  acquired  in  1965  have  been  catalogued  in 
detail  and  photographed. 

Picture  files,  clipping  files,  slides,  subject  indexes  and  other  aids  to  the  general 
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care  and  interpretation  of  the  collection  and  to  research  have  been  worked  on  as 
usual. 

The  Curator  undertook  the  following  research  projects:  detailed  study  of  the 
nineteen  Amarna  reliefs  mentioned  above  with  a  view  to  publication ;  an  unpublished 
graffito  discovered  by  her  near  Buhen  (Sudanese  Nubia),  on  which  she  will  read  a 
paper  at  the  International  Congress  of  Orientalists  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
next  August;  research  in  connection  with  the  final  publication  of  the  Predynastic 
human  figures  in  the  collection,  completed  after  reading  a  paper  on  the  same  subject 
at  the  1965  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Research  Centre  in  Egypt  in  Chicago. 

In  addition  to  a  very  few  informal  talks  to  outside  groups,  the  curator  also 
delivered  an  illustrated  lecture  course  (one  hour  a  week)  on  Egyptian  art  and 
archaeology  as  part  of  the  first  year  Near  Eastern  History  course  at  University  College 
and  participated  in  the  planning  of  the  graduate  programme  in  archaeology, 
Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies. 

The  Museum  contributed  $1,000  to  the  excavations  of  the  Egypt  Excavation 
Society  at  Saqquara,  directed  by  Professor  W.  B.  Emery,  for  the  second  season. 

As  the  member  of  the  University  of  Toronto  faculty  most  familiar  with  the  total 
record  of  the  American  Research  Centre  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  absence  abroad  of  the 
other  senior  Egyptologist  on  the  campus,  the  Curator  was  pleased  to  write  a  brief 
account  of  the  A.R.C.E.  expressing  appreciation  of  the  University's  decision  to 
become  a  Research  Supporting  Member  of  the  Society.  This  memorandum  was 
prompted  by  the  hope  that  the  Museum  may  eventually  participate  in,  or  even 
initiate,  field-work  in  Egypt.  During  the  year  there  has  been  some  discussion,  in 
informal  conversations,  of  the  possibility  that  the  University  of  Toronto  might 
excavate  in  Egypt  in  the  near  future.  On  his  own  initiative  Dr.  Redford  planned  to 
visit  the  Delta  during  the  summer  of  1967  to  investigate  possible  sites,  particularly 
Tell  el  Maskhuta.  For  this  project  he  obtained  limited  official  sponsorship  from  the 
President's  Office.  That  the  Museum  ought  to  take  part  in  such  a  venture,  should 
it  materialize,  is  agreed.  The  professional  and  material  advantages  of  taking  some 
initiative  in  negotiations  are  obvious,  and  the  Museum's  opportunities  in  Egypt  for 
years  to  come  might  benefit  by  a  thorough  study  of  the  matter. 

It  is  unfortunate  not  to  be  able  to  record,  in  this  auspicious  year,  even  the  minor 
Egyptian  accessions  usually  included  in  the  annual  report.  The  material  returns  from 
last  year's  contribution  to  the  Egypt  Exploration  Society  have  not  yet  arrived  owing 
to  postponement  of  the  division  and  of  an  exhibition  to  be  held  by  the  Society  in 
London.  We  have  been  assured  that  the  division  has  been  generous  and  that  we  shall 
receive  a  fine  selection. 

The  most  exciting  and  exasperating  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  continuing 
effort  to  acquire  the  18th-Dynasty  wall-painting,  offered  at  the  reasonable  figure  of 
$25,000  U.S.  The  Museum's  Egyptian  collection  contains  no  wall-paintings;  they 
are  indeed  very  rarely  seen  outside  of  Egypt  on  account  of  their  fragility.  This  would 
have  been  a  fitting  gift  to  the  Museum  during  the  year  but  with  the  hopelessly 
inadequate  purchase  funds  available  to  the  Museum  this  great  opportunity  was  lost. 

All  the  work  reported  in  the  above  paragraphs  has  been  constantly  interrupted, 
as  is  normal  and  right,  by  attending  to  inquiries  by  mail  and  receiving  visitors.  There 
have  been  colleagues  from  other  North  American  centres,  from  Europe  and  from  the 
Near  East.  Students,  teachers,  writers,  broadcasters  and  advertisers  have  come  with 
inquiries  of  all  sorts  and  the  usual  number  of  objects  were  submitted  for  examination. 
It  has  been  rewarding,  as  always,  to  co-operate  with  specialists  in  other  fields  of  study. 
In  medicine  alone  we  were  approached  this  year  by  three  different  scholars;  we  pro- 
vided mummy-tissue  and  literature  to  a  pathologist  for  histological  study  (receiving 
copies  of  the  resulting  micro-photographs,  unintelligible  to  us  but  potentially  useful), 
exchanged  information  on  ancient  Egyptian  teeth  with  a  professor  of  dental  research, 
and  produced  specimens,  literature  and  ancient  pictures  for  a  doctor  specializing  in 
arthritis  who  is  interested  in  ancient  headrests  in  connection  with  research  on  sleeping 
habits.  Special  bibliographies  were  prepared  for  groups.  A  textile  and  several  items 
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from  our  picture  file  were  lent  for  a  special  exhibition  to  the  Textile  School  at 
Hamilton,  through  the  offices  of  the  Du  Pont  Company  of  Canada.  These  are  but 
a  few  examples  of  the  "reference  work"  done  during  the  year. 

Miss  Geraldine  Bull  resigned  as  departmental  secretary  to  study  in  France.  She 
has  been  replaced  by  Miss  Elspeth  Bogle,  who  graduated  this  spring  from  the 
University  of  Toronto,  General  Arts  Course.  Mr.  Hadaway  leaves  this  Department 
at  the  end  of  June  to  work  full-time  in  the  West  Asian  Department.  He  will  be 
replaced  by  Mr.  Nick  Wasiliw,  another  graduate  of  the  Central  Technical  School, 
Art  Department,  whose  appointment  is  also  full-time.  The  Curator  wishes  to  record 
here  the  excellent  work  Mr.  Hadaway  has  done  since  he  came  to  the  Museum  in 
September,  1965.  The  established  post  of  curatorial  assistant  in  this  Department  has 
not  yet  been  filled.  Such  a  curatorial  assistant  is  urgently  needed  to  allow  the  Curator 
more  time  for  publication,  teaching  and  general  work  with  the  collection  during  her 
remaining  years  at  the  Museum,  and  to  provide  continuity  and  adequate  assistance 
for  a  successor. 

Department  of  Ethnology 

Dr.  E.  S.  Rogers  reports  that,  beginning  in  July,  1966,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Wood,  approximately  20,000  specimens  were  moved  from  unsatisfactory  storage 
in  the  Borden  Building  to  new  storage  facilities  in  the  Museum.  Unfortunately,  this 
necessitated  the  closing  of  galleries  to  make  room  for  the  essential  move.  A  study/ 
laboratory  was  created  and  all  the  specimens  were  classified,  recorded  and  stored  as 
they  should  be.  Three  hundred  were  properly  catalogued. 

With  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Wenner-Gren  Foundation,  a  programme  of 
training  for  anthropology  students  during  the  summer  months  for  museum  work 
started.  They  received  training  in  the  collections  and  visited  other  departments  where 
they  also  received  instruction.  The  two  mainly  concerned  continued  to  assist  on  a 
part-time  basis  during  their  academic  year. 

An  inventory  of  all  the  major  departmental  holdings  was  compiled  and  for- 
warded to  the  Committee  on  Anthropological  Research  in  Museums  which  has  been 
sponsored  by  the  American  Anthropological  Association  and  the  Wenner-Gren 
Foundation.  More  than  one  thousand  specimens  were  photographed,  filed  according 
to  accession  number  and  classified  according  to  type  and  culture  area. 

Loans  were  made  to  thirteen  university,  school  and  gallery  organizations, 
including  three  to  Expo  '67. 

The  Department  received  approximately  180  gifts,  a  number  of  which  are  of 
major  significance.  Needless  to  say  it  looks  forward  to  the  time  when  it  will  be  able 
to  show  Canadians  and  foreign  visitors  alike  much  more  of  its  very  valuable  material. 
With  this  in  mind  it  was  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that  the  Display  Department 
undertook  to  redesign  the  present  galleries  which  have,  through  lack  of  money, 
remained  untouched  for  nearly  three  decades.  A  most  stimulating  model  was  made 
and  photographed  with  a  view  to  interesting  a  benefactor  in  this  long  overdue 
reorganization.  It  is  a  source  of  profound  disquiet  that  even  our  many  thousands 
of  children  who  visit  the  Museum  cannot  experience  through  the  galleries  this  aspect 
of  Canada's  culture. 

The  Department  co-operated  with  the  National  Film  Board  in  Montreal  in  the 
preparation  of  film  strips  to  be  distributed  throughout  schools  in  Canada,  the  United 
States  and  Europe.  Two  of  these  films  were  made  during  the  year,  one  showing  the 
life  and  customs  of  the  Subarctic  Indians  and  the  other  those  of  the  Plains  Indians. 
The  Department  did  the  research  for  this  and  used  its  own  collections. 

The  public  has  continued  to  draw  heavily  on  the  resources  of  the  Department. 
Expo  '67,  the  Centennial  Train,  small  historical  museums,  public  libraries,  the  CBC, 
publishers  and  other  universities  all  profited,  as  indeed  they  should.  The  growing 
interest  in  primitive  art  and  the  increased  number  of  private  collectors  creates  much 
enjoyable  work  for  the  staff.  At  the  request  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art,  a  display 
of  specially  selected  material  was  arranged  for  the  benefit  of  students. 
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In  all,  sixteen  talks  were  given  at  the  unveiling  of  plaques  for  the  Ontario 
Archaeological  and  Historic  Sites  Board,  for  television,  radio  and  other  agencies.  The 
Curator  also  gave  two  papers  and  attended  eleven  conferences.  Father  Trudeau  of 
St.  Paul's  University,  Ottawa,  and  the  Curator  have  initiated  the  planning  of  a 
meeting  next  fall  of  university  and  government  personnel  involved  in  Indian  research 
projects  to  discuss  mutual  plans  and  their  work.  An  integrated  programme  of  research, 
designed  for  a  five-year  period  and  involving  ethno-biological  field-work,  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests.  Miss  Loraine  Spencer  has, 
for  the  past  eight  months,  been  engaged  on  a  Bibliography  of  the  Patricias,  Ontario, 
which  now  amounts  to  nearly  one  thousand  titles  and  is  near  completion.  The 
Department  continued  its  customary  services  to  graduate  students  and  the  University 
in  general. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  developments  was  the  formation  of  a  Committee 
for  Arctic  and  Subarctic  Research  which  had  been  requested  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment. On  the  request  of  the  Research  Board,  the  Director  served  as  chairman  and 
the  Curator  as  secretary.  The  Curator  also  acted  as  consultant  for  five  other  organiza- 
tions and  for  the  fourth  year  continued  his  work  on  the  Parry  Island  project.  A  grant 
from  the  Committee  for  Arctic  and  Subarctic  Research  enabled  him  to  initiate  a 
project  on  the  Webique  Indians.  A  colouring  book  for  children  entitled  Canadian 
Indians  appeared  and  six  more  serious  publications  are  in  course  of  writing. 

European  Department 

Mr.  Hickl-Szabo,  Assistant  Curator-in-charge,  reports  that  the  main  activity  of 
the  year  was  the  complete  renovation  of  the  Armour  Court,  as  a  result  of  which  this 
important  and  handsome  area,  the  first  seen  by  a  visitor  to  the  Museum,  creates  a 
distinguished  impression.  The  fine  collection  of  arms  and  armour  is  also  properly 
visible  for  the  first  time.  The  watch  collection  was  properly  arranged  and  displayed 
in  lighted  cases,  as  also  a  case  of  Chinese  export-wares. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  has  been  busy  preparing  for  future  exhibitions  such 
as  Glass  and  Iron  and  Prized  Possessions  and  active  in  research  for  publications.  Miss 
Ferguson  has  worked  on  the  watches  and  clocks,  on  a  group  of  painters  at  the  Derby 
Factory  as  illustrated  by  objects  in  the  Museum's  collection  and  on  the  whole  collec- 
tion of  arms  and  armour.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  Conservation 
Department,  the  carpenters  and  preparators  in  creating  this  gallery  at  a  time  when 
they  were  under  considerable  pressure  for  other  work. 

Mr.  Brett  continued  his  research  on  the  history  of  English  pottery  for  his  third 
book  which  will  deal  with  the  Museum's  collection  of  English  wares.  This  early 
pottery  is  one  of  the  strong  points  of  the  collection  which  has  hitherto  not  received 
its  due  recognition.  The  Assistant  Curator-in-charge  has  worked  on  an  article  entitled 
the  "Iconography  of  The  Fall  of  Man,"  some  preliminary  investigation  of  the  fine 
Romanesque  capital  presented  by  Mrs.  John  David  Eaton  in  1964  and,  of  course,  on 
the  arms  and  armour.  It  is  natural  that  this  Department  should  be  called  upon  to 
answer  many  questions  from  the  public,  a  service  which  it  renders  with  pleasure  and 
which  occasionally  results  in  valuable  additions  to  the  collections. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  gave  a  total  of  forty  lectures  during  the  year.  Mr. 
Brett's  second  book  Dinner  is  Served,  which  deals  with  eating  habits  in  England  from 
the  Middle  Ages  to  1900,  is  now  in  the  press  and  he  has  published  two  articles.  Miss 
Ferguson  has  written  one  article  and  Mr.  Hickl-Szabo  has  completed  four,  one  of 
which,  on  "Stained  Glass  Panels"  in  the  Museum,  will  appear  in  Rotunda,  the  new 
R.O.M.  Bulletin. 

Among  the  22  accessions  most  notable  was  the  collection  from  the  Miss  Aileen 
Larkin  Bequest.  It  is  a  source  of  great  regret  that  the  Museum  was  not  able  to  take 
advantage  of  a  number  of  very  fine  opportunities  to  acquire  excellent  material  for 
relatively  small  outlay  due  to  the  inadequate  purchase  fund.  Such  opportunities  are 
becoming  increasingly  rare  and  Canada  is  the  loser.  The  European  Department  is  in 
need  of  considerable  financial  support  to  help  it  raise  its  collections  to  a  higher  level 
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and  to  fill  serious  gaps.  It  is,  at  times,  difficult  to  convince  the  public  of  the  urgency 
of  this  task. 

Far  Eastern  Department 

Mr.  Trubner  reports  that  this  year,  although  lacking  the  excitement  and  constant 
pressure  of  a  large  exhibition,  enabled  the  Department  to  catch  up  with  postponed 
research  and  projects.  Work  continued  on  recataloguing  the  extensive  storage  collec- 
tions, and  on  making  the  card  catalogue  file  consistent  by  transferring  all  information 
to  large  format  cards. 

The  Department's  new  acquisitions,  gifts  as  well  as  purchases,  were  catalogued 
and  placed  on  exhibition. 

Mrs.  Murray  Bell  again  worked  in  the  Department  during  the  year,  continuing 
the  mounting  and  labelling  of  record  photographs  of  Museum  objects  and  compara- 
tive material  in  other  collections.  The  photographic  reference  file  has  grown  over  the 
years  and  now  contains  approximately  1,000  photographs  which  are  invaluable  to 
the  staff,  students  working  on  research  projects  and  visitors.  As  in  former  years,  most 
appreciated  help  and  assistance  has  also  been  provided  by  Mrs.  Frank  H.  Ferris, 
Jr.,  for  which  the  Department  is  deeply  grateful. 

Considerable  additions  were  also  made  to  the  Department's  expanding  slide 
collection  which  is  one  of  the  basic  tools  required  for  the  teaching  of  courses  on  East 
Asian  art  at  the  University.  Among  the  major  additions  were  sets  of  slides  of  Indian 
bronze  images  and  representative  examples  chosen  from  the  renowned  collection 
of  His  Majesty  King  Gustaf  VI  Adolf  of  Sweden. 

Mr.  Trubner  and  Mrs.  Stephen  were  both  invited  to  participate  in  the  week- 
long  international  symposium  on  Asian  Art,  held  at  the  M.  H.  de  Young  Museum, 
San  Francisco,  to  mark  the  opening  of  the  Avery  Brundage  Wing  of  Oriental  Art, 
which  houses  Mr.  Brundage's  renowned  collection.  The  symposium  drew  scholars 
from  all  over  the  world. 

Mr.  Trubner  wrote  a  review  article  for  the  May,  1967,  issue  of  Antiques. 

The  entire  curatorial  stafT  of  the  Far  Eastern  Department,  including  Mrs. 
Motamedi,  former  curatorial  assistant,  collaborated  in  the  writing  of  the  catalogue 
entries  for  the  International  Fine  Arts  exhibition  Man  and  His  World  at  Expo  '67, 
published  by  the  National  Gallery,  Ottawa.  The  Far  Eastern  Department  lent  one  of 
its  major  Chinese  stone  sculptures  to  the  exhibition.  Both  Mr.  Trubner  and  Mrs. 
Stephen  attended  the  official  opening  of  the  exhibition  on  April  27. 

In  January,  1967,  the  Far  Eastern  Department  Library  received  an  important 
and  major  gift  of  rare  books  on  various  aspects  of  Japanese  art.  These  expensive 
books  were  purchased  in  Japan  by  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  presented  by 
Mr.  Ryoko  Ishikawa,  Consul  General  of  Japan,  in  Toronto,  at  an  intimate  ceremony 
held  in  the  Library  of  the  Far  Eastern  Department. 

Several  important  gifts  of  objects  have  been  given  to  the  Department  during  the 
past  year,  including  a  rare  and  very  important  Japanese,  early  seventeenth-century 
inlaid  lacquer  cabinet  of  the  Momoyama  period  (1573-1615),  the  gift  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frank  H.  Ferris,  Jr.,  and  a  group  of  early  Korean  pottery,  Silla  period,  fifth  to 
tenth  century,  the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  George  G.  R.  Harris. 

In  view  of  last  year's  major  effort  with  the  Art  Treasures  from  Japan  exhibition, 
the  Department  held  no  special  exhibition  during  the  fiscal  year,  1966-67.  An  agree- 
ment was,  however,  made  with  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  and  the  other 
participating  Museums  to  allow  a  very  important  travelling  exhibition,  The  Nasli 
and  Alice  Heeramaneck  Collection  of  Indian  and  Nepalese  Art  to  be  shown  early  in 
1968.  Formal  arrangements  for  this  were  completed  early  in  1967,  and  preparations 
for  the  installation  and  display  of  the  exhibition,  which  will  be  on  view  from  January 
22  to  March  10,  1968,  have  already  begun. 

Mr.  Trubner,  cross-appointed  in  the  University's  Department  of  East  Asian 
Studies,  taught  the  University's  fall  term  of  East  Asian  Studies  331/431,  an  honour 
course  on  The  Art  and  Archaeology  of  East  Asia.  This  was  devoted  to  "The  Buddhist 
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Art  of  India,"  followed  by  "The  Buddhist  Art  of  China  and  Japan"  in  the  spring 
term,  the  latter  taught  by  Professor  H.  Y.  Shih,  thus  completing  the  year's  programme 
devoted  to  the  Buddhist  art  of  Asia.  This  and  other  services  as  examiner  add  to  the 
resources  of  the  University. 

The  academic  staff  wrote  a  number  of  articles  and  reviews. 

Ten  accessions  of  significance  entered  the  Museum's  collection  and  the  Depart- 
ment repeats  its  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Ferris  and  Mrs.  Harris,  both  of 
whom  have  directed  their  generosity  with  an  awareness  of  those  areas  in  the  collec- 
tions which  need  strengthening.  The  Museum  will  greatly  miss  the  enthusiasm, 
connoisseurship  and  interest  which  Mrs.  Ferris  has  shown  over  the  years  she  has 
been  associated  with  it. 

Invariably,  every  year,  other  institutions  make  heavy  demands  for  loans  from  the 
Far  Eastern  collection  to  major  exhibitions.  Whenever  feasible,  the  Department  is 
happy  to  lend  to  other  museums  and  art  galleries,  so  that  our  collections  may  become 
better  known  outside  Toronto.  A  major  loan  of  objects  from  the  Yuan  Dynasty 
(1280-1368)  has  been  promised  to  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art  for  1968,  for  an 
important  exhibition,  the  first  of  its  kind  devoted  to  the  arts  of  the  Mongol  Dynasty. 
During  1966-67  the  Department  authorized  more  than  76  loans. 

Mrs.  Motamedi  left  the  Museum  in  November  to  rejoin  her  husband  in  Kabul. 
Her  position  will  be  filled  from  July,  1967,  by  Miss  Doris  Dohrenwend,  a  graduate 
student  at  the  Fogg  Art  Museum,  Harvard  University.  She  is  expected  to  complete 
her  requirements  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Fine  Arts  before  coming  to  Toronto  to 
join  the  staff  as  curatorial  assistant. 

Miss  Chung,  who  replaced  Miss  Glyn  as  Department  technician,  resigned  to 
return  to  secretarial  work,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Candace  Coates. 

Three  hundred  books,  pamphlets  and  periodicals  were  added  to  the  collection 
and  the  library  now  contains  7,986  volumes,  including  serials.  All  volumes  in  the 
Mu  Library  have  now  been  removed  to  the  Department  of  East  Asian  Studies, 
leaving  a  small  number  of  works  on  art  and  archaeology  which  have  not  been 
included  in  the  above  total.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  titles  were  catalogued.  One 
hundred  and  two  slides  have  been  accessioned,  making  a  total  of  8,402. 

Greek  and  Roman  Department 

Preliminary  to  a  planned  rearrangement  and  improvement  of  some  of  the 
gallery  exhibits,  Mrs.  Leipen,  Associate  Curator-in-charge,  has  done  research  on  the 
Coptic  and  other  early  Christian  material.  The  excellent  quality  of  this  material, 
primarily  bronzes,  pottery,  and  wood  and  bone  objects,  merits  a  more  attractive 
installation  which  is  now  in  progress  in  the  small  Coptic  Room.  Miss  Harle,  Cura- 
torial Assistant,  studied  and  re-catalogued  the  major  part  of  the  collection  in  the 
Romano-British  gallery,  particularly  the  pottery,  jewellery  and  the  bronze  and  iron 
implements. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies,  Agora  Excava- 
tions, Mrs.  Leipen  collaborated  on  one  of  the  series  of  monographs  reporting  on 
the  finds  from  the  Athenian  Agora.  She  spent  July  and  August  1966  on  the  site  in 
Athens  classifying  the  "small  finds"  of  bronze  to  be  included  in  a  comprehensive 
volume  on  Small  Finds  in  general. 

A  special  exhibition  of  the  Loch  Collection  of  Cypriote  Antiquities,  was  held 
from  October  17  to  December  26,  1966,  in  memory  of  the  late  Lionel  Massey  through 
whose  good  offices  in  1965  this  generous  gift  of  about  three  hundred  exquisite  pieces 
of  Cypriote  pottery,  sculpture,  terracottas,  glass  and  jewellery  found  a  welcome  home 
in  the  R.O.M.  An  illustrated  catalogue,  written  by  Neda  Leipen,  accompanied  the 
exhibition.  She  also  directed  and  supervised  the  installation  of  the  show. 

Three  of  the  Graeco-Roman  mummy  portraits  from  Egypt  were  sent  on  loan 
to  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Arts  to  form  part  of  a  comprehensive  special  exhibition  of 
Mummy  Portraits  from  Roman  Egypt. 

Mrs.  Leipen  gave  two  talks,  and  in  addition  to  the  major  publication  of  the 
catalogue  of  The  Loch  Collection  of  Cypriote  Antiquities,  also  wrote  "Small  Finds 
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from  the  Athenian  Agora"  for  Meeting  Place  in  the  Varsity  Graduate,  Summer, 
1967. 

A  desperate  scraping  of  the  bottom  of  the  shallow  barrel  of  R.O.M.  purchase 
funds  enabled  the  Department  to  acquire  a  Roman  mosaic  panel  from  Syria,  3rd- 
4th  century  a.d. — a  notable  addition  to  its  collections.  The  only  other  acquisitions 
this  year  were  a  small  bronze  figure  of  Eros  and  some  pieces  of  pottery. 

As  usual  the  Department  has  dealt  with  innumerable  inquiries  by  scholars, 
students,  publishers  and  members  of  the  public.  A  large  number  of  objects  brought 
to  the  Museum  were  inspected  and  identified — a  welcome  duty  and  service. 

Department  of  Philately 

Mr.  Douglas  Patrick  has  continued  to  enrich  the  Museum  with  his  enthusiasm, 
expertise  and  persuasive  good  humour.  As  a  result,  the  collections  increased  by  $600 
worth  of  Canadian  stamps  kindly  contributed  by  members  of  the  Canadian  Stamp 
Dealers'  Association.  These  stamps  bring  the  collection  up  to  date  from  1947  to  1967. 

Work  progressed  on  re-mounting  the  Canada  collection  to  the  160-page  limit 
in  one  case.  Overflow  materials  will  be  mounted  on  album  pages  supplied  by  a  friend 
who  prefers  that  his  thoughtful  donation  of  $60  shall  remain  anonymous. 

Changing  displays  in  the  small  area  off  the  lower  rotunda  have  drawn  many 
enthusiasts  to  enjoy  the  scarce  or  rare  stamps  displayed  there. 

Outstanding  exhibits  since  July,  1966,  included  Disinfected  Mail  from  1485  to 
1850,  Israel  Rarities  from  Harry  Zifkins  Collection,  and  Austrian  Christmas  Cancels. 
A  loan  collection  of  Academy  of  Medicine  Swiss  Stamps  was  shown  in  February 
1967,  and  Rare  Canadian  Coil  Postage  for  Vending  Machines  and  Old  Cork 
Canadian  Cancels  complete  the  year's  displays. 

Mr.  Patrick  co-operated  in  a  radio  programme  with  Dr.  E.  S.  Rogers,  Curator 
of  Ethnology,  on  "Beaver  Pelts"  which  was  later  converted  to  a  Globe  &  Mail  story. 
Articles  on  all  the  exhibitions  appeared  in  the  same  newspaper,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  Mr.  Patrick's  lively  radio  talks  and  articles  bring  many  visitors  to  the 
Museum.  It  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  Museum  to  have  a  more  worthy  area  in 
which  to  show  the  stamp  collections. 

Textile  Department 

For  the  past  year  the  activities  of  this  Department  have  concentrated  on  two 
major  projects:  Modesty  to  Mod,  the  Centennial  Exhibition  of  costumes  worn  in 
Canada,  and  research  in  the  field  of  Canadian  textiles. 

In  April,  1966,  an  application  to  the  Centennial  Commission  was  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Brett  and  Mrs.  Downie,  on  three  days'  notice,  for  a  grant  of  $8,500  for  the 
exhibition  and  for  a  worthy  catalogue  to  accompany  it.  In  September  the  grant  was 
approved.  During  July,  while  on  leave  of  absence  without  pay,  Mrs.  Brett  designed 
the  exhibition,  selected  the  costumes  to  be  shown  and  planned  their  arrangement.  In 
September,  in  consultation  with  Mr.  Harley  Parker,  the  design  was  finalized.  A 
number  of  costumes  of  the  later  periods  (after  1850)  had  to  be  excluded  through 
lack  of  space.  The  mounting  of  all  costumes  not  previously  photographed  was  begun 
and  photography  continued  until  the  end  of  December. 

Following  the  announcement  of  the  award  of  a  Centennial  Grant  in  October, 
Mrs.  Brett  went  to  England  for  two  weeks  to  spend  one  week  at  the  Gallery  of 
English  Costume  in  Manchester  which  houses  the  Cunnington  collection  of  English 
Costume,  the  most  important  of  its  kind  in  England  and  the  one  most  closely  related 
to  our  own  collection.  Displays  of  costumes  in  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and 
the  Assembly  Rooms  in  Bath  (the  Boris  Langley  Moore  Collection)  were  studied 
with  a  fresh  eye  and  particularly  for  hints  on  how  not  to  display  costume! 

The  Centennial  Commission  had  recommended  that  the  catalogue  should  be 
bilingual  and  a  decision  was  reached  to  translate  the  preface,  general  introduction, 
introductions  to  each  of  the  ten  sections  which  together  covered  the  period  from 
about  1780  to  1967,  and  the  captions  for  the  illustrations,  but  not  the  descriptions  of 
individual  costumes.  All  loan  material  to  be  included  in  the  catalogue  arrived  on 
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schedule  and  this  part  of  the  catalogue  was  completed  by  the  deadline  date — the 
first  week  in  January  1967.  By  the  first  week  in  February  the  descriptions  of  100  of 
the  most  important  costumes  in  the  show  were  completed  and  eight  costumes  (six  of 
which  had  to  be  remounted)  had  been  photographed  in  colour  against  drapery 
backgrounds — one  of  the  most  gruelling  and  acrobatic  sessions  in  the  whole  under- 
taking for  Mr.  Warren,  Mrs.  Zoubek  and  Mrs.  Brett. 

Not  until  nearly  the  last  week  in  February  was  it  possible  to  move  the  accumula- 
tion of  costume  mounts  and  mounting  materials  into  the  upper  part  of  the  Exhibition 
Hall.  At  the  same  time  carpentry  and  painting  also  began.  The  colours  in  each  section 
were  chosen  in  consultation  with  Mr.  Parker  who  happily  suggested  drapery  as  a 
background  for  the  1839-59  section. 

Mrs.  Brett  composed  labels,  mounted  underwear  and  other  accessories  on  panels 
and  generally  supervised  the  installation.  Mrs.  Zoubek  made  a  systematic  search 
through  the  catalogue  cards  for  all  costume  accessories  in  the  collection  which  were 
Canadian  or  were  worn  in  Canada.  When,  in  September,  the  idea  of  a  collage  of 
mod  clothes  proved  possible  she  readily  made  this  her  special  project  and  it  was 
entirely  due  to  her  efforts  that  gifts  and  loans  of  mod  clothing  from  local  boutiques 
were  obtained  and  assembled  including,  finally,  the  "turn-on"  dress.  She  designed 
and  carried  out  the  collage.  She  also  devised  and  made  the  system  of  wire  "silhouette" 
heads  for  mounting  dresses  with  hats  and  head-dresses  and  also  did  much  of  the 
mounting  of  dresses  for  photography  and  for  the  show. 

Mrs.  Burnham  rejoined  the  Department  in  September,  part-time  on  certificate; 
she  first  completed  the  pattern  drafts  which,  because  of  the  Centennial  Grant,  could 
now  be  included  in  the  catalogue  and  also  prepared  the  essential  notes  on  each 
pattern.  She  mounted  a  group  of  dresses  of  the  1925-29  period  against  figures  drawn 
from  contemporary  fashion  plates  and  fashion  plate  settings  derived  from  a  set  of 
fashion  plates  in  the  Department,  and  helped  with  the  mounting  of  costumes. 
Through  the  kind  offices  of  our  Women's  Group,  the  Department  obtained  some 
valuable  illustrative  material  at  about  the  last  moment. 

Mrs.  Jarvie  pressed  costumes  and  accessories,  almost  all  of  it  delicate  work.  Mrs. 
Zuppinger  was  almost  entirely  occupied  in  mending  and  conservation,  beginning  in 
the  spring  of  1966;  at  least  four  dresses  required  major  conservation,  skilled  work 
which  took  many  weeks  to  complete.  Mr.  Burnham  was  responsible  for  the  selection 
of  Indian  material  and  the  arrangement  and  labelling  of  that  case  and  the  group 
of  Currelly  material.  It  was  also  on  his  suggestion  that  the  projections  were  related 
to  that  material  rather  than  to  the  fashion  plates  of  1867.  The  throwing  of  projections 
on  the  curved  wall  of  the  stairway  was  Mr.  Warren's  idea.  Mrs.  Holdford  mounted 
all  the  men's  costumes.  Mrs.  Priverts  did  all  the  typing  necessary  for  the  catalogue 
and  labels.  The  Department's  two  volunteers,  Mrs.  Donald  and  Mrs.  Kilgour,  gave 
most  valuable  assistance  throughout  all  the  preparations,  and  they  were  joined  by 
Mrs.  Purchase.  The  exhibition  was  the  outcome  of  devoted  work  by  Museum  and 
volunteer  staff  and  a  worthy  contribution  to  Centennial  Year. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  spring  of  1966  Mr.  Burnham  had  been  awarded  a  Senior 
Fellowship  by  the  Canada  Council  for  research  on  textiles  made  and  used  in  Canada 
before  1900.  The  research  was  planned  in  four  phases,  of  which  three  have  been 
completed  during  the  current  year.  In  the  summer  of  1966  he  spent  three  months 
in  Quebec  and  the  Atlantic  Provinces  on  the  first  phase,  and  in  the  autumn  of  that 
year  visited  museums  in  New  York,  Boston  and  Harvard  University.  Early  in  1967,  he 
travelled  across  Canada  to  British  Columbia  and  returned  through  the  northern 
United  States,  visiting  museums  and  making  detailed  studies  of  the  Canadian  and 
related  material  in  their  collections.  The  final  phase  of  this  research  will  be  completed 
in  the  summer  of  1967. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  detailed  information,  supported  by  photographs,  has 
been  added  to  the  central  file  on  Ontario  textiles  covering  53  items,  and  to  the  file 
on  Canadian  textiles  covering  394  items.  In  addition,  photographs  and  notes  were 
made  on  a  wide  range  of  equipment. 

Apart  from  the  exhibition  722  textiles  and  costume  items  were  acquired  and  525 
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catalogued.  Naturally  this  work  has  fallen  somewhat  behind  because  of  the  time 
and  effort  required  for  the  costume  exhibition.  The  new  storage  area  in  the  Pre- 
history Gallery  has  been  used  as  temporary  storage  space  for  Canadian  costumes  and 
accessories  and  mounting  material  to  be  used  for  the  costume  exhibition.  Mrs.  Jarvie 
blocked  37  pieces  of  lace  and  eight  pieces  of  various  kinds  were  mounted  by  Mrs. 
Zuppinger.  Mr.  Burnham  laundered  twenty  textiles. 

This  year  the  Department  has  been  flooded  with  inquiries  for  information  on 
costume  worn  in  Canada  during  the  last  hundred  years  and  not  covered  by  the 
folders  Costumes  for  Canada's  Birthday  (the  Museum's  bestseller)  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Burnham.  Most  of  them  came  in  autumn  and  early  winter,  many  from  areas  far 
from  a  public  library  and  from  every  corner  of  the  country.  These  received  particular 
attention.  Numerous  visitors  came  to  the  Department  to  study  actual  costumes  which 
they  proposed  to  copy  for  their  centennial  projects.  One  dress  of  about  1900  was 
mounted,  photographed  and  lent  to  the  Ontario  Pavilion  at  Expo  '67. 

Early  in  1967,  at  the  request  of  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Textile  Museum, 
Washington,  a  brief  study  was  made  by  Mr.  Burnham  of  all  the  Chinese  rugs  and 
Chinese  ancestor  portraits  showing  rugs  in  the  Museum's  collections. 

While  in  England  Mrs.  Brett  examined  new  additions  to  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum's  collection  of  Indian  chintzes  and  reviewed  parts  of  the  typescript  of 
descriptions  of  chintzes  of  the  catalogue  raisonne  of  Indian  chintzes  at  present  being 
prepared  by  her  and  Mr.  John  Irwin,  the  Keeper  of  the  Indian  Department  of  that 
Museum. 

Other  minor  exhibitions  included  a  display  of  Canadian  Textiles  and  Weaving 
Equipment  arranged  in  three  cases  which  temporarily  enclose  the  Pre-history  storage 
area,  a  display  of  Canadian  Weaving  and  Quilts,  mostly  new  acquisitions,  set  up  in 
the  Ontario  Textile  Gallery  and  the  Small  Textile  Gallery  and  a  display  of  American 
textiles  in  the  Small  Textile  Gallery. 

Members  of  the  staff  gave  39  lectures  and  classes.  Mrs.  Priverts  made  a  number 
of  most  useful  translations  from  German  and  Russian. 

The  Textile  Department's  rich  accretions  of  gifts  from  its  many  friends  is  an 
enviable  record  and  one  which  reflects  the  interest  of  the  public  and  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  staff.  How  delightful  it  would  be  to  be  able  to  show  the  collection  more 
adequately  and  provide  better  working  conditions  for  the  curators  and  their  helpers! 
Mrs.  Edgar  Stone  continued  her  generous  gifts,  notably  in  the  field  of  oriental 
textiles,  and  the  whole  Department  must  be  congratulated  on  a  most  productive 
and  successful  year. 

West  Asian  Department 

Dr.  Cuyler  Young,  Assistant  Curator-in-charge,  reports  that  the  West  Asian 
Department  was  created  in  October,  1966,  part  way  through  the  period  covered  by 
this  report.  Thus,  much  of  this  report  represents  a  continuation  of  activities  begun 
by  the  old  Near  Eastern  Department  under  Miss  W.  Needier.  It  is  fitting  to  include 
a  word  of  thanks  to  all  those  concerned  with  the  implementation  of  the  decision  to 
divide  the  old  Near  Eastern  Department  into  the  Egyptian  and  West  Asian  Depart- 
ments. The  administrative  and  physical  chores  involved  in  the  division  took  much 
time  and  effort  but  the  fullest  co-operation  from  all  involved  resulted  in  a  minimum 
of  wasted  time.  The  result  in  nine  months  has  been  a  good  start  to  a  new  department. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  West  Asian  departmental  office  and  work  space  began 
late  in  November,  1966,  and  has  not  yet  been  completed  in  full.  Inevitably  this  has 
had  a  slightly  disruptive  effect  on  the  work  of  the  Department.  As  always,  more 
space  is  needed,  and  the  pinch  will  be  particularly  painful  from  September,  1967, 
when  two  more  full-time  staff  members  must  be  housed.  Indeed,  if  more  work  and 
office  space  is  not  found  within  the  coming  fiscal  year,  some  curtailment  of  the 
activity  of  the  Department  must  be  envisaged. 

Plans  for  the  installation  of  a  comprehensive  display  covering  the  prehistory 
of  the  Near  East,  to  be  undertaken  in  co-operation  with  the  Egyptian  Department 
and  mentioned  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Near  Eastern  Department  for  1965-66, 
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have  been  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation  due  to  the  slow  pace  of  reconstructing 
the  offices  of  this  Department  and  the  study  rooms  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  Depart- 
ment. The  space  allocated  for  this  display  is  directly  involved  in  that  reconstruction 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  display  can  be  completed  next  year.  Minor  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  Palestine  gallery  and  a  small  display  of  recent  acquisitions  is  now 
in  preparation. 

A  good  start  has  been  made  on  the  reorganization  and  expansion  of  the  Depart- 
ment's slide  collection.  Approximately  450  slides  have  been  mounted,  many  of  them 
new  additions  to  the  collection.  A  major  project  has  been  the  continuing  effort  to 
recatalogue  into  the  new  card  system  those  objects  originally  catalogued  only  in 
ledger  form.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Registration  Department  under  Miss 
Hecken,  some  200  items  have  been  processed.  The  Department's  sherd  library  has 
been  reorganized,  stored  and  labelled. 

A  small  collection  of  display  and  study  items  from  the  Jerusalem  excavations 
was  added  to  the  Palestine  collection.  Several  objects,  notably  a  fine  pottery  vessel 
dating  to  approximately  5000  B.C.,  were  added  to  the  collection  from  the  Godin  Tepe 
excavations  conducted  by  the  Department  and  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Archaeologist. 
A  complete  ceramic  sequence  of  sherds  from  this  important  site  was  added  to  the 
Department's  sherd  library.  A  modest  purchase  grant  brought  to  the  collection  seven 
items  including  some  valuable  Amlash  Culture  figurines. 

The  sherd  collection  from  Godin  Tepe  has  made  possible  exchanges  of  sherd 
material  with  both  the  Peabody  Museum,  Harvard  University  and  the  Oriental 
Institute  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  These  exchanges  have  greatly  enhanced  the 
Department's  sherd  library  which  is  now  the  best  teaching  and  study  collection  of 
sherd  material  from  Western  Asia  in  Canada.  Continued  growth  at  this  pace  will 
put  it  in  the  front  rank  of  sherd  collections  in  North  America.  Such  a  collection  is 
the  sine  qua  non  of  graduate  teaching  in  West  Asian  archaeology. 

No  active  field  work  was  undertaken  in  the  past  year.  However,  considerable 
effort  went  into  the  sorting,  classification  and  analysis  of  the  finds  from  the  1965 
R.O.M.  excavations  at  Godin  Tepe  and  in  planning,  in  co-operation  with  the  Office 
of  the  Chief  Archaeologist,  for  large-scale  excavations  at  this  site  in  the  summer  of 
1967.  Since  this  is  the  first  full-scale  season  of  excavation  at  Godin  Tepe,  major 
equipment  purchases  and  all  long-range  planning  for  the  coming  four  years  have 
been  a  heavy  departmental  responsibility. 

Dr.  Young  delivered  some  26  lectures  in  the  University  course  History  200-220 
(History  of  Ancient  Western  Asia)  in  the  undergraduate  programme  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Near  Eastern  Studies,  University  College.  He  also  gave  a  seminar  in  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies,  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies,  on  The  Archae- 
ology of  Mesopotamia,  Anatolia  and  Iran.  The  students  in  this  course,  as  a  part  of 
their  studies,  made  a  major  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  new  West  Asian  Depart- 
ment by  assisting  in  the  analysis  of  excavated  materials  from  Godin  Tepe  and  by 
classifying  sherd  materials  received  from  the  Peabody  Museum  and  the  Oriental 
Institute. 

Dr.  Young  wrote  two  articles  under  his  own  name  alone  and  three  others  in 
collaboration  with  P.  E.  L.  Smith  and  D.  B.  Stronach. 

Department  of  Geology 

According  to  the  Curator,  Dr.  W.  M.  Tovell,  the  period  covered  in  this  annual 
report  marks  a  distinct  upward  swing  in  the  fortunes  of  the  Department.  On  Sep- 
tember 15,  Miss  Jean  Fraser  joined  the  staff  as  senior  technician  and  in  February, 
Dr.  John  Mc Andrews  accepted  an  appointment  as  associate  curator,  from  July,  1967, 
as  palynologist. 

Miss  Fraser,  assisted  by  Dr.  Peter  Peach,  the  Research  Associate  of  the  Depart- 
ment, have  made  excellent  progress  in  upgrading  the  systematic  petrographic  col- 
lection. They  have  processed  some  10,000  specimens  and  initiated  a  fresh  catalogue. 
This  has  been  undertaken  because  of  the  very  complex  numbering  systems  hitherto 
in  use  as  a  result  of  the  numerous  exchanges  that  have  taken  place  within  the 
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Museum.  Numbering  systems  on  the  specimens  were,  in  part,  derived  from  old 
geological  collections,  old  mineralogical  collections,  and  new  geological  and  mineral- 
ogical  collections.  All  material  is  being  renumbered. 

Dr.  McAndrews  will  add  a  new  dimension  to  the  geological  work,  not  only  to 
the  Museum,  but  also  to  the  Province  of  Ontario.  His  interests  in  paleo-climates  will 
make  a  significant  contribution  to  research  programmes  in  glacial  and  post-glacial 
climatic  environments  of  Ontario.  It  is  anticipated  that  he  will  start  work  with 
material  already  at  hand,  and  particularly  the  cores  obtained  from  the  Georgian  Bay 
area. 

In  the  field,  the  Department  has  continued  its  study  of  glacial  lake  levels  in 
the  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Georgian  Bay  and  Lake  Huron  regions,  and  organized  a  special 
3-day  operation  to  obtain  cores  from  the  bottom  of  Georgian  Bay.  The  Great  Lakes 
Institute  made  the  research  vessel  G.C.G.S.  Porte  Dauphine  available,  and  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Canada  allowed  Dr.  C.  F.  M.  Lewis  to  co-operate  in  the 
venture.  This  was  the  first  investigation  of  the  bottom  materials  in  an  interesting 
and  important  area  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

A  small,  temporary  exhibition  on  granite  was  arranged  at  the  exit  of  the  Geology 
galleries. 

The  Department  attracts  much  public  attention  and  it  identified  numerous 
specimens  for  the  public  and  answered  numerous  queries  from  teachers,  students 
and  the  public  in  general. 

It  conducted  for  the  University  a  series  of  evening  tutorial  classes  on  Geology 
in  the  Museum  and  for  the  Department  of  Geology  its  annual  Geology  Survey  Camp 
at  Tweed,  Ontario.  Also  for  the  University  it  contributed  the  Geology  Course  100 
to  first  year  general  students  (4  hours  per  week)  and  contributed  to  the  Pleistocene 
Geology  course  for  fourth-year  civil  engineers,  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering  (5  hours  total).  For  the  College  of  Education  it  conducted  the 
Type  B  Seminar  course  in  Geology  (for  high  school  teachers)  and  gave  lectures  to 
outside  societies  on  Some  Aspects  of  the  Niagara  Escarpment.  The  Curator  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Geological  Association  of  Canada,  and  led  field  trips 
to  the  Albion  Hills  Conservation  Area  and  the  Boyd  Conservation  Area  for  the 
Ontario  Geography  Teachers'  Association,  the  Hamilton  secondary  schools  (Grade 
13)  geography  students,  and  the  Desk  and  Derrick  Club.  Three  school  lectures  were 
given  and  a  number  of  miscellaneous  addresses. 

The  Curator  served  on  ten  boards  and  published  six  articles. 

McLaughlin  Planetarium 

Dr.  H.  C.  King,  Curator,  took  up  his  duties  on  October  20,  1966,  and  immedi- 
ately assumed  responsibility  for  the  staffing  and  planning  of  this  complicated 
undertaking.  He  reports  that  he  has  recruited  eight  members  of  his  staff  on  either 
full  or  part-time  basis.  Some  start  on  July  1,  some  later  as  the  planetarium  progresses, 
and  some  go  to  the  Zeiss- Jena  in  Germany  for  training.  It  is  a  source  of  great  satis- 
faction that  it  has  been  possible  to  assemble  a  most  promising  team  in  a  field  where 
good  staff  are  very  difficult  to  find. 

However,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  services  of  a  suitably  qualified 
associate  curator,  it  has  been  decided  temporarily  to  leave  this  post  vacant  and 
appoint  a  second  assistant  curator.  Another  curatorial  assistant  and  a  technician 
(electronics)   will  be  appointed  in  due  course. 

Meetings  with  the  project  engineers  and  consulting  architects  have  resulted  in 
a  number  of  interior  changes,  e.g.  the  redesign  of  bookshop  and  optical  workshop,  a 
larger  main  lobby,  an  additional  (larger)  kitchen,  the  reorientation  of  the  spiral 
staircase  in  the  north  wing,  and  an  over-all  change  in  concept  regarding  the  nature 
of  finishes  in  the  display  areas.  At  the  time  of  writing  a  strike  has  held  up  the  con- 
struction for  six  weeks  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  soon  be  settled  and  the  work 
return  to  schedule. 

An  outline  plan  for  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  exhibits  in  the  display  areas 
has  been  prepared  and  discussed  with  consultants  in  design  and  communications. 
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Competitive  tenders  for  the  detailed  design,  fabrication  and  installation  were  invited. 
The  contract  has  been  awarded  to  Opus  International  Limited,  Toronto.  That  the 
construction  of  these  important  galleries  was  possible  is  due  to  yet  another  generous 
gift  from  Colonel  McLaughlin  (see  Director's  Report). 

Outline  plans  for  furnishings,  fitments,  machinery  (for  Mechanical  Workshop) 
and  the  lock-system  have  been  made  in  consultation  with  the  appropriate  University 
departments.  A  study  has  been  made  of  the  different  types  and  availabilities  of 
supplementary  slide  and  film  projectors,  equipment  for  the  sound-recording  and 
photographic  rooms,  and  slides,  films  and  astronomical  photographs.  Several  of  these 
items  have  been  ordered. 

A  measure  of  the  extent  to  which  the  Planetarium  can  assist  the  work  of  the 
University's  Graduate  Department  of  Astronomy  has  been  ascertained.  The  special 
lectures  envisaged  could  provide  first-class  training  for  both  students  and  planetarium 
curatorial  staff. 

The  contribution  which  the  Planetarium  can  make  to  public  school  education 
has  been  discussed  with  several  educational  authorities  at  various  levels.  The  con- 
clusion is  that  the  Planetarium  has  only  to  offer  an  initial  set  of  demonstrations  on 
aspects  of  elementary  astronomy  to  be  assured  of  the  full  support  of  schools  over  a 
large  area.  Initially,  it  will  be  left  to  the  Planetarium  to  guide  teachers  regarding 
the  provision  of  suitable  class  preparation  and  follow-up  activity.  Subsequently  these 
activities,  together  with  the  Planetarium  educational  sessions,  will  be  arranged  in 
consultation  with  teachers  and/or  heads  of  science  departments. 

Decisions  have  been  reached  regarding  admissions  and  basic  scheduling.  The 
latter  is  designed  to  meet  five  main  requirements:  organized  parties  of  students  in 
two  separate  streams — Primary  (Grades  3-6),  and  Junior  (Grades  7-9) ;  adults  and 
students  above  Grades  9  or  10,  whether  attending  singly  or  in  organized  parties.  It 
will  serve  the  Graduate  Department  of  Astronomy,  operating  alone  or  in  collaboration 
with  other  similar  departments  in  the  University  or  neighbouring  universities,  also 
groups  interested  in  navigation;  a  wide  variety  of  special  events  of  a  scientific  and 
social  nature;  and  finally,  instrument-free  staff- training  time.  (The  last  of  these  will 
make  heavy  demands  during  the  first  year  of  operation.) 

The  planned  schedule  permits  an  initial  run  of  about  25  sessions  per  seven-day 
week,  with  a  potential  increase  to  a  maximum  of  forty  sessions. 

Merchandise  for  the  Planetarium  bookshop  has  been  discussed  and  selected 
in  co-operation  with  Mrs.  R.  E.  Smith  of  the  Sales  Desk.  A  sales  agreement  has 
been  made  with  the  California  Institute  of  Technology  for  the  purchase  in  quantity 
at  cost  price  of  colour  slides,  photographs,  booklets,  and  postcards  prepared  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Mount  Wilson  and  Palomar  Observatories.  This  is  the  first  retail 
sales-agreement  between  the  Observatories  and  a  Canadian  planetarium. 

The  Toronto  Centre  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada  has  agreed 
to  operate  the  telescope-making  room  of  the  Planetarium  and  has  accepted  the  offer 
to  hold  its  regular  meetings  in  the  Planetarium's  lecture  room.  We  have  received,  and 
will  continue  to  receive,  the  fullest  possible  co-operation  and  support  of  the  Centre 
and  also  of  the  National  Committee  of  the  R.A.S.C. 

A  Planetarium  brochure,  planned  as  an  inexpensive  adjunct,  is  in  course  of 
preparation.  The  copy,  now  completed,  runs  to  about  26,000  words  and  includes 
material  to  accompany  about  fifty  illustrations. 

The  Curator  has  given  five  lectures  on  the  subject  of  the  McLaughlin  Plane- 
tarium and  has  made  three  television  appearances.  He  visited  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
Planetarium,  Edmonton,  also  three  major  planetariums  and  several  science  museums 
and  observatories  in  Southern  California,  prepared  an  initial  list  of  150  books,  charts 
and  maps  for  the  Planetarium  Library  and  Information  Centre,  and  established 
numerous  personal  contacts  in  areas  important  to  the  successful  establishment  and 
development  of  the  Planetarium.  He  was  given  the  cross-appointment  of  Special 
Lecturer  in  the  Department  of  Astronomy,  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Astronomy  and  Space  Science  set  up  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education, 
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and  recently  completed  the  book  Pictorial  Guide  to  the  Stars,  scheduled  for  publica- 
tion in  July,  1967. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  the  wholehearted  thanks  of  the  Museum  are  due 
to  Colonel  McLaughlin  for  his  most  generous  gift  of  one  million  dollars  to  establish 
a  Trust  Fund,  the  income  from  which  will  enable  the  Planetarium  to  provide  a 
lively,  frequently  changing  programme  of  a  standard  which  other  planetariums  will 
find  it  difficult  to  match. 

The  Chief  Mineralogist 

Dr.  V.  B.  Meen  reports  that  he  spent  most  of  the  year  in  collating  the  data 
acquired  on  the  crown  jewels  of  Iran  with  the  generous  support  of  Birks  Family 
Foundation,  Montreal.  This  work  has  been  assisted  by  the  two  research  associates, 
Messrs.  G.  G.  Waite  and  E.  B.  Tiffany.  In  collaboration  with  Dr.  A.  D.  Tushingham, 
the  manuscript  for  a  major  publication  on  the  subject  is  being  prepared  for  publica- 
tion by  the  University  of  Toronto  Press,  again  with  the  support  of  the  same 
Foundation. 

The  examination  and  recataloguing  of  the  gems  in  our  collection  continued 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  G.  G.  Waite. 

Dr.  Meen  gave  a  total  of  eight  lectures  on  the  crown  jewels  and  worked  on  the 
re-display  of  the  Museum's  gem  collection  which  will  form  part  of  the  new  Miner- 
alogy Gallery.  He  made  a  television  appearance  on  "The  Royal  Ontario  Museum's 
Study  of  the  Grown  Jewels  of  Iran,"  and  attended  two  professional  meetings.  He 
also  published  two  articles. 

The  gem  collection  received  seven  stones  from  Mr.  W.  S.  Richardson,  House 
of  Onyx  (Canada)  Ltd.,  to  whom  it  is  most  indebted,  but  unfortunately  the  most 
important  opportunity  to  acquire  a  magnificent  morganite  example  had  to  be  sacri- 
ficed for  lack  of  purchase  funds. 

Continuing  his  work  on  the  Planetarium  until  the  arrival  in  the  fall  of  the 
newly  appointed  Curator,  Dr.  Henry  King,  Dr.  Meen  spent  considerable  time  in 
consultation  with  Professor  D.  A.  MacRae,  Department  of  Astronomy,  the  engineers 
and  architects  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  University  of  Toronto  in  forwarding 
the  affairs  of  the  McLaughlin  Planetarium.  This  he  now  hands  over  with  good 
wishes,  and  the  Museum  for  its  part  thanks  Dr.  Meen  for  the  very  considerable  work 
and  enthusiasm  which  he  put  into  a  project  so  far  removed  from  his  own  immediate 
field  of  interest.  That  the  preparations  have  gone  so  well  is  due  to  his  devotion  to 
a  difficult  task. 

Department  of  Mineralogy 

Dr.  Mandarino,  Curator,  reports  that  the  1966-67  academic  year  brought 
important  changes  to  his  Department.  Dr.  D.  C.  Harris,  Assistant  Curator,  resigned 
after  almost  four  years  of  service  to  the  R.O.M.  He  left  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
federal  government  where  he  receives  a  much  higher  salary  and  where  he  has  all 
the  essential  research  equipment  at  his  disposal.  Mrs.  Ruth  Gallant,  as  Technical 
Assistant,  joined  the  permanent  staff. 

A  major  factor  in  the  future  development  of  the  Department  was  the  receipt  of  a 
generous  $25,000  grant  from  the  President  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  money, 
which  was  made  available  from  the  Merrill  Trust,  has  enabled  the  Department  to 
purchase  sorely  needed  X-ray  spectrographic  equipment.  The  installation  of  this 
equipment,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  July,  1967,  will  bring  to  the  ROM 
its  first  modern  tool  for  non-destructive  chemical  analysis. 

Although  most  research  in  the  Department  was  curtailed  because  of  curatorial 
commitments  and  the  demands  made  on  the  staff  by  the  construction  of  the  new 
gallery,  J.  A.  Mandarino  and  D.  C.  Harris  continued  their  work  on  the  minerals  on 
Mont  St.  Hilaire,  Quebec.  A  paper,  co-authored  by  Drs.  Mandarino  and  Harris, 
Dr.  G.  Chao  and  Mr.  A.  Hounslow  of  Carleton  University  and  Dr.  G.  Perrault  of 
Ecole  Polytechnique,  is  in  press. 
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The  Curator  initiated  a  study  of  the  quantitative  determination  of  colour  in 
mineral  powders,  using  the  reflectance  spectrophotometer  acquired  by  the  Museum's 
Department  of  Ornithology.  The  initial  measurements  have  proved  interesting  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  line  of  research  will  be  pursued  after  the  gallery  has  been 
completed. 

The  Department's  major  field  project  was  a  one  and  a  half  month  collecting 
trip  which  covered  parts  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Quebec,  resulting  in 
many  specimens  both  for  the  collections  and  for  exchange. 

The  staff  contributed  two  papers  to  the  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Miner- 
alogical  Association  of  Canada  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  and  in  addition  the  Curator 
gave  four  lectures  on  "The  ROM's  New  Gallery  of  Mineralogy,"  and  a  two-hour 
lecture  on  "The  Functions  of  the  Museum's  Department  of  Mineralogy"  to  the 
Advanced  Prospectors  course  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Mines. 

The  Department  again  carried  out  the  three-year  mineralogy  course  for  the 
Junior  Field  Naturalists.  Dr.  D.  C.  Harris,  Dr.  D.  H.  Gorman  and  Mrs.  Helen  Bush 
ably  carried  out  the  instructional  duties.  The  annual  field  trip  was  led  by  J.  A. 
Mandarino,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Bush  and  Mr.  Pawlik. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  new  Gallery  of  Mineralogy,  financed  by  the 
International  Nickel  Company,  is  nearing  completion.  It  is  scheduled  to  be  opened 
on  November  13,   1967. 

Three  scientific  papers  were  published. 

Following  the  work  on  the  new  gallery,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  the 
"cream"  of  the  Department's  collection  was  selected  for  display.  This  showed  some 
gaps  in  our  holdings  and  led  to  a  search  for  suitable  material  to  fill  them.  Among 
the  most  important  additions  to  the  collection  are  the  following:  a  large  spinel 
crystal  from  New  York;  an  exceptional  apatite  crystal  from  Portugal;  a  beautiful 
felted  mass  of  cuprite  (variety,  chalcotrichite)  from  Southwest  Africa;  a  fine  group 
of  twinned  cerussite  crystals  from  Southwest  Africa;  a  pink  smithsonite  crystal  group 
from  Southwest  Africa;  and  a  large  blue  topaz  crystal  from  Brazil.  In  addition,  about 
two  dozen  species  new  to  the  collection  were  obtained.  The  result  should  be  a  fine 
comprehensive  display  most  attractively  exhibited. 

The  Curator  continued  his  abstracting  of  papers  dealing  with  mineralogical 
nomenclature,  acted  as  assessor  for  papers  in  learned  journals  and  wrote  the  mineral 
section  of  a  Department  of  Tourism  publication  entitled  Rocks  and  Minerals  in 
Ontario  which  is  in  the  press. 

As  usual,  the  public  submitted  approximately  300  specimens  for  identification 
this  year.  In  addition,  numerous  requests  for  research  material  were  received  from 
mineralogists  throughout  the  world. 

The  Chief  Biologist 

Dr.  L.  S.  Russell  reports  that  he  spent  about  six  weeks  in  July  and  August  in 
the  Atlantic  Provinces,  mostly  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy  region  of  New  Brunswick  and 
Nova  Scotia.  The  object  was  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  obtaining  fossils  from  the 
Triassic  rocks  of  this  area.  Fragmentary  remains  of  early  reptiles  have  been  obtained 
from  here  by  the  Nova  Scotia  Museum.  The  search  was  concentrated  in  the  area 
of  the  Annapolis  Valley  adjacent  to  Minas  Basin.  The  Permian  rocks  of  Prince 
Edward  Island  were  also  examined.  No  important  specimens  were  found,  but 
information  that  would  be  useful  for  future  expeditions  was  obtained.  It  was  con- 
cluded that  intensive  collecting  at  the  appropriate  time  of  the  year  would  probably 
yield  valuable  material.  While  in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  some  historical  investigations 
were  carried  on  regarding  the  work  of  the  pioneer  Nova  Scotian  geologist  and 
inventor,  Dr.  Abraham  Gerner.  A  short  visit  was  made  to  Newfoundland  to  assess 
the  effect  of  the  newly  finished  Trans-Canada  Highway  on  the  possibilities  of 
biological  and  geological  field  work  in  that  province. 

A  number  of  palaeontological  studies  were  completed  during  the  year,  the  most 
important  being  a  report  on  the  fossils  obtained  from  the  Swan  Hills  area  of  Alberta 
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by  the  expedition  of  1965.  Other  materials  studied  included  the  skull  of  a  primi- 
tive whale  from  the  Oligocene  rocks  of  Vancouver  Island,  a  collection  of  fossil 
shells  from  Alberta  and  Montana,  and  a  fossil  barnacle  from  the  Cretaceous  of 
Saskatchewan. 

Dr.  Russell  gave  a  lecture  on  "Palaeontology  of  the  Swan  Hills  Area,  North 
Central  Alberta"  (Royal  Society  of  Canada,  Sec.  Ill,  Geology),  and  an  informal 
report  on  the  correlation  of  Cretaceous  mammal-bearing  formations  in  western 
North  America. 

As  part  of  the  University's  teaching  programme,  three  lectures  were  given  in 
the  course  on  Vertebrate  Palaeontology  for  fourth  year  and  graduate  students  in 
Zoology,  and  eleven  in  the  course  on  Vertebrate  Palaeontology  for  third  year  students 
in  Geology.  A  practical  course  on  the  techniques  of  vertebrate  palaeontology  was 
given  to  a  fourth  year  student  in  Geology,  with  the  assistance  of  the  laboratory  staff 
of  the  Department  of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology. 

The  constant  effort  to  improve  Museum  teaching  facilities  resulted  in  the 
addition  of  two  further  specimen  cabinets  to  house  the  teaching  collection.  These 
cabinets  were  generously  donated  by  the  Department  of  Geological  Sciences  and  the 
Department  of  Zoology. 

The  Chief  Biologist  represented  the  Museum  at  the  Centennial  Celebration  of 
the  Peabody  Museum  of  Natural  History,  Yale  University,  October  26-28,  and  at 
the  conference  of  the  Directors  of  Systematic  Collections,  Field  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  Chicago,  April  19-21.  He  also  undertook  research  into  the  Museum's  pro- 
posed training  programme  and  prepared  an  outline  proposal. 

The  artist-craftsman  prepared  art  work  and  illustrations  for  the  Departments 
of  Mammalogy,  Ichtyology.  Invertebrate  Palaeontology,  and  Vertebrate  Palae- 
ontology, as  well  as  for  the  Chief  Biologist. 

Department  of  Entomology  and  Invertebrate  Zoology 

Dr.  Glenn  B.  Wiggins,  Curator,  reports  that  a  major  event  in  the  past  year 
was  the  publication  of  Centennial  of  Entomology  in  Canada  1863-1963:  A  Tribute 
to  Edmund  M.  Walker.  This  volume,  edited  by  the  Curator,  is,  among  other  things, 
a  mark  of  appreciation  from  the  Department  to  its  founder  and  Honorary  Curator. 

The  Curator's  work  on  Trichoptera  this  year  has  been  heavily  committed  to 
field  studies  with  two  major  expeditions  to  the  western  United  States.  These  are 
part  of  a  major  project  on  the  systematics  of  the  immature  stages  of  North  American 
Trichoptera  supported  by  the  National  Science  Foundation.  The  first  was  planned 
to  concentrate  on  the  fauna  of  the  southwestern  United  States  and  lasted  from 
June  15  until  August  5,  covering  a  distance  of  about  10,000  miles.  Intensive  field 
work  was  done  in  Arizona  in  the  Chiricahua  Mountains  and  in  the  Verde  River  area, 
in  California  in  Sequoia  National  Park,  in  the  Convict  Creek  and  Hot  Creek  areas 
of  Mono  County,  and  in  the  University  of  California's  Sagehen  Creek  Research 
Station  area  (north  of  Lake  Tahoe)  and  at  several  points  in  Utah. 

The  second  trip  was  planned  to  study  the  fall-emerging  caddisflies  of  the  entire 
western  part  of  the  United  States,  a  segment  of  the  fauna  which  is  very  little  known. 
The  trip  lasted  from  September  8  until  October  23,  and  covered  an  additional  10,000 
miles.  Work  was  begun  in  Wyoming  in  the  Medicine  Bow  Mountains,  progressed 
through  Montana  and  northern  Idaho  to  Oregon  with  intensive  work  in  that  state 
and  through  most  of  the  entire  length  of  California.  The  results  of  these  two  field 
expeditions  combine  to  make  this  the  most  productive  year  yet  experienced  for 
enlargement  of  the  research  collections  in  Trichoptera.  Several  thousand  specimens 
of  both  larval  and  adult  caddisflies  were  collected  and  field  observations  were 
obtained  for  a  number  of  species. 

A  short  period  in  August  was  also  spent  at  the  Queen's  University  Biological 
Station  where  larval  stages  not  previously  known  were  obtained  for  a  genus  of 
Trichoptera. 

The  Curator  has  been  involved  for  much  of  the  winter  in  a  study  of  the 
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immature  stages  of  the  caddisfly  genera  Philocasca  and  Pseudostenophylas  in  associa- 
tion with  Dr.  N.  H.  Anderson  of  Oregon  State  University.  A  second  study  of  the 
genus  Neophylax  was  begun  in  conjunction  with  the  Curatorial  Assistant. 

A  supplement  to  the  Curator's  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation 
supporting  the  research  programme  on  the  Trichoptera  was  received  for  the  partici- 
pation of  Mr.  Yamamoto,  the  newly  appointed  curatorial  assistant,  and  for  the 
installation  of  a  controlled-temperature  room  for  the  rearing  of  these  insects. 

The  work  of  our  research  associates  has  also  made  a  substantial  contribution 
to  the  progress  of  the  Department  during  the  past  year.  Father  J.  C.  E.  Riotte,  our 
one  research  associate  on  permanent  staff,  continued  his  studies  of  Ontario  Lepidop- 
tera.  Through  his  field  work  in  the  Geraldton-Nakina-Nipigon  area  during  most 
of  June,  the  collections  of  subarctic  butterflies  were  enriched  by  some  300  specimens. 
Father  Riotte  completed  his  study  of  the  sphingid  genus  Lapara,  and  three  papers 
arising  from  his  studies  on  various  groups  of  Lepidoptera  were  published  during  the 
year. 

A  second  research  associate,  Mr.  T.  W.  Beak,  continued  the  base-line  survey  of 
the  insect  larvae  and  other  aquatic  invertebrates  in  portions  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
Ottawa  Rivers. 

Another  entomological  project  begun  this  year  was  directed  at  enlarging  our 
study  collection  of  immature  stages  of  the  Diptera,  the  two-winged  flies.  Particular 
emphasis  was  given  to  working  out  associations  of  these  immature  stages  with  the 
adults,  and  hence  having  material  in  the  collection  of  known  species  identity.  A 
biology  student  from  Queen's  University,  Mr.  Paul  D.  Herbert,  was  engaged  upon 
this  project,  and  in  addition  to  the  general  concern,  he  made  a  particularly  detailed 
collection  of  the  family  Empididae,  a  group  in  which  the  larvae  are  of  considerable 
importance  in  the  ecology  of  fresh  waters,  but  little  known  in  a  taxonomic  sense. 

In  invertebrate  zoology  the  manuscript  for  the  Department's  study  of  Ontario 
crayfishes  was  completed  by  our  research  associate  Dr.  D.  W.  Crocker  and  co-author, 
Mr.  D.  W.  Barr,  a  former  student  assistant  now  undertaking  graduate  study  at 
Cornell  University.  This  work  has  now  been  accepted  for  publication  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Press  under  a  joint  arrangement  with  the  Museum  as  an  R.O.M. 
Life  Sciences  Miscellaneous  Publication. 

It  is  particularly  satisfying  to  report  that  Dr.  Ralph  O.  Brinkhurst,  very  widely 
known  for  his  studies  of  oligochaete  worms,  has  been  appointed  as  a  research 
associate  in  the  Department  this  year. 

The  Department's  project  on  water  mites  was  continued  by  a  student  assistant, 
Mr.  Ian  M.  Smith.  This  study  is  being  concentrated  upon  the  systematics  and  life 
histories  of  the  water  mites  inhabiting  temporary  ponds,  and  thus  becomes  a 
specialized  outgrowth  of  the  Curator's  general  study  on  the  phylogeny  and  ecology 
of  the  invertebrates  inhabiting  these  highly  specialized  aquatic  habitats. 

Work  continues  as  time  is  available  on  the  labelling  and  installation  of  our 
study  collection  of  terrestrial  and  freshwater  Molluscs,  returned  last  year  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  Museum. 

The  Curator,  by  invitation,  presented  a  paper  on  his  study  of  the  phylogeny 
and  life-history  of  the  Trichoptera  inhabiting  temporary  ponds  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Entomological  Society  of  America  in  Portland,  Oregon. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  Ontario  held  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  all  three  members  of  the  Department's  scientific  staff  pre- 
sented papers. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  Curator's  time  was  involved  with  the  organization 
and  writing  of  a  proposal  to  the  National  Research  Council  for  a  Negotiated  Develop- 
ment Grant  on  behalf  of  those  departments  in  the  Museum  working  in  systematic 
and  evolutionary  biology.  The  grant,  if  received,  would  provide  support  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  $400,000  over  a  three-year  period  for  the  addition  of  laboratories, 
data  processing  facilities,  and  other  assets  to  the  Museum's  present  programme  in 
systematic  biology,  and  would  represent  a  major  advance  in  several  respects  for  the 
R.O.M.  in  this  field  of  study. 
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All  plans  for  initiation  of  a  gallery  of  living  invertebrates  have  been  suspended 
because  of  the  disclosure  that  the  Director  plans  a  new  wing  and  a  major  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  space  allotted  to  Museum  departments. 

Our  departmental  artist,  Mr.  Ankar  Odum,  has  been  involved  full-time  with  the 
preparation  of  illustrations  of  invertebrates  for  various  publications.  Studies  on 
various  groups  of  Trichoptera  by  the  Curator  and  Curatorial  Assistant  mentioned 
previously  have  occupied  the  major  part  of  his  time,  but  he  has  also  collected  several 
more  of  the  highly  detailed  half-tone  plates  for  the  book  planned  by  the  Curator  on 
invertebrates  occurring  in  buildings,  and  he  has  recently  commenced  a  set  of  illustra- 
tions for  Father  Riotte's  study  of  the  moth  genus  Lapara. 

Our  departmental  secretary,  Mrs.  Isabel  J.  Smythe,  resigned  at  the  end  of 
February  to  await  the  birth  of  a  son.  Mrs.  Smythe  has  entered  enthusiastically  into 
the  life  of  the  Department  during  her  two  years  here  and  her  work  has  been  very 
much  appreciated. 

One  of  our  volunteer  assistants,  Mrs.  Helen  Sutton,  a  highly  skilled  photo- 
grapher of  biological  subjects,  has  proved  especially  valuable.  Mrs.  Sutton  has  under- 
taken to  build  up  the  35  mm.  slide  library  of  the  Department  with  slides  taken  from 
living  insects  and  other  invertebrates.  This  year  Mrs.  Sutton  won  the  nature  photo- 
graphy section  of  the  Toronto  Camera  Club  with  the  highest  total  number  of  points 
gained  over  the  year's  competitions,  and  also  won  the  McGregor  trophy  for  the 
outstanding  natural  history  slide  of  the  year. 

The  staff  collected  several  thousand  specimens  of  Trichoptera,  with  incidental 
collections  of  Plecoptera  and  other  groups  of  aquatic  invertebrates;  1,700  specimens 
of  Lepidoptera  and  other  insects;  and  several  thousand  Hydracarina  and  other 
aquatic  invertebrates.  By  gift  it  received  a  further  200  insects,  mainly  Lepidoptera, 
and  by  purchase  throughout  the  world  nearly  3,000  more. 

Department  of  Ichthyology  and  Herpetology 

Dr.  W.  B.  Scott,  Curator  of  Ichthyology  and  Head  of  the  Department,  is  satis- 
fied that  the  Department  has  had  a  most  successful  year  both  in  publication  and  in 
enrichment  of  the  collection.  Some  29,330  specimens  were  catalogued,  which  is 
twice  as  many  as  in  any  previous  good  year.  Also,  the  many  modifications  in  the 
offices  and  laboratories  have  enabled  the  staff  to  operate  more  efficiently. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  this  current  level  of  operation  would  have  been 
impossible  without  the  funds  made  available  from  the  Fisheries  Research  Board  of 
Canada  contracts.  The  increase  in  cataloguing  was  made  possible  only  by  paying 
overtime  and  hiring  additional  help.  At  the  present  time,  when  all  part-time  and 
full-time  helpers  are  present,  eleven  people  are  working  in  the  Department. 

As  the  termination  date  of  the  freshwater  fishes  project  approaches  (1969),  the 
tempo  of  activity  in  the  Department  will  quicken  and  next  year  the  Department 
anticipates  an  even  busier  period. 

The  Curator,  Dr.  W.  B.  Scott,  continued  his  study  of  lanternfishes  (family 
Myctophidae)  under  a  contract  agreement  with  the  Fisheries  Research  Board.  This 
now  continues  principally  under  Mrs.  Radforth,  our  research  associate.  Many 
fruitful  opportunities  for  original  work  have  opened  up,  and  the  reference  collection 
has  been  greatly  enriched.  Some  of  this  material  is  now  being  used  by  a  graduate 
student  proceeding  to  an  M.A.  under  the  supervision  of  the  Curator.  His  research 
on  the  cottid  genus  Triglops  in  the  North  Atlantic  Ocean  is  complete  except  for  the 
final  report,  and  his  study  of  the  food  of  the  swordfish,  Xiphias  Gladius,  in  the 
Northwest  Atlantic  Ocean  has  been  carried  to  its  final  stages.  His  Fishes  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  of  Canada  was  finally  released  by  the  Queen's  Printer  in  December, 
1966,  and,  with  encouragement  from  the  Fisheries  Research  Board  of  Canada,  a 
short-term  study  of  the  pleural  and  epipleural  ribs  of  two  gadid  fishes  was  under- 
taken and  a  report  prepared. 

The  Associate  Curator,  Dr.  E.  H.  Crossman,  continued  his  research  project  on 
the  fossil  history  of  the  esocoid  fishes  and  on  his  description  of  the  comparative 
osteology  of  members  of   the   suborder  Esocoidei.   He   completed   the   analysis   of 
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characteristics  of  salmonid  hybrids.  Mrs.  Isobel  Radforth,  in  addition  to  continuing 
her  systematic  studies  of  myctophid  fishes,  is  preparing  a  report  on  the  fishes  she 
collected  in  the  Falkland  Islands  during  the  winter  of  1966-67. 

Both  curators  have  devoted  increasing  amounts  of  time  to  the  joint  project, 
"The  Freshwater  Fishes  of  Canada,"  the  goal  of  which  is  a  comprehensive  text  to 
include  all  Canadian  freshwater  fishes. 

An  annotated  checklist  constituting  the  first  stage  in  the  manuscript  and 
embracing  the  whole  of  Canada  has  been  completed.  It  will  be  widely  distributed 
throughout  Canada  and  the  northern  United  States. 

Field  studies  on  Atlantic  pelagic  fishes  were  conducted  by  the  Curator  at  the 
Biological  Station,  Fisheries  Research  Board  of  Canada,  St.  Andrews,  New  Brunswick. 
One  of  the  major  research  projects  was  a  food  study  of  the  swordfish. 

Several  field  trips  were  made  by  the  Associate  Curator  in  the  conduct  of  his 
research  on  esocoid  fishes.  This  work  is  supported  by  National  Research  Council 
funds  and  during  this  stage  involves  biochemical  analysis  of  the  several  species  in 
the  suborder. 

The  Associate  Curator  has  also  organized  a  field  research  programme  to  be 
conducted  during  the  current  summer  west  of  Lake  Superior  in  Ontario.  This  work 
is  partially  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Quetico  Foundation  and  is  being  con- 
ducted with  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 

The  Research  Associate,  Mrs.  Radforth,  visited  the  Falkland  Islands  and 
obtained  an  excellent  representative  collection  of  fishes  from  this  locality  in  the 
southern  hemisphere. 

In  conjunction  with  the  "Freshwater  Fishes  of  Canada"  project,  Mr.  P. 
Buerschaper  conducted  field  studies  in  the  Ottawa  River  and  tributaries. 

Dr.  Crossman  lectured  twice  and  Dr.  Scott  once.  Both  curators  served  in  the 
field  of  graduate  studies.  In  the  area  of  gallery  reconstruction,  one  habitat  group  in 
the  Gallery  of  Canadian  Fishes  was  closed  for  renovation  while  a  new  exhibit  is  being 
prepared.  Considerable  reorganization  took  place  within  the  Department.  Other 
educational  and  scientific  institutions  and  fellow  scientists  were  assisted.  Loans  of 
specimens  were  made  to  ten  universities  and  specialist  organizations. 

Exchanges  or  gifts  were  arranged  with  ten  organizations  and  both  curators 
continued  to  serve  as  outside  referees  for  scientific  papers  and  research  proposals  for 
various  international  societies  and  organizations. 

Many  experts  from  other  institutions  worked  in  the  Department  and  demands 
for  information  relating  to  fishes,  amphibians,  reptiles,  conservation  and  related 
fields  continue  to  increase.  This  created  much  extra  work  but  served  also  to  emphasize 
one  of  the  important  functions  of  this  institution. 

A  total  of  115  accessions  were  received  during  the  year,  varying  greatly  in  size 
from  one  specimen  to  1,500  specimens. 

The  collections  increased  substantially  during  the  period  May  6,  1966,  to 
May  23,  1967.  A  total  of  29,330  specimens  (1,434  lots)  were  added  to  the  permanent 
collections,  almost  twice  the  previous  peak.  The  major  reason  for  the  increase  was 
the  need  to  eliminate  the  backlog  of  uncatalogued  specimens  so  that  they  could  be 
used  in  "The  Freshwater  Fishes  of  Canada." 

The  Curators  continue  to  discharge  their  numerous  professional  responsibilities, 
Dr.  W.  B.  Scott  as  committee  member,  director  or  member  of  executive  of  nine 
professional  societies  and  organizations. 

The  Curators  were  jointly  awarded  a  Fisheries  Research  Board  contract  in  the 
amount  of  $55,000,  terminating  in  1969.  Dr.  Scott  was  awarded  a  $23,000  contract 
which  terminates  in  1971.  Dr.  Crossman  was  awarded  a  grant  of  $500  by  the 
Quetico  Foundation  to  conduct  field  studies  in  the  Lake  Superior  region  of  Ontario. 

Members  of  the  Department  published  six  scholarly  papers  and  a  number  for 
more  popular  consumption. 

Department  of  Invertebrate  Palaeontology 

Dr.   R.   R.   H.   Lemon,   Associate   Curator-in-charge,   reports   that  the   major 
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research  project  in  the  Department  continues  to  be  concerned  with  marine  molluscs 
of  the  Late  Tertiary  and  Pleistocene  Age  from  both  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  sides 
of  the  Panamanian  Isthmus.  The  demands  made  by  the  final  stages  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  new  Hall  of  Fossil  Invertebrates,  which  opened  on  January  24,  1967, 
meant  that  virtually  no  research  was  possible  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  but 
since  February  work  has  recommenced  and  two  papers  have  been  completed,  one 
dealing  with  the  geology  of  the  Santa  Elena  Peninsula,  Ecuador,  and  the  other 
concerned  with  ash  bands  within  the  succession,  the  latter  requiring  updating  in  the 
light  of  new  data.  Work  on  the  plates  to  illustrate  a  paper  describing  the  Pleistocene 
gastropods  of  the  Santa  Elena  region  has  continued. 

Field  work  and  collecting  was  concentrated  for  a  six-week  period  in  northern 
Colombia  and  covered  the  coastal  region  from  Cartagena,  including  the  offshore 
island  of  Tierra  Bomba,  to  Riohacha  on  the  Peninsula  de  Guajira.  In  the  area 
between  Santa  Marta  and  Cartagena  two  previously  undescribed  erosion  surfaces 
and  associated  deposits  were  examined  and  from  these  a  molluscan  fauna  was 
collected.  A  preliminary  examination  suggests  a  possible  Pliocene  Age  for  the  upper 
of  the  two  surfaces.  All  but  the  lowest  and  youngest  marine  terraces  are  for  the  most 
part  now  represented  only  by  erosional  remnants  and,  since  there  has  been  differential 
warping  of  the  coastal  region,  correlation  from  one  area  to  another  will  only  be 
possible  after  further  detailed  study. 

Work  in  the  Riohacha  area  proved  the  existence  of  a  Pleistocene  surface  which 
probably  can  be  correlated  with  the  lowest  of  a  series  of  surfaces  previously  mapped 
in  the  Peninsula  de  Paraguana,  Venezuela,  to  the  east,  but  more  work  is  required  in 
this  region  which  is  rather  difficult  of  access. 

For  the  first  time  extensive  coral  reefs  have  been  found  at  these  higher  levels 
along  the  Caribbean  coast  of  Colombia  and,  since  they  are  entirely  absent  in  the 
Recent,  the  indications  are  that  fundamental  alterations  in  oceanic  circulation, 
probably  reflecting  changes  in  the  Panamanian  land  barrier,  have  occurred  in  this 
region  since  Pleistocene  time. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  Operating  Grant  given  by  the  National 
Research  Council  was  again  renewed  for  1967-68. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Associate  Curator  delivered  four  lectures  as  part  of 
University  Extension  Evening  Lectures  in  the  Museum.  The  course  this  year  was 
entitled  "Geology  in  the  Museum"  and,  unlike  previous  years,  the  lectures  were 
given  in  the  galleries  concerned.  These  proved  most  popular. 

The  Associate  Curator  was  responsible  for  the  University  course  in  Pleistocene 
Geology  (Geology  429)  in  the  Department  of  Geology,  and  for  Geology  101  in  the 
Department  of  Extension,  Scarborough  College. 

It  was  most  gratifying  that  beginning  in  September,  with  a  positive  and  properly 
balanced  programme  and  particular  stimulus  from  the  Director,  work  on  all  aspects 
of  the  new  Hall  of  Fossil  Invertebrates  went  ahead  with  marked  vigour.  The  deadline 
for  the  official  opening  of  the  gallery  had  been  set  at  January  23,  and  this  was 
successfully  met. 

Throughout  the  planning  and  construction  of  the  gallery  very  close  co-operation 
was  maintained  between  the  Associate  Curator  and  Mr.  Harley  Parker  and  his  design 
staff.  Without  this  team-work  from  all  concerned,  the  completion  of  the  gallery 
would  have  been  impossible.  The  same  cordial  relations  existed  with  Mr.  Sinclair 
and  the  carpenters,  with  Mr.  Lindsay  and  the  preparators,  and  with  Mr.  Warren, 
to  all  of  whom  must  go  their  fair  proportion  of  credit  for  the  success  of  the  new  Hall 
of  Fossil  Invertebrates. 

Lieutenant  General  Guy  Simmons  graciously  accepted  the  Director's  invitation 
to  officiate  at  the  opening  of  the  Hall  of  Fossil  Invertebrates,  which  proved  to  be  a 
notable  occasion. 

Since  the  opening  much  experience  has  been  gained  in  the  working  of  the 
electronic  equipment  which  plays  such  a  large  role  in  the  gallery,  and  many  of  the 
early  teething  troubles  have  now  been  eliminated.  The  four  aquaria  in  the  gallery 
require  the  most  maintenance.  While  the  freshwater  tanks  give  little  trouble,  the 
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two  sea-water  tanks  need  constant  supervision  if  the  correct  temperature  and  salinity 
are  to  be  maintained.  Feeding  of  the  various  creatures,  the  removal  of  uneaten  food, 
and  the  cleaning  of  algae  from  the  tank  walls  and  bottom  sediment  are  all  time- 
consuming  and  tedious  tasks,  and  without  the  interest  and  hard  work  of  Mrs. 
Thompson,  the  maintenance  of  these  extremely  popular  exhibits  would  have  been 
impossible.  In  addition  to  her  secretarial  duties  and  her  work  in  preparing  the 
illustrations  for  the  new  guidebook,  painting  new  signs  for  the  rotunda  and  other 
tasks,  Mrs.  Thompson  has  given  unsparingly  of  her  time  and  energy  in  maintaining 
the  aquaria  and  in  seeing  to  it  that  all  the  electronic  equipment  has  been  in  working 
order  at  all  times. 

The  aquaria  form  part  of  a  trend  within  the  Museum  as  a  whole  towards  the 
increase  of  living  exhibits,  a  trend  which  would  merit  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
preparator  or  technician  whose  duties  would  be  concerned  solely  with  living  animals. 

The  Associate  Curator  resigned  in  June  in  order  to  take  up  a  position  in 
exploration  geology  in  South  America,  and  Mrs.  K.  Thompson,  Junior  Technician, 
resigned  her  position  at  the  end  of  June. 

Department  of  Mammalogy 

Dr.  R.  L.  Peterson,  Curator,  reports  an  accelerated  pace  in  the  research  activities 
of  the  Department.  The  bat  research  programme  resulted  in  the  acquisition  of  3,368 
specimens,  compared  with  2,224  in  1965-66.  The  countries  and  number  of  bats 
obtained  from  each  were  as  follows: 

Bechuanaland,  31;  British  Honduras,  31;  Cameroons,  249;  Canada,  373;  Colombia, 
81;  Cuba,  90;  England,  13;  Ghana,  92;  Guyana,  769;  Ireland,  23;  Kenya,  484; 
Malaysia,  455;  Mexico,  3;  Philippines,  342;  Puerto  Rico,  1;  Singapore,  12;  Suri- 
nam, 34;  Tanzania,  7;  Uganda,  241;  U.S.A.,  21;  Vietnam,  16. 

Even  more  impressive  than  the  quantity  of  specimens  has  been  the  quality. 
Many  very  rare  and  hitherto  little-known  species  continue  to  enter  the  collection. 
Bat  specimens  for  the  year  included  14  families,  95  genera,  and  182  species.  In 
addition,  a  programme  of  bat  research  in  Madagascar  was  initiated  with  preparatory 
research  carried  out  by  the  Curator  at  the  U.S.  National  Museum,  Washington, 
D.C.,  The  American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  New  York,  The  Museum  of 
Comparative  Zoology  at  Harvard  University,  as  well  as  The  British  Museum  of 
Natural  History.  A  highly  successful  expedition  to  East  Africa  and  Madagascar 
was  carried  out  in  April  and  May,  thanks  to  the  very  generous  sponsorship  of 
Mrs.  Noreen  Curry  of  Winnipeg  and  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  with  timely 
and  welcome  additional  support  from  the  President's  Fund.  The  results  of  this 
notable  expedition  are  not  yet  fully  evaluated  and  will  be  included  in  the  next 
Annual  Report. 

A  study  of  bat  biology  in  southeastern  Ontario  was  pursued  by  Mr.  Brock 
Fenton.  A  part  of  the  study  concerned  growth,  parturition  and  milk  dentition  in  the 
little  brown  bat,  and  this  work  was  submitted  in  partial  fulfilment  of  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Additional  work  concerns  the 
ecology  of  bats  in  this  area,  and  includes  weight  studies,  microclimate  of  roosts  (both 
winter  and  summer),  migration  of  bats  and  swarming  of  bats  around  hibernacula 
in  the  summer.  Part  of  this  study  includes  an  extensive  banding  programme,  and  to 
date  over  16,000  bats  have  been  banded,  making  it  one  of  the  most  active  bat- 
banding  operations  in  North  America.  This  research  was  supported  by  a  grant  to 
the  Curator  from  the  National  Research  Council  of  Canada.  Efforts  have  been  made 
to  publicize  this  bat  research  programme  to  increase  the  return  of  bands  by  the 
general  public.  The  publicity  work  has  included  to  date  a  display  at  the  Canadian 
National  Sportsmen's  Show,  and  a  display  in  the  main  rotunda  of  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum. 

Mr.  Stan  van  Zyll  de  Jong  began  a  taxonomic  study  of  the  genus  Lutra  and 
has  made  considerable  progress  in  his  analysis  of  cranial  and  other  characteristics 
of  the  otter  of  both  North  and  South  America.  Support  for  this  research  was  provided 
by  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show. 
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The  publication  of  The  Mammals  of  Eastern  Canada  in  October,  1966,  by 
Oxford  University  Press  was  a  significant  event  for  the  Curator  and  the  Department. 
In  June,  1966,  the  Curator  was  elected  president  of  the  American  Society  of 
Mammalogists  at  its  annual  meeting  at  Long  Beach  State  University,  California, 
making  him  the  first  non-American  to  hold  that  post.  He  also  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  of  Systematic  Zoology  and  attended  its  annual  meet- 
ing at  Washington,  D.C.  He  was  also  elected  member  of  the  Executive  Council, 
Academy  of  Zoology,  Agra,  India. 

The  Curator  conducted  the  graduate  course  in  Mammalogy  for  the  Department 
of  Zoology,  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  University  of  Toronto,  Services  for  other 
institutions  and  individuals  continues  at  a  satisfactory  level,  which  included  lectures, 
appearances  on  television  and  radio,  editorial  assistance,  manuscript  appraisal  and  a 
wide  range  of  identification  services,  as  well  as  loans  of  specimens  to  research  workers 
in  other  institutions. 

A  total  of  3,568  mammal  specimens  were  added  to  the  collection  during  the 
year,  3,023  by  purchase,  57  by  donation,  and  488  collected  by  staff. 

Department  of  Ornithology 

Dr.  Jon  C.  Barlow,  Curator,  reports  that  he  and  his  staff  examined  critically  a 
collection  of  approximately  450  birds  obtained  in  British  Honduras,  including  several 
that  constitute  first  records  of  occurrence  for  that  country.  They  also  studied  several 
aberrantly  plumaged  warblers  that  have  been  collected  recently  in  Ontario.  The 
Curator  continued  his  study  of  the  European  tree  sparrow,  and  the  Department 
prepared  and  examined  critically  throughout  the  course  of  the  year  over  100 
specimens  of  red-eyed  and  Philadelphia  vireos  obtained  as  part  of  a  study  of  the 
biosystematics  of  the  Asian  family  Vireonidae.  Manuscripts  are  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion on  these  projects. 

The  Department's  able  research  associates  continued  their  work  on  the  systema- 
tics  of  the  amethyst  starling  (Cinnyricinclus  Leucogaster) ,  the  occurrence  of  the 
black-legged  kittiwake  (Rissa  Tridactyla)  in  Ontario,  our  African  material,  the 
identification  of  skeletal  remains  of  vertebrates  (including  many  birds)  from  pre- 
historic and  historic  Indian  middens  in  southern  Ontario  and  the  Saginaw  Bay 
region  of  neighbouring  Michigan. 

A  number  of  enthusiastic  volunteers  have  throughout  the  year  contributed  to 
departmental  projects  such  as  the  Ontario  Nest  Records  Scheme,  the  records  of 
which  are  maintained  in  the  Bird  Room,  updating  the  card  file,  circularizing  the 
public  for  support  and  preparing  a  detailed  report  concerning  data  from  the  previous 
breeding  season. 

In  the  field,  86  specimens  of  birds  including  several  important  records  were 
obtained,  the  ecology  and  behaviour  of  red-eyed,  warbling  and  yellow-throated  vireos 
were  studied  in  the  vicinity  of  Toronto. 

Work  on  European  tree  sparrows  and  their  ecology  in  Illinois  formed  part  of 
a  five-year  project  supported  by  grants  from  the  Chapman  Memorial  Fund  of  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show. 

The  Curator  again  investigated  the  ecology  and  taped  the  vocalizations  of  the 
European  tree  sparrow  in  Illinois. 

The  Department  studied  the  behaviour  and  ecology  of  the  gray  vireo  (Vireo 
Vicinior)  and  collected  scientific  specimens  in  the  Trans-Pecos  of  west  Texas  and  in 
the  Organ  Mountains  of  southern  New  Mexico.  This  work  is  supported  by  an 
operating  grant  from  the  National  Research  Council  of  Canada.  The  Curator  took 
movies  of  the  nest-building  and  courtship  activities  of  the  gray  vireo  and  obtained 
high  fidelity  tape-recordings  of  the  associated  vocalizations  in  the  Chisos  Mountains 
in  Big  Bend  National  Park.  Virtually  all  the  observations  of  the  activities  of  this 
species  contributed  new  information.  During  this  work  in  Big  Bend,  the  Curator  held 
a  collaboratorship  in  the  Park  and  the  research  was  officially  designated  as  part  of 
the  U.S.  National  Park  Service  Research  Programme  for  1966-67.  One  hundred  and 
forty- two  bird  specimens,  over  400  insects  and  other  invertebrates,  13  mammals  and 
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4  snakes  and  lizards  were  taken  in  the  Trans-Pecos  for  the  Museum's  collections.  The 
National  Research  Council  approved  a  major  equipment  grant  for  the  purchase  of 
a  large  spectrophotometer  for  analysis  of  colour  differences  in  plumage  of  vireos 
collected  on  this  and  other  field  trips. 

The  Department's  staff  studied  the  Philadelphia  and  red-eyed  vireos  in  north- 
east Ontario  and  collected  samples  of  each  at  four  localities  between  Winnipeg  and 
Fort  St.  John,  B.C. 

Specimens  on  loan  from  this  Department  were  displayed  in  several  local  schools, 
stores  and  museums. 

Dr.  Barlow  presented  a  paper  entitled  "Morphostasis  in  the  North  American 
Population  of  the  European  Tree  Sparrow"  at  the  International  Ornithological 
Congress  at  Oxford,  England,  in  July  of  1966.  He  also  was  interviewed  on  radio  and 
gave  several  lectures  to  local  naturalist  groups.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Ornithologists'  Union  in  early  September,  Mr.  Baillie  presented  a  paper 
entitled  "Ontario's  Newest  Birds,"  and  he  also  spoke  before  the  Province  of  Quebec 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  Birds  (in  Montreal),  and  to  several  nature  clubs 
in  Ontario. 

Dr.  Barlow,  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology,  supervised  the 
research  of  two  graduate  students,  taught  a  graduate  course  in  Ornithology,  and 
served  on  the  Graduate  Student  Committee  of  the  Department  of  Zoology  of  the 
University  of  Toronto.  For  the  tenth  year,  Mr.  Baillie  presented  a  series  of  eight 
lectures  (plus  two  field  trips  and  two  visits  to  the  R.O.M.  Bird  Room)  on  the  study 
of  birds  in  the  Natural  Science  Course  of  the  Evening  Tutorial  Classes,  University  of 
Toronto  Extension  Courses. 

As  in  previous  years,  rearrangement  of  the  bird  collection  continued  and  14 
cabinets  were  finished,  raising  the  total  to  118  cabinets  completed  since  the  rearrange- 
ment was  undertaken.  Approximately  2,780  specimens  were  collected  by,  donated  to, 
or  purchased  by  the  Department  during  the  year.  Two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty-four  skins  were  labelled  and  catalogued  during  this  period. 

The  single  most  important  accession  was  a  bequest  of  571  sets  of  eggs  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Cyril  Peake  of  Toronto.  Once  again  the  public  used  the  varied 
facilities  of  the  Department  and  researchers  in  other  museums,  universities  and 
government  agencies  and  visiting  classes  from  the  University  of  Guelph,  the  Ontario 
College  of  Optometry  and  the  Conservation  Officer  Training  Group  of  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  called  upon  its  services. 

The  collections  of  specimens  preserved  in  spirits  and  as  skeletons  continued  to 
grow — approximately  five  hundred  additional  items  being  added  to  each. 

Department  of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology 

Dr.  A.  G.  Edmund  reports  that  the  Department  continued  its  field  work  in 
Montana,  Saskatchewan  and  elsewhere.  The  specimens  collected,  mainly  mammals, 
range  from  Cretaceous  to  Miocene  in  age,  and  help  to  fill  gaps  in  our  research 
collections.  Of  special  note  is  the  large  quantity  and  variety  of  Lance  Age  (Upper 
Cretaceous)  mammals  and  other  fossils  from  the  Bug  Creek  locality  of  Montana. 
Over  2,000  teeth  representing  several  orders  of  mammals  have  been  prepared 
for  study. 

A  change  in  editorial  policy  caused  the  manuscript  for  the  section  on  "Dentition" 
for  the  Biology  of  the  Reptiles  (Academic  Press,  London),  to  be  greatly  enlarged 
and  new  illustrations  made. 

The  modern  osteological  collection  has  been  greatly  expanded  through  collection, 
purchase  and  exchange  and  is  proving  valuable  for  research,  teaching  and  for  the 
identification  of  bones  collected  by  laymen  and  archaeologists. 

Aside  from  the  materials  obtained  by  the  Museum's  field  parties,  significant 
smaller  collections  were  added  from  a  variety  of  sources.  A  total  of  434  specimens 
or  lots  of  specimens  was  catalogued. 

Dr.  C.  S.  Churcher,  research  associate,  continued  work  on  the  revision  of  his 
manuscript  on  the  sabre-tooth  cats.  It  is  now  essentially  complete  and  photos  and 
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drawings  are  being  prepared.  Working  with  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada,  he 
continued  his  research  on  pre  and  early  Wisconsin  faunas  of  Alberta  and  Saskat- 
chewan. Of  special  note  was  the  discovery  of  artifacts  indicating  the  presence  of 
man  near  Medicine  Hat  approximately  30,000  years  ago. 

Members  of  the  staff  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Vertebrate 
Palaeontology  in  Berkeley,  California.  Field  trips  and  ensuing  discussions  have 
already  resulted  in  exchanges  of  specimens  and  plans  for  future  field  work. 

The  greatest  advance  in  exhibition  facilities  resulted  from  the  hiring  of  a 
technician  whose  training  and  experience  in  design  and  display  quickly  demonstrated 
their  value.  Preliminary  plans  for  the  complete  rebuilding  of  the  exhibits  in  this 
Department  have  been  drawn  up  and  schemes  developed  for  potentially  interesting, 
yet  at  the  present  neglected,  areas,  such  as  the  second  floor  rotunda. 

Several  specimens  of  low  exhibition  value  were  removed  from  the  galleries, 
resulting  in  better  traffic  flow  and  in  better  visibility  of  the  remaining  exhibits. 
Possibly  the  most  obvious  change  resulted  from  the  removal  of  the  glass  cases  from 
two  dinosaur  skeletons.  Combined  with  neat  railings  and  improved  lighting,  these 
suddenly  become  exciting  and  dramatic.  Since  the  cost  of  this  was  negligible,  we 
plan  also  to  expose  the  remaining  panel-mounted  hadrosaurs. 

Mr.  Gyrmov  spent  two  weeks  in  the  Texas  Memorial  Museum  in  Austin,  where 
he  produced  latex  moulds  of  the  striking  skeleton  of  Typothorax,  a  spike-armoured 
Triassic  reptile.  The  cast  of  this  unique  specimen,  about  ten  feet  long,  has  now  been 
mounted,  providing  the  third  representative  from  this  early  age  of  reptiles  to  be 
installed  in  as  many  years.  During  his  stay  in  Texas  Mr.  Gyrmov  made  casts  of  a 
large  number  of  bones  and  teeth  for  our  research  collections. 

This  activity  forms  part  of  a  continuing  programme  by  which  we  can  secure 
duplicates  of  the  finest  available  specimens  at  little  cost  and  reap  the  benefit  of 
generations  of  expeditions  to  all  parts  of  the  continent  and  beyond.  For  research 
purposes,  these  materials  are  equal  to  the  originals,  and  enable  us  to  build  up  a 
reference  collection  which  we  could  never  hope  to  obtain  by  countless  field  trips. 
Furthermore,  by  trading  our  casts  to  other  museums  it  is  often  possible  further  to 
diversify  our  collections.  The  use  of  high-fidelity  casts  in  teaching  also  eliminates  the 
danger  to  delicate  and  irreplaceable  originals. 

In  an  exchange  with  the  University  of  Texas,  the  Department  obtained  a  good 
skeleton  of  the  rare  reptile  Trilophosaurus  and  a  skull  of  a  crocodile-like  phytosaur. 

An  experiment  of  a  year  ago  in  which  a  live  iguana  was  put  on  display  proved 
so  popular  that  recently  three  old  exhibition  cases  were  converted  into  terraria. 
These  display  monitor  lizards,  tegus,  turtles  and  other  hardy  reptiles.  Showing  these 
in  the  same  gallery  as  the  skeletons  of  their  giant  fossil  relatives  adds  to  the  under- 
standing of  the  remainder  of  the  displays,  and  the  lizard  cases  always  receive 
enthusiastic  attention. 

Thanks  to  an  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  Geology,  the  Department 
was  able  to  install  a  series  of  44  cabinets  made  by  the  museum  carpenters.  Now,  for 
the  first  time,  all  of  the  systematic  fossil  mammal  collection  can  be  stored  in  one 
place.  Space  was  also  provided  for  the  growing  collection  of  modern  skulls  and 
skeletons.  As  a  result,  comparison  of  recent  and  fossil  forms  can  be  made  in  the 
same  rooms. 

A  two-stage  vacuum  pump  now  permits  us  to  make  high-density  bubble-free 
plaster  and  plastic  casts.  The  same  equipment  is  also  used  to  impregnate  fossils  and 
plaster  casts  with  plastic  solutions,  greatly  improving  their  strength  and  surface 
appearance.  The  preparation  laboratory  has  received  a  major  portion  of  the  equip- 
ment budget  for  several  years,  but  is  still  in  need  of  much  additional  equipment 
before  it  can  be  considered  adequate  for  the  tasks  imposed  on  it  by  the  research  and 
field  work  of  three  scientists  and  also  the  rejuvenated  exhibition  programme. 

Plans  are  being  drawn  up  for  a  new  section  of  Mezzanine  floor  which  could  add 
almost  700  square  feet  of  office  and  laboratory  space. 

New  recruits  to  the  staff  have  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  Department, 
and  the  assistance  of  several  volunteers  resulted  in  the  re-housing  and  cataloguing  of 
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the  scelidothere  fossils  (about  sixty  drawers),  as  well  as  the  rearranging  of  much  of 
the  file  of  photographs  of  fossil  edentates. 

The  Department  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  of  these,  who  have 
given  so  generously  and  enthusiastically  of  their  time  and  talent. 

Department  of  Display  (Biology) 

Mr.  T.  M.  Shortt  reports  that  the  major  project  of  this  Department  has  been 
for  the  past  three  years  the  continuation  of  work  on  a  series  of  large  dioramas.  These 
are  designed  to  recreate  in  natural  settings  the  fauna  and  flora  of  selected  zoogeo- 
graphical  regions  of  the  earth.  The  first  of  these,  a  representation  of  the  monsoon 
forest  of  South  India,  was  opened  to  the  public  in  March,  1965.  The  second  in  the 
series  was  completed  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report.  This  exhibit  recreated 
a  scene  of  the  vegetation  and  wildlife  of  the  Galapagos  Islands.  To  collect  the  plants 
and  animals  for  these  and  to  obtain  field  sketches  and  photographs  as  reference  aids 
in  painting  the  400  square  foot  backgrounds,  R.O.M.  expeditions  travelled  to 
these  localities. 

Owing  to  lack  of  funds  it  was  not  possible  to  conduct  field  work  to  gather 
material  for  the  third  in  the  series,  but  by  choosing  to  construct  a  winter  scene  in 
the  high  arctic  in  winter  it  was  possible  to  proceed  with  the  programme.  Specimens 
were  already  available  and  previous  experience  could  be  called  upon.  This  exhibit 
is  now  nearing  completion  and  will  be  opened  to  the  public  sometime  this  summer. 
It  presents  a  scene  on  Ellesmere  Island  in  the  Canadian  arctic  archipelago,  600  miles 
from  the  North  Pole,  during  the  polar  night.  Among  the  animals  displayed  are  the 
white  Peary's  caribou,  arctic  fox,  arctic  hare,  rock  ptarmigan,  ermine,  lemming, 
raven,  snowy  owl  and  white  gyrfalcon.  Some  of  these  were  mounted  from  fresh 
specimens  and  some  remounted  from  old  material. 

It  is  proposed  to  add  other  exhibits  depicting  such  subjects  as  grasslands,  desert 
and  hardwood  forest,  and  such  series  of  supporting  exhibits  dealing  with  the  natural 
phenomena  of  astronomical  zonation,  prevailing  winds,  ocean  currents,  topography, 
etc.,  which  produce  our  climates  and  shape  the  land,  its  vegetation  and  animal  life. 

Several  special  temporary  exhibits  were  prepared  during  the  year. 

The  Departmental  Chief  addressed  the  biological  classes  of  Guelph  University 
and  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Oshawa,  and  a  number  of  groups  within  the  Museum. 

Display  General 

During  the  year  the  Display  Department  took  a  major  part  in  the  production 
of  three  exhibitions:  the  Cypriote  Antiquities,  the  Modesty  to  Mod  Costumes  and 
the  major  undertaking  of  the  design  of  the  new  ethnology  galleries.  It  also  worked 
on  a  number  of  others.  It  has  helped  curatorial  departments  and  public  information. 

An  allocation  of  money  made  it  possible  for  members  of  the  Department  to 
visit  Expo  and  examine  new  display  techniques,  many  of  which  are  far  in  advance 
of  our  own. 

The  Department  does  not  yet  function  in  a  manner  fitting  a  large  and  active 
museum,  and  much  thought  must  be  given  to  its  staff,  organization,  responsibilities 
and  authority.  However,  Mr.  Parker  states  that  "the  year  has  passed  in  a  reasonably 
intelligent  fashion." 

Education  Department 

The  responsibilities  of  and  demands  on  the  Education  Department  are  extremely 
heavy  and  continue  to  mount.  The  attraction  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  lies  in 
the  multiplicity  and  variety  of  its  departments.  The  science  departments,  with  their 
objective  and  rational  approach,  draw  those  who  are  interested  in  investigating  the 
physical  world.  The  art  and  archaeological  departments  involve  their  visitors  in  a 
more  personal  and  subjective  way  by  appealing  to  their  senses  and  sensibilities. 

The  Department  utilizes  the  assets  of  all  other  departments  in  its  teaching  of 
elementary  and  secondary  school  classes.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  requests  for  lessons 
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are  closely  related  to  the  curricula  of  schools.  It  is  worth  noting  that  40  per  cent  of 
the  classes  and  45  per  cent  of  the  pupils  are  from  Grades  6  to  11.  There  is  a  notice- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  secondary  school  classes  visiting  the  Museum.  The 
Royal  Ontario  Museum  is  unique  in  this  area  of  museum  education,  and  the  Province 
is  fortunate  to  have  such  an  institution. 

With  respect  to  elementary  schools,  owing  to  pressure  of  numbers,  a  policy 
whereby  only  Grades  5  and  up  are  taught  has  had  to  be  inaugurated.  These  pupils, 
it  is  felt,  gain  more  from  a  museum  visit  than  do  those  from  primary  classes.  However, 
the  latter  are  encouraged  to  visit  under  the  supervision  of  their  own  teachers. 

Learning  through  discussion  and  observation  of  museum  artifacts  is  not  the 
prerogative  of  those  who  can  come  to  the  Museum.  During  January  and  February 
two  teaching  teams,  with  material  suitable  for  elementary  schools,  travelled  in 
Renfrew  County  and  Thunder  Bay  District.  A  total  of  9,987  pupils,  in  the  course 
of  196  lessons,  studied  specific  objects  and  learned  about  the  Museum  generally. 
It  is  most  rewarding  to  experience  the  appreciation  of  the  areas  to  which  the 
Department  travels. 

The  fifteen  travelling  cases  illustrating  particular  topics  continue  to  be  used  for 
classroom  study  or  general  display  purposes  in  schools  beyond  a  radius  of  150  miles 
of  Toronto.  According  to  evaluation  sheets  returned  by  classroom  teachers,  many 
exciting  projects  have  been  developed  after  contacts  with  one  or  both  of  the  above 
services.  Museum  material  is  being  used  most  profitably  in  schools  which  are  employ- 
ing the  team-teaching  method. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Director,  much  time  has  been  spent  planning  for  an 
expansion  of  school  services  in  1967-68.  The  various  school  boards  have  generously 
guaranteed  more  finance  to  enable  the  Department  to  hire  more  teachers  and  have 
started  a  system  of  each  year  seconding  two  teachers  from  schools  to  work  in  the 
Museum.  The  Department  looks  forward  to  special  monthly  programmes  for  both 
elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

Contacts  with  hospitals  have  expanded.  The  recreational  programme,  shared 
with  the  Members'  Committee,  at  the  Crippled  Children's  Hospital  continued.  The 
Ontario  Hospital  for  the  mentally  ill  has  had  speakers  on  an  occasional  basis,  and 
the  school  at  the  Sick  Children's  Hospital  was  visited  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Two  post-secondary  school  groups  again  requested  the  assistance  of  the  Educa- 
tion Department.  The  history  specialists  from  The  College  of  Education  were 
introduced  to  Museum  collections  and  Museum  teaching  methods.  The  fourth  year 
Physical  and  Health  Education  students  were  given  two  series  of  six  lectures, 
emphasizing  the  place  of  athletics  in  other  civilizations. 

It  would  be  impractical  to  list  all  the  occasional  groups  using  services  of  the 
Department,  sometimes  for  a  specific  programme,  sometimes  to  assist  the  energetic 
Members'  Committee  with  groups — one  as  large  as  seven  hundred! 

The  Saturday  Morning  Club,  under  the  able  supervision  of  Miss  E.  Berlin, 
continues  to  be  popular.  It  is  rewarding  to  hear  from  parents  of  the  children's 
increased  interest  and  their  new  freedom  of  expression. 

The  general  public  was  invited  to  attend  well-chosen  documentary  films  on  ten 
Sunday  afternoons  during  the  winter  and  twice  a  week  during  the  summer.  The 
summer  programme  was  followed  by  gallery  tours  related  to  the  films.  A  total  of 
6,069  people  attended. 

The  evening  extension  courses,  given  in  collaboration  with  the  University 
Extension  Department,  again  offered  diversified  series.  "Digging  into  the  Past"  and 
"Geology  in  the  Museum"  were  given  before  Christmas.  The  latter  series  was  given 
in  the  galleries,  where  ideally  all  Museum  courses  should  be  held.  This  was  also 
repeated  after  the  New  Year.  Registration  was  restricted  to  the  capacity  of  the 
gallery.  "The  Arts  as  Communication"  and  "In  Search  of  the  Maritimes"  were 
continuations  of  series  started  in  previous  years.  The  thirty  eminent  speakers,  from 
home  and  afar,  made  all  courses  stimulating  and  in  some  cases  provocative. 

This  is  the  twenty-first  year  of  evening  extension  courses  and  the  attendance 
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reached  a  record  high  of  3,450  people,  well  over  1,000  higher  than  the  average 
attendance  of  the  last  ten  years.  Miss  E.  N.  Martin,  responsible  for  arranging  the 
courses,  is  to  be  warmly  congratulated  on  their  continuing  success. 

In  closing,  may  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  curatorial  staff  of  the 
Museum.  Without  their  co-operation,  knowledge  and  materials,  the  Education 
Department  could  not  function.  I  wish  to  thank  personally  the  teachers  on  the 
permanent  staff,  Miss  A.  Chrysler,  Miss  M.  Cumming,  Miss  M.  Fitz-Gibbon,  Mrs. 
P.  Isetta  and  Miss  E.  N.  Martin  for  their  contribution  and  loyalty  to  the  programme; 
Miss  E.  Berlin,  Supervisor  of  the  Saturday  Morning  Club,  for  her  imaginative 
administration,  the  supporting  office  staff  and  the  occasional  teaching  staff  for  their 
capable  assistance. 

"The  Arts  as  Communication"  series  was  particularly  popular  with  a  total  of 
1,207.  This  figure  is  partly  due  to  the  record  460  persons  who  welcomed  the 
opportunity  to  hear  Professor  Marshall  McLuhan  speak  on  February  9.  This  total 
record,  moreover,  was  achieved  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  series  "Geology  in  the 
Museum,"  so  popular  that  it  had  to  be  repeated  after  Christmas,  was  given  in  the 
galleries  and  consequently  registration  was  limited  to  forty.  The  two  other  courses 
were  "Digging  into  the  Past"  with  total  attendance  of  957,  and  "In  Search  of  the 
Maritimes,"  692. 

Such  higher  numbers  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  a  greater  measure 
of  publicity,  and  the  Department  received  the  most  effective  assistance  in  the  matter 
of  publicity  from  the  Museum's  Department  of  Information  Services. 

A  reputation  for  the  high  calibre  of  museum  courses  has  been  gradually 
established  over  the  past  few  years.  This  is  not  only  due  to  the  excellent  co-operation 
of  members  of  the  Museum  staff,  but  also  to  the  fact  that  the  Museum  is  in  a 
position  to  develop  what  is  an  important  office  of  this  institution:  to  bring  together 
speakers  of  distinction  in  many  disciplines. 

Over  the  last  few  years,  too,  there  has  been  not  only  an  increasing  interest  in 
adult  education,  but  also  a  healthy  adult  awareness  of  what  education  might  well  be 
about.  "I  take  the  non-credit  extension  courses  for  pure  enjoyment,  but  unlike  most 
entertainment,  I  actually  learn  something  worthwhile — learning  is  now  a  pleasure 
instead  of  a  form  of  torture  culminating  in  an  examination."  "I  take  it  the  R.O.M. 
lectures  are  'fringe  benefits'  in  the  Extension  Division  programme  courses.  They  are 
excellent  fringes  and  their  provision  shows  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  many  people 
have  solid  curiosities  which  they  will  go  to  some  trouble  to  satisfy."  (Statements  made 
in  answer  to  a  questionnaire  issued  by  the  University  of  Toronto  Extension  Division 
in  the  fall  term,  1966.) 

That  "solid  curiosity"  is  a  factor  was  demonstrated  in  the  necessity  to  close 
registration  in  the  archaeology  series,  "Digging  into  the  Past,"  a  series  that  will  be 
repeated  with  some  variation  this  coming  fall.  That  interest  in  the  subject  and  the 
Museum's  unique  contribution  to  learning  should  override  the  matter  of  cost  was 
demonstrated  by  offering  "Geology  in  the  Museum"  in  the  galleries  of  the  Museum. 
If  the  Museum  were  open  one  evening  a  week,  we  should  be  able  to  offer  more  of 
such  unique  museum  courses.  Lastly,  in  an  attempt  to  assess  what  makes  museum 
courses  attractive,  it  appears  that  the  Museum  is  in  tune  with  new  thinking  about 
education  and  that  this  is  recognized.  In  such  courses  as  those  on  the  arts  and  society 
given  the  last  four  years,  we  are,  as  a  student  writes,  providing  "a  type  of  course  that 
is  less  remarkable  for  the  learning  of  a  particular  subject  but  rather  sets  the  mood  for 
learning,  establishes  relationships  between  the  different  fields  of  learning,  may  give 
a  serious  student  a  glimpse  at  the  unity  of  all  things  and  states,  and  last  but  not 
least,  provides  the  exuberance  which  comes  from  partaking  in  spirited  exchanges  and 
expressions."  Not  only  are  people  asking  questions  more  freely  at  the  end  of  a  lecture 
and  asking  extremely  knowledgable  and  "sharp"  questions,  but  many  are  demanding 
more  and  more  discussion  and  less  lecturing.  As  leisure  becomes  more  widespread 
there  are  potent  signs  in  every  aspect  of  museum  life  that  the  services  the  Museum 
offers  will  be  increasingly  used. 
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Information  Services 

This  key  service  is  very  much  overworked  and  understaffed.  The  demands  made 
on  it  are  very  heavy  and  the  pressures  are  great.  Mr.  Bruce  Easson,  recently  appointed 
Information  Officer,  reports  that  it  has  performed  splendidly  during  the  year,  an 
opinion  with  which  the  Director  concurs. 

Publicity  programmes  operated  on  two  levels  during  the  year.  On  one  level  were 
comprehensive  campaigns  for  major  events,  such  as  the  opening  of  the  Hall  of  Fossil 
Invertebrates  and  the  Modesty  to  Mod  centennial  exhibition  of  costumes.  On  another 
level  was  the  sustained  programme  of  public  information  about  the  Museum,  its 
problems  and  the  continuing  activities  of  both  the  institution  and  its  staff. 

These  two  aspects  of  publicity  resulted  in  the  appearance  in  Canadian  daily 
newspapers,  weekly  newspapers,  weekend  supplements  and  magazines  a  total  of 
more  than  five  hundred  articles  on  more  than  twenty  topics.  Many  of  the  stories  were 
distributed  by  the  Canadian  Press  national  news  service.  More  than  fifty  television 
and  radio  broadcasts  featured  information  about  the  Museum  or  interviews  with 
its  staff. 

Although  the  Hall  of  Fossil  Invertebrates  and  Modesty  to  Mod  were  widely 
covered  by  the  communications  media,  other  exhibitions  also  were  brought  to  public 
attention  by  newspapers,  radio  and  television.  These  included  the  Loch  Collection  of 
Cypriote  Antiquities,  Photography  in  the  Fine  Arts  IV  and,  at  the  Canadiana  Build- 
ing, An  Old  Canadian  Winter,  Sculptures  Anciennes  du  Canada  Franqais  and 
Discovery  and  Mapping  of  Upper  Canada. 

Promotion  for  many  of  these  special  features  included  direct  mailings,  posters 
and  paid  advertising. 

During  the  year  promotional  material  and  assistance  were  provided  for  the 
Ten-to-One  Weekly  Tours,  the  R.O.M.'s  special  free  lectures  successfully  organized 
by  the  Members'  Committee,  the  evening  extension  course  lectures  in  the  Museum, 
free  Sunday  films,  and  other  activities. 

The  Department  underwrote  the  cost  and  assisted  with  the  preparation  of  a  bat 
research  exhibit  organized  by  Mr.  Brock  Fenton  of  the  Mammalogy  Department  at 
the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show. 

The  publications  activities  of  the  Department  were  equally  varied.  Catalogues 
for  the  Loch  Collection  of  Cypriote  Antiquities,  Modesty  to  Mod  and  Discovery  and 
Mapping  of  Upper  Canada  were  supervised  through  production  at  the  University 
of  Toronto  Press.  For  the  Modesty  to  Mod  catalogue  a  direct  mail  campaign  resulted 
in  almost  400  pre-publication  orders  from  individuals  and  public  libraries  across 
Canada.  Meeting  Place  was  issued  three  times  as  a  separate  section  in  the  Varsity 
Graduate.  Editorial  and  production  advice  was  provided  for  such  scholarly  works 
as  The  Crayfishes  of  Ontario,  A  Handbook  of  the  Far  Eastern  Collection,  and  The 
Archaeology  of  the  Serpent  Mounds  Site,  (all  scheduled  to  be  published  next  year). 
A  quarterly  Museum  bulletin  called  Rotunda  is  now  in  an  advanced  planning  stage. 

An  agreement  was  reached  with  an  outside  distributor  of  educational  material 
to  take  ten  titles  totalling  20,000  copies  in  the  popular  Who,  What,  When,  Where, 
How,  Why  series  of  booklets. 

The  Department  activities  were  complicated  by  a  period  of  reorientation.  Mr. 
Bruce  Easson  joined  the  Department  in  mid-September  as  Information  Officer, 
succeeding  Mr.  Ian  Montagnes  who,  in  his  three  years  as  head  of  the  Department, 
developed  a  successful  publications  progamme  and  was  responsible  for  many  of  its 
basic  publicity  and  public  relations  procedures.  Mrs.  Christa  Singer,  a  valued  con- 
sultant and  assistant  on  special  projects,  regretfully  decided  she  must  concentrate  on 
her  outside  television  and  radio  commitments.  Miss  Beverley  Slopen  joined  the 
Department  in  mid-November  as  Infomation  Assistant. 

The  thanks  of  the  Department  also  must  be  extended  to  all  other  departments, 
particularly  Photography,  Display  General,  and  the  Preparators.  Without  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  of  all  staff  members,  Information  Services  would  be  unable 
to  carry  out  its  functions. 
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Library 

Miss  E.  Feely,  the  Museum's  young  and  able  Librarian,  reports  that  library 
statistics  for  1966-67  illustrate  an  increase  in  library  activity  over  the  preceding  year. 
Library  staff  undertook  1,990  refeence  searches  for  Museum  staff,  who  also  bor- 
rowed 4,894  titles  for  use  outside  the  Library.  Broadening  of  library  policy  governing 
curatorial  use  of  specialized  titles  has  resulted  in  the  location  of  over  1,200  titles  in 
Museum  departments  as  core  reference  collections.  To  further  Museum  research 
programmes,  825  titles  were  borrowed  for  staff  use  (692  volumes  from  the  University 
of  Toronto  Library) . 

Students  and  Museum  visitors  made  increasing  use  of  Library  resources:  1,519 
requests  for  reference  assistance  were  successfully  handled.  In  addition,  other  libraries 
borrowed  201  titles  from  the  collection. 

Cataloguing  remained  an  important  operation;  by  May  31,  973  titles  were 
added,  and  163  titles  from  the  older  collections  were  recatalogued.  As  a  result  of 
cataloguing,  14,500  cards  were  added  to  Library  records  (filling  the  persent  cata- 
logue to  capacity  and  making  replacement  of  the  catalogue  an  urgent  necessity) . 

An  institutional  exchange  programme  continued  to  bring  many  gifts  of  books 
and  journals  to  the  Library;  eight  Museum  publications  were  mailed  to  partici- 
pating institutions  throughout  the  world. 

The  professional  staff  has  been  active  in  professional  work  during  the  year.  In 
June,  1966,  Miss  Feely  represented  the  Museum  at  the  Calgary  conference  of  the 
Canadian  Library  Association,  and,  in  1967,  was  appointed  to  the  Membership 
Committee  of  the  Institute  of  Professional  Librarians  of  Ontario.  She  attended  two 
graduate  courses  (Bibliography  and  Reference  Collections;  Canadiana  Research 
Collections)  at  the  School  of  Library  Science,  University  of  Toronto. 

During  the  year,  the  Library  Committee  was  reconvened,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Director,  and  was  expanded  to  include  four  representatives  of  the 
curatorial  staff  (in  addition  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  Head  Librarian).  The 
Committee  resumed  its  former  role  as  an  advisory  body  for  Museum  Library  policies. 

During  the  joint  meeting  of  the  American  Museum  Association  and  the  Cana- 
dian Museum  Association,  the  Library  staff  were  pressed  into  service  to  prepare  an 
exhibition  of  publications  of  ROM  staff.  It  was  a  stimulating  and  most  illumi- 
nating experience  to  be  able  to  see  the  prodigious  output  of  the  curatorial  staff  over 
the  years. 

As  in  1965-66,  the  year  saw  greater  recognition  and  use  of  the  Library's 
resources  by  staff  and  public.  Although  welcome,  the  demands  occupied  the  Library's 
staff  and  facilities  to  such  an  extent  that  little  opportunity  remained  to  intro- 
duce new  services  or  to  expand  present  services.  The  Departmental  statistics  most 
strongly  underline  the  need  for  additional  staff,  new  equipment,  a  larger  library 
area,  and  increased  financial  support  if  the  Museum's  Library  is  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tions. These  include  construction  of  a  working  research  literature  collection,  satisfac- 
tion of  curatorial  library  needs,  participation  in  Museum  programmes  of  research 
and  education  and  active  reference  assistance  to  Museum  visitors.  With  its  present 
resources,  the  Library  barely  meets  current  demands,  and  cannot  provide  the  first- 
rate  library  services  expected  not  only  by  the  curators,  but  also  by  the  growing 
numbers  of  visitors  and  students  at  all  levels,  layman  through  specialist,  who  turn 
to  the  Museum  Library  for  information. 

The  Museum  is  justifiably  proud  of  its  Library  services.  They  bring  a  consider- 
able measure  of  goodwill  to  the  Museum  and  contribute  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
academic  resources  of  the  University.  However,  without  considerably  more  support 
than  at  present  they  will  inevitably  fall  behind  in  the  vital  struggle  to  provide  the 
basic  reference  and  research  tools  for  the  whole  organization. 

Photography  Department 

Mr.  L.  Warren  and  his  staff,  cramped  for  space  and  inadequately  financed,  met 
the  increasing  demands  made  on  them  with  unfailing  good  humour  and  unflagging 
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energy.  They  produced  by  the  end  of  April  this  year  a  truly  staggering  output  of 
17,521  prints;  8,093  negatives;  5,262  slides  and  387  large  colour  transparencies  with- 
out any  loss  of  the  quality  for  which  they  are  greatly  respected  by  all  departments. 
This  more  than  doubles  last  year's  production — a  remarkable  achievement. 

In  many  museums  the  photographic  services  are  a  weak  link.  That  this  is  not  so 
in  the  ROM  is  due  entirely  to  their  dedication,  enthusiasm  and  artistic  sensibility. 

Programme  Secretary 

This  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  for  Mrs.  Helen  Downie  and  her  small, 
hard-working  staff.  Part  of  their  duties  lies  in  the  field  of  membership,  and  the  year 
has  seen  an  appreciable  increase  from  1,050  to  over  1,500  members  of  the  Museum. 
This  increase,  thoroughly  desirable  as  it  is,  also  brings  problems.  These  will  increase  as 
membership  grows  and  will  require  rethinking  of  the  arrangements  for  those 
occasions,  such  as  openings,  which  are  designed  particularly  for  members. 

Exhibitions  continued  at  a  high  rate  and  included:  Six  Danish  Graphic  Artists 
and  Posters  from  Denmark]  La  Belle  Province)  Photographs  by  William  Notman  of 
Montreal:  Canadian  Profile;  Comic  Strips  from  the  Museum's  Collection;  The  Art 
Student  Uses  the  Museum;  The  Loch  Collection  of  Cypriote  Antiquities;  Ships  and 
the  Sea;  Gentle  Wilderness:  The  Sierra  Nevada;  Saturday  Morning  Club's  Annual 
Christmas  Exhibition;  An  Old  Canadian  Winter;  Photography  in  the  Fine  Arts  IV; 
Sculptures  Anciennes  du  Canada  Frangais;  Hans  Christian  Andersen;  Saturday 
Morning  Club's  Annual  Easter  Exhibition;  Photographs  by  Henry  Kalen;  Discovery 
and  Mapping  of  Upper  Canada;  Modesty  to  Mod — Dress  and  Under  dress  in  Canada 
1780-1967;  A  Special  Exhibition  of  ROM  Publications;  Colours  and  Patterns  in  the 
Animal  Kingdom;  The  University  as  Publisher;  A  Canadian  Imprint;  and  also  the 
changing  stamp  exhibitions  arranged  by  our  indefatigable  Honorary  Curator  of 
Philately. 

A  total  of  21  exhibitions,  large  and  small,  successfully  staged  is  a  tribute  to  the 
Programme  Secretary's  staff  and  also  to  the  carpenters  and  preparators,  who  cheer- 
fully met  the  many  demands  made  on  them.  Their  duties  require  the  co-ordination 
of  many  services,  often  with  tight  schedules  which  add  to  the  strain.  Without  willing 
help  from  all  concerned  this  extensive  and  varied  programme  could  never  be 
achieved. 

Four  lectures  were  given  in  the  Art  and  Archaeology  and  three  in  the  Centennial 
Science  Series.  One  special  lecture  on  "English  Watercolours"  was  arranged.  The 
total  attendance  for  them  was  1,028.  These  are  all  free  lectures  and  it  is  evident  that, 
as  so  often  in  other  spheres,  what  is  offered  free  receives  scant  appreciation.  Other 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  fall  whereby  Members  will  enjoy  free  entrance 
and  the  public  will  be  required  to  pay  a  small  fee.  This,  it  is  hoped,  may  also 
stimulate  membership. 

It  is  planned  in  the  summer  to  redecorate  the  Theatre  which  is  in  a  shamefully 
dilapidated  condition.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  arrange  comfortable  conditions  with 
one  threatre  holding  450  and  one  lecture  room  holding  114.  Many  lectures  require 
a  theatre  holding  comfortably  200  to  250  people. 

Eleven  special  events  were  arranged  including  an  Open  Night  for  teachers  and 
an  evening  reception  for  800  delegates  and  wives  of  the  first  joint  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of  Museums  and  the  Canadian  Museums  Association — a  most 
successful  evening.  A  Fashion  Show  for  the  House  of  Molyneux  raised  $2,670  for  the 
redecoration  of  the  Armour  Court.  The  Members'  Committee  and  the  Education 
Department  were  as  helpful  as  always  in  the  past,  yet  another  illustration  of  the  help 
and  co-operation  necessary  for  efficient  operation  of  important  services. 

As  usual  the  lecture  rooms  were  in  great  demand  for  the  Walker  Mineralogical 
Club,  the  Toronto  Field  Naturalists'  Club,  the  Toronto  Junior  Field  Naturalists' 
Club,  extension  courses,  Sunday  films  and  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America. 

In  addition  to  their  heavy  normal  duties,  Mrs.  Downie,  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Canadian  Museums  Association,  Mr.  Brook,  and  part-time  recruits  were  called 
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on  to  carry  out  much  of  the  organization  for  the  joint  American  Association  of 
Museums  and  the  Canadian  Museum  Association  meetings.  This  was  an  extremely 
demanding  task,  especially  just  before  and  during  the  meeting,  which  they  performed 
with  an  enthusiasm  and  efficiency  which  earned  the  praise  of  all.  To  them  is  due 
much  of  the  success  of  the  meeting,  while  to  the  Director  went  the  commiseration  of 
the  officials  for  his  being  from  time  to  time  deprived  of  some  of  his  key  staff! 

Mrs.  Downie  reports  that  she  surrendered  her  position  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Association  on  June  2,  and  looks  forward  to  devoting  the  efforts  of  her  staff  to 
the  improvement  and  expansion  of  the  Museum's  own  programme  which  already 
contributes  so  much  to  the  cultural  life  of  Toronto. 

Registration,  Art  and  Archaeology  Departments 

Miss  Dorothea  Hecken  reports  that  the  number  of  acquisitions  by  the  Art  and 
Archaeology  Departments  has  varied  only  slightly  over  the  last  few  years,  although 
it  reached  an  unprecedented  294  in  the  calendar  year  1966  as  compared  with  275  in 
1965  and  263  in  1964.  Acquisitions  for  the  year  1966-67  (to  the  end  of  April) 
comprised  196  donations,  68  purchases,  and  4  bequests. 

The  donations  were  mostly  in  the  field  of  textiles  and,  with  the  exception  of 
about  a  dozen,  the  purchases  were  minor. 

The  above  acquisitions  amounted  to  over  a  thousand  individual  items  which 
were  checked,  recorded  and  numbered.  Perhaps  the  most  difficult  and  interesting  task 
in  itemizing  and  recording  was  presented  by  the  more  than  300  pieces  received  from 
the  ROM  excavations  at  Altun  Ha,  British  Honduras. 

The  revision  of  the  old  records  has  continued  with  improved  speed,  thanks  to 
the  many  active  young  technicians  and  curatorial  assistants  whom  the  Art  and 
Archaeology  Departments  have  added  to  their  staff  during  the  last  years.  They  made 
considerable  progress  in  reviewing  the  collections  and  sorting  the  material.  As  a  result 
of  this,  demands  for  entering  objects  with  old  numbers  into  the  new  accession  system 
have  flooded  in — adding  an  extra  burden  to  a  busy  year.  Twenty-two  thousand 
catalogue  cards  were  rolled  off  our  duplicating  machine  in  1966-67. 

The  curatorial  card  records  have  also  made  good  progress  with  gaps  gradually 
being  filled.  The  European  Department  has  added  a  subject  catalogue  with  proper 
references  and  cross-references  to  its  record  files. 

The  loan  activity  has  been  larger  than  in  previous  years  owing  to  the  many 
centennial  exhibitions  which  are  taking  place  all  over  the  country,  and  to  the  fact 
that  so  many  people  look  to  the  ROM  as  the  country's  major  repository.  To  the  end 
of  April,  49  loans  were  dispatched  as  compared  with  30  loans  for  1965-66.  Incoming 
loans  amounted  to  41,  nearly  all  of  them  on  a  temporary  basis  for  our  centennial 
textile  exhibition. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  outgoing  loans  were  large  shipments.  The  fact 
that  we  were  able  to  send  them  out  promptly  and  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  all 
other  aspects  of  the  loan  procedure,  such  as  lists,  shipping  and  customs  papers, 
condition  reports,  loan  forms,  packing,  crating  and  transportation,  was  a  result  of 
good  teamwork.  In  this  connection,  Registration  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  Mrs.  Elisabeth  Phillimore  of  the  Conservation  Department  and  Mr. 
Ivan  Lindsay,  the  Chief  Preparator.  We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Tom  Nippak,  the 
new  Customs  Clerk  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  whose  efficiency  in  his  work  and 
interest  in  the  Museum  have  helped  us  to  solve  many  involved  and  complicated 
customs  transactions.  The  Museum  has  greatly  benefited  from  his  valuable  and  free 
services.  The  personal  contacts  he  has  established  at  the  various  points  of  entry  in 
and  around  the  City  of  Toronto  have  served  us  very  well.  Customs  brokers  tend  to 
be  very  expensive,  not  always  knowledgeable  in  the  type  of  material  we  import  and 
export,  and  ignorant  of  a  museum's  special  requirements.  It  would  be  sad  to  think 
that,  in  a  separation,  we  might  lose  the  many  benefits  of  this  arrangement  with  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

Experience  with  shipping  problems  suggests  that  it  might  be  well  to  consider 
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at  some  future  date  a  centralization  of  all  shipping  and  customs  responsibilities.  It 
would  greatly  facilitate  control  over  all  incoming  and  outgoing  material.  At  present 
any  department,  outside  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  can  make  its  own  shipping  arrange- 
ments. This  autonomy  has  led  to  a  certain  amount  of  disorder  and  confusion,  most 
of  which  finds  its  way  back  to  this  Department,  as  the  only  shipping  department  in 
the  Museum.  Such  an  arrangement  could,  of  course,  only  be  made  with  completely 
different  facilities  from  those  we  now  enjoy.  A  central  shipping  door  is  a  vital 
necessity 

Finally,  on  a  personal  note,  Miss  Hecken  comments  that,  as  she  goes  through  old 
records  which  include  so  much  of  Dr.  Gurrelly's  correspondence  on  individual  items, 
she  is  constantly  impressed  by  his  devotion  to  the  ideal  of  creating  this  great  museum. 
It  was  a  dedication  which  amounted  almost  to  an  obsession  and  his  comments  very 
often  are  saddened  by  his  feeling  that  he  was  unable  to  "shake  the  mountains." 

Sales  Desk 

Despite  the  inadequate  site  and  facilities  of  the  Sales  Desk,  sales  have  increased 
over  the  year  to  approximately  $55,000  by  the  end  of  the  year  (compared  with  only 
$5,000  twelve  years  ago) .  A  study  was  made  for  expansion  but  this  proved  so  expen- 
sive that  the  Director  felt  it  would  be  wise  to  wait  until  the  future  of  the  new  wing 
was  settled.  Given  a  good  position,  sales  could  with  ease  rise  quickly  to  about  $300,000 
per  annum,  provide  a  valuable  source  of  income  for  the  Museum  and  thereby  a 
support  for  the  publications  programme. 

The  Information  Desk  handles  a  great  deal  of  work  in  its  relation  to  the  general 
public  and  on  behalf  of  visitors  to  the  various  departments.  Mailing  has  increased 
considerably  over  the  year. 

The  Sales  Desk  has  done  its  best  in  what  is  little  more  than  a  hole  in  the  wall, 
and  new  quarters  for  it  are  long  overdue. 

Members3  Committee 

The  energetic  and  enthusiastic  ladies,  who  take  such  an  active  interest  in  the 
Museum's  affairs,  have  worked  hard  in  many  areas.  They  have  often  accepted  with 
great  willingness  the  new  Director's  suggestions,  unfamiliar  though  they  may  have 
appeared  and,  even  when  they  did  not  accept  them,  they  showed  a  welcome  open- 
mind.  They  initiated  a  series  of  "Ten-to-One  Talks"  designed  to  last  half  an  hour 
during  lunch  hours.  These  have  proved  most  successful  and  the  curators  are  thanked 
for  their  academic  instruction  which  enabled  the  Members  to  speak  with  authority. 
The  Committee  has  willingly  met  requests  to  act  as  guides  for  many  tours,  sold  pro- 
grammes, were  gracious  hostesses  on  special  occasions  such  as  the  Open  Night  for 
Teachers,  organized  a  most  successful  Children's  Party,  and  helped  with  flower 
arrangements  in  the  rotunda. 

In  June  the  Committee  devised  a  most  imaginative  Centennial  Project  for 
Ontario  Children  whereby  the  youngsters  contribute  toward  the  purchase  at  $1,500 
of  a  skeleton  of  a  protoceratops  for  the  Department  of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology.  The 
Museum  erected  in  the  Rotunda  a  case  with  a  living  reptile  and  a  collecting  box 
below  which  is  filling  with  contributions  from  one  penny  to  ten  dollars  given  to  a 
child  by  his  grandmother  as  a  contribution.  The  interest  this  has  aroused  far  out- 
weighs the  monetary  gain — though  this  too  is  welcome  in  an  institution  as  hard- 
pressed  as  the  ROM.  In  the  first  ten  days  over  $160  was  contributed. 

The  Members'  Committee  has  shown  a  most  welcome  flexibility  in  approaching 
the  problems  and  opportunities  presented  by  a  rapidly  changing  society.  It  has 
increased  its  membership  to  help,  among  other  things,  with  a  membership  drive,  and 
the  Director  is  grateful  for  both  their  devoted  work  and  for  the  reception  they  have 
given  to  his  ideas.  Whether  the  Committee  agreed  or  not  with  his  aspirations  it  has 
always  been  a  pleasure  to  discuss  them  freely  with  the  members. 

The  role  of  the  Museum  is  changing  and  expanding — the  demands  made  on  it 
are  growing.  Its  opportunities  are  inexhaustible.  As  Mrs.  Southey,  Chairman,  states 
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in  her  report,  "As  long  as  we  retain  the  enthusiasm  and  originality  of  thought,  and 
love  of  the  Museum  shown  in  the  past  ten  years,  the  next  ten  will  prove  just  as 
rewarding  for  the  Members'  Committee  and  I  hope,  through  them,  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum."  The  Director  echoes  their  hopes  and  looks  forward  to  the 
increased  potential  provided  by  the  addition  of  new  blood. 

It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  to  have  the  support  of  a  group  of  such  gifted,  imaginative 
and  educated  women.

The  year  just  ended  has  witnessed  continued  expansion  of  activity  in  all  departments 
of  the  Press,  with  more  definite  signs  than  heretofore  of  the  stresses  that  often  accom- 
pany growth.  Last  year's  report  anticipated  that  an  emergency  might  mark  the 
removal  of  the  textbook  department  to  new  quarters  in  time  for  the  1966  college 
opening,  and  the  difficulties  which  ensued  for  the  staff  of  that  department  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  met  them  were  reported  in  Press  Notes  (March-April,  1967). 
Indeed,  the  publication  just  mentioned,  edited  by  the  Assistant  Director,  Miss  Eleanor 
Harman,  continues  to  provide  the  most  complete  chronicle  of  developments  in  this 
department,  as  future  historians  referring  to  this  section  of  the  President's  Report 
should  note. 
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The  Printing,  Accounting,  and  Publications  Order  and  Warehouse  Departments 
housed  in  the  new  Downsview  Division  weathered  a  dangerous  and  costly  crisis 
in  March  when  the  heating  exhaust  system  failed,  most  regrettably  requiring  the 
temporary  hospitalization  of  several  stall  members.  Emergency  steps  were  taken  to 
correct  this  condition,  which  also  forced  the  closing  of  the  Division  for  a  short  period, 
and  permanent  corrective  measures  have  been  promised  before  the  heating  system 
is  returned  to  service  this  autumn.  The  occurrence  deserves  recording  here  because  of 
its  seriousness. 

Most  regrettably,  the  Press  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  suffered  loss  by 
death  during  the  year  both  of  its  chairman,  the  Honourable  Dana  H.  Porter,  and 
of  its  vice-chairman,  the  Honourable  C.  P.  McTague.  Mr.  W.  M.  V.  Ash  has  gener- 
ously consented  to  accept,  in  addition  to  his  many  other  duties  for  the  Board,  nomina- 
tion to  the  post  of  chairman  of  this  committee  for  at  least  a  temporary  period.  His 
active  participation  in  the  concerns  of  the  Press,  particularly  those  referred  to  later 
in  this  report,  has  been  much  appreciated. 

The  growing  activity  throughout  the  year  in  all  departments  reached  its  culmina- 
tion when  Toronto  played  host  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American 
University  Presses  during  a  four-day  period  following  June  11.  This  was  both  the 
largest  meeting  ever  held  by  the  Association,  and  the  largest  assembly  of  publishers 
ever  brought  together  in  Canada  for  any  purpose,  over  330  scholarly  publishers  from 
the  United  States  and  overseas  having  registered.  A  rigorous  professional  programme 
featured  an  exceptionally  successful  two-day  editorial  seminar  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Toronto's  Managing  Editor,  Miss  Halpenny.  The  Press's  Business  Manager, 
Mr.  Bohne,  presented  a  major  paper  on  "Manuals  of  Organization  and  Procedure," 
and  the  Plant  Superintendent,  Mr.  Gurney,  conducted  a  clinic  on  short-run  produc- 
tion of  books  and  journals,  using  the  printing  facilities  of  the  Downsview  Division 
as  a  laboratory.  Other  important  contributions  to  the  programme  were  made  by 
Messrs.  Fanning  and  Taylor,  and  by  Mr.  Marshall  who  also  chaired  a  large  and 
efficient  committee  on  arrangements.  Time  for  social  functions  was  as  limited  as  the 
events  themselves  were  memorable,  including  a  reception  at  the  home  of  President 
and  Mrs.  Bissell,  transportation  and  complimentary  admissions  to  the  opening  of 
Richard  III  at  the  Stratford  Festival,  and  a  colourful  closing  banquet  in  the  Great 
Hall  of  Hart  House  at  which  President  Bissell  was  the  principal  speaker.  The  annual 
meeting  was  widely  and  favourably  reported,  Saturday  Review  and  Publishers9  Weekly 
devoting  extensive  editorial  space  to  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  and  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting.  The  former  editorialized  about  "a  university  and  a  press 
unique  in  their  own  country  and,  in  some  respects,  North  America." 

As  the  lengthy  list  of  publications  issued  during  the  past  year  demonstrates,  the 
catalogue  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  has  been  substantially  increased  in  size 
and  enriched  in  quality  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Special  attention  might  be 
directed  to  a  number  of  the  97  titles  that  have  been  added,  but  no  undertaking  was 
more  ambitious  than  Painting  in  Canada:  A  History  by  J.  Russell  Harper.  As  one  of 
the  chefs  d'eeuvre  of  Canadiana,  this  multi-colour  definitive  history  (issued  simul- 
taneously— and  on  schedule — in  French  and  English  editions)  was  the  centennial 
project  of  the  Canada  Council  as  well  as  of  the  two  scholarly  publishers  whose 
imprints  it  bears — Toronto  and  Laval.  The  complete  list  of  books  published  during

The  stresses  of  growth  mentioned  at  the  outset  of  this  report  have  been  nowhere 
more  evident  than  in  the  financing  of  the  programme  of  expansion  itself.  Under  the 
Press's  terms  of  reference,  the  net  income  available  from  its  various  operations  is  used 
to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  maintenance  and  replacement  of  its  equipment, 
for  necessary  expansion,  and  to  underwrite  the  costs  of  worthy  scholarly  books  and 
journals  which  might  otherwise  go  unpublished — and  hence,  perhaps,  unwritten.  The 
demand  for  such  publishing  assistance  has  of  course  grown  commensurately  with  the 
expansion  of  the  scholarly  community.  But  a  proportionate  mushrooming  of  the 
undergraduate  enrolment  has  generated  what  amounts  to  a  prior  claim  on  the 
resources  of  the  Press,  a  claim  which  has  itself  expanded  annually  at  a  rate  that 
severely  limits  hope  of  increasing  the  service  of  the  Press  to  scholarly  publishing.  In 
fact,  the  Press's  ability  to  continue  to  support  as  many  learned  book  manuscripts  and 
journals  as  heretofore  has  been  placed  in  jeopardy. 

Briefly,  the  average  inventory  investment  in  prescribed  undergraduate  textbooks 
has  been  forced  to  expand  more  rapidly  than  the  Press's  ability  to  finance  such 
growth.  Textbooks  must  be  purchased  at  a  short  discount,  and  unless  the  retail  opera- 
tion were  to  be  revised  to  include  miscellaneous,  and  irrelevant,  merchandise  on  a 
large  scale,  the  sale  of  textbooks  cannot  earn  the  net  income  which  is  necessary  to 
cover  the  interest  payable  (to  the  University)  on  the  additional  funds  required  to 
finance  expanding  textbook  sales.  Thus  it  is  increasingly  true  that  the  distribution  of 
textbooks  at  this  institution  is  being  supported  by  net  income  earned  in  the  publishing 
and  printing  departments  of  the  Press.  Admittedly,  the  distribution  of  textbooks  is 
an  essential  service,  and  one  which  is  furnished  by  virtually  every  university.  But  the

question  whether  it  is  an  institutional  obligation  of  the  university  or  a  proper  charge 
against  its  scholarly  publishing  arm  remains  at  this  time  to  be  determined. 

This  report  has  been  traditionally  an  optimistic  one,  and  it  is  possible  to  reiterate 
that  in  terms  of  sales  in  all  its  departments  and  of  net  income  in  all  its  revenue- 
producing  departments,  the  Press  continues  to  improve  its  already  strong  position  in 
printing  and  publishing  in  North  America.  What  is  sobering  is  the  fact  that  the 
University  of  Toronto's  leadership  in  the  publication  of  research,  whether  in  the  form 
of  books  or  journals,  has  been  imperiled  by  the  sharply  increased  support  required 
by  the  distribution  of  prescribed  textbooks,  and  by  the  fact  that  the  need  for  support 
to  academic  publishing  can  no  longer  be  fully  provided  under  the  Press's  present 
terms  of  reference.  This  development  was  the  subject  of  a  special  report  by  this  office 
to  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Publications  on  December  15,  1966.  Subsequently  a 
committee  of  the  Board  comprising  members  of  both  that  body  and  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Publications,  and  chaired  by  Professor  Vincent  Bladen,  studied  the 
situation  and  submitted  a  report  to  the  Board,  which  was  referred  to  the  Press 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  where  the  matter  is  being  actively  reviewed 
at  this  time.
